11dering the ruine of the Saragerr,throvgh civil dilention, * 
and fearing rhe like in the/e;the chief fiay of Makometilm, 
thruſting himſelf (contrary unto Pontifical formality) be- 
trvize the Armies ready to joyn batrel, who both by his 
reverence and perſwafion, ( that Axan ſhould enjoy his 4? 
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Kingdom entire, & thar Cutlumuſes with his Sons,ſhould 
be the ſole Lords of what chey ſubdued in che Conſtantis 
nopolitan Empire)were content to lay down Arms: Moſt 
commodious ro Mahometiſm, and molt hurtful corhe

Saladine(2s it commonly happens ina great Comman - 
ders ill ſuccefſe) much impaired his reputarion by rhe 
loſſe of Pto/emans ; wherefore ivith a head}org deſpair he 
ſicked, runiedyind overthrew the walls of Porphyria, C e- 
ſaria, Joppa, Aſcalon, Gazaand Elam, with divers other

Bucnothing more hindred the Chriſtian Princes pro- 
ce201vge, then diſcord among themſelves ; for befices rhe 
ftrife of the Kivgs of Frarce and Ensland, no lefle was 
b:t* een King Guy and Conrade of Montferrat. obourt the 
lot Kivgdom's ticle. Richard with othesr taking Guy's

being bronght tro exremity,rhe 7 wrks came on fo falt for

Count of Montfort, ſent thirhec with a rall Regiment by 
the French King, and their civil diſcords, rhey were re- 
preſſed, and a Perce concluded for 10 years , which was

T fared with the T#rkih Empire (firſt planted by Tan- 
groliprx in Perſcaand other Eaſtern Cotnerys)as wich 

a fick body fu bjet 'ro many changes, which concinuing 
for 170 years, muſt nojy give place to a grearer power, 
For it forruned abovr this time; that rhe T artars or T at- 
24r5 (inhabicing rhe cold and bare Countries in the North 
of Afia, a barbarons, fierce, and needy Nation) flirred by 
their own wants, and the perſivahon of Zingis or Cangs, 
holcen for a great Prophet, made rheir leader, and honou- 
rably named #lxchan, or the mighty King,or great Cham 
fAecked like rhe ſand of the Sea,and conquerirg their poor 
neighbours, eafily entreated co ſeek berter fortunes with 
them, paſſed che high Mountain Caacaſus,part of Tarrus, 
Ciriding Afi 1rto 2 parts; over which, coming doivn as 
no anorher world full of natures delighrs, never ſeen to 
:hem before, beardown all before them, Zingis dead, 
Hoccata his eldeſt Son, tock his Fathers place, who ſen- 
eng pare of his Army Weſtward, turred himſelt Eatt- 
ward; where ſ\ubduing the Baitrians and Z ogdians, with

pleaſures of /zdia, mannaged his warrs by Lievrenants, 
jendingthem North, Welt, and Sonth, who (ubcued the 
Arachoſians, CMargians, &c, and allo ſubdued Perſia, 
with all Parthia, A|ſyria, Meſopotamia, and Media, Cur- 
ſumes, or Corſantes, now reigned in the Ciry Baloh, in 
Choraſan che fartheſt parr of Perſia, who fled with all 
che people leavingall; the 7 artars racing the City, and 
raking the Countrey, C:rſumes (of the Selzuccian ftami- 
ly) dying ithis flight, Zgnanchan his Son led the mul- 
titude of 7#rks, and ſeized on Babyler, now called Bag 4- 
«at ; where putting all rothe ſword, he rhere, and there- 
abouts ſeated himſelf; but, ere long, the T arters puriu« 
ing, took bim, and thence expelled his people. Solyhan 
alſo of the Ognz44z family, (of whom more ſhall be ſaid 
hereafter) reigned in Perſia at Nacnan ; who terrified, 
and waned by the Sa/zuccias Sultan's fall,fled with ſome 
{ubjects into kefler Aſia. Afeer this, the T artars conque- 
red greater Armenia, with Cholchss and Iberia, This 
proud Conquerour purpolſed ro ſubdue a'l Aſia ; bur, 
overcome with 1ndia's delicacies. he ſo refted, embracing 
the manners and ſuperflition of the conquered, The 
Turks were driven our of Per/iaabout 1202 ; who re- 
tired into lefler eAſia (poſſeſſed by. their Countreys 
men) under the leading of Aladin, deſcended of the 
Selz#ccinn Family, who taking opportunity by the 
diſcord of the Latines and ' Greeks, and Greeks a- 
morg, themſelves, firſt at Sebaſt1a in Cilica , rhen

Alexis had made falt the Haven bzrwe2n Conſtanting« 
pleand Pera with a great chain, manning it with 20 Gal- 
leys; but the General ſent the Ezgle,x [Wift & the firong- 
eſt ſhipin che Fleer, who ſailing with a full gale; brake che 
chain, chus gaining che Havenythe Greeks lettcheir Galleys 
to the Venetians, Laſcaris, the Emperont's fon in Law. 
was ready with a ſelz& cgmpany to binderthe Latizes 
landing, who running on/Land, the Foot ( for th: Horſes 
could not fo ſoon land ) ſeaped our of their ſhips in a mo- 
ment , laying about che mounred Greeks hike nd men + 
The Citizens expeQting the event of this hot skirmiſh, 
60000 Greeks bravely (allied out of the Ciry , and made 
che battle doubftull ; yer in fine, the Greeks rerired ino 
the Ciry, gueſſing rhe loſſe, by Alexizs with Laſcaris and 
a few orhers, (ecrerly (with a maſle of treaſure, hidden by 
his daughter /rene, Abbefle of a Nunnzry ) che nexr nighr, 
fleeinz, | 

The Conffantinopolitans next morning taking [ſacc out 
of Priſon , falured himagain Emperour, and opened the 
Gates tothe' Latmes, calling rhem the Reveinzers of their 
liberry, and their Emperogr's Life and Majelty,requeſting 
to lee young eAlexius lolong defired, fo lavins the Ciry, 
that time from faccage. The'old Emperour and his fon, 


8 in the 1mperiall ſeat, gave moſt heirry thanks ro the La- 


tine Princes,and though his fight could nor be reftored, yer 
hz acknoviedged they reſiored his Life, Lib>rry, Empire, 
Country/and/Son, confirming whatfoever his ſon bad pro- 
miledhem;and rhar he would content them b2rter if they 
were not therewith contentedy-not being able to rend-r 
anlwerable Rewards to cheir deſerts, And conſulting a- 
bour means to ſatisfy them(tharche Citizensmizbr more 
willingly do what was ro be commande4 ) he increared 
the Latines (as thzy did ) to retire on: ofthe Ciry, But 
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what eyely man was to pay being ſer down , it ſeemed to 

rhe Greeks moſt atoms 4 Iſaac, bing brought out of 

7flinking Priſon , chrough the ſudden change of aire and 

manner of living, dyed in this very inſtant. 

The Conftantinopolitans grievoully exclaimed at this ex- 

action, all in generall ſaying, and the Nobles ( inaflem- 

blies)grievoully complainingzthar it wasa villanous thing 
for che Empire, by a boy, to be'made bare,unto a coverons 
and proud Nation: thar the rich Ifle Creet was given to 
the Latines: that the Greek, Church was conſtrained to 
ſubmir ro the See of Rome, from which it was happily 
freed ſince the tranſlation of che Empire thicher by Con- 
ſtantme the Great ; whereupon a Tumulrt was raiſed, The 
armed people furiouſly ran tothe Pallace , purpoſing to 
commit ſome outrage on the young Emperor: to whom, 
wirhour ay, he, fſhewing himſelf above, promiſed to doe 
norhing withour their advice and likivg, appeafing the tu- 
mult with theſe good words, But the Emperour bur- 
pig with defire of revenge , and thioking himſelf more 
bound ro keep promiſe with the Latines, ( for be could 
not ſatisfy beth ) he ſent ſecrerly ro MMoveferrat , to ſend 


him certain ſouldiers about midnight, aſſuring kim to re- | 


ceive them in by a Gate nigh the Pallace. Of this Ale- 
xius Duc as, lurnamed IMnrznfie from his bertle Browes, 
Was not 12norant,whoſe aſpiring mind took this occaſion: 
and the night. following, raiſed a tumairnort inferiour ro 
che former , comming ſuddenly ro the Emperour , as it 
he had no hand in it,and told himwirh a ſad countenance, 
that the people, eſpecially of his Guard, were in an uproar, 
comming to de him violence for his love to the Latines. 
The terrified Emperour, demanded of him, what was beſt 
co dointhe caſe, Heembraceing him, in his Gown, led 
him by a ſecrer door into a Tent ip the Court ; and depar- 
ring asro appeaſe the rumult he was ( in bonds ) clap! 
into acloſe ſtinking priſon, as the Traytour before had or- 
dered, The Traytour now made an Oration to the people,

ſhewing his compaſſion to the Greeks and their Empires 
andin chat they were governed by a Youth, miſlead by 
the Latines plealure, That "was high time for the City 
and Empireto look abour chem, fince *twas ſold by irs 
Preſeryers : that they needed one who loved his Couns 
try before the Latines had extinguiſhed their name. The 
windy people cried out with applauſe, That noxe but he 
was to be Chief of the (ommonnyeal; Others , to have him 
made Generall of all forces : the greateſt cry was to have 
him made Emperour;whozby general conſent,was forth- 
with choſen and proclaimed, Who was of nothing more 
careful then to break che Larines forces which he feared; 
attempting ficlt by Galleys filled with pitch, to burn che 
Venetians fleet: who, not unacquainted with ſuch Cevi- 
ces,and wary, by keeping themſelves from each other, a- 
voided the ſame, He now, tocolour the matter, ſent 
Meſſengers to Dandalus the General, that it was done by 
the peoples malice, without his privity,that he would be 
vlad of their favour and friendſhip,promiſing to aid them 
with all chings in their wars ag1ioſt the Infidels, Dav- 
dalus anſwered, he would believe ir when young Alexius 
Mould aſſure him of ir,and intreat for the people: which 
Anſwer mooved the Tyrant to take him clean out of the 
way » (for the mntable people began to repent of whac 
was done againſt the Emperour , ſaying, They mult find 
means to remedy their faulr with their troubles ) & with 
his own hands villanouſly ſtrangled him in prifor, brui- 
ting abroad rhat the Prince deſpairing had hanged him- 
ſelf, And fearing the Latines (word, reſolved ro meer 
them ip the field : ſo arming the Cities whole rengrh, 
With a cheerful countenance, he enconraged his ſouldiers 
ro defend their Country ; to bave the Walls of the City 
(where they were born) b-fore their eyes ; to pitry their 
Temples, Wives, and Children. &c, graceing his enter» 
priſe with a colour of devotion , caafing the Prieſts 1n 
their Ornaments to march wich an Enſigne, having in ic 
F 3 che 
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the Virgin Aary's picture, He firlt charged the Count 
of Flanaers With a tierce and doubtfall battle , but new 
inpp!yes every way coming in , they, with a great loſle, 
and their {uperititious Enhgne, were forced to retire 1n- 
tothe City, The City was befieged 72 daies by Sea and 
L:nd withthe L atines rare agreement, freſh men til co- 
ming to the aflaulr gave the beſieged no relt day or night, 
Tne Venerrans, on the haven ade, built a wooden Tower 
higher then the Walls and Rampiers, on 2 fafined Gal- 
leys,ourt of which, in the aſſaulr,rhey fired che City, The 
French \\kewile , on the Land tide, prefiing on with fury 
and valour, over d2ep ditches,high tron; Walls and Bul- 
warks, cained the Angels Tower, and opened a \vay, for 
rhemielves and the re(t into the City, Alexis deſpairing 
o vareand Lite, fled with Emphroſina and Endocia her 
diner whom he matriedgafcer 1 month 16 dates reign, 
The Tyrant fRed,and the Latmes entrivg, the Priefts with 
1/7: Ornaments, Crofles, and Banners, met them, be- 
icecl ing them,with floods of rears,( falling ar their teer) 
: 25 mer, Captains, and Souldiers, they would pity 
11:0 Captains, and Souldiers, though nor ſo fortunate 
as they : roabliain trom {lavghter, burning, ranlaking ; 
that they might have much more pleaſure and profic in 
p:eſcrvingthan deliroyiog the City, it being their own: 
Tinatth: elder Alexius and Marzufle hid received a re- 
wa:d beingexiled : That they would pity a poore people 
olen opprefied by tyrannous Governours: Thatinſo 
Join? the Lord of Hoſts won'd reward them, &'c, Some 
©f the better ſort were mored with rhis humble ſubmiſh- 
61 ; but che Sonldters f-11 ail ro the ſpoyle, without rel» 
pe of injury ro others, abitaining from innocent blood, 
every cornzr of the Ciry being filled wirk mourning for 
19 great Outrages : Nobles, aged Men, and wealthy Citt- 
zEnSs beirgroruſt out of all, They broke into Pallaces 
and Temples, where all was good prize: Some Greek 
Eilttoriane, eye- witn:fles thereof,complaining of the La- 
TL, 
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t;jnes inſolency , to their erternall diſhonour, Thus Cox- 
ftantinople,the famous leat of chat Empire, fell:orhe La- 
tings, April, I 2. 1204, or as others, 1290, 
The Princes and great Commanders now coniidered 

what was beſt to do with the gained City and Empite, 
chinking not good to rale a City ſo ancient & important, 
It overlooking Aſia and Exrope, and lo commodioully 
placed to keep ander the Chriitians enemies,bu: to place 
there a Latize Governour, Lawes, and Cut 4oms, uniting 
It with the Church of Rome, Some would have bur on: 
Emperour iv Ch:tiſtendome', and would chooſe Philip 
Germane Emperour, whoſe Wite [rene was canghter and 
Heir of [aac Angelus, But all approved of this opinion, 
as better to choole one among themſelvs, by iwho'e per- 
ſonall-preſence (which the Greet affaires needed) the La- 
tines might be alivaies aided in cheir wars avainſt the Iofi- 
dels. The chief inthiseleRion , we :re 9 Counts, with 
the Marqueſle of Aontferrat, and 5 Gentlemen of Venices 
to whom were joyned rivo Biſhops of Syria;witch rio of 
France 1nd an Abbot, Theſe, aflembled inthe Apoſiles 
Temple, after they had craved God to inſpire rhem in 
choofing a good and jult Prince, choſe Ba/awin Count of

wearied, and belcr, were overthrown with a great ſlaugh- 
ter: Ba/dwix himſelf taken and ſent in bonds to 7 ernove; 
where, by the barbarous King, his hands and feer were 
cut oft; lying 3 dayes ina deep valley ( where he was 
calt, breathing) he dyed, no man butyivg him. : He pe- 
riſhedin 1206, not having reigned atull year, The 
barbarous King with his ſavage Souldiers, taſting the La- 
tins wealth, over-ran all Thracia , riflingand racing the 
City of Serre, with 9 more, puttirg all co the ſword, ex- 
cept afew carried away priſoners, Of all Provinces.,Thrace 
was moſt miſerable, firlt ſpoiled by the Latins, nov de- 
ſolated by Bulgarians and Scythians, Didimothicam and 
Aarionople (valiantly d: fended)eſcaped their fury, The 
Latins.made choice of Henry, Baldwin's brother, to ſuc- 
ceed him ; who aided by the King of Theſſaly, recovered 
all places taken by rhe Barbarians, driving them quite ou; 
che Countrey, 

Burro come nearer ro our purpoſe: Alexims Angelus 
fled into 7 heſſaly from the Latins, and ſoro Les Sturus 
(who tyrannizing at Nawpla, was grown greater by ſur- 
prizal of Argos and Corinth,by whom be entrapped Mur-

Not long after, Alexizs himſelf was wandring in Thraciz 
by Montferrat, going againt Scwurus iripr of all , and 
ſent away naked, wandring as a beggar in Achaia and Pelg- 
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poneſus who hearing that Laſcars his Son in Lay reigned 
as an Emperour in Aſia, inwardly grieved chereat, came 
ſecretly ro Fathathines the 7 wrks Sultan lying at Mttalia, 
declaring his heavy Gare, requetting he might be reſtored 
eſpecially in that part of his Empire, detained from him 
by Laſcaris; Jathathines, not torgertul of his own trou- 
bles, or of the kindneſs he had received from Alexime at 
Conſtantmeple, ( when fleeing from Azatimes hiseldet 
brother, he was honourably entertained by him, received 
(afrer Azatin's death ) tor che 7 *rks Sultan) and hopang 
ro ſhare of whar he got , chreatned Laſcaris with all ex- 
rremities, except he gave place to his Father in Law, to 
whom thoſe Counties of right appertained ; Laſcar:s, 
fearing borh the Sulran's power, and the peoples inclina- 
rion, yer finding rhem ready and vell-affeted cowards 
him ; ſet forward with 2000 choile horſemen, with che 
Sulrtan's Embaſſadour, to Philadelphia ; the Sultan with 
Alexis then beſieging Antioch, (on the banks of AMean- 
der) wich 20000 Twrks, Laſcaris underitanding the gai- 
ning thar ſtrong Ciry would hazzard his whole Empire ? 
reſolved ro do what he might with thoſe feiv to relieve its 
And folloiving the Embaſladour ar the heels, who coming 
untorthe Sultan, and telling him of his approach, and ar 
length prrſvaded of the truth thereof, pur his Army in 
che beſt order he could on ſnch a \ndden; and the places 
Atrairne's, The Emperour had $00 reſoluce [ralianr,yho 
brake? chorough the Sulcans Army, difordering them, the 
Greeks following; bur being divided from the refty in 
coming back, were by the disordered Twrks all rogether 
f1:n, having madean (hard co be believed) flavghter of 
the Turks, The Greeks were now upon the point ro flee; 
bur the Sultan fingling eur the Greck Emperour,ar che firlt 
encounter, gave him tach a blow on the head with his 
Mice, that he fell down aſtoniſhed , who quickly reco- 
vering his feer, hoxed rhe binder leggs of the Sultans 
call Mare, with which ſhe faltred, andrhe Sultan _ 
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bled down, whoſe head rhe Emperour cut off; the fight 
of which ſo diſmaied the T wrks, that they preſently fled, 
who fog his ſmall number purſued nor, bur in the City 
cave thanks re God, The Twrks ſent ſhortly concluding 
a Peace on his own conditions; yho carrying Alex: 
caken in this batrel ro Nice, uſed him well notwith(an- 
ding his ill deſerts, 

Whilſt che Latins ſpent their forces againſt the Greeks, 
and Laſceris was troubled with the T»rks, the Chritti- 
ans affairs in Syria grew worſe and worle ; whereof the 
Knights Hoſpitallers and Templers, blamed Almericzs 
King of Cyprus ; who beivg lo near, and matrying 1ſabe! 
heir of Zeruſalem's Kingdom, giyen to plealure d1d no- 
chiog to relieve the Chriſtians; for though the T#rks 
were yet in League withthem, and at ſome mutual dil- 
cord; yer building new Caſtles, &c. they cut them ſhore

remedy, cercifying him, there was one Mary daughtc: 
of Montferrat, whom they had brought up, and were 
ready to beſtow her on whom he ſhould think worthy , 
with her right ro the Kingdom, Lxnocent dilcharging 
Almericas, cave lt to John Count of Brexxe, a Frenchman 
of fime rhen in Arms with the Latin» Princes ; who com- 
mending his Earldom to his brother, came with what 
forces he could to Venice and Conftantinople ; and thence 
vith rejoycing, was received as King at Ptolemars, arriving, 
Sept, 5. and marrying Mery the aft day, was with her 
crowned at Tyrein 1209, Almericus ſoon dying for grie', 
Some envying his promotion, called him in derition, a 

King Sans Vile, that is, without a Town, 
The 1 years peace beriixt the Twrks and Chriftians, 
45 almolt expired : 9 years diſcord having continued 
beriveen Noradine and Saphadis for Soveraignty, Was Cn- 
ded by Saphadis's death. Noradize contented with Alep- 
Po, Coradin,and Meladive Saphadin's Sons : one had Da- 
raſce, the ether v/£gypt, all enemicsrtorthe A 
or 
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Not long aſter, Pope I»mcent ſummoned a Councel ar 
Lateran,ro which, not only a multitude of Biſhops , bur 
moli Chriftian Princes Embaſſadours repaired; rhe'danger 
of the Cfiriſtians 1n Syria, and their reliet by che Weſtern 
Princes was propounded, To whichall conſented, and 
ſome were appointed to publiſh theirDecree in everyPro- 
vince,for relief,% to tir up the people for undertaking the 
ſame.” The GermanBiſheps of Ments,Cullen,& Trivers,were 
ſpecial furtherers of rhis, whoſe example moved many, 
Hemry Count of Nivers, and on? Gwalter, with a great and 
oallant number, were ſent from France, a Fleet ot 206 ſail 
mecting at the Adriatique Ports; who arrived proſpe- 
ronlly ar Ptelemais, Andrew King of Hungary (before 
bound herero) followed wich the Duke of Bavaria, and 
Leopold of Auſtria : roall which, John of Jeruſalem joy- 
ned, There was great hope of lome great matter to be 
cone ; they the firlt day marchedinto Galle, eafily over- 
throwing ſome met-Companies of the 7 arks, ' The Kirg 
of Hungary bathing in Jordan, as diſcharged ef his vow, 
rerarned (with all his power) home, all the reſt crying our 
rhe contrary, From Jerdan they came to 7 aber; Bur 
Winter coming on,and the Cartel dying by cold and want 
of meat, they wintred at Ptolemars and Tyre, Johnand 
che Auſtrian troubling the Barbarians that Winter, by ta- 
king a Caltle betiveen Ceſaria and Caipha, The Army 
met at Spring, they thonghr belt co arrempr the conquelt 
of egypt, which Randing upright, they ſhould do no 
rear matter in Syria; and, it beino ſubdued, Jernſalens 
and Paleſtine would of themſelves yield; relolving ro 
begin the war at the Ciry Damrate,the firſt and commodi- 
outeſt Port, by whoſe taking they thould enter Nie, and 
command the Country thereabouts, This rich and anci- 
ent Ciry, Rood abour a mile from the Sea, ſomewhar d1- 
tant from Nie, environed with a navigable cur, like an 
I{land, and compaſſed with 3 ſtrong Rone-Walls, a rong 
warch Toner at the Cur's mouth, a number of fair {ran 
aDout 
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about ir entrenched; the Cur alſo was batred with a grear 
ftrong'iron chain, The Chriltians by great ſtrengrh (co- 
ming with their Fleet) brake rhe chain ; bur they tound a 
oreater ftay at the Watch-Tower, which ftrongly built,and 
well tored, the Souldiers overwhelmed them wich ſhor, 
fire, ſtones, &c, - The Chtiftians had bmlt high woodden 
Towers on Veſlels for afſanlt; in rhe approach the Marri- 
ners and Souldiers hindred each other, by crying, they 
ſhould draw nigher the Tower , others ro catt our the 
bridges for entry ; the enemy allo with clamour encou- 
ragins one anorher, In this hurly-burly the higeltt Tow- 
er, over-charged wi:h men, fell with an exceeding note, 
craſhing ſome to death, the timber opprefſing others be- 
ing hurt, and crying for help : others hurc leapr for tear, 
ſome into Ne, ſome aboard ſhips, crying our of armyle2, 
head, other parr, diſcomfiting the rett,and giving over the 
aſlaulrc, King Job»rthe Armies General, appeahing the ru- 
mule.giving thoſe that were hurt ro Surgions,and burying 
the dead bodies,chearfully perſwaded the Souldiers,nor to 
be diſcouraged , this Towers fall being through wars 
chance not their coivardile, or the enemies valour, 
Meledine encamped in light of Damiara, to fill the be- 
keged with hopes of reliet, often ſending then by the R1- 
vet Wharſoever they wanted, skirmithes paſſing daily be- 
rivixc both, The Chriſtians had ſtill che viRory; bur could 
neither be dravwn to bartel, nor kept from victaals, It be- 
ing conveighed eur of upper Egypt by Nile; whereas 
the ſame River dividing into many arms, &c, gaye our 
mena 1090 inconveniences; therefore they retolved to 
befiege the Tower again: framing a ſtrong Toiver on 2 
tallned Veſſels, and bringing ir near their Tower, the reft 
oi the Fleet follewing for aſſault, others lianding in bar- 
tel range ar Land,tn diſcourage rhe beheged; and that rhe 
Sultan (ſhonld not help chem wirhourt hazzardirg barrel, 
They of the ſubburbs valiantly defended a fierce and cruel 
allaulc ; for,it being a publick Mart-City, there divelt wm 
rhe 
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| the Submtbs, not only /£g)ptians, but Arabians, Indians, 


&c, who tought for defence of lives and goods: our 
men being animated allo, as in religious quarrels, ſo with 
che ſpoil of rhoſe rich Nations, The Chriſtians drew as 
near with their ſhips as they could ro Land, chat they 
mighr fight hand to hand ; Bur the Barbarians loughr by 
ſhot, 8&c. to Keep them from landing. The enemy boar- 
dirg by chance a ſhip running a ground,and making a cru- 
el flaughter, a Souldier made a great hole under the 
hatches, and drowned a great number of ,Egypreans with 
rhe Chrilt1ans, which molt feard them ; The high Tower 
alſo novy mating the Watch-rower, diſmaied the Deten- 
dants, as \vith a miracle, forſakirg the Tower and flecing ; 
which thus raken, the diſcouraged in the Subutbs fleeing, 
many were wounded from the Watch.tower by the Chrt- 
Kians* Other ſhips then landing, the Sonldiers pur all 
chey found rothe (word, There was abundance of vitu- 
als, but far more riches, 

Now they allaulted rhe ſtrong Town Damiata, bur 2ai- 
ning nothing bur bard blows and wounds, they retited ; 
yet they lodged in the Suburbs, lying berwixr the Sultan 
and the City, that no ſupply ſhould be brought : the ene» 
my being (ro their great loſle) oft hindered, both from 
entring or ſallying torrh, Bur now ANjleſwelling with an 
Eaſtern wind;molt of the Ckriltians vials were ſpoiled; 
who (throvgh the Pope's Legat) fatting and praying for 3 
dates; the wind falling and the River decreahng onthe 
fonrrh day, they prayed more earneſtly, thinking, 'as the

Poor people were every where (poiled, wives and daugh- 
ters raviſhed , Prielis and ag2d men tortured ro confefſe 
rkeirſtor2 ; yea mary, that had nothing, lay by the high 
wales begging , having hands or fezt, &'c, cut off upon 
their gre:dy imagination, The Emperour was much 
oricy d . bur his Coffers were not able ro redrefſe any 
thing. Ronzering, thus ſpoyling Af, paſſed over into 
Enrope, and leaving his Army at Calipolu , he went ro 
Aichael, then ar Oreſtias with 2co, to demand, or wi h 
threars i cxtorr, his pay : with whoſe inſolency he nov 
MmOoIc 
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more offended, his Souldiers preſent;compaſſing him in, 
flew him, with ſome ochers, the reſt fleeing to { alipolis, 
Neither was the Cataloxians pride abared by Ronzerius 
his death , bur was cauſe of greater evills : for they firit 
ſlew ail the Citizens of Calipelis , makivs, it their refuge; 
theny manning ® Galleys, under the leading of 7 enza,they 
robbed an1 ipoyled che Merchants ſhips paſſing ro and 
from Conft antinople : the relt (the mean time ) forraging 
the Countrey, Bur 7 enz4 was overthroyn ſhort]y afcer 
by a Genoway Fle:t , himſelf being taken ; yer afrerwards 
redeemed, Now the Catalonians, ſomewhat diſcouraged, 
kept rhemſe! vs,certain daieswithin their wals, not know- 
ing w-li what co do; for they feared both the Aefſagets 
anc T hracians- for outrages upon whom, they deipaired 
of the Emperon.* favour, Bur the expeRation of Mz- 
chael's coming to aſſault them, moſt terrifyed them : for 
fear of whom they caſt adeep ditch abour the City, with 
a (trong Countericarp : Bur the Emperour delaying his 
coming, they maliciouſly craved aid of the 7 #rks, dwel- 
ling in Aſia , on the other fide of the Streight : who ſent 
them 500 good Souldiers, other fugitives following ; 
with whom ( rhemſelves being 3000 ) they forraged the 
Country , and brought grear heards of Catrell, with their 
K2epzrs. intorhe Ciry, This was the firſt coming of the 
Turks into Exrepe, that I read of, and the beginning of 
thoſe mileries wherewich che Chriſtian Commoniveal 
hath been eve* ince molt grievoully afflicted, and in great 
part overwhelmed, 

Theſe now lying about Cypſella and Apr, Michael with 
his Soulciers, with che Meſſagets and 7 urcopuli encamp- 
edat Apri, Theſe 7 nrcopuls were about a 1000 Turks 
which Jathathines left behind bim when he was delivered 
from the Emperovur by the T artars, who had become 
Chriſtians, The Emperour , adverriſed ofthe enemies 
approach, pur his Army in order : whoſe Captains divi- 
ded their barrle, as their enzmies, in:o 3 parts, The Em- 

pergur 
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perour, riding f:om placeto place, encouraged his men, 
The Sun riſing, the enemies (much inferiour in numbe 
began to come on: Bur the Hſeſſagers ( whether by a 
fore-azreement, or on a ſudden trea(on ) withdrew as idle 
b-holders,as did alſo the Twrcopulithe Greeks being here- 
by diſcouraged in the very batries joyning, © The Empe- 
rour intreated the Captains, by name , nor to be ſo ſud- 
denly diſcouraged: bur they (ill Chrinking , herurned 
himlelf co his feiy foor that were lefr, ſaying ; Now, wor- 
thy men, us death better then life, &c, Valiantly charging 
the enemies, his horſe was (lain; but one of his tollowers 
remonted him on his own horſe, with che toſs of his life, 
The Emperour fleeing ro his Farher,to Dyd:moricum,was 
Joyfully received, but (harply reproved for adventuring (o 
far, The enemies purſuing, ſlew (ome;and took orhers: & 
next day divided the ſpoyl, forraging the Country at plea- 
ſare, The T #rcopal: revolting, were enrolled in Chale!'s 
Regiment, who was a Turk, 

Shortly aftzr, the Catelonians mutinied ; Tenza, and 
Pharenza diſdained ro be commanded by Recafort their 
Generall. Terz4 was {lain, Pharenza vlad to flee to An- 
dronicuws;who honourably encertained him. The Meſſagets 
were now alſ@ ( having done the Greeks more harm then 
the 7»rks) about co retarn, wich Wives, Children, and 
wealth, beyond fer: for whom the 7 »rcopuli and Cata- 
lomans laid wait, as they paſſed the [treights of Mount 
Hemw; where they flew almoſt all of them, recom- 
p-ncing themſelves ich rheir ſpoyl , for che wrongs re- 
ceived by them bztore, in dividing the Greeks ſpoyl, And 
being proud of their ViRory at Aprt, ſpoyled all along 
rh2 $24 coalt,and the in!and Country alſo, ForrazingT bra- 
eia,they brake inro Macedonia,and wintred about Caſſan- 
dria,a City then deſolate, Ar ſpring they removed purpo- 
ſing ro ſpoyl,eſpecially 7 beſſal#nica; wherein they were, 
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Bur being informed, that the Emperour had ſhut up the 
paſſage by a mighty wall at (hyiFopols, from the Sea to 
the rop of the Mountains ; they thus beſer;celperarely re- 
ſolved robceak into Theſſaly, (being above 5000 men) 
co relieve their wants, or tcwards Peloponeſme, ther2 10 
ſ:at themſelves 2 ar leaſt-wile, to enter a League with 
ſome on the Sea coaſt, and ſo return 1nto their own Coun- 
trey. They came in 3 datesto the Theſſalian Mountains, 
at the foot whereof, finding plenty of all neceſia- 
ries, they wintred, Burt Winer being palt, they came 
down into the Plains of T heſſaly, ſpending rhac year at 
pleaſurey hayacking whatever came in their way, Thar 
Countrey was bu: weak, the Prince being bur young and 
like ro die, &c, And to avert thele forreigners. the Nob1- 
liry offered their Commanders gifts, and guidance into 
Achaia and Beetia, Countries more commodious for 
them: promiſing if they needed aid, there to ſear them. 
Of which offers rhe (atalenians accepted : Soat Sprirg , 
receiving their rewards and guides,paſſhng over the moun- 
tains beyond T heſſaly and the rats of Thermopyle, they 
encamped near Locr:s, and the River Cephiſus, But the 
Duke of Thebes, &c, hearing of their coming, with grea! 
pride and contempt, denied them paſlagz rhorow his 
Countrey, reckoning them bur as looſe wandring rogues, 
&c, wherewith they enraged, reſolved there to ſeatthem- 
ſelves or to dic, So they encamped nor far from the Ri- 
ver in Boetia, 3500 horſe, 4000 foot, Bur lying there, 
they cauſed the ground where abour they lay to be plow- 
ed up, which they watered with curs our of the River.chat 
ic litcle diftered from a deep Marſh, Hither comes the 
Prince with about 6400 horſe, and 4000 foor, calting 
no peril,coming bravely on with his horfmen ; bur before 
he was come to the middle of the Plain, his horſes finking 
deep, lay with their riders for meſt part, rumbling in the 
mire, &c, orher-iome (ticking fat ood with their riders 
like yery Images, not able ro move, The SE 
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flew them at their pleaſure, and ſo ſpeedily purſued rhe 
reſt, that they ſarprized Thebes and Athens ; ſo they (ha- 
ving wone a goodly Countrey (tored with all wealth) there 
ended their travels and ſeared them(elves : not cealing (as 
faich N:cephorizs Gregorias ) by little and little to exrend 
cheir bounds unto this day. 

There were 3000 Twrks in the Catalonians Army, of 
whom about I1oo were the Turcopuli under Melech; the 
other came with Cha/el our of Aſia, being lent for by the 
(atalonians : All theſe, when the Catalonians were abour 
ro invade Theſſaly, & eek new forcunes,partly diltruſting 
their ſociety, and partly loth further ro follow, began to 
amutiny; Whereupon Melech and Chalet, requelted of 
the General leave co retarns which he eafily granted, 
and (o they departed, proportionally devidirg the caprives 
and ſpoyls taken. After which, they divided into 2 parts ; 
che Tureopuli following Melech , and the reſt Chalet, 
Melech having violated his Religion again and revolted, 
deſpairing of rhe Emperour's friendſhip, choſe rather ro 
goto Crales Prince of Servia (by whom he was lent for) 
with I 500 horſe and foor ; but all his Souldiers (delive- 
ring up horſes and armour) were to fall ro Trades, and 
not 1 bear Arms,bur when, ind ſo many as, the Prince ſaw 
g00d, 

” Bur Chalel wich about 1 300 horſe and $00 foot, offe- 
red the Emperour quietly ro deparr his Countrey, fo he 
would give him paſſage by Chriſtopolis, and tranſport 
chem and their ſnbſtance over Helle/pont, The Empe- 
reur conlidering the great harm done, defirous to be dil- 
charged of them, ſent Senvacherib ro conduRt them our 
of Macedonia to the Rrairs of Helleſpont 3 Where the 
Greeks thinking it indignity, to ſuffer them to carry ſuch 
abundance of horſes, meny, &c, taken from the Greeks , 
into Aſi« : and in hope of ſo rich a prey, they neither 
provided for them ſhipping.nor cared for their ſatery,pur - 
poling by night to deſtroy them, Of which che Twrk un- 
derftandin2» 
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dertanding, ſurprized a Caftle thereby, which they nota- 
bly forrified : the Greeks were glad to ger further off,and 
ro certifie the Emperour thereot , who delayed the time, 
ro his enemies advantage ; who ſpeedily ſenc over the 
frair for aid of the Twrks in A/4, which they preſently 
ſent them ; wherewirth encouraged, they oft times grie- 
youſly waſted rhe Country round abont, The Greek Cap» 
tains greatly diſconrented, requeſted Afichae! with all his 
power, to come to ſuppreſs rheſe dangerous enemies, For 
which not only Soldiers, bur rhe Country in general flock= 
ed ro Michael wich ſpades and martocks, as though they 
would have digged down the Caſtle, Mot part of whole 
followers, nor conſidering the danger in gaining it, pro- 
ceed-d carelefly and diſorderly in their hege, thar their 
enemies, who before feared the very fame of their coming; 
cherewieh much more encouraged, beſtowed all their 
wealth, &c, within their rrenches : themſelves with $90 
choſen horimen, ſallyed our to the place of the Imperial 
Enſign ; with which ſudden and defperate eruption, the 
Grec:ans, eſpecially the ruſtical, rerrified began ro flee : 
afrer whom by licrle and lictle, all fled. The Emperour 
did what he could ro ſtay chem ; bur in fo general a fear, 
Who regarded him? wherefore he was glad to flee with the 
reft, Yer many expert Caprains aſhamed, making ftands, 
ſtayed rhe barbarous from further purſuir, In which doing, 
maiy were taken by the Twrks; Wharſoever was found in 
the Emperour's Tent, ye the Imperial Crown it felt be= 
came a prey alſo ; which they fay Chalel purting on his 
head, ſcofted ar the Emperour, 

After this, the Twrks ſpoiled almoſt all Thrac:a ; fo 
rhar for 2 years, the people ſcarce durſt go our of cheir 
Towns to plow and (ow ; rhe Empzrours exceeingly 
orieved, all their hope was in forreign aid ; wherein they 
found many difficulties, their Coffers being empry,by rea- 
ſon of their Territories ſo long waſted : yet Andronems 
ſent to the Prince of S&r%14 his Sov in Lav, Bur he _ 
ing 
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king no haſte,andihe miſery encreafing, on2 Philes Palzo- 
log the Emperout's Kinſman, undertook his Countries 
deliverance, He tad been brought up in Court, &c, belo- 
ved of all for integrity of life , bur altogether unskiltul of 
wars, being by narure weak and ſickly : and more given to 
devotion,than worldly affairs, He r<quelied tne Empe- 
rour, that with ſome ſmall power, and a fery Captains of 
his own choice, he might go out againlt che Turks, hoping 
(he ſaid) to revenge the wrong, and return with victory, 
W herennco he eahily yielded, laying, God delighted nor 
in any mans leggs, bur in a contrite heart &c, For I have 
ſeen (faid he) the ſivifc not re gain che prize, &c, the fim- 
ple to gain fayour,and the ſubril to fall into diſgrace, So 
he furniſhed him wich ſuch conveniences as he deſired ; 
which he receiving, firſt he by all waies of courcehie en- 
couraged his Souldiers, perſivading them to a temperate 
life, promiſing (the war ended) rewards according to 
every ones deſert; and before ſetting forth, underflanding, 
Chalel with 1200 horſe and foot was ſorraging about By- 
14, he haſted ro encounter them by the way laden with 
jpoil, encamping the 3d day near the little River Xerogrp- 
ſum, where he lefrnothing unfaid or undone for the ani- 
mativy his Souldiers, Wirhin 2 daies,his (cours brought 
rydivgs about midnight,that the enemy was even at hand, 
who by Sun-riſing were come in hghr;whereforesficlt of all 
compaſſing themſelves with their Waggons, &c. and be- 
towing their bound & caprives booty therein.caſting duſt 
on their heads, and their hands towards Heaven, they 
came on. The Chriltian Army came on alſo, Philes 
righr well conduRivg them, He that led the right wing 
at firſt on-ſer, unhorſed rvvo enemies ; but his horſe ſore 
wounded, he retirivg haſtily our of the batrel, ſomewhat 
troubled the Chriſtians,and encouraged the 7 wrks, Thiles 
with chearful words encouraged them, and wirh eys caſt 
up, and tears running down, heartily beſought Ged, &c. 
The footmen encountring hand to hand, flew the Barba- 
T1a8sS 
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rians and were of them lain: Bur Philes having almoſt 
encompaſſed their horſe with a valiant company, brake 18 
upon the fides of the enemy ; who circumverred and 


| hardly charged, moſt of them fell : a few horſemen were

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puriued ro the entrance of Cherſoneſws, whither came Ph:- 
les; 5 Galleys were ſent ro keep Helleſponts Straits, 2000 
horſemen came our of Servia,and8Gailies moe by the Po= 
reltare of Pera 3 wherefore,fhutting chem up by Land and 
Sea, Philes encamping about the Towp and Trenches, 
oreatly battered the Caltle, makivg great ſlaughter. The 


| Turks by night ſer firſt upon the Grecians, by fallying 
our; and then upon the Servzans, with vain attempts : 


wherefore (utterly deſpaicin2) abour midnight, they full 
of Coin, ran to the Sea, purpoling to yield themſelves 
to the Genowaies; But rhe night being dark and milly, 
many unavares came to the Greek Galleys ; who lighte- 
ned them of their mony, and ſlew them, The Gexowazes 
flew only thoſe with the moſt Coin, left it ſhould be 


| ſaught for by the Greeks : the reſt, ſome they ſentto the 


Emperour, {eme they kepr as their own priſoners, Thus 
by Phles his valour, the T #rks for that time, were chaled 

out of Exrope, | 
Innovation and change of the Greek's Religion, cove* 
rouſne(s, envy, ambition,diftirut , Forreign aid, and foul 
diſcord, were the chief cau'es of the Greek Empire's de- 
cayand ruin, But Michael had 2 Sons, Andronicus and 
Manuel : of theſe, old Andrenicus entirely loved Anadro- 
nc his Nephew, cauſing him to be brought up in his 
Court as not willivg to {pare him our of his fight, Bur 
when he was grown a tufly youth, he began to contemn 
all Government, his companions leading him forth ro 
walk the fireets, hawk, bunt, and haunt Plays, and after- 
wards night-walks: which requiring great expence,and bis 
Grandfather giving him bur a ſpare allowance, He rook 
up miony of the rich Merchants of Pera, &c, with fecrer 
con/uJrations of fight, For ſeeing his Grandfather live 
: Et: long 
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| Jong, & his Father like to ſucceed, his ambicious thoughts 
ſuggeſted ro him ſuch purpoſes : ſecking after the Iape- 
rial liberty, char he might have ſufficient for himſeif, and 
co reward Others ; Which, ſecing he could not do, he 
ſoughr one while afrer Armenia: then after Peloponeſus, 
ſometime dreaming of Lesbes and Lemxos, for Which be 
was reproved by the one and the other, He uſed by night 


co repair to a Gentlewomans houſe, whem another gal- Þ 
lant no lefle aff:&ed then himſelf; wherefore he appoin- | 
ced Ruffiars to watch her houſe, Manuel about mid- F 


night ſeeking him, paſied by theſe watchmen ; who in 
che dark, ſuppoking him the man they looked for, woun- 
ded him thac he fell down for dead, and ſo was catried balf 
dead to Court : which ourrage ca(t the Emperour into 
great heavineis ; but Michael, hearing at Theſſalomes of 
Axannel's being dead with the wounds, thorrt!y after dyed 
with grief, The unſayed yourh, purpoſing to flee;became 
more and more ſuſpicious co his Grandfather ; who ap- 
pointed one Swrgiannes ( who was ſuſpefted of aſpiring, 
1mpriſoned, and by the Emperour enlarged) wanlly to 
&bierve the young Princes doings. But he, not un- 
mindful of former wrong, and in hopeto aſpire himſelf, 
rook the Prince afide, diſcovering his Grandfathers de- 
vice, to ler them together by the ears, as followerh, Thy 
Grandfather moſt noble Prince ({aid he) harb ſer me 2 
watch, or rather a bloodhound over thy ations, and if 
poſſible-thy molt ſecret choughts,8&c. whilſt thou follow. 
eſt thy ſhalloiv conceits ; for what ſhall it avail thee to 
flee away? &c, Bur ifrhou hearken ro my counſel, I will 
ſheiv thee a ready way to aſpire the Imperial Sear, which

Not ſeven daies after almoſt an incredible number de- 
parted rowards Conftartinople, under Syrgiannes, hoping 
a! cl coming co take the Cry ar 'liicord-in it feif, Four 
Caies after they encamped at Selybria, whicher the Empe- 
rour ſent Embiſſadours to his Nephe, for appealirg io 
dangerous troubles, ſending with them Syrgrannes his 
Morher, to perſvae him to retire a little, and ſo come 
ro talk and damand whar h: pleaſed, Syrgiannes, retire] 
co rhe Privee abo it Oreftizn, Whither th: Embaſſadou:s 
came alſo: with whous it was agreed, that the Prince

The e/Egyptians Embaſla- 
dour had the higheſt place of a!l the others b-fore 1nvi- 
ted; who all preſented Amnrath with many grear gitrs 
beſeeming their Maiters, Ar leng'h, Exrenoſes one of 
his own Noblzes, beſides many rich giſrs, preſented him 
with T0o goodly Chriitian captive boys, and as many 
maidens :ichly artired with a cup of gold with divers prc- 
cious tones in one hand, and a filver cup full of gold in 
cheir other : the Embaſſadours wond-ing at the richneſie 
hereof: All which Amzrath beſtowed onthem and their

fled for relief, Germian Og: after long impriſonment 
in Exrope, brake priſon with his great Counſellour, who 
conſorring and roaming with loyteripg Companions, de» 
lighted the people with toyes; fo pafling Hoelleſpont, 
came with much ado to T amerlane : the Prince of Men- 
reſia ({haven) as aforeſaid, Aiden Ogli paſſing as a Pedler, 
came thirher alſo: Tachretin as a ſerving-man attending 
on /ſſendiar coming as an Embaſſadour from another 
Prince, Theſe wirtn others ariving at Samarcand, every 
one particularly complaining, all earne{lly requelied 
T amerlane to revenge the wrong done them by the Ty- 
rant Bajazet, Inlogreat a matter, he coldly anſwered 
chem, that he could no: rell, whecher all were {o as rhey 
reporred ; but he knerv him very zzalous in the Adabs- 
eetan Religion, therefore warring on the Chrittians : in 
which godly cauſe ( laid he Jperhaps they refuled co affilt, 
or had given him ſome greater offence : For (aid he) 1 
can hardly believe, ſuch a Prince as he would, without 
cauſe, offer you ſuch violence,eſpecially co Neighbours, 
and of the ſame Religion, Yer I will firit ſend an Em- 
baſſadour ro him, co underſtand more of him and his 
proceedings, before I reſolve on any thing. Bur being 
adverrized that Achmetes and Joſephas, were come to 
Bajaz#ts Court for aid, he deferred co ſend, ſuſpeRing 
Bajazet (by them incited) would firſt war on him, But 
chey being departed, he diſpatched his Embaſſadour with 
many rich gifts, &c, requeſting him to deal kindly with 
rhele poor MMahometan Princes; asallo with the Greek 
Emperour, whoſe interceflour ro him he was become. 
Some repor: he defired thz Kings of Bagdat and Colck:s 
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© be delivered him ; ſeeming ro diſlike his proceedings 
azaink the Txrcomaens, Bur Baj1zet (highly offended 
wich chis Embaſlage) in great [corre rcj:Red his pretents, 
elpeclally cerraln garments ; biciding his Miſter medale 
wich his own matters, &c, and not pretcribe kim Laws 
wich whom he had nouzht co do; and rolend is rags ro 
his 1nteriours, not to Princes ot greater power chan him- 
ſ:if, Adding many deſpightfut and dildatotul words $ 
calling him plain Tamerlan, and che Hu-bind of a whore, 
if he mer him nor infield, withing himlelt ro tike his 
thrice divorced wife (polluted by another) it he mer nm 
n9t 1n battle wherever be ducltt, Wiich anfiver (aggra- 
vated by Axalle a Chrittian Genoway , and one ot his 
oreate(t Counſellors, and the Greek Emperours friend) 
was ſo ill taken,thar be reſolved '(a'l rhings fer apar:)ro go 
agzinlt che T*/k%, Beſides, he chought it not fir co ſuffer 
ſo unquier a Neighbour to grovv great, who adding con- 
quelts ro conq-1ett, might in che end prove dangerous to 
his own Eftate, Tamerlasy (though a Mahometan) tor 
the fidelicy, valour, and virtue he found in Axa/la a 
Chriſtian, was adviſed by him in his greate(? affaires, dit- 
liked none for his Religion, ſo he worſhipped bur one 
God, Creatour of Heaven and Earth, &c, For which 
cauſe he permitted all Religions within his Countries ; 
were thzy not Atheiſts, Idolacers, or worſhippers of 
ſirange gods. 

Bajazet (nor ignorant of 7 amerlar's power and pur» 
rote) proſecuted the enlargemei't of his Empire, and in- 
creaſe of his (irength: dezming Tamerlas's meſſages to be 
torewarnings of his deſiones agiinli him ;3 witch he was 
0 far from fearing, that he ſpared no incemperace ſpeech 
[0 provoke him the more, 

It (hall not be much from on: parpo e, to ſee what this 
mighry Tamerlane was, who held the Ealtin ſuch ave , 
tar he was commonly callzd, Gods wrath, and the 
Worlds terrour, Moſt report tim to have been poorly 
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born, and (in youth) to be a poor Shepheard, or heards- 
man in che /Mountaines ; where con{orting with other 
ftardy Companions, he become a maſterful thiet among 
thzm, To whom other ſuch (ill reſorcing, he ſoon grey 
to that greatneſſe as none but he ever yet came to; con- 
ary co the conrſe of things, which from ſmall begin- 
ntngs grow not to notable perfeRion. bur by degrees; and 
thac in long time, Wherein, late H:Foriographers ſeem 
roo much ro follow rhe Twrks report , who (by him 
broughr low) charge him with many untruths, making 
him tifta very abjet amongſt men: and for cruelty a 
moniter in nature,&c, which reports, I [1{t not co follow: 
e'pecially, others (of no lefle credit) with greater proba- 
hili:y, reporting of him the greatelt honour. He was 
born at Samercand, chief Ciry of the Zagatainn T artars, 
whoſe Father was Zain Cham or Og their Prince, 3d in 
deſcent from Zingis before remembred: which Og (of 
2 p-aceable Nature) long lived in happy peace with his 
ſubje&s ; contenting himſelf more with the increale of 
his cattle, than hoording vp gold or falver : which (hap- 
!y) occahoned ſome (ignorapt of the 7 artars Princes 
cuſtome)to reportT amerlane as a Shepheard's ſor, &c,His 
Farher well friken in years, delivered himi his Kingdom , 
hur 15 yea:s oid,an1 joyning Ordimar andAly tio tairhful 
Counſ(ellours to aflift him in Government, retired himſelf 
to 1 Solitary life, He firſt proved his Valour agoin{t rhe 
Mſcovite, for (poylineg a City under his protection, en- 
tring his Country, & proclaiming war againſt him:whom 
he overthrew) {laying 25000 ot his foot,berween 15 apd 
16000 horſe, With the loſs of ſcarce $000 horſe, and 4000 
fnor of his own. Wherz he beho!ding ſo many dead on the 
20nd, to a familiar, lamented the condition of great 
Armies Tomminders, commending his Fathers quiet 
jifz, &c, prorefiing he was heartily grieved rthereat, The 
/foſcovite (diſcouraged ) ſenr tor peace, which was cons 
c ud:d on ſuch conditions as he plealed, Tae g- 
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Cham of T artary now growing old , ſent to him divers 
preſents, offered him his onely daughter, and with her

This bloody bartle, in 1 397, was fought from 7 in the 
morning till 4 in the afrer-noon, T amerlaxe's politique 
tiring of B4jazer's rong forces, was the ſafeguard of his 
own, Thenumber ſlain is diverſly reporred; the 7 wrks 
lay that Bajazer lolt his Son CMuſtaphs, with 200000 
men, Tamerlaze, nor many fewer ; others, that there were 
60000 T wrks flain, of T amerlane*s 20000, It was three 
daies(as they report) before Bajazer could be pacified:bur 
Rill ſeeking and calling for death : neicher did 7 amer- 


lane afterwards courteouſly uſe him , bur, as of a proud

than they were worch ; which diſgrace is yer often ob- 
jefted by rhe ip{olent Janizaries, relling theſe Aſapi ( in 
taetr rage ) riyo of chem are not wortha ſodden Sheeps

Huniades and the Biſhop ſoentrapped and beler, 
fld back again, afrer whom the 7 wrks following, put all 
they co11d overtake to th2 tword: yer moſt e'caped to 
Alba Fula, The Biſhop in taking a river with his horle 
was overthown and flain, The Baſſ# encouraged, now 
walted 2t pleaſure wi h fire and ſword, that part yer un- 
ſpoyled, Huniides with wonderful ſpeed tiking what 
Souldizrs be could, perfwaded alſo the: Sicilians ro rake 
vp Armes who(for the preſ:nt neceſſiry) chearfully did, 
h2 following the B«ſſz rerurning lacen with ſpoyle. to 
\t vponhim on occaſion: of whole coming, Meſite 
nIt gr2a-[y reckoning, laid, L:r him come, and with rhe 
ſpoile of him(elf enrich our Victory. Fobn, an Elpial, 
eſp:cia ly dilcoveret to Hmniades. that the Baſſa bad 
appoinred ſome of his bt Companies, above all things, 
t> affiils Huniades his perſon in battle, (all 
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*m and his horſe. One S1men Kemene a Valiane man » 
ve much nniike Hunzades, changed horieand armour 
vich him, appolotivg bim*a 'choite rroope to atiend 
him: Hamades, finding an- opportunity, .came {o!uc- 
denly on the Twrks, thac they were glad to fi. hr withour 
Q:der; many fell on borh fides, bur far more of the 7 urks. 
The T wrkiſh croopes (the while) deicrying” Simon, with 
fll cheit power made towards him, where Was tought a 
moſt bloody battle, Bur they bendirg their forces more 
md more co kill him : ar lengrh {laying them. about him, 
(mor withour their great lofle) ſlew bim, ſuppoſing hi 
he very General, But Huxiades riding to.arid fro, en- 
:ouraged his Sou'diers not- to. foriake the Vitory, nor 
eave unrevenged, ſo many flavghters and harmes, com- 
nicred by their enemies, &c, Inrthe heat of this battle, 
orcune favouring neither, gteat number of Trguſp/vanian 
Yrifoners in the Camp, wich one conſent brake their 
Donds, {laying many of their keepers, and iſſuing in'o 
he barrle; encouraged rheir Country men, Yer it was 
nrdly fought: Bur arlength, the Twrks, our of kope of 
_ rericed by lictle and little; the other foughr 
nore hercelythan before, AMeſfies beholding tore as if 
hey fled, ochers fl-eing outright, and no meanes to ſtay 
hem, fled alſo: the Hang ariavs purſuing with moſt ter- 
ible execution,. in which AMeſites and his lon were {lun : 
he report of which added ({wiftneſſe ro the Hung artans , 
purſuing chem for cerrain dayes ro the ropof the Alpes, 
20000 Twrks were ([1in, about 3000 Hungarians, Hu- 
wades recovered all the prey,wirh their rents and baggage, 
1n0-7ber of Cap ives kiffing his feer, gave God thanks for 
netr deliverance : ſome called him the Father, ſome rhe 
Detend:r of his Conntry, &c. He again with tears [tan- 
cng, embracing them, rejoyced at the publique good , 
ting hearty thanks ro God , Commanding the like to 
de done in all thar Province. H2 commended the Sovl- 
liers Valour, and th.7 people's Loyalty , extolling rhe 
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worthy Captives by name, &c, part of the ſpoyle; he ap- 
pointeda partto dzyour uſes, part amongf the Souldiers, 
Heſ.nta great wagon loaded with the 7 urks enfignes ; 
and the chief oftheir Heads,(che Baſſaes and his ſons food 
foremolt) ro X/adiſlaus andthe Deipor of Se; vis, preſen- 
red by an old Twrk,asfolloweth; 

Huniades, &c, ſendeth co you part of the ſpoyle, leſt 
he ſhould ſeem ro defraud you of the honour of the 
battle, Theſe heads he ſendeth, that you ſhould nor 
want aſſurance of ſuch a Victory, All theſe wicneſle the 
greatnzfle of the Slaughter, and exhorr you to great at- 
clicyements ; requeſting that general Sapplications may 
be commanded, and a great Army provided : for all ſup- 


pole the Twrk will engage his whole forces in revenge of 


lo great a ſlaughrer, 

| The King avd rhe Deſpor, commending Huniades his 
diſcreet Valour, with the YiRory, worthy (as they ſaid) 
ofa Romantriumph, publique ſapplications were made 
thorow Hungaria , Meſſengers ſent to give Huniades 
great thanks, \vith rich preſents, commending his faich- 
tul ſervice requeſting him to proſecute the war with like 
Care, that he ſhould want nothing needful chereunto, 
Moldavia and Valachia the T7 urks Tributaries, now re- 
volted ro the plane On Þ and Huniades fame was ſoon 
di\perſed thoroiv Exrope, and a general hop2 conceived of 
him. &c, 

This overthcow, with Meſees his death, moſt of all 
Moldavia's and Valachia's revolt, much troubled the 
Turk, Sothat, rayſing a great Army of 80000 men 
under Schech Abedin Baſla, an Eunuch, yer right Valiant 
and experr, charged him af er doing what harm he could 
inPalachia and Moldavia, to break into Tranſylvania, 
fully co rev-nge the loſle before received, &c, The Baſla 
entred. Valachia, fillinz the Country with fear and tu- 
mul:, {ore reperr:ing of their revolt, Haniades chearivg 
them, willed themco retire to their ſafeſt places, and 
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not to expoſe their weak forces againk their fury, promi- 
fing ro come to theirrelief. &c, The Baſſz dividing bis 
Army, forraged far and near, burnt, and ſpoyled all in 
their way, killing without reſpe&t of Age, Sex, or Con- 
dition, Bur the YValachians retiring themleives,fev te.l 
into the enemies hands, The 7 wrks deſcended into' 
Traſylvania, purpohing to do greater harme if polſibles 
but Hamades was therewith 15000 choſen Souldiers , 
ready to encounter them, The Baſla, (as well aware 
with whom he had ro do) encamped, to ſee the enemies 
power, Bur informed by {cours that he was not a quar- 
ter ſs many as the Twrks, bur lay ſtrongly encamped wich 
his Wagons and Carriages as ina ſure Fort, he wondered 
at his courage and skill; yer preſuming of his mulricuce,he 
doubted not ts offer him battle, Being come within haif 
a mile of each other, the Twrks chought nor belt co joyn 
bartle in one front, bur to divide, and ſo fight by cegrees; 
if he could not ſoy toencloſe the Chriſtians rouna wi. h 
his multitude, Hyniades charged his Souldiers, above 
all things to keep their Order,&c, Next day being come 
to Vaſcape, the Baſla ſpenr a good ſpace in martialling his 
Army, as did alſo Hwmades, encouraging his chief Com- 
manders that no courage could have induced him to en- 
counter ſuch a maulticade, did nor necefiity, chair appro- 
ved Valour, and the, aflured hope in Chrift, coptirme 
him, Three commodities God propound:d unto them, 
the w2Ilfare of Wives, Children and Country, renown in 
this World, and immortality inthe World to come, 
The Grecians, Macedonians, T hracians, Bulgarians, Epi- 
rots 2nd Dalmatians could rot abide the Twrks force : 
The eAthensans, T hebanes, Lacedemonians, wii\ingly 
21verthem place : Unto us is this praiſe of this Victory by 
God afſhgned, who oft with a {mall power,and ſom<time 
194init all hope, havg wich norableſlavghter overthrown 
hem, &c. learning no lefle to fear you though bur few, 
han if you were many. Now they are come with imnu- 
R 4 m2e:able 
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merable Legions : ye: more than the Janizaries are no 
cood Sou! diers among them, the relt as entorced ſerve 
them for ferr, &c, We are not to tight for other men# 
houſes and altars, but tor our own, &c. [hat,God is able 
With his |1crle finger (if he wil: ro deltroy all the T wrks 1n 
th: World, but be tirſt makes proot of our courage for 
defence of his name, thar finding it faichful, he may 
firen:chen it with his own right hand. They hgh for 
cheir Propher, Authour of all lmpiety, for ipoy:e and 
Pry defirnQion of Nations, other mens Kingdomes , 
enlar-ivg their Dominions , worldly glory, Bur we 
contra: -ywile, &c. Alirrle retreſhing your ſelve- (ith a 
repatt) as you tiand, on the 62nal viven, thrice calling 
load upon the name of Chriſt ioht{as $ near you ca n)with 
_like Valour that He fought for your redemprion, &c. for 
Chriſt will be alwayes pretent wich us, who (believe me 
andio hope) will not onzly deliver us this cay out of rhe 
Twrks hands, but load us with cheir rich fpoyles, and ſo 
bring all home in ſafery, with much joy and triumph, 

The Baſſa encouraged was mindirg them of former 
ViRories, not to ecoen rare from their Anceitovrs 
anJ rhem! elves, ro whom Alda the god's incerpreter 
had foretold che Empire of the whole World,&c,He filled 
rem with hope of vrear ſpoyle, promiſing to the Vali- 
anc, tvno'e Villages, &c. with great pr eferments, as they 
ſhonld deſerve, He aflured rhem of Viatory. their ene 
mies being weak, and themlelves a great number, if hes 
wouid fight it on: like men, Thar having overcome Hu- 
niader, whom he had tound the molt Valiant and $kill- 
ful Chritian Captaine, nothing ſhoald hinder. their tar- 
rhe: conquelis ; willing them above all chings ro tvek at- 
- T him ; promilingro him that killed hirn, great reward, 

. Both Armie: be :ing come Within a qua:ter of a mile, 
the aznal given, the burrle began: Huniades iceirg the 
enemie calt tis f1:{t baccle in forme of a wedge, the eaher 
to J:vice them, they in ſorme of a pare of Sh2ers were 
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ready to recelve them, where both ſides encountred with 
a fury and Outcry, never more terrible, They tought a 
while, 1oche light horiemens wings, with like hope : : bur 
the Turks bercer acquainred with rhat kind of figr, berter 
appointed & exceeding in number,enforced cheUhrittains 
co retire to the men art arms force,vhere was madea molt 
czrrible ighe:moſt of theT xrks lizht horiemen were flain, 
tor they could nor abide the men ar armes force, thovgh 
bur teiv in Compariſon of them : ſorliar the Turks in 
both wings began to fainr, Burche battle yet wavering, 
che ] anizaries wich men art armes, and rroopes of liehe 
hociemen, compaſled the Chrittian men at armes, Aan- 
ding in the main battle, where che old Jamzaries, with 
S-1mitaries cur their horſes les aſunder; many of whom 
falling, were made ſhorter by the head : likewiſe the 
Janizaries were themie ves rrodden under toot, Where- 
upon blood ran like Rivers; molt of the Jamzaries being 
ſlain, and many Chcitians alſo, 

The Baſla yet in hope the Hungarians would faint 
wich long fight, came on with the reare ward, and a num« 
bzr of treſh Souldiers lefr for ouarding his baggage 
ic was afrer four houres cruell tight, He com- 

manded them to compaſle in the Hungarians \ Kc. 
vainly boalting ir wou!'d be the laſt battle ever they 
would fight, "Heniades ſuffering parc of his men to be 
enviconed, cauſed the waggoners to thruſt in with armed 
Carts, &c, behind the enemies ;} and aftetwards wich 
freſh ſupplies renzwed the barcle, The fight was great, 
and chough the Trirks {laughter great, yet not much fee- 
ling ir for multirude, fill foughr molt deſperacely , till 
the righe wing ſeeing themſelves compaſſeJ-with wag- 

g9NsS, and thence char rg2d with ſhot, &c. feari”g the dan- 
cer bebind, Chrunk from the fighr, The Hungarians , 
now more furiouſly aflayling cheir fainting eremies fron; 
encouraging them in the waggons to approach chem nea- 
rer, the 7 wks hardly beſer, and fightivg diſorderly, firft 
retired, 
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retired, preſently afrer fled, They char were already ſhur 
In, &c, all periſhed, The left wing diſcouraged, fled 
likewi'e : the Hungarians fiercely foliowing, The Baſla 
ſirucken with dilpauce fled, with ſome Janizaries kept tor 
his perlons ſafeguard, whom ſo many 7 wrks as could, 
followed : the relt lying chorew woods and mounraines, 
either periſhed with hunger, or were by the YValachianz 
{lain : {carce half rhe Army returned over Danubime, 
Huniages content with ſo greata ViRory, purived chem 
nor far, but with their Campes ſpoyle, greatly enriched 
himſelt and his Souldiers : 5000 were taken priſoners, 
and *o0 Eniignes, Humades cauſed prayers with thanks« 
giving to be made for 3 dayes in all thoſe 3 Provinces, 
and hanged up at YVaſcape Crhere the batclz was fought) 
' certain 7 #rks Enfignes, Trophies of Victory, Ir was the 
orearet ever any Chrilian be'ore obrained againſt the 
Twrk, Many Inhabitants lefr their dwellings for a ſea- 
ſon, for fear of infeQion by the T»rks Carcales, Where- 
with che fie'dslay covered. Then returning to Bude in 
criamph , he preſerted V/adiſlazs, the enemies Enhigns, 
&c, which he chankfully receiving, and highly com- 
mending his Valour, ics fame ſhortly filled all Ex- 
rope, 
ate fads before, ſent a proud Embaſlage to 
Uladiſians, offering peace, on delivering him Be/grade,or 
paying him a yearly cribuce: che Kirg (upon the firlt re- 
port of the Victory ) anſivered, according tothe iſſue of 
marters, he would ſhortly in perſon come and give him 
forcher anſiver, And for withfianding eAmwrath's power 
or deſire of revenge, aſſembling rhe States of his Kipg- 
dome, with 7a/;as the Popes Lzgate, ſent thirher to (tir 
up the H=»gariaxs againſt the Turks, he propounded the 
danzer thr<atned, and how ir might be averted: "Taian, 
requeſted by rhe King to deliver his opinion, firſt ſpake :

1f io 
great an Army was vanquiſhed by one of chy Captain's 
power, bur ſmall : what is tobe hoped of thee (molt 
mighty King) 1t chou ſhalt lead thine Armies in perion , 
under the ProteRtion of Chrift Jeſus > The eyes of all 
Chriſtian Princes are upon thee, &c, And aibeit tne 
Common cauſe of Religion require chee to be a reveng2r, 
&c. yet Hungary and Poland's neceſſity no Ilefſeerforce 
i: ; of which one is miſerably vexed with rhe 7 #rks our 
of Servia and Dalmatia, the other out of Moldavia and 
Valachias You lack not (worthy Captaines) money , 
which ſhall be brought unto you trom all part, not lulty 
and couragious Souldiers, no policy, nor for rune; &c. 
you want nothing bur will, It's an Expedition neceſſa- 
ry, religious, prohicable and honourable, wherein are all 
ample rewards in this life, and the life ro come, Where- 
fore I beſeech you by the faith of Chriſt, by love of your 
Children, health of your Kingdome, &c. with valiant 
courage and one conſent, to take this ſacred war in hand , 
and ſo enroll your names in the erernal book of fame. 
Forrhwith enſued the Deſpor's reares,perſwading them 
of raat expedirion's neceflity, decliring the T arks cruelty 
and firange rorrures, his ſons deprived of 6ghr, and 
ipoyled of their Genirories, &c, that the Hungarians 
were divided from the Twrks bur by the river Sams, oft to 
be waded in Summer, and had frozen in Winter : thar he 
was driven into exile by the 7 wks power, flecing ro 
Rags ſiumy hen into Hangary,of which tae Barbarian row 
asked tribute, to have ſome colour for its invaſion; &Cc. 
Wherefore with many reares running down his aged 
face, he b:ſovght Vladiſians, not toler ſlip rhis fair oc-

Ta” tpring come,and \upplications made for 
ſuccelle U/adiſiang, (May 1.) paſſing Dannbins from Bu- 
da, ''2ay d 3 diy-sarthe River T:biſcws for his Armies 
coming; Ceparcing thence, marching cill within fight of 
_— he at Cobts paſting Danubins with his very 
orcar Army, morched to Sophia 1 in abour 6 dayes, in 
Bulgaria ; irontiers, Which being badly fortified, was 
eaii,y taken ; and afteriyard bu _ , as were all other 
Town: \nd Vil lages th2reabours, for terrour to the rel, 
Thence heenc 2mped at the River Aforava, where 5 00 
light 0-12 men being ſ:nc over, to view a fafe andeahe 
paſſige for the Army,"t rhey cook 4 Turks (couts ; und-r- 
fian2ins them,that 20007T wrks vere at hand, They retiring 
back with all peed to the River, many leapino (for fear ) 
rom the high banks, periſhed in the deep, rhe reſt ood 
doubrtully c exp2&ting what ſhould b:come of rhemlelves, 
Tae 7 wrks deicrying tae King hovering on the top of the 
hill beyond the River, doubrins an ambuſh, retired, 
Which rhey on the far tide perceiving, and encourage by 
the King3 — down, followed a while to increale 
cheir fea', Ne: day: tac King paſſiog rhe River, ſent ro 
ſec ifail were _ : bur bei 2dvecrile4 tharrhe Turks 
(ar han-1) "had placed am uſhes fit by ; heencring into 
coun'-l, refolved, thar Haniades v ith 10000 horſe, 
ſhou'd next night uagenly ſer on the enemy, Who 
b ought near chem and the Moon ſhinins one, he led 
1 by the way thecnemy was lik2lie8 co flez, if pur 
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the T#rks ſuddenly awakened, and diſmayed, betcok 


ſome to their weapons, ſome to tlieir heels, &c, #: wnt- 
ades the whiles, cheared up his mencovuraz:uuily to al- 
file rheir ſleepy,naked, and fearful enemies. - Ar brit » 
che 7 #rks madea Stir, but hearing Hanades was there, 
with the greatneſle of the ſudden fear. with an 1nconh- 
rare dehre of flight, they crod down oneanotver, thru- 
{ting on each orhers weapons, Moſt of them oriven 1n- 
ro thickets, &c, were bythe herce puriurers ſlain ; ihe 
reſt when 'rwas day, ranthe lame fortun?, 30000 Turks 
were {lain, 4900 taken, with a number of Ent:gns, Moit 
report Humades lot but 5oo ; for tew fornd ary encmy 
co refilt them, They took all the ſpoyle of a moti rict 
Campe: The King and De{por hearing of Haniadesap- 
proach in triumph trom the ſlaughter of the 7 wrks. with 
oreat appiauſe of the other Legions went 3 mi'es to 
meer him, and would not ſuffer Haniades to zlight, 10 
do him honour, but raking him by the right hand, yoved 
with him, thanking God who bad given biw a Caprain 
worthy to rule the Romane Empire, &c. The Common 
Souldiers embracing one another, welcomed their victo- 
rious Friends, Sothe King and Hxmades, ſerding rhe 
ſpoyle , and the chained Priſoners before, rerurned 1n 
oreat triamph, cauſing prayers with chankſgivings to bz 
znade ro God, chorowouur the Army, 

The Legare General of the Voluntary Chriſtians, per- 
ſwaded the King and the relt, ro proſecure their good 
fortune, and take in the reſt of Bulgaria, Hun'ades had 
learned it was bur 3 dayes journey ro Ph:lippopolis in 
7 hrace, the like to Hadrianople, as muchto Conſt anti- 
nople, The difficulty was rbe great ard rovgh monntamn 
Hemns, which dividing Bulgaria and Servia from Mace- 
deuia and Thrace, is not to be vaſled over bur in 2 places, 
one made by Traian the Emperour, with a m'g'"ty 
fione-gare to be opened or ſhur ar pleaſure, the orher nar 
the little Rizer Saltiza, Huniades marching foreward 

Look 
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cook all Towns (in their way) of Bulgaria; whereir 
conformity of Religon, the Twrks cruelty, great afhnity 
of Language, vas no (mall help, Coming to Hewes to 
ener Thrace, the weather pow very cold, they learned, 
thole paſſages were ſo (trongly ſhut with great ſtones, 
&c.rhey were very hardly to be forced, Wherefore H#- 
»'ades \e:\ing the ltraighter way made by man, came up- 
0! Chriſtmas, even to the other , by Saltiza; where 
Amurath had ſhut up the paſſage, and placed ſtrong 
Garriions te defend Macedonia and Thracia from the: 
dreaded Hungarians invafion, In the Army was ſuch 
van ofall chinzs, that the Souldiers were ready to for- 
1a«2 their Enbgnes, and, mutinie beginning, to grow 
Wes, by viRtuals failing, B:ſides, the Wincer was lo 
cold, and the froſt ſo great, rhzy could not many times 
[cx t97 forrage or water. So thatthe Army begau to re» 
tire nd had been difſolved, had not Huniades daily told 
them, the greateſt difficulties were already paſi,&c.that in 
going back, they ſhould find greater difficulries ip thoſe 
waſt Countries,than in going forward » that, thele ſtraits 
opened, there remained nor bur the ipoile of a molt rich 
and plea/an:Country;thar wha: they had already won,was 
ealie to be recovered, except thoſe enemies NF 
were driven quite ont of Exrope, Whilftt Hwmaaes 
ſpake, every man was encouraged : buc remembring 
their mileries, they curſed the raſh at:emptsof ambitious 
P:inces, The Txrks coming after them, Hmnnades 
was ſent wich ſome croupes, who $ times encountred 
them, and as oft forced them ro retire. In retiring back, 
the Kinz wich moſt of the Army went before Huniades , 
and rhe Depot followed after a good daies Dayes march: 
che 7 xrks tha: kept the paſſage, followed them down the 
hill, in hope of revens2, Carambey was their General, 
with exprefle charge not co fight upon any occaſion wirh 
the enemy: (for 4mwrath thought it Vitory enough, 
without 
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Irſ wichour loſſe to keep them on: of Thracia), Which Ca- 
rambey (forall that negleRing) followed the Chriſtian 


Army, come to the mountain C##eb:44, hovering over 
their heads to rake them ar advantage : The Chriſtians 
would many times fight with themin diſadvantagious 
places, ſaying, They bad rather dye like men, then ttarve 
with hunger and cold. Cirambey exceeding borh in 
Rrength and number, befides rhe ground's advantage , 
would needs give battle, Huniades and the Deſpor 
(though much croubled with the King's abſence, who 
was gene a dayes march before) law they could not ſhun 
battle; yer Carambey coming don upon chemyput them 
ſelves in the beſt order they could, &c, Carambey lending 
his horſe down, a cruel faght was made : in which many 
on both ſides were ſlain, The Pelonian men at armes, 
with the Hungarian light horie men forght (bur as how?) 
honovrablyrodye, The Turks ſtood hard to it for a 
ſpace, at length beipg hardly laied ro, rhey began to give 
ground : Carambey coming in with new ſupplies, ſomes 
rimes rating roughly, ſomerimes perſwading fairely, fay- 
ed them that were fleeing, Hmniades and the Deſpor , 
when they perceived the enemy a licrle to faint, cryed 
out, Victory. &c, And ſent ſome companies of foor, who 
climbing vp among the buſhes, paunched the Txrks 
horſes with half pikes, &c. as they paſſed by them. 
Here began the battle ro Ccecline ; the bolder 7 arks 
which were come into the Valleys, compaſled with the 
men at arme$s,hardly recovered the hill, (arambey (the 
*while) performed a{l the parts of a Valitant and worthy 
Capraine, and cour:giouſly fighting ip the thickeſt of his 
enemies, ſtayed, for a time, rhe lott battle, Ar laſt, de- 
ceived by the inow, he fell into a bovge, and was taken 
priſoner by a common Souldier, Many great ones 
were taken bzfides Carambey, bur more (lain, and moſt in 
the flight ; few eſcaped but ſuch as fled to the mountains 
to chem that were left to detend the paſſage, In rhe 
retreat, 
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retreats Huniades ſeeing ſuch a man as Carambey (thongh 
to him unknown) led priſoner, asked the Souldier, if he 
would fe!! him? who asked for him 16 Duckats, Hx.

z1ades, how he would ranſome him > who ſaid, he coſt 
him 409 Duckats, bur he valued him at 49000, which 
rhe Deſpot offered ro pay : The Pelonians report, that 
Uladiſlans was preſent and commanded as chief in this 
bact'e: yet Hungarian wricers (whole credit we follow) 
' report as before, 

Shorcly afrer, Huniades and the Deſpot conſulted 
with the King for removing the 7 #rks Garriſons left to 
keep the paſſages, and to proſecute the War, Uladiſla- 
1s (conlidering che Difficulty,and his Sonldiers neceſſity) 
chouglt good torthwirh to return, Burthey, the one for 
honour, the orher hoping to recover his lot Kingdome, 
ſud; The T7 zrks were it any ca'e to be removed, &c, als 
[eadging the invia-ible courage of his Souldiers, Whoſe 
valour, (let che Kinz ſhould ſeem ro difiruft) he com- 
manded ro fer forward, The Kings battle firſt moun- 
red the hill, often ſtayed by its roughneſi:,&c, Haumades 
1 ſearching, foand a crooked way, whereby (with his 
men) hz got to the ropeven with their enemies, But 

eing come ro the defired place, they found ſuch a ceep 
wide gaping rock berwix:, as Was not to be paſſed or 
filled up: yer beirg very near, they artempted by croſs- 
bow-ſhor, &c. to remove the 7 #rks, who were (at firſt) 
lo annoyed and diſcomfite/!, they were almolt ar the 
poinr ro forlake the palie, had nor 1s Beg encouraged 
and taught th:m, (by (h-owding under the broken rooks) 
&c, to ſave themielves from the ſhot, Hamades had 
ſenc up otier Companies, by another more ſteep way), 
who (byroo much diſadyantage) were ealily __ 
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Ac length ſeeing the yainatrempr, and deſperate danger, 
he (by che Kings command ſounding a retreat) rerired 
down to the 7 urks, rejoycing, Next'day the cold raging, 
and wants increaſing, the Kipg conſulted with the retty 
for balling their return into places of greater plenty ; 
whereunto H#nades now ecalily yielded, the relt ſpake 
againſt ic, blaming them, &c, promiling he would find 
money for all things needtul : Soſaid the Legate aiſo, 
Bur che Souldiers could nor be perſivaded to tiay, crying 
out, Ic was not their Captaines, &c, but them that 
ſtarved for hunger : as for the Deſpor (in hope of reco- 
yering his Kingdome) he periwaded things impoflib'e, 
Need, they ſaid, could not be varquiſhed ; bur; Wiacer 
paſt, they would willingly return co the War. The 
King ſending his baggage betore,rerired the way be came: 
the Twrks following and aflayling chem in the reare, on 
both fides,did and received harm, The Army loaded with 
ſpoil , could make no great hait ; and paſhng rhorow a 
oreat thick wood, full of bogs &c, they left ſome fizong 
men at armes, a$ a wall againli the puriuers; whom the 
Twrks fiercely charging, there was a great fight and tn- 
mulr raiſed, ro which noiſe many battily recurnivg, in 
Skirmiſhing, fell into the bogs, &c. hardly riddivg t:em- 
ſelves our, Beſides, there were many crooked turnings, 
&c, with ſo ſteep delſcents, that their horſes lay heelcs 
overhead, overchrown with their Rides, that chey were 
often forced to fight on foor, . About, 80 men ar armes 
were loſt; beſides the T#rks (lain, were taken a 128. ail 
preſencly ſlain. The Kioy, fearing his Army (in lo long 
and troubleſome a march) ſhould be coniumed wich 
hunger,&c, cauſed all things of the carriages and dageave, 
ſerving rather for burthen than uſe, tobe burnz; ail a:me3 
ofchem whom he loſt, as of the enemy, to be buried ; 
and all weak beaſts of burthento be killed, Sorhe Army 
marched more ſpeedily, nor ſo mnch iubjeR ro aflavlre, 
At lengch Vladrſlans arriving at Pelgrade , flaved ſome

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Gates well to refreſh; rherce paſſing the River Sav#s, he 
came to Bnaa, of all joyfully received, The Legare and 
H##iades went on his right hand, the Deſpor on his left, 
&c, Beforethe King at his coming to the Ciry,wenr rhe 
notable 7 wrks Captives; Carambey next before him, 
bound in chaines ; wichthem allo the enemies Enfgns 
and \aved ipoyles, Haniades came behind the King, be: 
rveen tne Legare and Deſpor in a triumphant robe, as 
next tothe King belt de{erving, &c. Betore all went the 
Prelates and Prieſts fingipg Hymns, &c, UVladiſlans, 
alizhredar the gate, going on foot to a Cathedral, giving 
tae:etEirty thanks,and hanging up the enermes Enſigns & 
parc of the {poi',in remembrance of (o notable a Victory, 
&c, Tren he wentto his pallace 1n the Caſtle, and dvely 
commending ever; man, (eſpecially Huziades) gave them 
leave to depart, Thus the Hangarians reporttyet the 7 wrks 
(diſſemblets of their loſſes) call the Baſla overthrown,Caſ- 
ſanes,and the n«ble priſoner MechmerBeg Sanzacit of An 
cyrazicallea (of lome) Carambey after his Father's name. 
Our of this Turkiſh (laughrer, eſcaped that Valiant 
Prince George Caſtriot (called Scanderbeg) whole mind 
had long defired ro break out of the Tarks thraldome, 
and be revenced of Amurath's intolerable injuries, be- 
ing ofcen animared therero by ſecret letters and mefſer- 
ve's from Epirty : bur wiſely difſembled the ſame uno 
eAmurth, till now under the leadipg of Carambey, 1!

virudz, and not to decciye the worlds expectation con- 
ceived of them, than which noching can be more diſho- 
nourable : not ro ſuffer ſo fit an cccafion ro flip away ; 
bur requeiiing them above all things, to match forward 
with their vitorious forces into Macedonia and 1 bra- 
cia, 

In concluhon.ſpeaking of the great Bifhop's anthoriry, 
he in his name, diianulled che League, abiolving them 
from the Oath : which ſo contented the King, and the 
reſt, that a Decree was made to continue the Lea2ue with 
cheix confederares, and ro prolecure the wars againlt the 
Turks, To waich unfortunate Decree, both the Deipor 
and Hnniades eafily conſented, the one in hopes of the 
Wars good ſucceſs.che orher with deſire of Bulgaria, pro- 
miſled and ( asi\ome ay) afſured by Charter to him , by 
Hladiſlam, 

Of this breach notice was ſpeedily given to the Greek, 
Emperovr and the Florentive Cardinal ; leſt, hearing of 
the Peace concluded,they ſhould alter or defift from 
their purpoſes, The Twrk being ignorant hereof, had 
withdrawn all Garriſons our of Serv4a, and other places 
agrced upon, reſtoring them to the Deſpot and others ; 
freeing a nvmber of Captives and the Deſpor's tvo Sons, 
Yer Kladiſlams (through Huniades ) detained ſome ftrong 
holds in Servia, for which the Deipor eyer grudged a= 
oaintt Humades, 

As Hladiſlaus was preparipg his Forces, the fame of 
Scenderbeg was grown great, every man ſpeaking of him 


honour and praile ; Whereupon #ladiſlaus by conſent of 


his nobiliry, diſparching Embaſſadours to him with Let- 
ters, certifying of his purpoſe to root out the 7 urks inthar 


Common Cauſe, praying hig aid co this purport ; Thar as. 


he 
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he ſeemed to him above all ether Princes, accompliſhed 
with all pzrfeRions of bedy and mind, (6 to be endowed 
with ſome Divine and wonderful fortune, under whoſe 
good condutt, not only Epirus may think ir ſelf ſecure ; 
buc the other Nations alſo, lately by the Orbowan Kings 
diſmembred from Macedons Realm, may recover their 
ancient Laws and Liberties, For.whac can be more glori- 
ous than chis victory obrained by the utter diſcomficure of 
«Alt Baſla> But novv there offers unto him an object of 
targreater glory, with a fir occaſion ro revenge injuries of 
Ammrath both new and old : alſo the publick calamities, 
and opprobrious diſgraces againit che Chrillian Religion 
in general, nov opprelſed, if he would ſuccour himin this 
extremiry of affairs ; whereto all rhe Princes of Hungarie, 
and Polonia %c, Julian the Cardinal entreaterh him, with 
choſe couragious Chriſtians with them, wiſhing for no- 
ching more than the preſence of his victorious Enhgns : 
which occaſion, if hz refu'ed nor, would bea mean to 
drivethe 7 zrk,quire out of Exrope, &c, That the flame 
hath well near conſumed them all, whilſt none thoughc 
ie would come near himſelf, That there is no houſe-wife 
or Matronin Hx»gary, not in ſome meaſure partaker of 
this heavineſie, That the Chriſtian Princes hear of this, 
yet the miſery of their Allies can norhing move them : 
Only Engenius Biſhop of Reme, and Philip of Burgundy, 
have not refuſed to bear part of the burthen, That albeic 
he was not ignorant hoyy il at leaſore he might be to rake 
ſuch an expedition in hand ; yer it ſhould nor withhold 
him aſſuring him, char as it could no: be bur to him 
moſt honorable, ſo this preſen: deſert ſhould nor be be- 
flowed on unzrateful men, 

Scanderbeg liking well this motion : by the general 
conſenr of the Albamas. Princes bis Allies, promiled the 
King by Letters (in good time) to be preſent with him, 
with 30009 Souldiers ; which Letters being diſpatched, 
he (beginning to [evy his {orc:s) joyned 15900 _— 
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valiant, co the 15000 which diſcemfited [Alis: ſoſertivg 
forward with the Vows and hope of all his loving Sub= 
jects, Bur at, Servia's borders, he fourd the firairand 
difficulr paſſages ſhut up by George the Deſpor (a Chriſtian 
only in pame) who but lately ,rettored by K/adiſiaxs helps 
now in favour of the T wrks quarre),and in deipighr eipe. 
cially of Hmniades, did this, Scanderbeg cemplained to 
him of the wrong, &c, requeſting it bur tor the common 
Cauſe of Chiiſttanity ro give him (asro his friend) paſlage; 
and not pany to ſtain himſelf &c, Bur whatavailerh 
requeſts > Scanderbeg reſolved to open his way by force, 
chough it much grieved him, &c. Bur the while, #/- 
diſlas prickt forward by Jian rhe Cardinal, or his own 
deſtiny, afſemblipg a great Army; yet far irferiour to thac 
he had the year betore.from Segedizww(in the beginning of 
November) came to Nicopols in Bulgaria, whoſe Suburbs 
he burnr cefreſbing his people thereabouts, and muſtering 
his Army ; Dracula the Vayuod of Valachia, (of grear 
experience) conkdering the King's ſmall number, ſaid, He 
had learned te deem aright, by his own harms, of the Sul- 
can's power, &c, periwading him norto expoſe his ſmall 
forces ro ſo manifeſt peril}, in ſuch an vnſealonable time z 
bur reſerve to a ficter opportunity, This Counſel was 
thought wholſome ; bur the Cardinal, exrolling the laſt 
years victory,wirh promiſes of aid from the Pope, & Con- 
ftantinopolitans, and others,&c, perſiaded the King'thac 
Dracula his ſpeech proceeded on a ſuperficial judgment, 
nor regarding the Kings ſtrength from his friends,or in re- 
gard of a League,lately made beryxr him & the Twrk, The 
Prince ſeeing his Counſel not ſ@ well taken as it was 
meant : doubted, iherher co leave him to kis fortune, or 
(caſting off the T&rkih League ) ro joyr with him ; bur, 
at lengchireſolved, he taid ro che King, That he prayed the 
hope of his friends help failed him nor at his need; &e, 
chat his reſolurion, which be could not by perſwafionalter 
he would (as times (uddenneſs) and his ability permired 


gladly, 
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oladly further, and fo preſented to him his Son with 
4000 horiemen ; preferring alſoro him two lufty young 
men, perfe& guides, with rwo horſes of incredible (wift- 
neſs, and with Ganding rears, ſaid, Take this ſmall gift in 
good party &c+ I pray God they be given in vain; yer if 
neceffity ſhall force thee to uſe them, thou ſhalt find chem 
ſerviceable, 

Uladiſlaus marching towards Thracia, took many pla- 
ces by the way, the 7 wrks yielding for fear, coming to 
Suminm 1nd Pezechium, the Garriſons ſtood upon their 
ouard; bur beſfieging and caking them by affanlre, he pur 
5000 T wrks to the lword, 

The Baſſaes terrified, requeſted Amwrath to leave his 
obſcure life, and to levy his igreate} power in Afia, for 
defence tn Exrope ; blaming him for commitring the Go- 
yernmentto ſo young a Prince as Mahomet, many great 
ones ſcorning to obcy him : eAmnrath (awaked left his 
Cloyfier) ſpeedily gathering a Rirong Army, and finding 
Helleſponts Scraits (topped by the Yererians and Pope's 
Galleys, was at his iwics end, But at Beſphorxs Straits, he 
found conveyance: ſome yvrite, he payed the Gennoways 

for paſſage, a Duckatfor a Twrk,, amounring to 100008 
Duckers : Orhers affirm, by bribing the Defendanes of 
che paſſage. Being got over; he, joyning his Aſian and 
Exropean forces, in 7 daies encamped within 4 miles of 
Varna in Bulgaria, whicher #1adiſlans hearing of his co- 
ming had rerired, having taken it but a litrle before, with 
others on the Sea-coaſt, And, before in hope he could 
not poſhbly find paſſage, conſnlred now with his Com- 
manders, what conrſe to take ; many were ſo diſcouraged 
wich che fame of his coming, chey adviſed him to re- 
turn, and not oppoſe {o ſmal} an Arrry, againſt ſuch a 
world of people reported, Bur orhers, chiefly Haxiades, 
faid, It was not for his honour, firſt toinvade, and to 
turn his back upon the firſt repor: of their coming, wiſh- 
vg him rather co remember the good forrune of his for-

ciding controverſies in indifferent adminiſtration of ju- 
Rice, ending many controverhes far from the place of 
11g2 ment, diſpatchivg many weighty matters,fittungs go- 
10g, (tanding, 11040 , aivyaics affable as well tothe poo- 
rer fort as orhers : in peace, providing for war : above 
all, ſo dextecouſly careful of the Nobllicies agreement, 
that he was of them and others generally beloved and fea- 
red, Being acvertized (the mean time) that Amarah 
was rayſing great forces (as the fame went) for Hungaries. 
invaſion; for withſianding thereof in his 4th year ot go- 
v<rnment 101448, wich moſt of the Nobles and the Wai- 
0d of YValachia, he et forward againſt him with 22009 
caove Souldie's, Travelling thorow Falachia and get-

The hearers were greatly enflamed herewich, and by

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bf the Twks: who were thar day put tothe worſt, and 
ofren forced torerire z yer was the: battel fill againre- 
neived, The nigh: ending this fighr,borh returned to their 
Trenches, purpolinz next day to renew the batrel : which 
began when ſcatce fair day ; the Hungariazs not fighnng 
with ſuch courage as before; for they bad ſpent their 
firengrh the day before, whereas almoſt 40000 7 aurks 
nor fouvhr atall, or bur lightly skirmiſhed, Hunades 
exhorced his Souldiers, that remembripg how many thou- 
fands of their enemies they lev the day betore, not nov 
to give over; for that, they were ro be thought worchy 
of hononr, not who began, bur who ended bonourad'e 
aRions : wiſhing them to ſet before them the calamines 
like ro enſue, if chzy ſhould(as cowards)be overcome,8cc. 
Amurath alſo, promiling and threatnirg his, perſwaded 
them racher to endure any thing, than (by that daies over- 
chrow)co be driven our of Exrope, After lome skirmithes; 
ic was fought with no leſle fury, than the day before: The 
laughter being great, and the Zur garians force nor to be 
wicthtoo7 ; -the 7 ark began with treſh horſemen ro de» 
luderheir fiercenefle, by turning their backs (divers beir 
fliin by che eager purſuers) ; And again(on a figna! em. 
torning back upor chem, well revenged their fellows 
deaths : wearying the Hwngarians (thus) all Cay Jorg. 
Many Hungariens were lain, and the Twrks had the ber- 
rer that day : ſo (atnight ) both recvrned inro cheic Tren- 
ehes, By day dawn. the bacrel was again begun : Hum 
ades his brother, wirh his Ligac-horſmen, firlt iercirg for- 
ward; forſome hours they tought with like hope, the 
Huvgarians beirg chi:fly laughtered, Zechel Huniaaes 
Sitters Son, was inthe front, the firlt of the kaders, ſhin:

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ehrey,borh che Chricians wings , diſcomfired and pyc 
eo Righ: the relt, wich a great laughter, Haviader, ſeeing 
the battel quis loſt, fled alſo, leaving all for prey z who 
fallowing the cha'e with cruel execution, returned ( at 
Dight )ta cheir Trenches, The reſt compaſhng the Camp, 
were by the waunded Souldiers, Waggoners, &c. kept 
oue (0 long as they kad (har, but inthe end were all lain, 
ewe or three 7 wrks in many places lying cead by one 
Hwgeariet Amweh to cover his lofle, cali moRt of bis 
common Souldiers into the River Schichuiza ; for which 
ehe Inhabitants long abſtained from eating fiſh therein 2» 
bom, The plain laying covered ( for many years) with 
mens bones, covtd not b> ploughed, &c. Though che 
Tues had the victory, yet they lolt 34000 ar lealt, for 
$800 Hang arians ; yerthemſelyes report, The Chriftians 
loft 17000, and themſelves 40000, There fell moſt of 
the Havgariav Nobility, Many taken in chaſe, were by 
che angry Tyrant ſlain, of ſuch as returned through Serv, 
few eſcaped, being eicher ſin or tripped of all, Hawi- 
ades traveiling 3 dates wichour maet or d:ink, caſt off his 
pired horle che fourth day ; and talling into the hands of 
ewortbieves, they ipoyling him of apparel, firove for his 

elden Cru-ifix ; whereby (laying hand on one of their 
{wards} he thruſt him thoraw, then putt the orher ro 
flighr, Nexc day, he lighted upon a ſturdy Shepheard 


roaming for prey, who (trucken with his Majzſty, at firit © 


Rood at gaze, as did Hauiades, fearing bis ſo great weak- 
nals : afcer a while, the Shepheard asked him of his for- 
run? Hz craving ſomething co eat, the Shepheard mo- 
ved, and hoping of reward, cauſed bread and water tobe 
fer before kim in a- cottage, not far off, with Onions ; 
who would efcen (ay in his banquets, He ne-er fared be-- 
ter than with the Shepheard, Being conducted to Swde- 
r9via, the Deſpor cauſed him ro be impriſoned ; who leſt 
he ſhould deliver him to into Ammreth's bands, yielded 
that a'l the rong Towns detained when he was reftored 
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by K/adiſtans, ſhould be delivered himy his youngeſt Son 
ro marry the Deſpors daughter, and other hkez requiring 
his e'delt ſon in hoſtages for performance, Hawats 
comming to.

7wrksbefore they were aware: who (che mitt breaking 
vp} diſcovering Huniade:'s. dreadful Enhgns, ſpeedily

execution all the day: Fiwiades with his men at Arms, 
foltowing in good order. Frigzebeg, wich molt ofrhe, 
beſt Commanders were taken, Then Hamader entring

Buda, to find no lefſe trouble with the Baheaiazs, and 
ſom2 Hmangarian Nobles , than he had with the Tarks, 
to the Chriltian Commonnweales great hurr, f 
 Muſtapha lyivg ('1)] all this whi'e en AMacedows's 
borders, 
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borders, a great quarrel aroſe berwixtthe Venetians and 
Scaxderbeg, abour rhe inheritance of Leeb Zachary mur- 
thered, which laying in Epirms fronuers, they claimed, 
holding che City Days againlt him z: ſo that they were 
by himac che River Drine, overthrown in battel ; where» 
fore Maſftapha would tain have raken his oppettunity c6 
encer the Countrey, bur not daring to atrempr it withour 
his Maſter's leave, he giving bim 1nceliigence trom time 
co tine of rhoſe troubles, carnettly requetied him to give 
him leave, The ſuſpicious Sulcan ar lepgrh diſcharged 
of fear ofthe Hungarians, ſenc Muftapha Letters apiwe- 
rableco his deſire, chat his own valour ſhould give bum 
che glory of the wars he ſo defired, which he granted him; 
yet, that he mult deal warily with chat enemy, and nor 
raſhly take up Arms, &c, 

Muſtapha entred into Epirw, hoping in one bartel to 
end che war : Of which Scanderbeg hearirg (then at Day- 
ns ſiege) from his frontier Garritons, commanded chem. 
ro protraRt the time of encounter, till his coming, Then 
chooſing 500 horſe, and 1500 foot, (old Souldiets) he 
marched intro the upper Dibria, leaving Ameſa ar che 
lege. Auſtaphe beginning to burnand ſpoyl, when be 
underſtood of Scanderbeg's coming, encamped at Orone- 
che, within two miles of him, Scanderbeg had in his 
Camp 4000 horſe and 2000 foot, 3&0 of whom be lefr 
inthe fortified Trenches, Whill borh Armies ranzed 
1a yiew of each other, expefting the fignal, Caraguſa a 
Twrks manat Arms, in gallant furniture, iſſuing our, chal- 
Jenged to fight with any one of th? Chritiizan Army, Ar 
firft, Scanderbeg's Souldiers 1100d (i111, Jooking one up-n 
anorher : till one Paul Mareſſe accounted the belt wan) 
at Arms there, with great courage ard cheariulnets.reque- 
fied Scanderbeg, he might accept chat challenge ; who 
commending him, willed him to ſer forward, for honour 

6 himſelf, and example of rhe celt, Pani bravely armed, 
mounted

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mounted to horſe and riding forth, called ro the Twrkto 
make ready to fight, Caraguſa required to fiaya while, 
ſpeakirg unto him, That it be had the honour ot the day, 
he might by Lay of Arms, carry away his rich ſpoyls, and 
diipoie of his dead body : Bur if he ſhould fall under him 
he required the fame right and power, that none move 

our obeicher Army,to berrer either of cheir fortunes, 
Maneſſi ani ered, ke agreed to thoſe conditions, ſay - 
inz, Where the fierce ſoul yielded, all che reſt ovghr ro 
be Conquerours ; therefore he ſhould fight fearleſle of 
any enemies bur himſelf 2 chat if he would give his dead 
body co his fellow Souldiers tears, yer Scanderbeg would 
not fuff2r a vanquiſhed cowards carkaſe to be breughtin- 
co his Camp. Caragsſa marvelled ar his reſolution, 
Bo:h Champions(after confirmation of the combate-laws 
by che Generals)beipg lefr alone betwixc the Armys,vich 
all eys fixed en them, and withdrawipg themſelves for 
making their courle, violently running cogerther, Caragyſs 
was a: the firlt encounter ſtrook thorough the head and 
Olain, whoſe head Maneſſi iriking off, returned (with bis 
armour and head) viRoriouſly ro the army, and was 
honourably commended, and rewarded by Scanderbeg, 
Seanderbeg and his men hereby encouraged,and the T wrks 
diſmayed, ſer himſelf fir forward rowards the enemy ; 
and had charged them, bad not Muſftapha with ſome diſ- 
ord:red Troops, oppoſed himſelf, the Army faintly fol- 
lowing, and ar firſt encounter driven to retire , Auſtaphs 
earnelily calling on them ro follow him, fiercely charged 
Scanderbeg's front, whom moſt of his principal Captains 
followingy:he bacrel was for a while renewed, Bur Moſes 
grearly prevailing in one patt, the Twrks fled, Mnſtaphs 
with 12 chiefones being taken, of the common Souldiers 
few fave, T0000 Twrks were (lain, 15 Enfigns taken, but 
300 Chriftans loſt, All cheir Camp became a prey - yet 
SFranderbeg entting Mecedove, burnt and ſpoyled all +

Amwmb(abeutthe time of the YVeretiavs making peace 
wirh Seundzrbeg) (ent him preſeiits; with 25000 Ducats 
for 8/ftapha and the vthers ranſome, which he divided 
arobght his Souldicrs : and leading his Army again inco 
AMaceagna, tis matte bis Souldiers better pay wth the 
ſpoyl; and for the mote harm, divided it into 3 parts , 
puttingall rhe 7arks comjrig in his way to the ſivord, 
leavin the Chriſtians no mote chan rheir lives : urcerly 
conſuming the buildings with fire, in all that part bvrde- 

ring wpobt Epirm 2 that the Twks ſhould find no relief 
eo lay in Gafriſon, of invade it; it was thought there 
_ tiot enviigh left co relieve the Tarks Army for 2 
iy- 

AmpArath hereivith exceedingly vexed; reſolved to go 
in perſon With ati Atmy, nor to conquer Epirm, but if 
need ivete to fill every corner of ir, None but the Baſſa's 
of che Councel knew whither he imployed the fame : 
which made the borderitie Chriltian Princes prepare for 
their otvn affurtce, But Scariderbeg tahly perceived it 
co be made againſt him, and the rather for Amtvrath's win- 
ateuſtottred quiernef, as if he had been in a ded ſleep, 
It was thought alſo, be had ibtelligence from ſuſpeRing 
Courtiers, his frietfds $ wherefore (biting all things apatr, 
be firſt advetiized his neighbour Princes of that wai's 
datigers Amwrath eking the deftrution of therti all , 
and therefore tofland fift on their guard, Then he ſet 
Adoſes atd others, r6 take the, Soldiers: and all provifien 
poſſible, himſelf ner reſting till he lefr norhing in the 
Contitrey fot the Ettemiies citelty; Moſt of the pebpie 
with cheir fubRanre, were teccived into the Arong Ciries : 
che tell into the Yeritian and othicr Princes Conniteys , 
till chis fury was overpatt ; all able co dear Arms, were 
commanded to Croia, out of whieh mltiende Scander beg 
thoſe only 1000 0'd Souldicrs, with whom he purpoſed 
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fexth King of the Tarks, 12y 
co encounter che 7 arks, as he ſav oceafion, and placing 
1300 in Crei#, whoſe Cirizens were futniſhed wich alk 
weapons, and proviſion to defend the City : Proclarnas 
tion was made, that all aged men \vich women and chil» 
dren, ſhenld depart, &c, Cr014 being the chief Cry, 
Scanderbeg had the preacer care for its detence, All was 
fall of weeping and wailing at the departure of this weak 
company, no houſe, no (treet, no patr of the City was 
withouc tftonrning, &c. In che mid(t of theſe pafſions 
commandement came from Scaxderbeg, Thar they maſt 
now deparc, that the Souldiers might cake their chatve, 
Then began ſorrows afreſh, with pirions ſcreeching and 
eears, and departing (ec rheir feer ( many times) chey wiſt 
nor \vhere, for deſire of looking back upon the City; whe 
were conreighed into Yeretias Cities, and other places, 
whither all, nor before reccived into ſtrong Cities, reſot- 
ted with their ſubſtance, atid nothing left in all Eprwas but 
the ground, After this, Scanderbeg Rored Cr0:14 with all 
neecfal things, giving to every Souldicr a ſmall reward; 
and placing valiant #r4wecomtes Governour thereof, And 
exhorcing them (in few words) covragiouſly to endure 
the ſiege, not liflening to eAmaratl's charms, departitig 
to his Army (within view) marched cowards D1ibria, Not 
vone far, he mer Afoſes with a gallanc Troop coming from 
Sfetigrade, which (trong City was Scandirbeg's \econd 
care, i: landing firſt in che Tytant's way, CMeſer,having 
there ſerallin like order, placed politique Peter Perlar 
Governour with a firong Garriſon choſen or t of all Di- 
bria, accounted the beſt men of war in Epirus, Scanetrbeg 
delivering him prepared-forces, ſent bim wich divers 
orhers to take ofder for defence of other Cities and C#- 
{tles, every man having his charge. Himſelf with a 
imall Troop, went to Sfet 'grade ; where, all the Souldiet's 
afſ:mbſed in che Market-places he (pake unto them, Thit 
a fairer occafion could nor be preſented unce btave minds, 
that! that which nov? cauſed chem co goke vp Arms.vbich 
they 
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they had hitherto borne for their Kingdoms honour; but 
new they mult fight for theis lives, + ava &c, That A+ 

murath's firlt paſlage would be this way-that the fark fruits 

of this waris theirs: thar.if they bear couragious hearrss 

chey might bear doivn the haugbty enemies {trengrh, and 

diſcourage his high conceits; who willnot lay long here, 

except the way-Ward old man will fooliſhly gage all his 

forces; torſuch is che {cicuation andfArength of this Ci- 

ry that it may eafily ſer ar naught. an augry enemy. There» 

tore to reſolve With themſelyes,&c, That it ſeldom chan- 

ceth forrupe co fail ſound advice or vertue : and they had 
all chings which politick care could provide for their ſafe- 

xy, that they mighe be encouraged with the very fight one 

of another, and himſelf would not be far off;a filent behol- 

der and encourager of their verrue ; where (though he 

might not try this wars forcun in plain field) yet he would 
trouble the enemies deligns \with many a hor skirmiſh : 

that he will firſt feed their hardineſs wich his baſe Soul- 

diers blood, the ezfier ro entrap and oppreſle their raſh» 

neſs; bur his crafty devices are by great policy and cen(i- 

deration to be fruGrared, For that viRory ſhould be to 

him lamencable, boughc wirh Souldiers blood, &c, That 

it they ſuffered nor themſelves ro be conquered of the Sul» 

tan, he would praiſe and honour his ſubje&s as conque- 

rours. Having thus encouraged cheir minds, he vivted 0- 

ther Cities, returning to his Army near Croza, Amarath 

che mean time, his Army of 15co00 was affembled ar 

Hadrianople, whereof many were pioniers, &c, Fe ſen- 
ding 40000 Lighr-horſmen before him, to encamp before 
the City, Scanderbeg with 4000 horſe & 1e06 foot rook 
his way towards Sfetigrade, ftrongly encamping within 7 
milesthereof; whence with doſes and T anwſms,he went 
by blind waizes, till from the top of a hill he might dilco- 
ver how the enemy lay encamped ; retorning back; he the 
night following, draiing as near the Turks as he could, 
pkiced his Army in the Wogds and Yalleys anperepigen :

nigh, Moſes leaving the Horſes, fled ; ye: drawing them 
on, titl brought where the Army lay in waite, by whom 
being wich great ſlaughcer pur co flight , 2000 were 
{lain, and 100 Horles taken , but 2 2 Chriſtians being 
loſt, 

eAmnrath came 8 dayes after, the beginning of rr 
1449. and encamping his baler foot a: che foot of che 
Hull , himſelf lay with his Janiziries, &s. farther off; 
After one day,he rowards evening ſ:nt a Meſlenger tothe 
City ro ſpeak with the Governour , whom he requeſted 
the Souldiers might goe further off, having ſomething ro 
fay to him in ſecret ; Perlat merrily anſwering, ſaid, He 
had not learned to hear any meſſage from his Enemy by 
' nighe, norar any time elſe our of the Garriſons hearing ; 
to morrow if chy Maſter pleaſe, I will heare thee at large, 
commanding him to deparr from the Walls, eAmmurath 
more hoping ro g1ine the City by large offers, than by 
great force, diſſzmbled his wrath, ſending that Meſſevger 
with a grive Baſſa born: inEpirue,who with 5 men,being 
receivedinto the City, and brought inco Marie: Templez 
where after infinvaring eloquence, he augmented rhe ters 
rqur of eAmwrath's poiver; exhorting them to yield the 
City : promiſing the Citizens to live in all reſpeRts, as 
under Scanderbeg befcre : that Perlat ſhould have mot 
honourable preferments, with many rich gifts; the Soul- 
diers ſafely to depart whither chey would, and 300600 


pers among thew, Bur the Goyernour.rep!ied, They 
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if this had nor been delivered to reſolute men , ic might 
perhaps have wrought ſome effet, &'c, Bur fince no 
111 deſerc of Scanderbeg's, nor good deſert of ,Amuraths, 
for preferring a Stranger before their nacurall Prince had 
paſſed, &c. his Maſter ſhow}d firſt proceed in his ation , 
bear down their Walls, havock oftheir men, &c, 
But ic were almoſt ro be Taughed ar , if chey ſhould 
cowardly accept of theſe conditions before any aſſault gi» 
ven, &c, that Amurath had berter get back to Hadria- 
ple ro ſpend his old years in quier, and not provoke 
chem his farall enemies, © : that he would never forger 
his faich giver, to the laſt drop of blood ; "tas reward 
enough ro him, if living, to defend the City , or looſing 
lifeto leave his guilcleſſe ſoule ar liberty, &c, Then 
feafling the Baſſ«,he led him thorovw the City on purpoſe 
ro ſhew bimrhe ſtore of Viaualls : So ſending him a- 
way much diſcontented, to his Maſter : who exceeding 
wroth , ba'tzred rhe City three dayes togerher, and ma- 
kipg a ſmall breach, he gave a mo cerrible aſſau!r by his 
common Souldiers the ſap: , thereby ro give eaher 
Vidtory to his 7anizaries and better Souldiers : Whi.(& 
theſe are ſlame by heaps ar the breach , the Famiz.ar1es at- 
rempred the Wall in another place , who firſt difficultly 
crawling upthe feep Rock, thea mounting their Sca- 
lipg ladders , they were with huge Rones, &c, berten 
down to the bottom , and miſecably (lain, Many with 
their Scaling ladders were thrufl from the Wall, carrying 
orhers behind chem, with chew, Some raking ho!d of rhe 
Bttlements, loſt fingers, hands, moſt their lives, Many 
farther off, were wounded alſo wi:h ſho. The Turks 
diſcouraged, began to withdraw : but, the Caprains by 
exhorting ad threatning ſome, and b:ating others , the 
afſaulr was renewed , not with ſuch courage, yet no leſſe 
flavghter : the defendants ſhouting from the Walls, 
Amwrath ſent Feri Baſſa with 3000 choſen Souldiers ro 
renew the fight + who withour regard of danger brought 
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them to the Walls , whom che defendants overwhelmed 
with Stones, Timber , Wild-fire, &5, Yer Fer: Baſd 
flew divers, and had nor the Governour with a freſh com- 
pany, ſpeedily come tothe place, had entered, Amwrath 
ſeeing the great ſlavghcer, and no hope , retires into his 
Camp? : Yet nor ceaſing to give the like vain? attempt, 
The Captaine of the 7anizaries perceiving a part of the 
Cicy, ſeeming impregnable, ro be common)y bur ſlen- 
derly manned ; rol!d Amurath he would aflay it ſecretly 
by night - wherewith cb2 Kin pleaſed, ic was filenly pur 
10 execution, The Governour advertiſed bereof by che 
watch, repaired thicher with a great Company, beholdi 
th:T#rks climbing and helpipg up each ocher by that de1- 
perate way. Bur being come to the cop of the Rock , 
they were ſuddenly overwhelmed, and violently forced 
down2,moſt being cruſhed co death,and many of the relt, 
fl:ine wich ſhot : wherewith Ammnrath yas exceedingly 
orieved. . 

b Scanderbeg, till removipg as beſt ſerved his purpoſe , 
brake ſometimes into one quarter of their Campe, ſome» 
times into another, and was firaight way gone againes 
Being, the lacter end of Jane, come within $ miles, he 
(:nt Adoſes, like a common Souldier, ro view how the 
enemy encamped, Being informed, that the 7 #rky ke 
bur nzgligznt watch ; He the night following , ſuddenly 
aſſaulred one of their Camps quarrers, which rheugh diſ- 
co:erd by Scouts ; yet by his furious affaulc , he fiew 
2000 before they could well arme, carrying away 230 
horſe , lofing but 42 men, whom the 7 wrks in re» 
venge nex: morning hewed in peeces, 

Amwurach up >n theſe dilgraces, gave three fierce afſaulcs 
ro th2 City,1nd was alwayes with loſſe repulſed. Bur turn- 
is the more with revenge, he encouraged chem to a freſh 
aſſ1alr , wich grearer promiſes than ever before in all his 
wa-rs : appointing Fers Beſſ# with 12000 horſe , and 

6900 foot ro attend on Scanderbeg, leſt he ſhould wow. 
| V 3 e 
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ble the aſſault , by aſſailing his Campe : Fer: Baſ« glad 
hc reof, lay as he was commanded, boaſting , that he 
would ſeek Scanderbeg inthe field , and trie with him 
Hand co hand, Ammwrath next mornings compaſſed the 
City round, purpoſing to gage his whole forces on the 
raking thereof, The battered Walls were not without 
Ladders to be afſaulred through the places firengrh , and 
che defendants till filling up wich earth, They farlt deli- 
ver ed their Arrowes and Bullers like a Hatle ſhower, 
And in this heate, clapping Ladders to the Walls , began 
deſperately to Scale : burthe Chriſtians with ſhort flew 
and wounded many : yet others preſſing up, the aſlaulr 
was terrible in many places , eſpecially neere the Gate : 
where with timber, c:raifing as it were a wodden Tow- 
er , for they fought with the Chriſtians as upon even 
ground ; and prevailed ſo far , that they had ſer en- 
ſignes en the Wall, The Governour bengng with a 
freſh Company, and repulſing the 7 #rks, ſent their En- 
fignes into the Marker-place : Conſuming the Wodden 
Tower with Wild-fire from the Walls ; and preſently 
Placing freſh Souldiers , worthily defended che Cay, 
Scanderbeg the while , came with 9000 Souldiers to 
aſſaile their Camp? : Fer: Baſſa oppo'ed againſt him : 
Scanderbeg retired a little to draiy him further from rhe 
Camp, The Baſſa withdreiv 4600 hore to ferch a com- 
paſſe and ro ſet upot Scanderbegs reare, &c. But rhe ex- 
rt Capraine perceiving ir, leaving Moſes with the maine 
acttell, with 3000, (© chatged theſe 4000 , before well 
departed, that they had now more cauſe to look to their 
own ſafety : Scanderbeg here encountering wich Fer; hand 
ro hand, flew him. Moſes all rhis while, ftood falt, re- 
cciving the aſſault, expeRKing their Succefle, Bur Scan- 
derbeg comming now in, he ſer forward with ſuch force 
and courage, that the Twrks fled : many of whom were 
Naine inchaſe ; yer not daring to follow them too far, 
be retrai:ed, and having pur his Army in grder; _ 
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ſixth King of the Turk, 293 
ed ſome to take rhe ſpoile of the ſlaine; eAmnrath hear- 
its what hapned to Fers, was ſo overcomes that he could 
not for a while ſpeak, bur afterwards he commanded ſome 
Ordnance to be placed on that (ide of the Campe , mot 
in danger ; Sending 4000 to joyne to Feri Baſſaes for its 
defence, charging chem nar co iflue our of heir rrenches, 
Continuing the afſaul all chat day , and no hope appear- 
ing, he lefc the affault, in which he lott 7000, and many 
dying aftzrwards - of the Garriſon, but 70 were ſhin , 
and 90 hurt, Scanderbeg hoped Ammwath would ar lengrh 
be gone - ye: with 2600 he would ofc ſhzyv himſelf on 
the Mountaines fides to draw the 7 wrks out, and take 
chem ar advantage : Bur the King commanding noneto 
goe out, or ſpeak of bactell or aſfaulr on paine of death , 
lay certain daies more like one befieged himſelf: which 
Scaxderbeg the more diftrulted , fearing he was hatching 
ſome miichiefe, who rhought good againe to prove if 
rwere poflible ro overcome 'rhe Garriſon Souldiers wich 
gifts ; wherefore he ſent, cffering to the beſieged condi- 
tions, with ſuch large rewards , as had:nort been heard 
offered to apy, All which being leizhtly rejzeRed by 
common conſent , one bafe-minded fellow , corrupred 
herewith ;ecretly promifed che Twrks eſptalls, thar on af- 
jurance of che profeted reward; the Ciry ſhould be yields 
e ', He layed many plots: bur the firſt device ſerved his 
purpoſe, The Garriſon Son!diers were of the upper D;- 
bria : exce:ding ſuperſticious ; putting nice difference be- 
rveen meats, chufing ratherto die, than eate or drink of 
thar which they deemed unclean; Sfetigrade was Wa- 
tered bur wich one Well which ſunk deep into the Rock, 
The Traycor in the nighr, caft the flinking Carcaſe of 2 
dead dog therein, In the morning , the Garrifon being 
drawn ont of the Well, the repore was, it vas poyſoned : 
al! rvere in an uproar co find ont che Traitour, The Ciri- 
7ens were very ſorry,bur theSouldiers derefted that loath- 
'{5me water more than 7 wkihh ſeryitude, proteting they 
V 3 wou! 
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would rather periſh with chick ; than drink chereof : 
Some defiring ts fire the City , and break thorovgh the 
enemic3zor die, They char thought belt, thatic mighc 
be yieldedup , as ready co ſue ro Amwrath for peace , 
chough oh harder termes than the former, The Go- 
vernourcroubled and aftonied , the bercer ro pacifie the 
marrer, exhorred rh2m in the Market place to continue 
faithfull, and make ſmall reckoning to uſe the water, 
which would ſoon bz broughc to us worred purity : 
drinking in their ſighta-great dranghr, whoſe example the 
Ci:izens followed. Buc the Captaines and Souldiers 
refuſed cotalt thereof, as of ſome deadly poylen, crying, 
eo give up the City , wherefor2 many thought they were 
corrapted by eAmmwrath; Yer none bur the Traicor did 
3frerwards revolt, or appeared richzr, The Gevernour 
ſeeing they were not to b2 moved by pzrſwafion, reward, 
or any othe: meanzs, reſolved with his chiefe Captains, 
and beſt of the Citizens, to yield the City to Amwurath , 
oncondition chat all might ſafely depart with Armour , 
and other chings : that ſuch Cirizeas as would Ray, might 
chere dwell as under Sc anderbeg the reſt to depart at plea® 
{ure with bag & baggage. Glad was cAmmabh; yer con- 
ſen:ednorthar che Citizens ſhould concinue in the City, 
but build rheir houſes withour the Wa!l, The Garriton 
Souldiers quierly paſſing, Mahomet carnelily perſiwaded his 
Father to purthem allro the {ivord, ſaying *Twas one of 
Mahomets chiefe commands, to uſe all cruelty ro deſtroy 
che Chriſtians, Bur the old King weuld nor hearken 
cherein ſayivg, People abhorre the governmenc of a fairh- 
leſle and cruell Prince, The Traitor had three rich ſuirs 
of apparel]; 50060 aſpers, and a yearly penſion of 2000 
Duckats, But afcer a few dayes, he was ſuddenly gone , 
2nd rever ſcene or heard of : ſuppoſed to be lecretly 
made away : Amurath deteiting the Traicor, though the 
Treaſon ſerved his purpoſe, Sferrgredes Walls being re- 
paired, and 1290 Jexizarierpur in Garriſon, Ammrarh, 
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September 1, departed our of Epirus , having loft 30000 
ar the Seige ; much grieved that he could nor vanquiſh 
the enemic : Scanderbeg underfianding of his departure , 
{peedily followed wich 5000 horſe, and 3000 foot, and 
taking advantage of Woods and Mounrain-ſtraices , $kir- 
miſhed often with the Twrkr, charging them every way » 
and ſlew many, Amnrath leftthe Viceroy of Romavid 
with 30000 roattend on Scanderbeg, who now cerſed to 
follow Ammrath, fearing to be encloſed berween both, 
Which he ſecivg, followed ro Hadrianople , Scanderbeg 
returning to Croz4 : who leaving 2000 Souldizrs upon 
the borders for defence , rhey ſo kepr in the Javrizaries ar _ 
Sfettgrade, that they could nor look our, bur were imer- 
ceptedand ſlain - and wirhin feiy dayes befieging Sferti- 
grade a month, was repulſed in two great aflaulrs, loſing 
500 men; Amurath ſending with ſpeed to recall his 
diſperied Armie, Scaxderbeg returned ro Creia , Winter 
approaching ; wherein he pur 2000 of his beſt Souldiers 
under famous #ranccontes , floring the City with a yeat's 
Vicuall , greatly helped therein by che Yenetians and 
others. The like care he had of the reſt , being adverri- 
ſed by ſ:erer friends in Court, of the T wrks great prepara- 
tion againlt him , at beginning of the Spring : who by 
the later end of Aſarch had ready an Army of 160000 
men : of which he ſence 40000, under politique Sebalyas, 
into Epirw in beginning of April,1450, who with grear 
ſpzed ; and wirhour let, comming to Crer4 , ſtrongly en- 
campe4 nzere the plealanc plaine Tyranna : and keepirg 
cloſe , artended rhat no neiv ſvpply ſhould be con- 
veyed in'o the Ciry : for he was expreſly forbidd:n 
to atzempt any thing againk Standerbeg himleltf, 
After 20 dayes, eAmmurath,through age, oft marching 
but 5 miles a day , came thirher with his Army , filling 
the Country round abont : And after 4 dayes (ctling t.is 
Camp, he feor two Meflergers, offering the Goverrour, 
if he yould yield, co depart with his Soulditrs, wich bay 
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and bagoage, 200000 aſpers to himſelf, with an honou- 
rable place among his great Bafſaes - and the Citizens to 
enjoy all their former 1ubeccies, promilipg greater, They 
b-1vg commanded to deliver their meilage withour the 
Gates, he icornfuliy rejzeRed their offers , and the Soul- 
diers ſhametully d<rided them, Amureb more offend- 
ed atthis,than the retulall, commanded ren great Artillery 
pieces to becalt, for by realon of the high Mountaines , 
he brovght none ready mad2 , but fore of mertall in 
maſſe, This work being in 15 dayes perfected, 6 he 
pla.ed againſt the Eait fide toward Che plaine,4 againli rhe 
Gate, in which places onely , C7014 was lubjeR to bat- 
rery. In 4 dayes Ammath had in both places beaten 
downe halte the Wall , and ſore ſhakenchercltt, The 
Twrks encouraged with great cheerfullnefle made ready 
tor aſſaulc , riving who ſhould ſheiv himlelf moſt fore- 
ward : And Mahomet beſides his Fathers reyards, pro- 
miſed a 10o0c0 Aſpers ro him that fir ſet an Enigne 
opon the Walls, The Garriſon nothing diſmaied, com- 
forted and encouraged each orher to endure all manner 
of perill, eſpecially Zranocontes, who ſhaking ſome Soul- 
diers by the hand, ſaid ; Theſe were the fortreſſes of their 
City, &'s, What honour, triumph Could chey hope for, 
if theſe Walls tanding whole, they ſhould ſhroud under 
thzir defence, and not they defended by them ? Socan 
Cowards defend , and Sheep nor feare the Wolves rage , 
&'c, That men of worth ſhun ſuch things, which being 
kept Or lolt, yield like pratſe : that things ready to fall 
reed ſhoaring , and there appe1reth va!our, Therefore 
, their vaitant right hands ſhould infead of dead Walls,op- 
poſe their Juftyarmed bodyes againſt the enemies force, 
Thar he in the thicke'i ſhonld viey and judge of every 
mans courage, Y<t that their formet hopes were little 
or nothing by theſe breaches diminiſhed : For that the 
riſing of che hill, thongh not ſo high as in other places, 
doch ſerve them at grea: advantage to charge their ene- 
miles, 
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mie, That this breach will encourage the Barbarians 
tro climbe up, @&c : whereef ſo many hall be ceafily flaine, 
as they (hail bur aime ar + that onely cheſe 2 places can be 
aſſaulted; How will ſo many valiant Souldiers beliow 
ch:mſelves in ſo liccle roome? Yet ler chem play the 
men, andinone confli& weaken the Tyrancs (irepgrh , 
and burſt his proud heart, &c, 

Kranocomes ſetting all thivgs in order , and repairing 
the breaches as well as poflible, they refted that night. In 
the morning the Twrky cheerfally aflaulred borh breaches: 
buric _ well b2gun, Scanderbeg had ſuddenly broke 
in on the Twrks Campe,with 5000 , ſliying 690 7 wrt, 
and was ſpoyling their Tents; which rumour made them 
wich leſſe courage to aflault, Ammwrath for more [urerie 
ſent Seremet wich 4500 intothe Cawp, ſaying, Nothing 
could be roo ſure again rhat wild bealt, eAMahomet al- 
ſo hated rhicher againſt his Father's will, But Afoſes 
knowing. himſelf roo weak ; had before retired into the 
Mountaines , baving done great harme , lof:pg bur ten 

20. Scarnderbeg here, forgetting himſelf, ſo engaged, 
that b:ing on every fide encloſed , yer valiancly breaking 
thorow , he eſcaped the great danger recovering the 
Mountaines, This yas the greateft ove:{ight of Scander- 
beg inall his Wars, When all was quiered, eAmnrarh 
brought all his forces ro the Walls, with multicnde of 
Archers and ſmall ſhot, labouring to drive away the dz- 
f2ndants, Then likewiſe other common Souldicrs 
brought Scaling ladders, &'c, The Janizaries and others 
folloiving ready to mount them. Bur the Garriſon Soul- 
diers mace ſuch ſlaughter , chat had nor the Captaines 
{pared neither firipes nor wounds, they would preſently 
have retired, Hereby rhe Ladders were with great ſlaugh- 
rer ſetup, andthe Twrks came to hanidie blowes at the 
breaches : who being with cheir L1dders tumbled down 
che Mouncaine with horrib!e flaughrer and diſcomficure , 
that noxe would ſer one foot forward agiin, though fierce 
young 
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young Mahrmet canſed them that returned to be (lain, 
Thete common Souldiers are moſt milerable Chriſtians , 
now under the Twrks ſlavery : of whom che 7 wrks draw 
great mu'tirudes in their Wars, commonly unarmed, be- 
cauſ? no: diring well ro truſt them; they carry all rhe bag- 
o2ge, fetch wood and water » ſerve for Pioneers : when 
ba.cell is in field , they wirh weapons are thruſt into the 
fore-front to blunc their enemizs ſwords:if aCiry be to be 
beſieged, ſerving ro All ditches with rheir dead bodies ; 


and it they ſhrinke , core cruelly uſed by their comman-* 


ders than.gnemies, - -', Amurath Rood in doubr, whether 
he had betres-rerrair 4 'bur being enraged , he gave a freſty 
aſſault with dive:s of hisberter companies : But Kreno- 
contes placing ireſh men in the breaches, rhey repuiſed 
the Twrks with 2 double flaughter : till rhe King not able 
longer to behold it, ſounded a rercaice, having loſt 
8000 men, withour any notable harme ts the defen- 
dants, 

Mahomet, burning with re enge, drew moſt of che beſt 
Souldiers into thar quarter n:ereſt Scanderbeg, intrench- 
ing onthe Mountaine of 7T»#menft; that it he ſhould 
againe there af{ail rhe Campe , he migh: hardly do grear 
harme, or himſe!felcape. Whereupon Scanderbeg lefr 
Moſes with 500, where he lay, o:dering him in the night 
fo aſſail rhe quarter-where Mahomet lay, and ſpeedily 
ferire tothe Monneaine, Himlelf with about Sooo ferch- 
ing a compaſſe by ſecret waies,came to Mountecle the far- 
ther hde of th2 7 wrke Armiz, Aoſerar the hour aſſail- 
ed the Campe with rhe tumwlt of: ſome great Armie, 
Scanderbeg at the inſtant breaking into the other fide , 
there made (uch a ſlaughter , rhar Croia's lofte was forgot 
in compariſon of this, Moſes doing lictle harms, ſafely 
rerired : and Sranderbeg making great (ſpoil, rimely re- 
turned , ſcarce lofing one man, 

Amnrath af er this, wichdrew moft of his ſmall Or- 
d nance into his trenches, agairſt Seanderbegs ſudden at- 
[emprs;

cer breaches than before, appointing nexc day , for a new 
ailault, Bur perceiving no ligne of courage intheir heavy 
countenances , &c - he calling them cowards}, ſaid, 
Every weake Caſtle can hold our one aſſaulr ; bur if chey 
will draw theſe wild beaſts our of their dens, they mult 
arme themſelves roendure whatever ſhall happen : that 
great Captaines have groyvne old under cheir enemies 
Walls, &c : that they remember the glorious viRtory of 
Varna : thatall honourable things are broughr ro paſſe 
with adventure and labour : and the end ofthis War de» 
p=nds onrtaking of Cr9ia : thar fortune is to be proved and 
oft provoked, of them that will wed ber, Yer that they 
mult work warily wich tis enemy:that chey ſhould weare 
chem our ifrhey kill bur ren ata daily afſauir, Thar per- 
advencure forrune may find ſome nnlooked-for mean , as 
at the fiege of Sfetigrade, &c. 

Early next morning, began a valiant affaulr, the 7 #rkg 
aſſaying vainely and deſperately to break open the Gates, 
Wild-tire being caſt ivto many places of the City, and the 


' Arrillerie ofc diſcharged into the breaches , many 7 «rk; 


were flaine cogerher with the Chrifians : who fill repulſ- 
ed their enemies, Yet Amwvurath maintained the afſau)r 
by ſnpplizs, bar grieved at heart co ſee chem fo flaine : 
at laft weary to behold ir, and perſwaded by his Baſſacs , 
nor wiltnlly ro cat away his valiant Souldiers , he ended 
the aſſaulr : and chought good to prove what might be 
don» by undermining : daily alarunving the City, to buſie 
the detendanes. Buying ſore of Corne of the Venetiaxs 
of Liſa, Scanderbeg (laying the convoy , carryed it away, 
dividing it among his Souldiers, Yer; he received abun- 
dance of proviſion from Macedonia , and the Venetian 


M-:rchants fu;niſhed him with Corne, Oyle, Hony, Cc. 
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which Scanderbeg,chey being his ſecret friends, would not 
hinder; conſfidering he might have had all the ſame from 
che further parc of Macedonia, Thracia, Myſ6a, &c, 

400 Seuldizrs (allying our the while , chaſed divers 
Turkscothe Campe : Amwurath hoping they would to 
their loſſe, give the like a:rempr, Bur rhe covernour 
would not iuffer them any more to ſally , Scanderbeg allo 
encrerſing his Armie with 2000 , deiivered a part to 


» Moſes, another to 7 an»ſie;& a third ro himſelf: derermin= 


ing by night, to aflail the Camp in 3 places at once, But 
Scanderbeg being diſcovered by their Scouts, Souldiers 
were appointed diligently co guard that fide : Moſes and 
Tanxſfie the while afſailing 1n 2 divers quarters , ſlew a 
number of 7 #rks, and made gre ſpoile, Scanderbeg 
d1'\covered, did not much harme : and retiring, fate down 
by faire daylight, on a Mountains fide , infight of the 
1 urks, that Moſes and T ansfie might ſee to meet bim a- 
gain. Burt the T»rks thinking he Rocd to brave them : 
divers cravedlieave, that chey might go, and, ar lealt, beac 
him our of fight : which granted, 7000 horſe, and 5000 
foot preſencly ſer forward, Standerbeg ſeeingthem, re- 
rired a lictle fatther vp, expe&ing Moſes and Tanufies 
comming, When the 7 #rks well wearied,und laboriouſly 
matching up the fieep hills, were come a great way , and 
perceived by the duſt , fomecgrexer force, ander2 long , 
1aiv the foremoſt of them, they retired : Scanderbeg pur- 
ſving through the grounds advantage, {lew many. Meſes 
alſocomming in, befide {1 ughrer, rook divers; Atrer 
which victory, Scanderbeg retired into the Moun- 
taines, 

The late ſpoile, wich this orerrchrow, much grieved the 
Tyrant ; but the mines ſortingto no good purpoſe, tor 
the Rocks bardneſſe, and the defendants diſcovery, drove 
him co his wit'send, Reſolving now co prove,if by grear 
Sifts an promiſes , he could corrupt the Governour and 
Garitſon; heſenta dexrerous Beſs, commanging hin 

if 
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if poſſible, firſt to faſten rich preſents on him , in honour 
of his valiant minde : and atreryards deliyering his me 
ſage, ro promiſe more than ſhould be defired, for giying 
up of the City. The Baſ# being with rwo Servants, recei- 
yed into the City, prelented to Kranccontes the rich Lifts, 
with much reverence, and many magnificall words, Kra- 
nocontes willed him ficli co declare his meſlage : whereup- 
on he would, either receive or refuſe chem, The ſubrill 
Baſſa nothing diſmaied, thus began. 

That however they agreed , yet they brought nor theſe 
ouifrs ro deceive any : and chough enemie's guites are as 
he rightly ſaid , ever to be ſuſpetted : Yer they durſt nec 
for ſhame come to (o worthy a Governour empty hand- 
ed : neicher ought he, if he be whar he ſeeme to refuſe 
their courtefie, &c, That they went not abour witch fi- 
led ſpeech and rich re\vards co circumvent him, wheſe in- 
rincible mind rhey had ſo oft, in vaine proved with their 
forces ; That is it for which eAmwrath loverth him : de- 
firing to have his virruous enemies with himſelf : chat he 
was worthy of another manner of Soreraign than Scan- 
derbeg, whom he condemned nor; and ancther manner of 
calling, Oe : that Scanderbegs deſtruftion might be de- 
ferred, but not avoided, againſt whom Amnrath con- 
ceiving implacable diſpleaſure. would never depart our 
of Epirus, till he impoſed a deadly yoake on his neck : 
Thar the firſt of chis milery beginoerh at chis City : thar 
his eyes would ſcarce behold the horrible ſpzRacle of the 
men of {reia's miſerable fortune , &'c, Did they think 
Amurath would inthe mid't ofthis hear , raiie his fiege 
and be gone? No no, if force will not prevatie , they 
ſhall alwayes have thele cents in their eves, mill long fa- 
mine tame their courage. Can Scaxderbeg victuall chem, 
ſcarce adle to relieve his own milecy > or will the Vene- 
tians ? who daily brings chem plenty of all neceſſaries ; 
Therefore they ſhould repent of ch:ir over hardineſſe,and 
gather

garher their wirs together : That chey ſhould find liber- 
ry, rewards, perperuall reſt with L{Lwurath, &c. 

The Bafla expeRted ſome great motion in the Souldi- 
ers: bur perceiving his ſpeech rather to fill them with an- 
gerchan feare, requelied to take in ſecrer, with the Go- 
vyernour : which was granted 2 who beginning cunning'y 
ro deliver his more (ecret meſſage z Uranocentes inter- 
rupting him, commanded him to depar: : and thar if be or 
any other came from his Maſter to ſpeak wich bim abour 
any ſuch matrer , he would returne them diſmembred of 
hands, noles, and eares. So the Baſſa was with his pre- 
ſents turn'd out of the City , though the Souldicrs 
could well haveeaſed him of rhat carriage, 

Ammnrath underſtanding the Governours anſwer, in 
great ragenext day, cauſed a furious aſſault co be given, ra- 
ther to fatisfie anger, than in hope ts prevaile , and wich 
= than before, many Twrks being Naine atthe 

reach, with cheir own great hor, Ar length wearied, 
he gave over, returning to his Camp, as halfe frantick or 
diftrat; firting all day, full of melancholly paſſions, 
ſome-1mes violently pulling his beard and lecks, com- 
plaining, thar he lived (o long to ſee thoſe diſgracefull 
dayes. His Bafſies, ro comfort him , recounted his 
many and glorious viRories, and producing examples of 
his ike event, But nothing conld content his mind, 
or revive his Spirits; ſorhat oppreſſ:d with melancholly- 
conceits , he became fick for griefe, Whereupon by 
ſome's Connſell, he ſent to Scanderbeg, offering him 
peace for 10600 duckats yearly tribute, thinking hereby 
well to fave his honour , which being wrcerly refuſed , 
vreatly increaſed his ſfickneſſe, Scanderbey to grieve him 
the more, &c : daily aſſailed the Campe : which he ofren 
ſuſp:Red by alarums and tumulcs , languiſhing with the 
grieferhereof. Feeling he conld nor longer live , g ie- 
vouſly complained, that all his former life was ſo blemiſh- 
ed: who repreſſipg the Hungarians fury, and almoſt nul- 
lifying 
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fying the Grecians price and name , was enforced to give 
up the Gbolt under che Walls of an obſcure Caſtle, and in 
FGghr of his contemprible enemie. Then he gave his Son 
Mahomet many grave advertiſements, commending him 
co the fairhfullneſſe of his Baſlaesz weakneſſe , and eares 
o'r upon fight of him, interrupcing his ſpeech ; Yer 
forcing himlelf,he warned him of what now moli grieved 
tim, 

Thar his example be a warning to him not co conremne 
his neverſo weak enemy, &c : whereby he had purchaſ- 
ed this calamity, and for ever blemiſhed the honour of the 
Othomas Kings, &c. That this Traicor ſhould then have 
been ſuppreſied,when firſt he recover.d his wicked King- 
dome, &c, Ali Baſſa, northe other Generalls, ſhould 
not have been ſent againſt bim, &c : That they entered 
inco Epirus 160000 fireng, &c - but now how many 
rents (tand empry, &c, That the deſtinies bad vowed his 
Spirits to Epirws as to him farall, Bur why did he ime 
pure theſe impediments and chances to himſelf > for chis 
miſchievous ſeed firi began when the Hungarians with 
ochers roſe up agaiwſt him, Sowtnlt be conld net take 
order for all important affaires at once, this enemy grew 
oreat ? Thar fortunenever deceived his endeavours more 
chan inchis, Therefore he charged his Son thar for ſo 
oreatand Rarely a patrimony as he ſhould receive, nor ro 
Jeave his death unrevenged of this enemy, Shortly afcer 
becomming ſpeechleſſe, &c : he breathed our his GheRt, 
rothe Chrilttans great joy , in Autumne 1450, 85 years 
old as molt wrire : reigning 28, or as ſome 30, abour 5 
months after Croia's hhege, 

Thus layeth great eAmmwrath dead almoſt in deſpaire ! 
Who had fought greater bartels ? who gained greater 
ViRories, or obtained more glorious Triumphs than he> 
&'c. Butoh, how far was he now changed from the man 
he then was ! hovv far did bis laſt ſpzeches differ from his 
forepaſſed lite 1 fu'l of baſe paſſionate complaints , be- 
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ſeeming ſome vile wrerch everraken wich deſpaire , and 
yet afraide to die, He lyerh now dead a galtly ſtinking 
Carca'e, &s : and of ſuch infinite riches , ſuch ately ho. 
nours, &« : his fraile body enjoyerh naching, The Twrks 
fay, be died, miraculouſly forewarned of his death at Ha- 
driaxople : orhers that he died in «A /i« with an Apoplexie 
{urſeiting of immoderare Wine, But Aarings Barleſru, 
who lived 1n his time, in Score falt by Epirwe, (ers 1c 
downe as aforeſaid. . 
Mahomet ferring ſome innovation at home, prelently 
returning to Hadrianople : buryed his body with great ſo- 
lemyiry on the Welt of Pruſe : lying in a Chappel with- 
our a roofe , his grave not differing from the common 
Twrks: which cheyſay , he ſo commanded, that Gods 
bleſſing mighr come to him by the Sun an1 Moones 
ſhining, and raine, and dewes falling on bis grave, He 
mighrtly enlarged the Turkiſh Kingdome : for the better 
eſtabliſhing whereof in his owne houſe, he in the begin- 
ning of his reiene , by manifold favours began to bind ro 
himſelf men of forreigne Countryes, his Servants, And 
whereas the Othowwas Kings, had moſtly , or altogerher 
raiſed their Jenizeries , and other Court Souldiers of 
Chrittians Children caken in War ; he leeing how lervice- 
able they were, plotred, how to make an Armie of ſuch, 
his own Crearuret, &c : wherefore taking from the Chri- 
ſtians every 5th. Child : he placed che fair and apteſt in 
his own Seraglio, the relt in ocher like places, where be- 
Ing inſtruted in Mahomerane Religion , then inall feats 
of Arms : ofrheſe he m1de Horſemen, &c : to guard his 
perſon, naming he better ſort Spahi- Oglani, rrat is, his 
Sons th2 Knights, Oftheſe h2 made Baſſnes, Generals , 
and Governours , with all grext Officers ; diſperſing the 
eſt and grexeſt part into every Country of his Dominion 
in Afia, tobe brought vp in hardnefle and painefull la- 
bour, out of whom h2 choofing the moſt lulty and able, 


they were taught ro handle all manner of weapons added 
to

t © the other upon eccafion, calling rhem his Sons, bin” 
ding them, of all torcs, ſo falt ro bim by continual pay &c» 
chat he might account ſo many Sons as Souldiers, A grea® 
policy from a deep judgment, to weaken the Chriflians 
by raking their Children of greateit hope, and to keep in 
awe his o\vn natural Subjz&s alſo. eAmnrath's ſuccet» 
ſovrs keeping and increaſing this Cuſtome , have nor on- 
ly kepr the Empire in their Family : bur ſo maintained 
their State, that they are feared, obeyed, and honoured as 
Gods, 8&c, Henze it comes to paſle, that the bercer of 
them called 7 #rks (bur indeed Chriſtians children) de- 
fire co be called Mnſulmans, that is, right believers, hol» 
ding it a reproach to be called Twrks : For they know- 
irg, there is not one natural T#rk among all in authority, 
&c. bu: he is borne 2 Chriltian either of father or Grand» 
facker, avouch thoſe only to be 7 wrks, living in Natolia, 
all Merchants, Mechanicks, or poor labourers, &c. Yeay 
many of che Grand-Signiors, had Chriſtian Mothers, ac« 
counting it in the greateſt parc of their Nobility, 

Tois great King, was wonderfully beloved, and noleſg 
aiter death lamenced ; morefaichful of his word, thana- 
ny before or after him;melancho!ick ; rather policick than 
valiant , yer both : a great diſſembler, painful in cravel, 
exceecing ivayward and teſty, many impuring it co his 
age, He had 6 Sons, , Achmetes, Aladin, Mahomet, Ha- 
ſan or Chaſan, lrchan, and Achmetes the younger : three 
of whom die1 before him; 
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The Life of Mahomet II. 7th 
King, and firſts Emperour of 
1urks, for his many victories, 
ſurnamed, the Crear. 


T was thought that Mahomer, who, being about 21 
years old, ſuccezded his Father in 14 50, and the ſup- 
poſed Son of the Prince of Servia's Daughter, a Chriſtian, 
would haveembraced the Chriſtian Religion; but em- 
bracing in!ſhew the Mahometan, abhorring the Chriſtian, 
he greatly reckoned not of either; and worſhipping no 
God, but Fortune, he derided ſach as thought Gol had a- 
ny care of worldly men : fo that he kepr no Leagne, Pro- 
miſe, or Oath, longer than flood \ith his profic and plea- 
lure, 

The Bafſaes, and others of great Authority to whom 
«A murath's Government was never grievous, inwarcly 
lamented his death ; doubting Mabemer's fierce nature, 
&c, Burthe Courtgallanrs in hope of preferment were 
12d toſee him on his Fathers Sear: andthe vu'gar excee- 
dingly rejoyced in him, Ther alſo the Jawizaries(as their 
m-:nn-r is) ipoyling the Chriftians and Jews, eaſily obtat- 
ncd pardon : whereupon he w1s by chem and other Courr 
<ouldiers trinmphantly ſaluced King: which approbation 
is 2 greater afſurance of their Kingdom, thanto be born 
the King's eldeſt Son, 

The young Tyrant, was preſently about to murther 
wi h his own hands his youngeſt brother, bur 13 months 
old, Aeſes a Baſla requelt.d him, rather ro commit the 
execution thezect ro tome orther ; whichthing Mabeomet

fr Emperour of Turks; 307 
commanding him to do; he taking ir from the Nurſe, 
{trangled ir wich water : Spendertivs his Daughter, in her 
rage, reviling the Tyrant to his face, &c, He requeſting 
her go be contented,ifor that it Rood with policy, laid, ſhe 
ſhould have whatloeve: ſhe asked, Bur ſhe defiring to 
have Afoſes ( her Son's execurioner)) delivered to her 
bound, preſently fruck him in the breaſt with a knife,cry- 
ing in vain for help, and cutcing a hole in his fide, cur our, 
and ca't his Liver by piece-meal roche dogs, He allo 
cauſed anorher Brother in Caly Baſſa's keepingyto be mur- 
th:red, Preſently after, he began ro abrogare and alter 
the old Laives and Cuſtoms, publiſhing new, better fit- 
ting his own humour : impoſing alſo new Taxes and Sub- 
hdies on his SubſeRs, and was (through avarice Jthoughe 
o:er-ſparing in apparel and diet, . He calling all grear Of - 
ficers to itreighr account, pur ſome to death, confiſcated 
the gaods, greatly fined, or quite removed from O fhce, 
ochers, He admitred alſo falſe and ſurmized accuſations an 
g1alt his Baſl1's;litzle mercy was ro be looked for;where« 
y he was exceedingly feared of his SubjeRs, but more 
hated, Of7000 Fau!copers and not many fewer Hunrſ- 
men that were maintained of che Kings charge, (ſaying, 
He would not be ſuch a fool, ro maintain ſuch a multitud= 
roar-end ono meer a vanity) be ordered 500 Faulconers 
only,ind loo Hun:ſmen : che celt co ſerve in wars, Then 
alſo he entred League with Conftantixe Emperonr of 
( 9nſtantineple, andthe &:her Greek, Princes : as alſo with 
the Deſpot his Gran2father,as ſome will; yet ſome write, 
the Deſpors Daughrer was bur his Mother in Law , whom 
he ſent again co her Father allowing her a Princely Dowe 


Ibrahim King of (aramania, took occafion the firſt 
year of his Reign, co invade him in A/4 with fire and 
iword, Mahowet diſplacing Iſa his Lieverenant thre, as 
un'ufhcient, appointed /ſaac Baſſa in his room ; who 
paſſt'g into A/4, raiſed a great Army, ogy” 
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homet following wich a greater, he entred wich great ho- 
ftility into Caramania : Whole King flee ng into the grear 
Mountains, offered him ſuch condicions of peace, where- 
of he accepted : which being by Oach conirmedhe retur- 
ne1ro Pruſa, wherethe preſuming Janizaries came (in 
order of barrel) and demanded a Donarive, as a reward of 
rheir good ſervice, who inwardly cbafing, yer ( having 
avarning by Abedin Biſſa, and 7 wrechanbeg) befor the 
preſent diflembled his anger, (catrering ren great baggs of 
Alpersamongthem, Bur few daies after, he cauſ d Ds- 
2axes their chiet Captain to be ſhimefully whipr, diſchar- 
ging him of his Office : and lo likewiſe uled he rhe un- 
der Captains,a puniſhmenr uſually infliged{onche Kivg's 
leaſt diſpleaſure ) upon any man, if nor a natural 7 #rk,, 
Preſently after, lending /ſaac againſt the Priace of Cara, 
he was driven out of his Count:y : which bath eyer hnce 
remained ſubje& co the 7 wrkiſh Kings, 

AMahomet determining to return to Hadrianeple with 
his Army, was advertized, he could not paſſe Hefleſpox- 
tra Straits without manifeſt danger ; iwheretore taking his 
way throuzh har part of Bythinia lying above Conſtant;- 
xople, paſſing over atrhe Caltle cAccechiſar, (landing en 
Boſphorus Scrait in Aſia; bing got over, and encam- 
ping by the Sea fide, he began to build a grezt Ca'tle 
near Propontss, directly over againſt the other Calle ; 
-nd aſſembling all workmen poſſible , his Sou'di- 
ers working, alſo, it was ſooner perte&ed than was 
by anyar firſt exp:Qed: which for greatneſs is of moſt 
Writers, reputed a City named Genichiſar, Neoca- 
ftren, and LemocaFtron, built as for the 7 wrks ſafe pal- 
ſzgero and fro, ſo to hinder the Chriftians paſſage, tho- 
roiv thoſe narrow Straits : and to dilirefſe Conſtantinople 
huc 5 miles diſtant, The rich Trade which the Venetian, 
Genoan, and {onftantinepolitan Merchants bad to Caſſa, 
and ocher places on the Euxine, were hereby almoſt cuc 
eff, to the greac higgerance cf chote Eſta'es, _—_ 
a:NvD1* 
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ambirious, thinking nothing more anſwerable to his con” 
ceits than to atrempr Conftantinople,& the Greek Empires 
utter ſubrechon: and grieving at that goodly Cirie's com* 
modious Situation, and not at his diſpofing ; and the 
Emperour's ſmall power with the other Chriſtian Princes 
cſcord, minifiripg no ſmall hope of ſucceſs; made great 
preparation all crbe Winter both by Sea and Land, ro be 
ready againſt Spring : none certainly knowing whither 
he would imploy the ſame : Conſtantinu then Emperour, 
of a miid and ſotr Spirit bearing hereof, prepared accor- 
d1”s to his own ſmall abiliry, alſo earneſtly craved aid 
of other Chriſtian Princes, Bur they being ar variance , 
all his Suit was vain, Nicelas the 5ch, Biſhop of Rome, Al- 
phonſus King of Naples, and the State of Yemice promiled 
him 30 Galleys; bur none came, 

The Emp:rour made ſay of certain Ships and Galleys 
of Venice, Genua, &c. Then allo Johannes Juſtinianns 1 
Genuan adventurer came to Conſtantinople, with rwo tall 
Ships and 460 Souldiers ; where being entertained , he 
was ma7e the Emperout's Lieveenant General, 6000 
entertain'd Greeks, with 3000 Venetians, &c. made lay 
of, joyned co the Citizzns,was all the def2nce for his Em» 

ire, 
; The Twrk had a great Army of 300000, ready againſt 
Spring, mo! out of Bulgaria, Servia, Cc, eitherindeed 
Chritiians, or elſe Rnnigares : to theſe wece joyned di- 
vers 0: of Germany, Bohemia, and Hungary, This en- 
forcing and alluring Chrittians again Chriſtians , hach 
not been the leaſt means of the Twrks greatneſſe, His 
effeminate Aſians, narural Turks, and Janizaries, were 
mingle1 , theſe laſt rhe ſeweft, yet commanding all,

This City (anciently called Bjzantivm) is, in form of 
a Triangle, fituated in Ewrope, in the pleaſant Countrey 
of Thracia, on a point of che main Land, ſhooting eur 
cowards Aſia, called of Pliny an{ Solinws the promon- 
tory Chryſocer as, where the Sea Propomtss joyneth unto 
chat Strait which divideth A/i« from Ewrope, called in an- 
cient time Boſphorus Thracins, &c, and about 200 years 
palt or more, St, George's arm, It was firſt butt by Pas: 
ſamas che Lacedemonian King, flouriſhing till the Civil 
Wars bertiveen Severss che Emperour and Niger: when it, 
enduripg 3 years hege of the Romans under Severn, yiel- 
ded not till the Citizens did ea: one another: thz walls 
were overthrown; the City deſtroyed, and brought to 
che ſtare of a poor Country Village, given by Severns to 
the Pyrinthians, until Conſtantive the Great nevy builr 
and beaurified ir : cranſlating his Imperial Seat thicher , 
calling it New Rowe ; and chat part of 7 hracia along the 
Sca Coalt, Remama, But the founders name (o prevai- 
Jed, that it was, and is called Conſtantinople or | Conſtan- 
tie's.Ciry,} The lovgelt fide running from North-Falt 
to South-Weſt, is commonly- repured 5 miles long : 
The other ſide Eaſt and Welt, 5 miles, waſhed with the 
Haven more than Þ miles long, before it meer the freſh 
water, and about a quarter of a mile broad, the City 
Pera or Galata, (landing on the furcher fide, very deep, 
bearing ſhips full fraughr, cloſe co the ſhoar. The 3d 
fide almoſt North and South, 5 miles alſo in length; the 
eyro Sex and Haven fides, are environed with a fingle wall, 
with high Towers flanking the ſame, &c. But the other 
de regarding the wain Land, b.Gade the fenced ditch, 1s 
defended wirh 3 walls, &c. 

Mahomet placed his Aſians on the right, toward Boſ- 
phorys; onthe left, rowards the Haven; lay himſelf with 
I 5000 Jarizaries, &e, betivix: both againſtthe heart of 
cone City : placing alſo, on the furcher fide ofthe Haven 
Z 'gamns, with another parc of his Army, Then alſo 

Pantologes 
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Pantologes came to the fiege with 3o Galleys, and 200 
ſmall ſhips, and a namber of others ficcer for ſhew than 
ſervice, Bur the Emperonr chaining the Haven over- 
thwart, (placing his (mall Fleet within it, rather there by 
chance than provided for ſuch ſervice) che Ciry was pur in 
g06d ſafety on thar fade, 

When he had ſurrounded the City by Seaand Land; 
he calt upgreat Trenches as near che Walls as poſſible, rai- 
{ing mouncs in divers places, as bigh as the walls ; thence 
greatly annoying the Defendants. Then, he terribly bar- 
rered the Gate called Calegaria, chiefly with one Ord- 
nance, difficultly brought from Hadrianople with 150 
yoake of Oxen, carrying a buller of 100 pound, made 
of a bard black one ſrom the Euxine Sea, The Chriti- 
ans alſo diſcharged their Artillery on the Twrks ; bur ſpa- 
ringly, as if afraid to ſhake their own Walls, or loth ro 
ſpend ſhot and Powder ; yer the Twrks were grievouſly 
annoyed with what was ſpent. The breach alſo made ar 
the Gate, jvas dangerouſly and laboriouſly repaired with 
f1ggors andearth,and made ſtronger than before: In which 
they were direQed and greatly encouraged by FnFinia- 
OTA 

eMahomet continuing his battery, in greater hope, em- 
ployed his fore of Pioners to dig a Mine, direRted by 
$kilful Chriſtians, therefore encertained ; whereby thar 
part of rhe wall, wich one ſtrong Tower cherein was quite 
undermined, and ſupported bur with Rays, till it hould 
be blown up. This, the Conſtantinopolitans neither per- 
ceived nor f:ared; for that, Bajazet and Ammrath had 
both vainly artempred the ſame, Bur Mahowet had by 
men of greater device, brought this to paſſe, chough ic 
rook not the wiſhed effe& ; for John Grandi a German, 
fuſpeting, by a Counter-mine timely diſcovered the 
T arks, and they with fire and ſword were driven out, and 
the Mine ſtrongly filled again, , Adabomet removed his 
ba:tery, planing it againſt che Baftatina Tower, near the 
= 7 Roman 
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Romane Gate $ which, at length, falling down, filled up 
che ditch before the oucer wall. Bur this breach was ſpee- 
dily and couragiouſly made up again, The Twrks alſo 
erecting high Timber Tewers covered with raw bides, 
{l-w many Chriſtians; But Mabomet ſeeivg rheir valiant- 
neſe, ſaid, It was not the Grecians,bur the Frenchmen that 
defended the City ; for ſo the Turks call all the Chrifii- 
ans of the Weſt, | 

The Twrkiſþ King, almoſt deſpairing to win the City, 
(which he could bur on one fide afſault) a Chriſtian in his 
Camp ſhewed him hoy to bring a great part of his Fleer 
by Land into the Haven, to afſauir the City by water : by 
which device, and mens (irength, Zoganus Baſſa, brough: 
70lefſer Ships and Galliors, with ſails abroad, upa great 
hill, $ miles,into Confantinople's Haven, The Chriftian 


15 ſuppoled to have learnt ir of the Venetians, who did the . 


like before, at the Lake of Bennacus. Glad was AMabomet, 
and the Chriſtians (with its fight) diſcouraged : who at- 
rempting to burn them in launching, the T »rks with grear 
Ordinance, ſunk the foremoſt Chrittian Galley : the reſt, 
being dismayed, returned, Next day the Twrks ſlew cer- 
tain Chritians, of the Galley, took up in che Haven ; and 
in revenge, certain T wrks priſoners were put to death on 
che rop of the walls, inſight ofthe Camp, 

Shortly afrer, Mahomet made a wonderful bridge,more 
than halfa mile long, over che Haven, builr wich timber 
planks, &c. whereby bis Army came over to aſſault the 
City on that ſide alſo, 

Three tall Genoway Ships laden with Corn, and muni- 
rion from Chiss, and one of the Emperout*'s with Corn 
from $:c:114 , coming for Conſtantizople; the Turks 
Fleer ſer upon them, and boarded them (after an exce2- 
ding number of T »rks ſlain); bar being much lower,they 
could nor well look our, but they were ſlain or woundec, 
Mahomet beholding it, eryed aloud, ſwearing and blaſ- 
pheming God, riding io rage into the Sea, and _ 
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back, rent his Cloathes, The whole Army was filled 
with indignation alſo, The great Fleer aſhamed in fight 
of their King to be overcome of ſofew ; did what they 
might coenter, bur in vaine : glad to fall off againe, Some 
fogitve 7 wrks reported, almolt T0000 T7 wrks to have pe» 
riſhed, Three of theſe ſhips arrived at ConFantinople , 
che other was loſt, Though Pantogles, Mabomets Admi- 
rall loſt aneye in chat fight, yer he thruſt him evt of 
t— wg , confiſcating his goods, and hardly ſparing his 
life, 

A ramour being raiſed , of great aide comming our of 
1taly by Ser, and Hungarie by land , for relizfe of the be» 
fieged : the Turks Camp was filled with feare : So that 
the Souldiers murmured, &'c. Whereupon , Mabomet 
conſulted witch his three great Baflaes, whether he were 
beſt continue the ſiege or nor, Caly Baſſa of greateſt au- 
thority » and ſecretly favouring the difirefſed Emperour , 
after long declaring the difficulty of che wiſhed ſucceſle , 
&c: concluded,it were beſt for him to depart before fur- 
ther loſle or diſgrace received, Burt Zoganww envying 
(ly Baſſaes greatneſſe, p:rſwaded the King to proceed in 
his errerpriſe, afſurivg him of its good lucceſle, &'c, Of 
che (ame opinion alle was the third Baſſa, rather to croſle 
Caly, &c : than for any great hope in the deſired ſucceſſe, 
The King reſolved to continue the ſiege : aurhorizing Zo- 
ganu toappoint a day for a great and general aſſault, who 
appoinced the T #eſday next, May 29, The meare time he 
ſenr one //m2ael co offer the Emperour peace: bur on con- 
dirions, no leſſe ro be r<fuſed than death ir ſelf : the T wrks 
being moſt of opinion ; God will nor proſper them, ex- 
cept they firſt mike their enemies ſome offer of peace: 
and to prove what confidence the enzmy yet had : But 
chey were by the Emperour refuſed, Three dayes before 
the aflaulr, the Turks kept their fa(t, earing nothing nll 
night - then making the greateſt cheere and joy , and 
rakin?2 their [gave one of another, MMahomer proclaimed 
the

he Citye's ſpoile for three dayes,'to his Souldiers if they 


won it, ſolemnly ſwearing the 7 #rks great Oath : By the 
immortall God, &c : for confirmation thereof, 

Caly Beſſa, diidaining that his counlell was rejeRed - 
ſecretly advertiſed che Emperour of che appointed day 
for aſſaulr, perſwading him not to feare rhem , who were 
no lefle afraid of him, &c, 

The wofull Empercur did, all che ſiege, what he could - 
bar rhe Cicizens many times w2re hardly drawne from 
their Trades, to the Walls, affirming, 'twas to no purpoſe 
co highc at the breaches, and Rarve ac home, Wherefore 
the Emperour com nanJing a view to be taken of all 
Corn: in che City, ſuch Rore was found in many's hands , 


char ic appeared the dearth then beginning to increaſ, p:0- / 


ceeded rather of covetouſneſſe, rhan true want: this ttore 
che Empzrour proportionably divided at reaſonable 

rizes : {o ealing the people's murmuring. The Greek 
mercenaries alſo refuſed longec to go to the Walls , chan 
lure of daily pay : the Church-plare. &« : being converted 
in:0 money y to concent them, For the Emperour re- 
quelting to borrow money of his SubjeRs ; they would 
Rilli Gvzar they had ir nor, as poor for want 'of Trade: 
which cheir enemies finding in abundance , wondred at 
rheic wzalch, anq derided their folly, Bur this was 
their uſu1ll dealing with their Emperours , in - that 
declining flare , as well appeared in. Ba/dwins 
time, 

But the Emperonr advertiſed of che En:mie's purpoſe, 
firſt commended their defence ro che Almighty's pro- 
ceRion by faſting and prayer : then by Juſtinianss his di- 
region, appointedevery commander ro his crtain place. 
The City beſer, and the defnilants bur tew : the Walis 
cou'd b2 in many places but ſlenderly mavned, The 


oreatelt ad beſt Rrengrh were for defence of the urtrec * 


Wall, 7#ftinianu with 300 Genrowates, and ſome cho» 
ſen Greeks undertook that bacrered par: veer the Roman 
Ga: 
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Gare : againſt which, Mahomet with bis Jenizaries, lay. 
The Emperour neer Juitinian for defence of another part: 
ſfhucring faſt up rhe Gates of the inner Wall , chat the de» 
fendants ſhould have no hope bur in char valour, . Thus 
chey laying all night, a little betore day, the 7 #rks began 
cheaflault; who preſſing faſt , and not ſeeing inthe dark 
co defend themſelves, were without number wounded or 
lain ; bur theſe were of che common and vworkt Souldiers. 
Upon the day's appearance, the City was at one inftanc 
on every fide molt farionſly aflaulred : they delivering 
their Arrowes and ſhotyſo chick, that rhe light was dark- 
ned: o:hers meunting che Lidders, came even _ 
froakes. The Chrifiians with no leflſe courage , 's 
them down with great flones, &'c : and ſoon whelmed 
chem with ſhot, darrs, &'s : that they were ready to retire: 
Hahowet ſending in freſh ſupplyes of Jenizaries, &c 2 
his laſt refuge; the terrible afſaulr began afreſh, The 
King calling op, and promiſing the forward Captaines 
Golden Mountain:s : to others, threatning terrible dearh, 
ſo that, though the 7 rk lay dead by heapes , yer others 
preſſing on, over them + eirher flew or were ſhine, In 
this conflit , Juftinianm being wounded inthe Arme , 
and loſing much blood ; withdrew himſelf without any 
ro ſupply his room; getting into the City by the Gate 
Romans in the inner Wall ; pretending for binding up 
his wound : bur inde:d wholly diſcouraged, Upon who!e 
departure, the Souldicrs diſmaied, fled to the ſame Gate- 
with which fight orhres, ran by heapes alſo, But ſtriving 
roger in ar once, they fo wedged ineach orher , thatin 
the preſſe and confulion, $50 werztrodden or thruſtto 
cearh, The Emperour alſo fleeing wich the reſt, there 
ended his cayes, Whoſe body ſhorrly found, and known 
by his appare!l : bis head was preſented to the Tyrant 2 by 
whoſe command it was afterwards as a trophie of Vito» 
ry, carried about in the Camp and City. The 7 wrks ad- 
* yancing theic Epſignes on che Walls, cryed, ViRory ; en- 
e tring 
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cring by the breach, like a flood - and entring the City by 
the Gate opened for 7»#finianm, and by a breach they had 
before made, cutting in pieces all intheir way , they be- 
eame Lords of char Imperiall City, Some few Chrittt- 
ans preferring death before T »rki/ſh Qlavery, ſold their 
lives deare totheir Enzmies, Many 1009 of men, women 
and Children periſhed in this fury, Many fleeing into So- 
phia'sTemple,were all ain except a few reſerved ro more 
grievous purpoſes than death it (elf, Tne Ornaments and 
Jew2lls of thar ſump:uous Temple , w2re pluckt down 
and catryed away : itſelf converced at preſent intoa ſtab'e, 
ri-che Image of the Crucifix was with a Txurks Cap on 
Its head, ſhot at with Arrowes, carried about their Camp 
In derifion, with Drums ptaying ; rayling and ſpitting at 
Ir, calling ir ch2 Chriftians God, Orhers ranſacked pri- 
vate houles , ro whom all things were layfull that food 
with theirluſt, &c, What rongue were able to cxpreſle 
che miſery of that rime? &c. Bur the hidden Treaſure 
and Riches th:re found paſſerh credit ; that its a proverb 
at this day, if any grow ſuddenly Rich, to ay, Hz hach 
be:nar th2 ſacking of Conftantinople, Yea the Citizens 
had not careſo mach as to fortifie rhe inner Wall of the 
Cry, bur ſuffered choſe h: ving the charge thereofroturn 
molt of the monev into th:ir own purſes, as apperzedby 
Manuel Gragras ; and by Neophytw; who ſoore 
garhzred Joooo Florens : all a wor hy prey to the 
Turks, 

Airer rhrez dayes ranacking 2very corner of the City, 
rh2 Souldiers returned inco th: Camp » driving the Chri- 
{Han Captives b2fore them as iroves of Carell : a ſpeRa- 
cle no lefſe lamentable, thin th= ſacking of the City, &'c : 
There might Parents, Children, Husbands, Wives, ſez 
th2 wofull miſery of their Children, Parents, Wives and 
Husbands, and one friend another; Yet nor able co 
mourn together, b-ing in the chraldome of divers cruell 
Miſters : The Sogldi-rs retired z Mahomer\ with great 

Triumph 
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Triumph entered the Ciry void of Chriſtian Inhabirancs 
making a ſumpruous fealt unto his great Capraines;z 
where 1urcharged with excefſe, he cauied divers chiefe 
Cap.aines men and women, many of che Emperours race 
ro b2 in his preſence pur co death : which cruelty he daily 
uſed,rill he deſtroyed all che Greek Nobility in bis power, 
with the chiefe ot che Cirizens,divers Venetian Senatours, 
with their Governour Bainlws, and many Genrna Mer- 
chants,&'c, were likewite murchered, So that of 47 Yere- 
tian Senaroure,there unjuckily (hut up, a fey tound favour 
wich exceeding ranioms, 

Amongſt theſe, was one Lucas Leontares of late, great 
Chancellour of Conſtantinople : whom the Tyrant ſeemed 
to blame, that he periwaded nor che Emperour in time 
roſeek pzace onany conditton , or to have yielded, He 
ſaid, his Maſter was encouraged by the Venetrans and Citi- 
zin3 of Pera : he alſo dreyv out {aly Baſſ#'s letters tothe 
Emperour, deliverinzrhem ro Aahbomet , hoping for fa- 
vour thereby. Bur his eldeſt Son then living was execu- 
ted in his ght: the youngeſt reſerved for the Tyrants luſt : 
and his own heal (track oft with the reft, Talbinians 
eſcaping to Chis, within fer dayes died ot griefe , rather 
than his wound, [ſdore the Pope's Lezat, bmply appa- 
relled, redeemed himſelf for a ſmall ranſome : This Ci- 
yes glory continued many 1oo years,till by civill diicord 
and private gaine it was by litl2 and little weakned, yer 
holding the ritle of an Empire 1221 years - till by this 
Mahomet overthrown, with the Chriftian Eaſterne Em- 
pirc, May 29, 145 3, Conſtantine having reigned abour 
S years ; remaining firc2, the ſeat of the Turkiſh Em- 
p-roure, 

The Citiz:ns of Pere, Coubtirg the ſame miſery : ſenr 
O -a:ours to Mabomet , cffte:ing lim their keyes, and to 
become his SubjeRts, Of which he accep'ing, took pri- 
{ſon thereof by Zoganu : who ettabliſhing the 7 wrke 
20y:rnache, confiicar:d the 200ds of all fl:d, ufng rhe 
relt 
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reſt with oppreffion, licrle lefſe than theirs of ConiFantine- 
ple. And doubring the Gezowaies might aide che 
Citizens by Sea , upon any revolt ; he calt down 
all che Walls and fortrefſes roward the land, to the 
ground, 

HMahbemet had long boren a grudge againſt Caly Baſs 
bis cu:or : by whoſe meanes cAmnrath his Father reiu- 
med the government betore reſigned ro him, Bur he being 
the chiefe Bafl1, &s : he durit nor inthe beginning of his 
reigne, take revenge : ke2pirg it ill in mind, and warily 
diflembling it, Ye: ſome name, words fell from him , 
whereby the wary Courtjers, perceived the ſecrer grudge 
flicking in his ſtomack againſt him - which nor unknown 
ro the Baſſa himſel!, he, croubled, went on Pilgrimage 
to their great Prophers Temple at Mecha, holden for a 
right religious work, hoping the young Kings malice 
might in time be afſwaged, Adahomet perceiving his dil- 
crult hereby : willed him not co miſdoubr any thing, aſ- 
ſuring him of his undonbted favour : ſending him conti- 
nually rich gifcs, and heaping on him new honours, Till 
nav Leentares diſcovering his intelligence with the Em- 
perour, heſent him in bonds ro Hadrianeple: where after 
exquiſire rorments to confeſſe his treiſures, he was in ex- 
treame old age ctuelly execnted, After which, his friends 
an4 ſervanrs , for he was greatly beloved, putting on 
mourning apparell; Mahomet offended, proclaimed all 
ſuch next day to appeare before him - at which time, for 
feare, there was nore about the Court ,* in that heavy at- 
tire, 

Mahomet reſolving to place his imperiall ſeare there, 
repairing the (poiled Walls and buildings, gave ummuni y 
by proclamation, to all commers thicher ro dwell , wirh 
freedome of Religion and Trade : whereby it was ſoon 
well peopled, eſpzcially with Jewes, who, driven our elſe 
where, cam? thicher in great numbers:then taking on him 
th2 title of Emperour of 7 »rks, , 
There 
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There was among the Captive Virgins, one rene a 
Greek, of incompatable beauty, and rare perfection : 
which Paragon being prelented to Mahower, he was en 
the firſt view nor a little moved, Yer for the preſent , 
committed herto his Eunuch to be ſafely kept untill his 
berter leiſure, Bur his new conqueſts well aflured, he 
began to think of the faire /rene:taking in her ſuch delight, 
that ſhe ſoon became commander of to great a Conque- 
ror, and he in no:hing more Celighted than in doipg her 
the greateſt honour and lervice, All che day he ipene 
wich her 4in diſcuurle , and the night in dalliance : his 
wonted care of Armes was quite negleQed : Yea the Go- 
vernment of his Empire, ſcemed in compariſon of her, 
little or not atall regarded. Bur bethus ſpending a whole 
y2are or tivo in pleaſure : the Zanizaries arnbother Court 
Souldiers firſt ſecretly murmured : at length openly ſaid: 
It were well done to deprive him, and ſer vp one of his 
Sons in his flead ; ſo that it was feared by ſome Baſlaes, 
whereunto this their inſolency would grow, Burt who 
ſhould tell the Tyrant t'ereof ; whoſe fron ne was dearh? 
or, who durſt take in hand to cure his fick minde ? There 
was one Mnuſtapha Baſſa,for his good ſervice, and brovgh: 
vp with him of a Chiid , highly favoured and promoted 
by Mabomet, and be by him no lefſe honoured and fear- 


ed : ihe eſpying a conyenienc leiſure, and preſuming ot 


his former Credit with him , adrentured co give him 
warning ; that if it were not for the loyalty owed co his 
orcatneſle, dearer ro him than his own life, be would not 
adventure now , the hazard of his doubtfull acceprance 
of his faithfall ſpeech and meaning, &'c, That che lite 
he led fincethe taking of Conftantineple , had given occaſt- 
on not onely tothe Vulgar, and Sou'diers of the Court , 
by to his greateſt Commanders, ro murmur and gradge, 
he dared nor ſay, conſpire againſt him, That he had 
oiven himſelf a prey to a poor ſimp'e woman , his Slave 
and Vaſlall, &c : rhat, had noble Orh-mas fo given him- 
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ſelf co pleaſure, he had nor now inhericed Birhy»ia, and 
Galatia, with more others aiong the Exxiney &c : That 
Bajaz#t in his misfortune was more to be commended , 
as vanquiſhed infield by mighty Tamerlane, and not by 
2 (filly woman, Thar all thole famous conquetts of his 
noble progenirours, ſhould awake bim out of his heavie 
Lerhargie, wherein he had roo long (lepr: and ler it never 
be ſaid , he could with the (word overcome his greatelt 
enemies, and not with reaſon ſubdue bis inordinare at- 
fe&ions, What availzth irc him co have won Conftant:- 
»ople, and to have lolt himſc1f> That he ſhould ſhake off 
choſe Golden Chaines, wherein the wilie Greek had ſo 
fiſt bound him : which, chovgh ar firſt, ic ſeem hard , yet 
cime ſhall digeſt ir, and make him think it good and ne+ 
ceſlary for his eBate, &'c, That from the want of martt- 


all dilcipline proce: deth diſloyall ſpeeches in his Sonldi- | 
ers, that if he will nor leadthem forth, &'c : they will ſer 


up on? of his own Children which ſhall, That what the 
common Souldier fooliſhly ſaith, the great Comman- 
ders malictouſly purpoſe, &c, Thar Rebellions are far 
eaſier preyen.ed, chanin their heat appeaſed, Thar what 
was fit for him to do, beſeeme1 not him to ſay ; beſeech- 
ing him to pardon him, for laying ſo much already ( cor- 
crary perhaps to his gnod liking ) provoked even nalte 
againſt his will to diſcover unto him the ſecrer of his 
hearr, &c, 

Falling at his f-er to receive the doome of his free 
ſpeech, if not well taken -: rhe Sultan having attentively 
and fernly hearkened to all, knzw it to bexrue , and that 
he diſcharged bur the parc of a faichfull ſervant, Yet he 
was at war with himſelf, as in tis often changed connte- 
nance appeared, Thus rofſed too and fro, be reſolved 
conſidering the danger , at once to cut off all his troubled 
paſſions : and ro ſtrike aerrour intorhem that had con» 
demned him, as unable to goverre his affeRions : ſaying 
tothe Baſſa yer at his feer; that, alrbovgh he ag a ſlave, 
pre- 


Pelop, 
envire 
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pe umingto enter into his Soveraign's greateſt ſecrets z 
deferred to die; yer being brought up with him of a 
Child , and ever faithful, he- now pardoned him : and 
would rake known co morrow, to him and others, whe- 
ther he were able to bridle his affeRions ; that he ſhould 
not faile ro aſſemble all che Baſſaes and chief Comman= 
ders to know his farther picaſure, | 
The Baſla departing , he made more of the Greek than 
ever, dining with ker : chen (ſumpruouſly apparelling her, 
and with ineſtimable Jewells ceckt) he entred the Pallace 
Hall, where #tapha had aſſembled the Nobles and 
Commanders; marvelling at his meaning , who had nor 
ſhewed himſelf publiqueiy (o long, leading the faire 
Greek by the hand, Atrer reverence done them by all, he 
furiouſly locking about kim, ſaid, He unzerſtood of their 
oreatdiicontent, &c, that he overcomn, could not with- 
dra trom this jParagons preſence : But be would know 
which ofthem, if he poſlefſed ſo rare a thing , would for- 
g0ce it Without thrice advilipg ? they ſhould freely ſay 
whar they chought : They with incredible admiration, all 
ſaid, He had with greater reaſon paſſed the time with her , 
than any had to find fanlr : whereto hearſwered ; Bur I 
will make you undzrfiand , there is no earthly thing can 
ſo blind meas nor ro ſee what beſeemerh my high place: 
that nothing bur death can pur our of my remembrance 
the honour and conqueſts ot the Orhoman Kings : with 2 
defire ro exceed the ſam?, Then catchivg the Greek by 
the haire , he (ifuck off her head wich his Falchion at one 
blow - ſaying they ſhould juJge whether he could b:idle 
his affeftions or not, A while after he greatly 
roms for conqueſt of Jy/9poneſms , and Belgrades 
1290, : | 
When the Twrksrook Conſtantinople, Thomas and De- 
metrins, the Emperours brerhren,gove:ned a grear | art of

diverlity of living, like the Scythian heardimen , and lan- 
guage, from the naturail Greeks, was no {mall cauſe cf 
rheir often ſpurning againſt the Government, Inchis 
extremity the Princes offered,for peace , to be Mahomers 
rributaryes : of which he willingly accepring , lent 7 ura- 
chan heſſ«l1'5 Gorernour with an Army, to aide again} 
the Albamans : whereby rhe Rebells were ſoon dilcom- 
fired, and the Country quieres, 

Demetrins,and Thomas,iived a few yeares asthe Turk's 
Vaſlalls : during which, many dilpleaſures aroſe berwixt 
chem, defiring plaufibly ro win their ſubjeQs from each 
other, Yet, underſtanding, the Weſterne Princes were 
vreatly preparing againſt the T»rk, : and that Pope Calix- 
tz had put a Fleer of Gallics to Sea; rhey refuled to pay 
the 7 #rk any more tribute, &'c : whereupon, he firſt be- 
fieged Corinth; and, en.ring Peloponeſus , rook divers 
frong Townes , d-(troying the Country , forcirg the 
Princes to flez, one to: Aantina,the orher to Rrong Epi- 
danrus, now Raguſjum, TheyCeltiture of expeRted aide, 
ived againe for peace : which he granted on condition , 
that a!l places taken ſhould be his own, Patras with its 
Count: y to be deliveredhim, and they to pay him a year- 
ly cribute for the refi, 

Returning, he rook e Athens, before taken trom Frav- 
cu8 Accioval promiſing im Boetia with Thebes in lieu 
rherenf, Francms was Nerens his Nephew, Prince of 
Athens, brouzhr up in the Turks Court as one of Me- 
h:merts Minions, Bar he having received that Duke- 
com was ſert roZagarts in Peloponeſasas in great ſriend- 


ſhip: 


firſt Ermperour of the Turks, 32 


ſhip; bur deparcing he was Rlayed, and (as Mahomet had 
commanded) murthered, 

Abour 3 years after the peace with the rwo brethren, 
AMahome: underitanding the Chriftian Princes had com- 
bined to drive him our of Greece, thought ic much for his 
aſlarance, to root up that Empire's Reliques in Thomas 
and Demetrins : they being now at varianc?, neither paid 
him the promiſed rribure, Coming to Corinth wich a 

reat Army ; eArſanes, whoſe fifer Demetrius had mat- 
ried, came to him from his brother in Law with many 
gillonts, toaid him againſt 7 homas, they both reckoning 
him as a friend, Bnt Mahomer, being come to 1 egea, he 
caſt Arſanes with his chief followers into bonds. 

Demetrius hearing of ir, fled to Sparta, now Mizithra: 
which in few daies AMahowmert befieving , the Prince 
went our and ſubmitted himſelf co him with all he had; 
whom the Tyrant comforting, promiled ro give him o- 
ther Lands, &c, infte1d of Sparta; yet, he carried bim 
as a priſoner till he ended thoſe wars, Then befieging C4- 
fria, he lott divers Zanizaries: wherefore, the City ta* 
ken, he pur all the Souldiers roche Gord, curing the 
Ciprains into pteces, Then he cook Leontarinm, ancient- 
ly Megalopolis, with Cardicia : whither theſe had con- 
veighed their Wives and children, leaving not one alive 
in:hoſe Cities of abour 6coo, and commanding the very 
cattel ro be killed, Many Cites (rerrified)forthwith yiel- 
ded.he cauſing all the Inhabirancs 10000 of Se/varinm in 
eArcaaia, to becaſt in bonds, with which (as Captives) 
he peopl:d Conſcantinople's Suburbs, Th:n by Demetrius 
his Counſel he fent Greek Souldiers to ſtrong Epidanrus, 
todeliver it him in the Prince's name, with his Wife and 
Daughter : bur the Governour reſuſing) ſuffered the Prin« 
ceſ« and Daughrer, ro depart to her husband, who being 
preented to EMahomet, they were ſent ro Boerra to atrerd 
his cerncn; an Eunuch coking charge of che young Lady, 

£ whom 
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whom Mabomer took afterwards to wife, Then alſo ſub- 
duing moſt of Achaia, and Elis by Zeganus, himſelf ere 
long, belieged Se/menica there, which yielded for lack of 
water ; burthe Caſtle was for a year defended by Prince 
T homas,wvhom he commended, that he found many ſlaves 
in Peloponeſus, but never a man but he, Thomae gerring 
co Sea, Was at Rome allowed, for life, alarge penſion by 
Pope Pins 2, Thus all Peloponeſns being ſubdued (except 
ſome Sea-holds holden by the YVenetians) leaving Zoganus 
his Lievcenant, he returned toward Conſrantimople with tri- 
umph : carrying away with him Demetrius, his wife and 


daughter, &c. giving unto him the City /Enm, with. 


che Cuſtom of Salt there made, to live on, This fa- 
mous Countrey , fell into the 7 wrks thraldom abour 
I 460,

Preparations, his deſire: ro be increaled rather than ſatisfi- 
ed with ſo great viftories, fortifying their frontiers provi- 
d:d for repulfing ſ@ mighty an enemy, George the old De» 
ſpors Dominions lying in melt danger, he left nothing 
undone for defence ; for he had many rimes endured the 
Turks fury : then he journeyed into Hwngary, to procure 
aid againſt a time of need, But they, eſpecially Ham a- 
des (having ſufficient tryal of hislighr faich, neither ac- 
counted right T#rk or good Chriſtian) leaving him to his 
own fortunes, he returned full of indignation : and ſoon 
after died of a hurt in a skirmiſh with Michael Governour 
of Belgrade, whole brother he treacherouſly murdered, 
craveliing with Michael by Wagon to Belgrade, himſelf 
bardly eſcaping, This was his end, living 90 years: a 
man of great courage, but marvellous nnquier, &c, a deep 
diſſembler, and double in all his waies, whereby be was 
n2ither beloved or rrufted of neighbour-Princes , and (© 
d:relted of his SubjeRs, rhat they flillrearm him in cheir 
Songs, The faithleſs and graceleſs Deſpot, Lazarns his 
young} 
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youngeſt Son ſucceeded him ; yet his cwo blind brethren 
fleeing to Mabowet ich a mafſe of mony, ſo incited him 
againlt Lazarxs, thar for his friendſhip, hebecame his 
tribncary, and dying few months afrer,great troubles aroſe 
in Servia: the blind brerhren craving aid of Mabemet; 
and Lazarus his wideiv with her 3 ſons, putting her ſelf 
into che Hangariavs proteRion; with tronble held it, cill 
the Serv'ans, weary ofthe Twrks harras, yielded tro Maho- 
wet's obedience ; who united it to his Empire, as art this 
day, Mabewert nov thinking no enterprize ſo great, 
which he was notable ts bring ro paſſe, ceaſed not to yex 
the bordering Princes ; Bur his tear was greateſt againſt 
the Hungariazs, Wherefore, becauſe Belgrade was ac+ 
counted theKey of Hungary,he determined thereto begin 
his wars,and levied I 50620 Soldiers, in whom he repoled 
oreat confidence, He provided 290 Ships-and Galleys , 
char no relief ſhould be brought to-che City out of Hau- 


* _ gary, by the Rivers Danubius jand Savies ; and landing 


his Seuldiers farther up Dan»bins, ſpoyled along the Ri- 
ver fide, Shortly afrer encampins before it, he at firft ter«. 
ribly afſaulred; but finding greater refiltance then he 
imagined, heencrenched his Army) and provided againſt 
ſudden ſalleys : then laying a parr of che wall flat by the 
fury of his great Artillery , che Defendanrs with great 
labour repaired ic rather ftronger than before. 


Huzxiades the while,ſent a Fleer (well appoinced)from 
Buda down Danubins, which taking 20 ſail of Twrks, and 
diſcomfiting the reſt, they ran on ground near their camps 
which were ſer on fire, as not to come into the Hangar» 
ans power, Hereby the Chriſtians (ar pleaſure) con- 
veighed all neceſlaries by water, to Belgrade, Huniades 
allo with 5000, and a Minorate Fryar bby whoſe p2riva- 
for, 40000 Voluntiers were come to that war)entred 
that way wich cheir followers, 


Y.y Mabomet 
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Aabomet reſolutely bent, determined next day to give 
a general afſault; bur, as chey were preparirg all things 
for the ſeryice, Carazs Baſlayhis belt man of war, wasſlain 
from the Town, Mahomes beipg exceedingly troubled 
herewith as ominous ; yet next day early, he with the 
ſound of Trumpets, &c, brought on his ] 4n:zaries tothe 
breach ; who withour great refiltance entred there, and 
in divers other places ; For Hanades ordered the Deſen- 
dants (upon the firſt charge) ro retire rowards the City 
as dilcouraged, on purpoſe to draiy the enemies faſter on 
co their detiruRion: ſo thar great numbers being en:red, 
rhe retirers, atthe hgn appointed, turning again, fiercely 
charged chem, and Ha»iades iſſuing our, to oppreſſed the 
T urks; that few eſcapz%&,not being {lain or taken ; the reſt 
with exceeding ſlaughter beaten from the Walls, Huxia- 
des (witch the Fryar's Souldiers ) preſently ſallyipg our, {0 
charg2d-the 7 wrks, defending the great Ordnance, that 
they with great flughrer, left them to their enemies, 
The Tyrant couragiouſly charging to recover them a- 
£2in, Wasſo repulſed , and bzaren with murchering ſhot 


.trom the City, that he was glad when got into his Tren- 


ches. . 

A great part of the Army was in this hurly, ſpzedily 
tran{porred over Daz»bizs, joyning with Huniades , lay- 
10g without the walls : who now aſſailed their Trenches, 
as if preſently co enter their Camp : which the Tyrant dil- 
daining, went ou: and yaliantly beat him back ro the Or- 
dinance: from whence, he was again drivento his Tren- 
ches : which manner of fiehr, was indifferently main- 
tained till che day almolt ſpen:, Chaſanes Captain of the 
Janizaries, was hereini{lain , and Adahomer himſelf ſotc 
wounded under his left pap,and carried into his Pavilion 
for dead. Bur comming to himſelf, and conſidering his 
lofle inthar fizge, &c, departed with great filence in che 
nighr, (till looking behind when the Hungarians ſhould 
have purſued andtroubled him, Here were ſlain goers. 
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his beſt Souldiers,beſides Commanders: ſo that he would 
ſhake his head, &'c. wiſhing, he had never ſeen that City 
where he and his Father received ſo great diſhonor, This 
notable Victory Was Auguſt 6th, 1456, Huniades (hort* 
ly after , died of a hurt in theſe Warres ; or as ſome, of 
che plague,rhen rite in Hungary , who would in any ca'e 
be carriedco the Temple to receive the Sacrament before 
his departure; laying, the Lord ſhould nor come to his 
Servants houſe, bur the Servanc ro the Houle ot his Lord. 
He was the fig{t Chriflian Captain , ſhewing the T wrks 
Were to de overcome,obtaining more great ViRories over 
chem than any before him, He was honourably buried 
at eAlba Julia, in St, Stephens Temple,oreatly iamenced 
of all good men, 


Mahomet ſoon after the raking (onft antinople, putting 


a gfeat Fleet to Sea, furprized divers Iſlands inthe &- 
geurs, and hardly beheged Rhodes. Ar which time Ca- 
lixtus the 3d Pope, aided by the Genowajes, for the 
orudze of Pera taken, pur to Sea hxizen tall Ships and 
Gallies, under Patriach Lodevicw, who recovered Lem- 
wos fr om the Turks, Wvich other (mall Iſl-nds, and en- 
countring them near the {land Rhodes, ſunk and took 
divers, forcing chem to forlake the Rhodes , ſpoyling for 
thre: years aftergat pleaſurezthe Twrks frontiers, alongthe 
Sea coalt of lefſer Aſia, terrifying the effemivare people, 
and returning with many pritoners and much ſpoil. 
Mahomet after that , b: -g2n diligently co prepare a- 
5 mn{t ſpring , ro ſubdue the e/Egeum I{lands , chiefly 
rf hoſe near Peloponeſu : Embaſladors from Vſnncaſſanes, 
the Perſian King arrived the while, with d1vers rich pre- 
ſeprs: amorg which were a pair of playing Tables, whoſe 
men and dice were of ineſtimable prerious Rones and 
workmanſhip, found in the Perſian Kings Trealures, 
char Vſ« had Nin and bereft, and left there by Tamer. 
{ane, Their Embaſſage was, that thoſe rwo mighty Prin- 
ces mi-hr joyn and live in amiry , and that David, Ems 
Y 4 p2rour 
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perour of Trapezond, being forced to pay Mahomet a 
tribute by his «Aſian Lieucenanr, he ſhould not now 
look for it : ſeeing that Empire, after Davids death, be- 
longed to him in his Wives right , Davids elder Bro- 
chers Daughter , requiring him not to moleſt him, (o 
ſhould he be his fairhful' canfederate , otherwiſe bis 
mighty enemy, Mahomer, envying the Perfpan rifing , and 
now diſdaining his peremptery requeſts, diſmiſſed chem 
with this anſiver, He would ere long be perſonally in e-- 


ſia , ro teach #ſux what to requelt of a greater than him-. 


ſelf, This was the ground of the morcal} Warres enſuipg 

etween theſe two, Adahemet, now altering his deter- 
mipation for the Egeum Iſles , molt under the Venetians 
proteRion, ſent his Admiral with one hundred and fitry 
Sail into the Ewxine, now the black Sea, to anchor before 
Sizope Papblagonia's chigf City, to expe him with his 
Army by Land, who was come thither before he was 
looked for, Iſmael a Mahometan Prince , governing all 
there1bour, on whom Mahemet bent his forces, as bes 
ing 1n league witch Zſun, though he had 400 great Arril- 
lery Pieces, and 10090 Souldiers for his defence : yer 
doubring how to endure the ſiege, yielded to him the Ci- 
ty With all his Dominions, in lieu of Philopopolss in 
[Thrace with the adjoyning Country, This was the aſt 
of the Isfendiars long reizning in Pontw, Thence he 
m2rched to Trapezend in Pontus , where the Conftanti» 
opolitan Emperours had their Deputies, whileſt com- 
manding as farre as Paythia: bur ir declining , one 1ſaac 
flecing from Conſtantinople , and taking the Governmenr 
of Trapezond Wirth Pontws and Cappadscia, &'c, was firlt 
called King ; but afterwards, he and his Succefſors,Em- 
perors, David Commenu then raigned : AMabomet bard- 
ly befieged Trapezond for 30 dayes by Sea and Land, 
burnt irs Suburbs, as ar Sizope, The fearful Emperour of- 
fered to yield his whole Empire ro him , on condition of 
taking his Davghcer co Wife ; and for ſome other Pro-

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vince yielding a ſufficient yearly profit, AMahbemer per- 
ceiving his enemie's weakneſs , attempred tbe City by 
force, which not (orting) they again parled : at laſt it was 
agreed , the Emperour on the T wrks taith for his retury, 
ſhould meet him without the City for ſome good at- 
ronement, who as ſoon as he came out , Mahemet (faich 
not to be kept with Chriſtians) detained him a pritoner 
in bonds, Wherewich the Citizens diſcouraged, yielded 
themſelves apd City into his power: who entering it, 
and taking his Daughter and all his Children, with all 
Nobles hz found , ienc them forthwith by Sea with the 
Emperour, to Conftantiwople as in triumph: chookng 
whar Citizens he pleaſed for his own (ervice : bringing 
up $00 Chriſtian Children for Z4axizaries, many Citizens 
ſent captives to Conſtantineple,dividing the beauriful Wo- 
men to his friends and men'ef Warre, he ſenc ſome choile 
ones to his Sonn:s, The ocher Towns, ſhortly ſubmit- 
redro the 7 wrkiſh thraldom, wherein they have fince mi- 
ſerably lived: he appointed Fa#/z4ries for the Caſtlezand 
his Admiral tq govern the common Souldiers in the Ci- 
ty. So Mabomet, having in few moneths, ſubdued Paph- 
lagonia, Pontus, and a great part of Cappadocia, fc, re- 
rucned in great triumph. Afcerivards, Xſuzs Queen ſeek- 
ing to get (ome of her Uncles children , poſſhbly by her 
Huzbands power, to advance to her Fathe:s Empire; 4a- 
homet cruelly put to death David with all his ſonnes and 
kinſm2n : roo-ing our all the Family of the Comnens, bur 
Georgethe youngeſt Sanne, who at firſt curred 7 wrk, and 
whoſe Sifter was af:erwards on? of his concubines, T his 
Empire was by Mahomet ſubrerted in 1461, | 
The year following, Ulanuw Prince of Yalzchia reſol- 
ving to joyn tothe Hungarians, Mahomet thought to Cir- 
cumvent this his tribacary, before wholly fallen from 
him : wherefore he ſent Catabolings his Secretary , to 
bring him to Court, promiſing him greater promotions 
thin ever : and commandipg by him, Chamnzes Baſs, 
G0-

Governour of Bidwa, &c, to do his utmoſt for entrap” 
ping of Zladus, promiſing him great rewards, Chamwze* 
deviſed , the Secrerary to give him notice of the day of 
his rerurn from the Prince : when *cvas like , Vladus 
would bing him on his way of bimſelt, or ar leait being 
by che Secretary requetted; the Baſſ«,paſling with Troops 
over Danubixs , ſhould lay clote in ambnuth on the way, 
The Secretary forced his wit, to periwade thc Prince ro 
£0 to Court, &'c. Burt h2: obtained no mor: trom him 
waty, than good words, and in courrefie to condut him 
unto Parubima fide, The Secretary giving (hamuzes no- 
rice, he lay where the Secretary mult needs paſſe : com- 
ming at the prefixed time tothe place, Chamuzes (ud- 
denly aflailing the Prince, ſlzw divers, But V/adus bing 
of greit courage and better appointed than the Baſſa 
ſuppoſed, {lev many 7 wrks, and at length cook Chammzes 


with the reſt : whoſe hands and feer he cutting off, thrutt - 


their bodies on ſharp Rakes faltned inthe ground , hang- 
ing the Baſſs and Secretary on a Gibbet, much higher 
thanthe other, And gathering his forces, paſſed Danxb:- 
w , burning along the River fide; killing man,woman,und 
Child, fo returning into YValachia, This newes let Ma- 
bomet into ſuch a rage, that he command2d Baſſa Mabo- 
metes telling him of i:, ro be cruelly whipt, Burt when 
he ſurely tnderiood), rather worſe than the Beſſa report- 
ed, it is not to be expreſſed into what a rage he fell, 
Wherefore aſſembling (peedily his Souldiers ro Philops- 
poli , he ſoon raiſed ſuch an Army, as had nor be:n a- 
gin {onſtantinople : ſending alſo 25, Galli s, and 150 
jmall Veſſzls, ro land in Darnbim , and joyn with the 
Pogolian; who tor a grodge againſt Uladw, p omited r» 
aid the 7 #rk: who before Mahomers comming with ric 
Polodrans help, had burnt Prailaba, the grearett Trade- 
Town in Yalachia: then b:fizging Cebrams awhile with 
tome loſſe, the Podelian departed into his Country , the 
AGrmiral ro his Flcet, ahomet got over; burnt, &c, __ 
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king havock of all in his ways taking but few Priſoners; 
tor the Yalachies had retired all unhe for Warres, into 
{trong Cities or Woods, or high and rough Mountains, 
The Prince kept the Woods and Mountains, following 
the Twrks as near as with ſafety, and cutring off Riraglers 
many times : yer being bur a handtul,durtt not ſhew him- 
ſe'f in field, Afahomet roaming up and down, and not 
reckoning of {o weak an enemy, pitched in open plains, 
no- entrenched, #ladw uaderitanding thereof, furiouſly 
aſlailed in the dead of night, the Aſian quarrer of the 
Camp, ſlaying many in their Tents ; rhe reſt terrified, 
fled ro the Ewropear Sonldiers : whom the Prince fol- 
lowing did great harm in thar quarter alſo : ſo fearing the 
Twrkys in generall, that they were on the point to flee, 
Yea Mahomet, fearing the Hungarians had joyned with 
the Prince, had-fled, had not Mahowert Baſſa periwaded 
him ; and,by Proclamation, none on pain of death ro 
forlake his place. enforced a head againſt the Prince : 
which Vlad: perceiving, after great ſlzughrer and ſpoil 
of the Aſians Tents, retired into the Woods. It being 
day, Halybeg wich (ele& Companies , purſuing them, 
rook one thouſand, putting the reſt ro flight, who were 
preſently put tothe Sword, Afﬀeer that , Mabomet en- 
rrenched every nighr, keeping berter Watches and Ward 
In every quarte., Whoas he marched, came where che 
Baſfa and Secretary hanged, and the diſmembred 7 wrks 
on ftak2s : with which he was grievouſly offended. Paſ- 
ſing fu ther, k2 eametoa plain, almoſt one mile broad, 
an rio long, full of Galloivs, Gibbers and Stakes, &c. 
hanging full of dead men, women and children , deemed 
abour rventy thouſand, Some their limbs broken on 
wheels, with many horrible kinds of death, All whuch, 
tke cruel Prince, jealous of his eftare , had for deſerr or 
ſuſpicion put to death ; his Souldiers had their goods, 
executing the whole Family, ſometime th2 whole kin- 
dred, 
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dred, with the offender, Afab met , though by nature 
fierce and cruel, ondred, Yer ſaid onely, Kladxs knew 
how to, have his Subje&s at command, Then (ending 
Joſephs to skirmiſh with the Yalachies , he was put to 
che worlt, Bur Omzares comming in , they were 0.er- 
thrown, and tw» thouſand heads bro'1ght on launces into 
che Cimp; for which Omares was by Mabomet made 
Governour of T heſſalte. s 
Mahomet ſeeing it to no purpoſe, to hunt after his 
fleeing enemy, rerurn:d to Conftantinopie, leaving Haly« 
beg with Viadxs his younzer Brother, called alſo Vſadns, 
to proſecute thac Warre with a party, This younger 
Dracula was, of a little youth , brought up in JMahomets 
Courr: who for his comely fearure, ſought firtt by fair 
words and gifts , to corrupt himzat laſt co torce him, The 
yourh enraged , drew his Rapier to lay him , grievouſly 
wounding his chighand fled : yer being drawn back, he 
was pardoned and reconciled , becomming his Ganymede, 
and being long beloved and honoured , was now fer up 
for a Stale to drav the Yalachyes into rebellion : divers 
of whom comming te Haly, to ranſom their friends ta- 
ken in thoſe Warres: young YVladas declaring the T wrks 
great powerzand as lamenting che Coun:rizs endleſs mi- 
ſeries, 1mpured them to the diſordered Government of 
his crael Brother : aſſuring ſpezdy reli f,Aif the Valachies 
forlaking his Brother, would cleave ro him as their So- 
veraign, . By whoſe lively reaſons,&c, thzy preſen:, per- 
ſwaded, and others by them , ſoon all forlook the el- 
der, and choſe him th? younger, who by Mahomers 
conlent, cook on him the Government , yet holding ic 
as his vaſlal, Yiadaxs thus forſaken, fled into 7 ranflva- 
#4, where he was laid faſt by che Hungarian King, at 
Belgradt, for cruzlly and unjuſtly executing divers Hun- 
| "gh y2t afcer ren years, being inlarged, hz died in 

arcel againk che Turks, 
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Mahomet ſentthe ſame Fleer inco the —_— co rake 
onftantinopolitan, 
had pur themſelves now under the Venetian, eſpecially 
Mziylene pretending its Prince harbored the /ralren Pi- 
rates and ethers, buying priloners, and booty taken from 
the Twrks at Sea, and along the Sea-coalt : allo, that he, 
{laying his eldeft Brother, unjuſtly governed, Himſelf 
paſſing into Aſia » came to Poſſidinw, over againit Mir» 
lene; Landing his (mall Army over the narrow Strait, he 
ſoon over-ran and ſpoiled the Ifland , captivating all ics 
Inhabirants, who being ſold at Conſtantinople, werethence 
diſperſed, Then belieging the Prince in the Ciry Mitylene, 
he barcered ir ryventy ſeven dayes; and the defendants, 
by ſharp aſſaults, greatly diminiſhed , the Prince offer- 
ed to yield up all inthe lile, for ſome other Province of 
like value : which Mahoxer accepting, ſolemnly (ware 
to perform, The Prince humbly comming forth, excu- 
ſed himſelf for receiving the men of Warre, that they 
might nor ſpoil his own Country : denying he had 
boughr or ſhared any of their prizes, Mahomet ſeem- 
ingly contented, cheared him with good words : yer all 
being delivered into his hands , he put ro dearh many of 
che chief Citizens, cutting three hundred Pirates in the 
middle, and placing Garilons, he retorned, carrying the 
Prince with him, and all the betrer ſort, with all the 
wealth, leaving his Gatrriſons with a few of the pooreſt 
2ople, 
: Beirg arrived , he cloſly impriſonedthe Prince, with 
his coutir, uſed in killing his Brother; who in danger 
of their lives every houre , offered renouncing Chriſtiae 
nity to turn 7 wk, AAahomet inrich Apparel , trium- 
phantly circumciſing them , ſer chem ar liberty : yet 
bearirg the old grudge, ſoon clap: them faſt again, cra- 
elly putting them to deaths 
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Shortly after, Stephen King of Boſna, who throvgh the 
Twrks (upporc, had wrongfully obtained it againit his 
rwo brechren, refuſed to pay Mahomet his promiled tri- 
bure - wherefore entring Boſna , he befieged Dorobize; 
which taken , one parc of the people he gave ſlaves to his 
- men of War, ſending another to Conftantinople, a third to 
inhabue the Ciry. Marching to Zaziga (now Jaica) the 
chiefe Ciry, it was delivered after four months on com- 
polition, Here taking the Kings Brother and SiRer with 
molt of the Nobtes, he ſent chem in Trinmph co ConfFan- 
timople, The lefler Cityes yielded alſo. Mahomet (enc 
eMahometes Baſla to purſue the King, rerired into the far- 
rhelt parts : who (o incloted him before he was aware , 
thar he could not eſcape, a thing thought impoſſible, The 
King taking refuge of C/yſſa , was ſo hardly laid.co, that 
he yielded himſelf on the Baſſaes ſolemne oath conceived 
in writing , thache Feing honourably uſed , ſhould ner 
be hurt by the Emperour, The Bafſa carryed him about 
with him, till he poſſefied all Boſna : whole Maſter was 
offended with kim for engaging his Faith ſo far, The 
poor King departing, was ſuddenly ſent tor : who doub- 
tinz,carryedche Baſſas Oath in writing : yer the faith- 
lefle Tyrant mot cruelly pur him to death.or as ſomeſlzw 
him quick. Beſne was tubverted by Mſahomet in 1464, 
who reducing it into a province, rerurned in great tri- 
umpn ro Conſtantinople, with many a wofull Captive, and 
thac Kingdom's wealth, 

HMahomnt in the beginning of his reigne, {ent to Scan- 
derbeg offering him peace, ſo he wonld pay him the year- 
ly tribure demanded by Ammrath : rather to prove his 
confidence, than in hope to hare ir granted, Scanderbeg 
ſcornfully rej2Ainz this, eryred in:o the T#rks bordered 
dominion, waſting the Conntry & returning with ſpoyl, 
Mahomet in revenge, ſent Ameſa with 12000 Ho ſe into 
Epirusto do the lik: : of whole comming, be underitan- 
ding, lay c{ofe with Goo0 on the Mountain __ 
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The T»rks by night, being almoſt gotren to its rough and 
licep top, were ſuddenly charged » and with great ([augh- 
ter drive down amaine , their horſes being rather their 
hinderance, Beipg come to the foor , they were againe 
fiercely aſſailed by Scanderbeg on one fide, and his Ne- 
phew Ameſa on the other : who before had Placed chem- 
lelves advantagiouſly - So that the 7 arks ſoone over- 
throwne were put to flight, 7000 were ſlaine : eAmeſ4 
their Generall raken with divers Captaines, andſentco 
Creia, where was great triumph and fealting for joy : 
Sc, nderbeg then enlarging cAmeſaand the reit ro be par- 
takers thereof : and u'ing them with all courtefie during 
their abode, Ameſa requeſted he might ſend to Mahe- 
met, how the caſe Rood with them , and to procure their 
ranſome, which Scaxderbeg granting ſer Cowne at 13cco 
Duackats, The newes ſore orieved che Tyrant: bur ſeeing 
the Armies remainder, molt of their Enhenes and Ar- 
mourloſt, and cAmeſa s meſſenger , he enraged, denied 
any ching for raniome : imputing all ro his rreachery , 
folly, or cowardiſe, Yet he was Þerſivaded by his Baſſaes 
and other eAmeſaes friends , to thipk better ot him, and 
ro ſend his raniome , le(t he ſhould diſcourage other 
Capraines, who mighr haply fall into like danger : on 
receipt whereof chey freed » were conveyed our 'of Epi- 
rs: Scanderbeg dividing the mony among his Soul- 
diers, 

The Tyrant determining to ſend another Army , at ci 
promiſing great rewards, &c: tothe vanquiſher of Scan- 
derbeg; among ethers, Debrias in great favour, by great 
ſure obtained thar charoe oh promiſing confidently ro make 
a berter beginning, chan others before ſent, requiring No 
more power chan wasſencthe yeare before, Bur Amejs 
ſertirg forth Scanderbegs virtues and valour , with bis 
Souldiers courage, Debrias was content with a new {up- 
ply, baying 14 000, ith V\ -_ marching to Polagus,and 
encamping wich grear ſecurity, b:ing notyert come into 
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Enemies Country ; Scanderbeg choſe 6060 of his belt 
Horſemen, and marching wirti all ſpeed, came by night , 
where the 7wrks lay, to be upon them before aware . 
But by the Moon-light be was timely dilcried ; yerthe 
ſudden approach,and tirange attempt oiſmaied the whole 
Army. Bur Debrias encouraging his Souldiers, ſent lighr 
Horſe-men to receive the firit charge, till he might ſer his 
Army in order:betwixt whom and others of Scanderbeg”s, 
a (harp skirmiſh beginning, Seanderbeg doubting, ſecond- 
ed rhem wita freſh Troops under Ameſe: by whoie com- 
ming the Tzrks were chaſed evenro their main batrell, 
In which , Moſes had, following too faſt, been encloſed , 
had nor cAmeſaRayed his fury , blamed by Scaxderbeg : 
commending ſuch forewardnefle in a private Souldier ; 
not in io great a Commander, Scarderbeg now fiercely 
aſlailed the Twrks with his-Army, Debrias lo encouraged 
his Souldiers, that Scarderbegs fortune was even at 2 
Rand : rill Mnſachivs with reſolute Troops out of the left 
wing, ſo charged , that he ſore diſordered the (ide of the 
Turks Army : which Debrias perceiving , came to thar 
place , cheering them up wich his preſ2nce and valour ; 
ſeeming ths life of his Army. Scanderbeg the while, 
mainly charging the Enemies front, they began in their 
Generalls abſence to looſe order and giveground, Moſes 
then breakiog inco the thickeſt , threw among his 1ollo- 
wers a taken Enfigne : «ho thereby , lo prefſed on their 
Enemies, that they,diſcouraged and diſordered , were al- 
moſt readyrofl.e, Debrias here-upon, baſtening ro en- 
courage his Souldiers among the foremoſt , was by Scar- 
derbeg encountered hand to hand and ſlain . Wherewith 
the A:my di!couraged, fled, Moſes and Muſachins killing 
more in chaſe than was i battell 2 41 20 Twrks were f1:in 
and (ome taken, bur fey or no Chriſtians : ſo that Scene 
derbeg accounted it a Victory given, All ſpoile, and pri- 
ſorers wereequally divided among th2 Souldiers, Moſes 
had Debrias his hoſe nd Armour : Maſachins a Prito- 
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ner ſeeming of ſume account giventhem 3; whoſe priſ@. 
ner draying 200 Duckats out of a little bag abeur him 
for his agreec-ranſorne , Muſachinsrold him he muRt pro» 
vide another , ſeeing that money Was taken with his per- 
ſon, The 7 #rk alleadged the agreement already made; 
which controverſie, Scanderbeg hearing, and ſmiling, ſaid, 
They contended for what was (by right) his : fer,ſaid he, 
I gavechee (nſachins) the pritoner which 1 kneyy ; bur 
notthe money,which I knew notof, Andrto the 7 wrk,; 
the concealement makes it not thine : who by law of 
Armes, halt loft thy ſelf with all about chee, Thus he 
brirging them both in doubt , awarded Mrſachins the 
money, and rothe Twrk his liberry : who departing with 
his horie and Armes, \pake honourably of ſo noble a 
Conquerour ; After this, Seanderbeg triumphantly re- 
turn2d to Croa, 

Mahemer being very melancholly with this newes : 
ſeeing the many Souldters that returned, he could nor en- 
dure the fight of chem, The Capraines generally envied 
Debreas his hardinefle , or hated his in{olency, Ameſs 
was glad his prouJ ſucceſſour took parr of his ill fortune, 
The men of war offered ro ſpend their lives in that fer- 
vice, co their revengetull King: which he ſeeming nor ro 
refuſe, had yer plotred another manner of revenge , 
whereby his Father had broughr great matters to paſſe, 
He hoped ro find ſome Chieterain in Epirus , whom 
wealth or promotion might allure againſt Scarderbegs 
life or fate, Moſes of Dibria acconnted the next beſt 
Caprain to Scanderbeg , and moſt inward with him ; he 
moſt defired to alienatefrom him , becauſe he commonly 
lay in Dibria on the very frontiers, Wherefore he com- 
manded the Governonr of Sfetigrade to devile by all 


. meanes to withdraw and alluce Moſes : promiſing hit 


alſo great preferment if he could win him, Who ar laſt 
thinking upon a ſhrewd-headed Chriſtian in Sfet:grade 
(*yhom therefore he might uſe unſuſpeRed) and — 
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him byercac gifts and promiſes ro undertake ir, ſent him 
away fully inftrated : who obraiving to ſpeak with 
Moſes in private, afrer ſome dilcourie began to nrcer his 
poylon : ſhewing him, as trom the Governour, thatthe 
Turks Emperouc could not but honour him , though his 
enemie, tor his valour and proweſle : and marvelling he 
could be commanded by Scanderbeg , whoſe flate was by 
him chiefely upholden : whereas , if he would folloiv 
Mahomer, he (hon'd ſoon find entertainment, to be pre- 
ferred before Scanderbegs are: or, if Epirus its ſoveraign+ 
rie betrer pleaſed him, he might eaſily be advanced rhere- 
to, by joyning ro Mabomer's great power, Moſes prailes 
andfzyour wirh the Tak, well pleaſed him : Bur the 
hope of Epirzs Kingdome moved him more than all, 
Yer he rtade no ſetyblance of liking or diſliking : which 
the wily meſſenger taking for a ſecrer conſent,and depar:- 
ing, promiſed -thorrly to returne ro him agiine, After 
this; many rroubled choughes ariſing in Moſes, &c the 
in ſhorrtime ſeemed co the wiſer altogether metamor- 
phoſed., Some asking the cauſe of the Mefſen3e:'s com- 
ming - he anſwered to recave incelligence from him con- 
cerning the good of the State; which was holden for rrue, 
The Meſſenger commin2 againey brought preſents ſecret- 
ly, beſeeming the Great 7xrk,, with his meſſage berrer 
frame, Moſes is reported to have received nought but 
the Treaſon it ſelf - anſivering , be could nor but accep: 
the 7 wks favours: and for the reft, he ſhould nor rhence- 
forth find him any great en2zmy2 commanding the Mefſen- 
ger Do More to repaire to him , for feare of ſulpt- 
tion, 

Scarderbeg comming into Dibria, to ſee how things 
ood, and to conſnlt +bourt befieging of Sfetigrade; Mo- 
ſesto avert him therefrem, told him : he larely under- 
tood bya Meſſenger thence, that the Ciry was fo well 
ſtorsd of all chings,that it were bur loſt I;bour co arrempr 
it : adviſing him rather to beliege Be/grade (nor on _-_ 
'Ms ) 
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* bias) but in the confines of Epiras, diltant from Sfetigrad* 


abour 140 miles. Which Scanderbeg relolving on, and 
his Souldiers nor ſo fic for befieging of Townes ; he lent 
ryo Embiiladours to pray aide our of [taly, from his o'd 
friend Alphonſus King of Naples, with preſents and let- 
ters ; declaring, thar his Souldiers kneiv not how to 
dzale wit'1 Wails,that the [ralians had skill inthar lervice, 
that there were certaine Townes of their enemies in Eps- 
rus 4 hich eye-'ore he long defired to take our of his 
hohr, &c, Therefore eAlpho»ſus ſhould lend him Har- 
quzbuſizrs and Canoneers : for of other Souldiers be had 
plenty, That he did fo lovingly embrace his former 
kindnefle, &c : rhar he could (fornetimes wiſh him rhar 
fortu”e, which (as the common ſaying is) prove:h, bur 
ee:teth no: f:iends, that he might more cerrainely prove 
how mach he was to him devoted, Scanderbeg pur- 
pohirg alſo ro uſe Moſes his ſervice inthe fiege : he tound 
many excuſes to liay ar D:bria : alleadging, it was to be 
thought, the 7 wk wou!d invade ſome part of Epirws, to 
withd-aiv chem from Belgrade : that no parr lay neerer 
and in more danger than D1bria: that he could nor do bet= 
ter ſervice, than co ſee rochar Councry's fafery', in which 
a lo molt of his living lay, Theſe Trealonable excuſes 
were thought r2aſonable,and h2 commended forks car2z 
authorized alſo to augment the Gariiion upon occa* 
ſon, 
Scanderbeg finiſhing his preprration, the Embaſſacours 
re-urned from Alphonſu;, with mnch more aide than 
was requeſied ; for he reckon2d Epirxs ; but 60 miles 
from his dominions, the frongeſt Walls of Apulia, as 
I: afteryards appeared when the 7 wrks rook Otrento, He 
wrote a'ſo lovin; letters to Scarderbeg, &c: andro make 
bold of all things as his ove : merrily writing , that his 
Italian Souldiers could fight berrer wich women then 
- en and walls: therefore the Epirots were belt tak: heed, 
Z 2 Says 
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Scanderbeg now furnithed}, encamped before Belgrade 
wich 14000 good Souldiers : which he ſoone fo diitre(s- 
cd, rharthe Twrkspromiledto deliver ir up, ifnot re- 
lieved before 16 dayes truce, During which time, Sgan- 
derbeg encamped on a hill necre che Towne wi.h 3000 
Horle, and 1000 foot, appointing Mefachin: and 7 anuſS- 
#5 to remove into a Plain farrher off, tor more treſh aire 
in that horieafon: alſo be ordered 25 Scouts to watch 
continually on the highz& Mountain , to give warning of 
the Enemies comming by making a fire, 

Mahom:t, now ready to paſſe into Aſia againſi the Em- 
perour of Trapezond, and grieving to loſe Belgrade , 
holding on his intended journey him'elf , ſent Sebaliasa 
Baſſa with 40000 Horſero relieve ic, promifing him greac 
rewards for Scanderbeg , dead or alive, This Baſla, al- 
wayes accounted more politique than forward , came on 
io fatt by grear journeys, that he prevented the fame of his 
comming, intercepting or corrapting the Warch on 
che Mountaines , that no expefted hgne was giver, So 
rhat choſe in the plaines had nor leiture to bridle their 
horſes, or pur ontheir Armour, Mxſach;as armed, &< : 
as the Enemyes approach would permir , doubting whe- 
cher ro fight or flee : bur ſeeing alike danger in borh , he 
reſolutely received the Enemy's charge. Arlength , ſee- 
1ng his men ſlaine by heapes, he fiercely attempred to 
break thorow to Scanderbegs Mountain: bur ro way be- 
Ing ro be made, he fought cill he and all with him were 
tlaine, Tarnnuſius allo atter divers vaine attempts to 
reſcue his Couſin Mwſac hizs , exhorted all lefr, to fie: 
in which many werz flaive : for rhe Enemy filled all 
places, and eagerly parived, Scanderbeg was about ma- 
ny times to deſcend the hill, ro help them , or have died 
with them, yerRaied : his Capraipes earnelily requeſting 
him , notto thruſt himſelf and them into perill of afſu- 
red death, 
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Sebalias following Tannſias wich molt of his Army ? 
excepr few, andſuch as rifled the dead , Scanderbeg com” 
ming done ivich his 4000, flew all Twrksin his Way » 
and cut off a great number afterwards in the rear, So tha 
Sebalias leaving the chaſe, rurned upen his purſuing Ene” 


3 my : and a'ter a ſharp skirmiſh begun , ſounded a rerrea- 


ro call together his diſperied Souldiers , the better ro en- 
counter his dangerous Enemy, Scanderbeg afſembling 
his remainoer, and valiantly encountering the Twrks 
( chinking now to end theſe Wars ) (1:w with his owuu 
band Achmat and Barach two valiant Twrks, who had 
ſvorneto AMahomet Scanderbegs death , if they met him, 
Many Tarks were here {laine, Night draiving on , Se- 
baltat retired ro a Mountaine nigh the City : and Scan- 
derbeg to another almoit two miles off : and in dead of 
the nighe returned into Epirxs, leaving firong Garriſons 
on all (trait paſſages, let th2 Baſſa ſhould breik into 
Epirus, This was the onely and greateſt overthrow 
Scanderbeg hitherto received, loſing 2000 Horſe, and 
3 0600 Foot (moſt of whom were the /ralians) with his 
Tenrs, andgreat Artillery , and about Soraken, 3000 
Turks were flaio alſo, 

Next day, Sebalias buried the bodyes of the lain 
Tarks : but left the ye:-brexrhing-Chrittians, cutting off 
their hands and feer, among th2 deal, AMuſachins his , 
h:ad, and others chow2hr ot the berrer ſort, were cur off : 
and becauſe of the hear of the weather , bzing flayed and 
ituffed , Sebalias carried them as Tropheys to ConfFane 
tinople : Repuiring Belgrades Walls , and adding 700 
freſh Sou!diers to the 01d Garriſon ; he returned, cauhng 
as heervred the City, the Chriftian Caprives ro be led in 
Chaines before him, afrer whom were the taken Enſignes, 
with the heads on Launces , then all che ſpotl, Himlſeit 
wich his Sou diers were received, with ſuch applauſe as 
Conquering ſome gre 1t Kingdome, Sebalias praiſes was 
11 every mans mo:1th: he onely (they (aid) ſherving Scare

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derb:g was to be overcome : No preferment or reward 
was though. 100 !great , to countervalle his d-lert, Mot ,

Moſes after Scaxderbegs loſſe, thought ir a moſt fic 
time now to revolt : but he thought goo\y, it poſhble, ra 
aliure ſore others into his Treaſon, both ro diminiſh 
his own infamy, and to appear with more credit before 
the Turks, Wherefore at tirit, ſeeming very penhive lor 
Scanderbeg and Epirus ; with many words, he ler forth (co 
his urmolt) Mahorets power 2 but to thote more inward 
with him, he diſcovered Mahomets grerr favonr, and of- 
fered guitts, Fc, afiuringchem of the like allo ,- if rhey 
would conform: yet he tound none , bur a feiy ofthe ba- 
ſer ſort, Which hearkened co, or followed him, Where- 
fore he fearing now to be diſcovered, fled by night, to 
Sfet/grage, wich thole baſe ones; thence, by the Gorer- 
nours paſle, to Conſtantineple ; where arriving a little be- 
fore Sebalias : Mahomet joyfully received him, &c: 
Ac the firſt report whereof, Scanderbey(as aftoriea) Rood 
ſpeechlefſ2 : bur pawhing a while, {aia no more, burrhat 
h2 could eafily excuſe Meſes, he being carried avay with 
that which mighr alienare a conftant man + commanding 
divers aggravating his off nceto hold their peace , wiſh- 
ing all Trea'on and ill fortune were gone with doſes, 
Scanderbrg wertinto Dibria, cilig:mly enquiring if any 
of his partakzrs cou'd be found, But fincing none, he 
much rejojced, ard things being et 19 orcer return. d to 
Croia, 

Aoſes ſolicited Mahemet to proceed m his Warts 
agiin(t Scaxderbeg : promiling to ſp2nd bis life therein, 
But he delaying bim till next Spring . atligently obſer- 
ved (the while) Meſes talke and behaviour : and oft dil- 
courſed wich him about tha: Wart's management : and 
finding n2coub:ed Ggnes of a minde for his jeryice , hear 
Spring 
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Spring committed 15000 Horſe to him , for invading E- 
pirs, for a greater number he required not,” , Theſe Soul- 
diers chrough che opinion of cheir neiv Generall,and hope 
bybis means, ot friznds there to Joyne with them, were 
the willinger cogoe, So Moſes furniſhed wi:han Army 
of his own choohvg, &'c. marching thorow Thrace and 
Macedonia, came and entred into Dibria, Whom Scar- 
derbeg (ood not to encounter upon policy, be being privy 
ro his itraragems , bur with true valour. Both Armies 
Randing ranged in order, a Mefſenger came to Scanderbeg 
to knovv if any ene dur fight hand co hand with one of 
the Twrks, whole name was Ahemaze, before the gene- 
rall bartell, Upon his challenge , Zacharias Groppe ha* 
ily tepping forth, requelted Scanderbeg,he might be the 
man : ivho embracing , commending, and wiſhing hin 
oo00d {ortune. gave him leave : Whom as he was Arming, 
his companions wiſhed onely the fortune of Manefe, He 
put upon his Armour many rich Jewells, &c, The 
Turkiſh Champion no ſooner was come forth in great 
bravery, bur Zacharias bravely mounted, iwas as ready to 
charge him : to wh6m eAhemaze ſaid , Ir was time 
enough ro haften his deach , requettingrtoralke with him, 
So propounding the conditions before to Maneſſe, Zacha» 
7145 in no better fort accepred them, Thus agreed, and 
withdrawing a good difiance from each other , thzy ran, 
rogether wich (uch force, rhey they brake cheir Launces , 
and were both horie and man overthrowne : who nim- 
bly r:coverirg , aſſailed each other on foot, with cheir 
Scimirars, Afer many liurdy Rroakes wirhout hurt, be- 
ing 'ofronoly Armed, and their ſivatds being bearen our 
of theic-hands. rbey grapled wich cheir hands : After 
long iruglinz, Zacharias nverthrowing the Terk, thruſt 
him into- the throat with bis dagger and ſlew him , then 
cutting off his head with a ford : wherear the Chriſti 
ans ſhouting, diſcomfir:d the Twrks, Zacharias re-

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rucning with ſpoil, and preſenting to Scanderbeg the

With a countenance as heavy as of a condemned man, and 
the Trks now diſgraced him as falt as they before admi- 
red him, ſpeaking all evil ef him; yea the Tyrant,though 
he could blame bur his forrune, was (o offended, rhat he 
had pur him ro a moſt cruel death, had not the Baſſaes, 
&ec, periwaded him, that hereby he ſhould alienate 0- 
chers from revolting, or atterapring any great martrer for 
him, So he was pardoned , bur had little or nothing af- 
rerwards allowed him : all which, cthovgh he ourwardly 
ſeemed to bear, yer was inwardly (o rormented, that he 
could neithereat or drink, The Tyrant's meaſuring all 
by the event, filled bim with indignation; and rorecurn 
to his Prince , having (o ill deſerved, he was aſhamed. 
Somerimes Scanderbegs clemency, &s, heartned him to 
chink of return; and by and by his foul reaſon over- 
whelmed him wich deſpair yer, art laſt, he reſolved to 
ſubmit ro Scanderbeg's mercy, &c, And getting (ecret- 
ly one evening, our of Conſtantinople, travelling all nighr, 
end next day not reſting he came at laſt by long Journies 
ro Dibria, whom rhe Gariſen beholding full of heavinels, 
&c, received him with many texres and embracirgs, ' 
brirging him to Scangerbeg, thennor far off; who falling 
at his feet with a girdle about his neck,as deſerving dearh, 
craved his gracions pardon: which Scanderbes granting, 
rook him up by che hand, embraced him, and kiſſed him: 
reſtoring to him all things of his confiſcace, with all pro» 
morions as before ; and openly proclaiming, none to 
ip2ak of Moſes his treipaſle, 
Mahomer was much grieved, and exceedivgly fumed 
at Moſes rerurn; fer that he had rruſted him, and ler = 
'P 
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ſlip our of his hands, being perſwaded it wasall bur a de- 


ceic of Scanderbeg, Shortly atter, Mahomer allnred Ame- 


ſa to himſelf, Scauderbeg's Nephew,promiling him to be 
King of Epiru : : hereby thinking it eaſier to draiv the 
people trom Scanderbeg to him "of the P.ince's bioud, 
rhan to any liranger, Ameſa fleeing roclear the Tyran: 
of (u(pirtion , carried with him his Wife and Chiloren, 
who though low ot fiature, and nor fo perfeR of fea- 
care, yet of exceeding haughty courage, ({ubril, &'c, pain- 
ful , courteous, and bouncitul : he could notably diſ- 
ſemble his affeRions, being beloyel and honoured of all, 
next to Scanderbeg, He at his firſt comming , filled nor 
HMahomet with great promiſes, and vain prayfes of him- 
ſelf, as had Moſes » but ſpake to him ; char 1f he ſhould 
remember the old injuries aguinlt his Majeſty, they 
might ſeem ro come, rather to receive the juſt guerdon 
of their deſzrrs, then in hop? of preferment, &c., "that his 
Father's Army was betrayed ar Aforava, and Epirus by 
treachery wrelted our of his hands : the caule of ſo 
much calamity and blood-ſhed. Bur this fear was vain, 
Tc, eſpecially ſecing his chen green years, &c, deceived 
bim, #e believed his Uncle, &c. bur diſcretion grow- 
Ing with years, he borh perceived his lic pzrfidious ; deal- 
ing, and that kis revolt from him , was more hurcſul ro 
him(slf chan any other , that Scanderbeg not recovering 
and enlarging the Kingdom without him , he long ex- 
peed he ſhould ove him atleaſt, ſome part of his Fa- 
ther's Inherirance : Bur marrying a Wif:, he begor an 
Heire: aſhgming unto bim 2 bale corner of Epirus, &c, 
that he could never digeſt that injury : yer the times ini- 
quiiry.and che mans inlole: icy, compelled him ro 1moo- 
rher his thoughts - lelt he ſhould entrap him, as lare'y 
he did his Sifte s ſonne, Geerge Streſie, whom charging 
w1:h fained ſurmi'es, he hach almolt d.prived of all. 
Thar he would willingly hav- fled ro his 4ighneſs feet, 
&c, bur the rem2mb:ance of o!d, and fince many inju- 
ries; 
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ries, feared him - Bur now following his faith and pro» 
miſe, be icarcely had beckoned ro him, &c. pur be came 
tuner yr ipecd, as 1f be would have flowen, that he lin- 

ered not, Fc. as did Moſes, Neither had he left any 
caule of defiring ro r-rurn againircoEpirus;having broughe 
un:o him whatioecer is dear un-o him, Fc, payyns. as 
mighr aſſure bim of che faich of a molt doubiful man, 
that if he bad bad time co have trufſed up his ſubtiancezhe 
(hould bave rhought ir a kind of bateneis, to bring any 
parc thereof ,eſpecially robim; one'y bis fidelicy he laid 
down before bimy &'c, that he dared not to promiſe to 
ſubdue Epirns with 15000 men, &c. thar in him he 
ſhou'd not want diligence or fairhtulneſs : that for other 
chirgs concerning chis Warr'sevent)he was nocto be ad- 
viſed by him his unskiltul vaſſall, 

This ſpeech izemins free trom difi mulation , and his 
Wife and Children confirming it: Mahbomes with com- 
mendation, honourably enrercain:d him 3 and upon the 
Spring's Em e——— with bis Baſſaes of invading 
Epirus : Maneſaes Counſel herein being beſt liked, And it 
was conc! uded, /ſaac rhe Baſſa of Conſtantinople , ſhould 
with 5 0000 men, be (cnt; and Ameſe with him, com - 
manZing-5e@0 Horle, Ameſato be proclaimed King of 
Epirns, to perſvade the Epirots he invaded 1t more a- 
gainlt Scangerbeg and for Ameſa, than to take 1 It tohim- 
115, Fame ſoon filied Epirus wich the report herec!, 
ad.lirg mnch mor- thin cruth, Wherefore Scanderbeg 
ſe; ne ng withour dely tor his Caprarns, &c, to D. donde 

ed to them, thar hope and fear were the two grearelt 
Fre God had left to vex and grieve the mindces of men: 
rh2 fir} a more comfortable thing,c, the orher of more 
diſcretion and {afry, &'c, Her2vpon the former chiefe-

the loſſe received at Be/grade hath made him deem farre | 


otherwiſe of the uncerraincy of fortune, &c, that he 


ſpake not this co terrific any; bur ro admoniſh and con- 


ſult with them , how ſome notable Victoty may be at- 
cbieved without che price of bleud, or other loſſz, &c., 


- that Epir« mult nzeds b2 ſoon unpeopled, if chey ſhou'd 


ſo deſperarely only ſeek ſuch glorious ViRtories as at Bef- 
grad:: they mult fight ſo to day, that chey may fight to 
morreiv alſo, that the loſſ>: of 50000 is nor ſo mucho 
che Twrks, as toe of them to him, &c.yet he would glad- 
ly crie the whole forrune 1n plain field, it he might there- 
by for ever end all warres againſt the Twrks : Bur when 
this Iſaac is gone, another ſac, will ere long come in 
his place. &'c, wherefore rhey mult ſo well divide their 
Parrimony, as alivayes to have ſomewhat to contznt their 
credirers, when they come upon themes Yer God would 
no don\br, give an end totheſe troubles and extremities, 
&c, then ſhould ir be no ſmall pleaſure rothem, to re- 
m-mber ſo miny labors anJ dangers palt, &'c, That p-r- 
hips ſome would (ay, they are to be overtaken by poli- 
cy, of which opinion himſelf was, Then ne rhought it

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2s he with them, formerly was wont to lay for them z 
wheretfore they mult rower up to the height of ſome 
ſtrange policy, whereby ſome great 1iRory without their 
bloodſhed, ſeldom chancing, may be obtained: with 
# which device, time and ſpace, with fight of the enemy, 
= ſhould furniſh chem : thar firſt, all chings ſubject co the 
; enemies fury are to be removed : all people broughr into 
ſafe places, and their Towns to be ſtrongly garriſon'd, wich 
all neceſſary proviſion : Beſides, who knew whether the 
Tyrant would follow the Baſla at the heels or nor ? That, 
if all things be thus ler in order, and they follow his di- 
re@ions, they ſhall undoubtedly be victors; and he will 
make the Fpiroes more terrible tothe 7 #rk,, than cyer ir 
hath been : char every one the while, ſhould take part in 
this charge, that be will command norhing , which he 
will not do himſelf, nor refuſe any thing tending to 
their common honour and profit, 

This Speech was ſo well liked, that many beſoughe 
him to ſhew hovv he would proceed 1n thoſe Warres,vho 
chearfully anſwered : ir was enough, if they did bur be- 
liexe him, &c, And diſpatching bis Lieucenants into 
divers parts, he provided, that all things were conveyed 
our of che Countrey, in places of refuge, as before at A- 
wwraths comming to the Siege of Croia, By which time, 
Iſaac with Ameſa, was come into Eprrws : who ſent his 
Scouts and eſpialls before him, to view every corner, for 
fear of entrapping, Scanderbeg had his Army inreadineſs 
to uſe; bur lay onely with 6000 Horie, in (hew,as if he 
determined to give batrel, But the Baſla beipg in bghr, he 
as diſcouraged, fled: and ro avoid ſuſpicion of ſome po- 
licy therein, not into the Mountains and Woods, but to- 
wards Lyſſa, a Venetian Town onthe Sea-Coaſt, as flze- 
ing thicher for refuge. The Baſla glad,ſent ſome Troops 
to purſue him, ard mark the way he took: bimſelf en- 
camping in Dibriaes plains, and refiing his weary Army, 
expeaing his Horimens return, who certainly report- 
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ing, he was fled out of Epirzs, and no enemy to be (een, 
they began to rejoyce and triumph : yet grieved to fince 
nothing to ſatisfie their delires, cauſe enough to diſtruit 
ſome great mutrer , bur thzy ſuppoled ir to be done for 
fear of them, The Baſli conſulced now, with his chief 
Captains, waar were belt be don2? Ameſs perſwading 
him to tay, expecting a turther evenr, But ihe greater 
number laid, it was better togo farther, and rake the 
ſpoil , before the people had conveighed all their (ub- 
fiance ince (afe places, as in Dibria they had done, Here- 
upon the Baſla ſercing forwardearly, proclaimed none on 
pain of dearh, cs bre2k his array, or tiraggle : yer he firit 
highly commending Ameſa, ani invceighing againſt 
Seanderbeg, created him in MMaborers name, King of 
Epirus, Marching not farre that niche for the great hear, 
for it was in July, he encamping kepr diligent warch that 
nigh: every way, chiefly cowards Lyſum, Next day, the 
chicd afrer his comming into Epirus, he came and en- 
camped that night in Emathia, 

Scanderbeg gone farre out of their hight, Aayed there all 
chatday. And a lirtle befor: Sun's (er,with a few choſen 
Horſe, got up to rhe Mountains copy whence a man mighe 
well diſcover Xmathia's plains : where he appointed 
Prins Emmanuel with ſome Horſe ro mark the enzmies 
way, and by ſecrer {ignes, ro give norice tothe Army , 
comming after midnight 20ain ro the Camp - And pre- 
ſen:ly ferchino a comoaſle. ſecterly came as neere as po'- 
fible, rothaſe Monntnrs, warins for the enemies leaſt 
morion. The Bala early ſetting torivard, came to Phary- 
ſalia's plains, famous for the grear batrel b:rween (eſar 
and Pompey, Herz being ſome (trag'ing Carrel, Fc. rh2 
enemy (ell to ſeek for booty, ſpending that day in roam- 
ing; and ar night, encomping With no great watch , bur 
rowards Lyſſum : carrying cAmeſa in triumph vp and 
down the Camp, as in diſgrace of Scanderbeg : who per- 
ceiving by his eſpialls , which way the enemy lay ; = 
wil 
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with great fGilence bent his courſe the ſame way, till come 
ro Mount T«menift, and encamping at its foot : nor 
farre from which, rhe Baſla next day, came and encamp- 
ed, ſending Ameſs w:rh half the Army, to burn and 
ſpoil : who about noon, rerurned with ſuch prey he had, 
and his Souldiers wearied, | 
Scanderbeg like a careful Houſholder , ro welcom fo 
ore: guelts, carefully viewing the Mountains and Woods 
thereabours, ſet Afoſes in one place , 7 ann/ine in ano- 
ther, and che reſt io places convenient: ſo dividing his 
forces ro make the molt rerrible ſhew ; for which he 
placed more Drums, Trumpets, &c, than ever before : 
Then wich forty chouſand Horlemen, and as many Foor, 
ſpzedily marching up rough 7 amenift, he beheld how 
the 7 »rks lay in the plains, They that lately returhed with 
Ameſa, were ſcattered abroad in the fields, reſting theme 
ſelves, &«. tke relt were paſſing away time , with kinds 
of ſport, for 'wwas the hotteſt of the year and day, Where 
the Baſla lay , they were nezligent alſo, lirle regarding 
Horſe or Armour, for they thought Scanderbeg a great 
way off, ar Lyſum, They were then conju/ring in che 
Baſſacs Pavilion, what to do to conrent Mahemer, and 
commend themſelves : ſome ſaid, when they had waſted 
the Countrey with bre and (ivord, to return - others ra 
march to C7044, to prove if the Cicizens yielding, would 
receive Ameſa as Kirg, elſe to threaten them with a con- 
tinval Gege, and rheir Conneries utter deſtruction, Scan- 
derb:g frem the Mountain, delighred wich the 6ghr of 
the T »rks ſecurity and diſorder, encouraged ard martial- 
led his Sonldiers, Bur firſt, he ſecretly deſcending with 
a fow, tliereft ſoon following, ſuddenly flew all the 
Turks Scouts but one: who runnirg ſwiftly intorheCamp, 
cryirg out, Scaxderbeg was comming - the Twrks ſcarce 
believed he was ſo nigh. who following as faſt as he could, 
was in a moment fallen in among the unarmed, greatiy 


(laying) and filling the Camp with ſuddentumu't, E 
Ame) + 
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cAmeſa wich ſome half armed, ſome on foor, firſt 
made head againſt Scanderbeg : the Baſſa doing what be 
mighrro arm and pur bis men in order, Bur the Souldi- 
ers comming down from the Woods the while , with 


horrible ſhouts, and noyſe ef warlike Infirumenrs, ſo | 


diſmayed the Twrks, that tearing, all Epirus, with the ad- 
Joyning Countries were come, they began to flee on exc- 
ry fide, 

Ameſa cry:d aloud relling tkem,Such vain terrors were 
not to be feared,8ec, and Haying many by his own valour, 
TheBaſſa coming to a1d Awzeſa hardly charged Moſes with 
his horſe, 7 ax#ſixe an Emmanuel wich their foot, ſo en- 
_—_ him that with grear loſs he retired ro his Tren- 
Cc es, 

Ameſa couragionſly withſtanding his Uncle, and heart- 


nivg them on with hope of ſpeedy relief, if they would - 
a While enduretheir enemies fury ; who would prefently * 
be diſcouraged, if no: prevailing in their firſt atrempt, - 


the Twrks were again encouraged. But Scauderbey pre- 
vatlivgon them, and no help come, (tor many were flain, 


arming, comivg, and orhers pur to flight) chey fledalſo, * 


Scanderbeg's horſe made great ſlaughter in the chaſe, and 
took Ameſa, Before Scanderbeg came with 1000 foor 
and ſome horſe to aid Aoſes, he had put the Bafla 
with his Army to flighr, whom Scangderbeg following, he 
looked not behind him till our of Epirw, Amonglt the 
many heretaken,was Meſites a Zanzack, 20 the faireſt En+ 
hons were taken, befides priſoners, Ocher ſpoils taken 
almott incredible. Thoſe who write molt of the 7 wrks 
ſlain reckon 30000 they who leaſt 20000, Bur 60 Chri- 
ftians were loft, There was a (udden alreration of world- 
ly things, $$a»derbeg poſlefling the Bafla's rich Pavilion, 
his Caprains enjoying Tents, &c, Ameſa who the ſame 
diy overran part of ,Emathia, and was honoured and 
calleda King, is now led bound to his Uncle, as a ſlave, 
{ſpeechleſs and coptounded, who'e miſery moved moſt to 
com» 
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b. elcape from him, wheren he might much he'p him, if (2s 
| &ie159)he ſ:emed highly offended with the Kz2pers;thar 
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compaſſion, and forted reares from many. 
Scanderbeg (next day) burying the ſlain T arks, that the 
Country might not be infeRed, he returned in triumph co 
(roi; whom the Countrey people(trom the Woods and 
Meuntains ) meeting, as others odr of Cities, they were 
fall of his praiſes, The Caprives with hatids bound be» 
hind, went before him, except thole carrying the Enfigns, 
Next, the Baſſas Pavillioty ſupporred as in field: Then 
came Scaxderbey with the Sanzack & Ameſa following ; 
for he had humbly obrained nor to be carried among the 
captives, Laſtly,the victorious Souldiers every one with 2 
!þare horſe laden with ſpoil. So being joyfully received 
a: Croia, he brake up his Army, Ameſa being afterwards 
condemned ro perpetual priſon, was ſent to A phorſms, ro 
be kepr at Naples: wich whom was ſertt ath honourable 
preſent of the ipeil, 
Ameſa, remaining a year there in priſon ; Seanderbeg 
( Alphonſns dying) requeſted Ferdinand his Son to retinie 
him to him ; who being impriſoned ar Croie, bur not ſo 
itaitly as b:fore ( for Scanderbeg began to forger the in- 
jury) at laſt through his ſupplication, &c, pardened 
ins lite, reftored his liberty, and cook him into former ta- 
vour, Bur Ameſa, fearing what wogld become of his 
wife and children if he hattily uſed ic, with humble 
thanks b:ake his mindto his Uncle : That whereas he had 
gracioully regarded his life 2nd welfare: he oughralſo co 
ro be careful of che life of others: ro wir, his wife a nd 
children; whe (when Mahomer ſhould perceive chat ke 
was fallen from him) ſhall pay the guilc of his offerce, 
Wherefore he wiz by ſome device to be deceived to pre- 
lervechofe ple jges, rill ſome fir occafion ro redeem them, 
Thar(by his leavz)he would fize as breakipg priſon, ma- 
king the grente(t ſheiy of his wonced loyalty ro Hah » er, 
&c, Thatar lengch wich his wife and children, he mithe 
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inthe meantime he would ſand him inſtead of a faithful 
incelligencer, 

Scanderbeg rfuſed not his requeſt, bur (aid 3 Ameſa, 
fince we have granted rhee iife, &c: we will nor prohibic 
thee the preſervation of them who may juſtly call on thee 
as a debtor for their welfare. Go thy way, proceed, 
and retorm while thou halt ſpace : we now believe thee, 
and like of this device ; thou ſhalt bur deceive thy ſelf , 
if chou longer follow the barbarous King : when chou 
ſbalc re:urn, no greater pleaſure; rhou ſhalc be with us as 

erecotore, 

Ameſa eſcaping that night, and the Keepers ſharply 
rebuked,ealily periwaded Afabomet be was by chance elca- 
p-d with all che told him ; yer, for his 1ll ſucceſs, he was 
not ſo graced of him as bztore, But ( whether Ameſa ne- 
gl:&ed his promiſe, or found no opportunity ) he ſoon 
after dyed at Con/#axtinople, choughr to be poyſoned, Ma- 
bomet no lorger enduring the ſight of him for the notable 
overthrow in Amathia : wherewith being much grieved, 


he juſtly blamed che Baſhes ſecurity ; whoſe credit with + 


him berter paſſed it over than was ſuppoſed, Mahemet 
would have emplyoed all his forces upon Scanderbeg : 
bur, bzfides grear wars arifing between him and the YVene- 
tians, he was informed,the Chrittian Princes were ſtrong- 
ly confederating againſt him; wherefore he,by thoſe lenc 
tro redeem the priſoners, & by the Sanzack,cunning]ly per- 
iwaded Scanderbeg ro require peace of him : rhat if he 
did bur ask it, ir would be long obtained, Scauderbeg ut- 
terly refuſing ro doit: Mahomet ſent Sinam and Hamur 
each with 14000 into Macedonia, for defence of his bor- 
ders on.Eprrss,hur by no mcans toenter Epir#s,or provoke 
Scanderbeg , whereby the Epirets enjoy'd the fruits of 
peace almolt 2 years : ſo that old injuries wearing out, 
thoſe Captains mediating, 2 years peace was concluded 
berwixt them: in which time Scarderbeg notably aided 
Ferdinand in Apulia againſt the French, 
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The time'sf p-ace expired, Adahomet (all things going 
well .ih bim):cnJing new ſupplies to Sinam, comman- 
ded him ro make war on Searderbeg ; who entring Epi- 
rus with 9000, was utterly overtiu own, bur fe eſcaping 
with Sinam, Preſently after A[am was with 30000 van» 
quiſhed by Scanderbeg ar Opriaay in which battel Aſan 
ſore woundcd, yielded bimle f ro, Scaxderbeg, and after- 
wards f:ced by him, 7u{wmbeg. tollowing Aſam with 
1 8000, lobng patt, tavea himlelt by flight with the telt, 
After which,Caraz4 an old Captain,& Scanderbeg's com 
panionin Amyrath's time, requeſted Aſahomes he might 
prove his forruneagain(t him, affuring him of bztrer iuc- 
ceſs: whole long experience pur Adabomet in inch hope; 
that he levied 10000 more then Carazs ar ft i' 1.;quiredz 
who (etting forward with almo(t 40000, Scanderbeg more 
doubted of the man than his power;and aſſembled grearer 
forces than ulually, ſending, 2000 expert Souldiers into 
rhe enemies Country to lyein ambuſh, whereby Carazs 
mit needs paſſe : Who ſetting upon 4000 horle Caraza's 
forerunne:s, they were moſt part ſlain, tho'e eſcaping po» 
{ting back co bring rydings, Caraza was nov fo discoms 
ficed he could willingly have returned ; yer for honours 
ſake he came to Epir»s ; where Tong reſolving what to 
do, he was ſuddenly affailed by Scenderbeg,. betore he 
could pur his men in order, Then (trough a y2hement 
ſhower) both Armies retired before any great hurt done. 
Ic rained three days :og<ther, for it was abour the latter 
end of Autumn, Scanderbeg nog ceaſing to trouble the 
Twrks camp : forthat Carazs through the weathers ex:re- 
mity, and Scanderbegs reitleſs atrempts roſe,und returned 
to Conftantinople ; whom Mahoemet derided, promitng 
ſo much, and performing jo little; yer. in ſome. ſorc. 
commending him, for looking on Scaxnderbeg with leſſe 

lofle chan other Genzra!*; | 
| Mahemet, nor ar lealure ro imployſuch forces where? 
with Seanderbeg was to bz ſubduec, proved, if by getting 
Aa 2 WIRIA 
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within him, he mighr bring him to confuſion, wherefore 
he ſenc rich Preſents and Lerters to this open that 
He chought no acquaintance greater, or friendſhip firmer, 
chan that which grew from long and mucual converſe,and 
living togerher , as he knew ir had been berwixt chem, 
Wherefore remembring all choſe things, and alſo whar 
he ofren did for advancement of his Empire, &c, he 
could not bur embrace him with a {ingular afteRion,char 
nothing could be more welcom to him than to enjoy his 
company a while, Neither needed be to fear comming to 
him &c, that co ler paſſe his Sonldiers late breaking into 
his King om without his knowledge, who was not offen- 
ded at their overthrow , he was perſivaded to joyn with 
him in a perperual league of amiry, Of which theſe 
ſhould be the capitularions , if they ſeemed ro him rea- 
ſonable: firſt ro ſuffer his Armies to paſſe thorow his 
Kirgdom againſt the Venetian: then to have his Sonne

Scanderbeg well conſidering, returned anfiver , that He 
wrote of exceeding love, &s, coward him,which ſhould 
alwayes retain its firength, Bur fince among other con- 
dicions of the propounded league, that his forces may 
have free paſſage to invade the YVenerians : it Randeth nor 
with equity, or his honour, they being his friends and 
confederares ; and for his Sonne, fince he bath no more 
bur him, it is nor good to have him raken from him,be- 
ing as Jetz a tender Child, &c, As for the Merchan's, he 
heartily wiſhed a free entercourſe indifferently inco beth 
their Kingdoms, And for his perſwaſion of him , boldly

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ro come unto him : He cou!d nor bur prayſe his honou- 
rable diſpofition, &c, wheſe perſwalion, if other urgenr 
affiires , and bis Kiogdoms Government, a fierce an4 
reftleſs Nation, would permit, he would follow. Yer he 
in a more commodious time, would come unto him 
eAMay 30, 1461, 

Mahomet well peruſing theſe Letters, wroteto him a- 
e411, that, he undertiood, he liked of none of che condi- 
tions propounded , bn: that of the Merchants : thar, this 
offer he would accept of, and his other excnles admit of, 
promiling him to keep a lincere peace wich him for ever, 
except he firlt cauſed irs violation, And chac he had fign- 
ed theſe Letrers with the Imperial Seal, ſent unto him by 
Huftapha, thereby confirming it, char he mighr likewile 
with his Seal confirm this of his; Tha: he openly pro. 
claimthe ſame through his Kingdom , as he will caule to 
bein his; That of his meer bounty he freely granced 
and confirmedro him and his Heires, all che righrro whar 
he had forcibly taken from his Father in «Albania and 
Epirus ; and will alwayes, account and call him Prince 
thereof, &c, So bidding him farewel, and render love 
for love, June 22, 1461, 

Herenpon, a peace was concluded berwix: chem, and 
ſolemnly proclaimed tothe great joy of many, It was 
faichfully kepc on boch (ides, till the T#rks on the fron- 
tiers,began to ferch booties our of Epirus, of which Scan- 
derbeg complaining, eMahomet as ignorant , teemed 
much offended , cauſing much to be reltored : whereby 
the peace was till concinued, A little before this peace, 
Warres began berween the T»rks and Venetians, who be- 
ing in league with the Twk, followed their Traffique, 
Iitcle regarding their Neighbors harms ; Rut Mabemes 
after the ſubverting Conftantineple's Empire, and driving 
Themas and Demetrius out of Peloponeſw, now Morea, 
began to diflurb the Yenetians, who held then divers 
ſtrong Towns there : Joſue Mahome!'s Lievtenant bavirg 
Aa 3 through 
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through a Greek Prielt's creachery, ſurprized, Argos and 
Omares tilt ſpoy.ing abene Nanpattum , now Lepanto, 
made'all hvock abour Aethone and Coronve, Wherefore 
che Venetian Senators milch rroubled , deliberated oir in 
Counſel, what courſe re rake, Some thoughr it belt ro 
cry if ic might be fairly redrefled by Ambaſiadors ro Ada- 
hemet : others deemed ic to no purpole, leeing ſuch out- 

2925 could not be dene Wwithour his knowledge and 
command, In this diverhty of opinions, and nothing 
yet concluded, at length one Vitor Capella, a grave Sena- 
cor» franckly delivered 'a norablz Speech unto chem, 
calling upon them for reſolution: Seeing, he ſaid , they 
mult of neceffity take up Arms, be they vever {o loarh, 

:c. and endeaycuring ro remove their objeRions , he 
121d, when their Ambafſadors nor long fince came to him, 
he callied off the time with deceirfol and glofing

And whereas, lome 
fed rhe::ſelves and others with vain kopes, that he would 
reve: turn his forces upon them, &c, He iaid , vt plainly 
apperred, that he had already proclaimed open Warre a- 
gainlt them by invading , ſntprifing and killing their 
peop'e ; whether they thought 1: more expedient to fit 
fill, ſufering their Dominions to be taken from thera, 
or by open Watrre ro make the barbarous King kno w the 
oreatn2(s of their power ? who 1f ſuffered pro'perouſly 
ſtill ro run on, people would daily more and more fall 
ro him, hopingro live the better as his friends: wherefore 
he thonghr ir berrer, to prefer an honourable Warre , be- 
fore a doub:fal Peace, Thar delay had hure many S:ares,

91mu5a famous Pyrat, who raking ic from the 7 wrks.and 
diftruſting how to keep it, deliveced ir to the Vexerians,

Admirall : Daxdalxs their Land:General, while he was

his batrery, ſhaking the Wall every day , with 1600or 
I8o terrible great ſhor, and one day with 194, Then he 
cauſcd a freſh aſſault ro be given , rather wich worſe ſuc- 
ceſle than before,being forced againe to retire with ſhame, 
though rivo [taliars Caprtaines, and ſome of the better 
Cirizens were ſlaine with great ſhot , 193 bing thar day 
diſcharged, Yer he continuing his batrery, the third day 
after gave a more furious attzmpt than before ; So that 
they comming ro handy froakes, made a molt deadly 
fight;* many of the Chriſtians falling chiefely by the great 
Ordinance, bur of the 7 wrks, molt ; the Enemy had ſo 
prevailed, as ready to enter, Bur all ſeeming almolt for- 
lorne, a new (ſupply of luſty Souldiers comming tothe 
breach , drove him doivne again , forcing him to retire 
with great lofle : Wherewith Mahbomet grieved. diſ- 
charging 173 great ſhot into the City, ſent for his Baſſaes 
and other principal! men, and ſaid rothem, that non? 
were ignorant that it was the third month fince Scodra was 
ſraicly beſieged, &c : and the Walls and Buliworks as 
$004 as razed , having much vexed them with aſſaults, 
&s: Wherefore the morrovw at day dawning, they (hould 
encloſethe City round, and give them a terrible afſaulr 
before the worn-our Enemy could recover his firength , 
and repaire his breaches : that he would nov prove and 
kno them that were worthy of his pay, &'c * thot they 
were fey, bur the Twrks almoſt innumerable, far piſſing 
them in Artillery wherewith many ſhou!d p2riſh inde- 

Cc3 fending 
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ending tbe breaches, rhat his minde gave him, the mor- 
roy before that time they ſhould win rhe City ; asking 
them', it the very name of Scodra were not hatefull unto 
chem ? remembring their Parents, Brethren , Friends or 
Companiens ſlain under thoſe Walls > that it was net 
tu.1 fonr years hnce, ſo many thouſands of his people 
fell; char very hill, and the ones, ſeeming yer ſprinkled 
with their blood: therefore they ſhould glut chemſelves 
with Chriltian blood, astheir lawes did io much exhorr 
chem, doing waar they might, that nor one of thole of 
Scodra might be lefr alive : ſaying, all things were ready : 
ic was eahe fora lirong manto overcome the weakzas they 
were, Hereupon, it was proclaimed, eyery manto be rea- 
dy againſt rhe rime, on pain of death: the Commanders 
allo viewing the City on the Baſſaes hill, conſulted how 


beſtto aſſaulrir : che Defendants, alwayes expeRing their 


Horertng enemies, lefr nothing undone for defence, Ma- 
homet July 22, entring the royal Pavilion on the top cf 
rhe Baſſes Mount, plainly to behold all rhe aſſault; on a 
$13nali given, rh2y {uddenly ranto the breaches chick, ho- 
ping to take the Chriſtians at ſome advantage; wherein 
they were deceived: ſo there was b:gun a moſt morrall 
{tphr, eſpecially towards the Gare, where the Cannon bad 
raade the walls molt afſaulrable, There figt.ting hand to 
h-nd, a Turks Enfign was ſet upon the rampier's top. 
Maberset rejoycivg , thought the City as good as taken; 
bat cheChriltians ſpeedily repairing thicher with new ſup- 
P/1es , beat them from rhe rampiers ; alſo they caſting 
down timber, ſtores, &c, on them that were comming 
up : noſhor likewiſe falling in vain, (they ſtood ſo thick) 
r2cir Enfign was pluckr down, and they forced to retire : 
Wherefore Mahomet in a grezt rage, commanded his 
Ordnance to be diſcharged into the breach with greater 
jury ; commanding the two Baſſaes ſtanding by him , to 
30 and force the Souldiers ro return to the aſſaulr, Who 
G2!cencing the hi!l, where perſivaton would nor, = 

their 
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their drawn Swords, forced the Souldiers: who friving 
might and main to win the rampiers , the walls having 
beenchere ſhaken with 2539, (hor, the Chritiians with 
® invincible courage oppoſed them, io that a more deſpe- 
& rate fight was hardly to be feen, &c, In which dreadful 
E fight, many of the Detendanrs were lain ; bu: of che 
Turks 20 to one: the Chrittans with murthering ſhor 
making lanes our of 'the loupes nigh the Gare, flanking 
the ditch ; yer the Baſſaes and great Captains forcing 
chm foreward, if any rurned back, ſfl-w him ; fo that che 
Turks ſeeing the danger 'n retiring, preſſing on and 0- 
thers ſtepping into the rooms o! rhe (lain, they again re- 
covered the rampiers advancing their Enſigns : Maho- 
met beginning :o lift up his hexd; bur che Companies 
ready in the M:rker-place for all events, ſpecdily com- 
ming, betore rhe / #rks had taken good footing , flew a 
oreat number. forcing the re!t from che rampiers, pluck- 
1n2 downheic Enfigns, and ſerting up their own, Where- 
with, the T #rks diſmayed, withoura fign, retreated, in 
ſpight of their Commanders, haſtily to che Camp. Adaho- 
met-rerurning into his Pavilion, rwo dayes rormented 
himſelf, nor admitting any one to his preſence, The 
Chriltians having taken cheir ſpoil, ſer dead Tarks Heads 
on poles, round the City: 12000 of them being (lain 
in th aflaulr, beſides wounded: 400 Chriſtians were 
loſt, none that came to the breach eſcaping withou: 
ſome wound, After rwo dayes, Mahomet relolved with 
his ewo Baſſes, ro gage his whole forces on another aſs 
fault;for they thought the defendants,waſted and weaken- 
ed, could nor hold out another, Whereupon, every man 
being traitly commanded co b2 ready,great rewards were 
promiſed to thoſe who performed any (ſpecial ſervic2. 
Mah"met the mean time, ſpared nor the walls, &'c, with 
his Cannon ; and the Chriſtians wirh reſtleſs labour, &'c. 
omitting nought thar conld be deviſed for defence, The 
neyy Moon beginning to ſhey her ſelf : rhe Tarks Preeſts 
Cc 4 21Ve 
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cave the Seuldiers knowledge thereof , by finging a Song 
like a proceſhon:theArmy anſivering wich a ſhort,bur won- 
derful noiſe ,, bowed to the Moon with great ſuperſtition, 
Thenbeginving co draw nigh the City, a mile round was 
thick covered with them : The Chriſtians were ready ron 
repulſe chem, chiefly at the great Gate,where Aonets and 
his Brother Aorcinus underrook ro receive the firft a(- 
fault, commonly the terribleſt of the three which they 
give. Mabomet going to the top of the Mount before day, 
and the Signall given by 11 Cannons,and 12 lefler Pieces, 
che T#rks aflailing the City round , with a moſt hideous 
outcry and nimbleneſs, had ina trice fer up an Enfign on 
the Gate's rampiers, which was pluckt down by Moneta, 
and the 7 wrks driven down, with great ſlaughter , the af- 
jaulr thus continuing till day : Adoneta received divers 
wourds , being twice bearen down, yet fill recovered 
himſelf, &'c, Mahomer diſcharging his great Ordnance 
on the Chriſtians , Randing thick 1n the breach , many 
were rent in pleces, and the reſt diſmayed : wherefore the 
7 xrks comming on again, forced toenter ro the utter- 
molt ; but Mozete maintained the place till new Supplies 
came not departing, nor ſuffering others rill the aſſault 
was ended, whom nothing ſo much troubled as the great 
Ordnance, when the Txrks were driven back, almoR 
clearing the breach : bur others Reppirg in their room, 
ranfully repulſed the 7 #rks, Mahomet now comman- 
ced all his forces :0 be drawn to the Gate, there to renew 
the aſſaulr, Whereopon rhe greateſt part being brought ro 
the place, they (o furiouſly afſaulrzd the breach, that ſoon 
ſlaying moſt of the defendants, they had advanced divers 
Enſgnes ; but new ſupplies commivg to the place of dan- 
ger , drave them back, clearing the breach, and oyer- 
throwing the Enſigns : which turning Mahomet”s joy into 
choler, be d'ſ{chargirg all his great Artillery ar once into 
rhe breach, many of his own were lain with che defen- 
dants,

The great Captains, being in the eye of their Maſter, 

forced the Souldiers forward with their ſwords, adventu= 

ring alſo themſelves, whereby the fight was more fierce 
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than befere, Many Twrks were (lain, bur the Defendants 
being oppreſſed with multicude, and overwhelmed with 
ſhot, were ſcarce able ro maintain the place ; Wherefore 
a great cry running through the City, that every man 
ſhould repair to the breach, a multitude of all ſorts mee- 
ting chere together, ſo valiantly enceuntred the 7 wrks up- 
en the Rampiers, that they began again co ſhrink back ; 
which Mahemet perceiving, commanded the 'Ordnance 
to be diſcharged into the breach, nor regarding his ewn 
men: and threatning his Captains wirh horrible death, if 
they returned without viRtory : Yherefore the aſſault was re- 
need; but the Ordnance flew many 7 wrks,as well as Chrt- 
{ttans; the ſhot falling.thrice among the T #rks themſelves, 
rent many a {under to theothers dilcouragement; yer they 
maintained a long and terrible fight : at which rime, with 
one onely ſhot 18 Defendants were ſlain : Arrows fleeing 
and lying o thick, that for a month after, they burnc no- 
thing but Twrks Arrows, nothing was to be heard, bur the 
rerrour ofthe ears, nothing bur death and its inftrumen's 
to be ſeen: a fearful cry running through rhe City, that 
without preſent help, all would be loſt ; whereupon nor 
only the whole, bnt the fick and wounded chearing them- 
ſelves, ran wich ſpeed co the place: (o that the 7 wrks were 
ſlain in great numbers; yer freſh ones ſtill coming up, / 
the deadly figh: was ill maintained, many falling on both 
fides; the 7 wrks one while ſeeming to have the berrer, 
and ſtreightway the worſe ; which doubtful f6ghe contt- 
nuzd moſt part of the 6ay, and moſt (on both fides alive ) 


| beirg wounded or hurt, the aſſault began to aſſwage. 


Mabomet now Cefpairing of vifory, ſounded a retreat ; 
which the T#rks hearipg ran as men effrighted to their 
Tents, The Chriſtians joy of this victory, beirg mixt 
With much ſorrow, for ſuch men as were ſlain; manyot 
whoſe

whoſe baJies they guthering up by p2ace-male, burie1 
with che ref of che lain, Thea alſo, repairing rhelr brea- 
chzs, chey mid: ready for a freſh affault, Mahomet, 
much erieved wi-h chis loflz and diſhonour, wiſhed he 
had ney2r heard of Scodra's nime, ſzying of God, Ir were 
enough for him ro care for h2av2nly maitzrs, and nor 
ccolſz him in his worldly a&ions : and, rormencing him- 
ſelf again in his Tenc cwo d1yes, not co bz (poke wirhall , 
On the third day, calling a gen2ral Councel, ſaid, He 
derermin24 to give a freſh aflaulr, hoping for an eaſe 
vitory, over thoſe ſo weakzned; bar chey all with 
on2 voice cryed out to che contrary, his beſt Souldiers be- 
in? alrexdy ſliin, and m2{t of hole left, ſore wounded, or 
weakned,&c. AnJ Achmetes Bifla, the T#rks great cham» 
pion Randing up, wich pleifing ſp:ech calmed Afabomers 
fury, and with ground:d reaſons, pzrtivaded him to delilt, 
and to take a ſurer coarſe; who(having ſer forch the great- 
neſs of his valour, prailes, and conquzſts, who had gat- 
nzd from the Chriftians 20 Provinces, and 300 great Ct- 
ries, ſtying, Ceſar, Scipio, Pyrrhus, and Hannibal, &c. 
wereall interionr to him in viRori2s, and Countries ſub- 
dued)fid, In his opinion Scodra (which ſhould not (o 
much grieve him, worldly things ofcen deceiving their 
expeRation) ivas not azg2in to be aſſzulred ; for he ſear: 
ching every Ten:, found no place without groaning, figh- 
Ing, &c, he having alſo lot above 3 0000 of his bt Soul- 
diers in the laſt aſſault; chey being all now afraid and 
diſcouraged, whom, himſelf (he ſaid) asking how ſo great 
a fear was come upon chem, they anſwered, It was the ve- 
ry look ofthe men of Scodra (whoſe eyes ſ:emed to ſpar- 
kle with = thar truck char cerrour into chem ; where» 
fore, ſerring forth Scodra's rzngrh, and how, him'elf had 
ſubjeted ro Mahomer, the long defired City of Croia, 
he concluded, that if he would win Scedra, h: mult block 
it op, build trong Forts round abonr it, and make a bridg 
over Boliaxa, with a trong Coftle on exch fi !e ro op the 
pallage 3 


- 
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paſſage ; then co beſiege ocher weaker Cities of rhe Vexe- 
trans, and ſubdue the Country round about, which would 
not be hard, he being Maſter of the field : ſo Scodra, ſaid 
he, muſt needs yield at laſt, as lately did Croia by fa. 
mine, 

This Counſel ſo pleaſed Mahomet and theref}, that the- 
aſſault being laid afidexche Baſſa of Conſtantinople was ſenr 
ro Zabiache a Ciry in Daimatia's borders, which in few 
daies was yielded to him ; who thruſting ont the Inhabi- 
rants, and leaving therein a 7 #rkiſh Garnſon, recurnedto 
Scodra, Then alſothe Baſla of Afia, was ſent againſt 
Drivafto, whither A4ahomet coming, ater 16 daies fiege, 
next day he took it without much relifiance,putting thoſe 
cnthe wallsto che {word : and cruelly {layivg the reſt be- 
ing 300, before Scedra,to terrifie the Defendants, Next 
day, he ſending the Baſſa of Conſtantinople ro Lyſſa, 30 
miles from Scodra, he finding the Citizens fled for fear, 
fired the Ciry, where alſo the T #rks dig'd up Scanderbeg's 
bones as aforeſaid. Mahbomet commuting all rouching 
Scoara's hege unto Achmetes, himſelf departed about Sept. 
7. with 40000 to Conſtantinople, curſing &'banning by rhe 
way, Epirus and all that was therein, eſpecially Scodra, 
Afrer which the two Baſlaes built a Bridge over Boliana, 
with a Caftle on either fide ro hinder Scodra's rehiet : 
which being furniſhed with all neceſſaries, they returning 
let Achmetes with 40000 to continue the fiege ; who ſo 
ordering that no relief could be brought, the Chriſtians ar 
length were fain to ear all loathſome things, &c, a Mouſe 
being ſold at an exceecing price, as alto puddings 
made of Dovs guts, The Yenetians now weary of 16 years 
chargeable war to their grear 1ſe,and not able to relieve 
diltreſſed Scodra, ſent Triviſenys an experienced Senator 
to Mahomet, who ar length concluded a Peace, ZMahomet 
to have Scodra, Lemnos, and the Caſtle of Texarns in Pelo- 
poneſus delivered to him, with $coo Duckars yearly; And 
that chey might freely craffique in all parts of his Domi- 
nions, 
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niens; and fer thoſe of Scedra, they might live ill an- 
der the Twrks Government, or depart with goods whithe: 
they pleaſed ; whereof che Governour being certified, de- 
clared to the Citizens hoy things ſtood, After a thorow 
debate, they concluded all, ro forſake che City, andF 
the houſe of bondage, and to live as pleaſed God, among 
other Chriſtians : So receiving 7 #rkzſ# pledges of ſafery, 
rhey came forch with bag & baggage, being traniported in- 
ro /taly,where they lived 1n peace; the 7»rks aſter a whole 
years fieg2,entring the City with joy & triumph, this hap- 
pened in 1478, Aſabomet in 1480 (ent Achmetes with a 
fleet againſt Leonard Prince of three I{lands nigh Pelopone- 
ſus,yvch he cahily raking,Leowerd fled for his lite into /raly, 
wich his wife and creaſtre to King Ferdinand, whole Kinl- 
woman he had married, About which time Ali Beg & 2 
others entring Tranſilvania with 100000 men, io teared 
rhe Country, that Stephen the Yaywod ſpeedily fled to King 
Matthias craving his ayd; wio, though fick of the Gour, 

his Captains, encountred the Twrks, nor far from Al- 
ba Julia, (laying 30000 ofthem with ſa Beg ; which 
victory was net without the Yayweas fore wounding, and 
S000 Chriltians ſlain, Adahomet grieved that ſo ſmal) 
an Iſland as Rhodes ſhould lye (o nezr his Dominions, 
rroubling his Merchants, &c. which being formerly on- 
fortunately attempred by Mahometane Princes, he new 
allembled his expert Caprains, propounding the matcer, 
Some perſwaded him to ſubdue it 'and revenge Chriſtian 
10)uries, not fearing a repulſe ; who was to bring moe al- 
failants than was fones in the wall - Others declaring the 
Iſlands fitengch with che Defendants valour, 8c, ſaid, It 
was like co prove more difficulc than ſome ſuppsſed, &c. 
alledging it was not worth epgaging his honour with rhe 
lives of ſo many valiant Souldiers, who might conquer? 
Kingdom ; yer Mahomet ambitious, and ſolicired by Me- 
Ligales a fugitive Knight of Rhodes, (who having ſpent bis 
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who preſenced him with a plor of the Ciry,with it and the 
Iſlands rengrth, and hoy to win it, offering to ſpend their 
lives therein, to repair their broken eſtare) he reſolved ro 


f follow their Covniel who perſwaded the war ; wherefore 
! committing that great a&tionro Aeſtibes Paleologns his 


management : he (ayled from Conftantineple with 50000 
men toward Rhodes, calling by che way Demetrizs one of 
the fugitive Knighes, to know, how afely ro Land, Mel;« 
galus talling fick on the way, and growing loathlome and 
croubleſometo che .7T#rks, was thrown overboard alive , 
crying our im vain for help. Peter Damboys a Frenchman, 
was then great Maſter of the Rhodes ; who having once In 
$ daies incelligence from che 7T#rk;/þ Court, and of ſuch 
Judgment as (carce ever to be deceived by falle adyertiſe- 
ments, bad Rrongly fortifyed the City with all neceſſaries 
for many years fiege, Then allo many valiant ones repat- 
red thither our of /raly, F rance, Germany, &c, 10 defence 
of the place and Religion, » Damboys had 16000able 
men in the City, among whom were many Jews and other 
letvile men, who did good ſervice, Meſithes landing in 
the Iſland Juve 22, nor far from the Ciry, Damboys cal- 
ling the Defendants together, ſpake unto them ; thar the 
Turks their mortal enemies, were ready to deſiroy their 
Temples, Oratorics, Religios, ſecking to ruin that noble 
Ciry, the cruel death of them, &c, and alchough che 
chance of war were doubrful ; yer conſidering their cou- 
rage and chearfulneſs, he conceived an aſſured hope of 
victory, Thar the" Turks armed not againſt chem ſo much 
for their deſert, as for rule and ſpight againſt them, and 
Chriltianicy ; ſhewing them, they wanted peicher provi- 
fron, ner a moſt firong Garriſon of divers Nations, and 
which was more, Chriſt their Captain, &c. That they 
were warlike, their enemies effeminate eA ſans, &c, that 
he ſaid nor this to fill rheir ears with windy words ; but 
he aſſured chem, if the Gege were leng, there would come 


ſuch trons aid out of other Countries, as woulg pot = 
erve 
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ſerve to raiſe the ſiege, bur recover the Conſtantinepolitan 


and Trapezonrd Empires, Bur ſuppoſing the bardeſt, 
would nor any one account his life moſt happily ſpent in 
defence of a good conſcience, and Chriſts quarrel > &c, 


Therefore they ſhewing themſelves couragions, he doub- i 


red not, but time and his diſcretion ſhould provide tor 
the reſt, 

They reſting in the aſſurance of their aged Governour, 
deparced to their charge, full of hope &c, The Baſlaſent 
Demetriss, (and his traiterous companion) to view (with 
ſome Troops and foot) where beſt ro encamp ; who be- 
ing known by «Anthony the Maſter's brother , he fal- 
lyed our, skirmiſhing with chem ; bur the Twrks excee- 
ding in number, « Athony rurned on thoſe behind him 
with ſuch force, that he ſlew or wounded moſt of them; 
Demetrius, having his horſe ſlain, himſelf was trodden to 
death by the horſes, whoſe bodie Afurtins unadviſedly 
diſpsiling, was ſlain and his head prelenced to the Baſla ; 
who at his firſt coming, taking a firong entrenched Or- 
chard, placed ſome Companies therein, with {mall Ord- 
nance, (che defendants having abandoned it by night, lea- 
ving their Ordnance behind them for haſte) and by one 
Frapaine a fugitive Chriſtian his Counſel, he there began 
ro batrer Nicholas-Tower, 300 paces diſtinr; but Dam- 
boyſe monnting rio grear Baſilisks, he quickly forſook it; 
yer ſhortly after, he planted a greater battery near the 
ſame, and of far greater force, and 3oo ſmaller pieces ; 
bur Frapaine Maſter of his Ordnance, beſtowed the ſhot 
co ſmall purpoſe, ;yhom the Baſla diftruſting, he fleeing 


by night, again to the Xhodians, diſcovered the Twrks (e- 
crets , who continuing the battery, had bearen down if

ſome parc ofthat Tower, : which che Chriſtians repaired 1 


the beſt they could; ye: the Twrks fiercely aſſaulting ic | 


for 6 hours, they retired having loſt 800 men, wich many 
drowned, and 1000 fore wounded, Meſithes having af- 
ter this made a fair breach in the wall; Dambeyſe _ up 
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ach Rampires with a Countermvre, thar he durſt nor ad- 
venture ro enter; the Captains helpipg therein, and moe 
ving the rett by their example, 
The mean time, youpg Caly Bafſa being ſent to ſee how 
Erhe fiege went forward, it was given our (to ternife the 
b3d efencants ) that Mabewer was coming with 100000 
men, and 150 great Ordnance; whereat ſome were excee- 
dingly feared, eſpecially the Spariards and their neigh» 
bours of Navarre, that defiring leave to be gone, they dif- 
couraged the reſt ; Damboyſe (ending for them, and ſharp» 
ly reproving them promiſed to ſhip them forthwith our 
of the Iſle, &c. commanding them (the mean time) ro 
ceaſe their murinousralk, with threats : who ſhortly after, 
conpfidering the difhonovur to theraſelves and Nation, if 
they ſhould be ſo ſent away, craving pardon they ſhewed 
themſelves moſt forward in all ſervices during that hiege ; 
yer Damboyſe would never truſt them alone, The Baſſa 
leeirg by the Mafters policy, all his deyices counterman- 
ded, praRiiled to poylon him by one Janus a Dalmatian; 
who being received into the City as a Chriſtian tugicive 
acquainted himſelf with one Py;hizs an Eprror, familiar 
with Phile/phns, (Damboyſe his late Secretary ; but then 
in diſgrace as partaker inthe Jace muriny) a fit infirumens 
ro work the Treaſon, as being well acquainted with the 
Cooks and Butlers, &c, whom Pythins periwading to 
revenge the diſgrace he lived in, ſhewed him how to do 
it. &c, Philelphs; diſſembling the matter, defired ro know 
what benefit might thereby ariſe more than revenge. 
Pthins (ſhewed him the Bafla's Lerters ro Janus, aſſuring 
$ him what he promiſed any one for furtherance of his 
= poyloning, he would fully perform the ſame. Philel- 
2 ph»s, diſcovering the matter to Damboyſe, Jarws and Py» 


© £3 thins confefling the Treaſon, upon examination, Jews

was beheaded, and Pythivs hanged ; bur Phileſphns recet- 
ved again into fayour. as 
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The Baſſa herewich much grieved, yer till battered 
the Ciry,* and chiefly, Nichol as-Tower, framing (beſides 
other preparations ) a great bridge Rayed with firong 
ropes,&c. berwixt his barcery & the Tower, for aſlailing 
ic, Bur as ic was making faſt, Rogers an Engliſhman,found 
means by nighr, to breakand curall the Cables, whereby 
ic was carried away by the Sea ; for which he was by 
Dambeyſe rewarded, and publickly commended. Yer a 
new Bridge being framed on boats,&c, and faſtened wich 
Cables, and Anchors, with divers Ordnance placed

Then the Baſſa offered Damboyſe (in his Maſters 
name) great rewards and preferments to yield the City ; 
which the Meſſengers ſaid, he could nor long hold, &c, 
who anſwered, He would not in his ſure eſtate uſe his ene- 
mies Counſel, ner in difſtrefſe reſuſe to yield his life to 
God, far rather then to yield though on never ſo good 
condiriens in ſhew, Then (according to the Baſſa's in- 
iruRiors) they perſwaded him ro yield ro Mahomet 
ſome yearly tribute or homage, Bur Damboyſe knowing 
by others exatnple, T #rk; Thraldom ro lye included un- 
der chat (mall requeſt, utterly refuſed eicher. The Baſla 
exceedingly troubled, reſolyed, for his honours ſake, to 
uſe (in that extremity) an extream remedy ; wherefore 
mounting ſome pieces much higher, he battered the City 
day and night, for four daies ; the Chriſtians al(o not 
ſparing cheic ſhor, bur women and children in the City, 
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hrouded themſelves in Cellars and Caves for the thick- 
jeſs. ofthe ſhor, Ar lengthy a fair breach being made, the 
wrks {o deiperatly affaulced ir, that they ſuddenly ſer 
ame Enfigns on the top of the walls ; bur they being 
Don repulſed into the dicches, moſt never roſe 2gain. 


vhereby{Fhen allo in another place, they both adyanced theic En-

Zemes being henourably entercained at Rhodes , 
alleadged, 3 dayes after,in the Knighes publique aſlembly, 
for celour of his rebellion, that Bajazer rhough the elder, 
was born whileſt his Farher lived ina private effare; bur 
he was his Fathers ficſt-born , being an Emperour, E's, 
yer he could have been content to have given him place, 
ſo he would have granted him ſome ſmall portion of 
the Empire, &c, wherefore he hoped to finde ſuccou; 
in that his diſtreſs : proteſting , that if ever he ſhould by 
cheir meanes obtain the Empire, he would make with 
them a perpetual peace , and reft their friend forever : 
Damboys chearing him , promiſed to keep him ſafe from 
his Brothers fury , andto coramend his cauſe co orher 
Chriſtian Princes, He was now about 28 years old, ral}, 
ſomewhar corpulent, and well limb'd, gray-eyed , ſome.

Bur Bajazet, things being well quieted, recurned to 
Conſtantinople , atrending ſome new morion by his Bro- 
ther to be made ; but hearing he was at Rhodes, he ſenr 
cercain Baſſaes ro Damboys, to deliver up Zemes, for a 
wondrous ſumm of money, Which,when it could nor be 
obtained, they concluded a commodious peace for the 
Rhedians; alſo agreeirs, that Zemes ſhould be kept in 
ſafe cuſtody, Bajazer to pay in conſideration, and for his 
honourable uſage, 30000 Ducketrs yearly roche Maſter,

While eAchmetes was employed abroad , Bajazet diſ- 
conrſing with the orher Baſſaes, on his late expedition as

diftrult Achmetes : wherefore {ſac Baſſ4 (whole Davgh-

h2ſenc for great numbers of the Acanzsj, reputed the beſt 
{orc of Common Sou'diers; moſt of the Baſlaes ro whom 
he imparted his dzvice , much diſlikzd it; bur Atts and 
Iſhendr Baſla of Michael Ogli's Family , diflwaded him 
from it, allexdging thir numnb2r, courage,experience,Cc, 
And,it he ſhould kill all abou: Confavtimeple , yer all [his 
ſtrong holds b2ing holden by ocher Fanizaries,they would 
take up Armes intheir ovn defence and friends revenge, 
which were likely ro endanger himſelf and his whole Em- 
pie, beſides his perp2ru1!l diſhonoar, 

The vigilant Fanizaries getting an inckling thereof , 
more and more ſuſpe&ed the mitrer, both by the often 
and ſecret repiire of great men ro Court , and alſo by rhe 
unwonted multicud- of tho'e Acanzrj brought into the 
City. 

Wherefore banding themſelves together, they ſtood on 
rheir zuard , and lighting on eAls Beg , comming 
from Court, opprobriouſly demanded of him , if he were 
one who had conſpired their deftra ion , and had he nor 
greatly proteſted and ſworn cothe contrary , they had pre- 
ſently (lain him, 

Bajazet ſeeing his purpoſe diſcover:d , by others 
counſell; ro colour his intention, proclaimed, that the Ja- 
”zAries and others now afſ:mbled at Conſtantinople, 
ſhould be ready again a diy, ro goe 81 þ him into Aol- 
davia, But when he hould fer forward , the Janiza- 
r1es joyned in order of barrell by themſelves, nor would 
they receive the Emperour into the mid'{ of their ranks, as 
zorm:rly, bur ſhaking cher weapons at him, told _— 
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had ſought their defttuRion , biddirg him ( if he weuld 
ſer his Executioners to work upen them, whom he ſhould 
tinde ready and able to defend themlelves, Bajazet give 
ing them good words , and vfbg all meanes , by his Baſ- 
ſacs, &'e : to pacific them , (wearing þy his Fathers hol 
Soul , he would not harme the meaneſt ef them, wit 
much ado they received Bajazet : who agy> Danabiuas , 
entered Moldavia, and befieging (ireng Achilleis (now 
Kel) a Sca-Town , it was delivered him by compoſiti- 
on, thence going ro Acgiemen or Aſprocaſtron , it was 
Iikewile {urrerdred after a months fiege : 1o returning to 
Conſtant inople, 

Bajazet tearing Zemes breaking forth , or his ſetting vp 
by Chriſtian Prit.ces, offered grear ſumms for his delive- 
ryto him : and Charles the French Kirg purpoſing ro In» 
vade Greece (after Naple's its Congreſi) was wohdrous de- 
firous of him; allo Matthias of Huxgary , ſought by all 
meanes to obtaize him : then alſo Pope /»necent the 8h, 
no lefle defirons of ſo great a pledge, With the large penſi- 
on, ſ0 wrought by his curning Legate, that the Grand Ma- 
{er delivered Zemes to him at Reme in 1488 : wheretore 
he was honoured with the title of Cardinal, So Zemes re- 
maining at Remve, all [»necent's ard eAlexaxder the 6th, 
their rime, receiving for him 206co Duckats zear]y , till 
Charles paſſing through 1taly again} Alphenſw of Naples 
in 1495, ſo terrified the Pope, furthering Alphorſu's ti» 
rle, that among other corditions he was glad to give 
him his graceleſſe Son Ceſar Borgia in hefiage, and to 
deliver Zemes unto him, * 

John Caftriot, Scanderbeg's Son,aided by the Veretians, 
while Bajazet was bufied againſt Zemes, overthrowing 
the 7 wrks nigh Croia recovered much of Epirms : then 
alſo Chernowich »n Albanian Prince ( by the Venetians 
help) expulſed them out of that part of A/5ama : Sothat 
Bajazer was glad to ſuffer him to enjoy all ke recovered , 
payipg bima ſmall tribuce ſo; the ref?

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Bajaztty in revenge of the King of Caramania his didinS | 


Zemes, raiſing a great Army, and marching along th*® 


Aſian Countryzs in 1486,cntred Caramania: whole King 


( knowing him'e'f roo weak ) fortified his tirong places , 
and rerired into Tarr Straits, where he was in the moſt 
lafery, Bajazet (poyling tac Country moſt of the Sum= 
mer, layed fiege to the City Tarſw, ſoon making the 
Walilsſaultable by batrery : che Cirizens noi offering ro 
deliver it up reſerving their lives, libertyes , and goods 
which Bajazet accep:ed of and performed : not ſuffering 
any Souldiers more than needfull ro enter : and Winter 
growing ob, he diſperſing his Souldiers round abour , nor 
iuff-ring them to Till, Sow, &c : they were forced to 
yieldro his devotion, Wherefore? the Caramanian King 
obtaining aide of Caytheinu the Egyptian Snltan, rook 
the field che firſt of the Spring, though much inferiourco 
his puiſſant Enemy. So berwixt them was begun a terri- 
ble fight, which was maintained che whole day , with 
doubrfull ViRory and great ſlaughter , neiv ſupplies com- 
ming in, The Caramaxian ſecing his overlaid Souldi- 
ers begin te give ground, (o furiouſly brake wich his guard 
and other valiant ones into the midi of his Enemyes , 
thac being forchwich exivironed, &c : his horſe ſlaine, and 
fighting on foot , fell downe dead , having flaine divers 
Turks with his own hand : whoſe Sonldiers now diſcou- 
raged, fled, and were moſt {hine or taken : after which 
Bajazet over-running all , ſoon ſubdued the large Coun- 
try of C:licia, Then was there anauntient EMabometan 
Prince commanding molt of 7 raches in Cilicia with the 
famous City Scandelors :who had long lived as a Neuter 
be:wixt the Chriſtian and Caramanian Kings ; againit 
which poore Prince ( onely left in A/i4 the lefle) Bajs- 
z#t turning his forces : he weighing his ſmall power ; of- 
f:red rodeliver up Scanadeloro with all his terricory , fo 
Bj#:#t would give him other poſſeſſions for ir wy” 
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«Aſa : which he accepting , became Lord of all the Sea” 
Coalt, ſrom Boſphorws to Syria's confines, 

After this, be deicendiog into the leſſer LArmenia,ſub- 
jeQed all thereof, as of Cappadocia, belongingrtothe Ca» 
ramanian Kings : (o leavipg Aduſtapha Baſſa at Iconinm 
wich his Afias Army to keep under bis new Conquetts, 
himſe/fcriumphanrly returned to { onſeantimople where he 
was joytully received, 

Airer which , Bajazet (ſwelling in diſdaine againſt the 
v/E£x1ption and Syrian Sultan, who had aided Zemes, and 
chen the Caramanianappointed in 1487, Caragoſes Baſſs 
with /ſhender, to invade Syria with altrong Army , who 
being come to the utmoſt parts of Cilicia , Aladenles 
(Kipg of the rude & fierce people, dwelling along mounc 
7 aurw) being in league with che Sw/tan, lay in Ambuſh 
in tbe fraires whereby the 7 wrks mult needs paſſe, 1ſhen- 
der marching inthe Avant with many eAcazz), before 
he was aivare , was ſo fiercely charged , thar loſing moſt 
of his men, che reſtfleetng, he with his rivo Sons were ra- 
ken : Michael the eldeft being bound , was ſlaine by one 
whoſe Brother he had there ſlaine : whoſe head, A/aden- 
les ſending to Iſhender to grieve him the more, ke bidche 
Meſſenger not ſhew it him, bur to bid his Mafler eat it if he 
would : wherewich Afadenles exceedingly moved, yer pi- 
tying the old mans ſertthe young?r ſoon ar Liberry, ſend- 
ing /hender Priſoner ro Carte, where he remained $ years; 
Carageſes diſcouraged, retired into Cilicia , and was com- 
manced by Bajazez to Conſtantinople , as unfit for ſuch an 
enterprize, 

Next Spring 1498, Bajazet ſert Achmetes Baſſa with 
a far greater Army againſt the Sw/tax : who being come ro 
the fartheſt of Cilicia, was at Tzwgar Ove overthrown by 
the vFgyptians and Arabians : himſelf fighting valiaptly 

loſt wo tingers, and was ſent Priioner to Carre, 

Bajazet rather incenſed berewith, mace the 2reateft 
preparation in 1489 by Sea ard Land againſt the Sw/tas 
; {cnding 
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ſending Ali Baſfſs , or Calibeus with Cherſeogles his Son 
in Law, with a great Army by land, requeiiing of the 
Venetiaxs ( in league with him) to refreſh his Fleet upon 
occaſion, in Cyprus : which the Senate denying , yet ſent 
cheir Admirall with 39 Galleys for defence of (ypres : 
who conſidering how ſecret and ſudden the T arks de- 
ſignes were, he (ent ſundry Companyes out of Creete into 
Cyprss for its better defence ; bur underſtanding all their 
Fleetto be mer, and ſer forward,he hoiſd faile for Cyprus: 
the Twrkyſþ Fleer keeping on their courſe , met the land- 
Army neere Mount Taurus, Cantheins having ſent Hibeg 
with a trong Army of Aawalukes and others to be in rea- 
dineſſe, He ( chough far inferiour to his Enemyes ) ex- 
peRed nor their comming inte $9714 , but merchem nor 
far from Tarſus of {ilicia : whoſo ſoon as come toge- 
ther, cheertully joyned barrcell : which terrible fight was 
maintained all day with donbtfull ViRory and exceeding 
flaughrer : The Generalls with freſh ſupplyes relieving 
cheir difirefſed, Night approaching , both Armyes 
(chiefly the Twrks) wearied and weakened, retired to their 
Camps, Bur the &gyptians finding all their Carriages, 
Vicualls, &'c : gone which , (ſome ſay) the robberous 
borderers had done to pleaſe the Twrks : others, that 
choſe in charge terrified with the 7 #rks number, and bat- 
cell's doubtfullneſſe, fled along the Seazfide, and were 
ſpoiled by the T#rks our of the Galleys , were ſore trou- 
bled, fearing great extremities. Whereforeearly inthe 
morning they braved their Enemyes : which the Twrks 
diſdayning, ſet foreward with diſplayed Enfignes : there 
beginniog ſuch a deſperately reſolved fight , that one 
might have ſaid, the former was but a play in compariſon; 
none b:ing ſeen to give zround, or look back : the Jaxi- 
z4rjes and Mamalukes Foot to Foot , ſpending their ut- 
molt force upon each orher;{f:beg the while freſhly char- 
ged the Turks wich 15000 valiant Horſe as a reſerve , ſo 
that they began co give ground - which being made good 
again 
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acaine by others brought on by the Baſſaes, cill the Sun's 
2oing done, the battell was tercer than betore; then re- 
tiring totheir Camps , nor knowing yer who had che ber» 
cer. 

The Baſlaes finding ſcarce athird part of 100000 men, 
lefr, and molt of chem hurt , doubting to be ſer upon 
againe, fled away the ſame Night,leaving all behind them, 
The &gyptians allo lofing halfe of 7o0Co, and wanting 
provifion, were retired into Mount Taxrss, not knowing 
of the 7 wks flight : Some paſling inco Syria, reported , 
the Sultans Army was overthrown ; ſo unc2rtaine Was 
the event of that barrell, Bur Aladesſes certifying them 
of their flight, and the eſpialls confirming the ſame, Ksbeg 
preſently comming done, enrred the 7 wrks Camp, tind- 
ing plenty of all neceſlaryes for refreſhment, 

Aladeuſes with his Varſacides , robbed and flew many 
Turks in their returne, {o (topping the paſlages , that the 
Mamalukes overtaking them, few remained alive to car- 
ry news home ; Calibens and Cherſcogles being both raken 
and preſented to Caytheins, with 18 Sanzacks Enligner, 
Bajazets Navy allo riding at Orontes mouth, was by tem- 
pelt pur from Anchor , and ſwallowed up of the Sea, or 
bearen in pieces upon the main?, Wherefore, with much 
adoe he concluded a Peace with the Sultan , reftoring all 
places taken from him - the S»/tan delivering him Cali- 
beius, Cherſeogles, eAchmetes, and Thander , with a num- 
ber of other Priſoners, 

Shortly after Calibejws died, having worthily governed 
&gype with all Africk,, unto Cireze Weſtward , and uno 
Euphrates Ealtward 2 who through Daltibe his Wite's 
1mporrunity, had joyned his Son AMahemethes in the tel- 
lowſhip of the Kipgdome,, the bercer to enjoy it after his 
death : contrary ro the Mamaluk's cultome, who grudg- 
Ing to be defrauded of their wonted choice , {lev Maho- 
methes, and ſoon after four more , who aſpired rhe Kings 
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dome, ſetting up a Slrax of their own cheyce, 

Abour the cime of the Peace concluded, Charls the 
French King greatly preparing againſt Alphenſus King of 
Naples gave ou: , that after uts recovery, he would in- 

ade Greece : induced hereto chiefly by Sforti« Duke 
of Millane his ſolicitation , whereby 1taly was ſore 
ſhaken, and Sforzia himſelf at laſt dyed a Priſoner 1n 
Frauce, 

Alphoyſus doubting the French Kings greatneſſe, entred 
2 confederacy with ſome Stares of Italy,chiefly with Pope 
Alexandet the 6ch : giving his baſe Daughter in Marriage 
ro Godfry Borgiathe Biſhops Son , making him Prince of 
Carinala, entertayning his other Son Francs 1n great pay, 
in his Wars. 

And bv Camillas, his Embaſſadour, acquainted Baje- 
zet what the French King, purpoſed againtt them both, 
requeſtivg him to aide him with 1 2000 Horſe and Foot : 
Pop: eAlexander allo, ſending George Bucciarde to Ba- 
jazet, to declare, with what power (atter the French King 
had diſpa:ched his Wars in /tea/y)he intended to paſſe into 
Greece : Wherefore he had been earneſt with him for 
Zemes ; yet he diltruſting the French, and carefull forthe 
State of Italy, had entred a league with Alphonſms , wan- 
Ling nothing more than money : by which Bajazer ( he 
ſaid) mighr provide for the (aſery of Greece ; Rome an1 
Aaples being the fureft Walls of that fide the Othomar 
Empire, &c, Bajazet knowing this to be truz, thanked 
the Biſhop for his timely admonition, & c : willing Buc- 
ciarde to rerurne to his Maſter with ons Daztins his Am- 
baſſadour, who ſhould carry money and other ſecre: re- 
ſolves, writing a Greek Epiſtle , cunningly to per- 
ſivade the Biſhop to Poyſon Zemes : promiſing him 
for this, 200000 Duckats , and never to take up 
Armez azain(t the Chriſtians, 
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But George and Dantixg being about to land at Ancona 
were boarded by Fohn Rovereus, pretending a great ſum 
due to him for his ſervice done in Pope 1nrocent's time, 
& quir of their Treaſure,and whatever elſe aboard,which, 
the Biſhop much troubled, could never recover, though 
ſeeking recompence from the Yenet;ans,who were to ſave 
the 7 #rks barmlelſs in thoſe Seas, for Reverews bearing 
upon the French, ſet ar naughe che Biſhops curſes and 
threats, Dante b:ing ſet on ſhoare , went to Ancona, 
and rhence ro Gonzaga, Duke of Mantua, ani was by 
him, for auncient friendſhip with Bajezer,conrtzouſly en- 
rertaiped, and furniſhed wich money and Apparel, ſo re= 
turning into Greece, 

Bajaz#t forthwith ſent ſuſtapha Baſſa, to Pope «Ae 
lexander with like inſtructions , who comming fafely to 
Rome, among many things in charge , the life of Zemes, 
was, that he moſt ſoughr for of the Biſhop, Charls the 
French King then in 1495, paſſing chorow /taly, againſt 
Alphonſus, and fo thorow Rome, (o terrified Alexander 
the Biſhop, that he yielded co all condirions he deman= 
ded (not purpoling the performance of any) giving him 
Ceſar. Borgia his Sonne in hoſtage , then a Cardinal,co- 
verivg the diſgrace with his Sonnes Title of Legate, and 
was forced to deliver him Zemes : who te the Biſhop's 
profit, had remained ſeven yeares there in cuſtody , who 
three dayes after, died ar Cateta, thought to be payloned 
before, by a wondrous white and pleaſant powder, cun- 
ningly mingled with the Sugar which Zemes drank wich 
water, Whole dead body ſent to Bajazet, was by bis ap= 
pointment honourably interredat Pruſa : Borgia allo de- 
ceiving his Keepers at Velitras, returned to Rowe before 
Charls came to Naples : which wicked imp, ſhortly at- 
ter, envying Candianu his Brother, General of the Bi. 


| hops forces, then great , having ſupped together wich 


their Mother, cauſed him to be murthered going home, 
and his body to be caſt inco 7iber, Then calling off his 
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Cardinal.'s Robes,took on him the leading of his Fathers 
Army, And with exceeding prodigality , exhaufting his 
Fathers Coffers, and the Church Trea(ures, bound to him 
deſperare Rufhans and Souldiers, chiefly Spamards, his 
Fathers Countreymen : which proceedings, his Father 
winked at, fearipg, it was thought, to be murdered of 
him, himſelf, He now became a terror tothe Roman 
Nobuity and Signiories thereabonrs, by his Fathers help, 
deſiringro make him great; drave the Family of the Co- 
lumnu out of the City, then our of 7raly : and poyſoning 
or killing the honourable of the #r ſine and Caetane Fami- 
lies, took their poſſcſhons ; rangling ar once 4 Nobles 
of rhe Camertes, and driving Guide Feltrizs our of Krbin, 
taking Piſaurum from Fohn Sfortia , hardly eſcaped his 
hands: and driving the Malateftaes out of Ariminum, 
thrufting the Lady Catherine Sfortia out of Forum Liul:, 
and Corxelii, ſhamefully leading her 1n criumph tho:ow 
Rome, And (hedding blood without meaſure, he took 
Faventia from young Aftor Manfredus, whom having a- 
buſed againſt Narure, he cauſed to be firangled, and caſt 
into 7 ber : But he being with his Father at a ſolemn 
Snpper in the Vaticaxe, prepared to ceſtroy ſome Cardi- 
nalls, and other chief Cinzens, they were both poyſoned 
by a waiter's miltaking theFlagon of poyloned Wine,pre- 
pared for the gueſts, the Biſhop dying fe.v dayes after;bur 
his Sonne, theſame being more allayed with water, died 
not a long time after, yet was ſo ſick, that he was ſoon for- 
ſaken of his followers; ſeeing two of his enemies, P:#s the 
3d, and Jul: the 2d, Grring in his Farhers place, Pius 
-enJoying it bur 16 dayes : whom Z#liw ſucceeding, cau- 
ſed Ceſar Borgia to be (hurt up in a Caſtle, whence he 
freed bim upon delivery of ſome irons Holds held by his 
Garriſons, who flecipg to Ofia, and (o by Sea to Na- 
ples, he was for fear of raiſing nei (tirs1n Jeep, apprehen- 
ded by Ferdinand, King of Spain's Command , and im- 
p:ioned in Spain in cdina Caltle : where , after three 
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years, he eſcaping by a rope,from a high Tower,fled tothe 
King of Navarre, in whole Warres he was 1n a hot sKir- 
miſh, rhough he got the Victory, {lin with a ſmall ſhor, 
whole body found {tript , and brought ro the Kipg ona 
bad Beat, was honourably buried at Pampilona, 

Bur the French King having loſt Zemes by death, and 
Borgia by eſcape, journied roward Naples, all places yiel- 
dinz to him as he wer:t, without much refitance, cAl- 
phonſus defiitute of requeſted aid, and molt of the Nobi- 
lity hating himyfor roo ſeverely puniſhing the late rebel- 
lious, the Princes of Sarne and Salerne being chiet : and 
the people murmuring at cheir heavy exations for theſe 
Warres maintenance, with teares in hight of the Neopol;- 
taxs, refigned his Kingdom to his Sonne Ferdinaxd, ſcarce 
reigning a year after his Fathers death, paſſing over to 
Maxerea in Sicilia : (Ferdinand Was, to the wondrous 
content of the Neapelitaxs, with joy, &c. ſaluted King, 
returning preſently to his Army : by which time the 
French King was with his forces entred far into Naples, 
and having taken divers Cities by afſaulr , Gruck che Neo-« 
politans with a general terror, Ferdinand had taken the ' 
Strairs of St, Germanes Forreſt , ro hinder Charls his fur- 
ther paſſage; bur ſuddenly hearing that Columna had 
broken by the Appenives, into Campania, he doubting to 
be (hut up berwixt ewo Armies, retired to {apsa, where 
chrough the River YVulturnus deepneſs, he purpoſed to 
op the French ; but neves being brought, that the Cirt- 
zens of Naples yereall up in Arms, doubring which way 
ro turn ; he, troub'ed , leaving -his Army and Cap4 1n 
charge to his Captains, rode back poſt to Naples : by 
whole arrival}, erery man laying down his Arms, g-ne- 
rally welcommed him : who earneſtly requeſting rhem 
not to betray him their natural King unto his cruel <ne> 
mies, &c, they all anſwered , they would ſpend rhem- 
ſelves in his quarrel, while keeping his Army whol-, an 
defending Capna; bur it the OTE ſhows be &: 
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verthrown, or abandon that City , and the French King 
approach Naples, he ſhould againſt reaſon and equity ex- 
ac his Snbjets fidelity: So expoſing City and Covntry 
chereabouts ro be ſpoiled, &c, Charls the while , being 
come to Capra, the Citizens, though ever affeHed to the 
Arragon Kings, yet (th French King bearing down all 
before him)rhey conſulced of yieldipg up the:City : and 
che rather , throueh the revolt of Tyivultizs ard his fol- 
Jowers,which cauſed Verginius & Petilianus toflec ro No+ 
[z with their Companies, The French hereupon entering 
ch2 Suburbs, Gothfreaus & Gaſpar, two valiant Germanes, 
{allied forch with chetr Companies ; and having valiantly 
repulſed the French, in their recurn were ſhut our of che 
Gate, and in danger of the enemy : who on gbeir knees, 
entreating the cowardly Citizens on the Walls, not io ro 
e:ray their friends, &c, ar length were received ten by 
£2n, in at on2 Gate, and pur out at another, fartheſt from 
the enemy ; who gving toWvards Naples , met with the 
King at LAverſay declaring what had hapned at Capna, 
who notwithſtanding, came to its very Gates , calling on 
divers chict onzs ro be letin; but none anſwering him, 
and a French Enſign being en the Wall, he returned to 
Naples,wehere he found the Gates ſhur againlt him,and all 
che Citizzns in Arms , not willing to receive any but the 
King himſelf; for it was famed, that all his chief Cap- 
cains ieregone tothe enemy) or fled, rhe Army broken 
up, and Capsa yielded:wherefore they began to contemn 
Ferdinand, who fetching a compaſſe, cawe tothe Caſtle, 
whereinto he was received; but foreſeeing, he ſhould 
there be beſizged by Sea and Land, he commendirg ir to 
val'ant Davalas his keeping, departed with 29 Gallics, to 
the H{lnd «Aura, not farre off; But JufRnz, the Cap- 
rain Of the Calle, trairerouſly ſhut the Gates againſt him: 
Wherewich the Prince wondrouſly perplex:d, with in- 
rreary and remembrance of his Fathers,and his own bene- 
firs beſtowed on him, he prevailed with 7»/fns ſo , as = 
come 
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come in bur himſelf alone : So opening a Port, Ferdinand 
ſuddenly at his entrance Rtab'd him to the heart , in the 
mid(t of his Souldiers: rhe Warders diſmayed with his 
look, at his Command let in all his followers : the day 
afrer whole departure from Neple's Caſtle, Charls was re» 
ceived with ſuch triumph by che Neopolitans , as if reſto» 
red to perfeR liberty : and toon after thar Caſtle, with all 
ſtrong holds chereabouts, were yielded to the French : all 
the Princes and people ſubmiccing unto Charls bis po- 
er, All bzing loſt, Ferdinazd, from Enaria, departed 
to Sicilie - the Houle of eArragon lofing that Kingdom 
in leſſe than 5 moneths ; abour 63 years after it was ta- 
ken from the French by Alphonſus the Elder, When the 
Turks ſaw the French Enfigns diſplayed on the Walls , all 
along (alabria and Salern's Coalt, many of them, along 
Epirus and Macedenia's Coalt forſook their charge for fear 
of the Chriſtians in Greece beginning to lifc up their heads, 
chiefly che wild Acroceraus; in Epiras borders, who ta- 
king Arms) refuſed T »rk;ſþ Tribute, 


Both Chriſtian Princes and che 7 #rk, doubted whi- 
ther Charls his greatneſs would groiy : many thinking he 
affeted the Romax Empire, and Monarchy of 1taly, 
Pope Alexander, and Maximilian then Emperour, bzing

Kſun Caſſanes, either moved with Haiders vertues, or 
to Win the hearts of the multicude, gave him Martha be- 
gotten of Deſpina,Calo- Jeannes of Trapezond ns Davgh- 
rer; Who was freely to exetcile Chriliian Religion as the 
Emperour covenanted with #ſun, whereby Martha 
was a Chritltian alſo : who ſoon bare Haider a Son cal- 
led Hyſwael, whom ſhe (fo trained up in her Principles, 
that he obtaining the Kingdom of Perſia never found taulc 
with the Chriſtians Religion, 

Haider, graced with this marriage, grew into greater 
eſtimation than before : ſo that his doQrine and folloyw- 
ers increaling, Facup ſucceeding his dead tather ſux, diſ- 
truſted leſt the Perſians ( (ecretly favouriny their ancient 
Kings poltericy)(hould raiſe ſome dangerous rebellion be- 
fore he was well ſettled. Wherefore, he cauſed Haider 
his brother in Laiy to be ſecrerly murdered, with fire and 
ſword p-riecured the profeſſours of that neiv doQrine, 
Hyſmael (then a child) eſcaping his Uncles fury, fled to

higheſt degree ; who (as yer but a yourh)ſeemed ro make 
no reckoning of riches, honour, fame or aw hority : ſome 
alſo ſwearing . that Haider (calculating his Nativity) faid, 
He ſhould prove a gte:r Propher, and rhe Anthor of true 
Religion; who ſubduirg moſt of the Ealt,ſhould be as 210- 
rious as was Afahomet himſelf : which report occafione 
the vulgar to calk of wonders, Hyſmael, was afterwards 
lurnamed Sophos, that is, a wiſe mar, or the god's Inte: 
pret:r, Zacap being (with bis Son) poyſoned by bis a- 
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evp,and firiking off her head,preſently died with his Son3 
afrer which, troubles arofe; divers great onesaſpiring the 
Kingdom in order, nat long enjoying ir: Elvan-Beg be* 
ing chen mightily 1impugned by his brgther Aorarchar 
ms, 

Hyſmael taking this opportunity, arming divers of his 
molt able men, wich ſome ſmall aia from Pyrchales,entred 
Armeniaandmore by tame and good vill,than forcezreco- 
yered his. Fathers inheritance, groiving ftropger, & ftron- 
ver by the continual repairivg of ſuch, who having recet- 
ved Haiders dotrine, had long(for fear) diflembled che 
ſame, and belieging che City Swmachia in Media's cons 
fines; he took and ſacked it, enriching and Arming his 
Souldiery : after which, be thought how to compaſle the 
ereat Ciry 7 amris, the Perſian King's Seat, and thenthe 
Kipgdom ; wherefore, coming chicher with his Army, 
before any ſuch thing was feared, Elvar was there, who 
had lately vanquiſhed Aoratchamw ; after which,be had 
ſeverely execured divers chief Citizens of T auris,who had 
taken his brother's part, whereby the Citizens were (o ali- 
enaced from him, that upon Hyſmae!'s approach, they 
were ready to forſake him : whereof Hyſmael was before 
informed, Flvar, as diſmayed, fleeing our of the Ciry, 
the gates ere fer open to Hyſmael, for the Citizens( bes 
fore ſuffering great calamiries by the brothers contention) 
ſaw now an open way to prefermenc, by receiving Hyſ- 
maecl's reformed Religion; who entring the City, ſlew 
ſome of che King's Guard, railing Facwp's ately Tomb , 
and 1n revenge ot his Father's death; had his bones digged 
up and ſcattered abroad, razirg alſo his memoriall one 
of all che Ciry, 

Hyſmael (knowing that while Elvas lived, his con- 
quelt was not aſſured) augmented his Army tothe ut- 
moſt , furniſhing thzm wich Arms out of the King's Ars 
mory : aand had nevys that 77 Perſian Kipg was coming 
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from Scyr4 with a great Army againft him, and that 
Horatchamus ( forgetting former quarrels ) had raifed 
an Army about Bayley, ro joyn with him ; who, tos 
thing terrified, reſolved to go again them, and ler- 
ting forward , encouraged his Soeuldiers reſolutely to 
follow him (a leader given them of Ged) toan afſu» 
red vitory : So coming wich incredible celericy, ro 
Mount Niphates (parting Armenia from Afyria, Elvan 
purpoſing ſhorrly to pafle over it, had ſent his Scouts ro 
diſcover the Straits, and Pioniers to make the waies more 
commodious; wherefore , Hyſmae! advancing his En- 
fgns up the Monntains, and- ciſcomfiting thofe' who 
kepr the paſſazes, came futionſly down , affailivg the 
King in his Camp at th: Mount2ins foor, whereby 
ſuch a hurly-burly was railed in the Camp, that rhe 
Kin, could ſ-orce give order what to bave done. &c. 
ſo rhat Hyſmael giving a fierce on-(et, a molt b'oody bar- 
tel b:gan: and- aſſailivg the Kings Foor, with three 
ſquadrons at once; put them to flight, before the Horſe» 
men could arm and mount; the King was glad ro run 
too and fro, ro encourage his men) and tay his diſcom- 
fired, yet, and to come to handy blows himſelf; Bur 
his Souldiers, not being able to execute his ſadden 
direHtions, he reſolntely chruſting himſelf into the kead 
of his bartel, and valiantly fighting, was ſlain; where» 
upon, the Horſ\men firſt, then all che reſt, fled, 


Hyſrme! (having had little loſſe) poſſeſſed rhe enemies 
Tents, not munch purſuingrhem, bur repofing there ſome 
daies with his wearied Army, Then Embaſſadours 
from divers places, yielding their Towns unto him) 
&c, he marched ro Scyras, where he was j9yfully re- 
ceiv:d, and his Army relieved wrh all things ; Hyſms- 
el there oſren preaching of rhe excellency of his Fa- 


thers doRrine , friftly proclaimed all them co be 
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25 his enemies, whogwichin 30 dayes, Cid not renounce 
their old Superllicion, and receive his n2w found verity 3 
the which, by propoſing rewards,and denouncing threat, 
he ſoon drew all the vulgar ro embrace. Then paying 
his Souldiers wi:h Ssr2's riches, and furniſhing rhem 
with Armour there, cunningly made of Iron and Steel, 
and the juice of certain herbs, berter than in Exrope , he 
departed and took the two great Cities of Sapha, iuppo- 
ſed to be Suſa, and Swltania, deemed for irs wond.ous 
ruines, to be Tigranocertum : ihen paſſing <p , Into 
Aeſopotamia,to expulle Moratchamus our of Babylon:who 
rerrified with his Brothers calamity, withdrew into rhe re- 
mo:eR parts , expecting ſome berrer forruve, Myſmae!, 
thus become a terrour to all rhe Princes of the Eatt , en- 
tred inco Meſopotamia , after rhe flight of Moratchamnus, 
receiving it all into (nbjeQion, every one iriving to per- 
chaſe his fayour thereby ; o that Aoratchamns trufling 
up his chings of greatelt price, fled with his Wives and 
Children into cAr44:4, Some calling him Mara Beg, 
the Twrks Imirſa-Beg, who they ſay, marrying afterwards 
Bajazets Daughter, and recovering part of the Perſian 
Kinzdom, was murdered by ſome 9t his Nobles, whom 
he purpoſed ſecretly to pur to death, Hyſwael returning 
out of Aſhria into Media, took inthe late Per ſian King's 
firong Holds, yer there: and returning into Armenia, 
warred on the Albanians, Iberians, and Scythians on the 
Caſpian borders, who through lopg civill Warres, had 
reither payed:cribue for 4 years, nor now {ent any ho- 

nourable meſſage as they were wont , and as was expe&- 

ed, Bu: nothing made Hyſmaet more ſpoken of, than 

his innovation in Makometaniſm; for he brongh: a new 

form of Prayer into their Temples : whercby Ebubehr, 

Homer, and Oſman with their writings, began ro be con- 

temned, and Haly exalted as the true Succeſſor ; com- 

manding his SubjeRs to wear ſome red Hartband-!:ce, 

& ©, on:thcir Hits, ro be known from ether MMahomet ans, 
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which they till obſerving, are called C#ſe/ba"s, or Red- 


heads, and was ſoon ſo beloved and honoured, thar his | 


ſayings and commands were accounted Oracles and 


Lawes; they ſcaring by his head, ſolemnly ro confirm a- | 


ny thing : ſaying, Hyſmae! grant thy defire, when they 
wiſhed any one well: upon whole Coyn was on one 
fide words co this effet, There are no Gods but one, 
and Mahomet is his Meflenger: on the other fide, Hyſmael 
the Vicar of God, 

Chaſan Chelife , and Techells the while, in 1508, ha- 
ving gathered agreat Army, invaded the Twrks Domini- 
en; tor now, tuch a defire of that new ſuperſticion pol. 
ſeſſed the peoples mindes in general, that 10000 of them 
met fir at che Ciry 7 aſc:a, at the foot of Antizarnrss , or 
elſe at Artalia, on a Fair day : where they executed the 
chief Magiſtrate, ſetting his quarters on 4, of rhe higheſt 
Towers of the City, all {wearing never to forſake rheir 
Captains, nor refuſe any hazard for honour of their moſt 
holy Religion, as they would have it, Theſe Ring-lea- 
ders con{idering rhe money bronght in by the Conntrey 
p=ople, was not ſufficient ro maintain ſuch a mulrirude, 
cave their followers proclaimed-leave ro forrage the 
Countrey, and live on the (poll of thoſe who received 
nor their nzw Doarine: whereupon, bringing ſtore of 
Ca:tel, &c, into the Camp, they, their multitude increa- 
ſing, entred Lycaonia, an] roaming up and down many 
dayes;the whole Country ſo feared rhem, that thoſe in che 
Villages, fled wich Wives, Children, and Goods into /co- 
»17 , for Proclamations were {er up, propoſing large 
bicflings, ſpiriual and remporal, to ſuch as followed their 
eitabliſhed DoArine in Perſia ; but ro the obftinate, af- 
cer their Sivord once drawn , n:ter deſtruction + fo that 
the Inhabicants thereabouts for one cauſe or other, re- 
ſorre {daily rothem. While the T#rks were preparing 
to (uppreſs them , ſome Troops of Horſe came timely ro 
ch2(e Prophets, from Hyſmas: who 8 little veſoge pl 
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Meſſengers, had exhorted chem couragiouſly to proceed 
in ſo celigious an enterpriſe, p:omiting them skiltul lea- 
ders, and Coyn from timerto time; for Hyſmael bearing 
an old grudge again(t Bajazer, for former Warres berwixt 
7 wrks and Perſians, diſagrecing alſo in thei: Superſtition, 
and hear of youth pricking him on, greatly deſired in th's 
his proſperous ſucceſs, to haye occalion cf warring with 
him: ſending Embaſladors tothe State of Vemee, ro joyn 
with them in league , as before wich #ſu# Caſſanes his 
Grandfather, chiefly requeſting them to lend bim men 
Skilful in cafiing Ordnance, and with their Fleet co trou- 
ble Bajazet by Sea, he promiſing by filling {ſia tne 
leſſe wirh his Land- Army, to give them occafion of re- 
covering all places they loft 1n the late Warres torhe 
Turks, 

The Yenetians anſwered , they would never forget the 
ancient league, &c, being wondrous glad, that Hyſmae! 
was the Twrks enemy, &c. Burt the Embaſſadors, ſuch 
was the badneſs of the Venetians State and condition, ob- 
tainivg no more than the hope of a lezoue to be in time 
concluded, returned to Cyprus : thence to Syria, where 
having ſecret conference with Zenns, Governour of the 
Venetian Merchants at Damaſeo, Bajazer grievoully 
complained unto Gaxres che Xgyprien Sulcan, for ſuffer- 
in2(nor as a con'ederate)rhemre paſle thorow 57714 to 
the Chriſtians their common enemies, to (tir them up to 
watrr2: whereupon, Zerus with all che Merchants at 
Tripolis, Aleppo, Beritns,nd Alexandria , were carried 
in bonds to Cairo, where often anſ;vering in Chains to 
what was laid to their chargeafeer a year's ſuffering mani- 
fold deipight, bard!7 eſcaped with life and liberty. 

Chaſan and T echellis well Rrengthened, and comming 
to /coniurs, waſting the Country, dreiy a multituce to re- 
ceive their Do&rine, Wherefore Orchares and Z{uhowet 
Bajazerts Nephews governins thoſe Conatries, g1thering 
their forces, came into field againtt chem; bur they yourh-

Bajazets eldeſt Senne, Governour of Cappadocia and 
Pontus, with his power to follow at the back of the Re» 
bels; bur Techellz marching with all poſſible ſpeed, was 
upon C aragoſes, near Moun: Horminss,bfore he was well 
a are, then taking up more Souldiers : who thought it 
not honourable co refuſe battel, though his Army conſis 
fled molt of rude Conntrey people , tuddenly taken up, 
mot unarmed, and called eAſaps, but he repoled his grea» 
reſt confidence in his anctent Horſmen's valour ; and the 
Rebels moſt conlited of Foor, Techellis exhorred his 
Souldiers couragiouſly to defend their lires and Religion 
by ViRory, as having no new poiver or Cities of refuge, 
rhere to flie unto, &c, who giving a terrible ſhout as 
cherrſul, ſer upon their enemies, The Viceroy placed bis 
fort inthe middle, and his Horſe in the Wings, to come

eAl:is nothing diſmayed with his horrible death, held 01 
his, and exhorted his Souldiers patiently ro endure , ant}; 
ſtrain chem(elves ro take revenze of thoſe rebellious rob- 
bers, who deſtroying the Countrey, ſpared not the Twrk 
very Children nor Temples ; comming next day into A» 
cyra's plains, to whom eAchomates came with 10000 
Souldiers, eMlis grieved that he could nor overtake then 
wich his whole Army, leaving his Foot with Achomates, 
followed them on the ſpnr, with 8000 Horſe, and over- 
raking their rears at Mount Olyga, nigh Azcyra, he hot) 
Skirmiſhed with thzm, 

Techellis , perceiving he ſhould have to do onely wit! 
Horſemen, and that in a place of advantage, valiantly re- 
ceived che Twrks impreſsion , at firſt repulfing them with 
their long Pikes and Arrows; bur Alis, ſending in 1 
thouſand Carbines, who in order ſhor thick on che ene- 
my, many wereſlain, and more wounded, and ther: 
Ranks ſomewhat diſordered : ſo that the Horſz break- 
1n2 in, overthrev with great {l1ughter T echellis his vaunt- 
guard, Chaſan himſelf being ſlain, Techellis ſer in order 
a new bartel of his readieft and beſt armed, oppoling 
them againſt the Horſe,commanding rhem, by degrees t9 
retire to the Mountain, hepipg the Twrks finding the dil” 
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advantage of the placz, would leave affailing them ſo 
hardly ; but the Bafſ-exhorcing them to urge the Vigto= 
ry, &'c, himſelt, with a Troop of his beſt Horſe to ani- 
ace the reth, brake rhorovw the enemies battel : which he 
arremprin2 the ſecond time, was encloſed and ſlain.

Next year 1509, Sepremb, 14th, through a great and 
eerrible Earch-quake in Conftantinople and thereabours, 
moſt of che Walls, wich many Barely, publique and pri- 
rate Buildings, were overthrown, and 13000 people 
flun, ſothat the p2ople generally lay in the Fields : yea, 
Bajazet, very ag2d and goivty, removed to Hadrianople , 
bu: nor ſafe there, be lay abroad in his Tent, Ir lated 
28 dayes, or a moneth, with very little intermiſsion , ac* 
counted ominous (as ſhorcly appeared) to the Othoman

no hope left, excep: they with him, would arm to defend 
his and their own right, cahero be done by a conragious 
ſurprizing ofthe lefler A/ia;ſeeing Pifidia, Lycamnia,Pam- 
phylia and Jonia's Sear coalt, had mo Army or Navy; and 
for Corcutus, there was no great donbr bur he would ei- 
cher ſir till, or ir: a juſt quarrel take his part; however he 
mi#he eafily be thruſt our, doubting nor bur that the 0- 
ther Governours would yield to his Command or For- 
rune : wherefore he willed them to pluck up their hearts, 
&c,Theſe Gallants encouraged, had ſoon raiſed a norable 
Army of Volunteers, moſt being ſervile men; Burt A- 
chomates, b:fides his old Army, led againſt the Perſiax 
Rebels, levied nziv forces, with all the able men in Ci- 
ris » ſo running and proclaiming himſelf King of Aſa, 
proſecuting, \vith his rio Sonnes , all whe yielded nor t6 
him, whereby many Cities, for ſear, or conſiraine, were 
delivered ro him, Then en:ring Zycaonia and Cilicia's 
borders, he frequently requeſted Mabometes his Brothers 
Sonne, governing there, to ayd him in his juſt quar- 
reb, for the recovering of the Empire, &c: And if 
Adahometes would ayd him with men and Viatu- 
all, he promiſed, he ſhould finde a berter Uncle then he 
had a Father, in time to be mo bounrifully requiced : 
whoanlwered, he could nor do ir, without Bajazet , his 
onely Soveraign, his Command ; 'rvas not for him ro 
Judge whether he did righc or not; chatin his -harr”” 
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he would refign co his Sonne, But this he knew, he was 
roob2y no other, ſolong as he lived in poſſeſſion of the 
Empire: to whom both his Father, 7 z4þ4» and himſelf 
hadſworn loyalry, Wherefore, ir were good co pacific 
himſelf, leſt he wronged his Father , and overthrew his 
hop: and honour, which of right, ſhould be great, if he 
could have patience, Achomates unexpectedly finding 
his requeſts more confiderately denyed , than were realo- 
nably by him demanded, enrring his Province, deſtroyed 
with fire and (word: which, Mahemetes ſeeking by power 
to remedy, was overthrown by Achowates : who fleeing 
to Larenda, not farre off, was there beſieged ; and at laſt, 
wich his Brother a Child , delivered into his hands, che 
City being yielded on Compoſition , who pur to death 
Aahoemetes his Councellors, with his foſter Brocher,ſup- 
poſing they had perſwaded him ſoo aniwver, &c, 

Bajazet, wroch and grieved, in old age, to be (er upou 
by ewo Sonnes, ſent to him , reproving his diſloyaly, 
commanding him to free his ro Nephewes, and withour 
moreftir, roger him to Am4/ia; andjif nor, to denounce 
to him open Warce ; bur he receiving this M:flage, cau- 
ſed the chief Embaſſador, frankly (peaking, to be pur to 
death in his preſence, threa:nivg the reſt with the like, if 
chey void:d not his Camp before Sun-ſer, | 

This unreverent outrage, and againſt the Law of Natr- 
ons, highly offending Bajazet, and eftranging many from 
Achbonaates: the Souldiers exclaimed in Bajazet*s hear- 
ins, that his inſo'ence was forthwith to bz repreſied, &c, 
XMeuftepha alfo, rvith Boſtanges, and others, who had.cun- 
ningly diſperſed theſe things, be3an as it were, to wonder 
at the fa, as condemning the deed, bur nor the doer ; 
bur when they (aw Bejezer from ſundry motives,ready to 
ſeek revenge, they bicrerly inveighed againit Achomates as 
a Traitor, commendivg the Souldiers fid-liry and courage, 
who for their ag:d Emperour, were moſt ready to expoſe 
all aconey cangers, So eAchomates being proclaimed 
Traytory 
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Oc, bur if Bajazet ſhould for defence of Thrace,retain his 
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Trayrdr , twas ordered, the Courr-Souldiers, wich the 
Eurgpean Horſe, to be with all ſpeed ſenc againſt him; bug 
Choice being ro be made of ſome worthy Generall, they 
all began co ſtrain courtefie, &'c, ſaying, Ic were a greag 
indignicy, for the Emperors Army to be led againit his 
Sonne by a Szrvant;and the Souldiers having their Leſſon, 
ſaid, they neither durft, nor would draiv Sword again his 
ſon & Heir,excepr conduRed by one of theOthoman blood 
in perſon; for ſo had his Brocher long before, and lately 
Selimms, been both vanquiſh:d by Bajazet's own Con- 
duQ, All chis was, that Sel:mwus, whom yet rhey durſt nor 
name, but in way of diſgrace, mighr indireRly be recon» 
ciled ro Bajazes, whereby comming to Conſtantinople, he 
might ſeize on the Empire ; for befides Bajazet and (or- 
cntus, who, ir was not probable, would for age and fiu- 
dy, undertake thoſe Watres, Selimus was only left » all 
the young Nephews being as yer unfic, Bajazet ina chafe, 
flung inco his Pallace, excuGng himſelf; bur complain- 
ns that Corcutss following learning , had negleRed o- 
cher ſtudies, better beſeeming a Prince, Adufapha the 
while, having drawn him inco a Diſcourſe concerning that 
Warres proceeding, crafcily and deſtruQiyely ſaid ; him- 
ſelf, though never ſo able, muſt nor paſſe into Aſi« per» 
ſonally, let Selimws ſhould in his abſence ſeiz2 on 
Thrace, Greece, avd the Imperial City : nor, if he ſhould 
ſend his old Souldiers into Aſia,calling Coreutss with his 
Aſians into Exrope, would (laid he ) Selzmws,, fear theſe 
ireſh-water Souldiers , or their Philoſophical Generall, 


moſt approved Souldiers,he ſhould ſee all Aſi« on a fires. 
Fe, wherefore ſeeing twas his fate, that rwo begorren of 
him, ſhould be ad judged Traitors : why did he. nor ſer 
upon them 4s occaſion ſhould ſerve, _ they were by 
che cares betwixt themſelves > Ar preſent,ſairh he, difſem- 
ble thy grief, and rakipg onezin ſhew, into favour imploy 
him againſt che gocher, &'c, ac plcaſure co oppre(s = ro 

: Waom 
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whom he ſhould commic his Army, his cruſly Sonldierg 
being ever ready, 8c. 

He icarce having don ſpeaking,the other Baſlaes,as before 
agreed, perſwaded Bajazet to call home Selimas,and make 
him Generall, ſaying , Ic was like , he, now correRed, 
would contain himlelf within compaſle : whereas Achs - 
mates was not like ro be brought co conformity , till by 
force pluckr down, as was Selimws, Bajazet ſeeing Cher- 
ſeogles fir filent, hanging che head , as nor of that opinion, 
Rood a while in donbt what ro reſolve on ; but the un- 
faichful Baflaes,Cherſeegles moſt infantly perſwading the 
contrary,ſo perſwaded him,as to write himſelf co Selim, 
chat, on hope of his loyalty, he would receive him into 
his former fayour, making him Generall againſt his re- 
bellious Brother Achomares, if he would ſpeedily repair 
to (onſtantinople, 

Corcatus the while, adverciſed of theſe things, ſailed to 
Conftantinople in his Gallies , where entring che Privy- 
Chamber wich many friends, humbling kimſelf, and kiſ- 
fing his Father's band after much ralk berwixt them , is 
reported to have ſaid , that he above 3 years paſt, being 
by a general conſent choſen and proclaimed Emperour, 
had chearfully avd willingly delivered that glorious Em- 
pire unto him, &c, Neither did it ever repent him of 
chat his ſingular k1ndneſs and duty done » when as being 
contented, with whar he aſſigned him, as with a King- 
dom, hz thovghi his Father's great Eſtate, &c, nor 
comparable ro the quier of his pleaſing ſtudies, thoſe 
worldly things working no full contentment co the inſa - 
ciable defire of man, and rhar ſurmounting verrve , and 
moſt ſweet meditation of heavenly things promiſed ro 
his contempla ive and raviſhed minde , of farre more 
worrh and Majeſty, than all che Moenarchies of the 
Worldyz but whileſt he was for devotion and deſire of 
knowledge, travelling ro Mabomet's Altar, and ſo to the 
Indians, as mote knowing and fincere men, he dreiy him 
our 
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our of Egypr by that Sultan, into Phrygia, &c, 23 if he 
chought, the time would come; when for theill diſpofiti= 
on of (ome, an innocent man, deyored ro tudy, mighr be 
aſtay to him and the Os howen Family, Since which, he 
had wich all polsible integrity diſcharged his charge : and 
inthe late Perſian Warre, cetended his Frontiers from in- 
vaſion, Bur they being vanquiſhed , his upnarural Bre- 
thren having one aſſailed Bajazers perſon and Empire, 
the other, ierting all chat part in qſi«on a broil , he - 
thqughe himſelf in duty bound to repair ro his Majeſty, 
&c, who having had too great proof of his Brethrens in- 
fidelity, &c, he humbly beſoughr him before the coming 
of Sel:mws , he hearing, that his Father's Guard and chief 
Commanders, did but expeQ atime when they might ſa- 
Inte him Emperour, whom be ſore againſt their wills 0s 
verthrew infidels, to reſtore him the Empire due to him, 
whilelt it was yet in his power, in that ſo momentary oc- 
cafion then preſented, 

Bajaz4t moved with a Fatherly affe&ion rowards Cor- 
cutxs, Whoſe teares Rood in his eyes, bad him be of good 
cheere , diſcovering his ground of calling home Sel:mme, 
and that he could be content co refign to him.che Em- 
pire; bur ic was mot ar preſent in his power, for fear of 
che Courr-Souldiers, &c, But by the plot now laid , Se+ 
l;mm ſhould,under the Title of Honour , with the Soul- 
diers , be;drawn into Aſia, Whither as ſoon as they were 
paſſed; he promiſed to reſign unco him : which done; al- * 
though they wholly liked not, yer he feared nor, thaty 
rhey who had lately defended him againſt Selimw,ſhould 
for his ſake diflike Corcxtwr, 8&c. hoping rather » thar if 
Achemates and Selimus ſhould joyn battel, cicher one or 
both ſhould juſtly periſh. 

Corcmtss, not much miſlikigg his Fathers pnrpoſe, Xe. 
returned to his Lodging nor without hope , and remain* 
ag many dayes at Conftantinoply , he as a plain nprighc 

man 
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man, neicher by gifcs nor promiſes, Rrove to procure ati 
ones good will, 

Selimus his friends the while advertiſing him of Corcs« 
25 his comming to Court, adviſed him with all ſpeed, ro 
Come to Conſtantinople, &c, whereupon, he with cercain 
Troops commianding the reſt to follow , came thither 
with wondrous ſpeed : Corenens, the Baſſaes Courtiers; 
and moſt of che Souldiers receiving him, as their manner 
is, (at the Gates entrance) with a kiſſe, bringing him 
thorow the Cicy ; the people rurivivg to ſee him, who 
was welcomed with rhuch chundring ſhot, and joyful 
acclamation of all Ages and Sexes: and next day com- 
ming to Court, humbly in ſhew , kiſſed Bejazet”s feers 
craving pardon? who ſmiling on this Crocodile; coune- 
ouſly rook him up, ſaying, His faults were ſo much lefle; 
as finding ſpeedy repentance ; therefore he the willing- 


' lier pardoned him, henceforth to endeavour, that God 


nay be thought ro have endued him witch a good minde, 
as With a notable courage : which, with his ftorwardneſs, 
he _ manifeſt by a martial marcer ; worthy his hardi- 
nene, x 

A Councel of Watre being called; Selimis difſembled 
the Generalſhip; not to be preferred before Corcutus, fot 
his years and diſcretion; that he having his Fathers fa- 
vour, could bz now content wich never to lictle corner 
of the Empire: ESE... 

Corcntss and his friends , whoſe hope was in Selymus 
his departure with the Sonldiers, inflantly requeſted him, 
not co refuſe that Honour, without diſgrace ro Corentrs, 
he being more experieticed in Warre,So he was no ſooner 
choſen Generall againſt Achomates, bur the Javizaries 
and Courr-Souldiers eſpecially before inftructed, falured 
him their Emperour alſo, arming ro defend their at : Se 
limmng at firſt, ſhewed a half unwillingneſs, as to reverence 
of his alive-Father; but afcerwards promiſed , beſides 
pankylar favours oniing roche Men of Wirre, ro beligi 


To 
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a preat and general largeſs amongſt them , which he did; 
Then he requeſted the Baſlaes and chiet Commanders,to 
20 and take Orders fince twas their minde , that the Em- 
Pire might be cransferred on him by his Fathers good 
Will, without farther crouble, 

Mnſftaphe, whether on a new fineneſs of his own , or 
thar Se/zmws threarned co kill him, if he did nor; coming 
as diſmayed to Bajazet , who hearing the Souldiers cla- 
mour Was come into che open rooms, moſt nnwelcoml 
ſaid, Emperonr, the Men of Warre have ſalured Selz= 
»ws, &c, requiring thy ratification, ready to break in and 
kill us both, if chou retuſe ro rebgn : they requeſt that of 
thee, which they bave already pur inco his hand, Where- 
fore its farre more dangerous to ſeek to recover, &c, than 
willingly co yield, &s, they in Arms and fury, chinking 
on greater miſchief, 

Bajazt troubled , and perceiving the treachery , after 
pauſing, fuciouſly brake out : Falſe and forſworn, do you 
thus betray me > &c, why not alſotaks away my life, who 
could not a while expeft my diſſolution?but muſt in poit-haſt 
ſet up a moſt wicked mas, But much good may do you with 
him, &c, to whom ere long, you ſhall dtarly pay for t his trea- 
chery, And he, beginning his Empire with unnatural trea- 
= = blood-ſhed, ſhall nor, I hope, eſcape Gods heavy 

and, 

AMuſtapha with falſe Boſtenges and eAiax returnings 
told chemz he, as well content, bad appeinted Se/129»5 ro 
ſucceed him : then thoſe corrupted, began co look big, 
and otbers,Randing before doubrful, joyned themſelves 
to that faction, Selimns being mounted, was in pomp 
conduRed up and down the fireets, and generally by the 
people, yet moſt otherwiſe affeRed , ſaluced Emperour, 
_ Baſſacs and Seuldiers being that day ſworn unto

Corcutss, whether for grief or fear, (though Sel:wwns 
promiſed him Afrilene with Lecbes) ſecretly recurned to 
6... anc. Bas 
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Bajaz#t overcome with ſorrow ; before he were ens 


fotced, rruffing up ore of Treaſure, &c, wich 500 
Servants, departed towards Hadrianople, to have gone ro 


| Dimotica, not far thence, and wholiomly (cituared, Se- 


f;mus bringing him about two miles on his way,returned, 
poſſeſſing che Pallace. 

Whileſt Bajezer was travelling nor above five or (ix 
miles a day, then about 76 or $0 years old, and for pain, 
&c, ſomerime ſaying two or three dayes in a place, Seli- 
9»; donbred, if he ſhould paſſe over 1nto A/ia, Bajazet 
might the while poſſeſs ConfFamineple and the Empire : 
whereſore before his going, he ſecretly compaRted with 
Hamos a Jew, Bejazet's chief Phyſitian, ro poyſon him) 
promiſing him a reward of 10 Dnckers a day for life, and 
chreatning him ivich moſt cruel death , if he did nor ſe- 
cretly and ſpeedily werk it; when he had done to return 
re him: che Jew comming to Bajazet very weak, told 
him, he would prepare a potion to reſtore and firengrhen 
him, if he would early next morning take it, . B4jazet, 
not miltrating his old Phyſician , ſaid, He would gladly 
rake it, Hamon comming , food waiting till he ſhould 
awake ; but he ſtill leeping, the Jew awaking him, ſaid, 
the time was almolt palt,8c, Bajaz#t willing him ro bring 
It, Harmon took the aſſay,having before taken a preſerva- 
nve, drank it wp, be bidding the waiters to keep him well 
covered , not to give him drink, till he had well fweat , 
and to fled to Conft ant;neple, Bajaxet feeling moRt grie- 
vous gripings in his ſtomach, gave up the Ghoſtin 1512, 
reigning 309 years, the Twrks ſay he died naturally ; bur 
a Genoway ſerving then in his Chamber, reports, plain to- 
kens of poylon, were to be ſeen on his dead body : Sel:- 
mus having all his Treaſures, buried Bajazet's body with 
the grexelt ſolemnity, in a Chappel he built nigh the 
great Mahometan Temple at Corffantinople : all his Ser- 
vants bur five , who attired themſelves in mourning,wvere 
reltored to their former places 3 they being impriſoned, 
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two of chem being pur ro death, che ocher ſaved, by Se/y- 
141 Selimns his.Sonpe, and two Baſſes jure; who being 
ſtrip: of all, were enrolled for common Souldicrs. 
Utrins a Genoway being one,who after ren years captivity, 
eſcaping difficulcly, and rerarming into /c4ly, wrote a 
Hifory of whact he had (een chere, 

Hamosn, expeRing his reward, was beheaded by Seli> 
ws his Command,ſaying,He would nor lick for reward, 
to do he like againſt himielf, when opporrunity offered, 
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Elingws fully poſſeſſed of the Empire, firſt viewed che 
Iurkih\King's abundant heaped up Treaſures , and 
gave £0 the Court-Souldiers 3 millions of Duckats, 
avgmening the Horſmens pay 4 aſpers a.day, and the 
Footmens two : whereby be grcatly aſſured their minds 
unto Him, then paſſing wich a great Army inre Aſia, Sloy- 
man his only Sonne to govern Conftantimople, he came to 
eAncyra ln Galatia, hoping to opprels Achomates; bur 
he confidering his unablenels, fled into the Mountains of 
Cappadocia, taking np men by the way , praying ayd of all 
jorts, though Rravgers to him, to make head againſt Se- 
lima, and recover Afia, Selimus doing very little that 
Sommer, becan{ of rhe winter cold and ſnows near 7 4- 
r#s, Achomates alſo flecing from place.ro place, ſending 
his Exropeas Horſe towards the Sea: coalt,and the Janiza- 
r:es ro Conſtantinople, wintered with the reſt at Pruſa, who 
rhen con:1nued the league concluded by Bajazet , with 
the Hungarian, Polonian, and Venetian : and calling ro him 
tive of his Brothers Sonnes,betiween 16 and 20 years old, 
except Muſa, not- patt 7; Mahometes, whom Achomates 
had upon Bajazer's deach, freed, being about 20, who for 
his feature and courage , was accounted the Paragon of 
che Orhoman Family, &c, He demanded of divers Do- 
&ors and Lawyers, whether rvere not berter, 5, $,or 10, 
ro be taken away, than the whole Empire with great 
hlood-{ed, ro be rent aſunder, 8c, who, fearing diſplet- 
ſure, anſivere1, It were berrer, &c ; for in a general cala- 
mity , thoſe fey muſt needs periſh with the reſt - vpon 
which colour, he Jea%ing rhoſe five Nephews inte Pruſ4 
Caſtle, by 5 of his Caprains, rhey were 1D the night ftran- 
led, Mahometes is ſaid;to have lain one ſencro kill him 
with his penknifewoundinzrhe orher for tend Getinmes be: 
Ins in a Cham?:rfalt by, ſent in otbers, who firſt m__ 
in; 
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him,chen ſiravgled him:their bodies were buriedat Prue; 
which cruelcy 10 offended moſt, char many martial men, 
for ſome daies abſenced from his fighc, as from ſome ra- 
ging Lyon, 
 Ammrat and Aladin (eAchomatesSors) only remai- 
ned ot all the Nephevvis (whom he purpoſed ſuddenly co 
ſurprize) beſides his two brethren ofthe Orhomas Fami- 
ly. Theſe young Princes had recovered Amaia, whence 
chey were expulied by Selimns, when Achomates fled ; 
wherefore Selimss (ent Kſegi Balla with 5000 horſe, who 
(by great travel) mighc ſuddenly rake them che City be- 
ing neicher well walled, nor furniſhed for defence, Acha- 
matesalſo being abſent in takipg up Souldiers, Bur 21«- 
fapha che old Baſſa, now dereſting his execrable tyranny, 
by ſecret and ſpeedy Meſſengers, warned them of #ſegs his 
coming, &c, who, advertizing Achomates thereof, lay in 
ambuſh for them ; So that the Baſſa fell at unawares into 
the midſt of his enemies, and Achomates alſo following 
him moſt of his men being ſlain, be, with other Cap- 
rains were taken priſoners, and committed to ſafe cuſtody, 
Bur ſome of Achomates Souldiers, ſcoffing the priſo- 
ners, cold them how the matter had been carried, boaſting 
they wanted not friends, moſt inward with Selimas, who 
faveuring the Better Cauſe, would nor long ſuffer the 
Beaſt co rage : all which, when canſomed, they reporred, 
Buc Weg? (till in priſon, ſecretly informed Selimws, char 
Muftaphs was the only cauſe of thar loſſe 3 who of lace, 
envying at AuFapha's authority, cauſed him ro be in his 
fhehr, withour trial, ixangled and his body caſt out into 
the ſtreet , a rare ſpeRacle of the worlds uncertainty, and 
example of diſloyalty, cAchorates (in revenge) execu- 
red Zſegs, ſerting all the reſt ar liberty, | 
Selimwus at Spring, reſolving onthe deſirution of Cor- 
eutus (pending , his rime in quiet contemplation at Mag”, 
veſia , givipg our, he would make aſudden inroad inco 
Cappaaociaslet forward from Pruſa ith 1000 bocſemen,” 
-' MS 8 £ (whereof 
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(Whereofe Antonius Menavinus a Genowa), Author of this 
Hiſtory, was one) and keeping on che right hand, the 
Souldiers perceived they were to $0 for Lydia, and ſonia, 
A valiant Souldier (ſometimes of Corcutxs his Court) le- 
crerly- and ſpeedily coming to Magr efia, gave him war- 
ning of bis Brothers coming ; Corcntns richly rewarding 
bim, flzd with to ſervants co the Sea-fide, hoping for 
paſſage into Crere or Rhodes, 

Next day early;Se/inms came to Magneſia*s Caltle,hoping 
to find Corcitss in his bed $ bur being deceived, he in 
rage examined his ſervants, &c, With cruel rorments, get- 
ring it ovr of them, that he, warned by a Souldier, was 
fled rhey kneiv not whicher; Wherefore Seliazus cauſed 
a diligent ſearch for 15 daies all over the Countrey, and 
alone the Sea-coaſt z bur not hearing of him, be ſenc all 
Corentus his treaſure, &c. to Conſtantinople; and leaving 
there a Captain with 1000 horſe, be rerurned ro Pruſa, 
ſnppoling he was fled by Sea into /taly, Bur BoiFange: 
with a Fleet on Tonia's coaſt » hindered Cortwtas cicape; 


ſo thar he bid himſelf in a Cave nigh the Sea-fidey hoping 


to find ſome opporrunity in few daies : he living thus 
with Countrey-Crabs, &c. a good while, and forced to 
fend his manto a Shepherd's Cottage for relief was diſco- 
vered to Caſſumes, ( by a Peaſant ) ſeekirg afrer his life: 
and being apprehended was carried towards Prwſa ; and 
being within a dayes journey thereof, Se/imms ſent Kiren- 
gen Ogli called (of his ſquint look) Chior Zeinalt to ſtran- 
gle him and bring his body to Pruſ#, who awakening 
him in the dead of the night. told him, He was ſent to ſee 
him executed, which mult preſently be done, Corcats: 
deeply fghing, deſired ro beſolovg ſpared, as to write: 
few lines to Selimus, which granted, he readily in Twrkiſþ 
verie reproved him of his moſt horrible cruelty, upbrat- 
ding him with his Father's, 'Nephews, and thirſting afrer 
his and Achomates guiltlefſ: blaod ; aid concluding 
wirh bitter curſes;beſought God juſtlyto revenge ſo much

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innocent blood ; requeſting the Caprain, the letter wich 
his dead body mighr be delivered to Sel:wws ; which be* 
ing next day done, (for he was preſently firangled) Se/i* 
mus uncovering the face to be {ure ic was he, took and 
read rhe paper from his hand; which done, he burfling 
inco tears, proteſted he was never (o troubled at any mans 
dearh,and commanding a general mourning inth= Courr, 
he Princely buried his body, and 3 daies after, ſtruck off 
F5 of the Searchers heads, flipging the bodies into the 
Sea,(aying, If he were driven to flee and hide bmſelf,they 
would nor tick ſo to ſerve him, 

Achomates ar Spring, ſet forward wich his Army from 
Amaſa, being frequently excited by friends leners, afſu- 
ring him, Sel:ms might be.cahly oppreſſed,if with expe- 
dirion he would cometo Pruſa, the Fariz.arie: and Enro- 
peas horſe being then abſenc,and himſelf as hated of God 
and man, could nor in ſo anexpeRed danger, tell what 
beſt ro do, &c. wherefore they willed bim to haſten, &c, 
leſt Selimns ſhould call together his diſperſed forces, &c.

his own firengrch, ſupply of horſe frgm Hyſmae!,and chief- 
ly hopirg, Se/imws now bated, would be forſaken in time 
of. batrz1, yielded to his friends perſwaſion, and being 
come into Galatia with above 15000 horſe, letc his foor 
for haſte, to come after : wherefore, Se/;mws ſent ſpeedily 
for his horſe, and while he levyed common Souldiers 
Achomates friends with Selimus, did by Lerrers earnelily 
perſivade himzto make haſte from Paphlagonia,before Se- 
linens his Janizaries, and horſemen were come, he allo 
making all ſpeedy and poſſible preparation, 8c, which let- 
rers being intercepted, Selimws executing the writers cau= 
ſed others to be written in their vames ro Achomares(and 
fiend with their Seals) with all ſpeed ro come on, and 
not Ray for his.foor, ſince _ might be calily oppeel

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ſed with a few Troops, if be would but Ciew himſelf to 
bis friends : who oprhe fignal of battel would cumulr & 
kill So/irmar going to &frozand having them cunningly de- 
livered, ohms piving credit,& much preſuming.on de 
kisftrengch, lefc his foormen ander Amwath, encamping Se, 
with his horſe nigh Mounc Horminins, upon Parthenin; MW Bll 
bank, Sel;mws going from Pruſa, 10000 ]amzaries lately ©.

neral, ro prove his enemies irengrh 3 who not knowing he

Selrmus not diſcombred, Fr 
marched to the River Elate, which running out of Hor. 
w1#s into Pontas,watererh moſt large fields onthe right 
hand, called, che Plains of the new Land: So did Acho- if *©! 
wates, who though Selimas was tooftrong for him ; yer 
being now encouraged, and hoping uper his friends 
with Sel;mwr, neither recited, nor expeRed his others co- 
ming: the River was berwixt rhem, andcheir number diſ- bre 
covered, yet Achemates,co whom the open fields offered 
a ſafe retrear, could nor be perſwaded to provide in time che 
for his, and his Armies (afety, 

Selrmews, paſſing the River, commanded every man to Pe 


be ready for barrel pexr day, and placing 1000 horſe on- {01 
der (anoglis his wives brother, ſept a little before from 

Tavrica, with ſome choiſe Tarterians, in ambuſhina ®!! 
wood, charged him to charge the enemy, (bartel being = 


joyned) on their backs ; and when ir was day, he pur his 
Army into batralia, Achomates (having no Foot) divi- 
ding his Horſe into two wings, Whil they thus Reod, be! 
Achomates offered Seliwws to try their quarre\s equity 
hand to band: which if refuſed,he took God and the world 
to witneſſe, Selimws was; the only cauſe of the blood : P** 
ro be ſhed; who anſwered, He was not to do that at A- 
chomates appointment,and though he could be content (o 
tb do, his Souldiers would nor ſuffer him, &c, returning 
the Mcſſerger with 1000 Aﬀpers rewards —& Acho: 
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_ Achemates charging his brother's righe wingsthey va» 
liancly received chem; bur when ir carne to-handy-blows, 
chey by the force of the Perſians (well armed) were diſor- 
dered, and forced with great lofle to retire, Wherefore, 
Selimms ro encourage them, broughe on his left wing, and 
bis Jawmzariesalfo, who vith their (hor enforced the 
o:her co retire, Aebomates(caretul)couragioufly coming 
on-with freſh Troops, the battel was renewed, and whilit 
he was in great hope of viory, Canog/ss rips out of am- 
buſh,wirh great our-cries,cauicd their enemies to rurn up= 
on them ; che-Foermen, anding:cloſe, chargedrhem a 


Front, andthe Horſe who had fled, were for thame alſo 


re-urned ;ſo that Achomates,, being beler, his' Enfigns 
were taken, many lain, the reſt fled: and himſelf fleeing, 
fell wich his hor{e inco a rainy and miry dicch; and being 
caken, could not obrain'to be preſently ſlain, but was re» 
ſerved ro Selimms his pleaſure; who lent Kirengen, wich a 
Bow-Rtring to (irangle: kims' whoſe dead body, being 
bronght to Selimnrwas toyally buried ar Pruja, 

Amnrath, hearing on the way by the Perſians(who made 
cheir way thorongh the'Twrks) of what happened, retur- 
ned ro Ameſie, reſolving with: his: brother; he wich che 
Perſians to flee to Hyſmael ;, Aladin,to flec into Syria, and 
lo ro Campſoa Ganrss Sultan of egypt. 

Selimms, after this, ſoon with liccle trouble, bringing 
all lefſer Aſi4 under, and diſpoſing of all things, wonld 
return co Conftantinople ; but the Plague being there hor, 
he came to. Hadrianosple, where he ſpent that Summer, 
and the next Winter , Soro Conftantinople, rhe mortality 
being ceaſed, 160000 having there dyed, 

Hyſmael ſending for Amwurath,demanced why he came? 
who by his heavy countenance and abundance of rears,ex- 
preſſed the cauſe ; yer briefly declared, Thar his Father, 
Hncle, and Couſens, had lately been murdered by the Ty- 
rant Selzws#s ; who (oughralſo bis and his Brothers life , 
wherefore they were glad to flee, 

Hh Hyſmael 
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» Hyſmael taking him into his proteRion, willed 
him to be cheartul, promiſing him ayd , ſhortly giving 
him his Daughter in marriage; for tvas thought, it Seli.

Chendemus a'{o, of great expzrience, and in greateſt au- 
thoricy with Selimws , perſwaded him with a notable and 
grave ipeech,rco tay a while in Cappadocia, to refreſh his 
wearied Exropeens,and roexpeRthe coming of his ene» 
mies,difiwadinz him from the dangerous expedition into 
Perſia, Bur he doing all things according to his own di- 
reion, though not a liccle moved with that ſpezch, and 
ſeeing many Caprains troubled ar the imagination of the 
danger; yer ina fum2, refuring a little of Chendemas his 
ſpeech, diſmifſed rhe Councel, proteſting he wou!d pro- - 
ceed, hap whar woul4 hap: chough thar old fellow be 
faid, feared co die honourably, Whereupon, others ac+ 
culfiomed to (erve his humour, and envying Chendemwr, 
beginning with the greatneſs of his forces, valour of his 
Souldiers,&c, laboured to leſſen, what the Baſſa had ſaid, 
rouching the enemies proweſle and power : Then diſcre- 
diting him, ſaying, he being of known reſolution,had nor 
ſo (aid, as wanting courage, but as foreloaded with Amre-

ed him to bzware of the Fox , and proceed ſo much rhe 
boldlier, &c, And moieover, theſe flatterers ſuborned

their fear, chiefly Aladenles, who fora few dayes, helped 
them with Victuals; bur being gone farre thereinto, 
Armenia performed nor his promile , thinking Hy/maet 
would ranquiſh the Twrks, as he had moſt of che Eaft, 
Selimns, perplexed, &c. with grief remembred whar 
Chendemws had before told him, yer ſeeming chearful ro 
his Souldiers, &'c,and calling his Guides, be undertood, 
thar on the right hand beyond Periardo, lay che fruirtal 
Countrey of Armenis; ſo, compaſſing the Hill North- 
ward, he turn'd down toward Araxss, pafling it over a- 
bout the City Cop; for ic is ſoordable, till it receive Ri- 
vers out of Feriardse, 

He had ſcarcely got over, bur#f4-Ogl: with Amwrat 
encamping not farre off, quickly ſer forward ro meer the 
Turks, left Coy where the Perſian Kings for freſh Foun- 
tains, &c, wholſom air, and plenty of all fruit, uſed ro 
ſpend moſt of the Summer, ſhould be ſuddenly ſurprized. 
(Cuſſimnus an eArmenian, probably ſhewed Jovins; Coy 
to have been famous Artaxats, which Dowritins (orbulo 
defiroyed,) Nor did Hyſwael, though he lately ſenc moſt 
ef his forces againſt the Coraxent in rebellion, not much 
reckoning the 7 »rkz, durſt come ſo far, delay ; bur forth- 
with came perſonally co his Army. 

#ſa-Ogli, incaraping near the City, when as the Turks 
Scouts, upon Hyſmae!*s coming, the duſt rifing , and the 
Horſes neighing, perceived a great power was at hand, 

The 7 »rks were glad, that now they ſhould by Victo- 
ry, earn their toyl and famine, &c, into caſe and plenty, 
or honourably end their miſeries at once ; for the Horſe- 
rien, eſpecially the Europeans, whoſe Horſes were ſtar- 
ved, and the Foot ſpent with travel, and a great flux, li- 
ving moſily on Crabs, &c. wich a ſupping of meal and 
Vinegar, began to die in every corner, Hyſmael, to ter- 


nifie chem che morezſent a Herald ro Selimns, wich ſome 
: EC $k1jful 
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Skilfal Souldiers, to view what they could ; his number; 
Artillery, and how encampd; celling him, ſeeing the 
Turks had no Title to Armenia, &c, he maryelled why 
he encred his Dominion; bur if,as eAlexander the great, 
he ſhould chink ſo much his own as by the Sword he 
could win , he ſhould next day prove his fortune, and o- F 
rhers forces not inferior to his. Selimus anſwered, the © 
manifold injuries done to the 7 #rks by the Perſians for- 
merly, and alſo in his Warces againſt Achomates, might 
give him juſt cauſe , yt he eſteemed them nor ſufficienc 


cauſes of Warre,only ieeking afrer ,Ammwurat, lately ſpoil- 3 


ing (appadocia, whom if he would friendly deliver to 
him;as mucual Lajvs of amity required,he would peacea- 
bly recurn : elſe he chrearned to deſtroy with fire and 
Sword, even the heart of Perſia, 

Next day, Selimus ſer forward in order of bat:el againſt 
rhe enemies laying about cwo miles off, thinking, ſo great 
a Prince would fight without delay, yet what ftrengrh, 
&c. the Perſian was of, he certainly knevv not ; for the 1n- 
genious Perſians,g2ncrally ſo loved Hyſmwael, chat not one 
_ cothe T! rk; : hereas many revolred from Selimws 
co him, 

Selimus having $0000 Horſe, placed Caſas Baſſs with 
his Exropeans in the right Wing, Sinan Baſſa with his A- 
fars in the left; before them both , the Acarzi:i; in the 
midd'e, the Aſapi; behind them, the Artillery guarded 
with 4000 Horſe: laſtly following himſelf wich his Pen- 
fonzrs and Zanizaries, compaſſed with his ſmall Field» | 
pieces and Carriages, commanding his Vant-guard Foot, | 
upon the enemies approach, ſpe2dily ro divide, that the 
great Ordnance might play berwixt them. 

Hyſmael underſtanding by fugitives , his enemies de- 
vices, ſaid ro his chief Commanders, there was no doubt 
of Vitory , if they could ſhun the Artillery : wherefore, 
when the 7 wrks Foot divided, they ſhould likewiſe wich- 
draw into two pazts, cauſing tivo great Enſigns to be dit- 
no played, 
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played; whither then to retire, one for bimſelf, che other 
for {ita Ogli, and the rett, He had about 30000 Hotrle, 
no Foot ; among whom were 10900 men at Arms,reſg- 
luce, experienced, mounted on couragious baibed Hor- 
ſes, and bravely armed ; no Guns; in which, and number, 
they were inferior ro the Turks : yet conemning abour 
3 e000 7 wrks, and little reckoning of cheir Arrillery, 
chey doubred nor to give them batrel : bzing alſo exhorr- 
ed by Hyſmael, to remember their former Honour, &c., 
telling chem , they had co do with [uch whoſe Weapons 
were bur weak Scaves,and light Targets : their Horſes lite 
tle poor jades, almoſt dead wich hunger, 

Selimns gave notice, that the long-wiſhed for batiel, 
was come, wherein if they would worthily acquic rhem- 
ſelves. they ſhould ro their immortal fame , extend the 
7 #rkih Empire from the Perſian Sea,to Mount Cancaſns; 
bur if ocherwiſe, they mult nor think ro eſcap? by flight, 
through thoſe deſolate Countries, where they either 
Gould periſh, or being taken , be forced alwayes to ſerve 
the Perſian Women : allo, Eupbrates, Tawrns, and Ala- 
_ who had ſhnc up the patlages, did cur off all ſuch

The eAſap: making place for the Arrillery co play, 
Hyſmael allo dividing, charged the Twrk's right vipg to 
forcibly, that Caſas Baſſa, after a terrible hghr with ihe 
foremoſt being ſlain, and many after rhem , thar wing 
was forcedco retire unto Selimns ; bu: Kft Ogli, who had 
no ſmall l:arm by the Ordnance, as not clearing his men 
lo ſpeedily as Hyſmael, charged rh:ir lefr wing . makirg 
great ſlaughter, and in his comragiovs afſail was ſlain with 
a ſmall ſhor, Wherewith the T7 #rks encouraged, who b2- 
fore gave ground, renewed the barrel, and wich their ter- 
rifying Harque- buſier drave the Perſiaxs upon the T a1 &'s 
common.toot : who ſerring rogerher, brake thorovw then 
bearing them down with a mighty ſlaughter , and layinz 
the Canronters, who aiſcharging ar all agyen ure , Nev 
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many of their own, as of enemies, ſo faking way till 
chey came to the, right wing, where Hyſmael (till hardly 
charging the Exropean Horſes, they were forced to retire; 
' but now charged afreſh, ſcarce able ro endure it, cryed to 
Selimws tor help : whe opening his carriages, ſent out | 
part of his Horſemen, -and ſaid to his Fanizaries , that | 
dayes Vitory was reſerved to their valour: therefore as 
freſh men, they ſhould afſail their wearied enemies, whoſe 
Horles were all on a water , and the men faint under cheir 
Armour : yer Sel;mss could ſay, they were not very tor- 
ward, and whileſt they leiſurely ſer forward , the Perſians | 
ſlew the Exropean Horſemen down right, and were ready | 
co aſſail Selim himſelf on every fide; bur Sivan Beſſa, Þ 
chough his wing was ſore rent, came in in good time, and Þ 
"1119 wich tome freſh Troops, reſtored the barrel almoſt Jott ; 
y ';/  burchieflybychecourage of eAlisbeg , and his Brother | 
au AMahomet reſembling their warlike Father Malcozzime, | 
F Selimus (ill in hope, commanded all the Ordnance about | 
A iji him ro be diſcharged : whereby ſach ſlaughter was made | 
of his own,as well as of his enemies, that tor dult, ſmoak, | 
l & no'ſe of the Artillery, both Gdes almoſt lofing fightzand 
| hearing their Horſes terrified with the Ordnance, nor now | 
| tobe ruled, the bartel brake off,che ViRory yet doubtful, 
The T»rk;h Hiſtories tearm this, the onely day of 
doom, Wi: 
Hyſmael being wounded under his lefc ſhoulder with a FF by 
{mall ſhot, and withdrawing threugh perſwaſion to have |} tz 
ic ſearched, was the ſafeguard of Selimm 2nd his Army : fi} 21 
for they foilowing their King, lefc the ViRory , thought | 
by all te be almoſt gorren ; but Hyſmael perceiving the IF fe 
wound \vas not deep, he was abour to charge a freſh ; buc | 
hearing of #/ta Oplre's death , in whom was his greateſt | 
confidence, his Captains alſo perſwading him nor co ſer Þ} fo 
lizhe by his wound, whoſe grief he yer felr not , being 
warm, he ſoftly marched away, as not reſembling flight: 
and pafling by Tawuri, willed the Ciuzens 9 yo rhe 
rs 7 " T ares 
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Gares to Selimws, if he came, rather than to fall into de- 
ſtruRion, himlielf marching in CHedia's confines. 

The Twrks having no hearts nor firengrch to purſue 
rhem, yer took their Tents, where befides much rich fur- 
nicure, were many Ladies and Gentlewomen, who, Per- 
foan-like , had followed their Husbands in thoſe Warres, 
whom Selimus (ately freed , except a Wife of Hyſmacl, 
whom he gave in marriage to a Baſla, Some there preſenc, 
reported that divers Per/iax women were found among 
the dead, armed , whom Selimws honefily buried, This 
notable barrel in the Galderas fields nigh Coy, was fought 
Anguſt Tth, 1514, Selimns loling above 3o00Co men, 
Caſan, Lieverenant of Exrope, being one, Seven Sanzacks, 
two being the LMalcozzann Brethren, who were ſlain re(- 
cuing each other : moſt o&his Exrepean Horſe; the flower 
of his Army, being almoſt all ſlain, or grieyouſly woun- 
ded: yer he having the Victory, by his enemies contefli- 
on, and having Embaſſadors from { ”7 and other Cities al- 
lo from 7 awrs , promilng to relieve him, and do what 
he commanded, he marched rhirher to fee and poſlels 
himſelf of that chief Cicy, two dayes journey from Cop. 
The Ciuzens being ready, brought chem Rore of Vidtuals 
1ato the Snburbs, Selzmws not holding it ſafe te lodge 
within that populous City , only kept the Gates with a 
firopg Guard : Some ſay Se/imus went not into 7 awris, 
bur in a commen Souldiers habit : others har he banque- | 
red in the Kings Pallace, diſcourſing with the T amr; fians, 
2bout his Victory, And purpoſing to winter in Armen, 
he asked his great Caprains, how they liked of i:, who tor 
tear, referred themſelves ro him, 

Only Aſuftapha, chief Bafſa ſaid, rwere good to knovy 
the mindes of the Janizaries, & Courr-Souldiers: where- 
fore Selimw, commanded him our of his fght,and deera- 
ded him, ſending a Jeſter after him in diſgrace, who cur 
off part of his Tulipant char burg down ; bur the Jawzs- 
7165 much offen/ed withche indigeicy, roſe in arms, tell- 
inz 
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ing Selim, 7 would not wineer ſo fatre from home, 
inthe enemie's Countrey : therefore he were bet betime | 
cooſider of it, they being reſolved to forſake himyif he did 
nor ſpcedily return, Sel:z-zws much troubled, and hearing 
Hyſmael was comming upon him with a greater power) 
and conhideting with what difficulty and danger he eſca- 
ped inthe laſt barrel, &c, and ſuipeRing the fideliry of 
the Tawrifians, he reſolved to return into Cappadecis : 
wherefor: exa&ting from thera a great Maſle of -money a- 
oainſt his promile, he ſpeedily reticed towards Eaphrater, 
a longer way than he came,carrying away 3900 Families, | 
che belt artificers, chiefly choſe skilled in making Armour | 
ana Weapons : fearing to return by the head of Araxis, IF 
&c, for meeting the eAlbanian and Iberian Horſe-

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of Caytheins : Some chief ones alſo, upon flatreryand 
boaſting, alleadged how they overthrew the 7 »rks greac 
Army at Tawrns, perſwading him the victory would be 
ealily gotten, Chiefly Cayerbeins Governour of the Pro= 
vince and Aleppo (afterward preferred by Selrmmns ro the 
oreateſt honours of A gypt ) extolling the Mamalakes, and 
extenuating the enemy , ſtrove ro the utmoſt to over= 
throw Gazeles wholſome Counſel; for he grudgedin 
heart againſt (ampſen, who had poyſoned his brother 
nextto himleltin power, and of an aſpiring mind, Cayer- 
beius, doubring the ſame on himſelf, whenſummoned ro 
a Parliament at Cire, feigned himſelf fick : Campſon 
offended hereat, thought beſt to wait for a fitter opportu» 
nity, to take away that proud man, &c, either coming to 
Aleppo upon occaſion of that war, or of going in perſon to 
Exphrates ; forthe Sultans accounted themſelves unwor- 
thy of that name before they had encamped their Armyar 
Byrtha, and with (olemn pomp forced their horſes into 
the River co drink, thereby to ſhew, they were ready by 
Arms to prove, all to be theirs along Emphrates, from 
Taurusto cArabia's deſarts, But this wars confiderati- 
en,cauſed him co deferr his wrath againſt Cayerberws, till 
the end thereof, leſt the Mamalukes ſhould revolr, or 
ſome mutiny be raiſed in Aleppo,he keeping there a Rrong 
Ciridal, bnilr on a hills riſing in the middle of the City, 
with a (ure Garriſon, 

Many of (ampſor's ſecret friends (the while) adviſed 
Cajerbeins to beware of the Sultan,&c, who without de- 
lay, (ent ſecretly ro Selizws , declaring the cauſe of his 
oricf, promiling to come to him upon occaſion and to 
deliver to him the Caſtle, with the heart of the Cirizens, 
and all his own Horimen : & for performance of promiſe 
on both fades, required Hoſtages ; alſo adverrifing him of 
the Sultan's ſtrength, in any caſe to give him bartel,before 
he nada greater power, Selimms condiſcended to all, pro» 
miſing him far greater thivgsthan be required, 

Campſon, 
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Campſen, through the General conſenc ofhis Son[di- 
ers, relolved to dare him batre]l, Helay encamped on 
che River S:nga, almoſt 19 miles from che Ciry, that his 
Souldiers uſipg the benefic of the River, and removed 
from the Cities pleaſures, migkt yet be relieved with the 
plenty thereof, 

The Mamalukes were ſcarce 12000, yet every one ac- 
cording to his place, had more ſervants well furniſhed, 
Beſides, their cunning and furniture intheir i:ghting, their

Horſes were firong, couragious and ſwift, and ſo docible, | 


that at ſigns and ſpeeches of the Riderz they would reach 
him with their teerh from the ground 2 Launce, Arrow, 
&c., and ron upon the enemy with open mouth, laſhing 
at him with their heels, and had learned not to be afraid 
of anyrhing, Campſen made 4 barrels: Cayerbeins led the 
firſt, ic being in his Province, Sybeins, Governour of 
Damaſco, (called for his aRivity Balvaro, that 1s, a Tum- 
bler) the ſecond, After them (1 ho were to charge both 
the Turkiſh, wings at once) followed Gazelles with the 
third, Campſer, all gliftering, himſelf led the fourth, 
almoſt a mile and halfbehind. The laſt was to defend the 
Camp. 

. Selimw ordered his Aſian horſe in the right wing, his 
Exropean in the left, his Janizaries and Artillery in the 
main battel; before whom, between the wings, he placed 
his valianc Penſioners, ſerving that day amongſt chem) 
nor uſed (© ro do, 

Caerbeins gave a hot charge upon the Emxrepears; and 
by and by, as if ro compaſſe in that wing, wheeled a great 
way about behind chem, where lighting on a great com- 
pany of drugdes, &c, with Cammels and Carriages, he 
made there a grear tir, with little ſlaughter, Sybern:, 
rurning his Troops on the left hand, entred overrhwart 
the ranks of the other wing; where, havipg mad2 great 
ſlvghcerof the Aſian Horſe, they furiouſly bare down 


all before them, till chey came ro their ger: 
midſt : 
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midf : neicher could 2»fapbe the Beglerbeg, nor the 
Imbraher Baſla, (or Malter of the horie ) by any means 
Ray the reli from flight, So Syberws now thruſting in be- 
rwixt che foor and the Pepfioners backs, brought great 
fear on the whole main barrel; the matter being ex:ream« 
ly dangerous; for Sel;mws was hereby almoſt cur off 
from his Foot ; the Jarizaries being allo hardly charged 
by Gazelles, ſerrivg on the head of their batte), ; Bur by 
che ſealonable coming in of S;zay Baſſa with many freſh 
croops, (being but lightly charged by Cayerbemns the tray- 
tor) the Mamalnukes tory was repreſſed, the Turks encou- 
raged, and the vitory loon wrung out of their hands: Se- 
limss then diſcharging bis Artillery amongſt (them, their 
Horſes ſomewhat troubled, could not be 1o well ruled as 
before, themſelves, chough wondrous couragious, being 
oppreſſed wich che multitude of their enemies; yer ſer- 
ripg cloſe, they brake thorough the midtof chem, with 
oreat laughter of the Europeans, and hurt of the Perſio- 
ners, ſpeedily fleeing toward the Camp and City, Sinan 
following with the readieft Troops ; for Selimmns who that 
day ſeemd greater than himſelf, riding up and down, cal- 
led earneſtly upon them to urge the victory, 

Campſox on the way, coming for relief, or to partake 
of victory, heard by thoſe that fled, That Cajerbeins was 
revolred, his Army everthrown, and his Souldiers flight 
nor to be ſtayed: 'twas alſo reported, that the enemies , 
mulcicude and their Artilleries force were notto been- 
countred ; Whereat the proud old man, who never ta- 
fed of ill hap, was ready for grief to fink down, and forth= 
with his own men and the purſuing enemy, coming upen 
him, who withonr regard overthreyy whomſoever they 
mer, he being corpulent, of great years, and, beſides his 
weighty Armour, troubled with a rupture, chrough bear 
and grief, fainted in that preſſe, and falling down was 
troden to death, The Tetrarche of Damaſce and 7 ripolis 
bghting behind, go cepreſſe che purſuers force, — 
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496 The Life ef Selimns T, 
Selymus ereRing a few Tents in the field, keeping moſt 
of his men in Arms, ſlept not that night, as not yer aflu-- 
red of his victory, lelt the Mamalukes ſhould let upon his 
Camp, knowing they were pur to flight rathier by Cayer= 
beins his treachery, and fury of his Ordnance, than by 
valour, Gazelles and others hearing of C ampſon's death, 
baiting their Horſes halted from «Aleppo, ro Damaſco, 
Next day, Selim giving his enemies rich Tents, to his 
Souldiers for a prey, had Aleppo delivered to him by Cay- 
erbeins,and, to win the Citizens hearts the more, granted 
chem greater privileJges than formerly, 

This noted batrel (wherein nor above 19009 Mama- 
lakes were lain, but of their ſervants, &&c. many more, 
whoſe foggy far Horſes, brought up in cold Stables, fain- 
red, with che ſcorching heat, ſo that many berook them+ 
ſelves ro their feer and were eafily ſlain) was foughr Azg, 
I7, 1516, on which day co years,he obtained the viRo- 
ry againſt Hyſmael,in the Calderas fields, He loſt 3 oco 
Horſemen, alchough Sizax by Cayerberus his Treaſon, eſ- 
caped ith ſmall lofle. Campſon's body being found two 
dayes after, was laid in open place, that ſuch as believed 
himalive, might be our of hope of his return from Caire; 
and others, reyolred, might be the more confirmed; and 
afrerthree dayes, thus laying and beginning to grow noy-= 
ſome, it was imply buried 1n the molt ancient Temple of 
Aleppo, 

Selrmus ſent Fonnſes Baſſa to purſue his enemies to 
Damnaſco, who himſelf came thirher fey dayes after, his 
enemies being fled ro Cair, They of Damaſce not rhink- 
Ing it good to hazard their lives with that Cities great 
Wealth, opened to him the Gates ; other Sea-Cities , as 
Tripolis, Berytus, Sidon, Ptolemais, &c, yielding them= 
ſelves in like manner, | 

Not lopg after, he held a great Counſel in his Camp, 
under irs walls ; for he brought not his Souldiers in, for

Sinax, who returning, had put to death the Authors of

Selimns and him eſpecially, what firatagems Tomombe- 
ius had devited , whereinto they mult needs fall, iſ chey 
focinok nor the high way, Wherefore by their guidance, 
they by a grear compals and nnuſual way, came before 
day, ſhewing themſelves ac cheir enemies backs in order 
of batrel, with cheir Artillery ready bent, Tomon:be- 
z#5, though above meaſure grieved ar the fruſtratin? of all 
thar hz wich ſuch induſtry and labour had brought ro 
pals, yet being of an invincible courage, entered inco his 
wonrced devices, relling quickly his chizt Commanders 
what co do: the Signal for making ready was ro be given, 
che batcel ro be ordeced, the Souldie's encouraged - and 
his Ordnance co be quire contrary rurn:d. hordiy ar once, 
tO be dire&2d by one,and haitily ro bs done by many ; bur 
eſpecially che great concourle for remoiing of che huge 
iron Ocdnance like Ship Orinance, mon troubled rhe well 
ordering of the reſt wick cheir rumu/rnous Rirz bur cheet- 
fulnefle and conſtancy much helped their difhcalties : 
who although rivice overcome, and in (o ſuddain an acct- 
dent, weretillof greater (pirit and confidence, Where- 
tore Towzombeins, the fignal beirg oven, commanded 
his Arabians toencloſe the enemic's wings behind, $kir- 
mlihing wich them, thar, if poſſible, che Tu: &s Horimen, 
might be diſordered, before he came ro charge them, ao 
his Ordnance preſently to be diſcharged. So did che Turks 
likewiſe, bringing them within an arrow-ſhor, So char 
for a good ſpace they beat one upon another wita their 
Ocdoance only :; the Egyptians Cannonzers being almoſt 
all fl:in, and many of cheir Fi:td-peeces broken , by the 
echers (hor, For Selimus had allured many excellent Ca- 
noniers, out of /taly avd Germany, chiefly of thele Fews 
who were baniſhed Spain by Ferdizand , diſperſing, ter 
cha”, thoſz devices thorough the Eaſt, Jacobus Regio Le- 
pide was the chiet,a cunning Engineer,who lateiy chrovglh 
cas Turks rewards, revolt2d ro Mahometan {:m. 
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Bur after the matter broughc ro batrel, the Mamalukes 
with a moit hideous cry, furiouſly afſailed rhe Turks in 
chree places : tor Selzmus kzeping his wont, approached 
kis enemies in form of a half Moon : Idxſtapha led the 
Alians in. the right wing , Jonnſes the Enropeians in the 
left, himielf che main barttei : Sina the General of rhe 
field led a. reat number of (elected Horſmen, with five 
hundred jJanizaries, Harquebubers, ready againlt all 'un- 
certainevents, S9 almoſt ar one? four ſharp barrels were 
made 1n divers places. Some prelent, reporr, that, what 
for clanour, noile of Infiruments of War, and rifing of 
the cult, ail were (O confound ed, that miltakipg one ano- 
cher, they lev many friends inſtead of enemies : never 
baccels meeting with greater hatred, nor rwo Kings wrih 
lefle care of their perſons and ſafety , more delperately 
ſhewelcheir trengra and courage, Gazellusro require the 
Evrepeians for the ſlaughter nor far from Gaza, very tu- 
riouſly aſſailed Fonuſes, and ar firſt encounter brake his fir(i 
Ranks qver:hrowing ſome of his Guidons ; and the Ara- 
bians then preſſing 1n behind forced choſe victorious, tre 
flower of 7 brace, The/ſalia, Epirus, Macedonia and Gre- 
ciaroflze, which never enemy before (aw: but Sian com- 
ming ſpeedily in wich his freſh Troops , reltores the 
declining barrel ; and while he was fighting couragionſly 
1n the head of his barrel, he was by Cap:ain Bidon com- 
10g in, {)4in : ro reſcue whoſe deaa body , while his fol- 
lowers laboured, they were by Gazeliws unfolding his 
Troops, molt ſlain, the reli pur ro flight : and the five 
hundred choiſe Janizaries, now deſtiture of Horle, when 
chey had done what was poſſible were compaſied , cut in 
pieces, and trocden under foot ina trice, Muffapha in 
che orher wingg(ore preſſed the Egyptians Jefc wing.which 
valliane Helymis the Diadare, and Grapal led , who had 
lately receivedgrear harm by Selizzws his overthwart Ord- 
nance, <Muſtepha herevpon with his whole Troops, 
oyerthreny their broken Ranks, and glifteging) with a lond 
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voyce encouraged his Afhans by valour or honourable 
death, to recover their honour loſt in the fields of eA- 
leppos 

Then a'ſo Tomembe;us breaking rhorolv the middle 
battle of the Turks-Horle, e: tered amor s the Foot, gi- 
ving many a deadly wound vich his Scimutar, be being big 
and (tirong. The Arabians allo had enclo! ed the Utter. 
moſt of the Turks, forcing them in wany places to turn 
upon them, being doubt! ully charged betore and behind. 
Selimus \erting forward wich his foot, and J anizaries,nei- 
ther the cour2916us barbed Horles,nor their Ricers could 
abide their force ; for with their harquebuhers and pikes, 
they (o Rrong|ly be (er their front,that nothing could (tand 
where that linked body ſivayed ; yer this crue! barrel cons 
tivued doubrful fromrbe tourch hour,tiHl Sun ferring,eve- 
ry part of both Armies with divers ſucceſſes enduring the 
fury of that fight,both yictors and varquithed, fighting 7 AS 
prodigal of heir lives, &'e. So that ther bodies wearied 
and weakened with wounds, ſupported with anger ſeem- 
ed ſufficient ro manrain that Battel till nexr day ; » if the 
darkneſs coming on, had not ended that dayes (laugh- 
LCT. 

Tomenbeins ferring to be utterly over:hrown , firſt 
ſounded a retreat, that his Mamalukes might not ſeem ro 
be pur:o flight; forthe forrune which deceiv'd bis fir( 
hopes, ſeemed £0 promile better ſucceſs, if, as not diſco - 
raged, he ſhould renew the War, The Turks enjoying 
heir enemies tents and Ordnance, purſued them rill mid- 
nizhr, Ic was fonght Jan, 24. 1517. The Diadare was 
raken i in fighc, mortally wounded, and valiant Biden, ha- 
ving his knze broken with a ſhor, his Horſe being rhere- 
with lain : boch whom, Selimus nexc day, commanded 
to be ſlain either for their weunds thought uncurable, or 
ro revenge Sinan's death, which he wondrouſly lamen- 


ted, 
The Turks Armies was greatly impaired eyen in their 
fortunate 
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forcunitce Batte!s : che fourth pre was conſumed by fick- 
nels and Sword, tat day tying nany Horſes, beiides their 
former long journzy, Wherefore not yer experiencing 
rhe Cairlans diſpoſi:ion, nor certaivly andertanding 
where T emombers (tay2d;, or whar he reſolved , ſtaying 
four dayes ac Aatharea and Rhod 1nia, he provided tor his 
wounded,and burying his d21d, but nor his enemies, Then 
for more commodious wat2ring, he came into the plains 
berveen old Carre and Bulace, 


T omombeins , encamoving between neiv Caire and Ni-f 
lus, wich his colle&2d Mimalukzs, Erhiopian flaves, Ma- | 


malukes ſons an4 M930:cs : alſo Jews and Arabians, having 
opzned the old Armory, prepired for a grextec War chan 
before ; bur, having lolt his O:dnance, with many of his 
yvaliante{t Horim2n, and deſiring to protratihe War till 

eat of Summm2r, he thoughr no: good to adventure ano» 
ther Barrel : bur reſolved by night to afſtil rhe Turks 
Camp, and if poſſible ro ſe-ir on fire: that he might a'- 
tempt. ſone notabic exploir before the enemies fhould 
perceive his weak po'ver, and bzfore 9-11vn into contempt 
with the nitural Azyocians, expz&ing but lone fir 0cca*

| brought in his Jaxizaries by the largeſt (freer, Ar firſt, 
; Hor ſmen wich Ho:ſmen bloodi ly foughr i in thg narrow 
{treets,but the Foor dilcharging their Culverings nd Fal- 
cons beforethem among the thickeſt enemies,clearcd the 
{tceer; bur coming ro the Baracadoes and Trenches , and 
to remove Timber-1 logs, &c. by force, they fought wich 
torce and obltin1cy on both parts, never in mans memory 
more.crnel : to: they were not ignorant, that cwas as 
well as fer cheir lives and Empire, as tor honour, Here 
the Turks ree2ived great lofſe, for running on, the hinder» 
moſt on the formoltsr ney rumbled by heaps into the c0- 
vet Trenches, and were impailed upon the ſharp ſtakes, 
The women and children allo throwing down ſtones,

Ic thus continued two \\ hole dayes ard nights without 
cealing, yer the Mamalukes te, and threugh iuch labour 
and watching, giving ground by degrees, retired further 
into rhe City, The third day beler with the greateft dan- 
ger they ſo reſolutely fought that the Turks retiring a 
oreat Way, lefr ſome Field pieces behind them : wherecar, 
Selimus deſpairing commanded te fire the Houles, eſpe- 
cally for that Foxuſes Baſſa, was in his gh dangerouſly

The in'olenc Turks ranſacked all ch2 Ciry, drawing our, 
and ſliying the hidden Mamalukzs, riffling the Houles of 
friends and toes : and 'ome; in the ſame Houſes, raged art 
once \ith coverouſneſſe, cruelty and luſt, as etery one was 
inclined, That day tha: Selimms tavk (dire, Gazelles, 
lately gone to Th: bais ro aſſemble the Arabians and new 
{uppltes; came thither; bar finding 211 loſt, &c, he came 

.to S:limus upon faith g'ven for ſa'ery of him and his fol- 
lowers ( thcee Arabian Captains and a number of good 
Horlmen) in che midi of bis chief Capt» ins bo'dly ſpeak» 
ing to him ; It fortune had no: envied our ſafer y. thou 
ſhould{i not now have had matter (moli noble Selimps)ro

andria) Hz ſent fome the reverendet of his Religion, 
with ſome honourable Egyptians, Embaſladors to T #- 
mombeius , bountifully promiſing him on the faith of a 
Prince, if he would come in and ſubmir , he ſhould on 
rexſonable con jirions, repoſſeſſe his Kingdom, never by 
force to r<gain ; bu: other;viſe,vhen che marcer was agun 
tryed by B:rte!, he ſhould never find any regard ef bis 
Princely State, from his angry enemy - Thele paſſing in:o 
Sigeſta, were barbarouſly (laty by ſome Mamalukes chan- 
cing on them, to gratifie Tomombeins nov no: know» 
ing of it, and ſhew, they defired no peace, 

Selimus provoked by lo great injury,providedall things 
acceſſarie for his expedition into Sigefta ag11init Tomom:

Liohrecs he con'd vather, 

Tomombeins underſtan ting hereof, and fearing the 
Country-peop!e's revolt, by means of Albuchowar, dee + 
mined once azain co proverhe ſo:ture of a bar: el : where- 
for2 by advice of his bt Capr1ins ,” he rime'y d-par-ed 
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and Arabians, travelling day and nig t 0 CoINe to N. lus,

Theſe perfidious, laughing, ſent their pledge and Mer- 
chandize abroad, Xajcns going aſhore , and embracing 
the Merchants, was upon a hgn given, beſet and takenzand 
conveighed poſt ro Conſtantinople , where he was , with 
molt exquiſice torments, forced to confeſs what they de- 
fired, Then was their wiidom commended, who occafio= 
ned rheDecree for ſending cheEmbaſſador to be revoked; 
The 7 wrks Holiage, was tound to be a Countrey fellow, 
well apparelled ro deceive the Khodians, who antwered to 
all chings demandeJ4, according to his knowledee, as that 
the 7 wrks were greatly preparing on Caria and Lycia's 
Coalis by Sea, taking up chere many Souldiers , for de- 
tence of Syris's frontiers againlt the Per fans : Solyman 
doing this to put the Rhoadtaxs out of ſuſpirion of invalion; 
bu: /V'llerius perceiving by many circumſtances,chiefly by 
that of Xaycms, that the Rhodes as that longed after,pro-= 
claimed a Ceſſation from all buſineſles, rill all things for 
detence of the City were accompliſhed. A general Muſter 
being taken, and 5000 able free men being found,amengft 
whom were 600 Knights, 50® of Crezte; the reſt , moſt 
Marriners , who did great ſervice : the Iſhnders ſerving 
chiefly to dig and carry Earth : ard the Citizers, except 2 
teiv of the beter ſort, were molt weak, and of ſmall cou- 
Mm 4 ragey 
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Tage, great ſpeakers, bur ſmall doers, yer hardly ro be go« 
vernezd, Villerixs tearing nought more than the faiot 
hearcs of che Cirizens caliing chem together, encouraged 
chm by a lpeech, che fu n wiereof was, to ſh: the 
T arks, who came our of che dark Dens of Mont Cance- 
J#s, their ipj iry and cyr1n1y, and un'aciabie defire of So- 
Veraig'ty; eſpecially ro exce2d herzin againt Chr.ſt, and 
Ca1.tiis: whole Ilnds and Countries he Rrove tothe 
uunolt to ak: trom them, and utrecly ro roo: our the 
Caritian 14ms : hopinz,he ſaid, ocher Chriſtian Princes 
Woul 11: yood time , joya with him and his Knights of 
the Order, who wire mot ready to defend them , their 
W:ve:t, Cni dren, Goods,and T :nples; declaring the Ct- 
ties nrengch, and grene (tore of furniture of Arm3and 
Proviſion, .oa5 rhey ſh2uldnot f:el hanger and thick 
which calamiries for ll thar, ke aid ſome p:ople in tairh- 
fulneſs and valour, norcompariblerotieny had moſt 
conitantly endured, as they cf Per linum , wi12n bzfizged 
by th: C arthagin;avs,and th:yof Caſſi/ num vy Hannibal, 
Holding our rill a Mouſe was (old tor mach inoney; 

who thrulting their Childr2n and Paren:s forch , lived 

with Leather, or Hidzs ſodden  leay:s of Trezs 8c call 

wanting ſtrengrh, co hold their W21p15n;, or (hand on th2 

walls: char, it th2ir Houſes chinced to bz berten doin, 

they muſt have pacience; for they ſhould b2 repair- 

ed : neither was ir of ſuch importance, as therefore to 

yield roenemies,in whoſe cour:efie and fideliry,chzre was 

NO aſſurance; for, ſaid he, beſides Solymwaxs b:ing cruel 

and unfaichful by n:cure, he can by no memn:s be gentle 
and faithful roward us who have done him ſo much 
harm : that God had hicherto prote&ed them , ſo often 
aſſailed by open force , whom he wiſhed them above all 
things to ſerve and call upon ; for, ſaich he, excep: the 
Lord keep and defen {the City, the Watchmen \yarch but

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The vulgar eſpecially, vere much encouraged herewich; 
bue whilett chey dream2d of norhing bac victory, the 
wiſer (orc, careful, did wha: they could co eff2R che fore= 
wiſh:d 200d, 

Clement the Greek Biſh5p, grexly reputed by themy 
labouring co pzrlwade che Greeks, in that gre and 
common danger to joyn wich th: L4:mmers, whole Go 
vernme nt they many times repined at, fordefence of che 
City : and it wasſo ordzred at that timz, that chey all a= 
gre:d as one man, to [pend cheir lives, &c, many of the 
vulgar, Wiſhing his coming rather then nor : And few 
nighes after, the Twrks by night-fices in th: Main, gave 
fiz nof parley : whereupon, a Galley and long Boar, ſer- 
ring forch , being nigh the ſhoare, was hailed by a Turk 
wich a Troop of Horlie, defiring to ſend one aſhore, for 
moreconvenient parley : which the Captain refuling, Arc 
thou, ſaid.ch2 Turk, afraid of Xayens's forrane> who 
chreat 1ingly anſwered, Xaycs: troubled him not, nor they 
feared him; bur if be had nothing elſe to ſayzto ger further 
oft, or he would ſpzak ro chem by the Cannon, 

A T*rk,coming , layed down Letters on a tone , and 
ſaid, In chem was cheir charg2: who, being deparced wich 
che relt, the long Boar was lent for them, thus direAed,

Solyman by Gods Grace, King of Kmgs, 8c, To the 
Reverend Villerins Lilladamus, Great Maſter, &c, 


He Parpore was, that, pictying his SubjeRts, anJ for 

his great injury, he was wroth, Theretore he ſhould 
yield him che I{lind and Ciry wichour delay : making di- 
vers proteſtations, that 1f they choſe rather his friendſhip 
chan his force, they ſhould depart with all cheir Riches,or 
live under him wichou: intringement of Liberty and Re- 
ligtion,by any Tribure:burtco thoſe that were ſubdued, were 
all extremiries from che anzry Conqueror threatned, from 
which, neither their force, forraign ayd, nor huge Walls, 
which he would utterly over-throw,ſhould defend rhem, 

This being openly read, ſomz thought, *cwere good to 
aniwer him roundly : Others, nor furthr ro provoke fo 
Sreat an enemy ; art laſt they agreed ro lend him noan{wer 
at all, 

The day theſe Le:ters came, Z#»e 14, a Turkiſh Com- 
mand-r, arrived at Coos-Ifland (part of the Rhodes Domi- 
nion) with 30, Galley fore-runners. Who beginning to 
barn the Corn almolt ripz, and Villages ; Prejazes the 
Governour ( of grear valour ) with ſome Horlz andFoor 
ſuddenly ſer upon the diſperied Turks , with ſuch a cry 
of the people and Inſtruments of War; thar running away 
amazed, many were ſlain, not reſiſting; and had nor the 
Galleys received them, nor one had eſcaped, who then pu- 
ro Sea again, The Rhodiavs now (molt of them) aſlured 
of the Tarks comin2, by Pomerolus Vice-malter his per- 
ſwaſion, burnc down the Suburbs, utterly deRroying their 
pleaſant G:rd-nsnigi the Ciry, andall the ret within a 
mile (except things nezdful for the Stege,which rhey rook 
in)thar the enemy ſhould find nothing there to ule: A, 
woful Gght the while , more monrnfal chan rhe enemie's 
comin?, preſenting it {e!f; for rhe miſerable Country- 
p2opie( as Pillrrim commanded ) > inging in word,con, 
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cattel, fowls, &c. numbers of Women and Children fol- 
lowed them weeping , with diſchivelled hair, ſcratching 
their faces, tearing themſelves, ringing hands, and ca(t- 
Ing up eyes,beſeeching God ro defend che City and chem- 
ſelves : which multicude being pack into narrow Rooms, 
and their cattel Rarved,afterwards corrupted the ayr,rorten 
agnes and fluxes enſuing:bur the Ciry being yielde d,there 
followed ſuch a plague, as deſtroyed great numbers of 
Turks, and Chriſtians not knowing whither to go, 

The Turkiſh General which landed in Coos, was ſent 
before ro provoke the Rhodians to Bartel , who with 20 
Galleys came daily berwixt Lycia and Rhodes (leaving 
the relt at Gnid»m-promextery,nor far from Rhodes, ro ayd 
him upon neceffity; braving rhem many dayes ; knowing 
a Victory then, was little les than raking the City ; or if 
he could by fight but weaken their number, he ſhould fur- 
ther his Maſters ViRory : and ſomerimes laying at the ve- 
ry Havens mouth :the Khodiavs moved, as not wontto be 
ſo braved, by impor:unity had a Councel call'd, to conſi- 
der wherher to fight or not> Wh2reupon the Chancellour, 
of oreat aathority & ſpirit, &'c. ſaid, Such diſgrace was 
preſently to be revenged : for, ſaid be, the huge Fleet of 
rhe Turks is as a head to be joyned co theſe Pyrarical Gal- 
Icys as members, to which head they ſhould give ſuch a 
blow, by cucting off choſe limbs, thar it ſhould ever after 
ſt209er: orif no Fleer were prepared to follow tharzthen 
it b2ing diſcomfired, they ſhould be ar quiet : which in 
his jadgzment,was moft like to be true,rhe fit time of the 
yzar fora Siege b:ing (o far ſpent, &c, Wherefore toſer 
upon their proud enemies : not fearing a few threatning 
words, and fitting till like cowards not daring to ſhew 
their heads : which forſooth, they called Fab:us his poli - 
cy : viſhing they were as Fab:ws ; bur fearing they ſhould 
prove more like Aztiochus, the sFtolians and Vitellians, 
all vhoſe courage conlifted in words, &c.but Victory was 
cnn2d by expoing them!elyes to danger, 

Though 
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Though the mulricude,with theſe and the like ſpeeche? 
moved, deſired ro fight, asnot wanting Weapons, cou- 
Tage or hands to (laughter their enemies : yer the grayer 
ſore choughr not good to adventure any great part of for- 
ces, afterwards co be wanted for defence of the City. Th: 
Turkiſh General deceived of his expeRation , withdrew 
Ix 2 miles off ro YVillezova, where landing his men,he burnc 
all che corn chereaboutrs : the people being all rerired ei- 
cher into the Rhodes, or Caſtles in other places of che I'- 
lands, 

Villerias careful to reſerve his Souldiers for more ex- 
peRed dangers,commanded troops ( ſent to skirmiſh with 
them) torerurn : andduring the Siege, he would ofcen 
eat his meat with his Souldiers : watching himſelf, and 
walking up and down, he wonld reſt on ſome homely ſeat 
as ir chanced, being more adventurous in time of afſaulr 
than was wiſhed ; yt more allowing Counſel groun- 
ded on Reaſon, than proſperous ations commended but 
by events, he carried alwayes among ſo many cares , 
juch a grace in his cheartul countenance, as made him to 
be reverenced and loved : beſtowing all chertime he could 
ſpare in praying, &'c, and that ( oftentimes) moſt of the 
n'ghtinthe Temple alonehis Armour laying by him ; © 
that it was commonly ſaid, His Devotion and Care \vould 
make the Ciry invincible. | 

July 26, Early,news came from Stevens warch- Tower 
abour a mile cff : tha: a huge Fleet ( reported, above 200 
layl ) was making thicherwards along the Welt of Zycia : 
whereupon all places were full of tumult, and a pi:- 
citul cry as is uſual inſuch caſes + publike prayers were 
made throughout the Ciry ; which ended, the gies were 
fhur up : pzople of all ages and ſexes going forth ro gaz 
upon that dread{ul Fleet ; rhe formolt being the Admi-s 
ral of Callipelis, who was to aflail the Ciry by S2a : Cars 
Mahometes was Rear-Admiral, with a great ſquadron ct 
Galleys, ard a fair wind, riking befare the mourh of che 
| Havel, 
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Haven began to row towards the City; but many baſing 
unto that Bulwark cefencing the le!t hide of the Haven 
more ſubje& ro danger than the other ; the Turk tearing 
ro be ſunk, gor him to the reſt of the Fleet : the Khodzans 
deriding him with our-cryes for his folly : The Fleet paſ- 
ſing on came tothe Promontorie of Bo , about 3 miles 
Eattward: which Harbour being tco {mall,many Galleys, 
riding it out at Sea, were by ſhot, often forced to ger fur- 
ther off, Whilfi the enemy was landing) and rraniperttyg 
all things and men ; allo viewing the Ciry,and chooling a 
fit place for his Camp: the Rhodrans ſunk many found- 
ding the Walls to dilcover the eremies Mines, and forti- 
fied their Bulwarks with bigger Rampires, The Maſter 
ſent alſo, one Knight into Fparz to Charls the Emperour, 
and another to Rewe : thence into France, cravirg ayd by 
Letters for relief by Sea and Land ; bur they grudging 
againk each other, or reſpeAivg only themleives,returned 
them with good words withour relict, 

Then allo Preianes, forementioned,(cemparable with 
any Captain of that aze,&c.) havirg bid himſelf 2 or 2 
dayes inthe Rocks at Sea for ſear of the Turks, came by 
night in a Pinnace to the Rhodes, whereat they worcrouſly 
rezeyced : whom Y1illerius in any great exploit , rrefted 
above any, and who inthe Siege, chearfully endured ſuch 
labeurs as others accounted extream miſeries, Alſo Aſfa-+ 
r:11ngw a moſt skilful Engincer comirg ont of Creet, de- 
fearec, by Courter-mines, 55 Mines which the Tutks 
made with exceeding charge and labour, 

The City is (cituate on a Plain every way to be befie» 
goed (except Northward) for its coodly Haven, therce lay- 
Ire all Weſtward : betwix: it and the Hill's about it, is a 
flony Plain longer than broader , the Hills beirg full of 
planred Orchards; brr it was compaſied with a moſt 
irorg double Wall, Ceep Trenches , bavirg 13 ſure and 
flarely Towers, with 5 n-1ghty Bulwarks, divers fair gates- 
with molt exaQt Warlike D*fciplinz from the French, 
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Tower ( ſeeming ro mate the skie) Rood the French with 
the Lillies in cheir Enfignes, under A&;ms a Knight of 
the Order : thence to George's gate lay the Germans wirh 
the Eagle: then the French Avergnois wich the Spaniards, 
che Dicches being there not ſo deep or broad as el{here, 
Fiftly, the Englith, whom che Matter himſelf comman- 
ded: then they of Narbona: laſtly, the Italians under Ba- 
limus and Morgutus, Inevery Station were divers valiant 
Knights of che Order, 

A Turkiſh woman-flave, conpired with ſome others: 
when the Turks gave the firit affuule to fire the Houſes 
( wherein they dwelr) in divers places, that the defen- 
dants drawn ro quench ir, the Turks might more eahly cn- 
ter; br che Treaſon was revealed, and they executed, 

The Turks had nor placed their Batt-ry, when as they 
rook a Hill, wherzon food Coſmns and Domianus Tem- 
ple, righr ag1inſt the Engliſh Station, with lictle hurt (fo 
tic off ) (hooting thence into the Ciry, Then (having with 
them 5000 pion:ers, whom they ſorced ro labour day and 
night ) with incredible ſpeed, wayes were cut through the 
Rony Rocks, Plaines rais'd co Mountains , with earth 
brouzh: two miles off, and Mountains levelled ; yer were 
they (adly rent in ſunder with the Town-Ordnance : rhe 
Rhod:ans alſo allying out, fiercely purſued and flew grea: 
numbers of them, and of others defending them : and 
vhen many others, thought to relieve their fellows, the 
O:d1ance from the Walis ſo chundered among them,rhar 
the ground was covered wich Weapons and Carcaſſes, At- 
ter three ſuch alleys, che Turks wronght moſt by night, 
keepinz moſt (trong watch, and doubling it by day, bend- 
ing th2ir Ocdnance againit the Rhodians lallying places, 
Which k:prt chem not {o much in,as the ſerr of weakening 
them'elves, Amongft others, certain Marriners having 
the Turks L1reunze, by leave ( diſeuifing themſelves as 
Ta:ks ) cam: for:h by night, in a {mill Bozr laden with 
App'e3; Pears, Plams,c, ro the p\ace wht the poſloge 
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is our of the maine, There ( as if come from the main) 
the Turks bought their fruit greedily : which chey having 
ſold and now ready to depart ; certain Turks, difliking 
the hard beginning of the Siege, earnefily requeſied to be 
taken with chem into the maine ; who with much ado (in 
ſhew ) were entreared to take in 7 or 8, (whom they could 
maſter ) bringing them priſoners to the Xhodes : Where 
beipg brought up by Prezanes to the top a Tower , where 
they mighr deſcry all the Turks Camp, diſcovered vnto 
him all he demand:d : and confefſivg, that the Souldiers 
diſcontented with rhe Stege, were ready to murinyhardly 
ro be commanded forth,ſaying,all was bur loſt labour, &e, 
Wheretore,if rhey were wue, they ſhould intime depart 2 
which appeared afterwards true, for Pyrrhus Baſſa glad- 
dr, to pleaſe the Souldiers than co puniſh, wrote to 
Solyman : 1f he would have the Siege go forward, he 
ſhould ſpeedily come ip perion tothe Camp, they refu- 
ſing to be commanded. 

The Turkiſh Captains keard the while, by ſome fug- 
ves, that the high Rieeple of St, Johns lerved as a watch- 
Tower : Wheretorezand in delipight of rhe Croſs upon it, 
they laboured with continual ſhot to beat it down, Soly- 
m4ancomingto the Camp; A»g.23, moregrieved to fee 
the hgnes of cewardiſe, and the great diſorder , than he 
did take pleaſure and hope of 2cooco men in his Army ; 
yer moderating his 1ndigration, he called them together, 
cauſing them to be diſarmed, and compafling them in with 
I5006 Rarquebuſliers brought with him, he Rept up into 
a high Royal Seat; and pauſing a good while, he thoughe 
1t enoughro correct the multitude with (ſharp words, ut- 
tering ofrzr filence made, a cholerick ſpeech,calling chem 
Slaves,for he cov!d nor afford ro call them Souldiets, ask- 
ing them, waat kind of men they were become? Cc, If 
any one (ke ſaid ) at home ſhould have bur named rhe 
Rhodes among their Feaſts and pors, &c, they could then 
brazto pul i; down ; bur when be þere proved rheir cou- 
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Tage it was nothing but perbaps they thought, rhe Rhod;- 
«5 (o ſoon as they law their Enfignes before their gates, 
would yield ; but that infamous denn was full of mot cru- 
el beaſts, whoſe madnels, they ſhould never tame wirchour 
much labour and bloodſhed ; yer, (aid be , 1 ſhall rame 
chem, or elie here ſpend my dayes, wiſhing himſelf, his 
Empire, and lirergh for ever curied, and it he didor ſaid 
otherwiſe, So pardonirg all their former offences, he 
Iwarethem all again to his obedience : all things being 
afterwards done with better ſueceſs and more care, Firſt 
planting divers great guns, they ſhot up huge Rohes into 
theayr ; W bich might (falling down ) break whatever 
they lighted on ; Yilleria was like to be ſlain hereby ; yer 
with 200 {uch ſhor, there was bur ten men ſlain, which A4- 
pella a traiterous tvginive declared to the enemy,as be con- 
:efled upon examination, for which he was executed, 
The Turks planted allo 40 great battering Pieces,. 12 
eiwg Baſilisks : (the Baſilisk killing man and beaſt with 
his 'ighr) with rhele they battered continually ; bur be- 
ing {omewvhar far off, did little harm, . They then like- 
wiſe laying battery againt Nicholas Tower ( defending 
the Haven on the right hand, where (ftood the great Colof- 
ſs) ir was valiantly cefended by Gxido a Frenchman,with 
200 Souldiers, 3© being Knighrs, The Turks Artillery 
being ſoon di:mounred with their ſhot, and many Gur- 
ners {lain ; fo that, Jaying (till all day, they began ro bat- 
*er it by rk ; bur the Defendants warily obſerving,” ſo 
apriy placed their Ordrance, that the Turks (ware , their 
doings were by ſome means diſcovered; fo atrer 5©O ſhot 
beliowed, and a ſmall breach made which they durſt nor 
attempt, they abandoned the place. 

Fyrrbas was bufie in working Mines, 35 whereof were 
irn{iraed by connter-mines,many being loſt on bor {ices 
therein ; yet the Enzliſh Bulwark was Sept. 4. in part 
blown up, the victence vi hereof ſeemedar firfNt,an Earthe 
gvake : and divers Enotiſh were overwhelmed ; che TurEs 
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attempting to enter, were witch great {laughter repulſed : 
bat Mftaphe, crying our of their cowaratiezrenewed the 
allaulc wich ſupplies : where for a While was a molt cruc! 
fight, The Townſmen and Women calting ocwn upon che 


Tacks, fir e, tones, timber, &c, So that, nor able longer 


to endure it they ran away, not looking tora i-gne of re 
creat : the Ordnance wendrovlly llavghrering chem as chey 
fed: ſome write almoſt 2000 Turks were {lain at this al- 
fault, amongſt them, the Maſter of, their Ordnance ; the 
Chriltians alſo loſing ( befides a few others ) 5 Knights 
of che Order, 

Septemb.9.Solyman by Muſtapha's perſwation command- 
edafreth aſlaulc ; which was with greater re(olucion than 
the firlit : 7 Enfignes being broken inco the Bulwark , the 
Defendants giving ground : bur the Maſter coming in with 
tis Enfigne and Knighrs, drave them our again, Muftapha 
couragiouſly reſtored che Bartzl, with new ſupplies, other 
Capcains forcing the retired Souldiers to fiohr, Then be- 
oan a more cruel fighrrhan ever before, and more dapg2- 
rous roche Chrittians, for the Turks much ſhot ; bur in 
rhat extremity none regarded, either danger or life; it 
con:inued three hours: arleng:h Muftapha, loling two 
thouſand with three Noble men, whom Solyman ſpecially 
favoured (the Spariaras beating rvem out of their Flan- 
kers)re iced, Fei Chriſtians were (lun (in comparilon); 
bur,Cluis the Enlign- bearer bing ſhort blind. had, noc Ruz- 
avix a Knight mo! Mit couragiouſly re'cued ity the EnGg a of 
che Order had been loft; 

After this, Muſtapha beganto grow.in contempt with 
Solyman : and Pyrriws,to keep his ; Credit, continually bate 
czred che Mount n'ghthe ralian Bulwark with 17 great 
Pieces. Then alſo Caſſius Governonr of Bythinia 14- 
boured by undermining co over-thraw the French Bul- 
wark: bur was fruſtrated by (hieras his countenance : ard 
Pyrrhuy in a hot afſaulc, gaining the Mount, and gerent!y 
Sf:agheoing the Ciry,was wir ch 8'e >:tlols rep! l\ed,and cau- 
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led by S2/yman to retire : the Governour of Exbea , So!j- 
mazs's Lizvtznan: General beipg flain $ for which he was 
exccedin2 penb ve, 

Muſtapha derermined ( if poſſible ) by a third afſaulr 
of rhe E»g/ih Bulwatkto recover his credir : agreeing 
with eAchimetes ar the {ame time to aflault the Spaniſh ; 
who ſudden!y blowing up part of thoſe Walls,and entring 
preſently in the thick of the duſt and ſmoak;recovered the 
R1mpiers-rop, Mufapha,allo hardly charging theEngliſh, 
a doubgul fizhr was made in both places, The Rbediant 
manfu!ly repulſed rhe enemy, forcing him with ſhame to 
retire, many Engliſh were (lain, and Prezanes ſore hurt : 
having ſin many Turks; 2 of Mxſtapha's Enfignes were 
taken by Faxlderick , commendatour of the Germane 
Knights, Achimeres having ſer up his Enfignes ; by va 
Jon:, and ſome O:dnance placed b Martiningas in the 
Houles before ite b:each, and by ſhor out ot che Flan- 
kers on both ſides, he was forced alſo ro retire, 

Sept, 23, They hoping through a Mine, made againſt 
the Avergne Bulwark. to win the City z were, upon their 
approach ar the blowing of ir up,mer with by a counter» 
mine; ſo that being in a place of great diſadvantage, they 
returned wirh ſome hurt; . yet their expert Caprains,con- 
je&urinz.che wall might be inwardly ſhaken by the mine, 
though no: outwardly perceived, violently battered there 
all that day and night afrer, making a large breach : that 
ni2ht was heard, an unwonted noile in the Camp; which 
the Rhodians rightly conjeRured a fign of ſome great al- 
ſaulc ro b2 ſhortly given ; fort So!/yman reſolving next day 
with all his Force to afſault the nevv breach, afrer a me- 
lanchbolly walking in his Tent , ſent for the chief Com- 
mand.rs,declaring unto them : that thongh they needed 
no: any exhorrtation, yet the enemie's deſperate madnels 
made him ſpzak to them a few words : by effeAual per- 
\vaton and large promiſes to hearten on his men to the 
wipning of the City,rent, ſhaken, beaten down : and rhey 
wearied 
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rvearied and worn ou”, &c, worthily ſeeming anto bis 
Souldiers of invincible torce and courage, for in taking

Notwichſtanding, YVillerizs, making ſhew of greater 
courage than his preſent Stare required, afcer thus dil- 
courſing molt of the night, commandedevery man to his 
charge, anſwering only, He would be careful of all their 
well-doing, Next morning he ſent for Prezaves, Marti- 
ings, and a few other, who reſolved him,the City could 
not be long defended, Woheretore calling a Common- 
Councel, it was by a general conſent concluded, the City 
ſhouldbe yielded; and a Decree by the Great Malter pro- 
nounced, During a 4 dayes truce with the enemy, ſull 
of danger; divers preſuming Turks, came to behold the 
Walls and Rampires, Fornovins ſore moved , without 
command, diſcharged a Tire of Ordnance among the 
thickeſt of them. Then alſo they received by night into 
the City, a ſhip-load of Wines from Creet, with A/phox- 
ſus chief Pilot of the Rhodian Galleys, and I co volun- 
tary Latines thence, without the knowledge of the Veneti- 
#n Senate then in league with Solyman, The Turks here- 
by juſtly offended,ſuppoling the ſupplies far greater rhan 
they were,wichout command or Enſigne diſplayed,thrult 
in, in great numbers, to the new Rampires and Barraca- 
does, with a furious aſſaulr, many being {11in and woun- 
ded on borh fides ; bur the Turks retired, The truce thus 
broken, the bloudy Captain of the Turks Senveres, ha- 
ving taken 3 Chriſtians, cur off their hands. ears and no- 
ſes, ſending them thus with Letrers ro Yillerin, charging 
him with Truce-breach ; threarning, within 3 or 4 dayes 
ro make him th2 like example ro Poſtzrity, None was 
m-"7e 
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more troubled wich this breach than the 3 Knights, then 
Embaſſadours in che Turks Camp: who had been flaip or 
rorcured, had they not feared the like to their Holtages : 
bur riwo Burgeſles being come into the Camp with Ar- 
ticles of ſurrender, their rage was ſoon appealed, So- 
lyman gave them audience, befer with his great Army 
and glittering Janizaries , who with great humility pres 
ſented the conditions: The chief were, that the Temples 
ſhoald remain to the Chriſtians inviolated : No children 
ro be taken from their Parents, nor no Chriſtians forced 
co turn Turks - Thar ſuch as would ratcy in the City , 
might, ar liberty, paying no Tribute for 5 years : All o- 
thers ro depart with bag and baggage , furniſhed with 
convenient Shipping and Proviſion as far as Creet ; carty- 
ing ſo much Ordnance as they pleaſed ; and a reaſonable 
day to appoint for their departure : Selyman ſolemnly 
ſwearing to perform them all : bur it ſeems , they were 
not altogether kept nor broken : many great out»rages be- 
ins commitred againk rhe mind of So/yman, Fontanad 
a Civilian,then a Judge of the City, reports; the Turks 
brake in one Chriltmas-day by the ga e Coſqueizium,pol- 
lating the Temples, abuſing the Chriſtians, and making 
havock of all chings : Himſelf redeeming himſelf with 
what money he had, not having enough to centent all 
their defires, was hardly entreated,and grievouſly bearey : 
Villerins by eAchimetes counſel, putting on fimple attire, 
went our into the Camp, with a few Knights, where wait- 
ing moſt of the day inthe rain , at Sol/ymax's Tent,at lat 
having a rich Gown caſt upon him, was brought into his 
preſence: where a while piercingly beholding each orber, 
the great Maſter humbling himſelf, was admutred to kiſs 
his hand; and welcomed by So/yman, thus, Though I 
miz2he jultly infring2 the Articles, with thee eſpecially 
ſuch a Capital en:my, &c. Yet I have determined co be 
nor only gracions, bur bountiful, promiſing, if chou wile 
amend ; the bigheli places in my Empite in time of = 
an 
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and Peace,thy preſent Rate perlivades chee not to refuſe, 8: 
the Chriſtians deſerve no berter ar thy hands, For whar 
fhould ler thee as it were berrayed & vanquiſhed, to caſt 
thy ſelt into the proteion of a molt mercitul and mighty 
Conquerour, YVillerms aniwered, Molt mighty,&c, Thy, 
Favours before thy other Worthies I delerve not , nor 
dare I, or ought now, to refel rac ſame; yer I will ſpeak 
freely in the prelence of rhe Conqueror ( whole mercy 
I never deſpaired of, or of his faith doubred ) I had ra- 
thers having loſt my Soveraign:y, loſe my lite, or for ever 
live in obſcurity, than co be accounted a fugitive ; for to 
be a vanquiſhe1 man,is burWar's chance ; and of ſo great 
a Conquerourgno ſhame : bur afterwards to forſake his 
people and turn to the enemy, I account it ſhameful co- 
wardiſe and treachery, Solyman marvelled at the courage 
of the old Prince, in ſuch extremiry ; Sent him into the 
Cicy with his own guard, till come into bis Pallace ; eve- 
ry Knizhr, atttending him , having a rich Garment in co- 
ken of his favour ; and few dayes after coming into the 
City, he went to vikc Viterins , buhe in packing up his 
things : who falling on his knees to worſhip Selyman, he 
would not ſuffer him ; bur putting aſide his Vail of Ma- 
jelly ( a reverence given only to God and Mahomet )rook 
him vp, ſalycing him by che name of Father , ro whom 
the great Maſter ſpake : Since the fatal Deſtinies would 
needs overthrow rhe Rhedien Stare ; he was glad, he was 
che man before all other,&c, rhe leaſt of whoſe prayſes, 
that ſhould not be, that he vanquiſhed the Khodes, and 
ſhewed mercy. Wherefore he doubred not, bur he would 
keep the Conventions of peace inviolate, which his Cle- 
mency per{waded him to zrant,and rheir neceſſity forced 
chem totake : ſaying, He fhogld be an Example of the 
Turkiſh Emperovr's Clemency and Yertue, more than if 
he had at firſt yielded.

Salec nov turning about, ſaid to his Souldiers, Tie 
wiſhe1 advantage is now offered, &c, wherefore, ſhev 
your ſelves valiant, not lettipg one of theſe proud freſh- 
water Souldiers, eſcape alive or unwounded ; which laid, 
they making aſtand, fo hardly charged the /talians, thit 
they fled, The Count fighting valiancly with his Kio! 
man, was lain, with many others, and others ſl1in 1n 
flight : che T»rksentring lo far into the Trenches , that 
they carried ayay the riches of the Count's Tent : No 
Spaniard once firring ont of their places to help che 7 
talians, His Head and right hand Salec ſent to Barba-

cry, made the rett which lay near , to flee our of their 
Trenches: where the Twrks taking their traſh, ſlaying 
and wounding many with Mendeſa a Caprain, carried #- 
way Sarmentw's Enſign, on the rop of the Trench, The 
Alarm cauled che Emperour to come running in his Ar- 
mour, ſharply reproving them who foriook the place, and 
orearly offended with choſe who kept ſuch negligent 
watch) againſt ſuch an enzmy. 

This diſgrace of the old Spaniards, well comfortedrbe 
Italians : The tamuit appealed, Yaſtins calling their 
chief Captains in:o his Tent, ſaid, He was (ory and aſha- 
med to ſay it, They who elſewhere alwayes valiant, were 
grown wholly our of order,and heartleſs, &c, the [tals- 
ans Worthily lavghing at their negligence, Who yelter- 
day ſmiled art their unskilful forwardne's. Whe-efore 
he exhor:ed and raigh:ly commanded them, ſpeedily to 
prepare their Minds and Weapons for atchieving ſome 
n:w honour, &c, They all anſwered, they would fo b2- 
have ra2mſelves, rhat he ſhould not deſire greater cou- 
rave, &'c, in m:n deſirous of honour and commenda- 
tion, 

'T'wa$ not long, bur Giaffer of exceeding courage and 
ſirengrh , ifſued forth with Zanizaries and Aoorifſh Ar- 
chers about noon, aſſailing rhe utmoſt Trenches , hoping 
in tha: broyling heat, to find chem unprepared, The Sp4- 
»ards :h:n kep: ſuch negligent Watch, that they diſchar- 
ved their (hor and Arrows on them from the rampiers

Myuleaſſes the while, with a (mal] rerioue,came into the 
Emperour's Campyhe fitting royally in his Pavilion,who 
being admitted, wich a Mycer, and a green and blew filk 
Garment, herall and manly, tawny (ſo ſquint-eyed, that 
he ſe:zmed to look (pirefully) kiſſing Charls his hand, {at 
down wirh his legs cloſe under him upor a Carpet , on 
the ground, after his Countries tafhion , ſpeaking unto 
him by an Interprecer, that he was come thither , not by 
any deſert of his, theirdifferent Religion (o requiring, 
yer, he verily thought, nor bur by the appointment of the 
molt high God,whom both did with like d-vorion wor- 
ſhip» to take revenge of the mo perfidious, cruel Tyrant 
and Pyrate, whom he ſaw as good as vanq 'iſhed , Ge- 
letta and his Navy being taken, &c. which would be the 
moreto his comfort, hoping thereby co be reftored by 
him, into bis Fathers Kingdom, which he moſt humbly 
requeſt:d of his jnflice and honour : nor retufing to pay 
bim cribuce, and to acknowledge himſelf his Vaſſal: of 
which the cemembrance of ſo greata benefit never to be 
forgotren of him and his Poſterity, was a moſt great afſu- 
rance, he abhorring the name of anchankful, and experi- 
me-rally finding how much his S:ate and People might

The Emperonr anſivered, he was come into Africk to 
rev-nge the injuries done oft, by Barbarsſſa upon his 
Frontiers, and eo root out the molt miſchievous Pirates: 


Which,by his Sajiou's goodneſs , had raken ſuch eff ; | 
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that he doubred nor ſoon ro obtain a perfe&t ViRory;and 
chen he would grant him what ſhould fland with the 


convenience of his affaires, &c, ſo he would not falfific 
his faich, which he mighr well ſuſpeR, if he ſpecially 
erulted not, that ſuch a benefat would alway remain in his 
heroical mind ; beirg aſſured, thar thar power which re- 
forced him his Kipgdom, conld take it from bim, if his 
unchankfalneſs delerved ir, 

Muleaſſes before the Emperour uſed a full gravity and 
grace in his Speech ; bur exceeding courteous ro the Ge» 
nerall and other Captains: riding up and down with 
chem, and ſhewing himſelf a very good Horſeman, and of 
oreat activity, He would alſo reaſon with learned men af- 
cer Averrees, of the nature of things, the Heavens mori- 
on, and Starres power: he had a Tent appointed him, and 
honourable allowance, 

Vaſtins courteouſſy brought bim,when deſirous, into 
all places of the Camp, to lee all things and orders there, 
demanding of him, whether that puiſlant Army broughc 
to his great good, be judged ſufficient ro ſubdue the ene- 
my > Mmleaſſes chiefly wondered at the nun.ber and or- 
cer of the great Ordnance; next, at the wondrous plenty 
of things, and the Souldiers quierneſs in buying chem. 
Ere long they learned of him many things , well ſervirg 
for their berter proceeding : which things , orderly re- 
ported to the Emperour , confirmed his former hope of 
the defired ViRoty ; ſo that carefully forecaſting, he re- 
lolved forthwith ro befiege T#7%, Bur whileſt he was 
preparing, they daily skirmiſhed with the Namidians : 
once like tocometo a Batrel ; for the Moores planting 
Field-pieces among the Olive Gardens, ſhot continually 
nco the Catap : wherefore the Emperour leaving enough 
'06 keep his Camp ard Trenches, went forth with his 
Horſemen and the reſt, ſending Afontegizs General of the 
Spaniſh Horſmen before, who were mot, but ravv Sovldi- 


ers, Theſe Skirmiſhed a \vhile with the enemy; bur ſee- 
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ing themſe!ves hardly charged, and Montegins greatly 
wound-d,chey fi:d in the Emperour's fight t. che men at 
Arms coming atter them, The enemy ar firti, wou'd del- 
pzrarely charge, then retire to avoid their enemies force, 
and by and by curn again with a freſh: charge, the light 
Horſemen flceing, Charls came on couragioully with his 
men at Arms, whereby they were pur to flight, andrheir 
Field-pieces taken, Here rhe Emperour anc ing tormoſ;, 
gave the Signal , crying aloud, St, James, St, James, the 
Spaniards Patron. He re\cued with his own hand Pontns 
of Granads, who, unhorſed and fore wounded, was rea» 
dy to be ſlain, Aſo 36000 Moores came inddenly coſur. 
priſe a ſmall Tower, on a Hill near Carthages ruines, 
wherein Souldizrs were placed;tor it was near the Camp, 
Before the'e went a Numidian Prieſt, bellowing our cer- 
rain Charms, and caſting abroad ſcroles of paper, wherein 
bz cu:ſed che Chrittians: th2y brought thoſe in the Tower 
wirh fire and ſmoak, ro grear extremity ; bur the Empe- 
rour coming to their re:cu2, {121v the Priett with otherg, 
and put the re{t to fligh-, The diſcomficure of the Sp4- 
»1þ Horiemen made many think, chi: the Emperou!'s 
Horſe were too iveak for a (er-barrel, being bur few , and 
inferiour to the Namidizns, For which cauſe and divers 
o: hers, ſore of his Councellors willed him to proceed 
no farthe: in that dangerons Warre, but ſpeedi'yto return, 
Gnce he had won honour enough , by raking Gwletta and

and encouracing them to fight,from whom a little before

A conltanc report of a danger to eminent, run even in

and by the Senares Com mand, razin2 ity as not Weil to 
de kepr, 

The fame Autumn:, 1537. King Ferdinard received a 
oreat and ſhameful overthrow by : the Turks, / iter the Dat- 


> 
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cell of Mobathz , the Turks kept Poſſega of Hungary to 
themſelves, havipg thereby, a fit paſlage from Be/grade, 
farther inco Hungary : The Rivers Savus and Dravwus in- 
cloſing this rich pieoriful and populous Country on both 
fides. It bordererh upon Croatia and Corbania , which 
incime palt,had con-inual Watrres with the Turks Garri- 
ſons in /llyria and Boſna, Then was Mahometes a melt 
valiant Captain,Governonr of Belgrade : having the keep- 
inz of thole frontiers, and the proteion of Hungary in 
che behalf of King Fohw, He; the year before, by force 
and policy, rook from the Chriltians above 3o (mall 
Caſtles in the Countrey , joyning them to the Regirrent 
of Belgrade : on2 whereot cilled Exek,, far his paſtage 
over Dravss into Hungary, he (trong]ly tortifid : whence 
he ferchr abundance of prey our of Ferdinands Coun: rey 
near him. Yet was th-re then a c2rtain Leagae betivix: S9+ 
lyman and Ferdinazd : which notwithlianding , did bar 
with taking of booty, and light skirmiſhes,wirhour a great 
power or Field-pieces : which Mathias and his Pred.: 
ceſlors had long uſed with the Turks , doivg a like harm 
with their nimble light Horſe; bur the Gerwzazes, now 
ſerving upon great Horſes, with heavy Armoar, received 
orea: hurc by thoſe ligh: skirmiſhes, 

Ferdinand not well brooking theſe injuries, and finding 
his League with So/ywas, ar his goipg into Perſia, to be 
hurtful co him, derermined co rake up Arms, that it he 
could drire the Turks our of Poſſega, then to go to Buda 
avzinlt Fohy, There were ſome, who wiſhed him not 
raſhly to rake up Arms againft ſo mighty an enemy : tore- 
ſeeing chat Solyman,lo provoked, would do as he nad of 
late done againit the Yenetians upon a light occaſion ; but 
all Ferdinanas SubjeRs were ſo earneſt therein, rhat they 
ſaid, rbey would never bear Arms more agiinſt the Turks, 
if he omicred that occaſion ; for they of Carimthia,Strim, 
Croatia and Noricwm, receiving great harms, rhonght 
they might cafily be expulſed from Pofſega , fince Mane- 
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metes had no great power, not like to baye greater, Au- 
cumne being aimott ipent, 

So Ferdinand, with the exceeding joy of his SubjzQs, 
very (oon catied a good Army, yet tuppoſed more rong 
chan numerous, molt being ſele&t men + they were 8000 
Horie,& 160 0 Foor,ivith ore of all forts of Artillery : 
C 82444247 (as one of great experience, and fawors for 
tis .Eence Or reand) Ferdinand made his General ; for 
he {aJ, ile by his bit friends) never adventured his per- 
ſoo in any barr2!, chiefly 2gaink the Turks, by whom ma- 
ny Ch:1.uan Kings had been formerly vanquiſhed and 
flue, 

Mahometes hearing of chis preparation againſt him, 
ſent for divers Compantes of Garriſon Son!diers upon the 
borders : requiring ayd of che Gove: nours thereabours : 
being chiefly holpen by #Forf, Governour of Boſna,vho 
ſent him e Ammrathes with a great Company of gallant 
Horlemen : ro whom were joyned ſome Companies of 
Foot, of thz2 wiid and Mountain- Dal/matians, kept in Or- 
der by ] anizaries : alſo many out of Servia and Kaſera, 
The receiver, givivg thoſe willing to ſerve, rwo moneths 
pay bzfore hand : neither wanted he ayd from Buda , (o 
that Mzhometes ſoon gathered an Army, not much inte- 
riour to Ferdiwands, exp2Ring rhe enzmies coming ar 
Exehk. , 

Canzanzer,come as f:r as Caprunze upon Dravns.hid 
b:tore weil provided for vicualling fiis Army : the chiet 
o: the Coun r.'y by the dire&ion of rhe Biſhop of Z«- 
frabi, promiſing to ſerve rh: Camp with plenty, at a ve- 
ry low rate: which, the people now hindered by {ahe- 
metes by Land ana water, could nor perform ; he alto al- 
luri”g chem for a great price, ready mony , to bring 1 
to his own Camp, 

Ca:zianzer icarce came from Caprinza ro Y:ruca4 
Caſtle, (bur 2bour 40 miles) inten dayes,for the trouble- 
lone ca:riage of ſome great bat:ering-p!2c2s : and rhey

pany ſeldom ſeen, ſo ſuddenly raiſed ; bur the Foot were 
icarce S000, many being fick, and ochers weary, who lin- 
gringly ſtole away : and generally tho'e left, moyled with 
dirt, wer with rain, almoſt Rarvzd with cold,and pinched 
wich hunger, were t2oughr ſcarce able ro endure the hard- 
nels of the Warre, Command was given, every Souldie: hoſe 
to carry with him three dayes ViRtuals : and Pro-Yſ þ** 
eamation made, none on pain of Jeath to take any 7%

{poil; forthe Captains would afterwards divide that a-

1hus ſeiting forward, they rhe third day encamped in 
a Valley three miles from Exek - next day, ſome 1 urks 
appearin.', were by the Or. nance repulled; the day fol- 
lowing, the <nemy ſal.yed our with oft s&irm1ſhes, many 
being ilain on borh tides; bur more wounded of the Ct ri- 
flaps : certain Je»zaries being mingied with the 7 wrk's 
Horiemen : Wherefore the General torbad all ſuch light 
Skirmiſhes, commanding his Cannoniers ſo co place. his 
Ordnance, that the Twrks ſallying forth, received great 
hurt chereby, That day came the Biſhop with his Horſe» 
me, anda certain proviſion of Vitnal, well eafing rheic 
fear, Mabometes now to annoy them by other meanes,ſenc 
many {mall Boats, manned with Harquebuſiers and ſmall 
Ocdnance into the lake nigh the Camp, to keep them 
from watering, and ſhooting ofc into the Camp : nigh 
which, was a Hill, having a Village, wherein were ſome 
Turkiſh Companies, to skirmiſh upon occaſion with the 
Chriſtians : co diſplace whom, rhe Army was put in bat- 
talia, and che: Ordnance bent upon them : whereupon, 
the 7 wrks firing the Town, retired to Exek, - The Chri- 
fians being come up :h2 hill, might ſee Exek, about two 
miles off in a fair plain, near Dyawns : which low 
oround, was ſo ſubj &ro the Callle, that it was chouehr 
ro0 dangerous to atrempr that way to batter theCaſtle;bur 
deſcrying a rifing ground on tother fide of the City, th.y 
thoughr beſt, on char fide co plant their battery again it; 
but co come thither , was chought a marter of no {mall 
trouble, for the 3 miles foul and troubleſom compaſſe 
taey were to fetch: and the Army being like ſoon to fee 
want cf Victual, which would hardly be had; che enemy 
deſerting every paſſage, and ſcouring, about: wherefore, 
lome chought it beſt ro tay there, till more ſupplies were 
come ; bur others ſaid, the enemy was bur barely viatu- 
Tt 3 alled 
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alledhimſelf : which they underſtood by ſome Chriſtian 
fugitives ; and that CAſahomeres had pur his chief (yb- 


{tance into Boats, purpoling to flee after 3 dayes hege::hey 


thinking che Forrelt would well enough be paſſed tho- 
roiv ; beſide, winter coming lo falt on, tuftered no delay; 
wherefore nexc day, the Army marched in geod order 
through che Forreti, Which Adahomeres perceiving, ſenc 
forch a 1000 light Horſemen, and ſome Companies of 
J aniz.aries, to troub'e them) [uddenly charging the reare- 
ward, being Bohemians and 1talians (the firft quickly 
fled che other hardiy enured the charge;) but being re- 
lieved by men ar Arms, they put the Turks to flight: (© 
che Army with {mall loſſe, came to the place deſired: 
where, atrer placing all things in order for the fiege, they 
offered the enzmy battel; But he, reporr:d not aboye 
I6000 Rrong, kept within the Town , ſhooting at chem 
with his Ordnance : they alſo, with two great Pieces 
on the Hill, ſhot chorow both Walls and Bulwark, to the 
Defendants great terrour. Having Rood almoſt all day 
vainly expecting their coming forth to fight , returned at 
night into their Camp; for Mahemetes, kept in his earneſt 
Souldiers, knowing che Chriſtians want of Victual : the 
fugitives reporting alſo, that Solymzan charged him upon 
Pain of a moſt ſhameful death, to defend it to the 
laſt, , 

The Chriſtians, in fery dayes, began to feel a general 
want : neither ſaw they plainly how to be relieved, io 
thar they began to fear ſome general miichief, Balrazar 
Pamphilus, a Noble Hangarian, fitting in Counſel , ad- 
viſed them for relief of the Army, preſently ro remove to 
Hermand: Caftle,abour ren miles from Exek,,with whoſe 
proviſion (nor like to be [mall rhey might refreſh cher 
whole Army, and io proceed further , as occaſion re: 
quired, 

Faſt by the Caftle, was a prety little walled Town, 


without flankers, cafily (hg ſaid) with che Caſtle, to . la* 
| et, 
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ken, who wasſent wich ſome Companies thicher : which 
at his firſt comin3, was ſurrendred to him , bur no ſuch 
ſore of Victual as he hoped for therein z yer were there 
ſome Veſſels of Wine , to the great reliet of the weak 
men: Hereupon, the Camp removed from Exek, about 
Io at Bight; bur very diſorderly : yet the Turks Rirred 
por out, miſdoubring ſome deceit, The Army being 
comes the Vitual was equally civided,and next morning, 
battery laid agzinRt the Cattle : which, bur 20 Turks de- 
fended half a day, then yielding ©: compoſition ; bur 
there was found 1n it, but rwo Barceis of meal, and rwo 
of Millet. Then the very Captains hung cheir heads, as 
ruck with tear , who found nonght but a few Women 
and Children there, and ſcarce Victual enongh in Town 
and Caſtle to (erve two dayes; yet they fed the Souldi- 
ers wich better hope,afrer the Bridge over Bodreg running 
by the Town, was cepaired: which che Turks bad broken : 
ſo, Carpenters, and eyery man helping. it was in 3 dayes 
repaired, Next day, th2 Bridge overcharged with the 
wondrous weight of che 7th Battering-piece, began to 
break ; (o that they brake ir, carrying 1t away by pieces, 
All chings being paſſ:d over,the Bridge was again broken, 
that the enemy ſhould nor purſue them, that (much the 
neareſt) way, Cazzzanzer himſelf, npon cebate, thought 
the great Ordnance were beſt be broken, promiſing to new 
calt chem of his own charge, As for ſcaling-ladders,&c, 
they burnt chem ; bur moſt thought ir not belt to break 
thoſe goodly Pieces; butro march on thorow Poſſega to 
J#vancha, which Town with Gara Caftle, faſt by, ttored 
with proviſion, they ſaid, ryould eafily be taken betore the 
Tarks conld come o far about the Lake: and a great 
ſhame ir were) to return doing nothing. Cazziarzer With 
creat toil; came by night to Juvarcha, but 3 miles off : 
where the Tutks with exceeding ſpeed , at the ſame time 
arrived, The Turks fleeing out of a ſmall Town nigh 
> eCaſile, che Chriſtians received in che Souldie:s , who 
__ _ Tr 3 io 
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ſofilled themſelves wich Wine , that they were hardly 
driven outro the Camp : which Town, the Turks thar 
night barvr, wich whar the Chriſtians had there lefc; and 
i 1 the dawning of rhe day, began horly co skirmiſh with 
ch Chriltians, eſpeciallyin che Bohem/ans quarter: whom, 
Raſcinims (grieved) wich a Troop of his belt Horſe,forced 
totlee ; buc they toon returning, and being relieved, be- 
ſer the Bohemians, and ſlew many, 

Raſcinius with his followers, being lain, Cazzianzer 
purpoling co retire home, placed 4 ranks of Waggons on 
each fide for defence, the weak and ſick inthe Vangard; yet 
In the front were ſome luſty Companies, bur in the rear 
the greateſt ſtrength, They mer oft with wooddy Hills 
bindring cheir way ; yet the Turks could vor fo conve- 
niently afſail chem chereby : wherefore Mabemetes ent 
Janizaries and nimble Foormen b2fore, ( knowipg well 
the paſſages) with ſome ſmall Pieces to rake the Straits, 
and to gall them in their paſſage: and whep they cold 
keep a place no longer, to flee back to anocher: and in the 
open places,were light Horſem:n buſte with them,where- 
by they received much harm: which grieved them the 
more , for that the Turks were bur in firagling Compa- 
nies, Ara ſtrait bigger than the reft, Bachitins a Hunga- 
rian Captain (in whom they generally repofed their grea- 
reſt cruſt) was flain with a Faulcon-ſhor, with divers vali- 
ant Hungarians: who ſeeing there more then in other pla- 
ces, rhoughr ro do ſome good ſervice on them, 

Bachiinss death, brought a fear on the who'e Army; 
yet in revenge, the Hungarians did ſo repulſe them ,' that 
loſing many men, they ranaway » leaving their (mall 
Pieces b -hind chem ; but the nimble Turks , with ſhot 
out of the Woods, ſtayed rhe Hungarian Horſe from pure 
ſuic, r2covering their Pieces , betore the Chriſtian Foot 
could carry them away ; ſo fill croubling them as before: 
who thus beſet, and almoſt ſpent for want, did generally 
fear ſome extrexm calamity ; andche more, hearing jw 
' ; by 
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Mahemetes expeGed ſuppli-s from Belgrade, Samanaria 
and Nicopolus : and many Hwa»garian light Horilemen, 
ſtealing away from chem : neither 1aw they any comfort 
now, in their diſmayd Captains ; bur being come into a 
fair Field near rhe Town Gara,they heard, the Enzmy had 
in the Woods before them, cur down great Trees acrofle 
the vayes, ſo that neither their Ordnance , Wagons , or 
Horſe, could paſſe withour breaking cheir order, This fi!1- 
ed them with de'pair ; and the mote, for thar, Morens 
and others, ſaid, chere was bur tio wayes to eſcape : one 
through thole Woods to Walps. abour 16 miles: the 0- 
ther rowards Zemthner-Zebeth Caſtle, in Morews his 
Countrey, ſome miles from Gar. by raking wi ercot, the 
enemy (rhrough the frairne!s of the paflag ) mult needs 
give over his purſuic ; yet it was reſolved in Courcel, to 
take the way through the Woods,rhere being tn the Calt!e 
Viaual enough, and monzy trom Ferdinend, to pay the 
Souidiers for all that winter, $9 leaving che great Ord- 
nance behind, and burning the Powder, with v hat conld 
not well be carried, upon the iound cf a Hoboy to fer 
forward, Many much diſliked chis reſolution : ſaying, 
(amongſt other things) that to run away, would be a 
diſhonour to the Captains, and alſo danzerous ro them, 
who reſpe&ed nothing-bur life : wherefore they thoughr 
better ro fight a Bartel with chem, and nor believe cle 
falſe reports of new ſupplies come unto. them , and thar 
God would undoubredly ayd chem, & ec, After rhis, rhey 
conſultzd and determine3 , that the ſick and wounded 
ſhould be carried ob che Wagon and Carr-horſes, (before 
carried in the Wagons or among other baggage) and that 
ſuch as could not tay themſelves, ſhould be holden by o- 
thers riding behind chem. Thoſe who were io defirous ro 
20,faid, This their departvre was nor a ſhamefal flight,bur 
aright hone(} 8 neceſſary manner of ceriring, (eeins rhey 
were ftronger than their enemies in Horle, and equail (it 
not Rronger). in foor, though they were ſore weakened

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with fickneſs, Every Captain the while , not regarding 
ſham, berhoughr how to berake himtelf ro Aighr . the 
uncertain hope of defired life, Mahometes nling moii cer- 
tain ſpies, did by molt diligent watch, and Troops of 
Horle, (beſerting all paflage moſt vigilantly attend rheic 
motion having (huc chem vp as in a toil, Ic was now al- 
moli midnighr, and the Army expe&ing tbe (1gn of ſet- 
ting forward, many grea: dyes was. a cowardly con- 
ceit, d-parted before the reit without leave, The Hangs 
r:14# Horſemen are reported to begin ir, Who knowing che 
wayes, made haſt? to Walpo, Merens going the other way 
to his Caſlle, after whom followed in great haſt, Humugond 
with his'St;rian Horſemen : the Biſhop fled alſo, known 
by his great Lanchorn, wandring inthe Wood, 

Cazzianzer hear ing bereof, and char all che reſt were 
upon fl:eing.pre! ently 0: to Horleyforgerring the Signal, 
thinking o (as he ſaid afrerwards) they were all gone bfore; 
and unarmed. fl-d, leaving rich furniſhed Ten:s behind 
tor haſt. In this ramule, famous Loearonms, was called up, 
and rold by his Servants, that the General was fled : who 
an{werec, withour doubt nor ſo, that I ſhould be ſo perk- 
diouſly berrayed of him; ard ſoas megered with watch- 
ing avd Jabour,laid down again to fleep. Mahometes hear- 
ing che (ijr1n che Camp, ro'e to 2 ſail his enemies ; yet 
for better aſſarance of the enemies aQtion, ke tayed for 
day-light in order of batrel ,' his men very filently ro ex- 
pect rhe gn of ſeering forward: which was by the ſoft 
ſound of a Horſemans Drum, paſſing through each Com- 
p2ny. The day appeatine, Lodronins awaking, heard a con- 
fuſed noyſe of the Tarks ; and being forſaken by moſt of 
the Horſemen, complained, he was betrayed ; yet as n9- 
ching diſcouraged, he cheared up the Footmen, exhorting 
them to emenderchelefor mer valour, &c. himſelf who 
had been their happy General in many barrels, being re- 
{alved (by repnifing the enemy) ro bring them into 2 i Gafe 
place, cr yallantly fic lving with chem) ro.end his he" 
The 
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The Carimthian, Saxonian, Auſtrian, and Bohemian 
Horſe, came the while, ro Lodroniws, beſceching him, ro 
take on him their treachcrous General's place, &'e, who 
modeſtly proteited himſelf unworthy thereof ; yet as a 
man of courage, and moved with the Armies bard eſtate : 
he ſolemnly promiſed ro execute the place in beſt ' man- 
ner he couid, It's reported, as Lodrenixs was inveigh- 
ing (ro "118 foot ) againſt ſhameſul flight, an old German 
ſaid, Worthy Lodyonins , thou canft never be thought to flee 
ſhamefnlly, with a Horſe of ſuch a price under thee : where- 
upon he alighting, koxed his Horie, ſaying aloud , 7 bat, 
that day, they ſhenld have him fighting on foot , as one of 
themſelves : See (iaith be) ye deceive me not &c, All his 
other Horſes, be gave away to lick and wounded Souldiers 
be beſt knew, The firſt Troops andBands were ſcarce our 
of the Camp, bur the Twrks wich a hideous cry afſayled 
them on every fide : the Chrilttian Horlmen repulling the 
proud enemy, ſtill buſie with them. In thele skirmuſhes 
as they marched, Fxchſftat General of the Carinthians 
was (lain, ſuppoſed for his brave Armor to have been G2- 
neral of the field : 24 Horſmen of great name being 
flain alſo (and their Guidon taken) 3 being Neble men, 
In another place was a molt cruel skirmiſh with the Saxon 
Horlmen, and thoſe who tollowed their Enfignes : above 
36 worthy Captains, Lievtenants or Antients being ſlain : 
and Chxenricss a principal Captain taken , who died at» 
rerwards in bonds: Likewiſe the A#uſtriaxHorſe , cou 
ragioully refiſting a while, were overthrown : 2 Noble 
men being flain with ochers of great place and repuration: 
But the greatett ſlavohrer was of the Behemans , by che 
breaking in of old Garriſon Troops with rheir Scimirars 


and iron Mazes. The Foot being ſore gauled by Janize- 


ries and Archers of the Aſapi ( diſcharging on them in 
cheir march from a Woody Bank) were on tother fide ſo 
charged by Ammrathes, troops of Boſna, that they were at 


lat broken; and lain without mercy, Lodronins was dri- 
ven

ven into a marſh, where,afcer ſore wounding, and almoſt 
faſt in the mud, having done his urmolt, by the Twrks 
fair intreaty,yielded himielf,with 3 Companies,and were 
all ſaved; for now the Twrks ſecking after ſpoyl, hunted 
after them who diſperiedly fled, taking and leading away 
a great number for {lives, 

Mabemetes having thus obtained ſo great a ViRory, 
almoſt wichour che bloud ef his Souldiers,and raking che 
ſpoy!, pirched his Tents in a li:tle Medow cleanſed of 
dead bodies: and afcer feaſting with his Captains,he com- 
mand:d che chief priſoners, ipoyls, and Enhygnes to be 
brought ; and commending che Captains that had done 
any good ſervice , He rewardedthe Souldiers, ſome with 
Gold, ſome Silver ,as they deſerved; and diligently view- 
ed all priſoners, nor common Souldiers, He cauſed every 
ones name and Office to be enrolled : giving one reward 
or other co ſuch as brought in the Heads , Ears, or Hands 
of Chriſtians with Rings upon them, Ladronins, being 
for his deidly wounds thought unable to endure trave!, 
was {lain by his keepers, and his Head ſent afterward ro 
Conffantinople; for many (who were afterwards ranſom- 
ed ) have reported, that amongſt che Priſoners, fair En- 
hens, guilt Armour, &c. preſented to Solyman ; Bacbiti- 
ws, Macer,and Lodronius their Heads were ſeen & known, 
in a filver Biſon: which after ke had looked aſquint upon, 
he ernly commanded all the priſoners to be ſlain: bur 
the Janizaries, interceding for thera as valianc , andto 
whom they had given their Faich,and mighr do him goed 
ſervice, he ſaved many of them ; but Cazzanzer flecing 
ro his own Caſtle, was of all men accuſed, and common- 
ly railed upon; ſo that ir was reported, he durlt nor ſhew 
his face for ſhame : Infamous Libels being (upg in che. 
Cities of Germany, of him and the other runaway Cap= 
rains : Wherear he was ſo grieve, that he requeſted Fer- 
dinand,(afely ro comero Court, t& anſwer what could be 

laid 22ainſt him; che King receivipg him there with 
doubrful 
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doubrful countenance, Bnt his hearing being ſomewhar 
procracted, and be the while(balf doubrtul whether to be 
quicred or condemnes) kept ir ſafe cuſtody ; feigning 
himielf ſick, by degrees brake thorow a brick Pavemenc 
under his bed, With bis knife, and by his ſheeres eſcaped, 
Poit- Hories being ready withour the Caſtle, Nor-t 
afrer,he fled co the 7 wrks: Mahomeres gladly received bim 
and promuting him the Government of Croatia, as atri- 
butacie King, if he would faithfully ſerve So/ymar , and 
help him ſubdue che Cities of .A»ftria : after this agree- 
ment for his more credir,he dealt with Sirexns a Croatian 
Nob!e ; and his ſuppoſed dear Friend;to revolt with him, 
aſluring him of So/y-zans kind dealing with them : who 
promited co go over with him to the T»rk , with a troop 
of his beſt and moſt cruſty Horſmen, bur changing his 
purpoſe , after he had well feaſted {azziorzer at bis 
Houſe, he canſed him to be (lain, ſending his Head to Fer- 
dinand : of whom he received in reward, his Caltle,with 
all his ſublance. 

In the mean time, the Yenetians provoked , reſolved 
withou: delay co War upon the T#rk alſo, being anima- 
red by the Emperour and Pope Pals who lately warned, 
though: it more ſafe ro keep the Turks buſied farther off, 
than to ſuffer them to be too much acquainted with the 
Ports of Italy or Cicilia: Wherefore, their Embaſſadors 
conſulting all che following Winter ; ar laſt agreed ( at 
Rome) the Emperour to (et forth 82 Galleys, the Ve- 
vetians as many, andthe Pope 36; in all 200, The YVene- 
tians were to lend the Pope as many rigged Galleys as he 
would furniſh wich men: and che Emperour and Stare of 
Genna to find ſhipping, to tranſport the Land Forces and 
Vicual. eAvria was (harls his General : Grimmanus 
a Patriarch, the Popes : Capellns for the Venetians : to 
whom was joyned. Jafti/n::xus, a chief Senatour very ex- 
pert in Sea-matrers, Gonzege Vice oy of Sicily was to 
command the Land-Forces ; and what ever was y_ 

rom 
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from the Terks in Greece,the Iſlands or Dalmatia , was tO 
be the Yenetians, who had been (o injured by chem, Char!! 
alſo promiling the Confederates,to have what wheat they 
would our of S:cily , for reaſonable price, and without 
Cuſtom, 

Solyman underfianding this, commanded Barbaruſſ 
co make ready his Fleet, and do all barm he could to the 
Venetian's l{linds : who wich 130 Warlike Galleys with 
the firlt of the Spring (in 15 38) departed to Creete, where 
he unadviſed|y landed molt of his men , to Curprize the 
Ciry Canes, For Grittus with a ſtrong Garriſon, ſo vexed 
the Turks with great and (mall (hor, and the fallying our 
of two {talian Companies, that he ( baving loſt many) 
retired inſuch haſte, thathe lefc a 1000 T7 wrks behind 
him, gone afcer booty ; who were all ſlain by them of 
Creet, Then attempting divers other places, he was no- 
tably repulſed , with che Ciry of Candia, not daring to 
meddle ; bur ſayling almoſt round ztook little Szcili4 tors 
ſaken by che Inhabirants, which he firing , departed frem 
Creet: for he heard,: hat Capefius, (come to Corcjra) would 
ſoon comero relieve it. Aura, came to (orcyra allo, 
Joyning With Cape/l#s, Barbarsſſs then lay in the Bay of 
Ambracia , exp2Aing the Chriſtians entrance of its 
Strait , that hz might hnk chem, with his Ordnance plas 
ced on both ſides; tor Grimmanss had ( a little before) 
begun ro befieze Preveſa upon the Promontorie of 
Attium, faft by that trair, ſo battering che Caſtle,rhar had 
not the Tarks from «/Etolis come to r:lieve it with a 
ſtrong po ver. hz had probably taken ir; wherefore , the 
Patriarch, returned to Corcyra, having well viewed the 
Straits of thar B4y,and the Twrks Fleet ar Anchor therein: 
upon whoſe Relation, th2 great Commanders conſulted 
what courſe beſt ro take, for their better proceeding : 
Gonza74 \vasof opinion, Preveſa'sCaltle was with all their 
Force to b2 aſſaulted, which taken, all paſſaces might ea- 
fily be taken from che enzmies Fleet in the Bay, by fink+ 
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Ing a great ſhip in the (irait's mouch : and moaring three 
oreat Galleons full of Artillary ; fo that 1! Barbaruſſe 
would adventure forth, he mult peeds be ſunk, Amrie 
replyed, Goxz.age's Counſel was in ſhew glorious; bur 
moit dangerous ro execute, both tor the peril of Janding 
Souldicrs and Ordnance : it being to be thought, the v&- 
tolian Horie, would (as before) ipeedily come tor relief, 
whoſe force their Foot could icarce abide, And if the 
Fleer( Autumwu approaching ) ſhould by force of Wea» 
cher toriake that coalt ; whence ſhould the Landed men 
oct any ViAual in the enemie's Country? &'s. Wherefore 
he rhought beſt, if the eremy could not be drawn our to 
Batcel, to go into Nawpattum-Bay, taking that Town, nor 
grea ly fortified, 1o to ranſack all Towns to the botrom of 
Corynth Bay, which the Greeks in the Fleet ſaid , might 
eahly be done; whereby it might bappen,chat Barbaruſſa, 
would for ſhame come out and joyn Batrel, This coun» 
ſel was beſt liked of, and Awria came to Ambracia Bay, 
ſo placing his Fleer{25® ſayl ) chat the Turks might eafily 
number them. Ar which 6ght Barbarufſs ( though cou- 
ragious) was exceedingly moyed: So that an Eunuch (ſenc 
by Selyman as Barbaruſſa's Companion) lecing him to 
delay thetimey» did uncivilly and proudly take him up, 
becauſe he would not forthwith go our of the Bay, and 
fight with the darivg Chriſtians : concluding, he ſhould 
beware, that he fearing a moſt honourable death (uncer- 
tain thongh the barrel were loſt ) drew nor on himſelf che 
ſure danger of a moſt ſhameful death by So/yman's dil- 
pleaſure : Whereupon Barbarsſſa turning him to Salec , 
ſaid, We ought, for that I can ſee, adventure this battel 
although much diſadvantagions, left haply we periſh by the 
complaints of this barking Demie-man ; So weighing An« 
chor at the time that Awria was on his way toward Nax- 
patturn, thinking be durſt not come out, who being come 
to Lewecade, the enemies Fleet was delcryed from rhe top

keeping cloſe by the (hoar * the crafty Tw7k, counting it 
leſs lofle( if che workt ſhould happen ) to lole the Gal- 
leys thanche men. A#ri4 ſomewhat troubled herear, 
yer commanded the Fleer to prepare to batrel,and follow 
his Admiral Galley, The Turks Fleer was come into the 
open ſea in ſuch order with 150 Galleys;that A#71s con- 
fefled atterwards, a more firm and orderly Fleet, could 
not have been brought our by any : before which came 
Dreg«t an arch Pirate wich about 20 nimble Galleys, 
Capelus came in his long boat to Anr:a, requeliing, that 
he with hisGalleys might give the firſt charge : whom 
Amris thapking and praiving , requeſted him to follow 
him, to whom he would give a ſeaſonable hgne what to 
do, The foremoſt of the Twrks Galleys was come to 
the great Galleon (the foremoſt of the Chriſtian Fleet ) 
whereto were ſent iome Galleys from Salec, to help al- 
fayl ir, which ſhooting afar off, did no harm, nor Bendel- 
merins them ; who ſuffered not a pizce to be diſcharged, 
expeing them to come nearer : who coming accord- 
ingly, were by the great and ſmall ſhot.glad co ſtay and re- 
tire: Aur14 the while, called back the Ships gone before, 
towing out his Galleon, and charging the Captains of 
the Galleys ro make ready upon ſignal given; yet was he 
hot minded to fight withour his ſhips : which che enemy 
perceiving, ſought by all means to fight before the com- 
10g in of the tall ſhips : for ir was ſo calm, that the ſhips 
could not keep way with the Galleys and the {moorh wa- 
rer offering an opportunity for battel : ſo that Gr:mranxus 
ctyed aloud to Amria, to give the fignal, &s, who ferch- 
ing 2a great compals, held a range courſe(hovering abour 
his ſhips ) of purpoſe to draiv the enemies Galleys with» 
in danger of his great ſhips ; bur Barbarsſſ« deubring ro 
be circumvented with ſome fin-neſfle , {iayed his courſe, 
expeRirg to what purpoſe that his ſtrange courſe tended; 
both his wings the while, had begun in divers places ro 
encounter wich the Chriſtiaps : ſome fill yainely affayl- 
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ing Bondelmerins: others had ſore beaten ewo ſhips with * 
cheir Ordnance, wherein 2 Spaniſh Companies were em» 
barqued,many men being ſlain : 2 other ſhips ladep with 
vicual were burnt,and ſome few men (aved by their ſhip* 
boats, and by iwimming to the next ſhips, In che cloſe 
of the evening, Salee took 2 Galleys (tragling bebind : 
After which, was taken the ſhip of Figarea a Spaniard, 
(chough his men fought moſt valiantly tor a time ) whoſe 
jon taken with him ( beautified with nature's gifrs ) was 
afrerwards preſented to Selymar,turning T wrk,,and grow- 
ing in credir, obrainiog his Fathers liberty after 3 years 
miſerable imprilonmenc, ſending him home well rewat- 
ded, Whiltt boch Fleecs lay cxpeRing their moſt ad- 
vantage, a great cempeſt of Thund.r, Lightning & Rain, 
with a freſh Eallerly gale, aroſe. The Chrifttaps ſeeing 
the Twrks hoyfing up their ſmall fayls, hoyſed up both 
{mall and grear, ſparing no Oargto clear themſelves of che 
enemy, and that diſorderly and in great haſte : So that 
Aria, (called a ſecond Neptune) was that day acconnted 
no Captaiv. Barbarsſ is reported, to have purſued them 
a while, till chrough che night's darkneſs z he ſtayed his 
courſe; for the Admirals had pur out their Lights in the 
poupes : wherear he laughing, ſaid oft in Spaniſh, Aurie 
hath therefore put ont bis Light, The better in the dark, to 
hide his flight, Being come to Corcyra, they generally 
choughr, by that ſudden Rorm, they had avoided a great 
danzer, The Emperils (ro excuſe Anria) impure it to 

the Venetians; who wonld never take any Spaniards into 
their Galleys : wherefore A#ria doubting of them, re- 

frained barrel : and the rather , becanſe they had hoyſed 
their ſayls ryed to their Yards with lines : which they 

cutting, might flye which way they would, Shortly aftery 
came Barbaruſa to the Ifle Naxss,abour 4 leagues from 
Corcyra Ealtward, b:aving the Chriflians : Gonzaga grie« 
ving, requeſted the 3 grea: Commanders, for the Chriſti- 
an's Honour to repreſle their inlolence ; ar laſt (the YVewe+ 
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gians taking in ſome Spaniſh Companies ) th<y*were to 
give battel1n4 iquadrons; bur ic was (o long protracted, 
that Barbarsſatearing Tempelts,rerurned about Oftob,7, 
into the Bay of Ambracia : Atter which, the Generals 
went to betiege Newcaſte, a ſtrong Turkiſh Town in the 
Bay of Sinus Rizonicns : rhe people were Dalmatiant ; 
Epirots who had renounced their Religion , and lome 
Twrkst Which thzy ſoon won, with a great prey » and a 
number of captives: and 3 dayes after the Cattle was alſo 
yielded, the Twrks covenanting in vain to depart with 
life and liberty, 

This Town (tor all the Covenants of the L2ague ) was 
reſerved tor the Emperour : and Sarmentus with 4000 
old Spaniſh Souldlers left in Garrilon : Capeliws urging in 
vain the YVeretians right: Wherefore the grieved Senate 
(now aſſured ef an 1ll n2ighbonr co their Town Caſtram) 
decreed to ſue ro Solyman tor peace : which rhey eahly 
obtained a little while, by Grittzes cheir Duke's lon, and 
Ryncw the French Embaſſadonr , who told the Baſſaes, 
that the Venetians League with Charls, was made withour 
mo? of rhe Senates con!lenr, 

Barbarsſſa putting to lea to relieve Neweaftle , many 
of his Galleys were by a Tempelt, calt a yay on the Acre: 
cerawnian Rocks ; 26000 men being reported to be loſt, 
Capellss would have perſwaded Auriato purive Barba 
r#ſſa ſo difireſſed : which, Gonzaga well liked, 0 recom- 

-pence the tormer diſgrace ; bur Awria not liking the mat- 
ter,preſencly hoyſed [ayl for /taly,leaving Capellss in ſuch 
a rage,thar he derefted himſelf for (ubmitting co another 
man,wiſhing the Captains preſent, never to be ſubjeR co 
a'tranger,&c, Bur Awuriareterring, all he ſaid, and did,to 
the Emperour's profic, ſo far, that Vrfinus ( then ſerving 
the Venetian) merrily ſaid, Amuria had done nething , but 
politiquly to ſer the Venetians axd Turks together by the 
ears; opening a gate for a long War, &c, withour his 
lofing one Gall:y ; for many thought that would ſor: 
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when - Veretians, 'pent with 
lors and charg gable wars, ſhosl be (iripped by torce, of 
wrung by necellity,fr om Lands and Terricor.s, 

Solyman 2 2rieved, Gerermined ro beſieg: Newcaſtle a- 
c cain by ca 111 l»no, caufing 1Iio Naupli ” ; nd E prdattr us 
in Pe/oponneſus (Venetian: Cities) toe buliczed; yet he 
rook vLUular pleature , that Barbermſſs ( ( the wort! he Nis

The long wars bz:ween the Emperour and French King 
were now well pacified, and ſuch ſhcw of Friendſhip be- 
twixt them, that molt men chought they would (as one) 
£o agatnlt che 7 rk, - which opinion ( not wholly belie- 
ved by the wiſer ſort) this alſo confirmed,rhat Vaſtins and 
Hanebald( 2 of their moſt famous Captains ) were {ent 
Embaſſidours to draw theYenetians into the confederati» 
en of that War: who gallantly coming to YVexice, were 
by Duke La»adw and the State yy magnificently received,

would fincerely,teligieuſly,and uniredlyreſolve upon rhar 
lacred War : for then would the Yeretians not be want- 
io2.&c, burend their L2ague with the 7 w7k,; wherefore 
irwas to be requeſted of the A'mighry God, thor .they

Upon a great Hill called Gerard's Mount ( whoſe 
middle was equal with the top of the Cattle over again(t 
it ( agreat Valley and deep Ditch laying betwixt) Re- 
gendorfſe planted his Battery , ſo ſhaking a new Tower 
chereot, that it Was thought it would fall : if it had, yer 
ſuppoled dangerous to aflault it, having a treble Wall; 
buc he ſparing ch- ſumpruous Tarcers and Galleries of 
the King's Pallace therein, ſent to the Queen : wiſh-

The Biſhop anſwered ig her bzhalf, ſhe was not ſuch 
a fool, to exchange the Kingdom of Hangary, for the 
principality of Sepy/i : ſcorofully anſwering him, as 
a very dotivg and mid old man, &c, And above all, re- 
queſting him of private courteGe , to dilcharge his

/achiato ayd him:who came with 30000 Horſmen, Him- 
elf alſo doubting more of the Chrittia': Princes purpoſes, 
than he needed, railed a third Army, about Hadrianople, 
toayd Mahbemetes and Uftreff, keeping with him bis ton 
in lai, Ruſtan made 1 of his 4 great Baſſaes, hav'ng rhcult 
out Luftibeins or Lutz.is as aforeſaid , bur ar this r1me 
don2, AMahometes entring Hungaria about the midlt of

and Ordian.e to bz 10 ſhamefuliy carried away : and Ma- 
y;us then 1anding divers Companies in the Iſland, they 
drave tne 7 wrks again ro their boats , receiving no lefle 
loſſe themielves, rhan nad the Germans before; It was 
(aid, the 7 »rks Ficer might have beep quite overthrown, 
1f the Chrittians had couragiouſly puriued them and land- 
ded \vith them ; yer 4 7 »rks Pinnaces were \unk, 3 taken, 
and many 7 #rks (lain,or drowne.i in the River, Shortly

ach a light, rhar one might plainly tee over Danzbias ro 
the Walls of Peſth : whereby, their flight by water, and 
confafion by land was dilcovered.

legs with his lictle Scimitar fell doyynzand was with many 
feeble bloivs hardly ar Jaft ſlain: others hearing che 
Dwart on, to ſarishe rhe eyes of the diſporting Princes, 
Tits done, Solyman (ent Embaſſadours wich Preſents ro 
the young King : 3 fair Horſes wich Golden-bridles;their

and cunningly done, that 2 wary warchman benolding the 
manner of the Txrks going toand fro, could ſcarce per- 
ceive how the gate was raken, till it was roo Jace, The 
Gare, Mark2r-clacezand chicf freers ſo finely taken : the 
Captains of the Zanrizaries mace Prociamations, That the 
Citizens ſhould wir!.out tear keep in their Honlſes, and 
forchvvith ro deliver all cheir Weapons: which they dig, 
receiviro the Txrks intotheir Houſes, as their unvel- 
come guelts ; bur inch was the ſeverity of their Marty! 
Dilcipline, that none was wronged by thern in word ©: 
leed, Solyman hearing of the Ciry thus taken, ſent th: 
child back unro th: Queen; but the chief Nobles he re 
tained with him, ro wit, George the Biſhop : Yicche, 7 byu- 
raccw, Verbetins the Chancellour, Vrbazus Governor: 
of Buda; Whole minds , this ſudden and nnexpeRed 
change troubled the more, becauſe the great Baſſe: 
began to pick quarre's with chem,” and as ir were ro call 
chem ro account for all they had dons. The Queen fear- 
ws and grieving, by humble Letters, requeſted So/yman

So{ymans Dwwghter, After which, Solyman conielred 4 
d1y2s what order to rake with that Kingdom. AMahometes 
1dvi'ed him, ro carry the childand all the Nobles © Corr 
ftantinegls; 
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Fantinople ; and to le1ve wuch a Gorernourin Buda, as 


might pur che people our o? fezr of 1ervicude and bon- 
dage : yer by cegrees to lay on them che Yoke of the 
Turks Governmew ; but Rajtemes ( betore corrupred ) 
flood wholly upon terms of Hopuur; laying , Nothing 
couid be more «c1(honeurabl= io lo mighty a Monarch, 
who had never bleauſhed the glory of his Name, than 
after Victory, to break his Faith with a weak Wonian and 
filly Intanr, whom he bad raken upon him to detemd; but 
Mahometes of Belgrade then extraordinarily admitred in» 
to the Council among the great Baſſes. diſliked of both 
the tormer opinions, as too full ot Lenity: and being 
asked his opinion, delivered it ina muichievous ſpeech : 
ſaying towards the latter end thereof : Every year retake 
in hand (o long and labourlome In expedition of an Ar- 
my of Horſe, Foor, Artillery, and a Ficet of Ships for 
defence of another man ( as commonly we do) ſeemerh 
to be meer madnefſe : Neither do l think irro ttand with 
the Majeſty of the Othaman Emperonrs, thus ro be mo= 
ved every year at the r:qu-# of a puliny Woman, crying 
for help ; excepr you think ir more profitable and hono- 
rable to maintain a defenhve than an invaſive War: where 
fore Ir ink ir belt rorurn this Kingdom (1oofr conques 
red and defended by Laiv of Arms ) like 'y Ancetiours, 
into {o:m of a Province : rhe Queen I would have jent 
to her Father, and h.r 'on brought up in thy Conrrt. and 
infrnAed in onc Religion : the Nobiliry I wiſhto be 
ſlain ; their Caftles razed,and all their norable't Families 
to be carried away into Aſia : the mu'tritude kept uncer 
wi h good Garrifons, to till the ground and inhabir the 
Ciries : (© ſhall the Hungarians perceive themle'ves con- 
quered, and the Germa®s forbear coming inro Hungary, 
unleſs rhey will hazard borh Stiri« and cAnſtria. 

Bur So/ymar.beforc he would refoive of fo great a mat=- 
ter, en'red Buds with his two ſons, Aug.30, 1541, and 
ip the Cathedral ( before purified by hus Prieſt ) off _ 
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the firſt Mahometan-(acrifice in Buds, Shortly after, he 
( tor his own ſecuriry and Honour ) as it were moderated 
raetr opinions, publiſhing a Decree, That Budz ſhould 
rhenceforth be kept with a Garriſon of 7 wrks, and the 
Kingdom tnarned 1nto a Tarkiſh Province ; the Quecn Þ 
with her ſon forchwirh to depart and live in Lippa a quiet 
and fertile Councrey beyond the River Tybiſcss, and near 
her Fahers borders : ſately ro be conducted thither by 
Janizaries with all her wealth : Wherefore ſhe and he: 
jon, with mourning and tears ( dereſting inwardly his 
perfidious dealing) deparred from Bx44,The Nobles wen: 
with her alſo, who though ſorrowful tor this unexpeSed 
Change, yet very glad of libzrry and ſafzry, whereof chey 
had for 3 daycs deſpaired : only Thuracens was kept in 
lafe cultody, becauſe he was a martial man ; and much al- 
ſo hared by the Twrks, for the bard purſuit of Caſovin 
eAuftria, 

Ferdinand hearing of this ſhameful overthrov, and that 
Solyman was coming towards Vienna , ſent Velſins ( who 
neier liked of Buda fiege) ro Comara, to (ay their fur- 
ther flight, and gacher rogerher the diſperſed Reliques ot 
the Army, and ro comtort the men with hope of nev 
ſupplies. And ſomeyyhat to ſtay Solyman, he (ent Count 
Salma and Lithefaine Embafſadours with Preſents and 
new conditions of peace : The Prelencs were, a high 
Randing-Cup of Gold, curiouſly ſer wich rich Rones : 2nd 
a wondrous Globe of Silver, daily exprefling rhe paſſing 
of the Houres : the Planets motions, the change and full 
of the Moon, the motion of the upper Orbs : and tha: 
exaAly, by certain wheels and weights within , deviſed 
and perfe&ed by che moſt cunnivg Aſtronomers , fo: 
Maximilian the Emperour, 

They at their landing, were firſt received by (aſon,and 
brouzhe into a rich Tent, the ground being covered with 
rich Carpets : ro whom Ruſtan Baſſa ſent ſuch chear as 


the Camp afforded, eſpecially moſt excellent m_ 
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Next day the Baſſaes feafted them : not fitting with their 
legs under them on the ground, as their manner was, bur 
in Chairsat a Table; only Aſahemetes of Belgrade, an 
extraordinary gvelt, fat down upon a Cuſhion beneath 
the Baſſaes, Their chear was but Rice and Mvurron, as if 
noting thereby the Chriltians exceſlz 2 and rhe Baſſaes 
drink, fair warer ont of Danubizs, Atrer dinner, they 
were brought in to So/yman, each of them led berwixt 2 
Baſſaes , helding them tait bythe arms:'o ro kiſs his hand; 
yer hath the Turkiſh Emperour fitting in his Throne, for 
tear of violence, laying by him, a Targer , Scimitar, Iron 
Mace, with Bow and Arrows, The great Globe being 
brought io, filled So/yman and his Bagaes with Admira- 
tion; tor So[ymar had curionſly ttudiea Attronomy,and e(- 
pecially Colmography, as his lealure ſerved, 

The Embaſſadours defired him to give the Kingdom of 
Hungary to Ferdinand almolt en the ſame conditions that 
Laſcus had required ir for him, paying him ſuch Tribute 
as John had don: ; promiking to draw Charls into the 
ſame Leagne ; (o rhar he might then ar pleaſure, turn his 
Forces upon the Perſian: and urging Ferdinand's League 
with Jehs,and \o exculting him ot che late war , they con» 
cluded, Nothing conld bz to him more commendable, 
profitible or Honourable, than co call ſuch a King as Fer - 
dinand, and alſo Emperour EleR; and brother of the great 
Emperour, his Tribntary, Solyman 2 dayes atrer, aniwe- 
red by Raftan, that this was his reſolute condition cf 
peace : [f Ferdinand would reſtore all places before be- 
longing to King Lews, and for ever abltain from Hunga- 
ry ; and for bis ofren provocations.great trav-l and char-

ſing, and abundance of Rain falling, So/[yman made one 
Solyman a Mabometan Hungarian, Governour of Bnada: 
who by jultice and courtehe ( with Yerbetins the Chan- 
cell6ur ) ſhould endeavour to put the people in hope of 
long peace; which done, after about 20 dayes ſtay, be- 
cauſe of the rain and cold, and fearing ro be (hut in with 
the riſing of the grear Rivers, he derermined to return : 
ſetting Laſc#s (19 priſon at Belgrade) art liberty, who (oon 
dyed of the Flux 1n Polonia, (uppoſed to be poyloned by 
_ Twrks, whoſe death the King himſelf much lamen- 
ted, 

So/yman bzing come to the River Dravss, it was told

of clemency, Above tiyo parts of the Germans were cs 
off 
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jolt by ſhipwrack, or dead of fickneffe, The Emperour 
over=:aled by eAnria,ſailed alone the coalt Ealtward to 
Buz4a: in whole Calile, kept by Spaniards, he found ſome 
freſh Victual, while he Jay here for fair weather. A grear 
Genuzn {hip laced with Vietual, came into the Bay ; yer, 
through the violence of the Tempeſt , ſhe was calt avay 
upon the flats : yer part of the Victaal (half-ſpoyled) was 
iriven aſhoar, well relievingtheir increaſing want. 

The-wind, of North, being come ro Northwelt,he ſent 

away Goxzaga with the S1c1/:an and Rhedian Galleys,put- 
ing chem in hopeto adventure again to ſea : So with a 
roubleſome courſe, they ſoon came into the Port of V- 
ca, or Farings : Where Muleaſſes bountifully relieved 
hem » whence they ſafely landed in S:cilia, The rage- 
is ſea becoming calm, they reaſoned in Council often, 
bat courſe beſt to take ; bur the wind coming fair at 
,the Emperour ſayled to the Baleares, thence arrived 
length at che Port of new (arthage in Spain , greatly 
dmmended even of his Enemies,for kis wondrous con-« 
weand conſtancy in ſo manyextremiries, 

About this rime the diſſembled Friendſhip , betwixt 
barls and King Franers brake ont into open hatred; this 
hioki ng himſelf deluded by the orher , who had fed him 
th vain hope of reftoring the Dukedom of Millane : 

! nd lately abuſed by the death of Ryixco his Embaſlador : 
herefore he raiſed a great power in Fraxce , ſending 
barls his ſon wich one part into the Low-countries,and 
»Wenry his other ſon with the other part, to invade Spain : 
ating en the Dake of Cleve in the Low-countries , and 
olicicing Selym3an by Polinus his Embaſſadours ro ſpoyl 
he borders of Spain with his Galley's, while Henry was 
eheging Perperna; for which he was of moſt diicom- 
ended,as roo much favouring his own grief. Polinus 
ing by many by-wayes to Venice, and croſſing T{yria, 
et with Salymen in 11/54 coming from Buda, firit ot- 
ring him a carious Cupboard of Plate, weighing 600 
| Yy 4 pound, 
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pounds, and 500 rich garments for the Baſſaes and grezt 
Couriers, So/yazan reading the French Kings Letrers,and 
hearing whar he had further ro ſay , promiſed him te 
would nor be wanting by tea or Land, to give him aydin 
his jul wars againſt Char/s his enemy ; telling him, when 
he was come ro Conſtantinople, he ſhould have anſwer 
(by bis Baſſaes),Of all Potinus chiefly defired him to ſend 
Barbarnſſa with his Fleer againlt next ſummer, into Pre. 
vence, to be employed againrt rhe Emperour out of the 
French Harbour : allo to requelt the Yenetians ro joyn in 
Leapue with his Matter againft (þarls, who began to be 
dreadful ro them: when they were come our to Conjtan; 
»ople inthe latter end of Decent, Solymasn adviſed Poling 
to return to Fraxce,and tq bring him certain word of the 
dererminate time of undertaking thoſe wars : and rbar he 
would the while, ſend Junnsbeimaro Venice , who would 
provide ſuch a Fleet in readinels as he deſired. He exceed: 
ing g ad, ſpeedily returned, with 2 goodly Horſes and1 
rich {\vord, pretents from Solyman to the French King: 
who diſcourfing with Polinns 3 days together of his pro- 
ceedings, ſoon ſevt him back with fall infiruMens of 
time and place, with other carcumſtances of the iorenged 
War, He coming to Venice found nor Jynucbeins there: yet 
with Pellicerins the French Embaſlador Legrer ard others 
of that faRtion, be laboured with che Senators in behalf of 
his Maſter ; and having audience inthe Senate, notably 
pleaded th2 French Kings canſe, grizvouſly lamenting the 
death of the Embaſſador ſlain by the Sparards & bitterly 
1:weighins 2gainlt thzEmperar's ambirion, The Senare de- 
caring the time for Junusberas his coming, grave'y aniwe- 
red, / heir am'ty with the French King, ought to be an Or- 
vament to them, but no burthen : the like they beld with th 
Emperour,uhom they would in no caſe ſeems to caſt off, though 
they had been by him over-rawght: that they were generally #f 

epixion to preſerve their peace, having in hard times of w 
endured preat extremities, hardly to be recovered with long

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peace : whetber "were good for them to thruſt themſelves in- 
fo war, being in League with 3 of the greateſt Princes of the 
World, FJunnsbeins the while arrived there , requeſting) 
that the League made by Badeerins might be confirmed : 
and requelted only ro joyn furrher courtefies ro that ami- 
ty which rhey held with che French King; and the rather, 
becauſe So/yman, accounting him for his Brother, had al- 
ſo undercaken to ayd him againſt Charls : bur as to joyn 
i} League, or in his quarrel ro take up arms, he requeſted 
nothing : Wherefore Polinus and Pellicerins,, thought 
the Twrk, who had ſpoke ſo coldly in the cauſe,to be cor- 
rupted ; but it afterwards appearedzthere was ſuch equity 
and modeſly in Solyman's Letters , that he would nor 
thenexaRt any thing of them, nor fianding wich che 
good of their State, 

* Polinus travelling by Land to Con ffantinople from Re- 
fuſum whither he' was tranſported, found all things 
morediffcuir than he dreamed of; for the great Baſſes 
ſaid, there could be no Fleet ſer our that year , he being 
come too late, the ſpring being paſt ; Polinns was exceed- 
ingly vexed with grief and care: Dixiss alſo being come 
to Carry nzwes into France of the coming of the Turks 
Fleet: who told Pelixus, The Kings ſons expeRed no- 
thing more than their coming : Wherefore he wondroul- 
ly rormented himſelf , curſed the froward and uncon- 
ſtant manners of the Baſſaes, calling upon the Faith of 
Solyman, beſceching the Baſſaes one by one, again their 
promiſe not to forlake the King, fince by that delay his 
Majeſty was betrayed, and a ViRory now as good as 
gorren, quire marred, He was ſo importunate apd fe» 
dious , rhat becoming rather loathſome than gracious 
unto them , they ſent for him avd his followers to Court;

This levere ſpeech croubled him the more,becaulſe they 
ſeemed co be ſent from So/ywan himſelfyvho was cthoughe 
tO have heardall; for behind che Baſſaes was a Window, 
where the Emperour (unperceived) might when he plea- 
ſed, hear che complaints aud ſuits of Nations : and note 
the Baſſaes manners ; whoſe care was the greater, for fear 
of his preſence, yer did not Polinws (o give over his ſuit; 
buc by gitts to the Capiage or chief Porcetzlaboured to be 
bronght co the ſpeech of Solyman himſelf, So being 
brought to Solymar's preſence,he moſt earneſily requeſted 
him not to fail the King, of the premiled Fleet : who 
was then invaling his enemies in 3 places. Solymwen ex- 
preſly-anſwered, The opporcunity was pali,not by his will, 
bur by his late-coming , bur promiſed next ſpring to ſend 
unto his friend and brother, twice fo big a Fleer as he 
had defired : with -which- an(iver he diſpatched Dixins 
into Fraxce : whereupon King Francis, called back Hex- 
r7 hiseldelt ſon from befieging Perpenna, 

The Princes and Stares of Germany, at the requeſt of 
Ferdinand and the Hungarian Nobiliry decreed abour this 

tlmezto take up Arms, for recovering Buda and other loſt 
Piaces: for they ſaw, if the Hungarians were not ſpeedily 
reileved, they ſhould ſoon be forc ed to fight for allthey 
enzoyed, againſt the Twrk, at their own doors, Where- 
fore chey (eat out 30600, Foot and 7000 Horſe » Joachi- 
. mus 
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s Marqueſſe of Brandebzrgb being General ; yer ſo, 
- ro him were $ ochers ( aged and experienced men ) 
joyned, by whoſe counſel he was to be direQed, Ferd;- 
nand's power met them ar Viewna : Huganet Governour 
of St;ria coming in with Toe00 Horſmen : gato whem 
Seredins Bathor, and Perenus Nobles of Hungary, joyned 
wich 15009 Horſmen : whither alſo Pope Paw/ 3d, ſent 
30G choyle Foormen ont of /taly, under the conduR of 
famous YVitellins, The Marqueſſe with his Army marched 
from YViews,(o (ofcly.char the Hungarian and [talian Cap» 
tains (aid, The beſt part of ſummer was ſpent in loyterings 
chiefly XMedices,vho had perſwaded the King,to be ready 
to ſer ſorward with the firtt of che ſpring, before the Turks 
could augment their Garriſovs : which wholſome coun-

with his Wife and Children , he granted life and liberty, 
ſhutting up the reſt, and giving the ſpoil ro his Souldiers

The reft, were conveighed over Danubins : travelling ro 
Poſſontum , where Count Salma by Ferdinand's Come 
mand, committed Liſcanys and Salamanca and ſome o- 
thers co cuſtody, ro an{wer their cowardly yielding vp the 
City: which Se/ymarn entred eAug.109, 1543, and turn- 
ing the Chriſtian Temples into Mabometaze, firlt (acrifi- 
ced for his Victory, as before at Buda,and ſpeedily (© for- 
tified ir, as if ro tike away all hope of recovery thereof: 
deriding the Germans negligence , who keeping it 14 
yerrs, had not tortihed it, 

Solyman leaving Oſſainss Governour there , ſent his 
Tartariax Horle to ſpoil the Countrey , as farre as Alba 
Regalis, Song himſelf ro beftege Tatts Caſtle, whoſe ter- 
ried Souldiers , upon the fickt Summons yielded, and

tle avai/ed, ſeeing rhey were to paſſe thorow a little nas 
rew Gate ; and they in the City, without regard of chem 
thar fled, had plucked up the draw-Bridge over the Ditch; 
ſo the Twrs purſuing them all along thoſe Suburbs, many 
notable men , ſome fighting, ſome fleeing, were (lain; 
Seroſattus being one : Baycecins fleeing to the litcle gate 
not to be paſſed chorow on Horlſ- back, and crying in vain 
co have the great Gate opzned,ivas by the Jamzeries (lain, 
whoſe Head and right-hand full of Rings, was carried a- 
bour in deriſion on a Launce, The reli finding the lirtle 
oxe ſhut up with dead bodies, and the Brid2e drawn up, 
thre themſelves into the Ditch: where ſome taken hold 
of by others that could not (wim,were drowned together, 
Some hardly crawling over,were ſhotwith arrows:others 
ſticking in the mad,were ſhot to death alſo;ſome fey gor 
over & were ſaved, The General of the German-Horſe and 
Uſcaſages an Italian,gathering the remainder,placedthem

that it ſeemed all ſhould not be pardoned, Ruf#s eaſily 
obcained, the /telians to depart with bag and baggage to 
Vienya : (o did the German General for his, Rufss reſu- 
fing ro {erve Solyman, as bound by oath to Ferdinand, $s- 
lyman Baſſa gave him a rich Cloak in Honour of his Va- 
lour. The Embaſſa/ours returning , and cellivg their 
ſacceſle, freed the Cirizens.of a great fear. 

The City yielded : cAchomates openly proclaimed, 
the [calians and Germans to be ready todepart next Cay »

Wherefore they beſieged it 1n 3 places, 
They ha {lately ney fo:rified their va'ls by Simeon Cap. 
ol 
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of the Caſtle, and an experienced Knight of the Rhodes 
bis direQtion - who for their mcre reſoluce withſtanding 
the Turks, rook their wives and children and the weaker 
ſort into the Caltle, thevce furniſhing the Citizens with 
all neceflaries. The City being battered in divers places 
by ſea and land at once, the 7wrks had much bearen a 
new Bulwark, attempring to enter : Les Srrozz4 with a 
Band of J/talians, ſeeking alſo to enter, bur they manful- 
ly repulfing both,cauſed them co retire, about 200 Tarks 
being ſlain, and of Srrezz.4's men 22, Barbaruſſa barter» 
ed ic afreſh, ſo terribly, thar their walls being opened, the 
Souldiers (ore wounded, and no hope of timely relief : 
parlyed with ci:e General from the wa!l, to yield the Cie 
ty, living unde; the Frezch King in all reſpeRs, as they 
had und-r the Duke : for which ne gave chem his Faith 2 
but fearing the 7 wrks would violate this Compolition, he 
entrea:ed Barbarxfa to cauſe his Souldiers ro go aboard: 
Wherefore, the Zamzaries deceived of their hoped prey, 
were about to have ſlain Polinws and Strezza comming 
from Barbaruſa, 

The taking of the Caſtle now, conſiſted in affailing the 
Ca(ile ir ſelf, and defending the City from (alleys, and 
from an enemies ratling rhe ſizge, Barbarsſſa pur the 
Frexch to choiſe which to take : Who Banding io doubr, 
be ſcorning rheir lowneſe, c onyeniently placed 7 batrer- 
ing-peeces 2 being very great, 10a trice to their admi- 
ration : wherewith he quickly beat downtke Battlements 
and Sentinel-honſes, ſo that none could appear on the 
walls : the Frenchallio battered the Caflle; but through 
lonz ſhooting, Polinns requeſted ro borrow,or buy pow- 
der and (hor of Barbayuſſs : who fumed excceedingly,chat 
they in their own Councry ſhould want proviſion, &'c. 
not forbearing to taunt them and ofc complaining , thar 
he was deluded with hope of great matters promiſed : 
threatningro lay hands on Pol{inws,who had brought him, 
where he muſt loſe his Honour ;or, haying ſpent bis Am- 
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municion, expoſe his Fleet co all dangers: Wherefore, 
calling a Council, He gave our , prelently to returu to 
Conſtantinople, ſeeing, among thole cowardly and unskil. 
fall men, he found noching ready , or according to pro» 
miſe ; ye: by entreatance and large promiies, he was pet- 
{ivaded to continue the hege ; bur preſencly Letters were 
intercepted from Yaftins torhe Caprain of the Calle, tg 
ho'd ouca whitle,rill he (who had fenc his Light-Horſmen 
betore) mighr ceme with his men at arms, who would in 
3 days (wich ſlaughter of the T wrks) pur him our of fear: 
Whereupon, ſuch a fear came onthe beſiegers (next nigh: 
being alio very rainy and Tempeſtnous ) har leaving all, 
and by narroiv-parhs, climbing over the High-Mountain, 
chey came downto the Fleer ; bn at day (noenemy to be 
{cen) hey (aſhamed) came againto the hege : Ere long, 
when che Catile(ftanding ona Rock)was judged hardly to 
be batcered or under-mined,they thought good to depan: 
the 7 #rks then, taking the ſpoil of rhe City, ſer it on fire, 
Barbaruſſa retiring to eAntipolis, came tro Anchor ar the 
Uland Margarita : Vaſtins the Duke, with Anris, then 
arriving at Villa Fraxca, In which Haven's entrance, the 
Galley wherein Yaſtizs went,was like ts be loſt : 4 other 
being, by Tempeſt driven upon Rocks , and ſo ſuddenly 
beaten in pieces, that the Galley-ſlaves could not Rrike 
off their Irons, but were drowned, 

Polinus hearing hereof, ſent to Barbarnſſa, perſwadiug 
him c&@ haſten thicher, as to an aſſured Victory ; who pro- 
miſed to go, yer moved notletted as Was thought by con- 
crary weather, But the wind fallen and ſea calm , and he 
ſerting (lowly forward, coming again to an Anchor : the 
Turks Captains ſcoffingly ſaid, Barbary did bur reaſon 
to deal kindly with Azria , who had received the like 
Friendſhip ar his hands, in letting him eſcape ar Hyppona : 
who anſwered then and afcervards, only , That he anold 
Commander and half-blind , ſw more in the matte: 
chan all chole green Captains with their ſharphight, r 
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Erelong he rerarned into.the Haven of Tolow, Ya- 
flime and the Duke coming to Nice, commended Simze« 
on, preferring the 7 wrks Fortificarions before che Chri- 
ſtiansz; Barbarnſſa,with all courrehe entertained , ſenc 
Salec and A ſſares his Kinſman with 25 Galleys, who 
rifled ſome ſea-Towns in Spain - taking great prize as 
bout the Promonterie of Crewns ; and a Mecchant-ſhip, 
and a Galley in Paiamos-Haven: palling to Algiers to 
winter, and ar ſpripg ro return to Provence, 

Barbaruſſa that Winter repairing his Fleet, had many 
neceſlaries trom the Genowayes : elipecially from Anria, 
and that under colour of redeeming priſoners : for he 
would nor ſhew an enemies mind by denial ofa little {ez 
Furnicure , le he ſhould have hurt his Native Country 
Genua. 

Bur Advuleaſſes hearing of Barbarufſ#s coming with 
this great Fleer, doubred ( nor without cauſe ) leſt it was 
prepared againſt himſelf, Beſides , five of his great Ci- 
ties ( (onflantins, Mahemedia, Mabometa, Leptis, 
and eAdrumenturs) were then holden by the Twrks : 
Wherefore abour the time that he: ſayled along /taly, 
himſelf paſſed into Sicily ro have mer the Emperour ar 
Genua for greater ayd againſt the Twrks : committing 
the ruirion of his Kingdom ro Mahemetes ( Manifat) 
to Govern the City ; {orſus or Fares to keep the Caſtle, 
whoſe brother Mahometes and ſon Fares were left pled- 
0&5 to Tavarres ( Captain of Gwuletta-Caſtle) of his 
Faich; burto his ſon Amve, he committed the lea» 
ding of his men of War. 

Paſſing eur of Sicily, he was driven by contrary winds

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py years counted loſt, in embracing him, fainted , and 
prelently died. 

Barbaruſſs came from Elba, into the Bay of Telamon, 
10 7 «ſcanie,caking, ſpoiling and burning rhe City, chiefly 
the Houle of Telamonivs, whole late buried body , be 
pluckr on: of rhe Grave, and ſcattered his bones, for (he 
being the Popes Admirall ) walting his Fathers poor 
poſleflion in Leſbos, He ſurprized alſo Montenum by 
night,caprivaring almolt all the Inhabitants : doing the 
like ar Hercales's Port ; bur was repulſed from Orhatels, 
by Luna and Vitellins,before ſent thither; yet having done 
oreat harm, and exceedingly frighred all T xfcaniehe land- 
edat the Iſland G:gliy, abour 12 miles frem Hercules 
Port; where, battering the Town, he carried away a huge 
number into captivity. 

Paſſing the Cape Lirar, he had burnt Cantumcelte, for 
theſame rea'on as he did Tel/amon, had he nor been per- 
ſ{waded by Strozza, fearing his Malters further obloquie, 
Thence he came to the Iſle [chia, where, in the night, 
he intercepted moſt of the Inhabitants fleeing into the 
Mountains : and, in revenge againſt Vaſtizs , about the 
Stege of Nice, he burnt three chief Towns thereof; bur 
Pithacuſa, Vaſ#in,'s dwelling places, ſtanding on a Rock, 
and ſomewhat from the Sea, he durſt not arrempr ; then 
doing lefſe hurt along Prochita, becauſe molt of the Inha- 
bicants were fled ro Pithacuſa, he pur into the Bay ef 
Puteoli, ſending Salec to try it the City might be batrered 
by Sza : who ſhooring inco itwith bis Ordnance , flew 
Saiaveara, a valiant Spaniard, on the walls, putting the 
. unprovided Cirizns in great fear of the whole Fleet's 
Janeing ; but the Viceroy coming with a power from 
Naples, Barbarsſſa diſcovering them , re-called Salee, 
Then he was abent to ſeize on Salernum ; bur a ſudden 
Tempelt oiſperſed his Fleet, driving him upon rhe 
Coalt of Calabria, where he did exceeding harm, chiefly 
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at Carre4to, Departing to the Iſle Lipars, he miſerably 
ſpoiled ir ; ſo battering the City with 40 great Pieces, 
that chey were conlirained to yield: whom he carried 
all awyay (abouc 7e09) burning the Ciry; ſo he returned 
towards Confantinople, ſome Captives almeſt every 
hour d*:1ng calt dead overboard, who were all ſhut cloſe 
up together among cheir excrements, all derefting rhe ha- 
tred berwixt (harls and Frances, the grounds of thele, 
andrhouſinds of other calamities, He arriving at Con- 
fantinople,1n beginning cf « Autwumne 1 544, was honou- 
nably r:ceived ot Se/yman, and highly commended for 
his g91d ſervice, 

Solyman, while tryumphing for his 200d ſucceſſe in 
Hungary, was advertized of the death of his eldeſt and 
deare(t Sonne Mahowet, whoſe body was brought from 
Magneſia; and witch exceeding ſolemnity and mourn- 
ing , buried at CanfFantinople, 

Solyman not onely built him a ſtately Tombe, bur a 
Temple, called the Temple of Mahomer the lefler : an- 
nexing thereto, a Monaltery and Colledge , with many 
things more, for the health of his ſoul.- After which, be 
ceaſed from Warres rio years: in whichtime, Francis 
the French King died; allo Barbar»ſſa, of great years and 
Fame in 1 547, buried at his own Houſe called Rejattas, 
abour four miles from Pera, on Exropelide, where he ar 
onetime (old abour 16000 Capnves from Corcyra : he 
there alſo built a Mahometan Temple, yer with his Se- 
pulchre to beſeen , thar place was called Zaſonium : a- 
bout which time allo, famous Yaſtins, at 45 years old, 
died of conccit: at which time Charlsthe Emperour, 
concluded a peace with Solyman for five years : Ferdi»

71a: Muſtaghaembarring one of Roxalana's ſons ( ſhe 
chought) ef the hope of the Empire ; ſhe procured him 
and his mother (with a Princely allowance ) to be \entto 
govern C aramana afar from Court attended on (after the 
manner of ſons io (ent ) with a Baſſe, and a grave Doctor 
of their Lay ; bur ſhe ſaw, Muſtapha's utter defirution 
was not to be brought to paſs without ſome Complices: 
picchirg at laſt on Kuan ( her ſon in law, among many 
conceired of ) who was of a mean birth in Epirus, and 
chough none of the beſt Souldier yer by ciflimulation and 
flatrery, grew to be thegreateſt man in the Court : and 
whom ſhe knew was eſpecially odious to Aſuſtaphastor at- 
remprting to cut off ſome part of his allowance (as he cid 
the penſions and fees of rhe Officers and Servirours at 
Courr )thivking, if he obtained the Empire, he would 
not forget 1'- Having broke with K»fax upon the mar- 
rer, ſhe {udden!y became very devour, and being excced- 
Ing rich, pretended ( as for the health of her ſoul) to 
build an Abbey, with an Ho(pital and Temple, demard- 
ing of the Muir1 or chicf Prie(t, if ſuch works of Charity

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They boldly aniive!, He was the wan whons they #4 
long before choſen ; but they had got and preſerved for hi

and that they came thither armed juſtly, to revenge the deat 
of guiltleſs Muilapha, for which he had no juſt cauſe to be 
angry : proteſting they would never lay down weapons , til

The lace hainous fa& made every man the while , to 
ſh:d tears,(o that Solymasn ſeemed to be ſorry for his mur- 
der : promiſing the Souldiers whatever they required 3 
yer le(t he ſhould ſlip aivay, and deceive thzm of what he 
had promiſed, they kept meR diligent watch and ward : 
Wheretors to appeaſe chem, he dep:ived Ruſran Baſſa of 
all Honours, and of his Seal which he dzlivered to eA- 
chomates ; Bu: Ruſtan,now in no ſafety in his own tents: 
ſecrecly asked eAchomates, what courle bel to take in ſo 
dangerous a cale? who aniwered, to do whar the Empe + 
rour adviſed and commanded : Which was, without des 
lay ro g2r him ou: of his Gght and Camp : which be (aid 
he cou:d nor do conveniently, being disfurniſhed of all 
n:ceflarie3 : So/yman {ent an{wer az1n, He were beſt to bz 
one for fear of further harm, Whereupon, the guilty 
Baſſa, bur with 8 Friends polted to Conſtantinople: where, 
with Roxalana, and other contrivers againlt Muſtapha , 
he in gr-at great ferr exp2Red the event. 

Muſrapha was generally beloveJ, for his Vertues ; but

like wich him, and willing co promote Rxſeas to that 
the greate(} Honour, to fave his Qath , he reſolved to put 
Achomates to death : whereof, he (ignorant) came ( as 
he was wont) into the Divan; receiving word from Sz/y. 
man, he muſt preſently die , the Hangman being ready to 
firangle him: whom he thruſting away with his hand, 
( ſhewing nomore trouble than if it had net concerned 
him ) looking round,at lalt elpyed an hone(t man,vhom 
he had often piealured z He earnefily requvelied him to 
Arangle him as the greateſt good turn he could deviſe, de- 
refling ro die by the Executioners hand : Which he ar lat 
undertaking; Achomates willed him nor at one twitch 
todo it, bur {licking the firing agaiu , to let him once 
breathe and the diſpatch him : being (ir ſeems) deſirous 
ficlt coralte of death, atd not to dieall at once, Raſtas 
was preſently reſtored tothe Viſierſhip, which he enjoy- 
Ing about 6 years, diedof the Dropſic, Solyman is re- 
ported to (ay, * Twas better for Achomates once to die, 
than to die 1000 rimes,in ſeeing his Honour befiowed on 
anorher, 

Th: Turks Galleys brought by the Frexch into the 
Tſcane-(ea did much hur:, in 1554, and divers years at 
rer ; Then did Contarenus rhe Venetian Admiral, chance 
ro meer with the Baſſa of Calipolis (who the year before 
had rifled cerrain of- their Merchants )apd having greatly 
ſpotied chem, he ranſacked Dyrrachium a Turkiſh Port 
in Ds/matia.

115 (Duke Montmemence the General, with his ſon and 


cvers Nobles being taken) ſolicited Solyman by (odig- 


n48 to invade Naples and Sicily by ſer, to withdraw the 
Spaniſh our of France: which, he (offznded with the Em- 
baſladours ivſolence) refuled ; yer commanding his ad- 
venturer's along Africk,, to do what harm they could; 
jothat the Viceroy of Sil:ly wasfain for defence of thoke 
Countries to lay with his Galleys inthe Port of (alerts 
and Naples. 

The Grand Prior of St, Jehn's Knights in France (bro- 
cher of the Dake of G#:/e, General of the French in I. 
taly, who upon the overthrow at St, Quintivy, called 
thence,ioon after rook Calis)wene Ealtward with 4 Mal- 
ra Galleysro wait forthe Te#rks : meeting with 2 great 
ſhips of Merchandize, which he rock , and by and by bad 
a great fight with 4 7 #rks Galleys » linking one, burning 
another, and raking the reſt : but in his recurn, 4 other 
oreat Galleys mer with him,in revenge ſertipg upon him: 
who ſ:eing no remedy, encountred them : bnr before, 
lofing ſome men, and 72 Knights laying ſore wounded,he 
re urned towards Maltz : one of his Galley's with 5?

Sel1m:#5 ( molt like his mother ) was lecretly 
detcrmined Heir of the Empire by his Father, Bajazet

Jaz#t, not Ignorant of his Fathers retolution towards Se- 
limss : (bens comforted by his. mother Rexalane and 
Ruftan Baſſa) re(olved rathertoend his dayes by proving 
his Forrunz, chan upon the death of his ag2d Father, to 
be bur jeered by his Brother, being already tallen out 
with him, He knowing the diſpolicion of che people 
for the unworthy death of Maſtapha : and ſome fearing to 
b2 calle to account for their immoderate aff:Rion they 
had born towards him ; found our a notable bold obſcure 
fellow, who fſhouldtake on bim che name and perſon of 
Maſtapha : from whoſe ſtature, countenance,and propor- 
tion, he not much diff2red : who eame ( as if by chance 
eſcaping) into a part of Thracia (not far from Moldavia 
and YValachia ) beſt Rored wich Horſmen , and moſt Ho- 
nouring Muſtapha (ſlenderly accompanied, as if, at firtt, 
not dzfhrous to be known ); his followers rather fearfully 
oiving them that a*ked,occafionto gueſſe,than plainly to 
rell chem, ir was Adaſtapha : neither did he himſelf muck 
deny ir, whereby the people were more and more defirous 
to know him.

But having done his duty 10 So/yman, he 
bid him fic down by him, reproving him of raſhneis and 
want of diſcretion in taking up Arms,&c, And 19 having 
in ether words alſo reproved him of diſloyalty,pardoned 
him:and telling him,if cwere his deſtiny ro enjoy che Em- 
pire, it was not by mans power to be kept from him(as or- 
dained by God for him ) ; bur if otherwiſe appointed by 
God,then were it a mad thing for him, to labour in vain 
againlt Gods will; Wherefore,he ſhould ceaſe to rage and 
molelt his brother and aged Father ; for if he ſhou'd raiſe 
new flirs, no place of mercy would be found for his e- 
cond offence, Bajazet , rather craving pardon for his 
rreſpafſe, than excuſing himſelf, promiled thenceforth to 
live molt loyally : So/yman calling for drink for Bajazet,

{laying a little way off, complaining of the unlucky Pro- 
vince of ,Amaſia : liained with Myſtapha's biood, & c, 
requeſting , to Winter in thole places where he was, 
or. there trom whence Sel/mps was departed : bur Sely- 
man would nor hearken to him, 

Selimus with ſome Troops from his Father beſide bis 
own, returning and fetching a compals, appeared at his 
loytering brothers back, marching towards Pruſa , not 
withoar his Fathers privity : who thought it belt for Se-* 
lms te (ay there, the fitter ro help one anorher 2: if Ba» 
jazet ſhould, as was feared,turn upon either of them, 

Bur when he ſaw chis contrary to his expeRation, and 
thar Selimus ſhould be Heir of the Empire : He wrote 
unto his Father, accuſing his Brother. that he thereby de- 
clared how maliciouſly he afteed him,only to alpire ro 
the Empire ; and bave a ſhort cur over to. Conſtanti- 
nople, if his Father dyed, which he gaped after : bur 0+ 
therwiſe, by ſecret Miniſters of his Treaſon, to diſparch 
him, &'s, yer this man, as a moſt duriful ſon, to be 
mach mage of ; whereas he,meaning well, &'c, was on

Chisrts; many repaired unto him both of valiant men and 
* *experrSouldiers, and an exceeding Rabble who delired 
ſome chapge : many were drawn out of picty to tim, who 
lively reſembled his Farher, bur Selimms his mother, who 
* was generally hated of the people : He went heavy with 
a fat pzunch, blub-cheeked, and very.red- faced: the Soul- 
dicrs ſaying io {porr, he was fed with green Malt, be was 
given tocale, drunkennefle and ſleep, not courteons, who 
would nor, He ſaid, offend his Father, by being popular; 
ſo he was of all other men hacted,he molt miſliking choſe 
who hoped it1a bounteo6us and courgious Prince, They 
us d to call Bajazet Sofri, or one quiet and ndious; but 
now they began to admire him as a man of Vaſour : ask- 
ivg each other : why his Facher ſhonld 'ej2Q him his ex- 
preſs Image,preferring that gor-bellied fluggard.in whom 
no ſpark of his Fathers valeur was to be (een? laying , 
This was no fault in Bajazer,being neceſlitared to take up

ſlain in skirmitſh by che Spaniards, (who went foremoſt) 
the reit fled ; io laying hard ſiege to the Caltley the Cap» 
tain fled ſecretly with his Tarks, leaving it for the 
Moores to defend : who (ro depart in ſafety) yielded che 
Caltle: three Spaniſh Companies being there left , 
Caravanus the Moor-King (with the King of 7 waz's 
Sonne) came the while, to the Camp, fitting on the 
cround, and wiſely dilccurhng with che Generall , how 
the Twrks were to be removed our of eAfrick,; bur ſud- 
denly, a Pinnace brought newes,that Pall the Twrk's Ad- 
mirall, was coming with 35 Galleys (more repairing to 
him daily) with a namb2r of the Tzrk's bz!t and moſt 
approved Souldiers (for the Turks had a great opinton of 
che valour of the Spanzards : they were doubtful alſo of 
the long journey; ſo many of them before ſerring forth, 
making cheir wills; ſo that all ConfFantimople was in a con» 
faſed fear). The Chriftians were nor a little troubled 
hereat : yer rhey new fortified che Caftle, agreeing with 
ch2 chief Moore inthe land (who had fer up the King 
of Spain's Enſigns, infiead of Dragats) to pay y-arlytri- 
bure to the King (2s before ro Dragut) 6000 Crowns, 
1 Cammell, 4 Oſtriches, 4 Spar: ow- Hawks, and 4 blew 
Faulcons, 

Bur ay gth, the Maſter of Malta gave thoſe at Zerb; 
co underltans, hat the 7 wrkgs Fieer was even at handzads« 
viing them ro ger them to ſome more ſafe place, or come 
to him for fear of bzing by ſe great a power oppreſſed : 
wher:upon, Aria the Admirall requeſted the Generall 
preſently to come aboard z bur he for all that, ſtayzd ar 
the Ca(tle, where they bad builc four ſtrong Bulwarks,not 
yet all perfeRly finiſhed ; bur whileſt he is chus buſie, 
nexc day, deſcrying the Turks from far, he haſted ro be 
eone,wich the Admiral,and was twice by a cont:ary wind, 
driven again into the Haven; ſo that with much adoe,they 


got into the Caſtle ; for the wind brought che T! __ 
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falt on, that the Chriſtians diſmayed, knew. not wel; 
which way co turn ;| but moſt of the Ships and 14 Gal- 
lies, were gone the nighe before, and the Maſter of Malts 
had called home his, in April : of rhe reſt, ſome few 
Galleys eicaped, others ran aground, 10 whereof, wer: 
taken by the 7 #rks ; and the reſt that were left, rhongh 
they (awhile) did what they might ro fave themlelyes, 
The night following, the Viceroy and Admiral, ſecrerly 
got away to Malta, 

Auria gathered together che remainder of the diſper- 
ſed Fleet, having lolt 17 Galleys, and a good part of the 
Ships, Don de Sandes was left as General in the Caltle, 
With 5000 Foot, ſome Germans and [talians, bur moſt 
Spaniards : beſides 1e00, no Sonldiers. 

The Turks befieging ic May 17, were notably encoun- 
tred, and repulſed in their aſſaults, Drag#t came at lepgrh 
ro the ſiege . encreaſing the battery with 15 great Pieces, 
The Chriſtians alſo wirh 49 great Pieces, flew a nnmber 
of Twrks and Moores, and (allying out, fought with them, 
ſlaying and wounding many, Thus the ſiege continued 
three moneths ; bur in the Caftle was bur one great Ci. 
Kern, which chough yielding ſome ſtore of water, yer was 
not enough ro ſuffice ſo great a multitude in that bor Cly- 
mate and ſeaſon ; bur was (ſparingly meaſured our to the 
Souldiers, as far as it would go : which ſome augmented 
by diflijling Sea-water, mingling i: with their allowance, 
till chey had ſpent all their Wood, Many half dead lying 

on the ground, gaping and crying, water, water,into whole 
mouthes,if any one poiwred a little they as revived, would 
fir up, cill for chic they fell down again, at length giving 
up the Ghoſt, 

The Governour conlidering the great extremity at- 
tempted with Donde Leyva,the Neopolitan Admiral, and 
Bellingerius the Sicilian Admiral, and orhers to eſcape by 
pight, intoa Galley under che Caltle ; bur, in ſo doing, 
were all taken : whereupon, the Souldie;s, coyenantivg

onely for life, yieid-d themſelves into caprivity, In this 
expedition,about 18000 Chriltians one Way or other, pe- 
riſhed, 

Piall ſent newes h2reof, by a Galley, ro Conſtantinople, 
dragoins (as a token) at its Poup. a great Chriltian En- 
fign , having che Picture of Chriſs crucified , the Tarks 
exceedingly r2joyting tor io great a Victory ; yer » many 
came by heaps co the Emperours Embafſador his Gate, 
deridingly asking his ſervan.s, it they had any Brethren, 
Kinimen or friends. in the Spaniſh Fleer at Zebr:, ſaying, 
if they had, they (ho'11d horrly ſee chem there: bragging 
allo of their own va'our,and (corning the Chriſtians cow- 
ardice,askins, Who could withftand chem, now the Sp4- 
wards alſo were avercome, 

In September the Victorious Fleer returned, with the 
priſoners, {poils,and Chritiians Galleys, anchoring that 
night near the Rocks inthe face of the City, 

Solyman,from at 3ailery near the Havens mouth, joyn- 
ine to his Garden, beh-1d ch: coming in of the Fleer, De 
Sandes, De Leyna, and Den Bellingerns,being on the Poup 
of the Admiral Galley , to ſhe ; the Chriſtian Galleys 
diſarmed and unrigid,were towed at the cail of the T wrk's 
Galleys : ns man perc 1ving in Se/yman's countenance, 
any- fizn at all of inſolent joy: ſocapable was the great 

eart of that old Sire of any fortune, 

Few dayes aft:r, the Captives (almoſt Rarved) were 
brought ro Court : many could ſcarce ſtand, ſome fell 
down and fainted, orhers fied : they were ſcorntully led 
in erinmph, with Arms diſorderly put upon them : the 
Tarks inſulting about them, promiſing themſelves the 
Empire of the whol: World , and asking, What enemy 
they were to fear, now the Spaniard was overcome: De 
Sardes was brought in'o the Divans, and demanded by 
Raftan Baſſs,What his Mafter meant, b-ing nor able to 
defend his own, to invade other mens > Who anſwered, 


that it beſcemed not him co judge of it : Cy 
ot done 
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done but his duty, 7's, though he had no good fortune 
therein, Then he beſonghr the Baſſa on his knee, to 
ſpeak roS#/ymas to ſpare him, fer his poor Wite & imall 
Children's ſake at home, Rua anlivered courteouſly, 
his Soveraign was of a mild nature, and that he was in 
v00d hope of his pardon: So he was ſent to Caradine: 
Caltle ; but nor gone far, he was ſent for back again; 
for che oreat Chamb: >rlain had not ſeen him : whereac, 
he was much tronbled, tearing the Baſſaes would have 
pur him ro deach. The reſt, of the better ſorr , were 
committed te Pera Caſtle; yer the three chief aforeſaid, 
were with much adoe, ar the Empereur's requeſt, and his 
Embaſſadors dexterity ſer ar liberty, though Se/yman had 
denied them to the French Embaſlador, ah earneſt inter- 
ceſlour ; yer the Iufiies opinion was firſt asked: whe- 
ther many Txrks might be changed for a fery Chriſtians? 
(for 45 common Turks were to be freed for them) who 
anſwred : ſome of their Doors ſaid it was lawful, and 
ſom?, nat ; yet him(elf then reſolved on the more ta- 
vourable parc, There were two other noble perſons taken 
at Zebri, Don John Bellingertus's Sen in Law, and Dor 
Gaſts, the Duk2 of Medine's Son, yet a youth, Dex Fohn 
had ordered a great ſum :o be left i in Chios, as the Twrk's 
Fleer went by, rvhence he got into Spain ; but Gaſts was 
by Pall (in hopz of a great Ranſom) hidden; bur Solyman 
having an inkling thereof by Kaitan , 1aboure4 ro have 
Gaſto ſonghr our, to have a more Jult occaſion to pur Piall 
ro death ; bur Gaſto was dead, either through the Plague 
or Piall's mcanes, left the truch ſhould bz fourid out: 
whoſe Fathers ſervan: sſeeking for him with greit car2, he 
could never be heard of : yer  Piall rook occalion with 2 
fey Galleys, to wander among the Iſls of ,Egenm, as it 
be had ſomething to do ; bur indeed, ſhunving the fight 
of his angry Lo! rd, leſt he ſhould have anſwered che mar- 
rer in bongs : call at the requeſt of his Son Se/:mm, and 
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-1ppeaſed, ſaying : Well, hath he from me pardon for ſo 
oreat 7n offence ; bur ler God the moſt juli revenger of 
all vi:lapies, cake of kim due puniſhment after this 
hte. 

Buibequins the Emperours Embaſſadour , eaſily 6b= 
rained ct a Turkiſh Colonel, the Emperial Enfgn of the 
Galieys of Naples, containing within the compals of an 
Eagle,che Arms ot all Provinces belenging to Spain: an 
Enugn of Charls the 5th, by ſendivg him 2 Suits of Silks 
({uch as the 7 wrks rnake reckoning of) tor it, 

Novemb, 25,this year, died 4zdreas Auria. 94 years 
old, of great fame and reputation, chiefly with Charts rhe 
5th,in whole {ervice he did much;yer the notab{eli thing, 
was the kindne(s he ſhewed to Genmna his Natiie Counz 
trey, which he freed from Fresch oppreſſion : not raking 

on him the {ole Government, (as others had done); bur 
appeahins the great long diſſention there, he eſtabliſhed 
inch a wholſom Government (no mans liberty infringed) 
28 that it hath ever (ince flourifhed in Wealth, State,-and 
Freedom, - 

In 1561,the Txrks robbed and ſpoiled upon the Coaſts 
of [taly, Sicily, and Malta, againſt whom Philip of Spain 
ſending his Galleys, loſt 2 5 by Tempelt , with endozs 
the Admiral, Septemb, 18, Ferdinand the Emperour, 
baving with long ſuit, and much intreaty, obcained peace 
of Solyman; and being well firicken in years . commen- 
ded tothe Princes Elector, his Son Maximilian King of 
Bohemia, to be choſe King of Romans : wherenpon, an 
Aſſembly of them mer at Frank ford ; and November 24, 
they choſe Maximilian accordingly, ſolemnly crowning 
him-who Sepe. 8ch, 15 62,was crowned King of Hunga- 
1) ar Presburg, Unto this Aſſembly, came [brain Baſſa 
or Abraham Strotzz.a (a Polonian born) Embaſſador from 
Solyman, With Preſents and Letters ro Ferdinaxd, to con- 
firm the aforeſaid peace for 8 years : where having andl- 
Ince, after much ſpeech in ſertivg forch his Maſters yu_

neſs with his love cowards the Emperour, and his Sonn: 
che nz choſen King, he delivere bis Letters of cre. 
dence to the Emperour, notably ſhewing S#/yman's moſt 
inſolenc pride and preſumption, and milerabie Eliate of 
Hung ary, divided as it were at his piealur2, berwixt him 
and the Emperour : laying down the teveral conditions 
of the peace to be obſerved : promiſing toward the con- 


clution , that he ſhould give unco that new-made friend. 
ſhip, ſo greac Honour, Reverence, and Auachority, that 
what might even in the lcalt chi:gs be ha1,ſhould nor or 


his part, be wanting : in token whereof. (:aith be) wi 


have ſuffered certain Chriltian Caprtives , co return unto 
theo without ranſom, as thou requeſted(t by :hy Emba(- 
ſadour, who conld never have been red:emed, it in regard 
of rhis amicy we had nor granted them liberty : rrulting 
chou wilt likzite (ct at liberty, luch of ours as chou hal! 
Captives, 

The gifts preſented, were tivo naturall Cryfall 
Cups, curious, and ſer wirh pretious ſtones: a couragi- 
ous Horle, with a golden wrought Saddle, and Trapping: 
ſer with pretious (tones. and chains of pure Gold, and 4 
very fair Cammels: the Baſſa making excuſe, that rhe 
Horſe and Cammeis h:d loſt their beauty , being ſome- 
whart lean and weary, wich 4 monechs Travel, This pac: 
held firm till the death of Ferdinand, who about rio 
years after July 2 5, died. (being 60 years ol1) in 1564, 
In whoſe place ſecceeded Maximilian his fon, Then be: 
ean the Emperour's Captains on one hde, and the Turk's 
Captains, with the Vayuod of Trax/i/vania,on the other, 
co ſurpriz2 ſtrong Holds in each others confines, in Hzn+ 
gary. 

Melchior Balas, firſt furprized certain Towns, on the 
frontiers abon: Tranſi/vania : in revenge whereof, the 
Vaynod ſer upon Sackmarin, the Emperours Territory, 
which he took, with Balas his Wife and Children:where- 
fore, Balas ranſacked and burnt Devrefin, 2 great Town 
CG: 
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of the Vaynods. Ere long, the Vayued aided with 4000 
Twrks, and 30009 24 oldavians, d1d much hurt onthe Em 
perours Frontiers in Hangary, taking Haaad, and befieg- 
ing Kngar: wherefore Maximilian (ent Swendi with 8000 
men, beſieging, and taking rhe Caſtle of 7 okay, Feb, 5chy 
1565, and afterward rich Erden, 

Selyman che while, to (tay the Emperours procee- 
dings, till he had berter leiſure ro be revenged, (for he was 
then preparing for Malta) ſent Lilineſins, a Revegate 
7 ranſilwanian, his Embaſlador ro Maximilian. ro mince 
him of the League with his Father, &'s, Whereupon,he 
commanded Tra»/ilvania,nor the 7 wrk's part of Hunga- 
r7,to be no more invaded ; yet while chis Embaſladour 
was at Vienna, the Baſſa of 7 emeſwar , made divers in» 
curſions, beſieging Jula Caltle with Gooo men, many 
Turks coming daily into Tra»yfilvama, Then alſo Suend;, 
by Meſſengers, wiſhed che Emperour not to give credit to 
the Turks Embaſſador, who under colour of peace,ſought 
bur to rake him ſuddenly, unprovided, Burt in Fee, the 
Tranſilvanians befieged Erden, before taken by the Impe- 
rialls, and after two moneths , had it yielded to them :? 
Chernovich alſo, the Emperour's Embaſladour, returning 
from Conſtantineple, aſſured him, that the Twrks meavr 
nothing deed, bur Warres, greatly preparing by Sea and 
Land : Whereupon, he raiſed new forces, divers Nobles 
coming ro him with their followers; and Romerns, a 
Knight of Malta, and divers of his Brethren, ſent by Ko= 
chenheims (their grand Prior in Germany , and chen con= 
firmed a Prince of the Empire), 

The Twrks being then buſie upon the borders of Stirie, 
and rhereabours, \vere oft cur off by Charls the Arch- 
Duke, upon advartage, fliying 30co ar one time; yet 
was the Twrk*s Embaſſador at Vienna,intreating for peace, 
and ſo cunningly , that Salma a valiant Captain , having 
corrup'ed the Judge and others, of Alba Regal, to 
haye berrayed ir, (giving their Wives and Children as Ho-

Count Serinus took alſo other ipies, by whom he was 
advertized of Solywan's coming : beſides, the Countrey» 
Contributors to both parties, were liraightly comman- 
ded to pay no more Contribution to th: Imperials : 
whereupon, what Srzevd; had ofren written , was 
eaſily gathered ro be true: Allo the Turks made 
daily incurhons into the Emperours Territor1es: 
wheretfore (being alſn warned by many Jerters) put lirong 
Garriſens into his Frontier-Toiwns, chiefly Kab and Z:- 
geth; bur he likewiſe reſolved ro call (againſt the next 
year) a general Aſſembly of the Princes ot che Empire at 
Angufta,tor the better withſtanding of the common E- 
nemy,So/ymas at that timezin revenge of the manifold 1n- 
Juries done to his Subjeas,by theKnights of a/ta,mace 
great preparation by Sea and Land : whereunto he as 
much incired by Caſſares Barbaryſſa's Son, King of ,41- 
grers,and Dragat ot T ripolts ; and having underſtood in 
what forwardrels things were, he called a great Aflembly 
of his chief men, making known his minde in a ſpeech

cook 2 Twrks Galliots, The Viceroy perceiving rot the 
appointed fignes; rerurn2d from Garlos to Pozale ; but 
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<Axnria following, and telling him he had ſeen the figns 
of ſafe landing, he next day returned again to Gawles, 
On which day, a Chriſtian captive fled to St, eAngelo, 
and rold Faletta, the Txrks would prove their laſt tor- 
rune in aflaulting Michaels Caftle next day and if they 
had nor anſwerable ſucceſs, forthwith to be gone: Muſt a- 
pha promifing 5 Talents of Gold co thoſe who firſt ad- 
yanced their Enſigns on the Walls, and promote them 
higher, and to reward the reft according to their deſert. 
Valetta firlt gave thanks ro God, for ſuch diſcoveries from 
rime to time, then preparing neceflaries for repulſing 
rhe enemy : but the 7 wrks all that day battered the new 
City, and the ſhipping in the Haven, finking one great 
(hip. Garzias 1n the morning arrived at alta , 
landing his Forces, and going forward with them as 
bout half a mile, inftrued the chief Commanders 
what was to be done; al! rhings to be inthe Kingof 
Spain's iname, but till cheycame ro the Great Maſter, 

So exhorring them to play the men, he lei them mar= 
ching to Melita, in f6ght whereof he came with all his 
Fleet: they of che City diſcharging all their Ordnance, 
which was anſwered from the Fleet twice, Then he re- 
carned into Scily rotake in the Dake of Urbins compa- 
nies,and ſome Spaniſh Bands, and fo to rerurn to atrend 
the 7 »rks Fleer's departure, as good as balt overrhrown, 
Aſſoon as the Turks heard the Army was landed , there 
aroſe a wondrous confuſion among thera : ſome crying 
Armzarm, and others To be gone ; the greate(lt number, 
burning the Engines and Forrifications, with all ſpeed 
embarqued their O:dnance and baggage : which they in 
St. cAngelo perceiving, ſallyed our (without command) 
ro Burmola : Where ſome Turks fleeing from a bvge piece 
of Ordnance which they kept, they drew it within rheir 
Walls : and,had the new-come Forces charged the ene- 
my, aSthey dilorderly ran to their Galleys, perhaps they 
had fourd occalien of Vi&ory;ortaken moſt of their Ar- 
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tillery : bur rhey choughc it nor convenient to leave the 
things brought for relief of the befieged , which for 
rouganeſſe of the way, and wan: of Horſes, were hardly 
carried, Sept,®I, a Genuan fugitive came in baſte, tre!!ing 
Valetta, that 1000 Turks were marching to meet with 
che Chriſtians on the way : whereupon, he ſenc Souldier 
to St, Elmo Call e, to fer upon an Enfign of che Order : 
who found 24 great Peeces waich they could nor ( tor 
haſte) remove. 

Auſtapha being landed from Marza Meoxet ar St, 

Pauls Porc (with 7900 men) by the Fleet; and being 
falſly informed,the Chriltians were nor above 3000, mar- 
ched roward MHelita, and at the rifing of a Hill, both Ar- 
mies meeting, ve a great ſhout z che formoſt beginning 
Bartel, a feiv being lain on both fides: bur the Chriſtians 
growing on chem in number and trengrh, they flzd, the 
Chrittians killing of chem tro their Galleys, where, (tri- 
ving who to ger in firſt, about 400 were drowned, beſides 
i800 lain, The Turks lay in the Haven all next day, 
and moſt of che night following : and upon ſhooting of a 
great piece, hoyſed ſayl,lexving "Maltaſore waſted, loſing 
In all about 24%00,moſt being their be aSouldiers, Abour 
5000 Chrittans were (lain, belides 240 Knights, honou- 
rably buried, The Turks ſpending 78000 great ſhotin 
battery, All chings conſidered, a man ſhall ſcarce find 
a place theſe many years more mighcily i impugned, or 
with greater valour and reſolution d- fended. 

Valetta thus acquitted, commanded publike prayers 
with thankseiving to be made to the giver of all Victory; 
then rewarded the Valiant, commended the ref, thanked 
all, relieved the hck and wounded, bewailed the ſpoil, 
provided for reparation of Breaches,&c, And yertin all 
this was nor ſecure ; but b2can(e of the great harms, and 
rhe enemies return, next year feared , He by Letters to 
diye's Princes, chiefly to the grand Priors of the Order 
in diyers Countries , requeſted help : containing allo 
briefly 
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briefly in his Letter to George, grand Prior of Germany 


: and founder of Elme Cilile, what hath been largely writ- 


ren in this Hiſtory, And being bountifully relieved by 


| choſe he wroteto , he both repaired and with Forrihicatt- 


ons (trengrtiened places, ſubj2® tothe enemies force. 
Solyman exceeding avgry with the Governour of Chi- 
#5 Iſland (who during the eze had intelligence with Ya- 
lerta, revealing many of the 7 wrk's deligns , allo for de- 
taining 2 years Tribure, 20900 Duckats, and nor ſending 
his won:ed Preſents to the Baſſaes) commanded Piall to 
prepare his Fleet,and take that Iſland into his own hanc: 
who April 15, 1566, with 8o Galleys, there arrived : 
Whereupon, the chief men, ſent him Embaſladours wich 
preſents, offering him the Haven, and whatever he ſhould 
require ; who kindly :ccepting thereof ,and landing ſen: 
for che Governor and 12 Citizens, as if he had ſome ſpe- 
cial matter ro confer about frem So/yman,before he went 
thence for alta or [taly : who comirg to him with 
oreat fear,he caſt them into Irons ; che Souldiers taking 
che Town- Hall, pulling down the Towns-Enhgn, having 
in it Sr,George \with a Red-croſſe, and ſerting up one ot 
che Twrks, and io was it thorow the whole Iflni, Then 
rilling the Temples , rhey conſecrated chem zfrer their 
manner, The Governour and Senators with their Fami- 
lies were ſent ro Co:ſtantingple : the vulgar rotarry there 
or depart, So Pall placing a Turkiſh Governonr, and 
a irong Garriſon, deparred from that fertile Iiflind for 
Italy : burning and deſtroying the Villages along Apgliz, 
and carrying che people into captivity, (o returning. John 
the Vaynod of 7ranfilvania grieved with the harms trom 
che Emperours Captains (whereof he was the cauſe) and 
vainly hoping (from So/yman) ro have molt part of Hwun- 
garze, calling himſelf King thereof, ceaſed not ro ſolicite 
him to come pertonally ro make a full Conquelt.iummo- 
ning che Nobility and Burgeſles (as if by Se/ymans ap- 
poin:mer: ) to meer at 7 horda, March 9, about mens 
ct 
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for the common good ; which Swexa: the Emperours 
Lievrenanc hearing, connter-manded them , perſwading 
the Hungarians nor to liften to the Vayuods and Turks 
charms tending ro deſtrutien, but ro obey CMaximii- 
4x ,who purpoled to prote& them in peace, 

Hence it was, that the remainders of this ſore-ſhak:n 
Kingdome ( divided-) began afreh ro work each others 
contuſion, ſerving the Txrks for a further encroachment : 
who then ſurprized Ainarch (inthe Caprain and lome 
of che Souldiers abſence) putting all ro the ſword ; bur 
rhey were by valiant Sermws ar Srgeth after 4 hours hard 
ftighe overchrown and put to flight ; notlong after, rhey 
ranged op and down ferching in booty, and doing much 
harm ; Wherefore, 2{aximilias appointed his Captains 
£6 raiſe ſuch Forces in Germany, as were lately granted 
him by the Princes and States of the Empire at Angufta, 
e0i0g himſelf to Vienna; for Selyman was et forward 
with a mighty Army, and come ro Be/grade, where the 
Vayuod of Tran/ilvania met him, kiſſing his Hand, and 
commending himſelf and all his State to kis prorecti- 
on, Then did Swerd: hardly befizge Hufth in the bor- 
ders of Trau/ilvania : and the Baſſa of Buds (op the 0- 
ther (ide) belieging Palerra, had, by $ days continual bar- 
rery, greatly endangered ir, though valiantly defended by 
Thuriger ; but the Count of Helffanſhein approaching 
wich ſome Companies, he roſe in {uch halle, that he lett 
fome Ordnance and much baggage behind him, The 
Count had rhe Breichzs repaired, (trengrhening the Gate 
riſen with a ſupply. Afcer that, he ftrenethered by Coun: 
Selina, with ſome Companies from Rab,came to Veſpri- 
2mm abou: 2 miles off , which he raking by force, June 
3©, lefr nor a 7 rk alive,who had lately (lain ſome Chri- 
ftians which they took - ſo leaving a ſtrong Garriſon they 
:eturned to Rab, : 

Shortly afrer, Count Salma befreged T atta or Dotis, ta- 
Xivg it by affault, July 28, {lying all the 7arks bur _ 
who 
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who fleeing into a Tower of the Caſtle yielded on com- 
policion, the Governour and 2 other chief ones being 
tent priſoners to Viewna, He was on his way to befiege 
Geﬀes nigh Palotta, bur the Twrks ſeeing his Army, left 
all and fied ro Strigoninm - 3 other Garriſons of Caſtles, 
firing waar they could not carry » doing the like; for 
which go09 tucceſs, Maximilian cauſed publike prayers 
and thank!giving to be made all rhereabours. 

Count Serwms certainly advertiſed of Solymans com- 
ming ro Zigeth, ſent 2 of his Captains with 100 Foor, 
and 500 Horle to lie in wair for the fore-runners of his 
Army, who nor far from Q«:i»que Eccleſte,next day about 
night, lnddenly (er upon them, who ditorcerly fleeiug ſe- 
veral wayes, were molt {lain or wounded in flight, Hals- 
beg (ore wounded, periſhing in che Marſhes : whoſe ſon 
and many others zvere carried priloners to Zigeth : belide 
{tore of Plare and Coin, they took 8 Camels, 5 Mules, 
and 6 Carrs laden with a'l manner of ſpoil , and many 
rich Garments, with 2 fair red- Enfignes. Maximilian 
be(ides his own Forces, procured great aid of the States 
of the Empire and other Princes, who met at Kab , be- 
fide which Land-forces, he had 12 Galleys and 30 ſhips : 
ſo made, that the men could nor be hurt with Arrows : 
wherein \vas 3000 Souldiers, moſt /ta/tans,under Flach;- 
us a Germane, and a Knight of Malta; afterward, one of 
che number of the Princes of the Empire, 

S#lyman commarded a bridge to be made over Dra- 
#5, 404 che deep F.ns on rother fide, for traniporting hts 
Army, (o difficult, that b<ing thrice begun. ir was given o- 
ver as impoſſhble, Selyman ſwearing in his rage to hang 
up:he great Bafſ.t who bad the charge thereof, 1f he did 
not with all ſpeed pzrſe& it : whereupon all boats to be 
found, were raken up, and timber bronghe from tar, nor 
only che valgar, bur the Gentlemen of the Countrey were 
forced to work day and night, ill che Bridge was, 10 cen 
dayes ſpacz (by ſuch a mulricude) finiſhed 2 Over ea 
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(a mile long) Selman paſſing , encamped at Muhatchz: 
{taying till his huge Army was come together, July 30, 
90000 ( the Vancguard ) encamped within a mile ot 
Zigeth : 1o0coo more tollowing ſoon after , many 1n 
cheir approach being flain from the Caſtle, yec they en- 
camped and began the fiege : Zigetbis ftrong]y iciruate 
in a Marſh on che Frontiers of Dalmatia, denominated 
from the Countrey it commanderh , and a ſtrong Bul- 
watk again(t the Twrks further en:rance that way towards 
Stiria, Serinus the Governour ſeeing that huge Army; 
called rogerher the Captains of the Garriſon (being 2300 
cood Souldiers (into the Caltle, making a ſhort dur com- 
tortable and reſolute fpeech, ſaying toward the end, 1 ar; 
reſolved, as I hope ye are, that as I am a Chriſtian and free 
born. ſo(by Gods Grace) inthe [ame faith and freedom to 
end my dayes, neither ſhall the preud Turk,whiJe I can hold 
3p this hand, have power to command over me, or the grouna 
wkereon I ſtard : which to perform he ſolemnly took, oath, 
perſwading them to the like; ſo every one returned to his 
charge, 

eAtg.5. The Army encamped a mile off , and nex: 
day Selyman came into the Campythe grea: Ordnance ex 
ccedingly thundering, and the Txrks (as they were wont) 
cryivg aloud, {lia Alia, Alla, the Chrilttans anſwering 
with the Name cf 7eſus, Aug.7. They caltup a great 
Movn:, planting ſome great Oriinance, Next day, they 
molt terribly battered the new Town in 3 places, caſting 
up a Mount in the micd| of the Marſh: whence, next day 
and night, they battered the inward Caſtle withour ceai- 
Ing, greatly hurring both Calile ang Defendants, Serimus 
ſeeing the new Ciry was not now to be defended , fer all 
on fire,and retired into the old, Aug.19, they furioutly 
batcered the old Town in 3 places, bringing their Ord- 
nance into the new Town, and making a bridge the berre; 
coLo orerthe marſh : 2 plain wayes of wood , earth, 
ltones, f2g20ts, &'c, beirg (vith wondrous labour)made 
rhow 
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{ec horow the deep Fenne from the Town to the Caltle, 


where the Janizaries defended with Wool-ſacks,&c,(the 
Defendants conld not ſhew themſelves on the Walls 
'vichour great danger for their ſmall ſhot, So the Turks 
(yer with great lols)by force entred the old crown, Ang.19, 
and with ſuch ſpeed, that rhey flew many of the mott va« 
liant before they could recover the Caltle, Next day they 
planted their battery againſt the Caſtle in 4 places , ma= 
king 2 plain wayes to 1t thorow the Marſh ; and Avg,29, 
they flercely aflailed the Breaches ; bur havirg loli many 
men they were forced co retire, a great Baſa being allo 
lolt, 

Solyman (the while) diſtempered wich leng rravel fell 
ſick of a looinels, retiring for Heaich-ſake ro Quingne Es- 
clefie near Zigeth, where Sept. 4, 1566, he died of the 
Bloody-flux, 76 years old, Raigning 46, who was tall 
and flencer, long-necked, pale and wan, lorg and Hook- 
noſed, ambirious and beuntiful,more faithful of his pro- 
mile than moft of his Progenitors, Aubamet the Viher 
Baſſa, tearing the inſolence of the Janmzaries , and ſome 
rumulc 1nthe Camp , concealed his death, and to thar 
end, had his Phyſitians and Aporhecaries lecretly firaf- 
oled : willing Se/zmns then art Magneſia by a trutty Poſt 
co halten to Conftantixople, to take the poſlefiion of the 
Empire, anqſo to come to the Army ; but the Jamza- 
ries began to miliruſt the matter, Whereftor: Maha 
met cauied the dead body of Solymax to be brought into 
kiis Tent fictivg upright in his Horſe-licter, as 1t fick of 
rhe Gour, whereby he contented rhe Z4nizaries, who 
b:gan now to undermit:ethe greateſt Bulwark , whence 
rhe Defendants did mol} annoy them ; and Septemb. 5. 
had fer all the Bulwark on alight- fire, Whereby pol- 
{ſing ir, they with all their force aſſailed the Bulwark 
n.xc the Caſtle-gare,vhence they were with great ſlaugh= 
er tivice repulſed ; bu: the fire encreaſing , Serimmns was

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was forced with thoſe left,to retire into the inner-Callle; 
where was but two great pieces, belides fourteen 0-

That the hard Fortune of that ſinful Kingdom, with their 
own, had overtaken them, but they ſhould with patience en- 
dure, and ſince the place was no longer to be kept, &c, T hey 
ſhould valianly break, into the utter Cale, there to die 
and live with God for ever; ſaying , He would go out 
firſt, they to follow like men, 

So with Swordand Targuet , cailing thrice on the 
Name of Jeſus, he iſſued out of the Gate with the ret?, 
where valiantly fighting on the Bridge, flaying ſome 7a- 
#1&4ries, he fell down dead with a ſhot in the Head (be- 
ing firſt wounded tivice with ſmall ſhot ) the Turks cry- 
ins for joy, eAlla : the reft fleeing back, were all (lain, 
but a few whom ſome Janizaries ( for their valour ) by 
putting their Caps on their Head , ſaved from the others 
fury, The Turks reported, they loſt 7000 Fanmzaries, 
2 $000 others, belide Volunteers not enrolled) and three 
Baſſaes, 

Serinus Head was cut off, and rext day ( with the 0: 
ther Heads )iet upon a pole;then,by Muhamet ſent tothe 
Baſſa of Buda, who ſent it ro Count Salma in the Camp 
at Rab,covered with a fair linnen-cloath,with a few quip- 
ping words in a Letter: Whoſe death was much lamepred

Next day he came abroad in his Majeſty , cauſing pray- 
ers and Sacrifices ro be made for his Father in the Temple 
of Sophia,then giving 100600 Sxltaxiest6the Janizarics, 
wich promiſe to argment their wages ; and ſetting for- 
ward Septemb, 27, hemet the Army a little from Bel- 
grade, ORob, 20, gallantly coming from Sgerh, with 
Solyman's dead body, whom the Souldiers ſuppoſed to be 
alive, 

Selimus coming in mourning attire tothe Hotfe-licrer, 
looked upon, and kiſſed rhe dead body, weeping over it, 
as did che other grear Baſſacs ; and to make known his 
death, the Enlignes were trailed on the ground, a dad 
march ſounded, and a heavy filence commanded, Shortly 

* after, Selimus was with great applaule, proclaimed Em- 
erour, his Enſhigns advanced, and all che great Comman»- 
pe admitted ro kifſ: his hand, So returning to Conftan-

tinople Novemb. 22, and thinking to enter the Pallace, 
4. or Seraglio, be was by the diſcontented Jamzaries (de- 
mandivg a gr2ater Donarive, and the confirmation of all 

F their priviledges) prohibited ; againk which preſumpri- 
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on, the YVifier Baſlaes, and Agaoppoling, and ſeeking to 
appeaſe them, were fowly intreated , and well.rapped a- 
bout the pats, with the Stocks of their Collivars ; chiefly 
Anhamet and Partas, as chiet Authours, that their Lord 
dealr no more liberally with chem, 

Selimus nor a little troubled, demanded of rhe eAga, 
the cauſe ofrhat mutiny, who with teares, told him 'rwas 
for money : which he promiſing them , with tlie confir- 
mcion of cheir liberties; and che Aga with fair words 
and heavy counrenance, entrearing them, and affuring 
them co content them to the full of their deſires, all was 
quizted , and Selimus in:o the Seraglie received ; yet 
Aubaret, chick Vifier, kept himſelf cloſe for certain 
daec, for fear of greater miſchief, 

Selmus now. buried his Father with all royal ſolemni- 
ty, ina moſt tacely Chappel, which he had in his life- 
time builr, with a Colledge and an Hofpitall ; for main- 
renince whereof, the Revenues arifing about Srgeth,were 
oiven, Faſt by Solymans ſide, is the Tombe of Kogalana, 
and certain of his murthered Children; and by him hang- 
eth his Scimitar, in token , he died inthe Warres, That 
great Army withdrawn by Se/yman's death, ſomewhat al= 
ſ{waged, but not whelly appealed, the troubles of Hun- 

ary. 
8 Maximilian on the one fide, and the Vaywuod with the 
T wrk?s Caprains on the other, renting it in pieces; The 
Vaywed hardly beſieged Tockay Caftle in his Frontiers, 
lately taken from him by Swendi, and brought it to greac 
extremiry, though notably defended by Kaminger ; bur 
the Tartar; (whom he had called into hisayd ) burning

ſent Partas Baſſ# his Lievtenant in Romana, with his 
forces into Tranfllvaxia ; but Embaſſadors being coming 
from Maximilian, he recalled himztill he bad heard the 
cffe of that embaſlage, 

The Baſſa of Buda allo ſenc Preſents to the Emperour, 
requeliing him to remove ſome Captains from the Fron- 
tiers, le(t chey ſhould interrupt che Treaty of peace pur- 
poſed, promiſing to pur to death all Twrks, as ſhould 
ralle any neiv troubles : he wrote alſo ro Count Salma, 
marvelling, why Maximilian was about to treat with his 
Lord of peace, wailelt Swena; raged in 7 raxfilvania, then 
under his protetion, ſaying, If he proceed2d, Selimus 
would rurnall his forces that way : requeſting him to per» 
ſwade the Emperour to take ſome eaber couriezpromifing, 
he would travel with his Maſter, better to like of peace 
chan Warre, wiſhing him to dothe like, Which the Em- 
p-rour hearing of, commanded Swend: from the fiege of 


| Huſth, and to be quiet, till he might underfland what che 


T «rk, propoſed, 
Both Maximilian and Selimus, were ſecretly defirovs of 


| peace; for Maximilian wanted money: and Selymus, 


(b:fide other croubles) was to appeaſe a gre2t and dange- 
rous Rebellion in «Arabia felix , where the people ba- 
vipg ſlain the Baſſaes and Zanzacks,\vere ready to calt off 
the 7 #rkiſh 6bedience, the Perſians being reported reidy 


: to warre on him : neither could he ſend any puiflant Ar- 


my into Hungary, for want of miny neceſſary proviſicns 
11a Countrey ſo impoveriſhed, 

Soir was at laſt concluded, (by Meſſeno:-rs ſen: up and 
doin to (onſtentineple )) that if Maximilian would ſerd 


+ Embaſſadors with the Tribure yer b:hin1 for Hungary, 
and a large Commiſſion for a Treaty, *e/imns ſhould vive 
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them his ſaſe ConduR, wich liberty to rerurn, in caſe of 
Peace or Warre : which agreed to, Selymmns ſer at liberty 
L. «Albert de Vuw, Embaſladour Lieger fix years in {0n- 
ſtantinople, who had been ſo cloſely impriſoned in his 
ovn Houle, that beſide Watch and Ward there kepr, his 
Windows were boorded up, that neither he, nor any of 
his Houſhold, ſhould look our any whicher, bur intorhe 
Court onely, 

Maximilian,for the bringing ſo weighty matter about, 
choſe Lord Verantins of Agria, (of his Counſel tor Hun- 
gary) his Embaſſador, who being 63 years old, beſides bis 
great learning, had the experience of 27 Embaſſages , al- 
wayes contenting his Prince , (and now returning from 
Selimm, with good ſucceſs, was by Maximilian created a 
Prince of the Empire, and Biſhep of eAgr:4) to whom 
he joyned Teuſenbatch, a molt honourable Baron , one 
of his Counſellors alſo for the Warres : who, with full 
inſtruRions, taking leave of the Emperonr, (then holding 
a Parliament at Presburg) ler forward with a great and 
honourable Rertinne, 7xly 1, 1567,and came to Comara, 
bur a Le1gu2 from the 7 »rks Frontiers ; and being met 
by an Aga of the 7 urks, with a Chians inlome Galleys 
with Twrk!ſh Souldiers, rhey ſailed ro Serigoninm, by 
whoſe Governonr they were denyed landing ; for which 
he was ſh1rply r-buked by rhe Baſſa of Buda, 

Next day, they, with five Leagues-failing, came to 
Buaa, (in whoſe Callle layeth a Captain, with 500 Soul- 
diers; or not ſo many, who loſeth his Head , if he ſtir 
from his charge, havingalſo Commiſhon ro deny the Baſ- 
{a himſelf entrance, unleſs be come very ſlightly accom- 
panied); and nzxt morning after, preienting the Baſla 
wich two great gilt Cups, a Clock all curiouſly wrought 
11 Gold, and one thouſand Dollars, they delivered a 
Spezch in the /ta/ian Tongue, (afrer the Emperours Let- 


£2rs and greetings) that for the common benefit of rheir 
Sub-

SubjeAs in Hungary , the Emperour requeſted him to 
continue his dealing for peace, and co give {afe condu& 
unto them, till come to the 7 #rk's Court : and ſo having 
ſtayed two dayes at Bud, the Baſla ſen: with chern bis 
Checha; (the Steward of his Houſe) and Becram the a« 
foreſaid Chians, witha Guard and ſome Fanizaries, who 
were allo to provide all neceſlaries for them and their 
Horſes, at the Twrk's charges ; ſo they came down the 
River to Belgrade, July 18,thence (-aking their Coaches) 
racy garhered falt upon ("onftantinople, Aug, 22, where 
many Spabies and ( h1a*ſars of the Court, with a number 
of J4nizaries and other Souldiers, came to meet them, 
conduRting then to their Lodgings about the midfi ef 
the City : where Lord De Vu, having long looked for 
their coming, molt joyfully received them : who Avg. 
28, went all three to vifir Mnuhamee, or Mehemet , the 
chief Viſter, giving him Preſents ; and beſides rhe Con- 
tents of che Emperours Letters, declared ro him the 
cauſe of their coming, &c, turning the blame of the lare 
Warres upon others, Neither was the Baſla to ſeek of 
o00d words, 

That day alſo, they aluted Partas and Ferat , Bifſaee, 
eiving them Preſents : and next day vifited Acomar, Piall, 
and Muhamet, the other three Viſtter Baſſaes , with Pre- 
ſents. 

Then to ſer their affaices on foot, they Septemb, 4th, 
cloſed with Mehemet ,, who had the eſpecial ordering of 
Stare-matters : yet becauſe rhey muſt firfi do Selimns Re» 
yverencey and deliver him the preſents, wich the Empe- 
rour's Letters ; for tew dayes, there was no point of their. 
bufneſs handled ; bur Selimws returning from hunting 
Septemb, 21, they were appointed ro have audience ar 
Court, chuſing bur 1 2 perſons our of their followers , to 
arrend them ; for they ro whom this charze was com- 
mi:red, ſaid, they might bripg no more before fo great a 

Ffi 4 Prince, 
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Prince, The P:eſents were I5 Cups, all of filvet, and 
euile; rwo exceeding pretious Clocks ; and 45000 Dol- 
lars. forthe Tribure behind. wt 

They were honourably conduRted to the Court, and 
thorow rwo Gates of the Pallace, before they entred the 
thir4 Gate, Which leaderh into the privy Pallace of che 
Turkiſh Emperonr, into which, non2 entreth , bur the 
Capitzs Baſſa, or chief Porter, who keeps this Gare, and 
the Ce/igmiers, thar ſerye in his mear, with the Baſſaes,and 
ſome tw great men,ahd that onely when they have (ome 
great buſineſs , or ſent for by the Sultan : who himſelf, 
with bis Eunncbs, and the young Pages his Minions in 
che Eupuch's Cuſtody, have here continual abiding, 

Being entred in, the Capitzs cauſed them to Bay, ſer» 
ting chem abour five paces aſunder ina little room, paſ(- 
img delicate ( between the Gate and the more inward 
Lodgings): on borh ſides whereof, cercain lictle Birds 
onely, were heard co warble out their ſweet notes, and 
flicker up and down the green Trees of the Gar 
CEns. 

Selymus was in great Majeſly, ſet in an under- Chamber 
adjoyning ro the Room, wherein the Embaſſadours fol- 
lowers attended, whereinto he might look thorovv a little 
Window, 

The Embafſadors entring in, were led one afcer ano- 
ther, ro make their Reverence unto him ; and the while, 
certain of the Capitzs, with the Preſents in their hands, 
terching a compals before the Windew, muſtered them 
- In his ſight : all rhis while not the leaſt ſound being 
raiſed, 

Their followers were fetcht in one by one, and having 
done their Reverence, were ſent out another way into 
che Court : the Capitzsi Baſſa, and the Oda Baſſe taking 
chem by the Arms and Neck, leading them apace; and, by 
the way, ſofcly feeling their wrifis and hands, left they 

| mighc 
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mighe have ſome ſhort Weapon in their ſleeve ; yer were 
they not all thus groped : who kneeling down, and Kkiſ(- 
f:ng che hem of his Garment, he not daining to give 
chem a look, they were led back again, going backwards, 
till our of his preſence 3 and then the Embaſladors 'deli- 
vered to Selymus, che Emperours Letters, briefly decla- 
ring co him their Meflage : who anſwered in four words, 
Confer with my Baſ[aes, an] preſently they were diſmiſſed; 
and coming out” of the two inner-Gates,, they mounted 
on Horſeback toward their Lodging, being accompanied 
with the eAg4 and his Janizaries, Among whom were 
certain of rheir Religious, called Haagi, (who uſe to 
follow the F4#niz4ries) continually turning about, and in 
theirgoing) ſinging , or rather howling our, Pſalms and 
Prayers, for the welfare of their great Sultan; Many more 
alſo on Horſeback, atrended their forrh-coming : The 
Embaſladors, to require their greedy courrehie, diſtribu- 
ting among them, above 4090 Dollars, and ye: nor well 
concented them, 

The Embaſſadors after this, havivg divers times con- 
ference with the great Baſſaes, concerning peace , they a- 
mong other unrea'onable requeſts, demanded to have 
cheir Subz:As freed from paying any Taxes or Tributes 
unco cheir old Lords, living inthe Emperou.'s juriſd1At- 
on in Hungary; and yet the Emperout's SubjeRAs to pay 
their Lords in the T #rks juriſdigion as formerly: to 
which, the Embaſſadors would by no meanes conſent, till 
they knew Maximilian furttier pleaſure therein: where- 
upon they diſpatched one Odvardo 3 Mantuan, who had 
been employed divers times from Yiemna, to Conftanmine- 
ple, in the Emperont's ſervice, 

Selymus, Ofob. 20, dqparted in great magnificence 
to Hadrianople : afrer whoſe departure, the Embaſſadors 
baving fully viewed the Ciry,cmbarqued, and croſſed the 
mourh of the Haven berivixt Conffantinople and _— 
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paſſing all along the Coalt on Exrepe fide, unto the Exx- 
ine Sea, and back again by che ether fide thereof , noting 
ch2 great ruines ot the Cities of Bythi#:4 , with ochers 
along the <A ſas (hoare, with their former pleaſanc ſcicu- 
arion,and fo rerurned; butavhile they lay long expeRing 
their own Mzſſengers recurn, and of Selymss him(elf, they 
were adverrized in haſte, to repair to Hadriavople, whi- 
cher the Meſſenger was now come with full inftru&ions : 
who ſetting forward, Jan, 1, 1568, arrived at Hadria- 
nople, (about I 53, Italian miles from Conflantineple)atter 
nine dayes; and Febr, 17, the peace was concluded : 
whoſe chict capitulations were, that both Princes, ſhould 
hold what they had got each from other : che Emperour 
ro pay 300co Duckats , yearly Tribute to the Twrk for 
Hungary, to begin January laſt 1568: that eicher Sub- 
je&s ſhould be free from the payments aforeſaid ; and 
ſo firm a peace to be berwixt che rwo Monarchs for S. 
years - wherein che YVay#ed as the Twrks Tributary was to 
be included, Yet the Twrks raiſing ſundry Cavillations, 
and many doubrs,did what chey might,co have ſomewhat 
alrered what they had agreed upon and with many un- 
reaſonable demands, Rayed the Embaſſadors, till March 
20 following; and then with Hebraim Beg (Selimmns's 
Embaſlador co the Emperour) they returned to Vienna, 
Aay 10th, with joyful newes of peace, being rwo dayes 
afrzr, moſt honourably received at Covrr; five dayes after 
which, Hebraim had audience : who well rewarded,ſoon 
re-urned with a full concluſion of peace. 

Bu: whileſt the Embaſſadors 1ere reſident at Hadria- 
nople, Febraary 16th, came an honourable Embaſſage 
trom Tamas the Perſian King to Selrmns, to entreat, or 
rather ro conclude a peace wyh him, before agreed up- 
on controverſies, for which th2y afterwards tell to 0- 
pen Warres,

Tarks ar his 6ſt coming to Hadrianeple : 
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He was with the greateſt pomp entertained by the 
who lecing 
ſome of the Emperours Embaſſadours Retinue before 
their door, asked of the Capitzi Baſſa, what people they 
were? Who rold him, they were the followers of che 
Chriſtian Emperours Embaſſadour, who was defirous to 
make peace with his Maſter : the Embaſlacour replyed, 
he would willingly ſalurechem; the Caprezs turning his 
Horie coward the place , the Emperours Embaſſadour 
went forth upon the Threſhold, and ſo they with fgnes 
and words ſalured zach orher, He ſaid alſo, he would 
gladly calk with chem, if ir might pleale rhe Grand Seig- 
nior, but they n2ver after came cogerher, Two dayes after, 
his Seward preſented all the Viſier Baſſaes with divers 
ric h Gifts and Preſents : and the gay after going to viſit 
tbem himſelf; a G:amoglan meeting him , ſhort ar him 
wich a Harquebuſſe, but miſſed him, hurting one of his 
followers inthe Arm, He (uppoſed he was betrayed, tur- 
ned his Horſe to go to his Lodging , bur the chief Viſier 
ſent out his men co guard him, and excuſe himſelf of che 
fi&t; 'o he held on his way, The fellow being apprehen- 
ded,wvas asked by the Beſſa bzfore the Embaſladour,why 
ke did it ? why boldly anſwered, becauſe the Embaſſacor 
was an Hererique, and ſent from an Heretical King, and 
an enemy to their Religion : Wherefore 'rivas nor meer 
he ſhould come totreat with his Lord of peace ; adding, 
he was nor worthy of any peace; Wherefore the Baſſa ad- 
judged him next day, robe drawn at a Hor(-rail thorow 
the Ciry, then to have his right hand cut off.and afcerward 
his He2d, which was done. Febr, 22, he wenc to deliver 
the Preſents ſent to Se/imws, and to kiſs bis Hand, ſending 
them hefore upon 34 Camels of the Perſian King, and 
Io of his own, There was an Alcaron with the Authort- 
ty of Hali(for they alwayes preſent one ſuch Alcoran to 
whom rhey ſend Embaſſadours), Ir was rich wich Gold 
and precious S:ones : alſo a rich Book of Hiſtories - a 
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Box with a very fair precious Stone, call'd Balafſs, and 2 


wondrous great Pearls , with 2 purſes, of a handful-long 


full of Jewels: 8 Firvari or China difhes : 2 molt ſtare- 
ly Pavillions : 20 great filk Carpers,& many other leſs of 
Silk and Gold:alſo 9 fair Canopies to hang over the perts 
of cheir Pavillions : 9 very fair Carpets of Camels-hair : 
9 Saddles ſer with one atter their faſhion ; 7 Stavos of 
filver: 7 Scimitars wich red Scabbzrds : 7 Bowes with 
Arrows and Quiyers richly wrought : alſo many other 
Carpets called Teft:cb, of the finelt Lawn, 7 men could 
ſcarce carry one of them': all the Faulcens died by the 
way. In his own name he gave an eAlcorana large and 
fair Pavillion, Scimitars , rich Bowes and Arrowes : 
ſome Carpets of Silk and Camels-hair, 

After which, and reverence done to the Sultan by him 
and 30 of his tollowers in cleath of Gold , he returned 
ro bis Lodging very Honourably accompanied, both b 
the Twrk's and his own retinue : and although the Per/e- 
«ns (as may berhought) ſhewed all cheir Pomp, yer they 
made nothing (o fair a (ſheiv as the Twrk's : nor are they 
{o fair, buc molt of. a ſwart and brown colour, and rather 
little menthan otherwiſe, not much unlike the Spar. 
ards, Selimns allowed for their ordinary charges , 509 
Dackats a day, their number being great, and their beaſts 
many : which expences do begin afloon as Embaſladours 
doenter into the Sultans Dominions : and end aſoon 
as their buſineſſe is finiſhed. He having concluded a 
peace berwixt Tamas and Selrmm, ere long returned into 
Perſiz. The Yenetians alſo ſought to rene their Leaguz, 
now expired : which was eaſily obcained , bur of ſmall 

arance, 

Selim#s now, in 1569, purpoſed to build a Magnifi- 
cent Temple at Haar janople for his own Sepulture, with 
2 Monaſtery, a Colledge, and an Almſ-Houſe z but was 
rroubled how to endaw them with Revenues ſufficient ; 
for the Mehometan Kings are forbidden to convert =y

Lands or Poſſeſſions to ſuch holy uſes, but what they bave 
won from the enemies of cheir Religion ; which is as a 
Spur to prick them forward to add ro their Empire ; Nos 
rhiog that ivas preſented ſo pleaſed him, as the takips of 
the rich Iſland Cyprus from the Venetians : which Con- 
quelt would be enough, with a large over-plus to ſupply 
what wanted in his Fathers devout works : but that which 
moved him woſt, was the glory of ſuch a Conquelt, His 
Predeceſſors uſually inthe beginning of their Raign,do- 
Ing or attempting ſome notable thing againſt the Chriftt- 
ans. The matter being propounded to the great Baſſes, 
Muhamet chief Viher, and a ſecret friend to the YVenets- 
ans, perſwaded him nor to yield therennco, alledgipg,be- 
fides the danger, that Solymas at his death, charged him, 
the League with the YVexetians to be religiouſly kept, which 
he alſo had lately moſt ſolemnly conhrmed, But Mw- 
ſtapha with Pall, Baſaes, ſo impogned what he ſaid (en- 
vying at his Honour) , and ſo ſhewed borh the Honour, 
profir and cafineſſe thereof (much of the Venetian Arſenal 
being alſo burnt ) that Selimas calling Muhamet in his 
choller Chriſtian ( ne ſmall dilgrace ) preſently prepared 
by ſea and land for performance of his reſolution : which 
was diſcovered by Barbarus the Venetian Embaſſadour, 
and ſuſpeRed by th2ir Merchapts ; whem the Tarks be- 
24n co cut ſhort intheir Traffique, looking big on the, 
and giving chem hard ſpeeches, 

The Embaſſadour came to Mukamet, complainirg of 
the breach of the League, and remembrirg him of the 
Venetian Stars fidelity , requeltirg Selimms ( betore he 
began char War) ro declare his mind to the Senate;that {o 
happily all might be quiered to the good of both parcies : 
which he did not for hope ro avert the War, but to win 
time, till che St1re might make ready their Fleet and For- 
ces : neither left he the Baſſa till be procured Cudates ro 
b2 ſenc Embaſſadour to YVexrce, ro prove, whether the Se- 
natours, would deliver the Iſland, or adventure = ta» 
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king it from them by force, Theſe, and ſuch like things 
made known at Venice, brought a general heavineſs on 
theCity, Cubates, come to Kagnſinm, Swrianus lent to 
meet him, brought him to YVexice in his Galley, 

The Senators the while, were divided in opinions; 
ſome thought it nor good to wage Watre againſt ſuch an 
invincible Enemy, &c, alleadging , they had alwayes in 
the winding up of the Warres, lolt ſemerhing, beſides lo(- 
ſes already iuſtained ; thar it were better ro part with Cy- 
pres, (o they might quietly enzoy the reſt : laying, time 
would give them ſome fir occaſion, to recover what they 
had loſt : to truſt in their confederates, Was but to de- 
ceive themſelves,deſiruRion having come thence,whence 
ayd was aliwayes to have bin hoped for. Others ſaid, no- 
thing conld be more diſhonourable, than without Fight, 
to pa't with ſo notable a piece of their Seigniory,&c. that 
the Twrks would afterwards eek alſo after Creet and Cor- 
cjra, and ſo they yielding one thing after another, ro ſpoil 
themſelves of all, &'c, that hard beginnings had often- 
rimes merry endings : that the favour of that inſolenc and 
greedy Nation, was not to be gained, bur with ſuch a 
coltly peace, much more hurtfal chan Warre it ſelf, Be- 
des, ir much concerned Chriſtian Princes, to have their 
State preſerved:wherefore 'cwas to be hoped, they would 
ayd them to the urmolt, Inthe end i: was relolved on, 
by plain force to withſtand the Turks. So when Cubates 
came toYenice, no man met him, or ſheived him com- 
mon courtche ; bur bzing admirred into the Senate-hoyſe, 
with his two Interpreters onely , he delivered Selimws's 
Lerrers, which whileſt they were breaking up, and trans 
flaring, hedelivered alſo his Meſſage, the eff2& whereof 
was, that Se!;mms worthily grieved , that the like care of 
keeping faith, did not appear in them, as in him : who 
harbonred Pirates in their Havens, murthering his Sub+ 
j:&s: which injuries longer to forbear, might rather be 
impuedco him for covard:ſe, than courtelte: rhar the 
onely 
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one ly remedy of falling our,by new quarrels daily arifing, 
was co deliver te him the Ifland Cypr#s, the cauſe of all 
choſe grievances: to which ſmall requeſt, it they did nor 
yield, he purpoſed not onely to take 1t from them , bur 
proſecute them with moſt cruel Warre by Sea and Land : 
taking God ro witneſs, al! the calamities to evſue thereof, 
ro be imputed ro themſelves. Then, he in Auhamet, che 
Vifier's name, told chem, that he was right ory fo: this 
breach, &c. moſt inſtantly requeſting they and adviſing 
them, not wilfully to plunge themſelves into ſuch dan- 
oers, as they could hardly or never finde the way out, &c. 
relling them, Se/tms; did nothing but thunder out moſt 
cruel threats; which his indignation was raiſed of the 
manifold complaints brought againſt chem. 

Sel;mns's Letters were allo full of falſe ſurmized grie- 
vanc2s, as that they bad in Warlike manner, entred his 
Frontiers in Dalmatia, doing great harm : that they had 
pur to death, certain Turkiſh Pirates: rhat Cyprus was 2 
Harbour for the Pyrates of the Weſt : wheretore, he re- 
quired them to yield it to him, or elſe he would by force, 
take it fromthem : ſaying, he renewed his Fathers Leacue 
with them, not for any liking thereof ; but becauſe , he 
had reſolved, art firſt, peaceably ro endure all things. 

The Yenetians anſivered the Embaſlador, that they had 
alwayes inviolably kept their Leagues with the Othomar 
Emperours : in regard whereot they had ler flip many 
opportunities to avgment their Deminions in :+ That 


; they had never paſſed their own bounds or invaded the 


Turks : only to have taken order, that no Pirates ſhould 
roam up and down at pleaſure : taking God to witneſle, 


; they were the Aurhors of Peace,and Se/rmns of War,who 
} contrary to the League.had denounced war againſt them: 


Wherefore, they would defend that Kinzdom, which 
they by Ancient and lawful right poſſeſſed : and that 
the ſam2 God would be preſent ro their jufl com- 
plaints,&'c,

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Cubates departed at a ſecret Poſtern, guarded for fea® 
of the people ; who'in great numbers were aſſembled ro 
cheCourr-Gate.mutrering, It were well done to rend him 
10 pieces,chat accurſedT wk.the Meſſenger of his faithleſs 
Matter: he as he wenc,ftorming and {wearing by his Mas 
homet , to be revenged of ſo great an indipnity. The 
Senates anſwer, was of ſome highly commended : others 
deemed it too ſharp,to the further inceofing of the Twrk, 
thinking chey might have obtained a more indifferenc 
peace by courteſte, &c, 

The Yenetians forthwith y ſert Letters to the Gover- 
nours of Cypras, with all care and diligence to prepare to 
withſtand the 7 #rk,; and made choice of moſt valianc 
and expert Caprains by Sea and Land, for the defence of 
cheir diſperſed Seigniorie, with the leading of their for- 
ces. Zanins was Admiral: Noble Sing/iticns was ſent with 
Ioo0 Footmeninto Cyprus (who led allo all che Horſe- 
men in the Ilind), Aartivingss, promiling to follow 
with 2000 more, Their rong Cities were new fortified, 
and provided with all neceſſaries , for defence of their 
$rate ; carnelily ſoliciting the Chriſtian Princes, to give 
them ayd aguinii the common enemy ; but Maximiliar 
excuſed himſeif. by che 8 years League made with the 
Turk : as allo Charls the French King, and S:g:ſmund of 
Poland, upon the ſame account; yer ſeeming very ſory for 
che breach berwixt them : yet Charls offered to be a Me- 
diator, (if they pleaſed) berwixt them and Selymus, 

Sebaſtian allo of Portugal, made an excuſe from the 
oreat Plague that had lately raged in his Kingdom : allo 
that he was co maintain Sea- Warres, againſt the 7 wrks in 
the Eaſt-Ind es, Onely Pope Pixs the 5th, and Philip of 
Spain, with the Duke of Saver, Duke of #rbin, and Duke 
of Florence, and Knighes of Malta, promiſed rhem, and 
performed their ayd, | 

Selizzus was with the Venetian's ſhort anſwer, and Cx- 
bates's commptuous uſace, fartker enraged they allo 
having 
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havipg in their Lecrers omirred his glorious Titles * 
wheretfore he impriioned their Emibaſlador, and all che 
Chrittian Merchants of che Wett,: hrouvhout bis Empire, 
ſaying their ſhips under Arreſt, ſercing nimielf wholly to 
prepare chings needful for the intended Warre,

in the beginning of February, I 570, (ent. a great power 
into Epirss, and the Frontiers of Dalmatiato torrage, el» 
pecially about Fadera, to withdraw che Venerians from 
tae defence of Cyprus, 1O far off : and in eApril follow- 
119, he lent Pall, (who was a Hungarian, born of mean 
Parents) with $9 Galleys,and 300 Galliors, to keep the 
Venetians trom lending ayd to Cyprus : who coming to 
Eubea, io lay certain dayes, as it he would give them bat- 
rel ; bnt nnderianding that they, grievouſly vifited with 
the Piague, and ſlowly relieved by friends, were not like 
in baits :o come ont, he ſailed ro have taken the Iſland 
Troos from th:m , ſtronger by the Defendants induſtry, 
than by nature : who (thovgh far from Chrifian Couns 
tries)could neither for fear or danger, be removed from

lovrſo manifeſt a wrong, according to rhe 7 wrk;fh man- 
ner, a iittle before his arrival ar Cypres, ſent Lerters to the 
Fenetians : that Cyprzs, tog:ther with sgypt, which was 
conque:e? oy the 7 zwrks, was become of rizht , a part of 
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che Othoman Empice: which they came to challense» 
leading afcert1em 200000 valiant Souldiers, &'c, And if, 
they ſhould preter cheir vain hopes before the whol- 
ſom Counlel of leaving the Iflnd without refiltance, 
rhey were to expett all the calamities of War, &c, he 
oiving them a moneths ſpace to berhink chemſelves, 
The whole Flezt confifted of 200 Galleys, divers Galli- 
ors and (mall Men of Warre, with divers Veſſels for tran- 
ſporting of Horſes ; whoſe comipg , the Iſlanders from 
their Watch-Towers, fir diſcovered at the Welt end: 
whence, (on the right hand) paſſin; the promontory of

rerarned to the Fleer, which coming to Saline, a place

a Decree being made to that efteft: Ragazonins (by ſer 
cret Lercers) underfianding hereof,dealt more warily with 
Auhamet, and more hardly to yield to his demands:and 
devifing many difficulties, requeſted that he might re- 
rnr0 co Venice to be reſolved of many things by the Se- 
vare, whereof he of himſelf conld not judge ; and (o to 
return again with more certain Infiruftions, Fc, His 
requelt obtained, he ſpeedily got our of ConFantinople, 
but was ſcarce out of the Gates , when the report of the 
League was brought to Court.

wheze,by Letters from Contarenns Governour of Zart, 
they heard, that che Twrks Fleet (33 3 fail of all ſorts) lay 
inthegulf of Lepanto :Whereupon, purpohpg to go to 
Petala a Haven oppoſite to the Rock. Corzalares, and Oo 
to Lepanto, they (by contrary winds ) put back again into 
another Porr of the Iſland Cephalenia) heard (by the 
way) from Creet, that Famaguſta was loit, whereat they 
were rather enflamed with defire of revenge ; to ftayr”g 
ar the good Harbour ot Ga/ayga one night, they purpoled 
next day to go to the mourh of :11& gult of Lepante co dare 
the Tw»rks to barte), Partau & Haly,upon the approach of 
cheChrittian Fleet , con'uv)red with their Captains,whe- 
cherro give battel, or keep (till within their ſate Harbour, 
who were of divers opinions, Chiroche a moſt Noble 
and ancient Caprain , exhorted the Baſſaes, in no caſe , 
when no need was , upon vain glory to adventure all to 
the fortune of barte',and that on divers confiderations:nor 
to go ont (he ſaid)ar the enemies pleaſure, but when they 
jaw good themſelves, wher the enemy was nor {o well 
provided ; ſo ſhould they without great labour or danger, 
attain to the full of their own defires, Parta#though tzthe 
Chriſtians would nor art all ofter him battzl, and as one 
indifferent, and leath to incurre blame , appeared ready 
to [tay or ter forward, as the moſt part ſhould rhink beſt ; 
bur Haly of a hotter ſpirit, could not endure to hear bur 
of preſent battel : the pleaſure of Selimmw,hope of Viao- 


ry«the diſpleaſure Pall Baſſa had incurred, inducing bim 
to 
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co accept thereof, if offered ; Caracoze allo a famous 
Pirate, in a {\vift Galliot viewing the Chrittian Fleer, had 
reported ic to be much lels chan it was, deceived (*rwas 
rhought)by not fully viewing it through his polting hatie, 
or blinded by the Iſland laying behind che Ficer ; Where- 
upon, the Twrks greatly rezoyced, dreaming noiv onely of 
ViRory ; (© that Haly would needs fight, hoping the 
Chriſtians ar firſt fight of chem, would recice or flee, or 
fighting at ſo great odds, receive a notable overchrow : 
which opinion was alſo confirmed by the perſwaſion of 
Caſſanes Barbaruſſa's ſon, Vluzales and Chais Beg Go« 
vernour of Smyrna, all of great experience, chiefly in (ea- 
matters; So that though Partas (tood wavering,and (hi- 
roche with the Governours of Cucilia and Exbaa ere 
againſt it, yer Haly's Authorircy or rather imporcuni:y, 
prevailed, although 2 other eipials returning, cold the 
Baſſaes (as it was ) that che Chriſtian Fleer, with much 
more number than was ſuppoſed, were coming with En- 
fignes diiplayed,co fight : wherear, they exceedingly trous 
bled, demanded , whether che formott gallzys were all 
Venetians or not > who an(\vering, they were intermixt 
with Sp-miſh and others, they became exceeding penſive ; 
ye: being well furniſhed and ViRualled, taking in 12000 
Jaenizaries and Spahies in the Bay our of divers garrijons, 
and 4000 other Souldiers, and thar rhey could not with 
honour ſhrink back, they held cheir former reioiution ; So 
Partas calling together che chief Commanders and Cap 
tains,by a ſpeech encouraged them : concluding, they 
ſhould fo ſet forward, as if rhey ſaw the Emperour him- 
ſelf encouraging them, and giving them the ſignal of bar« 
cel, of his bounty, and the preſent ViRory, expe&ting all 
felicity and bliſs ; which comfortable ſpeech ſo encoura- 
ved the Turks, that with one voyce and mind (and ill 
poſlzled wirh the firſt report of Caracoza) they ſeemed to 
defire nothing more than barrel, and chinking only of pre- 
$ ſent ViRory;and coming our of the gulf with great cheer- 
I iis fulne(s 
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fulneſs,they made tor che lictle Iſlands Echinades or Coy* 
z#larts about noon, be wixt Leparto and Patras:the Chris 
fans alſo coming 1{11| on, Otteb,7, inthe afternoon, and 
pnderitanding by cſpiſals, that the Tarks Fleet was even at 
hand,rhe General commanded the common Enfign to be 
diſplayed (the fignal of battel) and a warning piece to be 
dilcharged our of his galley,and himſelf 18 bright Armor 
with Cordowa, and his Secretary,went in a 1onpg-boat all to 
the ſquadrons of the Fleer, cheerfully exhorring them ro 
follow cheir Leaders,and play the men,&c,To which and 
other ſuch {peeches, they (before cheerful enough ) gave 
ſuch applauſe with the cry of Viftory, Victory, lootren 
aud (o cheerful, that ic was taken a$ a lucky aboadment of 
the {zme enſuing. Likewi!e Aria and Barbadicm cea(- 
ed not by all comfortable ſpeeches to encourage their fol- 
lowers: concluding,to make (they ſaid )rbe enemies(re- 
Joycing forthe Conqueſt of Cypras) ſhorr, before rhey 
had well rated the pleaſure thereof: and all the Captains 
lefr nothing unſaid that might hearten rheir men on , or 
undone;rhat Might turcher the Vitory. The T wrks allo 
(though it was fallen out much contrary totheir expeRa- 
tion) encouraged with former ViRtories, with a fair gale, 
came orderly and gallantly on in form of a balf-Moon ; 
their fortunate Enſignes yerthe Sun ſhining full in their 
faces, (o dazled their eyes, that they could not well ſeero 
dire rheir galleys ro their moſt advantage ; They had 
2 50 pgalleys, 50 galliors, 20 Brigandines, and other ſmall 
Veſſels: the middle barrel was condudted by Haly and 
Partau; attended on by many of great account and place, 
and for experience at {ea,the chief ſtrength of the Twrkz(h 
Empire, ahomet Bey commanded the right wing wich 
56 o1lleys, and Vluzales Viceroy of Algiers, an old 
Arch-Pirarte, the left, with 95 galleys, In tbe rear came 
Dragut with 39 galleys & otherimall veſſels, The midd!e 
bartels, and wings came direQly againſt each other: vthoſe 
henal given, by diſcharging ſome great pieces ; the 7 arks 
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coming on with a hideous cry, firſt lighted on rhe 6 gal- 
leafles: which in their pafhng by, ſo pligaed them wich 
their broad-fides of mucchering ſhot, that with great loſs 
and divers galleys ſunk, they werz forced to break their 
order,and fail furtner off : which great Carrs and unſer- 
viceable Ships (as the 7 wrks acccunted them) chey luppo» 
ſed to have carried lictle or no grear Ordnance on their 
fides; yer were they (ro the Terks great trouble) of 
oreatelt imporcance for gaining of the ViAory, The 
wind alſo which all that day had favoured the 7 #rk;,now 
was come abourto the Weſt , pleaſantly carrying the 
ſmoak (in time of fight) upon them, The fierce enemy 
pertinaciouſly paſſing by theſe galleafſes, ſoon made good 
their diſordered ſquadrons, and wirh all their force atlail- 
ed che Chriſtian Fleer, The Inftrumen's of War had (carce 
well ſounded, bur all ſhook with confuſed cries & noiſe, 
flames of fire, thunderipg of Artillery, many being ſo a- 
fonied, that on a ſudden, they almolt loſt the uſe of Eghr 
and hearing : even (ſhowers of Arrowes and Darrs betng 
mixt with ſhot: the Mafts broken,S2i!-yards ft:uck down, 
Tackle rent,and all confuſed with horrour and far, Haly 
ran upon the Admiral-galley wirh ſuch violence,as if he 
would have preſently temmed her; bur being with like 
force oppoſed , they me: fo violently , tha: , both their 
b-akes fell into the ſea with the feaze, Inthe Acmiral- 
oalley of the Chriſtians were 400 ſele&t men, molt C:p- 
tains and Antients, who forcivg the furions enemies to 
ſhrink back, encred cheir galley even ro che main-M2, 
who by new ſupply repulted the Spariaras: clearing thetr 
galley agiin,many on borh (1 es being wounded and (lain, 
Dos John (ending in new ſapply, che 0. hr more luſtily 
than before charged the T#rks , who with like hope and 
cour!ge encountred them : being thric- driven evonto 
the main-Maſt, and by neiv (upp'tes with great flaugater 
repvlling the Chriſtians back again, 

Veverins ſeeing the danger of the General, was about 
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to have aſſailed the poupe of Halyes galley, but Partan 
oppoſed himſelf againſt bim with his galleys ſo ſpeedi- 
ly, tbat ſhewing as if he would charge a Front, ſet upon 
his fide, which ac firſt much croubled the Chriſtians,bor 
afterwards they notably defended themſelves, FYeneriue 
bing above 77 years old, performing all the parts of a 
brave yourhful Commander,by entreating,threatning, and 
fighting in the midlt of his men , much moved cheir 
minds, 

The enemy having (lain many , preſſing on more furi- 
ouſly, and fighting cloſe rogether, entred the prow of Ve- 
erins's galley, now bared of Defendants : who had been 
overcome , had not Lauretanu and Malipetra (pzedily 
come to taeir relief : whereby th:y which fiercely aſ- 
ſailed the Venetian galleys, were now glad to defend their 
own: bu: in proceſs of rhis indifferent bartel, theſe 2 
worthy Caprains, were ſlain wich ſmall ſhort , which ra» 
ther enraged rhan diſcouraged their Souldiers ; fo that 
they deſperarely preſſed in upon the T»rks : the terrour 
of rhe batrel being turaed upon the Vicours : 2 of their 
oalleys being taken afcer their great (laughter, and Partas 
In a Long: boat eicaping ont of the battel, Colunmine al- 
ſo hardly aſſailed other Twrks galleys, avd made great 
{l:ughter,caking one,and diſordering the other : Lignins 
alſo 1n the thick?it of his enemies made a notable fight: ; 
many an enemy falling abour:Ferne ſins, Rperes, Ur ſinus, 
Cornea, and Juſt:nian moſt couragiouſly fighting, Cht- 
roche or Mahomet Bey, eoming forward againſt the Chri- 
filar?s left-wing, was (ere aware } beaten with the Ord- 
nance from the Gal'e 12s, many being ſlain,and divers of 
his galleys ſunk and corn, they (tanding ſo thick : divers 
being alſo 9u:nt with pors of wild-fire from the Galleaſ- 
ſ>s : toavoid whoſe danger,and ſhun the dangerous ſhelf 
which the River of Achelous (there falling into the ſea ) 
maketh , he ſent a grear part of his ealleys under Als to 
come aloof upon the back of Barbadicss : who forthwith 
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turning his gulleys, received his firſt onſer : and divers gal= 
leys fait orapled toverher , they encountred each other, 
not only wich miffiv.- w-avons,but with ſwords : 6 T wrk; 
oalleys fell upon C:iconie's galley,and 5 upon Barbadicus's 
yet did they mol} va'ian:iy endure that molt dangerous 
fight, Barbadicus,hiltt encouraging his men and; 'bohting 
waere mo dinger WS, Was truck 1 into rhe brain with an 
Arrow thorow the lefc ey: being taken up for dead, an 
living cill 3 dayes afrer, The Turks now as Conquerers 
lakily boarded the Galley, and the YVenctians as diſcon- 
raged gave way: the g1lley had been lolt, it Namms and 
Porcia had nor ſpecdily come for relief, and nor onely 
clearing her, bur divers 7 wrks galleys were boarded alſo, 
ſome raken and oreart fliughcer made; Siuving was here 
grieyouſly wounded in his thigh and right fide, Barba- 
dicus is reported, the battel ended, Epaminondas- like, tO 
ask which part had gor the Victory, and being told, the 
Turks Fleet was moſt taken , the reſt ſnnk or burner , He 
with eyes lifred-up,gzve unto God immortal thanks, and, 
ere long joytully departed this life, 

Ciconta (as was ſaid) hardly beſer, was ſore burnt with 
wild-fire, and hurt in the face, and wa: noweven at rhe 
point to have been loſt , but was ſaved by ſudden reiief, 
who encouraged, with his weary and wounded Souldiers 
charged afreſh, taking a p! incipal Turkiſh Galley and En- 
fien, "Intheſame inz.Contarenus doing exceedirg much 
harm wich his rea: hor, Chireche enra ned, r ran fo fierce- 
ly upon the fide of his oalle y, that with his beak he had 
well nigh ſtemmed her: and grapline faſt victh her, was 
like to board her : whom yer th: Chriſtians repu!- 
ſed, with greater ſlaughcer than was thought poſſible for 
ſo ſmall a number, to make; the enzmies, being alſoem- 
br:wed with cheir bloud. Bur aftera lon?z doubriul bar- 
cel, many Twrks being (lain or wounded; 2nd both pare 
ries, ſeeing Chiroche lain, ana the enemy deſtitute of 
freſh ſupplics ; che galley alſo indangertofinky through 
1111 4 ercas, 
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great ſhot, they repoſed their cruſt in rhe nearnels of the 
Main ; bur turning about roward the ſhoare, the Chriltt- 
ans entring the galley, and ſlaying or driving over-board 
almolt all lefr, made anend of Chiroche halt-dead, with 
freſh wounds, Divers and doubtful was the whole face 
of the battel : in one place the Vanquiſhed lifted up,and 
in another, the ViRorious overthrown : All was full of 
cerrour, errour;ſorrowand confulion ; yer the Ciriftians 
at lengch began ro appear much ſuperiour in ſtrength and 
courage, the 7 wrks leeming rather to defend themlelves 
chan aſſail their enemies, Bacianws inthe rear , ever as 
need required, ſent in ayd, The Twrks ſeeing the Chrt- 
ſian General's galley ( hardly charged onthe prow by 
Haly)almoſt bared of menin the poupe, fetched a com- 
paſsro board her abath : whereupon, Baciamms comming 
jpzedily in with ſome galleys, fayed heir courſe, and ha- 
ving dilcharged many vollies of ſhot,and a mulrirnde of 
Arrows and Darts, grapling together, they came to the 
ſivord : where Bacianns much encouraged his men, by 
words, preſence and valour,and received 2 ſhor in his Tar- 
euer, many were {lzin on both ſides: the Spaniards(chough 
with creat loſs repulſed, in attempting to enter the Twrks 
ealleys)y:t overcam2 valour by pertinacy and overthrows 
ing and ſlaying their enemies,enjoyed their galleys. Afcer 
3 hours dreadful fight berween Haly and Don John, the 
Chriſtians began to faintzand were in danger to have been 
overcome: bur the Dow upona ſign givento the 490 of 
his beſt and ſele& Souldiers, reſerved under the Hatches 
again} all events, they ſtarred out, and with a terrible cry 
deſperarely aſſziled the enemy , almoſt ſpent with la- 
bour and Wounds : who aflonied , confounded , and 
with great ſlanghter vanquiſhed the Turks, poſſeſſing the 
eallzy: Haly ſhot into the Head, and all bloody, was 
brovghr to Dox John : who ſeeing him r:ady to die, had 
his Head track off, which on the point of a (pear, himſelf 
held vp alok; asa Trophey of ViRtory , and t@te:rifie rhe 
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ether Turks , Ss falt by, fought yer right valiantly : : 
which they beholcing , and a flag of che Crole being in 
che top of their Gener cal's Galley, "the Chriſtians alſo cry- 
ing Victory thorow the Army, they with might and 
main, made rowards the Land,nort much above a mile oft: 

whom Canalts and Quirmas, bardly purſuing, funk and 
cook divers of their Galleys : Partas's Son, by ſtaying 
che reſt, had time to run his Galley on ground , and for- 
fake her wich his men . as did others alſo, che Galleys 
becoming a prey £o the Chriltians, 

Caracoza in this hot conflit (a famous renegare Py- 
rate) who had long done exceeding miſchief, was ſlain by 
Buzzacharinus of Padua, Reguiſenime allo took the 
Galley of Haly's rwo Sons, with themlelves, one being 
23,the other 13 years old, and che Nephews of Selim - 
who chough irongly guarded with Javizaries, fled ( as 
exceedingly af:aid) upon this diſcomfiture of the main 
Bare), The ch:ined Chriflian ſlaves breaking off their 
oeives and loohng each other, with any Weapons thar 
came to hand) notably furthered the Viftory : yet was 
the Bartel donbcful (berwixt eAnria and Knzales), in 
che right Wing the T »#rks havipg almoſt ewo Galleys for: 
one. "eAwria, (whateverthe cauſe was) upon fignal of 
Batrel given, ſhrunk farcher from the refit of the 'Bartel, 
bur it leemes his purpoſe was to countervail by policie, 
what he wanted infirength ; it {ſeemed moſt (irange to 
the Twrks ; yer he fell off farther, hovering aloof, and 
ſeeming ro wait ſome advantagious opportunity; a gale- 
aſſe of Piſs (the while) laying before him with ſho: 
much troubled che Enemy, 

Hazales allo o extended his Wing , as if he would 
have compaſled in eAvwria, yet offered no: Bartel , bur 
rarher expzQed ſome advantage mighr be given him : 
who had nor lain ſo, long, bur 12 Yenetian Galleyswich- 
c_— from ys. and roaming withonr order, fell 

i2co his danger : which he ſreedily encloſing, boarded 
them, 
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chm, flew che Defendants, and took the Galleys : many 
of the Knights of St. Stephen being here moſt valiancly 
fizhing, ſlain. Swperantize, (molt of his men being lain, 
and himſelf morcally wounded, and his Galley almoſt 
taken)blew up rhemielves wich a great number of the E- 
nemies roge-her, The YVittors in the middle Bartel hears 
ing the noyſe, turned thicherward , to ayd eAmria, but 
one afcer another, as they had cleared rhem(elves of che 
En:my, 

Tuftinas, Admiral of the Malta Galleys, being fore- 
molt, moſt terribly encountred with three Twrks Gal» 
leys: #xzales ſending in three others to help their fel- 
lows, ſo J=*/tinian hardly beſet with fix Galleys, baving 
jolt 59 Knights, andan Enſign, with much adoe, hardly 
defended himſe!f; bur the Galley given for loft, two o- 
ther Mata Galley, who were upon point, by fight, to 
rake three other Txrks Galleys, with all ſpeed came to 
relieve their A{mirail (ho was yet alive, bur ſhot 
with three Arrows) whereby, the Twrks were repulled, 
and the Galley reſcued: 

Ulazales hearing of the overthro'v of their main Bar- 
t2l, andrigh: Wing, leaving the Galleys he had raken, was 
che firft in char Wing that fl:d, 

Cardsnius, (adden!y appearing at his back, labouring ro 
tay the flight of the hindermoſt Galleys.till other y16&to- 
rious Galleys were come in; bur 15 of the 7 wrks Cap- 
£:1ns, enr2ged with ſuch unvonred dilg-acey un:xp:Redly 
turned abonr, ren2wing the Battel, and ina trice, almolt 
all Cardamu;*s men were {l1in: the Galley was not taken, 
for that ( thz thre2 Admiralls being near at han) and 
eAtria coming fat on, Vluzales giving over the fight 
fled apace; yer carrying away a Galley of Cyprus, and a 
Knights Enſgn, as a witn2(s of his velour ro Sel1mns, The 
Chriſtians purſued them, fo long as there was hope to 0- 
vettake any, though weary of almoſt five houres fight; bur 
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ed men; nd night coming falt on, the old Pyrate under its 
Covett, eſcaped into the Bay of Lepanto, with 30 or 40 
Galleys, The number of Twrks lolt, cou'd hardly be 
known, many b2ing drowned , and ſome fliin ((vimming, 
(though ſome,mercy molt prevailing, took the Trwrks pri- 
{oners ), | 

Guarnerinus reporteth, 32000 ts have periſhed; others, 
nor paſt half ſo many co have been ſlain : che chief being 
Haly the General, Chiroche, (aſſanes, with his Son Ma- 
lamer, Gider, Caſſambeirs, Governours of Iſlands : Prove 
Aga, Muſtapha the Treaſurer, Caracoz4, with many 0- 
thers ; chief priſoners were Halies Sons, ſent as Prelents 
ro the Pope, the eldeſt dying by the way at Naples, the 
younger he kept priloner,and Mecbmert Bey Governour of 
Exbea : and about 3500 taken alſo. The chiet elcaping, 
were Partau Baffa, and [{Unzales, afterwards certainly 
known to flee but with 25 Galleys and 10 Galliots, 16 
Galleys were taken, 40 ſunk or burnt ; of Gallio:'s and ©- 
ther ſmall Veſſels were taken about 60, The Admirall 
Galley taken, ſcarce any in the whole Ocean for beauty 
and richneſs, was comparable unto her. 

Haly's Caskgt, with 605 Duckats therein, ad a yearly 
Penfion of 300 Duckats being given co the Greek, that 
N:w him, and was alſo Knighted by Doz Joha, hz had al- 
ſo the burrel of the Twrks Standard,which ar his r.turn to 
Venice, he (old toa Goldſmith : the Senate redeeming 
it for a Duckatan onnce, Ir was maſkkve (ilver gnilr, and 
engraven with letters : on one (ide,God doth cornduRt and 
adorn the faichful in Warlike enterprizes : on the other, 
Ged hath no other God, and Mahowet is his Prophet. 

Don John, Venerins, and Columnins came together, 
whom the Don embraced, chiefly Venerias, calling him 
Farher, and attributing to him moſt of rhe ViRory. ' Af- 
rerwards,thzy on their knees, with hands and eyes caſt up, 
£4v2 thanks to Almighty God: as did the other Cap- 
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g2014 ſervice : eſpecially theirs, who had ſpent their 
tives, which were about 7566: the chief being John and 
Bernardine, Spaniards ; Caraffa, Biſballus, Virginins, and 
Horatins, Romans : Barbadicus, Superantins , —_ 
Lauretanns,Contarenus, Malipetra,cvo other Barbadicuſ- 
fes : Landns, Boxus,another Contarenns, Paſchaligns, Je- 
rome, Venerias,all Fenetian Senators, befides others, The 
chief of the German Knights of Aaltaſliin , were Spart, 
Commendonr of Moguntia and Franck fort : Ryo: Com- 
mendoar of Hemmendorf and Droit : the chief wounded 
were Don John, Venerins the Admirall (ſhot thorow the 
foot; Jordanus, Savel, Molinus,and others,almoſt 7 000: 
1 2000 Chriſtians were by this Vitory delivered from 
moſt miſerablz chraldem. Two dayes after, Venerius ſent 
Juſtiniax wich newes thereof ro the Senate : who, by 
thooring of Ordnance, gave warning to the City of his 
coming: which chen hupg in great ſuſpence, The Gt- 
tizens came flocking to the Adriatique Port, longing to 
hear the firſt newes, When Juff:#:4a» was come nearer, 
they perceiving the Marriners attired like 7 #rkgs,and four 
Twrks Enſigns hanging at the Poup, their mindes were 
filled with hop2 of good newes ; bn being with much 
adoe landed tor the Preaſe, delivering his Letters at 
Court,and diſcourſing of all the ſucce(s,vhich was blown 
abroad, th2 Marripers allo having reported the ViRtory, 
rhe people as ov2rjoyed, ran up and down, doubling and 
redoubling the name of Vi&ory: the Senators allo gave 
publick thanks, by prayers and Hymns in every Temple: 
then by ringing of Bells, Ordnance, Bonefires, &c, ſer- 
ting all priſorers atliberty , and paying all debrs not a* 
bove 25 Crowns, out of the common Treaſury, through- 
our all the Venetian Seigniory + decreeing, that Offob, 7. 
the day of the Vicory, dedicated to J»ſtiza, ſhould be e- 
ver kept Holyday; and a maſſe of money was coyned, 
with Jafinds Impreſſion, and an Inſcription of the V1- 
Rory, Many alſo their Nejghbour-Princes, ſent ___ 
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baſſadors congratulatory to Venice : ho man purtirg on 
mournirg-Garments, or ſhewing heavineſ(s, though ma- 
ny had loſt their friends and Kinſmen, whoſe lives the 
counted given to the Chrifliav Commonwealth. The like 
joy was made in Rome,Spain, Naples, Sicilie& Malta,cſpes 
cially, when Neighbour-Embaſladors came to joy them; 
yea,and afterwards in remoter Countries,as herein Eng- 
{end,This is that Bartel of Lepante, fought near the Iſland 
('z9lari,ORob.7th,1571, the like being never foughc 
at Sea 2gainkt the 7 wrk, 

One of the 7 »rks chief priſoners, hearing this ViAto= 
ry compared with the lofſe of Cyprus, (aid, ]t was to Sel;- 
2s, a5 the ſhaving of ones beard, which would ere long 
grow again; bur the loſſe of Cyprus to the YVenetians, was 
as of an Arm), which, cut off,could never be recovered, 

Of che ſpoil raken, the Pope had 19g Galleys, 2 Galli-

Galliots anda half, 128 lefler Pieces, and 1713 priſo- 
ners : the reſt were beſtowed on aydirg Princes, or thoſe 


ether:viſe deſerving in thar ſervice, 


So ſoon as Selmmns (then at Hadrianople) heard that 
his Fleer was overthrown, and almoſt all tvnk or raken, 
he was exceedingly grieved, and melancholy, and that 
Gy. would not be ſpoken withal], Some in all places 
bewailing their Parevts, Children, Husbands, Friends, or 
Kinſmen, loſt : bur Selrmny's greateſt grief, was for loſle 
of \v many expert Captains, skilfvl Maſters, and notable 
SOuldiers ; beſides, the perpetual diſgrace of bim and his 
Polteriry : Wherefore, full of wrath, he was about to 
Pt todeath the multitude of Chriſtians in his Domini* 
Os : dubring indeed, that they weary of 7 «rkiſhthral- 
comynuld rile up armed agaiph him,and rake part yo 
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the other Chriſtians; bur whileſt che other Baſſaes ( as 
diſmayed) Rood filent : Adwuhamet , for his former de- 
ſercs in great favour, thought good to prove it his fury 
might by reaſonable periwaſton , be mitigated, &'c, Yet 
knowing the danger of an open contradiction of himyhe, 
leaning as it were to his opinion and pleaſure, by little 
and little, ro draw him from himlelf, cunningly diflwa= 
d:th him by a ſp:ech trom ſo rigorous a reſolution , by 
filling his head with moſt ne<ceflary conhderations : 
whoſe grace and Authoriry was ſuch, that the Tyrants 
wrath was well aflivaged ; but by #/xzalevs coming, he 
was fully quieted; who atter excuſe of him(elf, and de- 
clarins what bimſelf had done in the Bartel, preſenting 
an Eniign of the Knights of Malts, rold him alſo, the 
Chriltian Fleer was ſo torn, that it could not poflible bz 
made (erviceable againl(t che nexr year, 

Selimus the while , placing H/szales inthe Read of 
Haly Raſa, Rraightly commanded ne ſhipping ro be 
builr nigh and day, and enjoyned every Governour to 
have a Galley or two ready by next Spring,out of his Pro- 
vince: many of his great me, putting to their helping 
hands ; new ſupplies ef Souldiers, Ordnance caft, and all 
neceſſaries were put into his fronticr Towns, & provided, 
So the 7 arks hc d reaſon and induſtry, bur the Chriſtians, 
{ſome note) wanted diſcretion to ule the ViRtory, 

The three great Commanders conſulted, what further 
courſe to take ; but Winter beginning to approach, and 
the Fleet wanting Furniture and Men, Do» Jobn, and Co» 
lummins recurned to Meſſana ; and thence deparring, the 
Don came to Naples,the other to Rome, where they were 
with great joy and triumph received, having reſolv2d 
with YVezerins, to meet next April at Corcyra : yer the 
Venetians grieved with the loſle of, Cypres,added to their 
Navy 30Galleys, with 6000 Souldiers, winning Marge- 
rita Caſtle ip Epirus, and recovering Suppata, which the 
Turks now upon their approach fotſook, Canals re 
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with the Galleys of Creet,took many Yeſle's paiſing ſrom 
Famaguſta to Conſtantinople , lade!: with the ipor's and 
Capiives, An inward heartournipy tual remaibirg berween 
John and Venerins , the Spaniards requelied t the Venetians 
tor another Admiral! : who were worderia! loath there- 
in co gratifi the Spaniard; yet not forgetting what Com- 
modiry came by Concord, and what evils ot dilcord they 
choſe one Fuſcarinus.tkeir chief Governour in Dalmatia, 
(who for 14 moneths, had notably repreſſed the turious 
ifcurions of the 7 urks ): which honourable place, with 

the belongivg Ceremonies, he received nor at Venice, as 

the manner was, bur at Faders : whence, failing in go 

Admiral Galley to Corcy7ra, he found 01d Veneriou » pro» 

viding for all things, as it himſelf ſhould fill have conti- 

nued Admira), 

Fuſcarinus, preparing at Corcyra againſt Spring, Adar- 
tinengns, Who had the Charge of the "Adriatick,, by the 
counlel of YVenerins,(now returned ro Venice) landed his 
men , b2fieging Caſftronovurs on 1ſtri4's borders: where 
he cook the Suburbs , and ſoon brought the Town to 

Oreat extremity ; bur the Beglerbeg of Greece, being come 
ing with 2 great power, he with ail ſpeed retu! ned tothe 
Sea. The Turks likewiſe, built a great ſtrong Fort, to 
hinder the Rrong Town Catars, trom any relief by Sea 
for by Land it Was ai\ready environed by tac, 

Superantius hereupon, wich 20 Galleys, manned with 
che moſt choiſe Souldiers, and {ome other Gall-ys which 
met him by the way , came by night before the Bay of 
Cataro, Jeavirg one part at Anchor before che Fort; him- 
ſelf, with the other, paſſing further inco the Bay : the 
Turks ſhooting at them trom the Fort, to ſmall purpoſe 
In the dark afrer vie wing of the Fort ; he battered ir on 
that ſide, as did the Galleys on the other ſidezand landing 
, their men on borh ſides, by plain ferce entred it, putting 


; every one of that Tzrk! Garriſon ro the ſword : the 


$ Fort was five hundred paces long, not Rixong towards 
Land, 
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Land , whence was no ſuch fear: they took ſeventeen 
great Ordnance, much Armour,and abundance oi Viuse 
all, and ſeven Galleys under che Fort ; ſo Seperantins 
recurned to Coreyra, 

Fuſcarinus, in 1572, (all things beiag ready) ſent S#- 
perantins che Providetor , ro CMeſſans with £5 Galleys, 
co hatten Dox Fohu#'s coming, and atrend him ; bur he 
chere found ſuch (mall preparation, as well ſhewed the 
Spaniards (mall care for reprefling the 7 wrks : who with 
grief and indignation, complaining to himſelf of cheir 
unfairhfulneſs, bewailing his Countrey and the Chrittian 
Commonwealth ; for the Don had ſolemnly promiled, all 
ſhould bez 1n readineſs , but much of che Suramer was 
palt, when ſcarce a tew Companies, and 50 Galleys were 
mer at Meſſaxa, | 

Sel:mns fearing to be driven quite on: of the Sea , had 
builr and repaired 200 Galleys, charging #/nzales, to 
beware of the like danger, not ro go our of the Archipe- 
{ago, or fight bur upon advantage, or even hand, 

Ulszales now Admiral, threatned revenge upen the 
Venetians, with fire and (word: which much iroubled 
chem ar Yenice, as well acquainted with his fury ; be- 
ſides, Barbaras their Embaſlador, in ſafe cultody at Con- 
ſtantinople, certified them,that he rold 250 Galleys,when 
they ſet forward, belides ſome others ro meet them : 
therefore to beware of encountring, bur on equall 
Rirenzth, , 

Ic was alſo reported, that King Ph/ip, careleſs of the 
orher Watres , was about to turn his torces upon T wns, 
and Algrers, (as he did the year following.) 

The Yenetians were even at their wits end, the Sena:e 
firting and conſulting from Sun-rifing to Sun-ſetring, 
daily: commanding Fuſcarimes, wherher the confede- 
rares came in or n9*1 ro let forward, and not refuſe Battel 
with the hoverinz Enemy, if he ſaw any good hope of 
Vitory: calling allo earneſtly on the Pope and __ rq 
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haſten their forces to encounter their Enemy , before he 
ſhould come our of his own Seas. They pur alſo Don 
Johs ofren in minde of his place; rhe time,and danger of 
the timezentreating him, it poſſidle, ro add ſomething ro 
that haſte, which ſo important a cauſe required : who ne- 
vertheleſs , delayed from day ro day, telling them , he 
would by and by come, &'sc. which was ſo tac from his 
thought, that he called back Requiſenus alto, whom he 
had tent with 20 Galleys to Corcyra, Swperaxtins, (two 
moneths, fitteſt for Warre, vainly ſpent) with great in- 
Rance, imporruned him to haſten : who apiwered, The 
Venetians requeſted but reaſon; &'c; bur he was adverti- 
zed, that the French King prerending the ſuppreſſing of 
Pirates, had a great Fleet at Rochel, intending to invade 
Spain, now they were buſied againlt the 7 wrk,, he being 
commanzed from the King, nor to depart from Meſſans 
till he had other order : The YVexertians much doubred of 
chis excuſe ; for the French King hearing hereof, was ex- 
ceeding'y offended, proteſting, it troubles at home would 


permit |:im, he would gladly give them aydin that religi- 
ous \'/-:: many rhought,alto, that had a great poiver in 
this d-loy, Swperantins weary, and almolt out of hope 


2p in time from the Spaniard; yer would nor 

ye 141m occaſion mn ſo dangerous a time tofall quite off: 
how2ver, he ſpake nor flatreringly of the matter , bur 
orzvely deciared, he thought Heaven would ſooner have 
t1[!en, than Don Johy, nor at the appointed time have 
come to Corcyra: beſezching and wiſhing him to beware, 
he brought nor the common State into ſome great dan- 
oer, preſſing him with divers reaſons drawn from the 
common good and truth ir ſe}f ; bur the Kirgs pleaſure 
was tobe preferred before all reaſons and dangers, Yet 
earing the reſolute command of the Senate to their Ad- 
mirall, he fearing, if without his help, he ſhould gain the 


+ Victory, he wou'd cake all the glory ro himſelt ; bur if 0- 


rerthrown it would turn to bis utter reproach, who had 
Kkk in 
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Inſuch a time withdrawn himſelf, Rood a while, as per- 
plexed, and in doubt what to do.; yet ar laft he ſent 22 
Galleys, ander one Lilly, ro the Venetian Admirall: with 
whom went (olummnas (whom Pope Gregory 13th, en» 
rertaining the {ame Leagae as Pins that was dead, kept 
fizll tor his Adwiral) with the Popes Fleet, AngniF was 
come, bur not ſuch ayd as Fuſcarinus expe&ed; yet he 
earneiily perſwaded Columnmins and Lilly, roſail with bim 
Eaſiward, and give the Enzwy Barrel, teiling them, thac 
if chey were ail of like courage, they ſhould go borh to 
the glory of the preſent Barrel, apd to the great honour 
and advancemenr of the whole Chriſtian Commonwealth: 
then he extennaced the power of the Eneray, from divers 
grounds, ſaying, his Provifion was,by flying fame, made 
far greater than it was, or poffibly could be : wher-fore 
they ſhoald ſet forward with the grearer courage, becauſe 
the laſt years Victory, had opened the way for another: 
which if it ſhould ſo fall our, che Enemy could not (bur 
In a long time) recover his firength at Sea ; ſo that they 


the while, might rake the rich Iſlands in the Archipelago: , 


andif the 7 #rks, declining Battel, ſhould retire into 
Helleſpont, they might ſpoil with fire and ſword, all cheir 
frontiers on this fide the Straits, and open a way to the 
Chriſtiazs ro do great matrers, They were hardly per- 
ſwaded, nor did they conſent, till *trvas decreed not to 
Joyn Bartel, bur wich their Galleons and Galleafles in 
the front ; ſo failing tro Commentitia , Don John wrote 
to them, He was commanded by the King, to come and 
joyn with them, which he promiſed, ſo joon as poſſible 
to dobeing firſt to be provided of all neceflaries; they the 
while, to be careful of all things. 

Columnius and Lilly bereupon doubred, whether ro go 
or expett hiscoming ; bur he nor having written ex- 
prefly of their taying, and Fuſcarinus urging them on, 
they wen, divided into 3 Battels, conſiſting of 15 5 Gal» 
teys, 6 Galleafles, and 2© tall Ships : Superantins int ro 
right 
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right Wing , Cal in the left, the Generalls in the 
middle, Quzrins in the Reare. Two Galleafles going 
before each Battel : thus they came to Zavxte, (oro Cee 
rige ; next day to Colubraria, or Dragenaria, over againit 
it : Surzanxs, hereſent to dilcever the Enemic's lirength 
returning,declared,that the T wrks Fleet, (being 160 Gal- 


leys, 60 Galliors, 4 great Ships)lay inthe entrance of the

which being ſoon diſcovered ro make for Halen, the 
Chriſtians made wich whar ſpeed they could, roward 


+ them : che Enemy being more in number, bur inferiour

nJ filling ic oyerchwarr, (th. ir prows being cn:ned) as if 
hey had purpoſed no:hing more than to fight ; bur they 


:prerended thar, fearing by open flight co difhonour Sel;- 


mus : the Chriſtians with much labour and rowing,came 
fo near them, that th2 great (ſhot began to fly on borh 
fid2s ; but when they came to dint of Sword, the Twrks. 
keeping their pros apon the Chriſtians Galleys, by de* 
grees (ſh-unk back ; and nighr approaching, diſchatged all 


their Ordnarce onely with Powder,reticipg inthe imoak

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unſeen, ſhewing by lizhes left 1n their Cock-boats, as it 
the whole Fleer had (hill layed : netther could the Chri- 
ſtians (tarcusb the heavinels of their Galleaſſes) bur ſofr- 
ly pnrſue them, who returned to Cerigs : The Turks 2 
dayes 'rer, (tayipg 10 the Bay of 7 enarus,now Metapor, 
the Chriſians very detirous of batrel, the 3d day after, 
went frum Cer:go, being by break of day, deicryed from 
Land by the Tzrks : Vinzales, by Warmog-pieces com- 
maning his men ro go aboard and make r-ady : who, 
comirs ou: of rhe Haven in 3 Bartels, (nofaſter than the 
Tide drave them , and oftentimes aying ro draw the 
Chriſtians Galleys from the Ships); K#lxzales fearing 
much rhe Gallexſſes, commanded both Wivpgs, (80 Ga!- 
leys apiece} to ferch a great compaſle, on the right and 

&fr hand, ſo to : Hail che Chriſtians Wings on rhe fides.or 
behjnd : which they pt erceiving, turned about their Gal- 
leys in the Wings, tacir main Batrel facing the Twrks 
miodle Batrel, 

Fuſcarinus, now requeſted and perſwaded Co/umnins 
and Lilly, that nor Raying for the heavy ſhips, they would 
with him afſail the Enemies middle Battel, deſtitute of 
the Wings: not doubring to overthrow their greatef 
irength there, before the Wings (gon (ofar) could Joyn 
ro the Bartel again , urging it wich other morives2 his 
counſel was well liked, wich a great and general chearful- 
nels of the Souldicrs ; but Col/rmmnins and Lilly, (21d flat- 
ly, that without thoſe Veſſels, (ſo much feared of their E- 
nemies) they would rot hazard the forrune of a Battel, 
The Chriſtian's Wings in turning about, werea little diſ- 
ordered: whereupon, the Twrks with 15 Galleys, were 
about ro charge the tragling Galleys : hereupon, Supe- 
ravtins went and fought couragiouſly with them, with 
four Galleys; but ſeeing 40 more of the Enemies ma-

credit, but rrod all men underfoor, &c, yer they went ro 
Cephalenia : whicher Don John was not yer come,but,rhar 
i: they would joyo with his forces, they ſhould cowe 
furcher back ro Corcyra : which Meſſage much troubled 
the Venetians, fretting, & complaining, as of civers things, 
jo chat they had long agoe , by many ſecret f1gns copy2- 
ured, the Spamiards had more care to hinder ard crofle 
orher m:vs doings, than to do any thing of themſelves ; 
and rhar the Twrks of late diſcouraged wich the fortunate 
proceedings of :be Chritiians, might again rezoyce a: their 
miſhaps:yet being loath ro fall off from the Spamara,cthey 
kept 0D with the reſt ro Corcyra, the Den layingart Spilca 
with 53 Galleys, and 18 Ships, ip the u:moſt end of rhe 
Iſland : who at ficlt, ſeemed nor a little offended, rhar 
they had ro: wich more duty atrended his ceming , and 
they as much complaining of his long Ray, ard many 0- 
ther grievances. 

The Fleet now confiſting of 2co Galleys, nine Galle- 
aſls, and 36 call Ships : rhey all agreed ro ſr torward 
agunit che En2my,ewo eſpialls bringing newes , that the 
Turks Fleet (weak of men)wvas at Navarinum, they well 
hoped, vpon the ſudden, they might eaſily opprels them: 
wherefore (no: to be deicried) ſailing by night , they kept 
oloof upon the right hand , coming with great filence to 
the Stropbades, and the evening following, looſed t hence, 
thar, the more to terrifie the Enemy , they might before

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The Chriflians came beforethe Harbour, 
ſpace as it were, for the Enemy to come foirh, dared win 
Bartel; burafrer almoſt a dayes laying, and none co::iing 
our, fignes of Tempeſt appeared : wheretore, they pur 
; further off to Sex: U/uzales lending out lome light gallies 
* ro follow in cheir Reare, the Contederares driving them 
headlong ag21n intoche Harbcur, and retiring into;he 1- 
Next day, they removed tothe Bay of 
AMeſſana, to water in the mourh of the River Pam: ſas, 
there falling inco the Sea: where paſſing by Coroze, they 
were oft ſho: ar from ctence ; and landing to water,were 
encountred by ſome Troops, ſent by Uſnzales : Many 
were ſlain on both ſides; bur they prevailing, watered, 
ſo rerurning to the Iſlands Saprentia, Andcoming to rhe 
month of the Bay, (the Turks having planted Ordnance 
* onthe little Hill «416#5 and St, Bernards Rock, to keep 
them from entring both wayes) doubted as they lay,whar 
to do, the entrances being bur narrow; and far more dan- 
gerous for the Ordnance; yer Fuſcarizus, loath to ler 
che Enemy elcape , would tain have bad rhe Generall to 
encer the Bay, and in the Harbour ro oppreſs the Enemy : 
which he ſhewed co be no matter to do y the Enzmy be- 
ing but weak, andoort to be by Land relieved : preſſing 
it on by divers motives ; and ſaying, 1 my ſelf i» perſon, 
will be the firſt that ſha!l entey, aud adventure the firſt dan-

The Spaniards heard him with ill-liking and Den Jobs 
' deeming both the time and place, unfic for fo great in 
attempt, rehearſed the Enemies firengch, che plas dii- 
advantage, the difficulty of che Batre), with che manifold 
and great calamities received by the over-haſty and raſh 
attempts of their Enemies, &'c, conciuding, the Chri-

| varinum : Which Proceeding, as it diverſly moved the 
| Spaniards and Venetians, ſo eyery one ſpake in favour cf 
| his oven Nation, 
| | Laying at Navarimum, and conſulting of many things, 
they relolved at laſt ro beſiege the Caſtle of Aedon, which 
kepr the paſſage into the Bay : ſo rerurning thirher, rhey 
landed 7600 of their beſt Souldiers, appointipg the Gal- 
leafſes with ſome Galleys, to batrec it allo by Sea, and falt- 
ning two of their greateſt Galleys, fide to fide, boarded 
them over: where they placed gabions filled with Earth 
and Ordnance berwixt, to have battered the Caſtle ; but 
this Engin, (like a floating Fort) proved unſerviceable, 
being ready to fink with the weight of the Ordnance, and 
ocher things : wherefore, and'a number of Horſemen be- 
ing come into the Town, they gave over their Siege, and 
pur to Sea, A rall Ship of Yexice, coming from Zante, 
wich proviſion for che Fleer, was deſcryed by rhe Enemy, 
ivho [ent our ſome light Galleys totake ber.

ceſlaries, Hereat, the Venetian Commanders were excee- 
dingly troubled and grieved ; for it icemed not credible,

into a Galley , and tranſported with Wite and Children 
accordingly, 

Aſter which , ahemet his elder brother and right

the Twrk, They thought honourably of King Philip,yer 
greatly blaming his Ohcers,and others of great Authori- 
ty about him, as men more regarding their own private, 
than the good of the Chriftian Common: weale, Philip 


fromiled them a greater and ſtronger Fleet againſt the 
next year-and to be (ooner in readinels : who, for all that 
gave \mall credit thereto, becauſe they had bin oft before 
decetyed; Whereforez'ruſting moſt to their on m—_

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they entertained more Souldiers , placing ſome 1n their 
Fleet, and others in their Garriton of Creet , Dalmatia, 
and cheir Frontiers of Epirns, The 7 wrks allo of pur- 
poſe gave ic out, that they would next Spring with divers 
Armies invade the Venetian Territories, in Creet, Dalma. 
tza and Epirus : yea, and in /traly ic ſelf, and overwhelm 
chem with their multicud2 ; rhis ( atid more coo) they 
vaunted of ; but Ulazales brought his Fleet to Conſtant» 
wople (o ſhaken and weak, that it ſeemed nor poſſible, bur 
io long timeto be again re,aired, & furniſhed with Soul - 
diersand Marriners : but however ir food, the Venetians 
comparing cheir own ftrength with the Eremies, were al- 
jo no leſs diſcouraged with the delayes and crols dealing 
of che Confederates, than with all che provihon of the 
Enemy; many things flicking in their minds, they doub:- 
edalſo, left the Flemmings with their Confederates 
ſhould io intangle the King of Spain, as that he ſhould 
nor be at leiſure to ſend any ayd into ths Eaſt, And in 
revolving many things among themlielves, one only Reg 
medy ſeemed moſt etfe&ual ro cure their afflicted State : 
co Wit, co conclude a peace with the Turk, ; of which, 
they the rather hoped, for that divers ſpeeches of che 
ſame had paſſed at Conftantineple, The Senate referred 
rhe proceeding therein ro Barbarss their Embaſſadour 
(whoall theſe Wars had layen in fafz cuſtody at Conftan- 
t:nople) willing him to make ule of the Frexch Embaſla- 
dout therein, who had alwayes bin a perſwader of peace : 
who it was thought, might have gor an indifferent peace 
( Selimmus being alſo dehrous enough thereof ) had he bur 
expected the opportunity of time ; bur he in making too

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7 do moſt with him, he had yielded therero, Artficf, the 
Baſſs with fair and cunning ſpeech , promiſed him che 
* matter ſhonld ſoon and eatily be compoſed : This being 
only on borh parties conſented ro , That the Yenetians 
ſhonld ſend an Embaſſadour tor the full concluding and 
confirming of the defired peace : who committing that 
icharge to Swperantins; he was no looner come to Cone 
antinople,and the Confederation being diflolyed,bur the 
*Venetians wereglad to endnre proud looks, diſdainful 
*eares, deſpightful ſpeeches, long and inſolent actendance, 
wich many other indignities : yea, the Beſſa asked them, 
How they durſt be ſo bold as to impngne great Selimny's 
Fleet ? Swperantins anſered, The Venetians had alwayes 
bonenred the Turkiſh Emperonrs, never taking up Arms 4« 
ainſt them, but in their own defence, a thing lawful even 
for the wild Beaſt in the Wilderneſſe to do, 
The Baſſa at firſt ſeemed to pur him in hope, that the 
WVenetians ſhould enjoy all their Territories in Dal/natia 
tas formerly, whereof they had lot ſome parr in theſe 
Wars abour Jedera, burat the ſhutting 'up ( chough the 
Freuch Embaflador complained that promiſes \Vyere not 
performed, and the Yeretians lo fretred , that they were 
abou: to return as ſhamefully deluded) they concluded 
peace by the Senar's appointment, upon the 7 »rks hard 
rerms, Febr,t1,1574. The chief Capiculations whereof 
were : That thc YVenetians ſhould give Se/rmns Zoooop 
uckats, 100000 to be preſently paid, and the reſt by e- 
ual portions in the 2 years following : Thar the Mer- 
hants goods ſhould be indifferently on both fides refta- 
ed: andthar ſuch places of rhe Venetians as the Turk's

Sutervercevins requeſied Jeh» with all ſpeed ro ha- 
ften his comming for a moſt notable and aſſured Vitos 
ry; Who comming without delay, commanded Swrer- 
cevius, tO give the farſt onſet upon the Enzmy ( purpo- 
{ing himſelt co charge them on che orher fide in three 
places) who, with a terrible our-cry, ſer upon the 
ſecure Enemies : who, diſmayed with che unexpeRed 
danger, knew not which way to flee or hoy to reſiſt, 

The Vayuod the while,on the other fide of the Camp, 
came and bare down all before him ; The Enemies 
Horſes being far from them in rich Paſtures, chey un- 
armed ere miſerably ſlain; few or none eſcaping, be- 
ſides the Palatine and Peter, who with much ado gerting 
Horſes, ſwam over the River, and came tothe Caſtle 
of Brailovia in Valachis : The Vayuod giving to his 
Souldiers the great Riches there found , 
four dayes to refreſh his wearied men : then entrivg 
the Palatine's Conntrey , he rook many places, putting 
all in his way to the ſword, of all ſexes and Ages : and 
burning all as he went : ſo that all that part ofche Coun- 
trey Was terribly covered with ſmoak and fire. 


John commanding his men in executing all kind of . 


cruelty, and perſwading them (o fill co proſecute the 
ViRory tor entiching of themſelves ; and hearing that 
the Palytine and his Brother were in Brailowvin Calle; 
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he for:hwich marched thicher, The City Rarids upon 
Dannbins : the Caltle having a Rrong Garriſon of 7 »rks 
as the Key of the Conntrey. The Vayuod ſent Letters 
by two YValachias Caprtives te the Caprain, to deliverto 
him the Palatine and Peter, his mortal Enemies ; who, 
never wronged by him, had invaded his Countrey : ©- 
therwile, he chreatened never ro depart, till, ro his far- 
ther hurt, he had conſtrained him to yield th:m ; wheres 
tro, he bluntly anſwered, by four 7 arks,by whom he ſent 

-rwenry great and ſmall ſhor, wich cwo Arrowes; ſayings 
Except he did raiſe his ſiege betime , he would feed 
him and his followers with ſuck Diſhes as choſe : where- 
gpon they, gorged, ſhould all dangerouſly ſurfeir and 
cat, 

The Vayuod moved, commanded their Noſes, Lips 
and Eares to b2 cur off, and their feet to be faſtened wich 
Nalles toa long piece of Timber, fo to be ſer vp be- 
fore the City with their Heads downward ; ſhewirg 
alſo ro the Captainrhac ſent them , That himſelf wi:h 
his Gueſts, ſhould be fo ſerved if they fell into his 
Hands : Immediately after, he taking the Ci:y by aſ- 
faulr; no Man, Babe,or Mother were taken co mercy, 
nor any living thing ſpared, Much rich ſpoyl becom- 
ming a prey ; for it was a place much frequented, and 


*bad enjoy:d long peace: ivhich John razed ro the ground, 


por daring to adventure upon the Caſtle, being well for- 
tified and furniſhed. 

+ While he was buſied in the. ſpoyl of Brailev:s - 
pewes came of 15000 Twrks, comming to relieve the 
Caſtle; Who, forthwith ſent Swierceviss with bis Coſ- 
who (ud- 
den'y comming upon them, ſlew almoſt fourteen chou- 
ſand , chang the reſt unro Trina Caltle; Wherz2of S#i- 
ercevins C:rtified Fohn, and of another great Turkiſh 


power comminz, which mighr eaſily be overthrown, is

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he leaving the ſiege, would, virhour delay, come and joy! 
Forces, who went accordingly ro Swierrcevins : and up- 
on conference, bekeged Teina : which City taken with- 
out much labour, he lefcnot one alive therein,and by the 
ſervice of Swiercevima, Overthrei the 7 nrks, coming to» 
wards Brailovid, | 

Selimus much troubled , and doubting to be chruſt 
quire out of YValachia, prepared neiv Forces : appoint- 
3ng general ſupplications to be made ro Aahomet for 
his berter ſucceſſe ; the undoubred gn of his fear, 

John, now purpoſing for a while to break up bis great 
Army, called ro him Czarsieviche his old Fri:nd , 
ro whom he with a kind (ſpeech commitrted part ot 
his Army (to wic thirteen thouſand of his choiſe Soul- 
diers) to lay upon the fide of Danwbiuzs : to keep the 
Turks irom paſſing again over, charging him to le: him 
jrom:ime to time, underſtand with all expedition of 
ev:ry motion of the Enemy : and taking hisleave of 
bim with a kifſe; gave leave ro moſt of his Souldi- 
2rs to depart, yet to be alwayes ready upon occah- # 
ON, 
zarnieviche , promiſing the nrmoſt of his Faith- 
full devoire, went rowards Dannbins , molt carefully 
there kzeping the paſlages, 

Ere long,great numbers of Twrks \were come,and com- 
ing down to the o:her fide ; yet none adventureqthe Ri- 
ver, becauſe of Czarnieviche : Wherefore, the Baſe 
fa( ſent with che Army ) diſpatch to him ſome pickr-ouz 

en, re ſound, if he might be drawn over, in ſecret, to 
ralk with him ; ſending him, beſides his ſafe conduQt, 
thirty thouſand Hangarias Duckats for a preſent : who 
ſhortly after, ſecretly paſſing the River , bad conference 
wich Peter the Palatines Brother, To whom he de- 
claring, in how great danger the Vayuod food; and 
aow highly Selimns was off 2nded with him, cunnivg- 
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ly from divers Motives, perſwaded him co give the Txrks 
paſſage over Danube, 

Czarnieviche overcome with his Golden Promitles, 
wichdrew his Forces further off from the River, as 
it it hadbeen for his more ſafety : rwo hundred rhou- 
fand 7 wrks well appointed of all neceflaries, paſting qui- 
etly over, 

Then he poſted to, and certified Job» , tht the 
Twrks , tralting co their multicnde, had paſſed the Rt- 
ver, againſt whom he could no: make Head : Where- 
fore, he ſhould ſpeedily go againk chem wich what Forces 


- be had ready,which joyned ro his, might eably overrhrow 


them, The Vaynod glad, demanded,whart (trengrh they 
might be of > Not above 12000 ( (21d he )already come 
ovet, bur are ſtill comming, and will before thy com- 
ming be above 15000, Foby raifing his fiege from 
before Teins Caſtle, in four dayes came andencamped 
within three miles off the Enemy, ſending Swiercevins 
with his Coſſacks, and Jeremias with fix thouſand Horſe, 
to view their Camp , and underiand (what might be) of 
their dzfignes, who lighting on abour fix thoutand Tur- 
kiſh Holle, afrer a light skirmiſh, pur chem to flight : and 
taking one who felr himſelf wounded to dearh , he rold 
them, the Twrks were not many : bur the Coſſacks conje- 
Aauring by ſo great a number of Scones,the uncrurh of that 
report ; ſoon certifyed the Vayuod thereof , wiſhing 


| him intimeto provide for ſaf:ry, and no: roo mach 0 
| rrult (zarvieviche, whom they had a good while fu pect-

ed; bur he anſwered only, He knew whom herrufted ; 
an | that ir was not now cime to doubcor be affrard, ec, 
So fortifying his Camp nzar a Lake for mo:e convenizne 
watring of his Army, he ſer forward with all hi- power 
againſt the Enemy 2 and coming re a Hill, whence he 
thought to have deſcried his enemies number and laying, 
he could deſcry bur four Companies of Scouts; who, 

I 4 withdrew 
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withdrew 4'ſ> on purpoſe, out of fight to the Armys 
whici lay in a iow Valley behind a Hill. Jebs ſuſpcA- 
ins:the enems to be at hand, divided his 30000 Hottie in- 
ro 30 Companies, placing Field-pieces before. each of 
them : and placing his many rude and homely, but moſt 
faichfull Foor, by themſelves, So marching on from a-* 
nother Hill he might eahily deſcry the 7 #rks huge Army, 
and how Czatnieviche*s treaſon had deceived him: where- 
upon (he ſending for him} he ſent back word , he could 
not then come, the Enemy being ſonigh; bur he ſhould 
forchwith ſee him in field, as forward as the forwardeſt 
(againſt the Enemy); bur upon the ſignal of Batre} given 
on both fides, be ficit ſerting forward z. as if ro have given 
the onſer ,. cauſed his Enſign to beler fall, and bis men 
with cheir Caps on the points of their ſpeares and ſivords 
ro bow down :- whom the F#rks with ſpeares and Lancesg 
on High joytuily received, The reſt of the Army al- 
molt 6iſconraged, baſtily retired co the Vayuod , crying 
our, All was loſt,all was loſt; but he nothing diſcouraged, 
willed them couragiopſly to follow him : They in all 
rhings exceedirg the Enemy except in number: which al- 
wayes gave not the ViRory: The Twrks upon joyning 
of Ba:re!, thru!t the revolting Ae/daviays ſhrinking back, 
pertorce inty the front, ſlaying rhem thar hong back : on 
whom Joh» molt furiouſly diſcharged his Field-pieces: 
molt of chem bin; ſlain , over whoſe dead bodies the 
Turks coming on, were at firſt notably encountred, begin- 
ing:o retire bur indeed on purpoſe to dravv the Moldavi- 
ans within danger of rheir Ordnance & Ambuſhes covert- 
ly p'aced: which S»:ercevicm perceiving, with much ado 
layed rheir further purſnir, The 7 wrks comming on 
a2ain with no lefſe fury than at fiit, the Chriſtians 
made with them a mol} crue! Batrel ; many falling 
on both fides : but, after long fight, the AMoldavi- 
2%; > oppreſl:d with munitituce , gave ground - 
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i and then berook themſelves to flight,molt of chem being 


fl:in in a hard purſuit, and bur 25e Coſſacks left, The 
Vajned with 20000 Foot, and ſuch Hor'e as kad joybed 
co them after the Battel, retired, and fortified himſelf in 
the rnines of a Town, which be bur a liccle before razed : 
the Tw1ks the ſame night, ſo beſerring his Camp, with a 
multicude of men, that no man could go in or out, Nexr 
day, Fane 11th, the 7 #rks ſhooting divers great ſhot into 
.his Camp, to ſmall purpoſe , and confiderirg the danger 
of aſſaulting him in his firengrh, ſent to him to perſwade 


\ him wichour delay, to yield himſelf, and repoſe more 


craft in che mercy of the T#rks, than in his own broken 
forces, e'pecially being ſo beler, &c, Who anſwered, he 
knew into what danger he was brought, rather by creaſon 
than che Enemie's valour; yer had he a firong power of 
moſt valiant and reſolute men,whto would ell rheir lives 
dear to the Twrks; however, to avoid the further ſheds 
ding of blood, be ceuld be content to yield on reaſonable 
cond1tions,{o the great Commanders of theT wrks would 
ſeren times ſolemnly iwear te perform them : they wil- 
led him ro ſer them down, which were, that the Cofſacks 
might ſafely depart with Horſes and Armour : that they 
ſhould ſend him alive, and in good (afery to Selimws , to 
anſiv. r his own cauſe : covenanting nothing for the Mol- 
davians, whole injury (he ſaid) rended to the hurt of the 
Emperour himſelf, and of him that ſhould be YVaynod : 
theſe Concitions being ſeven times confirmed by Oath 
accordingly,the Yaywed brought all his Army our of their 


\\ Trenches, taking with heavy heart his laſt leave of them, 


to their gricf: dividing his money and Jewels among 
them: and difarming himſelf , went on2ly with one Po- 
lonian, like a Suppliant to the Twrk's Camp, ralking four 
hovres with the grear Commanders: till at laſt, Capacins 


+ Baſſa, with his Scimicar, firuck him a great blow acroſle 


the face, and anor! er accoſſe the belly : whom yer bur 
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was ſet on a Lance for all co beheld : they tearing his bo» 
dy to pieces, having bound bis feet torwo Cammels, and 
happy was he that could ger any little piece rthereot, or 
embrei his Sword in the leaft drop of his blood, 

The 7 wks forthwith ſet upon the Adoldavians, and 
New them down-right: whereupon, the Cofſacks thruti- 
ing in among the thickeſt of the T»wrks,and valiantly fight- 
ing, were all ſlain, excepr a feiv of the better ſort, Sw1er- 
cevius being one : who were afterwards, for great ſums 
redeemed, when they could by no meanes be perſwaded 
roturn T wrks, 

The 7 wrks over-running all Moldavia, put all the No» 
bility with many Countrey people to the Sword : ſend- 
ing great numbers in Colonies, into the fartheſt parrs of 
che / wrk:h Empire , and placing Grong Garrilovs in the 
Towns and Caſtles. 

Thus all Yalachia, was by Selimus joynedtothe Trwrk- 
z/þ Empire, in 1574: opening alſo thereby, a fair and ea- 
he way for his Succefſors to enter into Pedel1a,or Ruſſia, 
yea, and into Polaxd it (clf, 

Selimns, not a little grieved with the lofſe of the 
Kingdom of Tw», calt in his minde, how to recover the 
ſame, and chrult the Spaniards our of Guetta Caltle , of 
no {mall moment: which with Malta,lerved as two moſt 
jure Bulwarks againſt rhe Turks and Moores adventures, 
by whoſe meanes, they many times came ſhort home : 
wazrefore, Selmmus having made great preparation, com- 
manded Sinan, Piall, and Vlxzales, ſpeedily to paſſe over 
with his Fleet into eAfrick, to believe Tung, and Gu- 
letta,before which,they came with 3 oe Galleys, July 13, 
Other Turks men of Warre,from «Alexandria, Algiers, 
&:, reſorting untorhem, Arfirſt, they beſieged the wa- 
cer-Tower, wherein were 800 Souldiers, well provided : 
who mainrained the place, till moſt were ſlain by ofren 
aſlavlrs, the relt retiring by Command, into the Caſtle 
che Tucks loſing 3 000 men in taking of it, 
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Then beſieging the Caltle of Gulerts , they from di- 
yers Mounts, molt terribly battered it : whence the dead- 
ly ſhot was ſent again among them nor ſparingly ; but 
after many {uriovs aſſaults, and much harm done on both 
fides, the Twrks rook the Channel of the Lake of Tune, 
and co hinder the befieged's relief, aflaulted them day and 
night without cealing ; yer ſome Companies fenc from 
the New-Caftle,gort in ; after v hich, the beſieged, (ally- 
ing out , eAxg. 20, repulſed them with an exceeding 
flwghrer; bur che Baſſaes withour ceafing, ſtill bnpging 
on t:eſh Souldiers, afrer a moſt terrible aflaulr all day, a- 
bour two houres before Sun-ſer, they rook the Caſtle 
Ang. 23, \carce 200 Souldiers being alive therein 2 who 
wich the orher weak p-ople, were cut in pieces: whatever 
other wealth the Twrks there found, they had great ſore 
of ViRtualls, Armour, Ammunition, and 400 Pieces of 
Ordnance. They forthwith laid fiege tothe new Caſtle, 
berwixt Guerra and 7 wntis,not yer wholly finiſhed, where» 
in Serbellis and Salazar, lay with 4000 good Soul- 
diers, 

Serbellio anſwering the Baſſaes firſt ſummons, Azg.24, 
that he had promiſed the King bis Maſter, to give him a 
berrer account of the place; and being alſo very old, 
could not endure the Twrks yoak ; bur would hold it 
out to the laſt man, which by allies and repulles they 
traly performed ; But the 7 »rks liccle feeling, or regir- 
ding the lofle of men, to gainthe place, ar length, Sep- 
temb,t3th, after fix houres furious aſſault with all their 
force, ſlaying moſt of the Defendants, took it,

Mahomet the young King , being ſent with Carrera, 
Capcain of G#/etta, in bonds co Conſtantinople, The Baſ- 
ſacs departing thence, came with 499 Sail, Oftes, 4th, 
within fight of Malts: nevertheleſs, they rurned afide, 
ſailing direAly ro Conffantimople,

A - ſia, abou: 12 dayes after, taking poſſeſſion of the Empire 
uch in the Seraglio, Decemb.25: being abour 30, or (as ſome) 


27 years old : of a manly Stacure, pale and corpulent, ks 
beard thin and long, not of (@ fierce a countenance as the 
Orhoman Princes being of a peaceable diſpoſition, loving 
jaltice ; and 1n his ſuperfiition very zealous : reformin? 
the riot and exceſſe(grown by his Fathers ill example)by 
his own, and che ſevere puniſhmenc of notorious Drun- 
kards ; yer he is reported to drink oft, plentifully of 
Wormwood-Wine, much ſubj2& ro the Falling-ſicknets, 
and ſore rroubſed with the Stone ; and yielding more to 
; the counſel of his Mother, Wife, and Sifter, than of his 
oreat Baſlaes, which many imputed to him for Gimpli- 
| Clit, 

To appzaſe the murmuring of the Janizaries, dilap- 
pointed of the ſpoil of the Chriſtians and Jewes , he be- 
tides the uſual largeſſe , augmented their wages ; and 

[1 granted their Sons at 2® years old to be enrolled a- 
mong the younger Janizaries, and partake of their 1m- 
munities : whereby he won their favours exceedingly. 
And, to rid himſelf of all competitors , he cav!ec his five 
Brethren, Muſtapba, Selyman, Abaulia, Oſman , and 
7 *ihaxger, to be liravgled in hisfght : Oſmay,apd Tzt+ 
haxger, 
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havger to be firangled in his fight : So/ymars Mother 03 

vercome With ſorrow, ſtruck her ſelf cothe heart with a 
Davger : ar which, Ammrath is reported ro ſhed ſome 
reares, as not delighting in ſuch cruelry, bur that his Stare 
and Government to required. Ar firlt, he eſtabliſhed di- 
vers wholſom Lawes, altered the Coyn, and relieved the 
poor ; and becauſe he would not ſeem to degenerate 
from his Progenicors, he proſecuted his Fathers Warres 
by the Tartars Precopeyſes, in Offob, 1575, entring 
Anſſia, of the Poloxian Kingdom, burning and dcfiroying 
rio hundred Noblemens Houſes, with a multitude of 
Towns and Villages, making great ſlaughter of the 
people, and carrying away great numbers of Cartel, and 
priſoners bound in thongs of raw Hides; bur whileſt they 
divided the ſpoil with Peter, /ayuod of Valachia, who bad 
promiſed to give the Tartars no paſſage that way , the 
{oſſacks brake into their Countrey, requiting them with 
like harm, and bringing back a number of old Cap» 
elves, 

Ac this time, the Polonians were at variance, about the 
EleRio: of their Kin:( Henry Falois after Charls his Bro- 
chers death, Gealing away from them, into France, to 
rake on him the Kingdom)ſome making choyce of Max- 
imiliau the Emperour ; others no leſſe inciining to the 
Duke of Muſcovie, and ſome unto others, 

cAmmrath, loath that either of thoſe tio great Prin- 
ces ſhould be irengrthened with ſo great aKinzdom, o 
near to him, inthe beginning of his Reign, wrote tothe 
Polonians to that purpoſe, commending to them Srephes 
Bator Vayuod of T ranfplvania for their King : and threat- 
ning, if chey did otherwiſe, togire all their Wealth and 
Goods, Wives and Children, for a prey 16 his Sonldiers : 
with the chief men of their Cicies of Cracovie and 
Leptis : which Lerters (o prevailed with rhemy that both 
Maximilian and the Muſcovite being paſſed over, Anne 
of the Jagellonian Houſe, was choſen Queen of Poland, 
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yer ſo as to marry Stephen the ſaid Vajwod , who after- 
wards eleaed King, worthily governed that Kingdom all 
his life, and enlarging it with Territories by force of 
Arms gotten from his Neighbours, eſpecially rhe 24»ſ- 
#ovite; eAmnwrath would often boalt and ſay, he had 
eiven the Pelonians their King, ; 
The year fellowing 3576, great and ſore ſhaking 
troubles ariſing in Perſia, Amnrathrook opportunity 
ro invade the {ame to the long quiet of the Chriſtian 
Commonwealth. Old Tamas the Perſian Kivg, atter a- 


” bove 5o years glorious Reign, died Aday 11th, 1576, 


leaving 11 Sons, 

Mahomet the eldeſt (of an infirmity in his eyes ,ſur- 
named Codabands) being of a peaceable diſpoſition, was 
moſt delighted with a contented life, /ſmae! the iecond 
Son was of a more fierce and trounbleſom nature : whem 
his Father (outwardly ſeeming to miſlike of his yourhful. 
pranks aforeſaid, tending to the breach of the league be- 


- twixt him and the 7 #rk ) ſent to the Caſtle of Cabacs, 


where he remained at the time of his death : Aidere the 
third Son, was as ambirious as 1ſmabel, bur nor fo valo= 
rous, 

Tamas had by his laſt will appointed /ſmabel ro ſuc- 
ceed himzas of all his Sons, the ficreit for ſo grear a charges 
which Mahomet ſeemed not much ro diflikezas contented 


; wich the honours beſtowed on him by his Father, /ſmakel 
| being ſent for by che Sultans tortake on him the Kingdom 


ar Caſbin, there aroſe a great tumulr 1n the City and Pale 
lace; for Aidere (who, in his Fathers fight , when he lay 


* drawing toward his end, had preſumpruouſly fer rhe 


Crown on his head ; for which he was reproved ) now 
ſupported by Zalchax, ind other mighty favourites, had 
fo dealt with Per;aconcona his elde(t Siſter, and the other 
Sultans Counſellors of Stare, that the ſucceſſion conld nor 
De any longer kept from him , bur by ſome fine deceit : 

where» 
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and deep conceit , left intruſt by her Father with the 
Sultzns; reſolved with them upon a thorow-debare, rhar 
Aidere in Royal Apparel, in the great Gallery , ſhould 
attend the acclamation of the people, and bethere open- 
ly Enthronized as the veryele&ed King : which done, 
ſhz by cheir advice ordered che Gates ot the Pallace to 
be preſently locked, and ſurely guarded with Souldt- 
ers, wholly devoted to Tama and 1ſmabel : to ſuffer 
every man toenter in at the open Wicket , ſave the 
known Friends of eAidere , who is now in conceic 
a King ; but perceiving the prohibition of his belt 
friendsz and moved with the gre ſtir of Zalcan, who 
diſcovered the deceir ; and crying upon King eAs+ 
dere, threatened the Lady : the Swltans and the reft 
(thac waiced on the feigned ſucceſſion ) through fear 
and ſorrow , withdrew cloſely among certain Wo-+ 
men of the Court, hoping to find ſome way to ef- 
capes 

In the meantime, the cries and threatnings of «A+:- 
dere's Friends ſoencreaſed,, that the Counſelleurs with 
the Ladie's conſent were enforced to rake order , that 
eAidere hould be deprived of life : Whereupon, Saha» 
mal;his Uncle by the mothers-demtter long ſearch found 
him hidden among the Women, who taking him by the 
Locks, ſtruck off his head, and among the rhickelt prels, 
where Zalchen and the relt Rood crying and threatning, 
flung the Head all bloudy, cryivg aloud unto them : Be- 
hold, there your King) enjoy him at your pleaſure ; Where- 
at, every man burned in rage and anger : and many vain- 
ly threatened moſt cruel revenge : bur at lalt, perceiving 
Iſmahel”s ſucceſſion inevitable,and Aidere's death irrevo- 
cable, every man deparced ſcattering themſelyes as they 
though beſt for cheir own ſafety. 
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Qortly after , [ſmahel arrived atCa5bin, where he 
was joyfully received and ſaluced King : whole power 


* being anſwerable ro his defires , he beheaded bis eighr 


younger Brethren, and bereaved not on. ly thoſe rear 
him in blood and afficiry, bur all che favourue: of A- 
dere,of their lives ; io that Casbin was defiled wich blood, 


- and filled with mourning and complaints : which wnex+ 


peRed cruelty, lo altered the mindes of his SubzeRts, that 
their hopes were turned into nevv feares , and their joy 
'into mourning ; bur much greater did the milcries grovv, 
when "was given out,thar he would change the R- [19100 
of the Perf6ans, intotbe ſuperiiition of the 7 wrks; tor 
hereby, and by force of aneti&t by bim publiſhed , mas 
ny of his Prieſts and Governours of his friendly and (ub- 
z:&-Ciries, were (ome exiled , ſome impri'ored, (ome 
fas the Caliph of (ab1») had their eyes pluckt out, and 
nct a tew,iundry wayes {lain , yea, many Ladies, anddi- 
vers others of /ſmahe!'s Kinsfalks, endured ſundry tor- 
ments, and flrange calamities. 

There went abroad withall, a general rumour, even as 
far as Conftantinople, that Iſmahel, with a puiſſant Army 
of (uch as favoured rhis new proclaimed vanity, deter- 
mined to go to Babylon, there to receive the Crown of 
che Empire, from him who ſhould be the Succeſlor of 

{cheir great Caliph, as Solyman the Twrk,, and the Perſian 
{Kings had of old done, 

$ The fear of further mileries increaſing rather than 9- 
therwiſe, he was by the help of che aforeſaid Periacons 
*9n4 (whether through poylon, Riranglipe, or otherwi'e) 
taken out of this World November 24, 1577, tothe 
exceeding joy of all choſe Natiens, having r-igned one 
year, ieven moneths. and fix dayer, 

The Lady forthwith perſwaded the Sultans , that as 
.they had for the good of all Perſia, contrived the dearh 
.of Iſmakel, (0 they would take on them that Kingdom's 
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roretion, till *rvere known, who ſhould worthily ſuc< 
Ceed. 

Emir Chan was in hope, by meanes of a match with a 
Siſter of Perriaconcenn, greatly enclining unto him , to be 
exalred ro the Soveraignty : CMir;zs Salwas, chiet Sul- 
tan, hoped to advance, either Makbomet Codabanda, or 
elle Hamze his elde(t Sonne , and by beſtoning on him 
his Daughter in Marriage (as he 1d) oncreale the glory 
of his Honſe: othcrs thought they cou'd draw eAbas 
Mirize, Mabomets middle Sonne, our of Hers, and m ke 
him King : neither wanted the Infant 7 amas his aſpirivg 
friends, whole Turor waiced for ſome opportuni'y to 
fertle him in the King®om : many others waiting ſe. 
cre-ly on every occahon, for their p:eferment : hovbeit, 
the Sz/tans promiſed the Lady all the proteRion their 
forces could afford ; and yer did every one, borh in word 
and action, clearly diflemb.e their ſeverall Imaginatis 
ONS, 

eAmnrath, by theſe things awakened, rhovghe hereby 
a fair occalion to be minittred unto him , to take up 
Arms againlt the Perſians; for 'tis an ancient cuſtom a- 
mon2tt rhe Orhoman Kingg, that they may nor challenge 
thcir due honours 1n their lite-time,nor their proud Mo- 
numents afrer death , unleſs they perform ſome expioir 
conformable to thetr Majeſty. 

As ſoon as [ſmahe! was dead, AMirize Salmas , after 
many Letters to and fro, ar laſt aſſured M{ahemer Coda- 
banda, that with all quietneſs and ſecurity, he might 
come and poſleſs the Kingdom : advertifing him alſo of 
the whole conſpiracy agunſt his Brother , and how the 
fraudulent Lady (with the Sultans) had capirally contul- 

ted again{t himſelf, and bow ſhe fryouring Emir Chan, 
and Abas Mirize his Sonne .monre than became kher,lictle 
regarded the righcſul ſucceſſion of him, 
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So Mahomet, (defiring alſo to ſee Hamze Mirize 
adyanced. who was virtuons and prudent, both 1n ciyill 
and warlike matrers, and ſeemed - jea'ous, leaſt ſome 
other ſhould niurp upon his honour ) wrote back again; 
that he was minded to take the rightful ſucceſſion upon 
him, and co that end, was putting himſelf upon his jour- 
ney : bur wich ſtraight charge, that Sa/mas ſhould be. 
fore his entrance into Casbir, preſent him wich the miſ- 
chievons head of Periaconcons, of 

Salma:, ſecretly performing whatever Mahomert had 
enjoyned him, he was thereby preſently and iolemnly 
proclaimed King: rhen wich many Squadrons of Men ar 
Mahometsdevorion, he met him on the way, carrying the 
Head of Periaconcena upon a Launces point, with her 
hair diſperſed, and ſome- other uncouth fights, From 
which novelties aroſe much civill Warres, Mahomet, 

by the infligarion. of Salmas ſecking revenge on the 
Sultans for his Brothers death, and they oppoting with 
a'l cheir power againſt him, Alſo the neighbour- Nations 
ro the T»rks, and th: people of Sirvan, diſliked of this 

ew King; ſo that under him; the Stare of 


Perſia was more weakened , than of long time be- 


fore. 

' Amarath had more particularly intelligence of alf 
theſe chings from Vireffe of Yan, a City of «Armenia 
the greater : diſcourfingunro him alſo of the King being 
diſeaſed in his eyes, little efteemed of his SubjeRts, be- 
ſorred in affeRion to his Sonnes, the faciliry to overrule 
the chief Governours of the Georgians, and thoſe of Sir- 
vas, ill-affeted rowards him : wiſhing him in a- 
ny ca'e, nor ro ler flip ſo faire an occaſion , as 


rt'e Othomans had nzver before, for overcoming that 
King, 
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eAmrnrath, now (ticred up with theſe Advertiſements 
from Ureffe, ſerled himicItf more deeply in his former 
conceis to prove his great forces for ſubduing the Perſian 
King , being allo then wholly in league with Chritten- 
dom : andal hovgh this Warre could not be moved,ei- 
ther againſt che Perſians, or Chriftians , without breach 

t Faith ; yet ihere was no Bafla that made any account 
of that d-fect : but after long conlultation, the three 
Baſl:es, MMahomet, Sinan, and Muftapha, agreed , that it 
would be better and lefle danger, ro attempt Watre a 
zainlt rhe Perſians, than againlt rhe Chriſtians, whole va- 
lour Muftapha having well tried, chiefly at Famaguſte, 
pref-rred before the forces of the Georgians and Perſt- 
ans, 

Amurath, greatly urzing upon what Coaſt co begin 
cheic journey (proteiting he would nor enter into Warre, 
exc-pt he had great hop: of the Viktory); Some rhoughr 
It belt co ſend the Army to Babylon, thence te Syres, the 
chief Ciry of the Country of Fer/i« : others to fend it 
giceRly to Taurs : and ſome (tis reported) would have 
had wo ſeveral Armies ſent to the (aid places, fo te 
bring the Enemy to a (iraight, But Amwurath, not daring 
ro repoſe luch confidence in his forces ſo divided , reſol- 
ved to {end one onely Army, for corquering S$:7v4n, and 
the chief Cities of Meaza the greater, repolinga!lo great 
hope 1n the notable help promiſed him by the 7 artar: 
Precopenſes : determining nor to go 1v perſon wich his 
Army, (a matter moti ſtrange :othem , eſpecially ro Si» 
as); for he was troubled with the Falling-fickneſs, and 
much fe:r:d his Sonne AM«howet in hisablence, who 
was much f1youred of the p-opie, beſides the ſulpeRted 
6a”gers from Chriftian Votenrates , perſwa4ing himielt 
alſo, it would be bis crev honour to perform rho!e 
thirg* by his S rvanrs { which hid been unfortunately 
actempred by his Pcececeſſors in perſon, | 
Whil:& $ 
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Whileſt chey were chus conſulting, and divers made 
meanes to be jent as Generall , he lenc divers Poſts and 
light Horlemen to the Gove:nours of an Babylon , and 


© Erxzirums, by often incoads to ſpoil the Perfian Holds, and 


do them ali harm they could : which they were not flack 
to do, elpecially #reffe, both inthe Countries Tributa- 
rie, and inbz:& to che Perſian, 

In thele great preparations, Stephen Bator,now Kinz of 
Poland, in the beginning of his Reign,by his Embaſſador, 
entred into e ſtrong league and contederation wich A- 
marath at Conflantimople , in many Capitula-ions , (hevv- 
ing on What termes tha” Kinzdom Roo |, if n-t, yet Rand- 
eth, with the Twrke great Empire : which League, after 
Stephev's death by Sig:ſmnnd the 3d, renzived, hath been 
commodious to the Polonian Kingdom ; bur (o bound 1t, 
char in che hardeſt diftreſſes of the Chriſtian Common- 
wealth, (and moit indeed concerning ir ſe'f,) it bath af- 
forded no help at all, as roo plain'y appeared in the 
Warres b:tivezn the Emp-rour and 7 «rk about Hunga- 
r7, Burtfor all this League, in the great comul-atien of 
eAmmath, with his Biſftes, ofrter the Perſian Warre, 
for the invading of Chritenlom, the Poloniars were laid 
in the ſame ballance wich the reſt. and, had rotthe Turk 
been led againit che Empercur their Neighbour , they 
were {carce to have looked for peace : to whom for al 


* thar they lent no greatayd in aleng and moſt chargeable 


Warre, 

Bur the great Baſſa Muftapha, was appoint2d by A- 
mwrath, Generall of the Turks Army into Perſia; and ro 
provide wharever he ſhould think needful for fo great 
a Warre : with commind to the Commanders of ' he 
grearelt part of the Twrkih Empire Ealtward. wich their 
Souldiers of all forts, bound by cheir annuities to core. 
Warre, at Spring 1 57%, to repair tro Erziram, berdering 
upon Armeziz, to attend their Generali's Command : 
Mmm 3 who, 
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who paſſing thorow ,Amaſia and Sivas, in the very be- 
einning of Summer, arrived at Erzirum , there (aying 
rill his people , and neceflary proviſion was come thi- 
cher: whence he departed for Sirvan ; having fir mu- 
ſtercd the Souldiers of every Nation by themſelves : in 
which general ſurvey were found abour 110000 men, 
mot? Horſmen : yer none ftirred our of places along 
rhe ſea-coalts : neither werethe Provinces whence thele 
came , left deſticure of their ordinary Garriſons, 
 AMuſtaphaalſo brought with him 500 (mall pieces of 
Artillery with many loads of mony to pay his Souldiers, 
with or.'er to take np more art Aleppo and other places 
upon occaſion, 

From Erzirum, he in $dayes inſeem!y array, arri: ed 
at the confines of Chars, . reliing bimfelf in the fruicful 
Country thereabont , but was ſurprized wich iuch a 
tempelt of wind and rain, as rent.in ſunder his Ten:s, 
and doing great harm : whereby, many through ficknels 
fa:ſook the Army. From Chars, the bounder of the 
tvo Empires ; He after 3 oayes departed, lodging that 
evening nnder the Mountains of Cheilder : where, hear- 


ing the Perſians to be in Arms, leit he ſhould be affaulr- 


ed unawares : he planting himſelf in the Plaine, order- 
ed wo Baſſaes to keep rwo Hills on the right and left- 
Hand: and with them three Baſſaes adventurers, with 
many "thers, both Stipendiaries and Volunteers :. ſo that 
making as it were 3 Wings to the Camp, they might cil- 
cover every ones coming, and ye: himle.f lay unpercei- 
ved of any, | 
Mahomet, as yet ſcarce ſetled in his Kingdom , re- 
ſolved ro (yd upon the dzfenc2 of his State, and to 
make ſome ſh:w that he was reconciled to the Switars of 
Per ſia,and Princes of Georgia: fo that aimoſt all the grear 
men of account undertoke the proteRion of his State and

Tacomac the Chan and Governour of Reivan was 
choſen General, with cbarge, that, gathering togerher 
what men he could our of places near the 7wrks, be 
ſhould by all means Rop their p.fl:1ge into Georgia and 
Media eAftropatia : Whereupon , Precepts were fent 
into all parts, for all Switers Chans,and Sorldicrs, to 
come and attend their Genzrall, Many came, bur mary 
would not (iir : forth-ir obltinacy in the bros begun, 
2nd ſuipicion of unlooked-tfor miichiets : at whole 
Ditobedience, the King much grieved ; yet 7 ocomac 
was diſpatched with above rwenty thouſand abour this 
bulinefle., They were all Horſmen, well armed , bur 
above ail couragious and reſolute, & che more for the va- 
Jour of their General; /o commirg to the rurning of 
Chars, :hcy were advertiſed chat the Enemy was pal- 
lee. 

Being come within a dayes journey of Cheilder, they 
ſent Scouts to bring them certain newes of the conditt- 
on and number of the Twrks Army : who, diſcovertrsg 
the Turkiſh Holt aloft, periiwaded themlelves, that was 
all the Batrel winch chey ſaw upon the Hills ; whereof, 
With all ſpeed, they recurned n2wes to T ocomac (oitly 
following his Scouts afar oft : Wherenpon, boldly hold- 
ing on his way, and diſcovering their Ten:s upon the 
Hiils, he was confirmed inthe Scouts relation, 'erting 
forward che more confidently to aflail chem : bur Beyras 
and Dervs perceiving tromthe Hills the Perſians com- 
ming in the Plain, confiding in their Genera,*s Bitrel, 
ſpeedily ran to meet them : ſo in thoſe Plaines was joy- 
n2d a moli blondy Battel, (even Turkiſh Zarzucks be- 
Ing \1:1n with a very ggeat number of Sou'dizrs, withour 
any apparent lols ro the Perſrans, 

But Aſuſtapha, who (layed waiting till the 
hght was ar the hotteſt » now ſezing his men 
could nor longer endure the. Enemies fury , 
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ran with grievous cries and exclamations, upon his ad- 
verſaries, in renewing a molt terrible batte], 

The Perſians, with incredible fignes of valour, for thar 
liccle cime of day-light that was left , continued their 
flaughters; and,ar laft, chrough the night's darknels, with- 
drew it" as lictle lofſe as poſhbly they might : neither 
durſt MuFtapha any longer purinerhem, 

The Perſ5ans certified their King of their ſucceſs, the 
Turk;s number , wich their turcher purpoſe to annoy 
them. 

The Turks preſented to Mauftapha (who had ſent away 
Polts to Amurath)) five thouſand Perfian Heads , and 
thre: chou and Perſians alive, He greatly rejoycing at 
this Victory, to make ir ſeem greater , had the heads of 
thoſe rh-e: thouſand alice, cut off, ordering a Bulwark to 
b: framed of choſe He:ds in hoſe fields, for a moſt hor 
rible ſp*Racle : on the day of which barbarous work, 
Meſflengers came from Manucchiar(a youngerBrother,bur 
gre't Prince of Georg1»s) telling Muftapha , thar their 
Miter , with his good leave, was coming tofalute tim, 
and offer him'elt as his devoted ſervant.

Auftapha redoubling his joy , commanded all the 
Cap ains with all Warlike pomp, to meet Manucchiar, 
and accompany him to his Preſence : which they did, ſa- 
Jjuting him again with like triumph, before Mnſtapha's 
Pavilion, 

Manucchiar beholdivg againſt his will, the ſtrange and 
wncourh pile of heads ; yer doing his reverence tothe 
Baſſa, and placing himſelf nexr to his fide;after preſenting 
him wich his Countrey gifts, rold hith, that for his efteem 
of the -Turkiſh valour, he was alwayes devo- 
red to the Othomans, and as h: had often defi- 
red ro ſpend life and goods in their ſervice ; ſo 
now allured by the fame of his viRorious Pony, 
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Z and through a phavraſie ro learn the hard precepts of Mi- 
#licary Art undec tuch a General, he offered him all ſer- 


vice; conſecrating his lite co bis commands, &'s: be- 
ſeeching him co accept of him in eAmwraths name, 
whole obedien: vaſſal he yowed to remain for ever, Mu- 
ftapha graciouſly receiving all this diſcourſe,ſhewing him 
again the pile of Heads, with his Bartels, Armour, &c. 
told him. all choſe Forces were Gods gift, who alwayes 
F:voured the juſt Counſels of the Orhomans : ſo thatthey 
Lord ic over all the world , to the aſtoniſhment of all 
therein: Thar had he choſen the better part, though it had 
bin berrer if he had yield2d himſelf before; and that he 
gid very friendly accept of his defire ro be his fellow in 
thoſe Warlike affaires, promiſing him all good enter- 
tainment and fafery; So,apparelling him in cloath of gold, 
he gave him a Battel-Axe and Targer,wrovght with Gold 
and Ammel : n?rer going from his Pavilion without 2 
Train of his ſ1ives after him, 

' Myuftpha gave order, that next morning the Camp 
ſhould remove; and as they were preparing , there a- 
fo'e 2 molt cerrible rempeft of Wind, Rain, Thunder 

and Lightning for 4 dayes together : Whereby, our of 
the dead Carcafſes and Heads, ifſued a moſt horrible ſtink, 
fo by ic and with other annoyances , divers diſeaſes aroſe 
Jmong the 7 wrks : but the weather breaking np, he ſer 

forward rowards Teflis , Raying that day in the Plaines 

through the fowineſs of the way, refreſhing his fick and 

Wounded at the Lake Chrelder Gro!; next diy he came to 

Archichelec Caltle, taken from the G eorgians by Solyman : 

Where, ſurveying his Army , he wanted 40060 of his 

Souldiers : thence the Army removing) lodgedat night

tO Tria/a. wherearz yet to beſeen the ruines of a great 
City and Temples, ſome being yer maintained by Chriſti- 
ans, the Reliques of thoſe Forces rhar pafſed thoſe Seas 

4 Mountains into the Holy Land ; Next day,the Turks 
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aſcending the High and cravgy Mountain landing upon 


Teflis, whence deicending next day, they terized on a Ca» * 


Ale, called by chem Giurg: (hals : then iodging in cer+ 
rain Plains , the day after they came tothe River ranning 
by Teftis: bur in theſe 4 dayes march , many Twhy ttrag- 
ling for ViRuals and Provenderzwere cut oft by rue Geor- 
$1 Captains : who, with a number of Sonldiers ſecret- 
ly followed the Army, and lay in Ambuſh upon ſuch pla- 
ces as the Victuallers were to paſs thorow, 

HMzxft aphs coming to Teflis, found the Caltle empty : 


Dant Chan Lord thereof, having betook himlelt ro the - 


fields, Muſtaphs for its convenient ſcituation, repaired 
and fortified i;,planting therein 10G pieces of Ordnance, 
appointing Mahemet Baſſa Governour of Tefiis , with 
6000 Souldiers, (6 departing for Sirvas : at which time 
T©oo perſons of Soria, that had brought a 1000 loads of 
Rent-corn to the Camp from Aleppo, with 500 others of 
Omps (anciently Has Jobbs) City and other places of Ss- 
ria, retarning Homewards, were all flain by Aleſſandro 
and 2 other Georgian Lords, except a few eſcaping with 
Naſſaran their Caprain, 

While 2/zſtapha lay in the Plaines after his deſcent 
from cheMountains of Teflis,the Embaſſadors of Alefſan- 
&ro the Great, carre and told him, their Lord, if he plea» 
ſed, was ready to come to do bim reverence, and to pro» 
mile that devotion he had alwayes born to the Othomes 
Emperours. He gladly and cheerfully ſent rhem back to 
will him to come; and that his Friendſhip ſhould be to 
him moſt dear and acceptable ; Ordering all his Cem- 
wanders to receive him with all poſhble fignes of joy: 
who coming, and preſenting the General with rich gifts, 
offered him his ob2dience, with the moſt lively ſpeeches: 
calling cAmurath his Lord, ſeeming to rake ir ill, thar he 


paſſed nor through his Territory : where he ſhould hare , 


bad plenty of all things : yerhoping, thac in his return, 


ke would take it in his way, where he ſhould be ready 4 
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4 co beftow all upon the (ervice of his Lord : and althovgh 
= he could not for many urgencies go with him into $i7van; 
yer he vould always bave himin mind, & prayto the Cre- 
"atour for his moſt happy ſucceſs. Mnſftaphs comteouſly 
x2ceiving all, and re-bettowing on him gitrs, promiled in 
his return to paſs thoroiy his Countrey : (o diſmiſſing the 
Georg:an Dake with like Honour as at firſt; and in 12 
_Mays after he departing fremT eflis,came unto the con!i'nes 
of Sirvan, reſting on this fide the River Canac one day, 
jat which time the Cirizens of Seehi came to offer them- 
Jelves as ſubjeQsro the Twrks : the General gladly pro- 
miling chem his aſſured proteAion. The 7 wrks over- wea« 
ried with cravel , bur far more afflited wich Hunger ; 
whilt chey were enquiring among themſelves, who could 
cenduR thern where they might ([upply their wancs, ſome 
Perſians were taken : who being Rcaighrly examined, af- 
Fer much reſiſtance reid them, that nor far off, over Mar- 
es, where Caxac dilchargeth itſelf into gAraxs, were 
many felds full of Rice and Corn in the Blade + and a lit- 
tle furcher, ſome far Herds of Cattzl, Though Mſta- 
ha much doubred the ſubrilties of his Enemy; yet cs 
ratifie and make his men more willing to follow him 
Jnto Sirvar, (uffered all thar would to go for V:Ruals 2 
;about 10000 ſervile Perſons with Bealts went to fetch a» 
avay th's proviſion ; bur Tecowac baving catheredrogerher 
he remainder of his Army, deviſed bow they mighr in 
Jome mezſure reverge theirlo's, and impeachthe Tarks 
&ntrance into Sirvan , bur wan ing firengrhy they ſayed 
In Ambuſh, till ſome part of the Turks Army ſhould for 
l1:f deſcend into thote fields : ſen4ing ou- divers men, 
ho, as if they had by chance lighted upon the Turks 
Camp, revealed vnco them as a grear ſecret, what a good 
prey was hard by them, and within 3 dayes, the ſaid ten

the Perſians and all i11in, ſave a few , who by hafly flight 
: aved themſelves, AſuFRapha hearing the noiſe of this

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hor skirmiſh, hated wich all ſpeed ro have ſnccoured 
chem, and rnougn he c1me not timely enough for thei: 
relief, yer fitly ro revenge their dzarh upon the Perſians, 
ſaying too long about the ſpoil, The place of the booty 
was 21moit encloſed with cArax:is and Canac + whetein- 
to Muftaphaen:ring in battel-array,the Perſians inthole 
difficulties began every mano berake himſelf re his own 
private coneeir and fortune, Toromac Emirchan,and 0- 
thr great ones firſt turned cheir backs, and by help of 
cheir couragious Horſes, 26t over Canac, but others at- 
rempting the like, their Horſes not of ſuch courage, and 
out of breath, many of chem were drowned , which o- 
chers perceiving,ran in rage and fury upon their Enemies, 
and were thzre all lzin, The Twrks in this confli& lo- 
ſing nor above 390 men beſides the Forragers ; though 
T scomac, that his loſs might ſeem the more tolerable, re- 


porred (a greater ſlaughter) to the King, The Perſian Cap» 7 
tains full of ſor-oww, with licenſe of T ocomac (who him- ? 


ſelf went to Reias) deparred to their ſeveral Govern- 
_ expeRing the Kings furcher pleaſure from Caſ- 
IM. 

Muſftapha fraitly proclaiming, that every man ſhonld 
be ready againſt next day to paſs over the River Canac in- 
co Sirvan; all his people aroſe in a tumulr, 1njuriouſf]y 
co his face reproving his folly and inhumanity, as utterly 
to endavger himſelf and confound the whole Army : 
praying him to ſnrceaſe, unleſs he would calt chem all a: 
way ; bur he reſs]urely an\wered them,that he would per- 
t,concluding, that the defire of his Lord, was nor in an 
ſorr co be fruſtrated, for his making too great account oi 
his own life, 

For all the ſundry murmnrings and whiſperings upon 
this ſpeech; Anufaphe next morning firſt waded over the 
River himſelf,the Baſſaes wich their (laves following him, 


(the reſt doing the like ) and ſo continued until night ; { 
whereby, aboye half the Army con!d not then get ove".

Sinan Was well affeRed rothis Mufafzad, but remem- 
bring what had hapned to Talzog/: and Homar,he order- 
ed 10000 Horlemen, and their Servants under Muftaf- 
z44, to g0 forth, who being come to the deſired place, 
and having almoſt charged all their Horſes and Mules, 
che hidden Perſiaws ſuddenly ifluing our, with great 
ſlaughter put them to flight, purſued them with ſuch fu- 
ry, that they {lew 7000 of them, carrying away many

all his own ations: alio rhar che enrerpriſe of Perſi« was 
very hard, long, and difficult; and that which needed 
another manaer «f preparation, then had been as yet ap- 
poipred for jc: ſending ſeveral Mefſergers to (olicite them 
for his return to Conftantinople, reliing him, it Was nor 
Py ro fiznitie by writing, what he purpoled ver- 
ally ro report to bim for the berter accompliſhing 
thereof ; bu: $-nan abhorred this Warre, having his mind 
b-»r wholly againtt che Chriſtians in Ewrope,ar lalt he (o- 
licited che matier ſo much, and (6 earneltly , that Ame 
rath was perſwaded to (end for him , as ſoon as ever he 
w1s cercified of the Arrival of the new Embaſſador from 
Perſia, who ar lengrh, came to Sinax,who gave preſent in- 
cellicence to Ammnrath, beſeeching him again, 10 ſuffer 
him to come to Conftantineple, which he then granted. Ar 
his fir coming to eAmurath's pr.ſence, the conditions 
were ſ:t down for reducing the capitulations of peace 
with Perſia, to a goed end : after which , Ebraim Chan, 
Em baſſador (being now come) had audience : who with 
much glorious ſpezch, laboured ro perſvvade Amurath, 
thac his King haJ1 a moſt ardent defire to be reconciled 
unco him; and to joyn his forces with his, againlt the E* 
n:mies of Mahomeriſme, &c, 
' Amurath onely anſwered, te ſhould crear of all mat- 
r275 concerning the peace. with his Viſier, 

Amurath circamciſing his eldeft ſonne Mahomer.then 4 - 
bout 16 years old, at Conſtantinople z wany C byiftian 
Princes were invited t0 the ſolemnity, who ſent thither their 
Embaſſadors with great gifts and preſents ; beſide the Em- 
baſſ:dor of Perſia, and hole of the Kings of Morocho. aud 
Fez : this Ciremmciſion was for 40 dayes and 40 nights, 
with alt tryumph and joy. ſolemnized in the great Market - 
place. where all the Embafſ\dors bad their Scaffolds fur+ 
niſhed according to their degrees : onely the Perſiangwhoſe 
Scaffold was ſeveral; but he not regarded as the reſt , ae 
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Joyced not 4t theſe Feaſts and Tryumphs , for, beſides ſus- 
dry forms done to the Perſian Nation, as by hanging up 
Pitt ures of P2rfians, made of Laths aud fticks; and then 
burning them , and ſcornfully abuſing them, Arurath, 
for the great aiſpleaſnre concerved for the harm done to O\- 
man, 4nd the Turks is Sirvan, and for his diſdain againſt 
Ebraim Chan, who yielded no more to any conditions of 
peace , which be expetted, then Maxut had done before,

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Mahamet departing from Erzicum, i the end of Au- 
o1 t, came 1nerght dajes to Chats, thence xo Archelech, 
where he found Mu'tapha, etherwiſeManucchiarwith all his 
Souldiers, whom he joyfully honoured with gifts, admoniſh- 
ing him to continue in bis obedience, and condutt him with 
bis Army. the ſhorteſt and ſafeFt way to Teflis. 

Multapha reſolved hins that the eaſie[t, (horteſt, and, in 
his Opin:on, the ſafeſt way was through his own Conntrey; 
ſo Mahamet greatly pleaſed, reſting wholly upon his good at- 
rettion,and having paſſed Muliapha his Conntrey,abounding 
with all ſuſtenance, they came to 4 friendly Caſile , called 
Gory. from whence they diſcovered a great Army of Geot- 
11115, mingled with Perhans, who were appareled like Ge- 
orzians, that the / realy of peace might net be diſturbed, 
and their King acconned unjuſt of his word: theſe ſeeing 
the Turk's Army. and themſelves alſo to be diſcryed , ſent 
thens prond words of defiance: and ſo to offer them Battel the 
Baſla was grieved herewith, but purſuing onely to bring bis 
Succours ſafe to Teflis, be ſtudied by all meanes, to ſhun the 
Battel : the great rain which fellthat evening, ſerved him 
for areaſ: able excuſe of delay ; but next day, the Sun (b1- 
ning bright , bath Armies marched in ſight of each other, 
till ſome howres before night : at which time, the Turks ar- 
rived near a River, ſeparating both Armies, 

Mabamet con\n'ting with Auſtepha, he adviſed him

Of all this treachery , Muſftapha ſent preſent word to 
Amurath, as much grieved at the falſe {u{picion conceiv- 
ed a:ainlt him, and io wrought, that Amwrath lent him 
both Cloth of Gold, and a Battle- Axe, all guilt, Maha- 
met on the other (ide , wrote at large of all his mistor- 
ranes,and aggravated to the King both the treachery of 
Muftapha, and the lender ſecuriry of thoſe wayes and 
Countries, When Amurath underiiood of theie cala- 
mitiesand loſſes, and the apparen: danger of the Forc of 
Teflis, then like to be abandoned, he in a rage rated ex- 
ceedingly the Bafſaes of his Courr, reproving their lewd 
Couniel, and recounting his lofles from time to time, as 
if through their defaults; eſpecially of S;»an, who like an 
1mprovident fool, he ſaid, would needs leave his Army) 
and like a King fit idle at Conftautinople, &c, who when 
Mnftapha was General , moſt vainly boalted with the 
like power , to f2tch the Perſian King ou: of Casbin, in 
bonds to Amwurath, bur had indeed performed nothing 
worth remembrance, Sina peremptori!y anſiered, that 
ſeeing he would needs make choyce of Mabamet Baſſa, 
an unfit man to convey this year's Succours to Teflss, he 
was to blame none but himſelf, As for his coming to 
Conſtantinople, it was long bzfore chought moſt needful, 
borh that the matrer of peace might come to ſome good 
pafſe, amdif not then he had to talk with him , how to 
compaſs his Enemies overthrow, which yer he had no fir 
rime to declare, but was noiy re2dy to reveal , if it were 
bis pleaſure, 
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Amnrath was wonderfully grieved with ſo arrogant a 
reproef from a ſlave of his own, yer he diſſembled his 
dilcontentment againſt him , commanding him ro di(- 
clole thoſe his devices: who propounded firtt, nor to pro- 
ceed inthis Warre, as they bad done with Forts, ro hold 
che Enemies Countries; their Trea(ures being nor able ro 
maintaio ſo many and great Garritens, Secondly, for A- 
murath to goin perſon himſelf, and fo againſt lo mighty 
a King , by oppoling the perſon of a King, the Per ans 
would ea'ily come to an agreement ; or it not, he mighe 
chen proceed in his Warres, and obtain moſt glorious 
Conquelt : the effeminare King now conceived an en- 
vious afteRion again( him, and a furcher ſuſpicion fofter- 
ed dy great Ladies, eſpecially his Mother, that S1»a* had 
counſelled him: to go in perſon, onely to finde meanes

Sinan and the Prince, carrying great afte&ion rowards 
each other : wherefore, depriving him of all charge, he 
preſently baniſhed hira roDeworis« of Thrace,whence he, 
by molt humble ſupplication, obtained afterward to be 
removed to Marmara, 

Sians Baſſa, who married Ammwrarh's Sifter,being pre- 
ferred rothe Vifierſhip, a perſonable and judicious Hwn- 
g4r1an, bur the grearelt (eller of Juſtice and preferments, 
yer a great friend ro peace with the Chriſtians, which S:- 
nan had alwayes maligned, 

The Perſian Caprains the while, with their ſpoils, and 
Enemies Enfigns, were With great joy received in Perſea, 
which was redoubled, when the diſcord berwixt Maho- 
met and Muftaphe was reported, whereby every one 
rhought the next years dangerous a:temprs of the Twrks 
into Perſia, which were feared, might be hindered : 
whereupon, the Perſian King determined ro march to- 
ward Hers, againſt Abas Meriz, his Sonne then wi:h 
bim in diſgrace, being earneſtly ſolicited therers —_ 
elder 
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elder Sonne , eſpecially by Salmes his Viper; 10 com- 
mitring his defence of har fide of his Kingdom to Emer 
Chas, Governour of 7 4uris, Himſelf with his Army, ar- 
rived at length at Salver: which principal City , he ta- 
king by force, beheaded the Governour thereof, rhough 
he alledged a thouſand excules, and objeaed as many ac- 
cuſations againit ſedirious Sa/mes; and having put co 
death ſome great ones, acculed by the #i/ier, as confede- 
rates in his Sonnes rebellion, he arrived ar laſt at the Ci- 
ty of Herji, very firong by ſituation, a good Wall, and 
deep Channels of water, conveighed into it by T amer- 
lain : there was alſo therein mapy valianc Captains, Ene- 
mie: to Miriz, Sal mas, 

The King approaching the City , lefc in himſelf miny 
trouble paisions, grieving to think he ſhould beger lo 
graceleſs a Sonne , and to remember the blood of his 
Subje&s, (pilr upon (o lirange an occaſion ;- yet being 
more and more: ſolicited by Sa/mas, he atrempred ro un- 
derſtand the mind of his Sonne, and if polsible, ro ger 
him in:o his bands; but eAbas in che mean time, wrote 
divers Letters ro his Father and Brother , beſeeching 
chem to make known untohim, the occafion of this 
their ſtir , for if defire of rule had moved them ro ſeek 
his deprivation, he was alwayes ready to (pend and be 
ſpenr in their ſervice, acknowledjing his Father co be his 
o00d Father and King ; bur if they were induced hereto 
for revenging ſome treſpaſſes commirred by him againſt 
the Crown of Perſia, he was moſt ready to ſubmit to any 
amends , and yield up all, che more fully co ſarishe cheir 
minds: wich twice and thrice reading over, were theſe af» 
feRionate Letters conſidered , and ar laft, borh Father 
and Brother derermined to attemp: the reducing rhe 
young mans mind to ſome good paſſe; whereupon, 
they wrote back urro him, thar his cauſing bimſelf ro be 
called King of Per/ia, and the not ſending them (ſo much

Abas, glad when he underſtood his accuſations, wrote 
back uvro thern, if they would faichfully promiſe ſafely ro 
receive bis Embaſſadors, he would ſend them ſo clear 
informatien, teuching thoſe accuſations, that they ſhould 
clearly perceive he had alwayes deſired and laboured the 
contrary y and would open to them ſuch matter as in re- 
ſpe& 6f other men, might cau'e cheir coming to prove 
proficable to all Perſia ; which requeſt, they ſolemnly 
promiled to perform, being very defirous to know what 
choſe range novelties fhonld be ; whereupon, Abas 
ſent unto them rwo of his chief Counſellors with full 
infiro&ions, who after. many ſpeeches, ſwore by the 
Creator of all things, by the head of Halz, and by the Re+ 
ligion of Mahbomer, thar ſuch perverſe thoughts never en- 
tred into Abas Miriz, alledging many manifeſt proofs, 
that when the King was advanced to the Kingdom , and 
in his batcels againſt the Turks, bis Sonne had alwayes 
cauſed devout prayers to be made for his proſperity, and 
never d:firivg to hear bur of his happy ſucceſs, they 
brought with them abundance of precepts and loyall 
Letters from Abas to the Governours his SubjeRs, for 
Government of the State, never naming himſelf King of 
Per ia, bur onely your King and Governour of Her, they 
prayed the King alſo, if there ſhould be found any (ha- 
dow of ſuch a ſuſpicion in his Sonne,nupon a diligent pro- 
ceſs framed againſt them, totake from him his Eftace and 
liberty, offering themſelves as his Hoſtagesz bur if Abas 
ſhould be found free from theſe accuſations, then kiſ- 
f1'g the Earth, they beſought bim ro take informarien 
vpon what mind his Counſellor had adviſed him to un- 
certake ſo dangerous a voyages Fc, 


— 
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And as for eAbas his forbidding the Governours to 
eto Warres again(t the Twrks, that was onely in reſpe& 
of an invahion, jultly feared im cho'e quarters, by the / ar- 
$4r14n Geſſelbas, who by divers inroads, had already done 
grea: harms thereabours : all which , was by writing fig- 
nified unto the Y3/ier himſelf, which he maliciouſly con- 
cealed ro try if he could bring to paſſe that eA#as, and 
the King might be taken away in thoſe troubles, whom 
Emer Hamſey ſucceeding, himielf might remain the ſu- 
p2rintzndant of his Sonne in Lav, &'c, which they 1m- 
purced nor tro the Prince, alcogether ignorant of ſuch a 
purpole, but onely co the ambirion of the wicked Traitor 
Miriz, Salmas : the King by nature credulous, made 
great conltru&ion of theſe grave Speeches, and could nor 
chuie bur harken unto their ſo earnelt and upright re+ 
queſts : wherefore, calling unto him, all che chief Offi» 
ce:s of all the Cities of Her;, he demanded of them, how 
they efteemed of Amar, and in what degree he defired 
to be eſteemed of chem : whoall anſivered, they held 
him, and he defired to be raken for, cheir Lord and 
Lievrenant to the King of Casbes, bringing forth divers 
pap2rs, wherein he encituled himſelf only, Your King of 
Her: ; and demanding of them , whether thoſe T artars 
had atzemprted any ſuch Warres, they largely informed 
him they had, to the great dammage of all thoſe Terri- 
rories, thongh he might juſtly now have put Salmas ro 
death, as the Aurheur of ſo great troubles and blood- 
(hed : yer, for better information ſake, he firſt of all 
1n great ſecrefie, examined the Prince why he had adviſed 
this Journey againſt his guilty Bro: Abas, who anſwer- 
ed, onely from the credir he always gave to his Father in 
Law Miriz Salmas, as to a chief Counſellor, &c, touch- 
ing whom, the King diligently inquiring borh of Courti- 
ers and Army-men, found him guilty of all tha: 
che Embaſſadors of Meri had accuſed him; for 


which ſ@ foul a Treaſon the falſe Y1SIER py 3 
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the Kings command, «:ad his Had firuck off ; fo the 2 
Brethren being reconciled, and the Son to the F ather, af- 
ter Abas had again promiled Obedience, w:.ich he mott 
duritully perform ed ; the King recurned rowaids {asbin, 
where, by realon of the Tarks unexp<Red mo:1onſhe had 
big long looked for, 

Amurath, throvgh the rongh ſpeeches of Sinn ya 
moreand more (erled in his purpole for continuarce of 
che Per fian War; Wherefore, he reſolved arlalt ro make 
choice of Ferat Baſſa, (or his general ; fierce incou age ; 
rovgh in opintion,hardy inCounlel.but eſpecially devotcd 
roche King : Who, calling him apart, encouragec him to 
rake the charge upon him, with a firm reſolution to per- 
form all chings an{werable thereanto, with che Op'nion 
he had of his valour. Ferat promiled to do his utmolt, 
to execute whatever ſhould be oSered him, either by oc+ 
cafion,or his real cornmand, Amurath at firſt onely in- 
cended to employ him in aſſuring the paſſage to Teflis, 
and ſo into ali Georgia, and to have deltroye d Maſtaffs 
his Country, who had put his whole Army into contati- 
on:bur hearing of the troubles berween the Perſian King & 
his Son, he commanded Ferat toereR a Fort at Reivar 
belonging to 7 echmac, and to aſſure the paſloge from 
Chars thither, ſo ſhould they b2 revenged of many 
harms received by him, and lay open the way to 7 anry, 
he willed Ferat to difſemble bis 111 Opinion of Meuſraf- 
fa,and if pofſible to make nie of him tor convoying iuc- 
cours to Teflis, whereby all Grorgia would be won with» 
out any more Fortreſſes : and next year they might at- 
rempt the encerprize tor 7 arr ; Inthe beginning of the 
year, 1583, all Citt:s taat uſed to appear at theſe Wary, 
were commanded upon Summons, to be reiGy to execute 

rheir new General's InjunRiors : all \ vbich ſent their 
Captains and Souldiers 2ccorgingly, So Ferat comirg 
to Erzuram viewed all his Army and provifen; thence 
arriving at Chars, condu Acd by Maxut-chan , he ſet for- 
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wards Rgivan but 3 daycs before he came ther , hee. 
reed a Forcce(s of 1ome rumes of anoid C:iilc, leaving, 
in it 400 Souidiers with a Zanzack and ſome Ordnance: 
B2rween Rejwas and T anris 8 or g dayes journey dittant. 
are Stagnaſruan,Chiulfal, Marant ad Seſian,th.aving good- 
ly Gardens and Greens: bat in the way are many cragg 
Mountains and ſundry h:rd paflages, Here Feyat coniul- 
red vi h his chi. f Captains where ro build che Fortzwho 
adviſed him to tortihe the Huues and Garders of 7 bs 
chomac, wiiich be did; and encloied the Gardens with 
trong Walls and deep Dirches, whereinco he conveyed 
wacer fro.na cerain R.ver, This Fortre's vas tiniſhed 
in 15 daycs, being 750 yards about, 7 schomac, exceed- 
ingly ericreo, 1o1laddenlytolo!e his Country and dwel- 
lin 16:26. at icaft in tome parc ro be reve:-ged of 10 
orcataninjury : Wherefore, he wrote to King Emer- 
chan, 1nd 51240n gathering Sou!diers ont of the Viliages, 
par he could reccive no help : the King bring lo far a- 
czint his ſon; the Georgi-x being baſied by hindering 
the relief of 7 eflss ; and Emer: chan either wouid not, or 
could nor itir from Tawris, having as ſome ſuppoled (e- 
cretinteiligence \vith Ferat , nor ro diſty:b him io this 
work. So 7 echomac aor able of himſelf ro do much : 
yet by privy Ambvſhes; killed ſomerimes 2 100, 'ome- 
times 150 7 wrks, and ſometimes more, and ciipatciied 
Horimen in hatie tothe King at Chorazar , ampliiying 
by Letters, the cowardiz2 ot Emer-chan, with ſore caus 
les of ſu'pition, that ke had ſome Intelligence with Fe- 
rat : who, having built this new Fort, and furniſhed 1t 
with all neceſlaties, appointed Sinan Baſſa, ſon of a Rn- 
nagate Genus with S000 Souldizrs to keep the ſame and 


ſo departing. he arrived in To dayes at Chars : where, be ' 


had net !ong tayed, but neies was brought, that Mnſ- 
tapha. to whom Amxrath had ſent 30000 Duckats by 2 
{-pi7;, and 2 Cbians, for him toconvey to Teflis , was 
revolccd from the Turkiſh Obedience : having lefc char 
Fortrels 
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Forcre's in manifold danger to yield, Ferat, exceeding” 
ly troubled ro know the certainty , called for all the Met- 
ſepgers ot this misfortune : whocertainly toforming him, 
thar Auſftapha with the Caprgi & Chiaw,bcing vpon their 
way with che [reaſure, guarded wich 5 0e of his Souldis 
e's, mt with his Conlin $10, who perſwaded him to 
return to: his ancien: Religion , which to the great perill 
of his {oul he had abanconed, and ro ſhake off Ammuraths 
ſervice, which would yield him buc ſome infamous Cap- 
tivity, and inthe end {o:ne fraudulent dearh.So that ſuſ 
tapha had beheaded eAmuraths Meſſengers ? and divi- 
ding che Treaſure with Sox, had vowed a perpetvall 
Confederacy,laying in wait for ſuccours brought to Tef. 
lu, 
Ferat, in a fury (ware, that he would not return to Er 
zirum, till he had pu: all 24»ffapha's Country to fiie and 
ſword : yer firit he thought 1t needfull to reiteve Tef- 
lis; Wherefore, he aſſigned ro Haſſan Baſſa 49000 Duc- 
kats with other provifion, appointing him 15000 of his 
moſt choyſe Souldiers ro conduR the iame : who went 
and came from Teflis in 10 dayes , lofing bur ſome fey. 
men in his many skirmiſh2s with the Georgians, Afcer 
this, he ſent Reſvan Baſsa with 6000 Sovidiers toſpoyl 
the Country ot th2 Rebell ſ#ftapha ; who over-runall 
his Territories, burnc his Towns, and commicred moſt 
uncouth outrages, which extended to the very Trees, and 
carried away much corn and Cartell, and ſo came to 
eArdacan to the General; but Winter approaching, 
they retired co Erziram, whence all the Souldiers were 
licenſed to depart, and a memorial ſent to Amurath of 
all ations : eſpecially, of Haſians good ſervice\tor which 
h2 ag1in Honored him wich cloth of Gold, a Battel-Axe, 
and guilt Targer, 
Abcu: this time, Amnrath in reverge of an outrage

a Wood, bimlelt being beheaded : the 24 goouly Hor- 
ſes, hebeflowed (ome 1n:0 his ovn Stable, the reſt amon2 
the Baſſaes, who poltnted atchzm with fingers in Jerifion 
of the Polonian King, Novemb, 29 of this y year C cd Itame 
Chadium the mother of Amurath, who lay=th bacic d by 
er Hnsband Selizzns, and his 5 Sens ftran: ole d by cA- 
murath, 

Ferat from Erziram {ummoned rhe Son!ldiers of ail 
the :2ccu'iomed Cities asain!t n.x: Spring, I 584, colie- 
&ing more Pionee rand n1.:c2rs then ever h2d bin in 
theie Wars beſo e:and ca'c it on: that he would do great 
matters a; Naſioas « wherear, the bw 4 calt many 
things in their heads, bur eſpecia ily the King, - ho began 
ro tear they W hem this year pals to 7 47r1s, of at iCealt 10 
Naſrvan, and build new Forre Els to the grear cancer of 
ene Perfian Empire; Wherefore , retain e his Forces 
brouyh fro: n Heri, and commanding as mat y more as 
he could ro follow him to 7 arr; his comming thicher 
with {o great an Army, made the v1 orld expect great mate 
ters would be done by him againſt the 7zrks : fo that 
Ferat advertiſed Amwurath, that bis defire was to go to 
Na/rvan and build Fortrefles there, but the Perſian King 
being come to Tarris With a hn-e Army , and relolved 
ro encounter him , he thought 1t his qury nor foto co 
wichour his exp: es command.

Baſſ4 ot Greece with 7 020 Souldicrs;and 200 (mail pieces 
of Ocrdnancezand fo deparced roward Tomants : comman- 
dings Alt at (ome fit time to fortifie the Caltle Satan a- 
bour cen miles off, wich a convenient Garriſon and Artil- 
lery. TheGeneral mad: 4 dayes work of goins from 
Lorito T omanss, being ordinarily but one, to take the 
ſpoyl of chole rich Fields of Coreg, Carel,ant Fruit, Ar 
Torsanis Was a Caltle of S1m20x5,, bur noiv by him abin= 
don:d: after many diſcourles where ro ereCt their Fortreſs, 
they concluded nor to tortitie in char Cafile, as being too 
fir fromthe Strait, but to tortifi2 upon the very mouth 
of the Strait, So marching forward at the very entrance

tearing the worlt, bad diſpatched away 2 Baſsaes with

Semen found Reſvan encamped with 6000 ar the foot 
of a Hill, the reit of his Army laying behind ic, And 
charging upon him , choſe behind the Hill were ready al- 
ſoro receive him, who now repent:d himſelf of his raſh 
affaulr, bur fince he could for bur encreaſe his grief by 
flizhr, he wich the (trange and unnſual valour of fo few 
Chrilitans, joyned a moit cruel barrel with that great Ars 
my: yct che Twrks. with a huge number of ſwords and 
ſpears lo prevailed upon them, that they were brought co 
a Nrear extremity, yea, Simon himſelf having his Horſe 
fluin;tell to the ground and was very nigh bein grak-v pri- 
tener with his Lievtenant, and many others $ but, while 
rhe bat:el was even at the greateſt heat, Reſvan diſcovering 
the 2 Baſraes with the 10000 ſen: by Ferat , thought 
chem, as did his Army, to be Perſians : whereby , being 
ſurpriſed with fear, they became now very doubrfull of 
the Victioty ; (o that the bartel was alſo intermitred, and 
the Georgians, eſpecially Simon , had the opportunity to 
eſcape. leaving behind chem molt ſure! fignes of their va- 
louc among the 7wrks : but when Reſvas diſcovered the

cruelly revenged thoſ: noyable injuries received trom 
hi':i ; and arriving at 7 rial« in 2 dayes,\uch a dearih and 
{::"City of all thiegs arofe. chi-Aly of Victuals ; chat $ 
Buthe's and a kfalt of Wheat was ſold for 590 Duc: 
Kars, 

While Ferat was raifing his T<nts ro go on towards 
the Couatry,of Aſaxucchier. Veir Baſsaof Aleppo told 
bias vas nor gaod now to [ſpend rime In wandring a- 
bou- thoſe Ceuntries, borh for the fe:ſon of the year, 
12v full of Sn-rrs, Frofts and Tempefls : the want and 
ſcar-i:y of all neceſſaries, and che Georgians, who by a 
con mon unicing , and perhaps ayded by the Perſrans , 
might notably miſchief che Army. Ferat-vas ſo offen« 
ded herewith, that he bitrerly ceproved /4w: telling him, 
He well percerved he was brought up among Villages, and of 
a Villaine, won ſome ſuperfiuity of grace or fooliſh 1p9/- 
tunity,advanced to be a B'\[a : Wherefore , he ſhould not 
have preſumed even to think_it lawfult for him ſo impudent + 
ly & malepartly to advertiſe him bat rather ts hav: held bis 
peace, and hearkened to the command of his Superconrs, XC, 
So he p1ſledto Archelech, burning & deliroying theCoun- 
£ry before him;chough it was confederate with the 7 #rkz, 
Ppp 4 bu.

— Ferat ftaying here 4 dayes among the rocky Brags, and 
in a barren toy! for man and bzalt : che Souldiers for cho e 


4 daye* ſpace endured patiently nnſpeakable mileries, bur 


a huge ſnow falling, ſo greatly encrealed their griefs, that 
all che Janizaries & Spacglans of (onftantinople aroic in a 
canulry and in d2ipighttui & conremprtuous manner, ye- 
ry hanzhrtily and reſolutely asked him, Where was his due 
pitty,wviich hea ruftical and unreaionab.e Captain, ought 
ro bear rowarc's tae Vaſſals of his Soveraign: twitttng bum 
with his fat harlots,delicate Viands,Sugars,ipices & Con- 
ſerves, Meat and precious Wines mixt wich pleaſant Wa- 
ter provided tor him by Doytets, andalſo brought him 
from far, whillt ochers lived 1o milery : ſaying, It would 
be no longer endured. &'c. Wherefore, he ſhould re- 
torn cowards Erzirum , of they ſhonld be forced ro do 
thar which would bre:d him more diſpleaſure then any 
m:na'ive; He ina great agony calling a Council, Th.y 
concluced, to ſend their tkrong Sumpter Horſes to Arda- 
han, andthe reſt to follow him into Aanacchers Coun- 
try one!y to take rhe ſpoyi and booty thereof , to r. freſh 
his afflicted Souldiers : This they readily obeyed becauſe 
he promiſed them a ſpeedy voyage,and defired rhe tacking 
of Altenchara,& other of AManncchiers Territories : So 
hold:rg on his way with great Famine and ſcarcity , he 
came to Cliſſa belonging ro Hanscchier ; whole Inha- 
bitants with Wives and Children, and all their beſt Ruffe 
were fled into remote and fate places in rhe adjacent helds 
of Corn, Cattel,and Fruit : he refreſhed his whole Ar- 
my, determining to ereR a Fort in that place, and com« 
minded Reſv4s, to ſet up an Enfign on therop of the 
Tower with Proclamation : Thar he would in Amnraths 
name, there ere and fortifie 4 Fort as be had in other 
paces, Reſvas, with the Baſſa of Caramana, ſetup an

merning he remoy-:d nor out of thoſe quarters. be ſhould 
withour fail lo's his lite ftorit, Yer Ferat dildaining 
to yield rorhem, ard ieckire by all means ro ſtay long 
enough to build a Fort that would ſo much offend Ma-» 
nucchier , antivered them He accompred nor of their 
chrearning of him, of his life, which be alwayes offered 
to lay doi\n for any ſecurity of his King; bur if they care 
not to ſerve him 1n this new-building, they might go:bur 
he was r:ſolyed to obzy his Lord in whattoever he com- 
...ded,for whole Honour, they all ong' corhink their 
lives very well beftowed, Upon this anſwer were divers 
railings, and curſings againſt the King, the Generall, and 
chem all: every man betaking th:2mlelres totheir Wea- 
pons ; wrathtull whiſperings and eramblinzs in every 
corner; a great fear of lome dan-erous event, but greater 
ſuſpicion of the Zenerals life; every man bad withdrawn 
tothe guarding of thoſe thirgs he mo(} eteemed ; and in 
2 enice all the Payiilions fell down co the ground, all =

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£oards thereof bein; cat in funder by the wrathful Soul- 


/ diers: by wiom lv all tne Catrel for the Generall and 


Baſsaes ordinacy uſe, «er? lerz:d on and guardei with all 
diligence: and turilng atfrefupon Feras, now in a maze 
and deadly fer, rhey tlirea ned him, if he did nec forth» 
with remove towaris Erarum , thoſe Vallies ſhould 
without fail become the Sepulchres of rhe Bſſues, Fe, 
The Generall being loath to gririfie them wich any libe- 
rality, was forced to his great thame tro obey them, whom 
wich right u'age he mighr have made Obedient : Where- 
fore, removing, he arrived ar edachan with the grear 
crouble of his Souldiers, for he would make bur one 
dayes journey of 2 days ordinary work the rather ro 
grieve them : bur he received the juſt reward of his wil- 
tulneſle ; for that day, cne Charriors wherein his Women 
rode, with the Eunuches, their keepers, were conveyed 
away: ſome ſay by the Georgians, who lay in wait : O- 
chers, by the Zan:z.4ries, the more to diſhonour their Ges« 
nerall, Who, was far more reproached at Conſtantinople 
wirh theſe nzwes then inthe Army:but he mult perio'ce, 
now diſcontented as he was, keep on his way towards 
Eruurum, In Ardicen,ſurveying his Army ; be gave them 
leave todepart, and arrived himſelf at Erzirwm ; hate 1 
of his Souldiers, envied by bis Captains, derided for the 
loſs of his Women, and in diſgrace with every man: and 
no leſs was eAmurath diſcontenred with him allo in that 
he did nothing worth the ſpeaking of , in the revenge 
of the injury done by Afazxcchier, and yer lo mightily 
diſcontented his Souldiers, and had ſuffered Alicul;-chan 
ec eſcape,about whoſe flight *civas thought,he mult needs 
have ſome Intelligence : for when he diverred his jour- 
nzy from Naſivas to the Straits of Georgia, be took eA- 
liculi out of priſon, to uſe him as his Guide in thoſe dan- 
e2rous ways: cartying him under a guard, and entrear- 
z1ng him well, at laft,being cometo che aforeſaid Caſtle of 
7 emani : (ome ſay, Ferat to perform his promile tor wn 
g00 
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00d dire ion, gave him his liberty : Ochers, that Ferae 
tor mony gave hum opportuniry to eſcape ; bur others 
mor- probably , that he ſtarred away into Perfi4 in the 
night by his own vig i>ncy, and the fleepinetle of his 
Keepers, Ferat by commanding Ali Baſsa left at Lors 
to farcifie Satan chas, or the Catile of the Devil, which 
he dilig-ntly performed, leaving 50 pieces of Ordnance 
and a 1000 Sou'ldiers under a Zanzack, therein, cauſed 
all che wayes from Rivanco Chars , and from thence ra 
Teflis to be made ſafe ; no ſmall piece of good ſervice, 
in the mcantime; the Perſian King laying at T awris, 
and hearing that rhe 7 »rks had changed their purpoſe 
from Naſivan to Georgia, licenſed his Souldiers to de- 
part, and applyed himiz!f ro more private revenges : for 
he required ot £mer-chax, why he had not endeavored to 
hinder the T wrks Fabrick at Kervan ? and why be wenr 
not out with other Souldiers, and namely thoſe of T wre 
koma, as he had promiſed , to revenge what he could , 
ſo great an injury, Emer alledged ſundry excuſes for him- 
ſelf, but none ſufficienc roclear him of the Crimes objec- 
&Red : Wherefore, the King adjudging him, to have his 
Eyes burnt out wich 2 hot Iron,and to be diſpoyled of all 
his goods and ſhut up inclole priſon, in a few monthes 
{pace he miſerably died thereof ; yer a famous Souldier : 
who being in great elfeem with the Twrkoman Nation, he 
abſ»lucely denied their defences forthe Crown of Perſia, 
and the more,when they heard the King had beſiowed E- 
mers place upon Alicul:, who being an ancient Enemyto 
ſome of their Captains , though he was very deſerving, 
wou'd in no caſe endure he ſhould be {o exalted. Hereby 
the Perſian forces became more weakned and divided, 
Forall the Leagne beryeen Amwarath and the Chriſtian 
Emperor,the Twrks made often incurfions into the wpper 
Part of Hungary burning the Villages & cartying the peo- 
ple captive, bur in their return were ofcen cur off by rhe 


EmperorsSouldiers,ywhich reporc much moved cheT wm 
ur 
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buc underſtanding thac his men had caufleſly made thoſe 

inroads, he was appealed , and 1n the beginning of this 
Year, 1594, tenzived the League b-t riveen him and the 

Empzrour tor 8 yeares mote. 

Ferat advertiſed Ammrath of all that happened in his 
Jace Expedition,defiring him to command what he \vould 
have taken in hand the nex: Spr ing ; bur many others al- 
{o informed him, andrhatinan odious ſort of the partt= 

culars, of ali ſuch aRions as had nor altogether ſo hono- 
rably bin pertormed by him char year, and wich his tal- 
ling out with Vies Baſſa,a man well regard2d of Amurath 
himſelf; with che dttorder of his whole Camp for want 
of dilcretion, eAmnurath alloever fince the lalt Gepar- 
cure of Ferat from Erairumhad thoughts the next year to 
attempt the enterprize of 7 arr , to tir up throuzh the 
world a famous repore ; berhinkins nimiclf of Oſman 
Basſa, to whom he mighr commair {6 great a iruſt, who, 
having remained at Sumachia in Sirvan, fince the ficlt 
year of this War, hd wichout any help of the 7 artars , 
brought that larve Country int '0 a rexſonable Obedience, 
and ar to far a dittance maintained bis Army without any 
expences:to his King ; groves levyed a good while his 
Souldiers tipends upon tar Region 2 {till exercifing a 
kind of Soveralgnry overirt, of all which he had from 
tim? totime ſentiotelligence to the Court : Where, by 
help of other farourers which he had aboat the King, he 
had a wondrous good Opinion of him : wherefore, he 
had diſpatched ſome Chapigi and Chiaous ro call this fa- 
mous Warriour unto him :- yer ſome, and thoie not of 
the mean2(t ſorr, went abour ro hinder his commirg to 
Court; andalſo theſe 1mportant deſigns; for Srivas the 
chief Viſier greatly feared, leſt Oſman , whole courſe it 
was to fir next him in the Order of the greateſt Baſſes, 
ſhould periwade thz King to whar he liſted, and fo _ 
haps tak? from bim the chicfet Office, whereby (o gre? 
weal:h was to be gained ; wherefore,in conlideration of 

man 
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many eifrs beftowed on him by Mahemet the (umar 

Tartar King; ke having many times excuied bim to A+ 
murath, of divers accuſations 1aid to bis charge by Oſman 
for 1:0t aiding him in {1bcuing of S:rvan, according tO 
his promile and duty; and havirg ſo lar proceeded 1n 
conntenancing this T aitariay, that there Was confirmed 
between Amurath and him a muruall amnty and conte- 
Ecracion 3 he imagined to tind him ready — all means to 
hin-de r Oſman bis comming to Courr,i! he were but mace 
acquainted with the matter $ ſo he { cretly w wroteto the 
Tartar, who lay cncamped vpon the Fens of Mevts,that 
Oſman was to come to Court : wherefore, it Were 206d 
for him to call ro mind, how much he had endeavoured 
by Letters to turn all Amaraths diſplealure againft him, 
And, it he coule Go !o much by Letters:as, if he had nor 
exevied him, the King h:d execuced his wrathfull clf- 
plea'nre againit him: be ſhould then imogine whar Oſmas 
c0u1d do when he came in perion tio Ammnrath.&c, Theſe 
and perhaps worle Lerters, cavſed the Tarter to terd 
12000 Souldters : who, changi-o their Weapors & Ap=

donbred not, butto paſs thorow the treacheries of rhe 
Albamens : and the populons Conadivnd of the 7 arta- 
rians and Mengrellians, 
Thus coaſting along , eyen ar his firſt entrance unto 
rhe 
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the ſhoares of the Exxine-ſea ; he was by the ſaid ewelve 
thouſand T artars, apparrelled like Theeves, ſuddenly a(- 
ſailed, whoſtood to faft and firm, turning the bold coun- 
renances of his reſoluce Souldiers againi rhezm ( who, ar 
firſt as their mann2r is, uſed great force) that they begun ar 
laſt ro quail ; Whereupon, Oſman conragioully torcing 
upon chemyvery ſoon,and with a very (mall lols put them 
to flight, killing a number of them : a:1d taking many,by 
whom he was informed of their Kirgs treachery ; where» 
of, Oſman cauled a perteR proceſs ro be made, wich tne 
diſpolitions of the priſoners, which he ſent rhe ſhoreeſt 
way he could co eAmwrath; declaring all chat had pal- 
ſed, enflaming him to revenge (o dangerous an injury : 
Who, took order that V/nzales his Admiral, with fome 
Galleys ſhould ferch Oſmas,and carry with him /ſlard a 
Brother of che 7 artar Kings; commanding Oſman, to 
cheterrour of others, to put the treacherous King ro death 
and pur his Brother in his room, 

This Mahomet was on? of thoſe mighty Princes, who 
led a molt violent troubleſome life z as Tributaries and 
Vaſſals, under the Orhomans power; whole younger Bro- 
ther and became a Sutor to The T nk at Conftantinople, 
to be placed in his Brochers Kingdom, who was for his 
111 Government hared of bis Subjects : which nis ſuit was 
ſo croſſed by the Kings Embaſſadours ,- whe ſpared for 
no colt, that the ambiriovs yourh was ſent-to [conmm , 
and clapt faſt up in priſon :where, apparrelled like a Her» 
mite, he led his life altogether conformable to his mi- 
ſery : bur whilſt he thus live ſeparated from all world- 
ly cogitations , he was now in poli-haſte ſen: for to Con- 
fSamineple to the end aforeſaid, 

Now, in the mean time, Oſman had canningly got 1n- 
ro his hand , this Tartar-King, reported to be berra;ed 
by his own Counſellours, corrupted by Gold ; whom, 
with histwo Sopnes, eAmnrath cauſed to be preſently 
firapgled with a Boiy-ltcing, an4 4nd to be ſalured 
; Ling, 
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Xing » yet as Vaſlall ro eAmmwath. 

This was thovght jultly te have happened to this 
Tartar-King : who, aot long beforc, ſupported by Am 
rath , had moſt unnaturally depoted his molt aged Fa 
cher. 
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Oſman, embarquing himſelf at a Port of Caffa, ar« 
rived at Conſtantinople : where, he was received with 
great pomp) and hingular fignification of love; bur with 
moit expreis kinds ot Joy was he received by Ame 
rath \ienielt, When he had declared unto him the par- 
ticulatiry of matters that happened mn bis long and im- 
portar:t Voyage, and his Ceonqueltis in Sirvax ; after= 
wards he conferred with Oſman about the enterprize of 
Taxriy, and in the end, would needs know of him what 
iſſue he could promilce him of this his defire ; and how 
by his adviſc, the Forces (hould be employed and diſpo- 
ſed for \ubduing that City, which was io tamous,and ſa 
great an henour tothe Perſian Kingdom > Who anſwer 
ed, that ance the matters of Georgia were now well ſer- 
led, and $:rvev under his Obedience eftabliſh.d, there 
was no cauſe why he fheuld lopger fore-{low {o 'amous 
an enterprize; bur by ere&ing a Fort io that proud Ci- 
ty,to bring a terrour vpon all Perſie , and raiiea glori- 
ous Renown of ſo mighty a Conqueli among the Nations 


; of Exrope : thinking either the iame Army, or a very 


lictle grearer, ſo ir were of the beli Souldie:s, would ſuf- 
kce to co it,by reaſon of one of the Letters which Sciaous 


\ wrote to the Tartar ; and by the infligation of Mabomers 


mother, jealous of his near alliance with her Husband, as 
prejudicial to her Son, 

 eAmurath had inthe open Divano Ceprived him of 
his Viſierſhip, and hardly pardoging bis lite, atthe inter 
eeſhon of his Wiſe. his Sifter, had baniſhed him; ſo rbat 
he lived about (halceden, in a cloſe Pallace he _ 
chere 
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there built for his own pleaſure , appointing Oſman to 
be chief Viſier and General of his. Army, againlt the 
Per flaxs : Truth it is, chat from a private Souidier, thouz h 
well born, he by degrees grew up to the higheſt Honour 
of that io great an Em pircs Great was Oſmans joy, an4 
o”Cat his deſire to be wor thy of {Oo Honourable a favour ; 
Wherefore, ſince the great els of the Enterprize requt- 
red a greater Army y it was need'ul alio tor him che 
ſoon2r to ſend our his advertiiements into the Provinces, 
and by his own ex1mp'ierto tir up orhers cyen un Winter 
to pals over to Sertart, an? inthe Territories of Angoe 
rt, Amaſia,anc $194 , to drive out time,till his Souldiers 
wvereall gathered rog2ther, And that it might nor fall our 
by this grea: ſpec:!, char the Eve: my miſdoubting his pur- 
pole for T awris, {hon'd provide the gre'ter Army » he 
had ic given ont, ihat he mult go for Naſiuas : notwith-

In thz beginning of this year, eAmurath (ent Amea- 
nechias r0 Stephen Kirg of Polaxa, to excule the dea:h 
of Poaolov'us , as If it had happened not by his com- 
mand, _urbythe infolency of tome Souldiers, bringing 
with him 2 baſe fellews as authors of chat ourrage for = 
kipg to take revenge upon; whowere indeed no luch men 
but racher, as was ; choughr, condemned for lome her 
fat worthy of death ; for whom rhe Chia proudly and 
threatnivg!y required preſent reſtitution of all goods 
which the » Coſsacks had taken from the 7 #rks : and their 
Captain t5 be delivered al'o unto him to be carried ro 


eAmnrath; which he (o hardly urged, that all che goods 
were 
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were forthwith reitored, which be almoſt triamphancly 
preſented unto Amnrath: who diſportivg himielf with 
his Mures this Sutam<r was aimoit dead, They are lalty 
fellows, depri+ed ot ipe-cb who ye by fignes, can aptly 
expreis byth their *vn ard othicr- meaning: who cor their 
ſec:ene , are the Min filers :f the Tu:kiſh Tyrart's moſt 
horrible commands ; an there ore grea iy.r.gar ed 
by chem, Wich che'e, mounted upon fair, bur heavy torles, 
was Ammnrath upon a ready Hore, ſporting himieif, ri- 
ding about on: and 1nocher, and itriking now the Horle, 
now the man, at bis pleaſ'1re, 1nd was rake ſuddenly by 
a fir ©: the Falling tickneis, and falling from his Horſe, 
was tak.:n up for deav; wiom the Janzeries, ſuppohang 
co hav: been de1d, tell ro ſpoiling of the Chriſtians and 
Jewes; and hadner r' eir Age hanged np one of them, 
taken in the manner, and o-hers in 7Jamzarics habits to 
the rerror of the r-1it they had proceeded co further outs 
rags: yet Amwrath ioon recovering to appeaſe the ru- 
mor ot his deach, upon their Sabbach, which 
is Friday, rode ro the Temple of Sophia from 
his Palace, his councenance yer all . pale and diſ- 
coloured, 
This year al'o hapn:d ſuch a chance as had like to 
ratle new Warres b-rwixt the Turks and Venetians. Thz 
Widow of R:madan Baſſa, Governour of Tripolis in 


{ Barbary , with her Sonne Hamilt, and a oreat number 


of ſ11ves, being ahour ro depart irom thence to Conftans 
tineple, rigged up a fair Galley, reported re be worth 
$00e00 Duckits , joyning two others for her more 
ſatery , and ailing by Corfs, ſhe was by rempeſt , driven 
into the Adriatick, Gulf: at which time , one Ems, 
a Venetian» Sera'or had charge to keep that Sea a-

threatned nnto the Yenerians, mot cruel revenge ; yea, 
they could ſcarce hold their hands from AMowro Senns, 
the Bilo, or Governour of cheir Marc hants, or forvear to 
ſpic in his face as he went 1n the ſtreet, who hearing, thar 
eAmurath in his rage, was about to ſend one of his 
grear Gentlemen, whom they call Zanſs che 7 wrks uſnall 
Embaſfadors found mean:s, that another of lcſſe Au- 
choriry was ſent to the Sevate to Yevice abont it,and to re- 
quire the offzndor to be puniſhed, and the Gallie ſlaves 
and goods to be reſtored; to ſhould their mnruall League 
continue ft:m , otherwiſe he ſhould be conſtrained by 
force, to revenge the wrongs done to his Subj: Rs : the 
Senators. after diligent examinarioh of the matter, an- 
ſwred, that the Widoiv wich her Family, was honoura- 
bly entertained at Zart, an Iſland $f theirs, and had 
courreous Preſents ; but coming to Jefalenia, another of 
their Iflands, her people running on Land, ſpared neither

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them in Arms within che Gulf, whom they neither falu- 
red, nor Rruck any Top-lail , ro ſheiy that the command 
of that Sea belonged to the Venerians,, which by tle 
League they ought to have done; for which our-rages 
and conrempr, he rook (@ (harp a revenge ; yet they pro- 
miſled in that caſe, to do what beleem.d them in realon 
and Juſtice: wherewith Amwurath icemed to be well 
contented ; bur indeed , loath to intangle bimlelt with 
Warres againſt that mighty State at Sea , becauſe of his 
Warres againſt the Perſians : yet fhortly afier, Emms was 
worchily b:headed, and the Galleys with all the 2600ds 
and ſlaves reſtored, 

This great Wom'n had therein, four hundred Chriſti- 
an ſlaves, which were ſet at liberty ; for whom the Yexe- 
tians reftored as many T arks, 

Ramadan Baſſa himiclf, having Warres with a King 
of che Alſoores, went out againkt bim with all his forces, 
wherein was certain Companies of Zamzries, ſent from 
Conſtantineple, Kawadan cntring the great and (and 
Deſarrs of that Countrey was unprovided berth of Vitu- 
alls and skilful Guies; ſo that ar length, be could n<i- 

ther go forward, nor without lofſe of his men, rerurn ; 
yer he got home, bur with the lofle of ſome men,ano the 
manife(t danger of his whole Army; for which his im- 
prudence, the Fanizaries in a tage, fell upon him , and 


* flew him, Let no man marvel, that Amnrath winked art 


their infolency ; for thoſe martiall men ate nov nrr as in 
former times; grown proud and iniotent, by living in 


* continual pay, doing what'oever ſcemerch them bef}, 


though never ſo foul or unreaſonable. 

Nor many years before, the Javizaries in Cyprus (12w 
Achmeres Baſſs the Governours pretending h2 had de» 
frauded them of ther pay, and incol-rab!y exated vpon 
the Countrey, Ammwrath highly off:nded at their killing 
their Genzrall, whom they never before compl-ined of, 


forhis own Mijeflies ſake, andrhe repreſſing of the like 
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in(olencies in others, ſent a new Gevernour into Cyprus, 
with ſuch a number of Souldiers, as might ſeiſe upon the 
chiet offendors; who difſembling his Commiſſion by 
certain truity men, gave it our amongſt the Fanizaries, 
that :Amurath was 1o far from being angry fot the dearh 
of Achmetes, that he thought him to be worthily ſlain; 
this was co pur the F4mzarres inſecurity : hereupon, they 
cheartnlly, and wich ail due reverence,” received their 
new Governour ; but ſhorrly after, -by an nnexpeRed 
em!, they compaſl-d in all the new-come Souldiers, and 
{l-v them every one, ſ{c1zing alſo upon the Gallies that 
brought them: by which ſecond outrage, though Amu- 
rath (1 his MajzRy contemned , yet was he conrent to 
paſſe ir over, being loarh to add domeſtical troubles to 
the great Warres he had with the Perſian, 

To end this matter with che opinion of RxFas Baſſa, * 
concerning thele maſterful men, While(t Busbeg #txs the | 
Emperour's Embaſlador, lay in the Tzrks Camp, when * p 
Soalyman went in perion into Aſia, ro countenance Seli- 


mus againſt Bajazer, upona light quarrel, (though heavily ; 
eaken between bis followers) and ſome Janzaries.waſh- , 


ing themſelves at the Sea fide : the Embaflador, for 
quiering thereof, was glad to uſe the help of Ruſlan, who | > 
unde:rttanding the matrer by a Meſſenger ſent on purpoie, 
adviied him ro cut off all occaſion of contention , with 
choſe moſt naughty fellows, asking him further, 'f he *

Bur let ns return again unto the Warres of Per/i4 : Ac- of 
cerding to the Commands gone out through all che Ci- A 
tizs of the Empire , the Souldiers began to flock roge* _ © 
ther, and all thar were d. firovs to be c{iabliſhed in their op 
former places, or ſought to be now promored, repaired co. 
Oſman, as untoa King, preſenting him with very large | und

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fo entertaining them with courteſie, and promiſing re” 
wards and honour to ſuch as would follow him, he levi- 
eda wondertul n'\mber of men and monies; and nor- 
wirhttandins the great dearth chat commonly raigned in 
thole quarters, yer ro Erziram, he mult; where he was 


greatly expeRted of his huge Army, where he arrived a- 
bout the latter end of Je/y, in 1555, and there viewing 
his whole Army, with all its neceflary provifion, he la- 
boured to haſten his departure : there was met rogerher 
at Erzirnm, a greater number than ever before ; for cye- 
ry man foriook his own private bulineis, and upon ſure 
hopes of neiv rewards and univonred honours, tollowed 
che fame of their ney Viftierand Generall : onely thoſe 
of Egypt and Damaſco, were now buſied with more pri- 
vate quarrels at home , which I will renearle as briefly as 
I can, 

cAmwath had (ent Haſſan Bafa the Eunuch, from 
his charge inthe Que-ns Courc at her inſtance , as Baſſa 
to Carre 1n Egypt : which great office, beſides rhe ho- 
nour, is bzneftictal re them thar are advanced thereunto; 
the Riches and mulrirudes of p2ople therein , being (o 
great, Haſſan, being exceeding coverous, ſought by all 
manner ot meanes, ro oppreſs the whole Nation, and by 
all imporrunicies, to wring & extort from them rewards 
and bribes, whereby he was 1o odious and intolerable ro 
the p:ople, that they ingrear number, and many times, 
began to go to Conftantinople, with humble Petitions to 
requeſt the King to take from them ſo crael and unjuſt a 
Governour; ſo that the general ralk in Court, was of the 
villanies and miſchi-fs r.porred of the coverous Eunuch, 
Ar laſt, eAmnrath for ſhame, ſent him cerrain Meſſh- 
22s, ſundry times, to return home ; but hey!oath ro leave 
jo fir an occaſion to unrich himſelf, Rill delayed his re- 
tun, by many fained excuſes : which when Amarath 
underfiood, he derermined by puniſhing him to ſarisfie 
inlom2? part, the diſcontented minds of his oppreſſed

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Subj2As. There was then among rhe chief Baſſaes,on? 


Ebrain, or Ibrahim, a 5oung Sclavonian, about 33 years 
old, jadicinus and well conditioned , on whom Amu. 
7ath had determined to betow his Dwghter to Wite : 
wherefore, nav minded to remove rhe Eunuch from his 
Office, and willing withall, co inrich his faid Sonne in 
Law , reſolved to ſen4 him as Soveraign Judge into E- 
£ypt, charging him to remember now wickedly his Pre- 

ceflor had dealt before him : at rhe ramour of whole 
coming) and of his great Authority, as the Egyptians were 
Joyful, ſo the Emmuch was ſorrowvinl , as pzriwaded , that 
this change could nor bur ingender ſome (lirange Iflue a- 
o1int him: whereupon, be reſolved not to liay the 
coming of th: new Governour ; bur departing with 
gr2at care, for fear of meeting Ebrais, he travelled to- 
wards Confantinople, hoping to appeaſe the Kings wrarh, 
or atleaſt by bribzs, and the Quzens inrercefſion;co finde 
bim mote favourabie then he (hou!d Ebraim, who with- 
on doub:, would have bereft him both of goods and 
lite, 

Ammnrath advertized from Ebraim, of his ſudden 
Aiyhr out of Egypt; and withall, hat he kep: not the high 
way to Corſtantingple, f:ared, leſt when he came to Sor14, 
he ſhould flee to the Perſian Kino, and ſo work him 
double and treble dammag2, as on: that had gathered a 
huge Treaſurezand had long lived inthe Court : where- 
upon, he diſpatched the Maſter of his Horſe, with 40 
Chapigi, charging them, if chey mer him , to bring him 
ro Court, uſing all rhe afſiltance of his people that might 
be requiſi:e, delivering unto him very effeRual and large 
Lerce:rs to thatend; who departing, withour any ex- 
traordirary inquiring, fonnd the Eunuch encamped in 
th: p'ains of Sor14, nzar the City Aman, once called A- 
pania; who hearing of his eoming, gave order to his 
Guard of ſlaves, not to ſuffer avy co enter into his Ten!) 


but onely the [mbraher himiclf , why as ſoon as he bad 
Gifs 
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diſcorered his Tents, balincd rowards the ſame , and 
would have entred th: Eunuchs Tent, with all his tol- 
lowers ; but the armed ſlaves oppoſing themy permitted 
onely the /mbrabor to enter, who r. ad unto the Eunnch, 
che Kings Command to bring him :o Court, met in- 
ftancly moving him, wichour iucther re{{(lance, quietly ro 
© with him, who warily an!wered; behold, without the 
Kings call, or your conduct, I come ot my lelfe, well al- 
ſured to finde tavour and grace in the fight of my Lord, 
whoſe upright and mild nature, the treacheries of my 
falſe acculers cannot abule ro the prejudice of me an in» 
nocent ; (o they wet all co Conſtantinople, the Eunuch 
(till landing upon his Guard : who, the mean time, had 
certified che Sultan Ladies, by Letters of his coming;but 
chiefly, beiecehirg the Queen to appeaſe the Kings 
wrath, that happily might bz conceived againſt hian. 

When eAmurath t.card he was come to Scutay, he cauſe 
ed all his Treaſure and private ſubttance, ro be taken from 

him, and bluileif ro beclapr up in the Jadicula , where 
he many dayes fearing ſome deadly b'ow, at length re- 
ceived trom the Queen, hat he ſhould be of good cheere, 

for thachis Wealch had 'avzd his life, and ſhe hoped alſo 

to procure h1> liberty alſo; ſo ſhe exrneſtly peririoning 

her Husband, char ſince he had berett her Ennuch of all 


; his goods, he wou'd yer deliver him out of priſon, 


and reltore him to her again ; the Ennuch was enlarge 
accorcively, 

But Ebraim now arrived in Egypt had ſoon by far more 
finifter devices, chen the Eunuch, ſcraped rogerher, 
a huge heap of riches ; wberefore he was called hometo 
Court, to accompliſh the intended Mar-iage » receiving 
alſo in charge, to make his Journey throvzh the peopl= 
ot Dr«fe, to confirm the loyall in their obedience, and 
p1yment of their ancient duties; but qui:e co defiroy 
the ſtubborn and diſobedienr, Ebrain, packing up all his 
king 
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Ling with him 1 3 Sanzacks,char uſed ro it as afliftants un- 
der che Bafſa O' Carre, Socoming to Gaza. and jovning 
the Sanzack thereof with him , he went io Jer#ſalem, 
and cauſin that Sanzack 111o rn folloy bim be rook with 
him the Sanzacks ot Zaferto, Lezium, and Naples of od 
Samaria; \o tua before he j»ynea wich the band of Da- 
maſce, he had 18 Sanz cks with their Squadrons : te had 
alio his own p:1-ate Court very popn!0'is, and 200 ] ani» 
z471e5, Which he brought with him ar fict: from © our 1n 
all almoſt 20000 Hn:ſemen : Fries, Baſſa of Damaſco, 
met im as far as Jeruſalem, with 1hour 2 000; and, by 
the way of S:id9m, came the Aga with his Janizaries, 
tranfoorted inco the main, in thoie Gallies ſent ro ferch 
Ebrain, 

Theſe Drufans 222inft whom the preparations was 
made, are ſn pole ro be by deſcent Frenchmen : the re- 
!1ques of rhole wno, in times palt, did fight he Chriſtian 
Bartels in Jr; bur being brau; ht low by the Plague, 
and fury of the Barbarians, mingled with the circumcl- 
{ed Nation, and io loſt their Religion and Command ro- 
oether : yet hating the Turkiſh Superttition, and the Jews 
Circumcihon, they follow a new Prophet of their own, 
called Iſman, for the right Greeians are uncircumciſed, 
not forbearing Wine as the Twrks. and making it laivful 
to marry cheir own D»ughters; who norwithſtandivg all 


the attempts of che Twrk , e pecially Selimw the ſecond, | 


chey would never admir any Turkiſh Goyzrnour within 
their Councrey: they inhabir all che Conntrey within 
the confines of Jeppa, above Ceſaria and PaleFtine , and 
within the Rivers of Oront-s and Jordan, Fre:tching ir elf 
even ro the pl1inof Damaſco,near the Hills that encom- 
pa(s it on the Coaſt of Mount Libanw, They were once 
much eſtzemed tor their Conquelt ; bur now b2ing ar va- 
riance; through covetouſne(s, one ſought the ceſtruion 
of aro her: they were at thistime, governed by 5 Emir, 
or Princes, Ebnemas or Hazogli; Serafagiu —_—_ 
be but 
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Fbne Manſor, Ebne Freck, Ali, Ebue Carfus, who have 
div<rs Depuries, called cheir Macadems or Agents: MMa- 
woglies © quntreyy lay under the juriſdiions of Ceſarie, 
Prolemais, 1 yrns and Sidew, refiding for the moſt part on a 
Hill in the Town Anders ; mighty in Men and Armour, 
and alwayes a deadly Enemy to the T wrk,, fince bis Fa- 
ther was murder<d bv the treachery of Aſuſtapha, then 
Baſla of Damaſco, Freck,, Carſm,and Manſor, were al» 
wayes friends ; bur at che coming of Ebraix, more traits 
ly confederate: Serafadin and Manogli ever oppoling 
them, whereby they loit cheir ttrengrtu ro defend chem- 
ſelves againit the 7 wrks, The three Confederates above 
named, to turn all the intended miſchiet upon Serafadiy 
and Maneg!:, mer Ebrain ar Jeruſalem with tore of Mo- 
ney. loads of Silks, with: Cloaths and other things of ex- 
cecding value,with iome 2000,another 3000 men;zwholſe 
coming, Ebrain took in very good part, courteouſly re- 
ceiving their preſents, and by the offers of their fideliry, 
and their grievous accuſations againit the other two,con- 
ceived great hope of his interded enterprize, who in- 
camped inthe Champain of Bocca, whirher came people 
all chereabours wich Preſents ro the Baſſa, ro whom he 
Iikerviſe yielded ſuck ſmall favours, as his covetous na- 


; turecould afford: who preſently ſent to Serefadin and 
' Manogli, inviting them to come into ackno:viedge their 


obedience , otherwiſe they mighr be ſurero be ſoon de- 
prived of Eflare and life : Serafadiv poor and weak, pack- 
Ing up civers the like Preſents as aforeſaid , and atten- 
ded on with divers of his SubjeRs, arrived at Ebrains 
P>vil ion, whoſe Preſents were readily received,and him- 
(elt attentively herrd: who (aid in effe&, he had alivayes 
been a devored Vaſſall ro « Ammnrath, &c, and being now 
aſſured of his favour, by his courteous offers in his Let- 
ters he profered him whatſoever ay in his ſlender power 


, to perform : Ebrain mace no anſwer, onely asked him, 


why he lived in continual diſcord with the three Emirs, 
then 
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then inthe Pavillion, Who anſwered, it was not long of 
him, who never took up Arms, bur in his juſt defence a- 
o210t their injuries , who being more mighty then he, 
leught continually to oppreſs him : bereat the Conſpira- 
cors aroſe, and with grim looks , falſely charged him to 
bave bzenever the auchonr of thoſe brawls; adding, that 
at that time no ſtrange Veſſel durlt,for fear of him , ar- 
rive at Sidon, Tyrw, or Berito , nor any Marchant or Mar- 
chandize, paſle over the plains ; bur that thoſe Countries 
we'e generally ſhunned both by Sea and Land, to the 
great hindrance of the S»/tans Cuitoms, He would have 
gladly replyed; but by Ebraiz, was with many injurious 
words, committed to the Cuſtody of the 200 Javizaries, 
who bringing him into a rotten Tent, he was every ni.hr 
pur in the Stocks faft chained, & continually guarded by 
rhem :in che mean time, Manog's 1rote back to Ebrain, 
exculing his not cominy firſt, becauſe of bis three Ene- 
mies there preſent with him, and from the ancient Oarh 
that he rook, when he was bur a Child, to keep himſelf al- 
wayes out of the hands of a Turk , when he ſaw his own 
Father ſo villainoufly betrayed by the murdering Sword 
of Mut apba : ſaying alſo, He had alwayes (o carried 
him(elf coward his Lord, that he was not his Debtor 
one eA(per . inthe maniging of his Cuſioms ; whereas 
Ebner Manſor, though he would make a ſhew of fideli- 
ty, yet did he derain from the King 200000 Duckats of 
his Cuſtoms; ſo he hoped he would pardon him inchar 
his ſeeming diſobedience, aſſuring him, thar all whatſoe- 
ver he had, was his, Ebraiw perceiving the reſolution of 
Hanogli, reſolved either by force or (light, ro ger him 1n- 
to his hands; or at leaſt, ro draw from him ſo many 
Harquebuſſes, great gifts, and Tributes , as poſſibly he 
conld : wherefore turning bimſelf rowards his Countrey, 
he burnt an! deſtroyed 2 4 of his Towrs; andſo on the 
top of a large Hill, he encamped himſelf ; bur whileſt 


the Army was thus marching forward , Vers Baſſa _ 
IS 
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his Sonne, the Sarzack of Jersſalem, wich « good num- 
ber of Souldiers, in manner of a reare-ward, being bulie 
in raiſing th-ir Tencs, were fucioaſly aſſaulted and gif. 
comfired by the Druſians of Manegli's faction , putting 
roche Sword 500 perions, leading away their Hories and 
Carriazes, and poſſeſſing their Pavillions Wealth and Are 
mor; and ſcarce gave lea+e tothe Father to eſcape, or ro 
the Sonne, who flecing to Jer#ſalem, returned nor again 
to Ebrain , but Vers (il followed the Army, with thoſe 
tha: hz had lefr, Ebram Rayed 24 dayes upon the Hill, 
a:tending nothing elſe bur rotry all his advices upon 
Alanegli. Wheretoce he diſparched one Gomeda Ebne, 
Adanjors Agent, totell bim, that fince be would nor ad- 
venture himſelf into the hand of his friepd, he ſhould 
ſend him all the Harquzbuſles he had ; for it was the 
Sultans pleaſure, rhat his people that Went nor to his 
Watres, ſhould nor be furniſhed with ſo grear Rore of 
Weapon%, MManegli,with great grief, beheld the Agent 
of his deadly Enemy : yer in regard of him char {ent him, 
he forbore any injury or reproach, telling him , All his 
people and Weapons were diſperſed ; he could nor tell 
what Harquebuſles to ſend him : wheretore Ali,B «ſſa of 
Aleppo, offered the Generall to go to him, to ſome bet- 
rer purpole : who uſed many reaſons:to periwade Aano- 


2 glitocome and yield his obedience, ſwearing no harm 


| ſhou'd be done to him, and promiſing him great favours, 
* bur he could never win him (o re do: yet with much a- 
doe, he prevailed ſo with the Dr» fian, that he gave him 
320 Harquebuſles, 20 P:cks of Andarine Silks, and fifry 
thouſand Duckars for a gift; and to reconcile the Baſla 
unco him, ſending alſo his own Mother, who excuſed her 
Sonne in reſpe& cf his Enemies , who fare there (o near 
him, and in rezard of his former Oath, beſceching him 
. to accepr of the gitts,and a minde molt ready toſerve and 
3 ©bey the King, and to excn'e him, whole excuſes were 
Jul: and reaſonable : rhe 7 wrk, replyed, though ur” oy 
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found ſo foul a fault in Mufapha; yer ſhe ought not to 
fear any [achaR ar his hands, wno ſtood upon his honour 
and the word ot a Souldier, and {o, by Oath, proteſting all 
friendſhip towards him, he 1n roken thereof, caſt a whire 
vail abouc her neck, and another on him(elf ; anda third 
he gave 1nro her hands, willing her to reporr the Oath to 
her Son, and carry him that vail, and bring him with her, 
prore(iing co 1ntreat him bur as a friend and Brother; bur 
ſhe neither could,nor would go abour to alter her Sonnes 
purpoſe; bur returned Ebrazs an anſwer not greatly plea- 
ting. After which, he ſought more then before,to ger him 
into his hands,or ar lealt co drav from him more Prelents 
and Weapons, (ending again the crafty Gomeda, to exhort 
him upon faith given, rocome unto him; bur he could 
obtain norhing of the Dr#ſ#an bur good words, onely yer 
at laſt Afanogli was contented to lend another Preſent ro 
Ebrain, on condition thar he ſhould cauſe him to deparr 
out of thoſe quarters,and himlelf not ro come to him with 
any furrher requeſt:ſo he gave him 5000 Duckars more, 
439 Hirquebuſſes, 1900 Goars, 159 Cammels,as many 
Buffs, ! 000 Oxen, & 200 Weathers: Gomeda came to E- 
brain with this rich Preſent,declaring his promile not to 
moleſt the Dr#ſian any .more: who ſharply reproving 
him,threa:ned ro make him knoy what ic was to take up- 
on him ſo davgerous a liberty ; and, in delpire of them 
both , would needs have Gomeda rerurn to the Druſran 
with che ſame Meſſage ; but Maregli was ſo moved ar the 
very ſight of Gemeds, that he was abone to diſpatch him 
with a dart, bad not more dangerous effedts R1yd his fury; 
yet he gave him reproachful words, and deadly threats: 
notwich(tanding, Gomeda ſo wrought with him , that he 
ſent four burdens more of Harquebuſſes, 10 Swords, and 
Io guilt Daggers, ſome filver Belts, 19 Packs of Silk, and 
ſome few pence, cauſing him to proteſt never ro be per- 
{waded to come again to kim; for if he did, he threarned 
£9 Kill him, hap what would, Ebrajn with exceeding joy) 
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received this.Preſent, roſe with bis Army.and being con- 
ducted by Ebxe Frec, burpt Andera, and in two dayes 
burnc and deltroyed pine other of Maroglies Towns with 
fire and (word: After all this, he ſent divers Meſſengers 
to AManeglt, to try it he would yer come; bur nothing 
«ould move him, his conſtancy being rather increaſed, to 
avoid a moſt certain death : now the Baſla un_ertianding 
by a (pie that che Captain of Arngera with 350 Souldiers, 
was gone up a Hill, tor more ſecurity; he ſent Ebze Free 
ro t<ll bim, that fince his Lord would not come unto 
him, be ſhould : which if he weuld do, he would in de- 
ſpite of Manogl: , make him a Savzack ot ſome of thoſe 
places, The ambicious and unheedy Adacadewes, with bis 
followers, went with him , cauſing his men tofiay ina 
Valley two or three miles off ; but Ebraiz would not fo 
much as ſee him , though in re{peR both ef his nimble 
perſon and herce looks, he was worthy to be beheld,com- 
man-Jirg bim to be kept apart from Serafadiz ; and in the 
mean time,trained his 3 50 followers,by meaves of Ebre 
Frec, into a Vineyard, {udden|y lerting upon them, and 
killing chem every one : Then he commanced the Maca- 
demo, to be brought before him , and flaid quick ; who 
ſtoutly upbraided E&razn of his promiſe and Oath ; and 
while they (iripped him, amonglt other ſpeeches, he ut- 
rered one, though net leenily, yer very reproachful 
unto Ebraiz ; and to the Executioners he ſaid, ' It was 
their fortune indeed that with ſuch needleſs deformity, they 
were now able to take his life, whereas none once durſt, Mat: 
to Man, to have drawn one drep of bleed from him, no, nor 
to have indured his countenance : Rut they ſhould proceed te 
fulfill the cruel Command of their Vier ; for, in the end, 
there would alſo light upon them the juſt reward of ſo villai- 
nous a fatt : So 3 great {laſhes were made on his back, 
where they began to flea him; he the while, blaſpbeming 
their Religion, curſing their King, and falſe Propher allo;

was brought co his navel, he was with the extremicy of 
pain dead ; after this, he cauſed Serafadins 1 59 follows 
ers to b: cruelly ſl:in, and moſt miterably wafting his 
Countrey ; and the while, lent Poſt to S1dew, where his 
Galleys lay, that disbarquing 4000 Souldiers,rhey ſhould 
fack all thoſe Countries along the Sea-Coatly even as far 
as Ceſaria,'paring neither Age,S2xe, nor condition, which 
Was done, 3000 touls brought away Capti:es, and much 
rich Marchan4iz 2, and the whole Countrey of Serafadin 
and Manog!i, laid uttetly watt, But Ebrainthinking what 
be had hitherco donz,would be littl: or nc thing accomp- 
ted of, unle's he in ſome ſore, provided for quieting thole 
peop'e under Turkiſh obedience, nominated Ebne Car- 
fus, the richeit and mott obedient of the three Emzrs, ro 
be Baſſa of all thoſe Regions ; yer not without a bribe of 
1 00000 Duckats: wherefore he apparelled him in 
Cloth of Gold, gave him a Horſcmins Mace, a Sword all 
oniit, andthe Kings Commiſkon. to whom he [are faith 
and obedience, and ie he rerurned ro Damaſeco, ſtaying 12 
dayes, and by ſhameful ſhifts, extorring monie from di- 
vers pzrſons : ar la(t, he curned cowards Gazir, and Ba- 
rents, places under Ebne Manſur's Government, finding 
his Gallizs in the Haven of Barents, as he had comman- 
d:d, Ebraie had pitched his one Tent onely upon a Hill 
near the Sea : under which baſe Tent, himſelf onely 
ſhrouding, he call.d Ebnze Manſur , pleaſantly telling 
him, 'Twas now time to pay the 1600ce Duckars which 


he owed his Lord. for the Cuſtom of Tripoli and Barents; 


for he was noiv to return to (onſtaxrinople , which be

ing there a feiy dayes,commirred ſundry villanous robbe- 
ries: he purſued Serafadis into the Gallies, with all his 
Wealch, and fo departed to Conſtaminople, where eptring 
tae Channel with 24 Gallies, he was received by a great 
number of his friends and favourites, and ſaluted with an 
honourable peal of Ordnance out of the Serag/io, Mina- 
der, who \aw the preſencs which the rayvenous Baſla gave

ſach as he thought lealt able co endure travel, who accor- 
ding to every ones ability redeeming the ordinary ,pe- 
rills ot che Warrs, returned home, $So Oſman had a- 
bout 180000 men in his Army, with whom he depart» 
ed from Erzirmm in eAvg. 1585 towards Tanris, yet. 
con:inving the ſpeech for Navan; bur he had (carce 
marched two dayes, bur divers Souldiers of Greecs and 
ConFantinople upbraided him of grea: improvidence : 
and telling bim, They had already that day wanted their 
allowance of Corn for their Horſes : ſo rhat,ifinche be- 
einning of ſo lenga journy,they began ro feel ſuch want, 

they could not tell why he meant to lead io great a Com- 

pany ſofaras Naſivan, nor by what cunning he had pre- 
ſumed to ſuſtain io great an Army, Oſman quietly heard 

chem , Cauſing the Batley deſired, to be delivered among 

themzand ſeverely puniſhing che Officers for allowance of 
Corn, who beganto make Merchandize of the common 


proviion. So proceeding on his journy, he arrived up. 


" on the Calderan Plaines , where he took a generall vieiv of 


his Army, wanting a number, who by reaſon of ſickneſs 
were forced to (tay behind : from hence he went not to- 
wards Nafivas, but dire&ly to.T aurs,; whichahe afore- 
ſ1id Souldiers hearirg, tell into a great rage reviline Of- 
224% with moſt inſolent ſpzech, to his face, calling bim 
Villain-and Dolr, as not brooking his Lyes and Deceit, 
Buc if ke had changed his Opinion upon good ad- 
vice, for the enterprize of 7 awrss 3 Why. did be dil- 
miſſe ſo many Souldiers> Did he think by ſuffering 
others to redeem their Liberties , to encreaſc his Ri- 
ches, to ſet their lives toſale, and make them (Ives 
to the Perſians? Ar theſe arrogant ſpeeches, the Ge- 
nerall was. exceedin;;ly troubled ; ſeeing his good 


, Meavin2 ro adyance the Mjely of bis King ſo ill, 


Rrcre taken 
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taken by his belt Souldiers, and upon good advice he for- 
bare r1,our and puniſhment ; bur ſending for many Cap- 
raines and chief Mcn amongit thole ſections z be per- 
!iaced them chat the former ſpezch for Naſrvan Was not 
raed by him, por was he minded then to go to Tarr : 
bur all he had done was co fulfi!l the command of the 
Sultan, who had charged him 1o to do, to leſſen the Per- 
fixns preparations : neither need they to fear thar the Soul- 
die;s dilmifſed might vrcaken the Army, for they them- 
ſelves were not en!y ſufficient co pierce into 7 awrs, bur 
co daunr their Enzmics even with their Looks : and thoſe 
that were diicharged, had bur purged the Hoalt of all 
cowardice, By this mild arſwer.the Soridiers were ut - 
ficien'ly pacified; bur much betrer, when he had beſtow- 
2d amongii them all a ſmali quantity oi monies : for now 
they became ({o willivg and couragious, that they durlt 
verture to the furrhe t parts of all the Perſian Kingdom, 
The General went rowards Coy, in the midit berween 
Tanris and the Marſhan Meer, where he refreſhed his Ar- 
my with all rhings : then he paſſed ro Aſarant p.encitull 
of al] neceſſaries : thence towards Saffion a fruitful place, 
whence he be2anto diicover 7 anrs, Great was the joy of 
the Souldiers ; and choſe of Greece an i (ont antinople, did 
highly commend the advice, in giving out th: rumor of 
N#sſrvan for Tanrs, as the onely meanes whereby they 
verein quiet come lo far, ſo that every man without tear 
p:oudiy plorted ro themſelvzs, all infolent and outragi- 
ous ations that uſe to proceed from thoſe barbarous Vi- 
&tors. eſpecially the Van-guard, who deſcended down tc- 
wards pleaſant Gardens full of all ſorts of Trees, Springs, 
a9d Fruits; and,ſarisfying their Appetites, they withdrew 
co a lictle River, near a Bridge, called the Bridge of ſal: 
Water, at pleaſure attending the comming of the Army. 
Bur the Perſian Prince Emir Hamſey , baving cloſely 
couched himſelf with 1000 good Sonldiers ſudden'y fer 
nponthem, with ſuch ſpeed, courage, and fury, that in « 
maniie!; 
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manner withour refiliance , he dilperied them, killing a- 
bour 7900, and with many Prioners, t,orles, Slaves, ſun- 
dry Enſignes and Drums , he withdrew back rowards t:is 
blind Facher, who lay encaimped abour 12 miies from 
T auris With about 50000 Sonldiers. eAlicnlt had bur 
4000 leftin T anris, forthe Perſian King could nor ieavy 
above 64000 men : for the T#rkomans, be.auſe of the 
death of Emwr-chan, would nor be brought to detend char 
City,whereof Alicnli rheir Capital Enemy was Governor, 
and from 1ſheilam and Meri ; there came not one Soul- 
dier :. (othatthe Perſian King had no Romack to meer 
the Twrks inplain Battel, but ſought by all policick 
meanes to weaken and annoy his ſtrong Enemy. 
Oſman, diipatching Sinan Baſſa, and the Baſſa of {ha-+ 
raemit, with 140% Souldiers co purſue the ViRorious 
Prince ; they uſcd ſuch expedition that they overrcok 
him in the way towards his Fathers Camp : wbo, ſecing 
he could not avoid Bate), without a ſhametu!! and dan- 
gerous flight, joyned with them a mo!t bloudy Conflict 
for 2 houres, till che darkneſs of the mghr entoiced both 
tides to rerire 3 the Twrks lobrg, as was common'y res 
ported 6000 men, ſo that huherto they loſt above 
I 0000 Souldiers, and yet had ſcÞce difcovered or ſeen 
the Cicy,they ſo greedily long. d after, Next morning, the 
Turks eacamped within 2 miles of 7anrw , but whilt 
they were ſetting up their Tents, Alicsl: [ſuing our with, 
all his Garrilon,and Ci.izens fit to bear Arms, wich many 
cunning curnings and windings, ſo charged che Vanguard 
now renewed, that he forc'c them to retire even to the 
main Batrel; they being dijordered,and almoſt 3oco [:in 
ih a very ſmall time, eAlicul; ſpyingrhe Ordnance, with- 
drew himſelf without hurt inco the City, bur inche ſhuc* 
ting in of the evening, he allied out again, and (wif ly 
running along that ice of che Army towards Taxris, he 
flew the Baſſa of Mare,and did great hurt : which dove, 
he fl:d to the Kings Camp.nor being able to hold the Ci- 


zier; 4 £7 ,yerthe T&urifions that remained therein, gathered ro- 
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vether to the Gates, to make a bloody entrance for this 
Turks : And up3n the break of day, a great mulcirude of 
the lervile and raſcall T#rks , wichout order from their 
Captains, wich Corſlzrs, Spears and Swords wen: to that 
Wealthy City, thinkingto have ſacked it; bur, contrary to 
their cxpeRacion they vere forced at the Gares to joyn a 
hard and morrall Barrel : fo chat che Vallies entrance,and 
ground thereabours was bathed with btoud,and as it were 
covered with Weapons and dead Carcafſes : yer, at laſt, 
the Perſians was conltrained co yield entrance, a mulci- 
ends out of. the Camp Rowing 1n upon them, who rett- 
ring 11:0 the City aſtonied and amazed, fortified rhem* 
ſe:vcs1n cheit Houſes under ground , and in the corners 
and windings of the (ireets, whence they did the Twrks 
g-eat harm: whoat lat were roo mighty for :hem , and 
wrought many grievons miſchiefs in that wofull City ; 
and to agreat number of this ra'call people returned r9 
the Camp with manifeit cokens of the opprefled City ; 
wherein,the women and impotenr ſouls ſtood embracing 
and ſtraining their doors and poſts, and kiſſing their 
native ſvyl with prayers, mournings , and complaints : 
bewailing their prefent milery , andyet fearing worſe ro 
come, Oſmas,acquainted with theſe calamities , proclat - 
med, that none ſhou!d be (o hardy as ro moleſft the T au- 
71/1443; going about the Ciry himſelf , and thorowly 
viewing its (ciruation, and wherein he might ſafely en- 
camp,and more ſecurely ereR a Caſtle or Forr, The build- 
Ings in Taurw,wbich is ſeated at the foot of the bill Oron- 
tes,afrer the manner of the Eaſt, are of burnr-clay rather 
low then high, Ic catrieth the name for all things,and was 
the Perſian Kings place of refidence, till T amas removed 
his ſeat tarther into his Kingdem to Cabin: yer though it 
bath bin ſundry times molelted by the inroads & fury of 
the 7 wrk,it was til in great eſtimation & renown. Oſmur 

cau'ed his Tentste be pitched on the ſouth-ſide rhereof, 

Where was a ſpacious Garden, repleniſhed with ſundry 
X1:6s of Trees and ſycet ſmelling plants,8 —_—_— 
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erived from a pretty River , which divided the Garden 
from the Ciry:tor the delicacy thereof, it was called the 8 
Paradiſe ; & was in times patt the itarding Houle of their 
Kings : bur after their removeto Cabin, becarne the Ha- 
bication of the Governour of 7 axrs, Here Oſman would 
build his Caftle,giving the Modell himſelf,and commane 
ding all choſe pleaſant Greenszto be enyironed with walls 
and Trenches, to convey the water from the ſaid R:ver, 
which whole work was finiſhed in 36 dayes : fore of 
Arullery mounted on the Walls,and divers Baths, Lodg- 
1ng&, and ſuch other Houſes builr within : the firſt Jay of 
which building,Oſmas ſickned of a Feaver with a bloudy 
Flux, Five dayes after the Calile as b:gun, newes was 
brought to the Camp, that 8 Janizaries and divers Spaog - 
lans were ſeen irangled ina Bath within the City: where- 
upon, the F4#/zaries and others came ro the Generall , 
telling him, Thar although, according to his pleaſure, e- 
very man had uſed modetty roiyards the Tauriſians , yer 
rhemſelves had firangled in a Bitch $ Janizaries and cer- 
tain Spaog lars : which injury and inſolency, in their judg- 
ment as not tobe ſuffered. Oſman was ſo moved-ihat 
commanding the Ciry t» be ſacked, he left ir wholly co 
tae plea ure of his Souldiers : Whereupon , every place 
was filled wich ſliugh.er, raviſhment, rapine,8c murder : 
M-n-Children, molt horribly defiled; younglings ſnatch- 
ed ont of their Parentsarms : Houſes burnt an deftroy- 
ed; Riches and Money carryed away, and all things rui- 
nared, Thrice were theſe miſchiefs commirted. one ex- 
ceeding another, This wo fore troubled the Perſian King, 
but the Prince much more, who reſolved to arr-mpr any 
thing to require ſo great a wrong, and commanded 500 
Horimen to preſent chemſelves even to the very (fight of 
Weir Enemizs Tents, 8 as it were to dare them Bartel:the 
T urks imagining that the Perfians were in great Bumber 
come © aſtail the Army , the ſick Gen2rall ordered Ci- 
cala Baſſa,and the Beſs of Careamit , with near 40000 
Rrre 3 o. 
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of choſe of Greece their own Forces, and ſervile people 
ro 20 to encounter the Enemy : the 5000 Perflans with 
a cunning kind of skirmiſhipg drew the T7 #rks torward 
above 8 miles z where, the Per/tar Prince with abour 
20009 of his Army couragiouſly ler npon themywirk; the 
eruclle(t Barrel chat ever was \vritten of : who, having 
done great barm, it was thought, as content, they would 
have to retired, which the Txrks to prevent, hardly preſ- 
ted upon chem hoping to put them to flight, & giverhem 
a deadly overth:ow ; but the Perſians having endured 
cheir charge, b2gan a molt deadly Barrel afreſh , wherein 
the Baſſa of Careamit bing wholly diſcomfired,fl:d back 
co the Camp with molt manifelt Tokens of the unhappy 
iflue : yer Sicals valiantly and cunningly (ill ſaltained 
their fury, labouring by all meanes to encourage his men 
and reſtore the Batte;: bur at lalt was forced allo ro fize, 
comming to the Camp without any Enſign, having lefr 
behind him 8000 of his Souldiers dead upon the ground: 
The Prince herewith encouraged, ſpeedilyſent ro Oſman, 
(whom he thought had been 1n health ) chat if he would 
tight he was reaoy how he pleaſed to accept of Battel,and 
make him know, both that eAmurath had moſt unyulily 
railed this War, and allo that ic bad bin good for himſeit 
not to haye taken the lame in hand, 

Oſman accepting this offer. ſent ont 60000 men , the 
Bazſa of ('areamit, and Sicala leading the main Batrel : 
the Bafſ2 of Natelia the leir-Wins, and the Baſsa of Ca- 
ramaxia the right-Wing, The Prince lay about 10 miles 
off from Oſman Camp : who had of Perſians, Hirea- 
nians, Parthians. and Merepatians, in all 40008, himſelf 
being inthe midit of them, The Twrks feared, leſt the 
Per hans ferching a great compaſs ſhould ſet upon their 
T-nrs and Riches: wherefore, retiring what they might,as 
if they hd given plac2, they had well-nigh brought them 
even \vichin che mark of their Artillery, which the Perſs- 
#ns p.rceiying, hardly beganco aflail their main body: in- 
co 
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tothe mid hereof, the Prirce entring,diſpached every 
man that came in his way, and bngling | out the Baſsa of 
({areamit,who iultained Oſman's placelmore off his head 
& vave it one of his followers to carry upon che op: of his 
Lince, which brought a great cerrour upon the Twrks.and 
exceeding|y-cncour:ged the Perſians : who incerming!ed 
themſelves more and more among{t them, made ot tem 
a moit confuſed and general llavorrer there cyingallo the 
Baſsa of 7 rabsz.onda,and 6 Zantacks with 20000 1 urks 
more.as Was commonly reporred : rhe Baſsa of Cara- 
maya b10g allo taken with divers orher common Soul- 
dicrs : but vis he comming on, and the Per/iar5 come 
{omewhar too nigh cothe Turkiſh Ar cillery , chey with- 
drew them\elyes back to the Kirg: Camp, 

The Fortreſs of T awris being fully finiſhed ; the Soul- 
Ciers of Greece and C oftantineple wearied r1 ſee their fel- 
lows thus (lin, and having laid up the prey and b ory 
vorren in 7 aurss, Winrer al iO comming fait on, by rheir 
cruſty friends about Oſman, who was in a de” pair of lite. re- 

reſented un:o bim the neceſl1y ot their return : and afrer 
many reverend entrex1-s (1 -pified unco him , that if he 
would needs ay , chllying our rime in chole dangerous 
places where no n224 was, they ſhould be forced to for- 

lake him, Oſman promiled to latisfe their requeſt by 
departing the next morning. So he mide Giaffor the Eu- 
nech Baſsa of Tripels, a crafty and cruel man Governor 
of the new-built Fortreis: whom, to 21courage to under» 
rake tha: chargz,he give him for 3 whole years the Office 
and Revenues of the Baſsa of Careamit lrre'y fin, Ho- 
nouring him alſo ith the Title of Baſra of rhe Cont; ſo 
that after his 3 yeares Office of Careamir. he Was to fir 
among! the Soveraign ſeats of the Baſſues of the Porta, 
The Baſra herenpon' diſpatching his Lieutenant for Care- 
amit, wirha 100 of his own follow2rs, fertled him'elf in 
che (aid Forr with 12000 Souldiers, farriſhed with ajl 
neceſlacies till the next Spring : , the General departed 
Rte the 
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the ſame morning being the 87th.day after his departure 
| from Erzirum, came to Seancazan, 7 miles from 7 auris, 
| The Twrks beinz now ready confuledly ro encamp; There 
| was heard che neighing of Hories, and noiſe of Drums 
and Trumpets : which when che whole Camp und-r- 
{1cod, rhey ran diſorderly to reſcue on that fide where 
choſe noiſes were heard : but whillt the Trks intentive- 
ly expeRed th: Enemies comming on that fide chePrince 
with 28000 Horſmen was ready upon them on the o:her 
de; and with a ſafe Convoy , had taken 18000 Camels 
and Mules well loaden with Boory and Vicuuall : which 
he (ending away with 6090 Souldiers , Himſelf, wi.h 
| 22000 Perſizns entred into the 7 wks Army, who, now 
on that fide alſo had mad a Head againſt him, In 2 mo- 
ment the Tencs avd Pavillions were turned uphde-down, 
and repleniſhed with dead Carcaſſes, and bloud , and fo 
oenerall a flaugh-er made,that the 7 wrks themielves mar- 
| velled at, and do tothis day with great admiration re- 
countzthe Valour ef rhe Perſians : bur they doubting, leſt 

| ' the enemy ſhould have cntred the Lodgings of the ſick 
Viſiter, now ar the laſt galp , He that commanded in his 
Name, ordered the Artiilery ro be forchwich anbarred 
and diſcharged, which io that medly , overthrew both 
friends and foes, & did perhaps moſt harm torh2 T wrks: 
q* For the Prince with bis followers at the noile thereof, 

| * ſpeedily retired; ſo that the 7 #rks Jefr behind, were more 
annoyed th:nrche Perſians : the Turks made (hew, as if 
they wvou'd gladlyhave overtaken them, bur night coming 
on,they ferred to proce2d any {urther, In this Batrel were 
flain 20000 Twrks, withon: any no:able lo's of the Per/s- 
ans.Oſman.cheGeneral alſo here atSancazan. died through 
the violence of an ague, & a flux of bloud, which was kepr 
ſecret from the whole Army,becauſe the Charriors where- 
in h: lay were fil k2pr cleſe, And in his nime CicalaBaſ- 
Ja foro he bad appointed, gave out commands tothe Ar- 


my;yet 3 young men,who had the charge of Oſmans)ev- 
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els &Treaſure,fleeivs to the Perſians with the belt therof, 
and the faireſt of his Horſes , diicloſed ro them the death 
of che Generall,who were thereby encouraged to attempr 
che utrer overrhrow of the Turkiſh remnant : whereupon, 
the Prince with 14000 followed the T #rks, who were re- 
moved to a certain River of (alr-water,noct far from Sax- 
cazan,where he pitched afeiv Tents about 4 or 5 miles di- 
ſtant from the Turks camp(the (aid brook running berwixt 
the 2 Armies )Now tbePrince purpoſed to aflat} the7 wrks 
in the morning, while they were loading their Carriages; 
which his del:gn was revealed ce the 7 »rks by one of his 
Spies,which they caught : wheretore, they neither roſe ſo 
early as their manner was,nor loaded their tuft , ill they 
were all ready to receive their Enemies : yer, the Perfiav 
cor (idering. they ſhould find no ocher good opportunity 
to annoy them betore next Spring, relolved to venture the 
aſlaulr ; and, obſerving th2 Enemies Artillery co be on the 
righr fide, they began co enrer on the left : burthe 7 wrks 
preſently ſo turned their Artillery againlt them, that it was 
co their grear loſs & danger, yet were they ſonimble to 
ſhroud rhemſelves und:rche Enemies Army , that being 
now come very near them, they mult nzeds joyn Barre! : 
they had purpoſed, as ſoon as they ſaw the 7 #rks beginto 
fit”, to retire ; ſo to draiv them on intoa filthy and deep 
Marſh, which being then dry,was not doubred, but onely 
by thoſe that were well acquainted therewith, or born 
thereabours : which policy Adaxut and Dam-char percel - 
ving, gave notice thereof to Cica/a, Who cauiced a great 
compaſſing-wing ts b: made, and ro charge the Perſians 
home,which they did ſo,that their fore-fronr opened with 
\ery large corners upon the Prince 3 whogby and by per- 
ceiving that his purpoſe was diſcovered, withour ſtay, be- 
eantoretir?, which could ner ſo readily be done, but that 
3000 Perſians were over-trodden and tiifled in the mire 
witch very little loſs to the Turks, This onely Battel of

to the Turks, The 
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The Prince returned to his Fachers Camp, recounting 
unto him the whole ation and the Enemies departure, 
The Turk, cameto Salma, where Oſmas's death was 
publiſhed,thencethey went:to Yan, whereſurveying their 
Army, they miſled about $5000 perſons oz more :at Van 
they were ail diimifſed, whence 5:cala gave notice to A » 
wrath of all that had happened, Farit was publiſhed 
Oſmas's death at Conftant-nople,with many ſignes of grear 
ſforrow,alſo the blouy and mortal ations that were per- 
formed in that Expeditton: the whole City leemed much 
diſcomforted, and in many places were much ſecret :ail- 
ings on the King, many curies of t. eſe ware, and of thoſe 
manifold miſchiefs; ater which, was diiperſedche great 
fme of the Fortre(s at Tawris . with all the lofſe that had 
happencd to the Ciry, & an Eadtt publiſhzd,thar through 
all che Cities of th: Empire, they ſhould make ſolemn 
Feaſts and other Tokens of joy, which was done accord- 
ingly : Word was alſo ſentto the Embaſſadours of divers 
Countries todo the like , bur they a!l anſwered, It was 
never the cultom of Embaſſadours (o to do,burt when the 
King in Perſon returned from ſuch ViRtories, 

In the mean time, they conſulted at Ya to ſend ſuc: 
cours to Teflis, Daut-chan,to deſerve ſore reward,offering 
himlelf; ro whom Cicala delivered 39000 Ecchines to be: 
conveyed tothe Fort, which he performed, and wicthour 
crouble relieved the Souldiers, for which good ſervice A- 
wrath made him Baſsa of Marar, Maxnt alſo, that gui- 
ded the Turkiſh Army to Reivar and allo ro T auris, was 
by! Amnrath made Basſ# of Aleppoya great and rich Office, 
The Zanzack, of Aman, a City of Soria, preſent in all 
chis Expedition for Tawris, reports ina Letter to Als 
Baſi4 of Aleppo, that the Turks were forced to oive their 
Camels Bisker and Rice : which failing, they gave them 
cheir Pack-ſaddles, to eat : then Weod bearen to powder, 
and ar lalt che very earth; which dearth, endured rill they 
arrived at /ax : and while the Fortreſs was building at 
352" T 487 ks, 
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Tauris » they gave their Horſes their dung in very dry 
powder, whercby there followed a grievous mortality 
of Beatis, and Men : the ({ink became 10 grear, that every 
man was fainto carry a piece of a (trong Onion unde: 
his Nolze, 

The lare-built Fort in T aur, exceedingly grieved the 
Per fians, br e\p<cially the King-and the Prince, reckoning 
It too 8reat a ſhame to ler it alore , and nor well knowing 
how to demoliſh ir, as delticure of Artillery, and alloof 
ſufficient irengeh: yer prickr on with the defire of glory 
aid neccfſicy ; they derermined even in Winter to gather 
neiv Forces, and wich Trenches to approach the Dutch, 
and try if they could advance a Coun:er-mure as high as 
their Walls : bur ro hire any Sou!diers either from Herz, 
or Gheilan, Abaſs and A met: chan denied them : and the 
T wrkomans for the death of Emer-chan, and the ſucccth- 
on of eAlisuli, were grown very contumacious : fo that, 
neirher they nor the Governours-could tell which way to 
ran, Ar lat, for the common ſaf-ry, the King ſent kind 
Letters to the Heads of thoſe Nations,and chiefly to I1a- 
homet-chay, and to Califf the Sultan, declaring the perills 
of his Stare, and Liberty of the whole Kingdom.with his 
confidence in their valour : Wherefore, forgettivg what 
Was Patlt, as nor done in ſhame or ſcorn of their Nation, 
but for lovertothe Kingdom , that they would demand 
what ſatisfaQion they defired : and that he weuld be 
ready to agreeto any juſt requeſt ; They readi)y an'wer- 
ed, They would come unto bim ro execure whatever he 
ſhould command, for the common Neceſſity or Honour 
of his Statz, Now, they had concluded amongſt them- 
ſelves, to (uffer none to fit in Emir's room but young T «+ 
w4 the Kings third ſon, in the end, to cauſe him to be 
accepted for Kino of Cabin in deſpight of the King and 
the Prirce.bcing bet to revenge the death of one only 
Emey chan, So 10000 Twrkewans, under the condnRt oi 
Mahomet, and Calife, wenc to the King, offering _ 
ei\VcsS 
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ſelves with all readineſs, The credulous King, not ſuſ- 
peQing any rebellious plot, was greatly comforted at 
their coming : and alchough by ſome S#{texs char had felr 
ſore inkling of this conipicacy, he was adviſed not ro 
commit any matter of importance te their truſt ; yer did 
be think ic long cill he had offered chem fatis*ation: pro- 
miſing them, whatever Captain they defired in th? room 
of Emer-chan, it 'tvere poſſiblezrhey ſhould have him > 
Mahemet difſemblingly anſwered, Their chief delire was 
co do him pleaſare and ervice,nor doubting bur he would 
appoint them an accep:able Chieftain, The King frankly 
declared, that to give them a pawn of his good Will, He 
had choſz young Tamas his ſon to ſucceed in Emers 
room: which voluntary and unexpeRed grant of the King 
AMahomet heating, becam2 more jocund then he was 
wont, avd ſeemed ready for whatſoever the King would 
command him; yielding allo in the ochers Name large 
promiſes of Fidelity and Obedience, ſothe thing pro- 
miſed might be performed, The Kivg again the ad- 
vice of the wiſet Sultaxs, and the Prince, ſecretly gave 
Tama intotbe hands of Mabomer as chief of all the 
Turkomans : who, in a colour with his followers luſtily 
began With Trenches and Rampiers co approach the Fort, 
veither was there any great time ſpenc therein : ſs that 
there wanted but lictle more labour, to begin the defired 
aſlaulr ; bur che Traitor Mahomet-Chan with the 7 wrke- 
*24n1,8 the childT awasunexpeRedly & ſuddenly depar- 
r2d in the nighthlently removing from the beſieged walls, 
and went on towards Casbin, terming 7 ama: the Kinz 
of Perfie, andabufing ard mocking the old King and 
Prince. By which ſo ſudden and dangerous a Rebellion, 
chey an1 all good men exceedingly grieved in the huge 
waves of contrary thoughts ; whether ro Abandon that 
important ſiege. or to luffer (6 pernitious a Rebellion 
£0 20 forivird, The Prince at laſt reſolved, to ſuppreſle 
char Reb2llion as moſt dangerous ro the State; and ſo 
with relye chonfand Souldiers, anda part of the Kings

lifleka, a dayes- journey on this fide C abin » and joyn» 
ing Bartel with chem ; wherein, many bing forry for 
what chey had done, would not draw their {words a. 
gainit the Prince ; many allo fled for fear, 10 that (he 
calily obraininga Victory) Mahbemet-chan Was taken, 
and by the Princes command , preſently beheaded : fo 
was allo (life and divers other Captains : and young 
Tamas he ſentto the Caltle of Cahaza; 5000 of thele 
Turkomans that fled , went and yieided themſelves ro 
Solyman , Baſſa of Babylon: and his rightfull ſucceſſion, 
who afterward repenting,ſought to return into their kings 
favour}, but in vainz fo, that they didat onceloſe there 
Country, Liberty, Honour, and the favour both of friends 
and foes, The Princeaſter this Vi&tory, went to (bin, 
labouring to gather the diſperſed Twrkowans , chiefly 
thoſe that would nor bear Armes in ſo urjuſt anaRion z 
intending afterwards to attend the Conquelt of the Forr 
of Tanry, Thus ended this dangerous rebeilionzthe chiet 
cauſe that Tawris was not recovered out of the Turks 

hands,ro the great weakening of the Perſian Kinzdom, 
Noivv Giaffor, Governour of the Catile, fearing , leſt 
the Prince would with a greater Army return to the 
Siege, and waxing weaker and weaker, many of his 
men ſecretly fleeing from him , beſides thoſe that dyed 
with ficknefſe,and others flain in adventuring abroad roo 
bold for ViRuals, ſignified to Cicalaat Yarn; thatif the 
Prince (hovuld return ag1in, he ſhould b2 forced to yield 
the Fort: Wherefore, as he tendered the Honour of 
his S#/taz, he ſhonld be carefull co {end bim (uccour x 
adding, it was now moſt eaſy tro be done, becauſe there 
was none bur a few Forces in thoſe Quarters, which lay 
with the King twelve miles off from Tawris, Ciculs 
With three chouſand Harquebuſiers, and good Rlore of 
munition, ſer forward towards 7 amis : Whereot the 
King bzipg advertiſed, ſent out ſpies £o learn which my 
they 
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they held, meaning to ſer upon chem, bur chey,near Sat* 
mas, Were apprehended by the fore-runners of Cical 
and chrough torture revealed at laſt, rhat cheir King was 
on his way towards Santazaxg : Wherear, C icala was 
greatly altonied, both for the darger of his Forces and 
Muni:1on ; as alſo for that by any loſs which his Troops 
fhould ſukain, the Ciry of Yay, the beſt Froncier-Town 
ia all thoſe Countries muſt needs be in hazard, be having 
let 11 it bur a very few Souldiers : Whereupon, be with- 
grew himielfback ro Yan, Bur the preparations of the 
Prince ivere {o lorg and troubleiom , that the T#rks new 
Generall had time enoueh to go with a (iron; Army wmro 
thoſe Quarters, and preſerved all that which che only Ex- 
pedirion & celericy of the Per fans. might bave put in great 
hazard, In the mein cune, Amwrath, was much troubled 
in his choyce of a new General, Oſman, having by 
will left Cine Cicala to be his Succeſlor, a man of ap- 
proved valour, andthe davger he had run through, with 
bis great favours in the Court, not a liccle erclined the 
King co his Eleftion; but he heard of a publick ra- 
mour, that the Souldiers could not endure to be com- 
manded b; {© young a Captain ; and, that ſome ſhould 
fay, they woald net obey him, Ferat Baſ:a allo now 
very ambitiouſly ſouzhr again this Honour, having late- 
ly performed ſome good iervice to the Kings good like» 
i0g ; ſo becauſe he was in good tim? to provid- for his 
affairs, he cho'e Ferar Bafsa, granting him Authority 
co manage at his pleaſure ſuch aftairs of che Empire as 
concerned his Journy: Whereupon,Precepts were ſenc 
Our tO all Baſſaes and Governours of Ciries,thar all their 
Souldiers wich their Taxes, Tents, Artificers, and all their 
neceſflary proviſion upon the firlt warning to be ſen them 
rhe next Spring, in Ser:4. Beſides all the Revenue of chat 
Country for the yearly pay of Souldiersin Ryivan, Erzi- 
rum, Lori, Tomanis,Teflis and Chars,with the revenue of 
Tripoli, amounting to 609900 Duckats ; there was taken 
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up of private Merchants of Aleppo only 6 0060 Cecchiner, 
co be re-paid with che firkt mony received from the Kings 
Cuilom-Houwies , a matter that moved an extraordinary 
orudging among the people : who, beſides ſo many grie- 
vances lai! upon chem,(hould alſo lend their mony with 
out hope of reltirution ; yea, and every man did much 
wonder, how they wereſoill adviled, ro make known to 
Chrititian Princes what want of money they bad, The 
and did ſ@ 
work, that Maxut- chan \vas granted to be the Guide of 
his Army, as be had bin of Oſmar's : and that Cicala,Baſe 
[a of Van, \carce his good friend, was ſent out of his way 
as Baſſato Babylon, $9 all things being in readineſs, he 
deparced from Conftantinople in April,1 586, comingto 
$:1vas \omewhat later then he ſhould, partly through che 
plague,which then raged in Conſtantinoplezand partly by o- 
ther occaſions at Sras ; He (tayed 'o long tor the coming 
rogerher of his Army, ard in muttring men, and indeed 


* by the exceeding dearth at Erzirmm, that it was the latter 


end of July before he departed thence ; which dearth was 
alſo lo greatin Aleppo, that a Venice Buſhell of Whear 
was fold for 12 Cecchines, 

Ferat ready to depart from Sivas. was advertiſed from 


- Giaffa from Tanrs, that the Perſian Prince was hourly 


expected with a great Army, greatiydoubring , if he cid 
foreſlorv co ſend ſuccours, and give the Prince time to af- 
ſaulrt the Caſtle. how he could hold the ſame ; wvhereupon, 
Ferat ſo haſted his journy,tha: about the beginning of Ax- 
£#uft he was at Erzirum,an+i hearing more & more of th! 
Princes comivg,hafted ro Va»: whenc2, colle&ing all his 
ſouldters,& ſurveying his Army a-new,he departed, & be- 
Ing come into the large Champains to prove thcir readi- 
nels, he marſhalled chem, as if he hou'd forthwith joyn 
Bacrel, and ſo marched on, Ferat alway feared ſomeſud- 
den aſſaulc of the Perſians ; which the conſtant report of 
the P.inces coming t@ Taxry much encreaſed; yer be 
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repoſed much confidence in the conſpiracy, now plotted 
againſt the Princes life, with the privity of eAl:cnl: , the 
ProreRor. of Heri, who under colonr of aſhiting the 
Prince, had concluded with himſelf , and promiled e1- 
bas, having 2iven notice thereof alſo ro Ferat , ro rid 
Prince Hamſey of his life ; or, at leaſt, in the variable 
chanc-s of Barrel, at ſome crime or other,to make him fall 
into Ferats hands, and fo ſert'e his Lord Abas in his E- 
flate: hereupon, Ferae more confidently ciipoſed his 
delignmerrts.and tomewhar leſle feared the great prepara- 
rions of Perſia : which preparations in truth, were by 
molt wicked d:vices and con(piracies, turned from the 
end wheretothe Prince had appointed them : and fince 
Rebellion and Diſcord have for the utter undoipg'of the 
glory of Perſia, alivayes favoured the Turks Army , its no 
marvel, that our Writers cannot chuſe but write of the 
undoubred ViRories of the Turks, and the bare ſhadows 
of the Perſian exploics, which yer many Chriliians vainly 
believe, becauſe they molt earneſtly defire them to be 
true, although they do ſee the contrary manitelt, 

The Perſian Prince, abour the lar-er end of July,arrived 
at 7 airs with molt of his Army, where he, contrary t9 
all mens opinion, fayed nor; the cau is uncertain; bur 
hearing that Zinel Baſſa of Salmas, who of a Perſian, be- 
came a 7wrk,, and had done great harm, encamped be- 
fore the City, he with 12000 Souldiers, road to Salmas, 
and gave him the affault, who with the Souldiers, fled 
preſencly, and fell before the Perſians, (o that Zixell him- 
ſelf, with a fzw others, had much adoe to eſcape, leaving 
bits City unco the angry Enemy, who ſacked and ſpoiled 
1:,eXercifn; all ſuch cruelcies.as partly the defire of Soul- 
diers uſe to do, and partly ſuch as the Turks ſhewed unto 
chem, in ſacking of 7 «ures the laſt year : the like ſpoi!s 
did they in all thoſe Quarters, and perhaps had returned 
to 7 aur, but that l6.ne (pies advertiz.:d chem, that the 
Bf of Reivas, with 15co Harquebuhers , had com- 
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mirted rhe like oucrages cthereabours, wher-with be greats 
ly moved immediately marched cowards Rievan, and in- 
countred the Bafla, nor far from the City, who dilcover- 
ins the Enemy afar off, diſorderly retired inco his Fort 
with ſuch ſpeed, that he lefr moſt ot his Souldiers to the 
Prince's fury, who flew them all, and did vzhat harm pol- 
ſibly he could all chereabours, | 
Ar the ſame time, Manrogl: rhe valiant Drujian, in 
revenge of the irjuries done him and his people, by E- 
brain Baſa, and to recompence himſelf cf all thoſe 
bribes and preſents, which he wrung from him, had wa- 
ſed an1 lacked all che Territory of Ebner Manſor, and of 
his other Enemies, who had yielded cheir obedience ro 
the Turks wichout ler, doing exceeding harm, by ſudden 
inroads, even very near unto Balbeck and T r1ipolis, (o that 
eAmnrath was glad ro diipatch away Al: Baſſa, withche. 
Tit'e of Baſſa of Damaſco, to multer freſh Souidiers, and 
artend the utter ſubverizon of Mareg!: ; bur comirs thi- 
ther, he found all quiet again; (o that his preſence was 
for a peace-making amone({t them rather then for proſe, 
curing avy furcher Warre;which, for wart of money,and 
exceeding ſcarcity of ViAual!s , was then moſt neceſſary 
for che Turks to be avoided, | 
Now the Perfian Prince , retired toward his Fathers 
Camp, where the reſt of his Army was arrived , beirg a+ 
bour 40coo, of whom he dilpatch:d away $000 Soulci- 
ers of Herz, under the conduR of traiterous Alicul;, and 
partalſo of the 7 wrkomans. under Emangui: Chan , with 
ipecial charge, that they ſhould, in places of moſt advan- 
tag2, meetthe Enemy, and do him what milchief rhey 
could, thinking hereby to weaken hiz forces , and ſo ac 
their arrival at Tar, wich all his power utterly ro de» 
ſtroy them, Both theſe Caprains made (hw of all afteRi- 
onto accompliſh his Command, but Aliens, after their 
departure,a!ledged many forced reaſ@ns,why they ſhould 
fyrceale from meering che Twrks; and Emarguls, as yet ig-

pOrant ot the treachery of Alics/;,was miſ-lead by him al- 
{o: by which negligence, Ferat rook leiſure , wichour 
apy bindrance at all, to arrive at T awrss, ard put ſuccours 
1:to the Fort : at 1 hichrtime, the Prince had gor knows- 
ledge of rhe creacaery of Alical;, and of the dctigns con- 
trived by many Sw/rans, for betraying him alive into the 
hands of Ferat ; ſo that he quite abandoned this noble 
Enterprize, as not daring cruit himlelf ro perform his 
derzrmined Battels, and imployed all his indy for the 
lafeg1rd of his own perſon , who purſued Atlients and his 
compliccs , as Reb-ls an4 Traicors; and Abas Airize of 
Heri was diſcovered for a contriver of his Brother's 
death, whzreby the common mitlchiefs were increaſed 
morethen ever, and yiclded greater hopes tothe T wrks 
then they ever had inall ihele Warres, 

Ferat having thus relieved the Fort, returned towards 
Er=:rum, having ficlt ereRed a Ferre at Curchive-T aur, 
near to 7 anris, and two others at Coy and Cum, leaving 
in them all convenient Garr1ions, with all things neceſſa- 
ry : heſent alſo ſuccours to Teflis , which they had long 
expected, and noi moſt joytuliy received ; bur the Per- 
fian Prince baving hunted e Aliculiout of the Quarters of 
Tauris, thought he was now delivered from the great 
tear of his lite : wherefore he joucrnied 1n halte rowards 
Genge, where having colleKed a good number of Souldt- 
ers, he determined to remove to intercept the Succours, 
thar were to be brovghcto Tefiis, He had alwayes found 
Emanguli to be both faithful and wiſe,putting confidence 
io him for performing any enterpriſe, and communicated 
unto him all his devices : wherefore he joyned wich him, 
and lodging in his Ciry, he layed there to ſet in order,and 
diſpoſe of his aforeſaid dehgnment ; which when he was 
evenat the farcheſt co put in execurion, and leaſt of all 
feared any treachery, he was (uddenly in the night, as he 
fl2pt upon a Paller,ftruck by an Eunuch of his thar atten- 
dd on him; and ſoche molt b:jghr luſtre that ever _ 
ne 
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ned in Perſia, was extinguiſhed: {ome think that his B-0+ 
ther Aba of Hers, had now by money and gitts, induced 
the Eunnch thereunto ; others deemed ir nor to be done 
withour his Fathers privity, as moſt defirous to preter A- 
bas Miriz co the Kingdom : divers others do diverſly 
reaſon of che matter , wherefore we leave the certainty 
thereof with che further proceis of che Perfian State, to 
the farcher diſcovery of cime. 

For all the League berwixt the Emperor Redoiph the” 
ſecond, and cAmwurath; many ſharp skirmiſhes, or tell 
out berwixc the Chriftians and Torks upon their fronti- 
ers, ef oy in Hangary,Croatia and Srer:ia, And in De-+ 
cember 1586, the Turks makiog an inroad into the bor- 
ders of Croatia, receiv. d a notable overthrow by the 
Chriſtians, though much fewer: where, amongſt others, 
the Baſla of Beſns. (with bis Brother, reporred to bave 
been the Sonnes of Auhawet the great Viſier by eAmu- 
raths Sifter) was ſlain, whoſe head with certain priſorers, 
was ſent to Vienna, to Erneftae, arch-Duke of cAuftria: 
che Emperours Brother, «Amarath , divers years after, 
did no great matter werch remembrance, contenred, ic 
ſeemes, wich what he had already gor from the Per/ians; 
and holding his League inſome reaſonable fort with the 
Chriitians: yet many a bloody broil, rending ar lalt e- 
yen to the breach of the League, paſſed betwix:t chem, 


! which we will briefly ſec down, 


In February t587, the Chriſtians provoked by the 
Turks ontrages, ſurprized the Caſtle of Coppan in Hunga- 
ry, not farre from the Lake of Babylon, then frozen; in 
wnich there was three Sanzacks, and about 1000 Turks, 
of whom 190 of the b:trerſorc, with 70 Women , be« 
fd:s ſome of the meaner {ort, fell into their hands, 
the reſt ſaving rhemſel ves by flight, or creeping into cor- 
ners, 100 ſerviceable Horſes were taken alſo, and a booty 
reckoned worth 40000 Dnckats, Ali Sanzack,of Coppan 
was take! , and afteryards preſented to che Emperour 2 
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another was ſmoorhercd in a vaultziianding in his defence: 
LNerhird eſcaped by flight ; bur was the lame year taken, 
With givers ocheis, For Azg, the 8:h following, four 
Tuckiſh Commanders in Hangary. the B:fla of Zrger the 
Sanzachs of Mohas, and Quingque Eccleſie, and the new 
S4nzack of Coppan, with 5 000 Souldizers, brake: into the 
Chriitian Borders, diitroying 17 Viilages about Limbath, 
and carrying away all the Countrey people, with the 
jpoyl therete; wherefore George Serinus, Sonne to that 
malt valianc Serizxs (lain at Ziget z Governour 'of Cha- 
ng, [pze.iily raiied ſuch forces as he conid out of his 
terricory, and calliag unto his Ayd, the Coun: Nadaſey, 
th: Lord Bathian, an2 ſome ochers char had the chargeo f 
thoſe f:ontiers;took th: (trait paſſazes.whereby the 7 wrks 
malt needs return amorglt the Marſhes, who being in 
rhe break of day hardiy charged by them about a mile 
{tom Chanina, were at lenz:;b put to flight with luch a 
fl:aghcer, chat many yielded up rheir Scimirars, crying 
tor mercy ; others fled back into the Woods, and many 
running inco the Marſkes periſheJ, or fuck f:lt ip the 
dep mud, crying for mercy and help of their Enemies : 
the Sanzrch of Quingue Eccleſie, Son to Haly Baſſa;(lain 
in the Bartel of Lepanto, was taken : the Sanzack of Ao- 
has tuck faft with his Horle in the Marth; and being ſhor 
chrough the head, dyed: the Baſſa of Ziger, with che 
ney Senzack of Coppan, (ecing all loſt,Aledaway betimes; 
bu: he of Coppan, was next night after, taken with otners 
wandring inthe Woods : the Bafſla of Zrget, with great 
hunger and grief, came on foot ſeven dayes after to Bre- 
ſanſa; 1300 Turks were taker , of whom many died of 
wounds; abour 2000 yyere ſlain, and periſhed in the 
Marſhes and Woods, above 1500 Hotſes beirg taken, all 
che Prey with their Caprtives, was again recovered: there 
was but 1500 Foot, and 500 Horſe that performed this 
ſervice; elcven being ſ11in, but moſt of rhem wounded: 
400 heads of the flain Twrks, were carried for a (hew to 
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| Canifia with 59 priloners : the Chriſtians and Coun- 


trey pzople hunting atter the 7 wrks, fledinto che Woods, 
found a great number; divers allo teeing no meanes to e* 
ſcape, came forth and yielded themielves, 

eAmurath heceupon, commanded Ali Baſſa of Buda, 
to be (trangled, tor thar he had broken the Leagne, 10 nor 
reltraining the inſolency of his Sanzacks, and placed S:- 
nan Baſſa in his fiead, whom he had now again by the r2- 
quelt of his Wife, received inc9 favour, About this time 
allo, S1giſmwund the Kirg ot Swedens Sonne, choſen King 
of Poland, even in the beginning of his Reign, \rote to 
LA murath, to renew the League which his Predeceflors 
bad before made with the Turkiſh Sulrans : unto which 
his Requeſt and Ler-ers, Amwrath, not long after, recurn* 
ed an'wer, that he rook ir well that he had ſent his Em- 
baſſ:dor, witu Lerrers to his Court, who had requeſted in 
his 2me, taat no invalion ſhould be made in his behal!t, 
in tne borders of the Kingdom of Po/and, or apy harm 
there done berween that time , and the corfirmationof 
the League:wheretore as it bz\cemed him,rhat nothing be 
on his part don-,cither much or litt'ey againſt che League: 
ſo ſhou d itbe on his pare, mcſt i: violacely,obſerved : ro 
which end, his Lerrers were direSedto [sb.an Geras , the 
T artar Prince,\traighily commanding him not to make or 
ſufer any incurfion ro be made, into the Borders of Po- 
land, telling Sigiſmund, that it was on his part requiſire 
not to forge: oft romntimate to his Court , ſuch occur- 
rents and newes, as ſhould happen in thoſe pres, which 
ſhould be unco him a ligne of his lincere [ove and fri-nde 
ſhip. 

Sigi/murd, according to his pramiſe , being crowned 
at Cr acovie, (ent Dziourſins his Embaſſador to Amwrath, 
for confirming of th:League;which he ſo firmly kepr.rhar 
he could never by the intreaty of the Fmperour ot others, 
be drawn into the fellowſhip of chat long, Warre, wh ch 
ne and a feyy other Princes, his confecieraces hardly maine 
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rained againſt «Amnurath, while he liv2d; and alſo againſt 
Alahomet his Sonne : the year following 1588, Ferar 
rook the City ot! Genge, being for fear quite forſaken by 
the Inhabirancs ; who yer upon his faith given for their 
ſatery » returned again, yielding to pay the 7 wrks 5000 
Duckats, y:arly tribuce ; but going further into the Ene- 
mics Countrey , and having part of his Army cut off by 
the way be was by h1s Souldiers ill-intreated , wounded, 
and forced to renre, 

Cicala al\o paſſing over Exphrates, had bloudy skir- 
miſhes with the Perſians, ſometime having the berrer, 
ſomerime the worle, till ,Amnrath himſelf, as weary as 
his people, of that long and chargeable Warre , and the 
Perſian King, inclining alioto the peace, by Sinan Baſſas 
perlivading, was intreated co hearken thereunto, borh tor 
new troebles then ariling in other places ; as allo forthe 
g-eit Famine and Plaguechen in (onſtantineple, 

Sinan alſo wiſely told him , be conld not confirm his 
new Conquelis in Perfia, without peace: wherefore , 
Embaſſadors paſſirg to and fro, a peace was at length 
concluded on berwixt theſe two Adahometans : the 7 wrks 
fill ro keep Taxris  Genge, Sirvan,and Chars, with all 
the profits thereof, ro maintain his Garriſons and Timart 
ots th:rez whereof, although ir was thought, new ſtirs 
would loop ariſe, yer the League was on both ſides for 10 
years (pace, orderly confirmed; for the more affurance of 
which, one of the Perſian King's Sonnes or Ne- 
phews, was given in Hoſtage to eAmurath, as he re- 
quired, 

Shortly after, there was a great ſedition , at Conſtant;- 
ople by the Court-Souldiers, who, returning out of Per- 


fa. iniolen:ly demanded their pay : wherefore Amurath | 


conſented to iphauncethe value of rhe Coyn, anda new 
kind of Subſidy, impoſed upon all without exception,who 
Ranoing upon their old Liber:ies, refuſed to pay 1, 
chiefly the Souldters of che Court ; wherefore the Aga 
of 
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ofthe Zanizaries, was commanded ro appeaſe them, and 
*3 periwade them to pay, and was jn danger to be flatn in 
the atrempr : yer for prevailing no more wich them , he 
was thruſt ont of his Office , and another placed In his 
room , that ſhould have married ,Amuraths Daughter, 
whom for all chat they wonld nor accept of, but chrew 


ones at him, and threatned co kill him. Next night, a 
oreat fire aroſe in the Cicy : roquench which, the 7azi- 
z4ries were commanded to hip, which they both retg- 
ſed to do, and kepr back others that brought water,to that 
end; and with che orher Court Souldiers, did what they 
might, ro make i- burn faſter: the fire conſumed feven 
Temples, 2 5 great Inns, 1500 Hontes, with many Shops 
an) Ware-houtes, Comm»niment was given to a Beg- 
lerbegge of Greece and Paſſi a Jew, the firit Aurhours of 
this new Impohition, either co gather the ſaid Tribute, or 
by ſome other meanes, to conrenr the Souldiers , bur the 
Prieſts publickly perlwaded the p:ople from paying of 
this new Tribute, or any orher ſuch like: whereupon, 
che Temples were ſhur up by the Prieſts Prayers, for che 
S#ltens health intermitced , the Baſſes Houſes afſaulred, 
and all rae City in a new buriiburly ; fo that Amurath 
was glad to pas the Souldiers onc of his own Treaſuryzto 
revoke his Mandates for th: new [ribute,and to deliver 
the Beglerbegge and the Few, to the will of the Janiza- 
ries, ho dre them up and down at Horſes Tails, then 
cur off their Heads, roffing them from one to another, 
like Tennice-Balls, 

Abour the latter end of September , Sinan Baſſa of 
Baaa, by the help of other Sanzacks.rrifing 11000 Soul- 
diers to ipotl all che upper part of Hurgary, ſummo- 
ned the Caſtle of Putneck , Ofob:r rhe Grh ; bu: they 
beinz better provided, and more reſolnte then he ſup- 
poſed, he departed thence; and paſſiog the River Schayo. 
cam? to $izo, a {mall Town, which after ſoar battery, 
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h: cook burning ico the ground : Keſſel the while, Ce- 
nerall in tha: part of H«»gary, came upon him, and after 
hard fight, pur him co the worlt, having ſlain about 3500 
Turks, befides 300 drowned iv the faid River, 

Shorcly afcer, the Chriilians breaking into the Twrks 
Frontiers , took the Caliles of Blaveniten Geftesr, with 
ſome other (mall Forts thereabours, Sinan having a- 
v11ntt che League, and without {mwrath's Command, 
1o unfortunately attempted Ware, was in t 589, ſent for 
with great diſpleaſure co Coxffantinople,and Ferat Baſſa of 
Boſna placed in his room at Buda, 
 «Amnrath, not ignorant of the ill ſucceſs of the in- 
vincible Armado(1s it was termed)»f Philip of Spain,ſer 
torch to invade England 1n 15388, and of the purpoſe of 
Qu2zen E/izabeth, ro trouble bis rich Trade , eſpecially 
inco the FeFF- Indies; and for relief of Don Antenio , by 
him driven our of Portugal; wrote unto het abour this 
time, confirming thoſe and ſuch like matters, as had been 
moved by her Agent, telling h2r, rhar fince he had for 
many years paſt, made Warres in Perſia, wicha full in- 
rent vtterly to ſubdue the Kingdom of that accuried Pers 
ſtan Hererick, an nov was upon point of latisfying of 
his deſt'e, that once done, proviſion ſhov!d be made for 
all chings ſhe had defired of bim,who by her Orator,had 
req'elted Eim, at che fiſt of the pext Spring, to ſend our 
his imperiall Fjeet againſt th: Kipg of Spain, exhorting 
her1p the mean time; to b2alwayes vigilant; and accor- 
din2 to the coprentions betyvix: them , to be favourable 
ro his friends, and an enemy to his foes ; and togireno- 
rice ro k1s Court, of all new Warres ivhich ſhe ſhould 
hear of, concerning the ſaid King, for behoof of her ſelf 
and him, So commending her Embaſſador, for his good 
and faichful ſervice there done, who having left Bardex 
his D-pury, was r-turning towards Exglaxd, that he , or 
lome ocher p;incipal Embaſſ:dor, ſhou!d wichour delay, 
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7 beſentto his Courr, to continue the Office of Legation.

Y -t for all theſe fair ſhewes, it may leem by the tare of 
the Turkiſh affaices ar choſe times , and what hath ſince 
enſued, that Ammrath, glad of the ciſcord of thoſe two 
oreat Princes, and not well yer aſſured of his Conqueſt 
in Perſia, had no great minde to invade Span, as too farre 
oft, and not to be ſo eafily managed at Sea, as the Warres 
he ſhortly after waged again Rydo/ph the Emperou: 
by Land, 

" them this time alſo» the Coſſacks making an iproad 
upon the Twrks and T arters , ſurprized Koeflaw , a Port- 
Town, where they ſpoyled many rich Ware-Houſes of 
T #rkiſh Merchants; and rifling ſome Ships in Harbour, 
burnc the ceſt, with great baory returning to their lurking 
places: wherewith the Tartars provoked,and ſer on by t"e 
Turks, forty thouſand of chem brake into Pedolia, and 
the Provinces near Poland, burning the Countrey before 
chem, ſlaying the poor people without mercy ; and be- 
fides ſpoyl, carri-d away many thouſands Captive : yer 
moſt of then, the Poloniaz reſcued wich the notable 
\ughter of his Enemy in bis rcecurn: whereupon , ic 
was thought, open Warres would have b:oke our be- 
ewixt the Twrk and King Sigiſmand, had not he by his 
Embaſſdors, and the Queen of Eng/ands mediation, ap+ 
pealſed the apgry 7 #rk,, and renewed his Le:gue, 


Ammurath, now at peace with the Wor'd, ard fitting 
idle at home, was periwaded by his Baſlacs, corake ſome 
new Warre in hand; for that great Empires, they ſaid, 
could not wirhonr che continuall uſe of Arms, long 
and, as appeared by the Roman State : which whileſt i: 
was at Watres with Carthage, or their great Caprains, oc- 
cupted in Arms againſt Neighbour-Princes, (ll remain» 


, ed trinmphant , but giving it ſelf roca'e and pleaſure, 


and the Marciall-men not iwployed as they were wont, 
IC 
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ic ſoon, by civill diſcord, fell ; and the Miſtris of the 
World becam ic ſelf a prey, even to the balclt Nations: 
which old Cats foreieeing, cryed ont in the Senate, that 
che Souldiers were to be (till buked in Arms fatrre from 
home ; for in {o doing, the glory of the State ſhould 1n- 
creaſe: whereto, Amzrath's P:ogenicars, having reſpeR, 
prepounded nor peace as the end of their Warres, as do 
other weak Princes ; bur as invincible Conquerors, fill 
made one Victory the beginning of another, &c, which, 
and che like reaſons, they alleag2d not ſo much , for love 
of their Prince, or zeal ro the State, as their own particu» 
lar profit, eſp2cially che two old Baſſzes, Sinan and Ferat, 
the envious compzticors of each others honour : theſe 
perſivafions well pleaſed Amurarh, who though he were 
no Souldier himſelf, yet was he defirous of new Con- 
queſts; and to increaſe his name, accounting it no lefſe 
honeur by his Servants, to perform great things, then it 
wasto his Anceftots to do that they did in p:rſon; bur 
Amurath could not ar firſt, rell what to reſolve upon,for 
the great Baſſaes, concerning the intended Warre , were 
of eight ſundry Opinions : The fir was, that the Wars 
againlt the Perſians (hould be renewed: The ſecond, tor 
che invading the King of Aforoccoand Fez : The third, 
for Warre againlt the King of Sp4;» : The fourth, for the 
befieging again of Mal/ts: The fifth, to ſer upon the Ve- 
wetians : The ſixth, for invading ſome part of Italy : The 
ſeventh , for the King of Poland : The eighth, for Warre 
upon the Emperour and Kingdom of Hungary : with all 
which aforeſaid Princes, (exczpr the Spaniard ) rhough

Bat the Reaſons for the eighth Opinion of making 
Warre upon the Chriitian Emperour , whom the Turks 
call King ot Vienna,were,for that Vſcheces were grown io 
inlolent, as to make prize of the T »rks , both by Sea and 
Land ; ſo tharzfor both the harms tbey did , and for the 
honour of the Orhowan Empire, they were to longer ro 


| be ſuffered ; for hereby , eſpecially rhe Merchants great 
' hindrance, and the Ss/raxs great lofle, had removed their 


Mart from Narenta, in the T #rks Dominion to Spalate, a 
Town of the Yeretians; and yer were nor ſo lecure,thouzh 
there ere peace berivixt the Emperour and Venetians: 
becauſe thele unruly men treubled all, both by S-a and 
Land, with their robberies, driving away Cartel , born- 
ing Villages, and caking aivay babes our of their Mothers 
Arms; {othat it was no doubr, bur if occafion ſhould 
ſervegthey would atrempt roſurpriſe with all their power, 
the T#rks firong Holds upon the Frontiers; nor was it 
unknown , how little the Emperour efteemed the Turk, 
when he warred with the Perſian paying T:ibure too lare, 
at his pleaſure : neither was chis Warreto be deemed dif- 
ficult or doub:ful , becauſe they might attempt it by 
(roatia, Hnngary,and Axſiria,Countries abounding with 
all neceſlaries, they being alſo to rravel almoit all che 
way in the Tarks own Territories; beſides the chief for- 
treſles of Hwngayy , with many other ſtrong places rhey 
already held, whither their Armies in all cates, might re- 
tire, Or repair their loſſes our of the ſame. They laid, 
the Reman Empire defired peace more then War,that the 
Princes were very careful to herp up, and preſerve their

ove the Emperour ayd: che Polontan and Tranfluanian, 
lived no.v in peace wich the 7T»rk,, and therefore would 
by no meanes, rurn the heat of this Warre into the r own 
boſoms, &'c, And thovgh the King of Spain might at- 
ford the Houſe of Azfria great ayd, yer he was now too 
much buſted elſewhere, and che Biſhop of Rowe could 
not be ready in all places to ſerve his turn: the Ttalian 
Princes would not ſpend themſelves, to pleaſure another 
man; andthe Fexetians would not raſhly ſtir up the Twrks 
againſt themſelves, but rather areaſe expeR the effe& of 
the Watrre, 

All choſe Opinions of the great Baſlaes concerning the 
Warre, proceed2d not ſo much from any ſound advice, 
as commonly they do ; bur rather from a certain barba- 
rous inſolency and contemper of others, 

cAmurath Rood long in doubt in ſuch diverficies of 
Opinions, what to reſolve upon ; but conrenting him- 
ſelf wich whar he had already done in Per/ia, baving as he 
boalted, by his Servants there performed more than his 
Predeceſſors could do in perſon: wherefore he reſolyed 
to turn bis forces againlt che Chriſtian Emperour; for 
firlt,ic grieved him to (ee che honour of the Houſe of Au- 
fr1a, and that he durſt make head againſt him ; beſides, 
ic would be farce lefle difficult, ro make Warre upon a 
Countrey lo near him, then upon Perſia, where his Ar- 
mies ere ill ro be led chrovugh his own Countries, 
whence they were to be at all times plentifully re- 
liered, 

Sinan confirming him alſo in this Opinion , who ha- 
ving vainly periwaded him to Warre againſt the Feneti- 
ans, now farthered this, boping thereby, to recover 
his credit, impaired by the little he did in Perſia; as al-

After long delay, Erneft the Arch-Duke , eAnguiF

tia , to defend the Fortrefſes againſt che fnrious E- 
nemy. 

September the 18th, the Turks on a ſudden , by night, 
aſl1uiced 7occay Caſtle in upper Hungary, hoping to 1ur- 
priz2 it, bu: finding it a more difficuic matcer then they 
1magin-d, they departed , attempting the lefler Comara, 
which Randing in a Marſh-ground, was eafily defended: 
chen alſo the Biſſa of Buda, entred the Chriftiavs Front» 
ers ; bur upon viewing the (trong Holds thereof, finding 
mug for his purpoſe, he returned without doing any 
thing, 

Sem, 26, Haſſan encamping berwixt the Rivers of 
Kulp and Savws, by night piſſed over part of his Army 
inco 7 wrepolss; with fire and (word, (poiling all that fer- 
tile I11nd, the Lord of Be#np labouring in vain to defend 
che ſame, 

Abont th end of this monerh, the Baſſa of Ziget , the 
Sanzacks of Mohas, Koppan, and Quingue Eccleſia, and 
others, encamped with a firong Army berwixt Ziget and 
Rodeffo : non after which, the Emperour had newes that 
Kainja.a Ciry of Stiria, was hardly beſi:ged; and that 
the Twrks in coming thither, had raken many Caprtives, 
whom they had ſent to be ſold at Conſtantinople, and that 
their Army were abouc one hundred and fixty thou- 
ſand; buc (ince th: Chriftian Army , increaſing allo, 
was now grown to {:x-y thouſand M:n, he hoped well, 
that their Enzmies rage would be Qayed : abour which 
rime, Erxzeft, appoin ed Generall with the Marqueſſz 
ſonne ro Ferdinand, the arch-Duk: his Lieytenant 
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fxth Emperonr of the Turks; - 
About the beginning of Ofeber , che Emperour bad 


* ſad news,of 7 000men (ſain, whom he had lent into Croa- 


ti4, under the conduR of Beaxe, and 2 others, ro hipder 
.the Twrks proceeding,encamping between #/yhitz and C4- 
rolfFat : and, having Seprems, the 12th, diicovered trom 
a mountain ſome Turkiſh Companies , come thither to 
view the Army of the Chriſtians ; (ent our 59 Horimen 
to diſcoier where the Twrks Army lay, with its attempts: 
who, finding no more Twrks then thoſe before-{een from 
the Mountains, rerurned with ſuch Intelligence 3 where- 
upon, the Chrittians as ſecure in their Tents, kept bur 
negligent Warch, Bur a hundred thouſandT #rks ſuddenly 
brake inco their Trenches ; where, choſe Footmen for 
4 hours main:ained a notable fight, many being ſlain on 
both ſides : bur the Chriſtians, beſet and opp-efſed with 
mulcicude; were {lain almoſt all: yer the Captains ſpeedi- 
ly fled, for which their cowardize' and negligence , they 
were afterwards beheaded. Such as fell alive into the E- 
pemies hands were cut in pieces, The Enemy alſo had 
che ſpoil of che Tents : wherein, befides abundance of 0+ 
ther chings found, 60000 Dollars lately brought from 
Louitz for the Souldiers pay. The Twrks in oftentation, 
laded 14 Waggons with the Heads of the ſlain, which 
they ſent ro divers of their places theteabouts , yet the 
Chriſtians flew of cheir Enemies above 12000, 

The night following, the T#rks in the dead of the nig he 
ſurprized che Cattle of St. George ; putting tothe ſ1ord 


:zall therein, of any Age or Sexe, except 150, whom they 


carried Captive : (o firirg the Caflle, departed, At which 
rime, ſome 7 wrks were ſeen about Sifeg, who led away 
Captive above 600 Chriltians: and 3 o0 Wagoons,loaded 
with all kind of provilions, for relief of the Garriſons in 
(Toatia, wer? all intercepted by the 7 arks and carried a- 
way. The Emperour hereupon gave netice by w:iting 
to the Privces and States of the Empire ; What incurh- 


; Ons the Twrks hadlately made into Croatia, the Frontiers

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of Hungary and other places near them, and rhat the Beg- 
lerbeg ot Greece, wich the Bailaes of Boſna, Buda,and 1 e* 
meſware, wi:hout regard of the League had, by raking di- 
vers i\rong places, exrended their bounds above 40 Ger- 
24x miles,flaying, and carrying away the Inhabiranes, ad 
were gro.\n co that height, tuar except they were repreſ- 
fd, they would ſoon let toot into Germany it ielf , fc, 
which to hinder, he required their generall help: reque- 
ting them at lengch to open their Coffers, and ſend our 
their Forces again(t the cemmon Enemy : which requeſt, 
with ſo great a danger, moved not only them, bur others, 
fi:cher off, liberally co contribute thereunto. 

The Twrks hearing of theſe great preparations, beſides 
rhe Chriſtian Army already in Field» and that they had 
made a ftroug bridge over Dravss, which they had forti- 
fied allo for the lafe tranſporting of their Army ; forth» 
wich furniſhed the places they had gotten With lirong gar- 
riſons, and ſo withdrew into their oven Territories : and 
the rather, becauſe the plague ſo raged in Confantimople, 
that there dyed a 1000 a day, whica had allo infeRted the 
Turkiſh Army; which the Chrittians fearing , forthwirh 
flew every Tzrk, they took, 

The Twrks,in the beginning of 1593, began alſo their 
wovred incurſions into the Chriſtians Frontiers : The 
Garriſon of Petrinia, a ſtrong Fort lately built by the 
Twrks on the River Kulp, for the furcher invaſion of 
Croatia , made daily excurſions, ſpoiling and burning the 
Town and Caftle of Beck, Vochobinam 1n the Ifland T r- 
ropelis, and after a grear ſlaughter, carried away 400 pri- 
forers: and, in Huxpary, the 7 wrks Garriſons to ſupply 
theic wants, made divers inroades & did exceeding harm: 
of whom 6oo pafling over the frozen Lake, were all 
drowned therein, In another place 3000 of them near 
Nutnſa, dividing themſelves in ewaine, one part ſhe» 
ed them(elves in 1ght of the Townſmen, the other Jay- 
2 inAmbuſh, the Townimen hercupon (allyed _ 
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Ioe7 
and cauſing them to retire, followed them till chey 


4 were paſt the place . where che other 7 wrks lay : who 


ran With all ſpeed, and wanted nor much to ſurprize 
the Town; for there was ſcarce a hundred Germans leif 
in Gartilon, who bad hardly time to dravv up che bridges, 
which done, they wich che Ordnance forced them ro 
retire, 

About the ſame. time alſo they of Petrinia, ſudden. 
Iy allying our, rook the Town of Afarrenize > which 
they ſpoiled, killing abouc ſeven hundred letting 1t on 


*fire, and ſo recurning, having loſt por paſt a hundred 


and fifry men. Ere long , the ſaid Garriſon rook ano- 
cher Caiile three miles from the River Kaip : Where- 
inco, the Chriftiavs round abour , had for fear con- 
veyed all their Wealth, wich great Rore of Victuall, and 
ſlaying fix hundred men inthe Caftle, returned with a 
very rich booty , yer with the loſſe of five hundred 
Twrks (lain in that enterprize; So alſo did the other 
Turkiſh Garriſons , rage 10 all other parts of Hu»gary : 
About Saſebia in upper- Hungary , they carried away a- 
bout three hundred Caprtives, and in the nether, they 
rook the lirong Caftle of Hedwig g upon the Lake of Ba- 
{atow , which they ſpoiled and burnt ; as alſo the 
Cafile of /ſna; bur attempring the leſſer Comara, they 
were valiantly repulſed. They fortified alſo Stock-Ca- 


+ tle, which they larely cook as a refuge for their Adven- 


turours , all which declared their deſire to begin that 
bloudy Warre , which preſently enſaed : and it was the 
more ſuſpeRed, becauſe Crecowitts the Emperout's Em» 
baſſadour was ſhut up cloſe in his Honſe at Conſtant;- 
wople , notto ſpeak with any man, nor write oriend to 
che Emperour ; Wherefore, he began to raiſe neiy For- 
ces: the Hungarians and Bohemians allo, ſeeing theſe mi- 
ſeries that b2tell chem, and rhe Enemies ftrength daily en- 
creiling,agreed to maintain ſome horſe & foor upcntbeir 
Own charges tor repreſſing theſe incurſions ; now though 
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the Emperor well kne:y that theſe outrages could not be 
done without Ammraths knowledge and liking) as before 
informed thereot by his Embaſſadour ; yer he wrote Let- 
ters unto him , the effe& whereof, were, ro (ſhew himilelf 
willing to have the League on his behalf kept, andallo to 
make a furcher proof of Amwraths reſolucion for pace 
or war ; deliring him, that fince the Honourable Preterr 
which was then ready, ſhould be brought unto him at rhe 
time, which ſhould be agreed on berwixt his Embaſla- 
dour and himſelf, &c, 

In the mean time, He ſhould do well that his Soul- 
dicrs made no Hoſtile Incurfions into his Territories : 
as he had ſeverely commanded his SubjeQs ro keep the 
pzace upon his Frontiers, He wrote alſo at rhe ſame 
rime, tothe ſame purpoſe to Sizas Baſſa : telling him, 
It hould well beſeem his uprightneis, and good will 
wiich he had ar other times proved for the high Place 
and Auchoricy which he held, and which he rejoyced a- 
gin to be reſtored unto him ; to give thoſe things ſuch 
ealie paſſage before Amurath, that he might acknowledge 
his kindneſs and favour, and have occaſion to ſh: him- 
ſelf rhankfal cherefore : ſaying, he afſuredly hoped ſo to 
prevail wich his Emperour , thatall places and things as 
vere wrongfully taken away, might be reſtored : and the 
Fort of Petrinia razed, and the Baſſa of Boſna,with who- 
foever elſe guilty of the breach of the League, to be ac- 
cording to their deſerts puniſhed and di!placed. Sizas 
returned an({wer to thoſe Letters : Thar,whereas the Em- 
perour laid the fault of (o long deferring the wonted pre- 
ſents upon the inſolency of the T#rks Garriſons in 
Boſna, and breach of the publike Peace, Thoſe Letters 
being by him re:d before. Amwarath ; He in great choler 
burſt our againſt his Son the Beglerbeg of Buda, who 
had written to Amurath that the Prelents wonld cer- 
ztainly come, &c, and for all that, the Preſeprs were not 
yet come; but the Baſ54 of Boſna, bad ſent word ro oo 
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that the Emperour wou'd not ſend them, and all his do- 
ings to be bur meer deceir: Wherefnre, Ammrath (laid 
he) harh removed my ſon from his place in Buda, and re- 
warded the Baſia of Boſna with Honourable Garments : 
and raxivg che Emperour with his Souldiers contipuail 
excurhons into the 7 wrks Territories : Whereas, their 
Sonldiers were kept inas With a bridle, He told him, 
char his Majeſly was to reſolve upon 2 points : Whether 
he were minded to keep friendſhip with them as beſeemed, 
and to (end the 2 laft yeares Preſents, or not * And whe- 
ther he would ſet at liberty their captive Zanzacks, or not, 
for whom ſuch Chriſtian captives as he ſhould deſire, ſhould 
be enlarged ? Which, if he ſhould refuſe to do , within tws 
months next, he ſhould aſſure himſelf, T hat he, who was to 
go himſelf in perſon in this War ; putting his confidence 
the Higheſt, with the Army of the right believing Turks 
would come into thoſe parts, and not fail there to encounter 
him,requeſting a ſpeedy anſwer of thoſe Letters, 

Yer tor all theſe fair offers of peace, Sinan ſought only 
to draw the 2 years preſents from rhe Emperour,amoun- 
rirg to a great ſum;and nevertheles purpoſed ro proſecute 
the intended War, whereof the Emperour was not 1gno- 
rant, beinz chereof, as was ſaid before,by his Embaſſador 
advertiſed, At Summer Haſs an Baſia oftBoſna,ceiſed nor 
forthe encreaſe of his credit , ro work what miſchief he 
could againſt rhe chriſtians bordring upophim,who mor- 
tally hatred che Governour,or,as ſome call him, the Abbot 
of Siſeg ; a trong Caltle upon the borders of rhar part of 
(Croatia, where Culp falls into Savus, and was indzed the 
very Bulwark of that Country : the cauſe of which 
hatred is thus reported, Trhe year before , the Buſ- 
fa had ſent a Meſſenger ro this Abbot, torequire him to 
deliver the Caſtle unco him, whom che Abbot honourab!y 
entertaining for certain dayes, learned of him,with what 
power, in what place, and with what Engines he determi« 
ned to befiege the Caſtle > The mean while, '*cwas dil- 
Ter 3 cOVJrcc 
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covered, that his Steward had long before plotted with 
the Twrk, to betray the Caltle, receiving of him a yearly 
Penſion : Whereupon, the «Abbot cauſed both Meſ- 
ſenger and Steward to be bound hand and foot,and caſt our 
at a window into the River Saw, The Baſla, his Mefſen- 
ger not returning , ſent another to the e Abbot, grievoul- 
ly threatning him , if he did not ſend him again : who 
anſivered,He had diſmiſſed him ſome dayes before, mar- 
velling he was not yet returned, yet was he reſolved to 
yield the Monaſtery co the Baſla, againt whoſe Forces he 
ſaw himſelf unablero holdic : requeſting onely , that he 
would pleaſe to ſead ſome men of Account; becaulc ir 
would be no ſmall diſhonour to him to deliver it up ro 
common Souldiers, The Baſla glad,ſent forthwith certain 
men of grearAcconn::$o 3 days after,ſome turkiſh troops 
came tothe Monaſtery,and the Gates being open,rhe No- 
blemen with abouc five hundred others entered: but pre- 
ſently,Portculiſles was let fall, and Murdering-pieces, ſe- 
cretly placed in the Court, diſcharged, vhereby the T wrks 
w:re rent in pleces, their Heads, Armes, and Leggs fly- 
ing inthe Ayr, and preſently the Sonldiers ſtarring out 
of their lucking-places, ſoon diſpatched choſe that had 
eſcaped the Artillery : the 7 #rks ſhur out, hearing the 
cry and noyſe of them within, fled, The Baſſa hearing 
of this (laughter and deceir, {wore in great rage by his 
Adahomet, to raze this Monaſtery dawn to the ground , 
and to pluck the eAbbets skin over his Eares : the which 
by chreatning Letters he gave him co underſtand, And 
inthe beginning of Zune with 3oooo Horſe and Foor, hz 
b:fieged the Forcreſs of 7 renſchiin : which he by battery 
and aſſaults taking, ſacked che Town , ſlew moſt of the 
Inhabitants (except about 8oo of the younger ſort,which 
h2 carried away Captives) : and removing thence by a 
Bridge which he made, paſſed rhe River; and the 12th, 
of June, came before the Caſtle of Siſeg, and after a vain 
*mMmons, next day planced his Ordnance , ſo thundring

Ciriftian Cannoniers periſhed : Th s furious bartery he 
maintained ren days without 1n:ermafſton {o that ir ſeem- 
ed nor poſſible the Monaſtery long to be defended if nor 
with ſpecd relieved;the Biſhop of Zagrabia & Eggenberg 
Generall of the Emperours Forces there, craved Ayd and 
Counſel herein of Lord Averſberg Governour of Charot- 
ft; who raiſed a g00d number of Horle and Foot of his 
own, calling alſo che bordering Horſmen of Carna and 
Carama; who, June 17, met all,nor far from Jnſtannitz, 
chere tarrying that night : next day paſting over the River 
Savss, they yoyned with the Emperour's Forces : march- 
ing the 19rh day to Scelire, expeRing rbe comming of 
Counc Serinws, The oth, day z Herdelins with bis Huſe 
ſars, and the Lord Graſwien, came into the Camp with 
m2ny of thoſe Light-Horimen , which the Hungarians 
call Hwfchocchi, The 21 day they lodged at Gradinm, 
{t1} expeRing Series his coming; who, bultied, conld nor 
come z next day,a Souldier came from rhe befieged, tel -

then fled, after whom all the reſt followed : the Chritti- 
ans ke2ping rheirarray, purſued them with great ſpeed, 
and coming to their Bridge before them, rook that paſ- 
{ag2; the Twrks ſeeing rheir miſerable fliughter, and no 
way to eſcape, ran ſome into the River Oaera, lome into 
Clp, and were moſt drowned, the reſt were all flain : rhe 
Chriſtians reſolved to take no priſoners, 

The Twrks at the fiege hearing of this overthrow, ſet 
fire on their powder and proviſion, and in great fear fled : 
Whole tents the Chriltians rook with 9 great Ordnance, 
and good fore of great (hor, with the Baſſaes Pavillion, 
and much other rich ſpoil, which was all carried into the 
Monattery, Mott Writers agree, that 18000 Twrks were 
ſlin and drowned : Haſs4n him(elf being ove found near 
rhe Bridge, and known by bis ſumptuous Apparrel ; and 
near unto him Aſchomer-beg,and Achmet-beg., In other 
places, was alſo found the dead bodies of Safer beg the 
Baſſaes Bro: her, with 4 other Begs, and the Baſsaes chief 
Counlellour and Maſter of his Houſhold ; bur,above all, 
the death of Sinax:beg, Ammraths Siſters only Son, ſent

Caltle was yet bur lictle haken,bur one man ſlain, and the 
Souldiers ready to ſpend their lives in defence , he offered 
to yield theCaſtleto the Baſsa,ſo they might ſafely depart 
wich bag and baggage, who granted his requeſt : bur chey 
being come torth, and ready to depart, the faithleſs T wrk 
ſlew chem all;except the Capraln and 2 others;afrer which 
without much labour, he took in all che Country therea- 
bouts, near the Lake Balaton, 

Now at laſt, about che middle of Ofob, the Chriſtians 
muſtered their Army, of above 18000 of good and ex 
pert Souldiers : Wich which, paſſing over Danubins , at

This ViRory 
gained with lictle or no loſs, yielded to the Chriſtians a 
rich prey, all which they carri:d into the Camp , more 
ſtraicly befieging the Ci:ychen before; on which day the 
Lord Palfy and Laſia came to the Camp with 6000, and 
forthwirh hey ſencto the beſieged , 7 hat of they would 
forthwith yield, they ſhonld depart with life and goods : 
though the Turks had lately broken their faith at Palona ; 
otherwiſe, they denounced unto them all extremities : yer the 
Turks refuſed ro yield. Wherevpon, the battery began 
more terribly then before, ſo that though the City 
was moſt ſtrongly forrified, yet in 3 dayes a fair breach 
was made, whereby they entred witheur any notable loſs 
Nov, 24, ranſacked the City, and burnt a great part there- 
of : On which dzy, they took the urmoſt Caſtle, wherein 
was the Zarzacks Pallace, Ir Rands upon a very High 
Hill, trengthened by Art and Nature; and had in ir a 
ſtrong and valiant Garriſon ; who, luftily beftowing their 
ſhor, ſlew a greac number: yer the Chriftians having for 


2 dyes and 2 nighcs moſt ſuriouſly ſhakenthe walls,e:i- 
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* tred by plain force, Nevewb, 26, and pur to the ſword 
3 all the Sonldiers , except thoſe that had retired 1pto 2 


more inivard Caftle, who being $00 , with Wives and 
Children without hope of relief, and the Canon bent a- 
eain(t them, ſer out a vhite Enfgn,and upon Parly it was 
acreed, they ſhould depart with life, and what goods e- 
every one could carry : whereupon, the Celile was yiel- 
ded the 28 day, and the 7 »rks ately conveyed to the 
place defired, Here they found great beoty with wuch 
warlike provifon, bur of Victuals imall lore, The Ge- 
nerall with the Captains fell on their knees in the Caſtle, 
and \vith Hearts and Hands litted up, thanked God for 
the recovery of that ſtrong City ; bur chiefly, for delivery 
of ſo many Chriſtians out of Thraldom : for tis reponed, 
there were above $00 Villages (ukje&ro the jurildition 
of Fileck,; the Chriflians forchwith repairing & tortilyirg 
every place,left a ſufhcient GarrHſon in the City & Caltles 
departing with abour 20000 towards Sedoch 6 miles off : 
bur upon the way, the Gemerall heard that the Twrks tor 
fear had abandoned the Caftles of Diſwin and Somesk : 
Who, ſending out ſome Companies to take in thole 
places, they found them indeed forſaken , bur yet many 
Ordnance and other warlike proviſion there left, Aborr 
che end of November, che Generall marched rowards 
Sethchine 1 firong Town in the Dioceſs of Agri ; bur the 
7 #rks having ſerv their wives,children,& the beſt of thei: 

ſubiance to Hatwan & Buda; hearing of the approach of 
this Army,fired the Town & fled : the Chrittians encring, 

ſave] a great part of the Town from the fire, ſo leaving 
there a fit Garriſon he haſted to Blaveyſtine, which the 

Twrks ferting on fire,fl:d, The Chriſtians next day, Decem, 

4th, tound a great parc yer unburnr, leaving a firenggarri« 

ſon:!'o marching to Sallek,, they took it being forſaken by 

the Enemies, putting into it a rong garriſon. TheGeneral 

was very defirous to have proſecured ſo happy a courſe of 


* viftory;buc through che foulneſs of the winter- weather, 


he 
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he could not travel with his great Artillery:and his Army 
in thatwalted country began co fee! want,lo that many had 
wichdrawn unto their Habitations, Then alſo the Lord 
Palpey finding Dregel and Palasks toriaken , furniſhed 
both places with Garriſons : other (irong places were alſo 
this Mouth recovered, and as much Territory gained by 
the Chrifians, as was thoug't to equalize the lower Av. 
firia, Taois joyfull newes of Victories and Recovery 
made great Reyoycing at Vienna and Prague : Wherefore, 
publikz prayers with thankſgiving w-re made in both 
places, Wirth many tokens of triumph borh there and in 
ocher places, Burthe dead bodies of the7 wrks flain at 
Alba, not being buried, ſo noy/ome a ſm-ll roſ: therea- 


bouts, that none could abide ro come near the place, to | 


the great trouble of the Inhabi:ants round abour. Ar 
length, 350 Twrks our of Badaand eA/ba meetings to 


. have buried thoſe Carcaſſes , a Captain of the Huſſars 


lighting on them, left moſt of chem there dead, carrying 
away the relt priſoners. The Baſsa of Buda, cauſing the 
Zanzack, of Paletta to be (trangled,npon ſuſpition of In- 
relligence with the Chriſtians : another coming with 600 
Turks to poſſeſs his place, was by the way by Peter Le- 
hyſhar with the Souldiers of 2 Garriſons flain, with moſt 
of his followers , 35 being tak2n with the Zanzacks 
rich furniture, Alſothe Twrks of Petrinia, Siſeg, Caſtro- 
wiz, and other places: abour 3900 paſſing over Savns, 
Decemb.,19, began to ſpoil rhole Frontiers; but by the 
Lord Graſwin, and the Borderers, 500 of them were (lain, 
divers of good account taken,& almoſt all the reſt drown- 
edin the River : towards the end of which Month, great 
numbers of Souldiers being raken up in Saxony and o* 
cher places, were (ent to prague and Vienna: and in Hun:

Tents and Charriors ; yea, bis Horſes and Men had much 
adoe to withtand it: whereat , he, as with an ominous 
prodigie, exceedingly troubled, returned with his Army 
into the City, and oppreſſed with melancholy, caſt him- 
ſelf upon his Bed: where falling aſleep, he dreamed, he 
ſaw an exceeding tall man, ſtanding with one foot upon 
the Tower of the City , and the other over the ſtrair in 
Aſia, who firetching out his Arms, held the Sun in one, 
and rhe Moon in another : whom, whileſt he wondered 
at, the Man with his foor ſtruck the Tower, which falling 
down, overthrew the great Teraple and Pallace : he awa- 
ked, as he thoughr, with the noyſe ; and much troubled, 
ſent for all his Wilards , and Interpreters, to know the 
meaning of ſo ſtrange a dream ; who anſwered him, thac 
ſince he bad nor with all his force , impugned the Chri- 
tians , their Prophet MMahomer threatned thereby, to o0- 
'yerthro'y the Religion and Empire of the Turks : which 
vain Interpretation, ſo moved the ſuperſtitious Tyrant, 


that he ſware from thenceforth, nor to give over War, 


eill he had done what he would with all his forces, to 
ſubdue the Chriſtians : which Dream, Interpretarion,and 


# ſolemn Voiw, was read in the Temples of 7 7a» filvania, 


* wi:h many exhortations to the people by prayer, and a'l 
+ g00d meanes to avert ſo threatned thraldom, Of the 


rich ſpoyl taken from the 7 »rks,in the ViEory n:ar Ab-+ 
ba regalis, the Caprains ſent a Preſent for the Emperovr, 
and rhe arch-Duke his Brother, by che Lords Gall ard 
Brun, which they prefented unto them Jan, I 1th, at 
Vienna, m a pompous order; and being rewarded by rhe 
Emperonr, with Chains of Gold, and other gifts, rerurn- 
ed unto the Camp; and though it was now deep Win-

abont ( Erne#t his Brother, being lately by Philip of Spain, 
made Governour of the low Countries ) was now alſo 
made Genzrall of the Chrittian Army, who, to further 
the nery Watre, departed February the 26, from Yienna 
ro Rab; the forces newly railed 1n Germany and Hunga. 
r3,daily following him.and by the periwaſion of 7 exffen. 
bach , ſent Count Schlike with an hundred Horſe ro Fi- 
leck,, forthe more ſafry of thac place, and the Country 
ſo lacely gained, 

About this rime, a 7 rk tiken and brought into the 
Camp, confe\led, among other thin''s, that 1n Naovigrad, 
a lirong Town, but three miles from Buda, was letc bur 
abour eight hundred Souldiers, who were in great fear to 
be beheged : wherefore the T»rks, bad brought thither 
much provifion, Whereupon , the Chriltians removing, 
came betwixt Dregel and Novigrad, underſtanding of the 
people. that the report wasrrue : ſo forthwith, they ſen: 
for ſome Ordnan-e to Dregel, and March the 8th, very 
carly, the whole Army came with the Ordnance before 
Novigrad; and before night , they hal plavred certain 
grear Pieces ona high Hill, whence they might ſee 1nc0 
the Caſtle : againſt which, rhe Maſter of the Ordnance, 
diicharved three of the greate(t about Sun-ſertipg, that 
the Turks might know, they wanted nothirg for the 
ſiege : Thar night alſo, they caſt upa great Mount in the 
Valley,whence they ſent fix grea: ſhot into the Caſtle;bur 
early in the morning, they beyan to barcer rhe Caſtle, di 
charging 300 grear Shot (that day) againſt it,þut roſma!l 

vrpo'e; for it Rood ona moſt Firong Rock, with high 
and thick Walls, and a deepencompaſling Ditch, hewen 
cut of the Rock, an1 was ſo fortified with Timber-Pal- 
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2 Generall commanded ſome Companies to aſſault the 
® breach, ſuch aSitwas; who firing certain dry Faggo s, 


burnt che Palliſado in Civers places ; and fo opening a 
way to the Walis, ſlew divers 7 #rks upon the Rampiers, 
who bur faincly defending themle! ves, yet ſlew divers of 
them, beating them down wich Nones, Fire-works, Fc; 
This nighc che aſſault ceaſed, till four in the moraing, 
Shorely afcer, came the arch-Duke vich 710c0 Horſe, 
renewing the Battery, whereby the-chief Cannonier-, a 
Tenzgate Germas being (lain, the Turks diſmayed pre- 
ſencly ſer forth three whice Enfigns for parley ; but the 
Chriſtians concinuirg their barrery , the Turks pirrifully 
crying out, defired to ferd two Captains to fall ro ſome 
Compoſition: ſo the Batrery cealing, thoſe Captains 
broughr nine of che beſt Turks co the arch-Duke, decla- 
ring by their Irterprerer, char, confidering the Chriſtians 
forces, and (e-ing no relief from the Bafſa of Buda, as he 
had promifed, they were conrent to yield the Calile, ſo 
they mighr ſafely depart with bag and bageage ; bur Palfs 
1n the perſon of the arch-Duke, (who would not be 
known) anſwered , that (ince they yielded not ar the 
firſt Summons, bur had held our to the loſſe of-many of 
his mens lives, and great charge, they were unworchy of 
any favour, yet he would of clemency receive them , if 
without condition they would yield co mercy : which,

fir off;a g00d Foord,rhinking to come upon their backs, 
and the more ſafely ro relieve the beſieged ; bur Texffen- 
bach, forchwith patſing the River with much difficulry,o- 
verrook him,nex: day abour one 1n the afrernoon,8& with 
his Ordnance diſord2red his Reare, and coming on ceu- 
ragiouſly, b:gin a molt cruel fight, which the Turks lorg ' 
endur:d with wondrous relo]}ntion ; bur now, eeſlitute 
of their wonted multicude, and hardly laid to, they fled: 
whom 6000 men fiercely parſuing, had the killing of 
chem almoſt ro Buda. The Chriliians cook all their Qrcd- 
nance, 17 Enfigns, and Jaſperiz Caltle fer fear was aban- 
doned,wherein was fiore of Vicualls,and much Warlikz 
Provilion, 

T enffenbach certified the arch- Duke of this no:able 
ViRtory , as ſoon as he returned ro the ſiege of Hatwar, 
as that there w2re 2500 Turks (lain, and as many wouny 
ded, of whom many periſhed, and thoſe not a few, of 
vreat name and place, 3 Sanzacks being redeemed , and 
jome Chians (ent from Courr, wich th: Bafſa's Guard of 
800 yalt:n: Souldiers, of whom feiv eſcaped with life : 
that the Germans and Hangarians had agreed it ſhould 
be counted a diſhonour,to ipare any enemies,{o tha: they 
took bur 16 common Sonldiers, thar the Baſſa of Buda; 
beſides other 3 wounds, was grievouſly wounded in the 
ſide : rat the Chriſtians loſt about 160, and about 600 
grievonſly wounded, many being then dead : neither was 
the loſle (mall they received in their Horſes andArmour, 

The T#rks in Zabola Fort, now diſcouraged, forſook 
the ſame,which for firenzth and bigneſs, was comparable 
with Tocay or Erlawas, While valiant Texffenbach thus 
lay at the fiege of Hatwan, the arch-Duke, encouraged 
with his good \ncceſs at Nowigrad,, came with 44000 
men befor Str;g9mmm, (once the Metropolis of Hung a- 
ry); and, £ May 6th, encamped nigh the Caſtle in a Mea- 


dow , whenc: borh City and Caſtle were plainly - be 
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ſeen: they of the Caſtle, and chree Gallies in the River, 
dilchargins ſome Ordnance on them, withovr any great 
harm ; bur che Chriſtian Fleer coming a little betore 
night, and beginning ro anſwer rhem again , the Enemy 


The mean while, a Turkiſh youth 
taken ina Garden, and brought and examined. confeſſed

Joyning, could (carce be battered : yer th: Germans gave 
a fierce aſſault to the breach ; bur not being ab!2 to ger 
ver the Rampeer, retired with loſle;

The Turks had forcified St, N/cholas Hill , fomewhar 
{ubj2Ring the Caltle, which the Chriſtians gaining ay 
17th, pur all the live 7 »rks co the Sword,and turning the 
O-:dnancethence allo battered the Caſtle, 

Aay 22, lictle before Sun-ſetring, ſome Enhigns of 
Foot were drawn our to affault the lower Town : which 
they attempting inthe dead of the night, werenotab!y en- 
countred by the Turks fallying forth upon them, who yet 
forcing taem to retire, proceeded, and with much adoe, 
22: overthe ourmoſt Wall ; but un2xpeRedly, hnding 
a deep and broad countermure, they ſtood as diſmayd; 
and oorderly reriring in the darknels of the nighe, many 
periſhed in the deep mud : In this affault, were 1000 
wounded and lain; and though they twice or thrice res 
neiwed ity they were fill with lofſe repulſed, Many Turks 
were ſlainallo; yea, the Governour himſelf, hurt with 
a great ſhor, ſent to Byda with many wounded men, 
brought newes of the aſſaults, and flate of the be- 
fiege?, 

The Camp had rewes rhe while,that S:an Baſſa com- 
ing towards Hargary, wich a great Army, and by Boats 
conveying part thereof, was ſet upon by the Raſciars, 
(poor oppreſied Chrittians dwelling on both fides of 
Danubins, bt now encouraged by the Emperours ſuc- 
ce's) who a'ter divers skirmiſhes, had taken 13 Veſl-ls: 
wherein, beſides Vitnalls and Ordnance, they found 
2400 weight of powder, 44709 of Lead, 46454 bun- 
dels of Afatch,1200 great ſhot, Harquebuſlz ſhot 45500, 
vith much other Warlike Proviſions whereupon, S142 
alrered his purpole for Caſſovia, 

June 4th, about 500 Turks conduQed up the River.by 
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:over againk Strigen/um : where a while refreſhing them- 
(elves; and a few left, the more to aſlure the place, all the 
reſt arrived at Strigeniums , the old Garriſon being now 
ſoare weakened : the Twrks herewich encouraged, four 
daycs after, ſuddenly ſallyinz forth, entred a Fort of the 
Chrifians, bur were repulſed, with the lofle of 26 men, 
and two Enhigns. 

The Chrittians ofren aſſaulced this City , bur were fo 
geccived, that in five aſ{1ults, the; lolt five chouſand men; 
among whom, were divers Commanders of good ac- 
count: 23 Cannoniers, ere alſo ſlain, and ten grear 
Pieces of Ocdnance made unſerviceable. 

This Garriſon confiftted molt of Fanizaries : whoſe 
notable valour in holding out , was much commended 
by cheir friends and enemies, Abour the lame time,ſome 
Turks lighting on a Germzaxe Troop) ſlew about 50, put- 
cing the relt co flight: which railing an Alarm, many ran, 
wich ſome {mall Field-picces, co reſcue them : where- 


-ppon, the 7 #rks fleeing, the Chriſtians eagerly purſuiny

Shortly after whoſe arriva!, 40c00 Twrks and Tartar;

news bing brought chat the 7 ranſilvanian , Was coming 
with a great power, hereupon they preſently retire!

yield ro any thing without his good liking : where 
Mabomet advertized, gave the Faywed to underftand, tht B11... 4, 
he was in ſome ſpeech with the Emperour , touching WW... 
pence, which if it rook effeR; all ſhould be well : it no, Wh; po;c 
it ſhould be geod for him , timely ro conſider of hise-Micjure £ 
ſtare, and ſubmit ro him who was able co defend bio, Wir 
rather than to adventure himſelf,with all he had, ro mot ll «, A 
cercaindeſtruQion, promiſing, for his loyalty onely, 0:4 :00 
vive him 7 ra»ſilvania, Valachia and Moldanna, for eve! £0000 | 
and to furniſh him at his need with Men and money;and peedily 
offering to make him a great Commander in Hu»ga) Moi, 
andthe Bafſa of Temeſwar, to be alwayes ready to alli: n.c.0 
him againſt the Emperour, with 5 0060 Horſe apd Fool, way wh 
reſerving to himſelf, whatever he ſhould more win from omino, 
him. All which large offers, the Vaywod declaring rote, 112: 
Commiſſioners, (ill proteſted never to fart from 1}, o:rh<; 
Emp-rour: yer he hereby took occaſion to requeſt 774k hag n 
filvania of the Emperour, ro him and his Son in Inher*WWr 4. 
cance for ever, with ſuch Frontier-Towns , as forme! 4.4 
be'ong:d thereunto : alſo, thar all digniries and pref Merrrins 
ments formerly granted :o Sig:[mwnd, might be beltow ie opl- y 
ed on himſelf, and for his ſervice donezto have money 0c:yſe Jer 
pay his Souldiers ; and that what he ſhould win ho ” Duckar : 
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Turks, might be his and bis Sonnzs ; and that the Empe- 
rour and Princes ſhould aſſure him, to ranſom him, if ca- 
ken ; bur if he were driven out by the Twrks, rhento have 
ſome fic place in upper Hwngary, to live in, with 100009 
Dollars yearly : for all which, he (che Emperout) to do 
o much chis year againſt the Turk, as had not been done 
3n 100 years before : vaunting) that if he had had the em- 
ployment of the money which was ſpent in this Warre, 
he would not have doubted to have brought all from the 

#xine to Buda, Alba Regalis, and Zolneck, under the 
Emperour's obedience, 

Sigiſmund the while, ſupported by the Polonians, and 
ayded by the Tirks, T artars, and Moldavians, was ready 
oecnter T ranſilnvana ; yea, the forerunnivg T artars, had 
already carried away ſome booty out of the Frontiers 
hereof: wherefore, the Faywed in great haſte aſl -mbled 
lis Forces ont of all places, the Countrey people,and re- 
ſolnte free Heiducks, in great number, reſorting urto 

im, 

So April 24, he removed to Cronflat,wich 38000 men, 
and 200 pieces of Ordnance : and all his Forces (almoſt 
50000 Horle and Foot) being aſſembled at Neſſes, he 
peedily paſſed rhe rough and high Mountains into ol- 
ava; yet his Souldiers by the way, were glad ſome- 
imesto eat leaves of Trees, the Enemy having carried 

Wy wharſcever ſuſtenance he could, Of whole ſpeedy 
oming, and great ſirengrh, Sigiſmundard Jeremiah of 

oldavia, hearing, retired into the Frontiers of Po!and, 
ogather more firength, and ſo co meer him ; for Jeremi- 

5 nor yer received the promiſed Forces from the 
L WrR.S, 

Michasl, his Enemies thus fled , with fir2 and ſword, 

ring Moldavia, rook-in moſt part the: eof,the fearful 
feople yielding ro him as he went; and the rather , be- 

auſe Jeremiab their Vayued, bad Jaid upon every man a 
Duckat a moneths Tribute ; for which, they exceedirg'y 
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hared one of the trutty Servants of the Commiſkoners ig 
Travſilvania, who might report unto them all his pro- 
ceedings, ltay-d nor long in Afoldavis, but made tg. 
wards Sigiſmmwnd and Jeremiah; and May 13th, found 
them by Othwne Caſtle, nigh che River Neſter , beiny 

3 0000 (t:rong, where a molt crael batte), from abour to 
in che morning , was with great courage and obſtinacy, 
maintainedrill rhe Evening : when as at laſt, the Vals 
chian ais Enemies fled, $000 being ſlain, beſides may 
drowned in th River : the Yalachia» loſing bur mo 
thou'and, 

S1g1ſmund and Jeremiah , though ſome (aid they wer: 
ſlain, and jome drowned, yer they both eſcaped by 
fl 2hc. 

Aichatl after this, cauſed all Moldavia to ſeares 
becience to the Emperour himſelf, and Sonne , to th: 
great off-nce of the Polonians , cipecially of the grea 
Chancellor, an old enemy to the Houſe of Auſeris: 
wh-reot enſued greater troubles than before, to the fur- 
ther cftuſion of Chriſtian bloud. 

Nuwcthe Vayuod, notwichfianding this great Vifto- 
ry, con(idering, he could hardly keep Moldavia , againi 
the power of the Turk : as allo, againk rhe Polovians(15 
def1rous to reſtore Jeremiah into Moldavia, as Sigiſmund 
10.07 ranſilvania) of k1mſelf , by Embaſſ:adors , offered 
the Soveraignty of thoſe three Countries to the Empe- 
rour, op condition, that he ſhould be perperual Gore!- 
nour thereof under him. 

* The Emperour alſo heard, that Jdahemet had (ent un: 
ro him a Chiaue, commandivg him to reſtore Tranſi/v4- 
nia to Sigiſmand ( to whom , by the King of Poland" 
megiation, he had been reconciled: elf, threatning with 
fire and ſivord, to deftroy V-lachia, and deprive him ot 
T raxſilvaxia and his life rogerhe: : Wherefore he yielded 
to all that his Embaſſadors requefied ; conditioning, be 
ſhould be bound 'to ſerve with bis people againſi - 
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Tork, as need thould be; and that in Travſlvazia, 
ſhould be alwayes near him refid.nr, the Empecours iu» 
perincendent over the whole Countrey : which was Drg 
PFetzen, ſent thicher with 6000 Souldiers.and much mos 
ey to Pay the Vaynods Soaldiers; and ſo to take of 

hem an Oath , chencetorth to be his Mzjciiies faich: ul 

Seryants, The (uperintendentthe Vayuod recei. ed with 
orear honour 3 yer being rerurned into 7 rarfilnans, cre 
ong, Without regard of him , be b2zan co oppreis the 

people with new exaRtions, and 1n a ioit, to ryranvize 
over them: uſing great ſeverity azainlt divers Nobles 
lo, chiefly choſe whom he krew : bad taken part with 
he Cardinal, or lately with Sig:ſmma , or ary way to 

have favoured his quarrel, which w*'s contrary ts his 
promiſe ; no more to imbrue his Fands in the blood of 
thoſe Nobilicy, wichour the knowledge or conſent of the 
Emperour, or his ſuperintendent:z- which yer if h- had 
Inor done, he could not have kept thoſe di'dainful ones 
under obedience, Nevertheleis , the 7 ranflvanians ti- 


king cheſe things in ul part, roſe all up in Arms again(t 
him ; ſo that he finding himlelf ro weak for them, reti- 
zed wich all chat would follow him, into the Mountains: 
whence he preſently ſen: for ayd ro Lord Ba#ta, for iub- 
duing and reducing them : who by Letters from Afar - 
ths,commanded ſo to do, with about 6000 Horſe and 
Foot, and 8 —__— , removed from { aſſovia S:p- 


t:mb, 4h, where y the way, came to him,Embaſiadors 
from the Confederate T ras/il/vanians, requeliirg allo his 
2y0, pretending themſelves, ro be the Einperours moſt 
loyal! Subje&s, bur not under the Gov.:rnment of ſuch a 
Tyrant as was the Vayuod, exaggerating many his moſt 
cruel aRions, &c, Baa ſent back the Embaſſidors, 
comforting them to expe& his ari1val in 7 ranſilvania ; 
yet covenanting with all, that they ſhould f1:1i conceive 


In writing the Qath of their fidelity co the Emperovr, 
Now 
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Now might miny and important confiderationg 
erouble the minde ot BF, into doubcful a caſe, whon 
eo give ayd unco, bur he laid hand upon the helm of good 
meaning and (pread the Sails of tuch diſcrecion as taught 
him, that in matrers of Warre, a General might depar 
from che in(traKions of his Prince, not concerning the 
end, bur the. meanes leading rhereanco, eſpecially, when 
che preſent occafion ſuffzred not fo much delay, as ror. 
peR counſel from far; ſo he reſolved to joyn to the con- 
tederares, mol (in his judgement) concerning his Imye- 
riall Majeſty, as being the urmoli ſcope of his fo gr 
colt and charge, ro keep 7 ranflveanaat his devotion: 
wherefore, arrivigg at Torda Septemb, 1 4th, he joyne! 
unto them (to the great wonder of the YVayzed) whob:- 
109 1n all, about 18000 ſtrong, and ewelve Field-piecss, 
he determined not to give leiſure to the Yaywed, to all 
ro him for more help, having with him aboar 20009 
Foot, 12000 Horſe, and 27 Field-pieces : amongſt 
whom, were divers Sicxls, in hope of their ancient liber- 
ry, Wich a mixture of Coſſacke, Yalachians, Raſciant,and 
Servians, people of prey, whom Baa knew to be far is- 
feriour in courage to his 18000 : wherefore he ſer for- 
ward che fixt-enth day, and in to dayes march, camein 
hght of the Vayued : who ſecing ſome great Troops, he 
ſencto view the Enemy, to be repulſe1, firing Aforiſto, 
Village faft by, our of which, they had drawn certain 
{mall Pieces into the Camp, 

Miriſlo is two Leagues on this fide Alba Julia, upon 
the high way, fire:ching from the ſide of the River M#- 
yacz, to the foot of a Hill : along which, the River run 
ing unequally, and by the rifing ofthe Hill, maketh he 
round in ſome places half a mile broad, and more; and 
in ſome, ſhut up narrow, asthere where the Village 
Randetb, and where the Vayuod advantagiouſly lay be- 
hinde a great trench drawn from the River to the Moun- 
tain, 
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Onthis fide, where,from A4:r:iſlo, the plain evlargerh 
more and more , Bats encampung clole teche Village, - 
oppeled againſt the Enemie's coming, three great Corps 
dugnard, two towates the Hill, and one cowards the Ri- 
ver, under the charge of the Major of the Field, with the 
Artillery : who there entrenched himſelf, both fides ill 
drawing nearer and nearer : Towards the Evening . Sep- 
tember che 17ch, came one with Letrers irom the Vaywod 
co Bafta, containing, He deſired ro know whether his ar- 
rivall in the Conſpirator's Camp, were by the Emperor's 
conſent or Command, or not; and how ir hapned , he 
would do ſo, conſidering the divers chances of War, &c, 
Who anſwered, To morrow he would Sew bim his Au- 
thority (alluding ro the Imperiall Standard) and as for 
the fortune and danger, he referred that to the will of 
the Almighcy , the juſt Judge of all controverſies ; bur 
the mean while, he exhorred him to leave that Province 
he had ſo 111 governed,unto theEmperour,promiſing him 

free paſſage into Yalacbsa, and giving him time till the 

n:xt morning, to conſider thereof : after which , every 

oze might do for himſelf what he conld, The Vayuod dil- 

daining this anſwer , with many threatnivg and difgrace- 

tul words , preſencly cauſed the Batrel ro be pro- 

claimed againſt next day, by ſound of Drum and Trum- 

pet, 
Baita aſſuring his Camp, and not onely ſending, bur 
90's himſelf ro ſee how the Enemy lay, and finding no 
reaſonable meanes for him thereto attempt any exploit 
by, thought ir beſt ro make a retrear, of about an Italian 
mile, according r@ the commodiouſneſs of the place, 
which his purpoſe was much diſliked by che confederate 
Capraing : ro whom ir ſeemed more ſafe to aflaulr the 
Enemy in bis Trenches, than to retire before the face of 
an Enemy ſo irong and adventurous, &'c, bur Baits, 
promiſed therein to ſhe them a mere cunping kind of 


figh: 
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fizhc,chin they yer kn2w , and the afſarance whicl him: 
{elit andthe Almaines in the Rear, would giveinthe re, 
ereat ; lo rhat they ſhould nor loſe one man, much leſſe, 
to fall inco any diſorder, his purpoſe being onely to give 
the Enemy the plain, co ſhzw him'elf openly in ; ſo the 
morning tollowing, che three Corps Duguard, were calls 
ed back, and che baggage ſent away : whom the Tray 
filvanians and Hangarians followed , the Almaines en- 
clolting che Ordnance 1n the Reare, 

Th- Yayzod herenpon ſenc a great Troop to view then, 
and Skirmiſh with them , which were fo kept off by 
Musquetters 1D the Reare , that they covld not comet) 
do any harm, though they were all the way charged by 
chem, co the great content of Baſt« : who when heſay 
th: Ordnance on Carriages, to come out of the Village, 
he marched loftly, ro give the Enemy hope to overtake 
him , having betore rhought of a cenvenient place for 
bis men, with room enough, upon advantage tolty: 
and when he might (about half a mile oft) ſee the Ene- 
my march in order of Batrel, he began to march towards 
him : and having placed his men in a fit lation and or 
der, according to the (cirvarion of the place, and order of 
the Enemy, andthe manner of his proceedipg ſet Comwn 
he pur on his Helmer, and chearfully ſaid, he rrnfted;then 
co ſheiv the YVayred, tha: his Trunchion could do more 
than his Scimitar : So himleif ſerting forward berwixt 
the Squadron of the Almazine Foot, and the Wing ot 
Muſquzrtiers , in the af:ernoon, he marched fair and 
ſoftly toward the Enemy : who without moving, ex 
peed the diſcharge of their Arnillery, whereunto che 
nearer the Enemy came, the leſ{e harm ic did him, 

The Wing of Mu'quetiers, went dire&ly ro chargt 
che Arrillery; and the Squadron towards the Foo of the 
Hill, wſtte Baſea defired forcibly to charge , preſently 
came in a Front , juſt upon the (ign given ; and ſo = 
1s 
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his Almaine Foor and the Rutters on the right hand, en- 


cloſed in behind moſt part of che Enemies Foor : at 
which inflant, the Ratters on the lett hand allo, io cou 
ragiouſly charged upon the thiee thoutand Launces, that 
beuer could nor have been dehred. 

The Launces retiring wichour burt, and the firſt Vol- 
ſey dilcharged, torezd the Infancry, and lo diforderedihe 
ret; Whereupon, the Wirgs charging , there pretently 
enſued a great Raughter and overthrow : the E1 ery lo- 
hng one hundred chouſand, and Bafta but forty, and as 

many hurt ; and greater had the (laughter been, if the 
Viliage and nights approach had not covered oany of 
them thar fled, and fayed the purivir of th. Vidcters; yer 
was there atrerwards found in ail (as was by the Peaſants 
eported) rwen:y thouſand (11n in chis Barrel, 
Bafte recovered many Enfigns, and mach Armonr b2-

Tencs and Baggag2: (ending our preſently many Troops 
ot Horle every Way with Proclamation to ſpare the 
lives of ſuch S:c#/7, as ſhould lay dovin Arms : many 
of whom, were ſent priſoners to divers places, cſpectaily 
to Fogaras : the Vaywed himſelt, with ſome Coſſacks, el- 
Caping by flighr, 

Onthe morrow, Baſta ſent away Count Canriol;, to 
Inormche Emperour of all parriculars, who ſeem-d ts 
be pleaſ:d; yer neither rewarded the Count, nor com- 

mended Ba#t+ in whit he had done, alrchongh he had in 
Writing, approved of his reſo!rtion and motion, 

Baſta end the Chiaks, or chief man of che cebctlinns 
1 ran filvanians, : co fe! 1d _ Ones ron (2 1d Horle pur 1ue 
the Vaywed. who infte:d thereof, joyning With orner 
con'orts, fell to ranſacki 10 Of A 1ba Julia, precengins, 
there was the V.yweds Weairh - yer ſparing neither 
MERCHANT nor CITIZ EN: which ſ-emed 
(0 Baſta, a great wrongs tor ſee rae innocent pupithed, 


and 
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avd the guilty to eſcape; and though he made what hs 
could thitherwards, and ſtayed one day nor farre off ty 
have given ſome redrefle unto the ſpoil , yet he loſt hi 
labour, becauſe many of che chiefeſt fort had a hand 
therein, with whom te thought it more wiſdom then 
difſemble, than co uſeany ſeveriry, without hope of do- 
ing good : So reſolving in haſte ro march towards Fogs 
ras, Whither he heard the YVaywod was come with ney 
forces, he in ſix dayes came to C;h1mwm , where he hi 
certain newes, that the Chancellor of Poland and Si.

own quite burnt, and the people moſt (lain or taken th 
B;la having many times ſought, to perſwade him to yield 
©7:;zdience tothe 7 wrk,, and now in hope, after ſogrz 
tols co bring him in, betore he were come to utter ruin) 
wrote unto him again to that purpoſe : which Letrershe- 
ing (as the reſt) anſwered with Gilence ; and /brabim, hy 
ving diſpoſed of all things at Can;/54, and thereaboursyt 
curn-d with his Army to Belgrade, co Winter there; hy 
ving firſt certified the Su/te of all his proceedings and 
ſucceſs; vaunting, next Spring to beliege Views allo) il 
he ſhould ſo command. 

Mahomet not a lictle pleaſed, cauſed great trinmpls 
for 4 dayes at Conftantineple;lending a rich Robe of cloth 
of Gold, with a Leading-ttaffe (er wich Pearls and preci- 
ous Stones unto the Bafla at Be/grade, The loſs of Can 
fie, much troubled all that fide of Chriftendom, chief 
thoſe of the eAufrian Territories : all men blaming the 
diſcord of the Captains, who retired without doing an 
200d ; but above all, dereting th: cowardiſe of Pard, 
ſer : who, if h2 had donerthe utmoſt of his devoir, pe 
haps, the cold and unſeaſonable Winter-weather, though 
no other relief had been, might bave forced the Twrks10 
raiſe the fiege : Wherefore, he was by the Emperou! 
command impriſoned at Viewns , where his caule bein 
often examined, he was the year following condemned! 
Felony and Cowardiſe : and Ofteb.1 5, had firſt his hand 
ar 4 tiroaks truck off, and after that his head ; ſo alſo ws 
his Enſign bearer executed, and after them his Lievr,with 
the Mayor of the Town ; who both bound to a take; had 
firſt cheir rongues cut out, then their heads chop off, 


Now the Rebellion raiſed in Caramania by Cuſehn 
was 
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wasnot Witch his death wholly appeaſed : alſo Or/z a great 
Ciry, ill held out again Mebemer Baflza, Then, alſo 
2 Companion of C wſabin, called the Scrivans , ſeeing 
how hardly Esſahin and his followers had been handled, 
called unto him all ſuch as loved their Liberty ; unto 
which ſweet name, ſo many ſoon came about him, as our 
of them he framed a dreadfull Army : againlt whom, 
Mebemet Baſla going with all his powery they ſo couragi- 
oully joyned barrel wich him,thar he received a norable o- 
verthrow ; ſo that he was glad co retire , and fend our 
Commiſhons for railing of greater Forces, 

Mahomet che while, whether for fear of this ney Re- 
bellion, or underſtan ing of the Embaſſadours,lent from 
the Perſian to the Chriftian Princes (he (uſpeAting thar 
King might break his League with him) ſentan Embaſſa- 
dour into Perſis : demanding of che King (for the more 
aſſurance ef the League)one of his Sons to be ſent to him 
in Hoſtage ; upon which ſo prond a demand;the Perfean 
King commanded the Embaſſadcur co be forthwith ſlain: 
buc his fary by his Counſellours, being ſomewhat appea- 
led, he was contented, he ſhould,in contempt, be pur to 
th: Baſtinado only,and ſo, grievouſly threarned, ſent back 
tohis Maſter ; who, new in doutt of ſome further mar- 
ter from that angry King,garriſoned firongly all his lirong 
Holds confining upon the Per ſian, 

The Emperour much croubled with the loſs of Can/ia, 
and in doubr of worſe to come(though /brabims did afteſh 
rear with him of peace) with great infancy requeſted 
aydot the Pope, and other Princes of 7caly ,in 1601, So 
the Pope at firſt of the Spring, ſent him $000 Sonldiers 
In pay , under his Nephew , Alebrandine, King Phi- 
bp alſo ordered Count Fentes to ſend into (roatia cer- 
tainBands of the Du#tcheſs:who,by his dire&ion were con* 
duced to Milain + the Duke of Florence, likewiſe ſent 
him 2000 Souldicrs, under de Afonte : with whom allo 
went Joby de Medices, whom Ferdinand the Arch-Duke 
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requeſtedto be Maſter of his Camp, Thither camel 
ſo che Duke of Martua,borh with Horle and Foot, beite 
made by the Arch-Dake, his Lievrenant General, The 
Emperour ent allo another good Army 1nto Hungan 
under che leading of Matthias, and the Duke Mercure 
his Lievcevant Gen. He madealſe a third Army, which 
fireng:hened with che Forces of Down Ferrant Gonzapu 
Joyred with Bajta, for reco.ery of T ran/ivania, ou: & 
Wiiich ve had bin of late driven, 

In che mean time, many hot sk rmiſhes paſſed in Hu- 
gary, berwix: the Chriitians and 7 #rks, Bur, the time

cold, that many of them fell down frozen,and never rol 
more, nor being to exp: help from ochers, every mar 
having enough to do to look to himſelf; ſo that upon the 
way, lay 500 dead of cold, beſides 400 left fick in the 
Trenches : who,were thought afterwards to have binyu 
ro the Sword by them of Canſia, 

But Michael the Vayuod of Yalachia, not knominy 
well which way to curn bimſelf,thought ic.beſt now at lit 
to ſubmit ro the Emperour, if ſo at lealiwiſe he might e- 
cover his Government in Valachia ; ſo Far, 2 3, he att:

her, Count 1ſolan the Governour,who wich much adoe, 
getring intothe City , the Turks having already taken all 
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bi WMpaſlages, and being a good Engineer, cauſed all in the Ci- 
ve- BY, co labour on the Rampiers; {o that ic was ſoon ſo for- 
ne ified, char ir ſeemed almoſt impregnable, Al; was ſome-

$0900 Duckats, Haſſan Baſs (by the Command of 
Sultan Mahomet) coming to Buda, by the way of Bel- 
ade, wich 1 5 0000 men trom thence, came and en- 
mped before Alba Reg lis, Aug, 12th, where having

rher, ro go and try, if by any meanes they mighr put into 
eAlba Regalis ſome freſh Souldiers : who ys a, 
rook the Field withour delay, wich 1200 men; 
whileſt by diſcord betwixt him and the other Colonels 
about the manner of relieving ir,the matter was roo long 
delayed, the Baſſa Ang. 28, continued a general aſſault 
all ch: day, and next night, with ſome patt of the dayfel- 
lowing, withont ceaſing : ſo thar rhe Defendants mud 
weakened , and they that were left, ſo wearied or wout-

In Pefth, the Chriſtians found great fore of Wealth oncinu 
with one thouſand ſerviceable Horſes , and mud 
Warlike proviion, This done; they returned to beſie: 2910u(] 
the upper Ciry and Caltle of Bude,undermining and bar 
rering rhe (ame; and had planted ſeme of their Ord 
nance ſo high, that they could,at pleaſure , ſhoot incothe

Shortly afrer, RUSSWORM having with 
ontiguall battzry , made a conhiderable breach in che 
ASTLE, With certain Foor- Companies» cou- 
zioully aſſailed ic- where the TURK $ hiwing 
n belt ſort they could, repaired ic, and on both 
des thereof , placed Murrhering-Pieces, wich ſtore of 
re-werks, ſ@ overwhelmed the firſt aſſailants with thar 
lezdly fire,and ſo rent them wich cheir murthering ſhot, 
hat they were ferchwith cur off ; yer they who were to 
Cond them, nothing diſcouraged , bur ſeeking delpe- 
aely ro have entred, were in like ſort welcomed : So 
bat noiy one thouſand of them being loft, they cauſed a

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But Hafſ«s had nor long layen before Peſth, but prev 

wants (through his ſo ſudden recura ) began toartiein 
bis Camp, the Souldiers being glad co eat their dzad 
Horſes, a pound ſcarcely co be gotten for rwo Hays 
Tian Duckacs, and a baſhel of Oars for five : which wants 
encrealins, and many Souldiers ſtealing away » he had 
mnch ado2 to periwade chem to tay eight dayes longer 
which expired, andnorhing effeAually done, he fearigs 
ſome ſudden milchief ro be done by che hnogry ad 
diſcontenred Son'diers, November the ocend.lncke night 
role with his Army, in haſte retiring cowards Belgrad, 
leaving behind him 300 dead Horſes : after whoſe & 
parrure, Nadaſt: and ſome ocher Commanders, preſen- 
ly went down to Adexa (a fair Town, upon.the bank of 
Danubim, bout four Hungarian miles from Buda, and 
ſerving as it were a Store-houſe for that Garriſon ) wit 
five rhouland men, and certain Ordnance : which Tom, 
Nadaſti (by his Huſſ«rs ſent before) ſummoning, they 
firſt, refuſed co yield ; bur being with the fight of a fare 
greater power diſcouraged, thzy yielded the Town upon 
ſafe departure, wich bag and baggage, being condudt! 
as farreas Feldway : which Caſtle, was alſo at firſt ſum- 
mons, by the perſwafion of them of Adems,delivercd uv 
to thern : which done, the free Harducks the ſame nigh, 
ſurpriſed Pax Caſtle : whence , the Chriftians marchin; 
on,tookin alſo the City of To/xae, 

In the mean time; they in che Camp at Buda, were 
vertized, tharche Baſſa of Beſx, with ochers, bad aſlen 
bled chirry thouſand men to raiſe the ſiege : Wherefor 
the Chriſtians, leaving their Tents in their Trenchesg7 
rhered rogether in the water-Town: whereupon, th! 
Turks preſently ſallying our, took both che Trenches4nd 

Tents, With no {mall flanghter of their keepers ; ſo hole 
10g them for tive boures ſpace, till chey were by (irons 
hand beaten out, and forced to retire, with female 
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Nadaſti alſo making a Road towards £41ba Regals, in 
their return, Within a wile of cons opGn a theu- 
ſand Turks, laying moi of them , raking one hundred

They alſo at the fiege , baving by fury of the Capnon, 
beater down a firong Tower next to Danubixe, were a 
lictle before night abour co baveentred ; but ſuch a Tem» 
peſt of wind and rain, ſuddenly aroſe, that they were ens 
forced for that time to give over the afſanlr : which lorm 
ended, two hundred Turks to keep the Chriſtians other- 
wiſe buied, ſallyed out, chargirs vpon the S1wian Horſe 
men, who preſently relieved by the men at Arms, mace 
them ſpeedily rerire with che lofle of ene hundred and 
fixty men ; but raking heart again, next day Nevemb,uth, 
they (allied our again : where , though a great number 
were ſlain ; yer came they forth the third day alſo, and

Shorrly afrer, the Imperials cercainly informed , thac 
amulticude of Tartars were comivg as far as 7 emeſwar, 
drelieve Buda,cthoughc beſt(chiefly winter being come) 
derimes to raiſe their ſiege, and be gone : which chey did + 
Novemb, 16th, yer they furniſhed Peſeb with all necefſa- 
ries, and almoſt To000 Souldizcrs. As for Adews, it had 
a Garriſon of Hungarians, with their wages cfferedto be 
pajd before hand : which chey refuſes, alleaging thatfor 
the great danger of this place, above o:bers, they could 
old Þor (afely rake cheir Oath to defend it : yer offering ro do 
ons "bat beſeemed valiant Souldiers, that all ſhould lee, no 

ye, BY"! ſhould happen chereunto, threvgh their defaule, 
My The 
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The Imperials departed, the Turks forthwith came 
down into the lower City , by often chundering with 
their Ordnance, and other fignes of triumph , declaring 
their joy; bur whileſt in their jollity, they (hor rothen 
of Peſth, chey from them, (o received the like, chat the 
Turks r2quetted them) to ſpare their Shot and Powde; 
and quietly co live by them, cill next Spring ; yer foral 
chis cheir joy at Buda, ViRuals was become (o ſcarce 
that they feared, if chz Chriſtians bad layen longer at the 
fiege, they ſhould have been forced for very want co yi. 
the Cicy : whoſe friends, with a great Convoy , brine: 
ing what proviſion they conld, for cheir reliet : cheyd 
Comara and Strigoniurs, maecting with the Turks beryin 
Alba Regalis, and Buds, overthrew the Convoy, and ar 
ried away all the Vicuals, 

But nothing troubled Mahomet, like the Warres bt 
had in A/ia againſt the Rebel, the Scr1vano + who, er- 
couraged with the laſt years ſucceſs , and RN growing 
fronger and Rropger, through the allurements of libe: 
ty» hope of prey, or good entertainment , had this yet 
over-run much of the Turk's Dominions in Af, put 
ting all to fire and ſword , and ranſacking divers walled 
and fenced Ciries, as he went ; forthe Janizarics of 4 
leppo and Damaſco, wich many of their parrakers , who 
might much have hindeted his proceedings, weretoge 
ther by the eares among themſelves ; but the Sariven, 
in the mid(t of cheſe defir:d forruncs , fell fick and died: 
bowbeic, the rebellion ſoon grew to be far greater, and 
more dangerous than before ; for a yourger Brorherd 
his, tepr up in his place, fiercely proſecuting the under 
taken Warres : againſt whom, Haſſan Baſſa, being (ent 
with a great Army, and joyning barrel with him was bj 
him in a great and bloody fight overthrown and (lan 
wich his whole Army, excepr ſnch as by ſpeedy flight e- 
cap:d, Y 
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$o the Sultan was forced to call Mahemer Baſſa our of 
Hmngary, to ſerve againki this new Rebel : whoche mean 
while, Made havock of all as he went, receivipg the tri- 
buce of choſe Countries, and others alſo further off, ba- 
ving exaed onely of Ancyr4, and the Courtrey therea- 
bouts, 309000 Duckars ; io heaping up great Treaſures 
of his Enemies, tor maincenance of his Warres, Yet be- 
fore Mapomet had called the Baſla out of Hangary, be 
had provided that the Tartar Haz with a great power, 
ſhould even againſt that rime, come into tharCountrey : 
which rough and needy people, for pay or prey, alwayes 
ready to 1erve the Othoman Emperours , by plain force, 
brake through Yalachia, though nor without great loſle, 
(being fought with by the Valachiavs, and free Haiducks 
a whole day) and came into Hangary in che Jarter end of 
December : the Has with forry chonſand ro Quing, Ec- 
clefe;and bis two Sonnes, wich twenty thouſand in:o 
Hifſege, where they ſpoiled borh Turks and Chriltiavs, 
precendivg all that frontier Ceuntrey to be given to 
them by the S#/ten, in reward of their ſervice. Bur ere 
og, they forced the Chriſtians thereabours, co viAuall 
#1ſafor the Turks; and ſo breaking into Stiria, nor fat 
10m Carawant , they carried away above two thouſand 
ptives; then ſurprikng Keſchemet , they fl:w moſt of 
be Johabirancs of that great Town, carrying away the 
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oe" Welt priſoners, Others of them alſo, inroading to Shar- 
an 47, and burning down ciwenty Villages , carried away

Againſt theſe Tarcars, for all this, theChriftians, be- 
cel Wide rheir ordinary Garriſons , began in Winter te 
oppo 
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oppoſe ſome of cheir ocher forces:the Palacine of Rhys, 
ſending ten Troops of Horſe, tor defence of Stiria ; ang 
Collonitz raifing 400 Horle, 1000 Maſſers, and 3000 free 
Haidscks, fer repreſſing of them : che Duke of Branſwich 
allo, ſending 1000 Horley and 2000 Foot, for the ſame 
ſervice, 

January with a ſharp Froſt, began the next year 1603, 
whereby che R1:ers in many places, ſeemed racher whol. 
ly turned into ice, than frozen : Daevbixs allo, ( for il 
tis ſwifr courle) being ſo hard frozen, that men and carts 
mighc ſafely paſſe thereupon: which ſo cold a ſeaſon 
did rather increaſe the hor deſires of the greedy Turk, 
Wherefore, out of cheir Garriſons, they raiſed 18eov 
men, to have forraged and over-run the Chriſtians with 
their Terricorics, confining upon them : Quermanue, and 
places thereaboutrs,being afſigned,firtt ro feel their force 
whereupon, Collonitz wirh all ſpeed , pur into the wv 
burbs of Quermazie, one thouſand Reiſters, and ty 
thouſand Laxſquenets; and in the Boroughs , added to 
the Regiment of Count Rgingrave , fix Companies « 
Coſſacks, 4000 Haiducks, 400 Carabins , French nl 
Wallzons, 200 Horle of his own Regiment, bimſelfconr 
manding over all thefe Troops ; and withall, commar 
ded all che Inhabicancs thereabours, rotake up Arms,nl 
with firong Barricadoes , to firengrhen the wayet, and 
ſiop up the paſſages inco their Countrey : which the 
chearfully performed, with Weapons in one hind , and 
Spades and Shovels in the other : wherefore, che Turk 
changed their former deſign for the invading of Quer 
wary, (where the Chriſtians bad for five weeks expe 

ed them) marching along by Roqueſbenrg , wil 
purpoſe re load themſelves wich ſpoil of © 
Countrey ; bur Colloxitz, colleRipg his forces ii 
fraced their new deſign, by favour of che Riie!

ſoods near two Matihes, over which the 7 #rks had 
nade ro Bridges to pals the Artillery and Waggons up- 
dn, who were nigh 2 0000 (irony, ..and Collonitz but two 
bouſfand-rwo hundred Hor'e, and 11x thouland Foor, Bur, 
0 of the 20s (urprized Wargons, going to Buda With 
iuals, b2ing by ihem of Strrgonium and Comara, lenr 
o Peſth : che Turks of Buda, hearing of that medley, and 
bowing ic was for their bred , polled ro ſuccour then: 
roops, and arrived at the very time that the ViRtors led 
long, by Danub1i#s, the Wa2gons before 2ained, furtoul- 
y charging them : (o, char th: Chrittians daunred with 
he unexp<Red perill ( the Twrks being 1500 more In 
umber than they ) wichout more ado quite for:ook the 
Naggons , accounting themieives happy enough , 
thy might but ſave chemielves : and the 7 #rks con- 
nted ro have recovered their Victuals, purſued them 
it, bur returned home along the Bank of the River ;

Buda , having once upon the fiozen River bra.ed the 
Chrititans in Pe$th, and Fan, 22, in like bravery coming 
out the ſecond timeywere by them ot Peſth put to tlight, 
a::d by 200 of the moſt forward and valiant hardly pur- 
lued; upun whom , not onely they which fle i, bur otter

drawn up for fear of 10 many 7 #rks,18 were ready to have 
en:ered atthe heels of the fleeing Souldiers , they were 
even in ſight of their friends every man (lain , the 1 wks 
wich litcte harm retnrni:1; Few dayes after, one Leth- 
er 1 Captain in Peſth more grieved chan the rel? wich this 
lois, 'one being his Friends and Companions a:ſo, hear- 
ing hit tome of the chiet Twrks of Buda,and a great train 
o! Gent'ewomen, were, for their plex ure, next das to go 
ro the hot Baths near Buda, with 60 Mutquetiers,by nioh: 
paſſed o:er the Riverzand nor far from the Baths, lay in 
cloſe Ambulh ; ſo che 7 arks calting no peril], came 
accordingly, merrily bathivg and !olaceing themſelves ; 
but, in the midſt of their delighrs, rhele reſolute men 
came \nddenly upon them , fliying all te men, !paring 
none bnt one Boy and the Gentlewomen,Wio,in the time 
of confli, ran naked as they werezinto the City : which 
exp!o't done, the Caprain rerarned l»den with rich boo- 
ry, ard merrily (porting ar the naked Gent'ewomen , at 
whole ferrfall cry, they of Bada fent our certain Souldi- 
ers aiter them, but chey were (ately betore got home, 

By conripuance of rhis frolt, Victuals conid not be ſert 
dowinthe Riverto Peſth, (o that the Souldizrs there ac- 
ccuned Dozs and Cars good meat: the 7 wrks (till roam- 
19 ayour to kee + them from Vicuals, Ot which necefh» 
tics,they of Buda were partakers allo,yet every day io field 
coſee reliet : ard that they might deceive thoſe Pe 
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and aſſure themſelves of ViAuals , they gave our, and 
made (hey as if they would behiege the Fort of eAdom: 
under which colour,they received into Buda 50 Waggons 
lad:n with ViRtuals and Municton; and,cncouraved here- 
wirh, thzy gave knowledge chereof to their Neighbors of 
Peſth by 1000 great ſhot ſen: over the River unto them ; 
yer for the diſpence of their powder and ſhotythey gain» 
ed not ſo much as che life of one Souldier, nor one itone 
our of their Walls, Shortly after, the Budans chonghr 
{uddenly co have ſurprized Palettes ( a ſmaii Caitle) by 
nighe, but beiog timely diſcovered , they were forced to 
retire With rhe loſs of 120 men :ro whom Horwad Capt, 
of the Caſtle{by a Pealan: ſworn to do the errand) ten 
a {mall por of Salt, and a bortle of Wine, willing chem ro 
ſeaſon the Veniſon they took in the lace Hunting ; and 
quenching their thirlt , ro chear thera up after their late 
Conquer, L 
Theſe Enemies more provoked by this jeſt, diſcharged 
a ſhowre of chundering great ſhotzan | (mail bullers upon 
the Garriſon of Pefth ; bur their Cannons being ill level« 
led, overſhort the Town, carrying more fear than hurr ; 
yea, and while they were thus thundering, fire, by negl1- 
22nce of rhe Cannonters fell into a barrel of chuir pow- 
d:r, which taking hold of anether,and running alongns it 
it had been by a rain, ov-rchrew a long piece of tbe Wall 
of Buds, by whoſe fall, many Sonldiers near it were over» 
whelmed, The noiſe and force was to terrible, rbar (the 
Turks being retired from this Breach) the GovEtnour of 
Pefth reſolved to aflault the place: Whereupon, with 1009 
eAlmaines, and 300 Hungarians, he forthwith(in hope) 
marched rowards the Breach : bor by rhe way, rhey mec 
with a Company of Twrks,who gave an alarm corhote of 
the upper-Town, who manned their walls,and wich great 
ſpeec repaired the Breach, Now thoſe 7 wrks whom they 
mer withall, were all (hin, except ſome few , whom th:y 
carried priſoners to Pefth,ro be by them inftrufted of rhe 
Enamies affairs, Geog z Abgin 
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About t' is time, Rado! V:ynod of Valachia, hearing 
thatth. Twrks in Garriion at Sili&Fria, were gone abroad 
to leck for Booty and ViRuals, pafled forthwith over the 
River upon the Ice co ſurprize the Town, whole men for 
defire ot Ricnes, and for tear of tlie Souldiers return, to 
all tied che Town; tha: the 7 wrks,diimayed,and decming 
the Chritiians (chrough the gre:tneſs of che encerprize) 
to be more thin they were: after a ſmall reiiitance, letr a 
way open forthem, vo chrutting into the Town,took the 
whole ſpoil thereof, grear and rich, and ſo fer it on are, 
re-urning . before the / #rks coutd gather rogether to hin- 
der their rerreat, The V.yuod ſent to Baﬀa ( then 10

his part ot the Booty, 
Bur Collonitz, having laid 3 days in Ambuſh withour 
diſcovery of any Enemy ; March 6,3 eſpials fell into his 
h:inds,whom the 7 nrks had ſen; forth before,vvho would 
not diicover any thing, hurrfull co their friends ; ſo that ar 
Lait the G2nerall, meced, commanded one of their Heads 
to be (truck off torerrifie the other 2 : who, diimayed 
with this SpeQtacle , and well beaten to cell che Truth, 
confeſſed th2y were Spies ſent by the Enemy to view the 
Country, and (ee if the Chriſtians had any Forces there: 
which if nor, and they reporting ir, then within 2 dayes 
atrer, tke Convoy was to Pals that way,to be pur into Ca- 
»1/ia, (erting forth trom Babetz, 2 hours b-fore day : and 
that which more confirmed the matter, was, that within 
2 hours Mer their taking, the Haidacks which lay hidden 
withour the chiet Ambuſcado, diſcovered a Cerner with 
5 7 urks Enfignes marching from Caniſia to meer tho 
Convoy: Whereupon, rhey a-quainred Collonits there- 
with; who pur his Horſm-n in good Order toencloſe 
the T#rks betwixt the Marſh and Wood : who holding 
on their way, the Chriiiian Carrbines, charged them 
In the head of their Companizs, diſordering thern : the 
Hiangarians (e'l upon theirflanks, which they ume 
an 
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and the Horſmen on their backs, The (mall reſiſtance 
thz!e poor encloled men mad-, deſeryed not the name 
of a tight, being of 660, nor 4 lefr, bur they were ail 
lain, wirhour kiiling one of their Enemies. Their Horſ- 
men who foilowed chem, ſeeing them ſurprized, ſham-* 
fully flzd, but the Carabins with their Horſes ourſuing a= 
main atter taem, (lew a numbecof them that were wort 
mounted, purſuing the relt evento the gares ot Canifia, 
Thoſe of the Town diſcharging their ©:dnance , and 
many Vollies of (m1:ll (hoc 202in(} the Chriltians, borh 
co (tay rheir Puriul: , nd to give warning to tho'e who 
were bringing the relict co the Chritii:ns chat were in thy 
fizid, 

Bu: during this fight , three very well monnred Tirks, 
advencured to pals by the Chrittian Troops » and ro give 
thoſe. which were bringing the Conyoy, warring of the 
overthrow, an iro return to Babotz : whe brave at- 
rempt Forrune favouring, the 7 wrks = way) upon 
this adverciſzm-nc retired accordingly : Whereupon,the 
Chriitians made towards Baborz almoſt ſixteen miles off, 
wich a reſolution to carrythe place, uſing ſuch diligence 
in their march, thar about nine ar night they there | attl- 
ved 2: and, to daunt their Enemies what they might,they 
pre encly (ounded their Trumpets, Bruck up Dru: mms, "C- 
moved cheir Artillery, ruſled with cheir Arms 2nd kept 
a (tirchem.elves, to make che noiſe of a great Army ; but 
the Turks twice ſo many in namber, and within a lirong 
place, prepared for hght. if they ſhould aſlail chem : who, 
oft repeating thz name of Jeſus, advanced and mad: rea* 
dy for fighr, 

The T#rks from the Caſtle, delivered 1990 Cannon- 
ſhort npen the Chritian Troops : their Mu'qn ts (itil 
playing from the Curtain of their Walls, y:rcher \ilnre 
Foormen, paſſing athwa:t theſe Aa Ming ho vers,marched 
along the Counterſcarp of the Di:ch coward t he gate, 09 
have brok-n ic open, 
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The Twrks the ſame time were come forth of the Town, 
bur atthe very inltant that they charged the front of the 
Chriſtian Foot, they were ſo encountred, thar having loſt 
ſome men, they were glad again to retire into the Town ; 
whom che Chrittians, upon the Town-ditch ſo plyed with 
{mall (hor upon their Walls, andin their Holds , as that 
they duri not ſhew themſelves or look out : and if the 
Chriitians had had In(iruments to bave opened the Gaes 
or Walls, che Town had :nJoubredly been won ; bur, ar 
laſt, they baving bin 4 hours in fight before ic,coing & re- 
ceiving harm, and finding no means to enter, were forced 
co leave it, burning in their retreat certain Villages of the 
Enemies : which done, they retired to little Comara; for 
the Enemics began now on every (ide, by heaps to fleck 
together to ſivallo them up, and even preſfled upon their 
retreat , But Collonitz being with his Sculdiers lafeiy en- 
tred into Comara, cauied the Heads of the principal (lain 
Enemies, to be ſer ups n the pikes of the Palliſadoes, and 
on a grent Pine tree before the gate, whoſe Branches were 
firſt lopt : an ation learned from the cruelty of the Tarks, 
This done, they departed from this Caltle, as more ipent 
with Famine than travell and wearinels : for in that ſhort 
exp:cted defion, they had taken no proviſion ot Victuals 
with them : their Horſes alſo languiſhed, the Country 
beivg alike cruell ro both, The Souldieis had for 3 days 
eaten no: hing bur Crabs and Acorns which they tound in 
the Woods : ſo that being come to this Cafile, they de- 
vonr-d-abundance of Victu2ls, every one requeſting to 
return uno their Gartiſons, being ſcarce able to bear thei: 
Arms; bur departing from little Comara, they heard, the 
Turks had ſhut xp the ways whercby they were to paſle 
home? : Howbeir Collenitz,was (o tar from being diſmay- 
ec, that, whereas it © as reporred, that the Twrks marched 
n.2r toa Cattle of the Chriſtians, ro make head upon a 
p Mage, he: urned toward the ſame place on the ſudden to 
encounter thcEnemy,wvho thought co have [urprized him 
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by cowardize: and the Souidiers though weakened with 
hunger, and apprehending rhe danger, g21e out, and yer 
upon a good courige were content to tol:ow racir Gene- 
rall any "vhither, ret11Þg on his g:car reſoiu:ion, and rheir 
own n.celly tog oo furc. Er; bur ch. y being come to the 
Calile, there was no body: 0 be teen; yet did rhole _ 
men (tay ore day in Ambuſh, exp<ctipg the commiry of 
th: 7 wrks, tho appearzd not, giving "them time 12tc ly 
to retire every man unto his own Garriſor, 

Bur, at ſucheimeas Haſſan Baſla dep arced from Core 
ſfantinople. ro 80 tothe Conque. i of Alba regal. Aa» 
homet cauſed to b2 preſent:d unto him a $werd and a 
Crown ; this in reward of his valour, if he return. d wich 
Victory, te 0! hec in ceven2e of his cowardize,it hie f:il- 
ed thereof : promitng him inde:d his Siſter in marciave, 
among other Trophies of his Victory , and threa'ning 
him with death a:norg!t che griefs of his diſhonour ; bur, 
be caking th: City nd r erurning to Conſtantinople , was 
maznificently : recelycd of his Prince, courteoully ſalveed 
of all che Nobliity, and Witch the greateſt reverence ho» 
nouced of the p:0ple, His Lord hadalfo cauied chem 
ro be molt ſump: uoully provide ! for the ſolemnizing of 
the marriage, "nd conten-ment of the Baſla ; bur, the (o- 
lemnizatio' it ſelt,betng now every day by all men CXpC* 
R:d, 25000 Fariig ries, Spahi, and o:her Conrt-Sou'di- 
ers, taddenly and nnexpeRted!y preſented themielves in 
Arms before rhe D/v4z0, or Tribunall , hn'den for the 
chiet admini(irorion of Jultice inth- Turks Pallace the 
h-it 4 dayes of every week : and, (ertiny Guards at the 
Cou:t-gates, demanded audi-nce ; for certain Spahi, and 
Janizaries, whom they had choſen to deliver, in their 
names , their crievances ro the Baſſaes : being en- 
tred into the Divano, at the firft. demanded to have Haſ- 
ſan Bafſa d-1lirerzd unto them+ vw ho aff-aid of his Head, 
paſled wan and p1'e thorew this mutinous mnlticnde, to 
29 tothe San, proteiting his own Innocency » and 
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calling en his Prophet, co diſcover uoto them the truch 
ot ail things ; but rhey,afrer a 1000 jnyuries and reproa* 
ces beape1 on nim, demanded of him : Whence it was, 
that whilſt be with a gre:t power was buſied in Hungary, 
there was (the wh.le, nv 9994 order taken for repreſſing the 
Rebells is, Alia ; who (by ſuff.rance) now were come within 
three or four dajes journey of Conſtantinople z with En- 
ſrgnes a1ſplayed: Wierero, he in fearanſwered, Even his 
Enemies conld witneſſe, that he had done his duty , while mm 
Alta, and now of lace in Haro: y; Bur, iecing himielf 
ready to di, he yer requeſted » | hat his guilileſs death, 
72ight be prefit«ble 10 the State in 7 enerall : and, in diſchar- 
ging of bis conſcience t1 declare wnto them the cauſes of thus 
c:ntempt, andneglett, fur the ſuppreſſing of this Alian Re» 
hb lt : layin:s, 1r proceeded only from the il, Government of 
the Sulrans Mother, and from the careleſneſſe of the Capi» 
Aga, They hearing him ( though with much impa:1- 
ence) lo well ro excuſe himlieif, give him leavero go to 
t e Sultan, rorequelt him that they might ſpeak with 
E1m,2n' co deal wich bim,that they might have the heads 
ol thoſe, who had bin the cauſe of this diſhonourable 
\erric2, or had cowardly b:haved themſelves in Aſia; 
rhrearning h1m.1tf he p-rformed nor his charge. he ſhould 
fee! rhe tieavy efteRs of their jult fury, and heavy charge ; 
but be mutt now {o do, orelſe die, 

Soghe com:1:1ng to the Sultan almoſt as fearfull as him- 
{elf , he, partly cut of Juſtice. parily from Prudence, in 
\nc'1 an extraordinary ca'e, perſwaded him to give way 
19 thar requeit : who thus perſwaded, as alto to ap- 
p=ar in 1s Mo je'ty, unto his diſcontented Snbjeas, One 
parc of their defire (neceſſity fo requiring ) preſented 
timfelf in his Imper121 Sear unto them , accompani+-d 
with rhe Afufti, and 2 feiv other DoRors of their Law ; 
woo, by MMahemet commanded to fit down, and the BY(- 
ſos Rancing up : th: chief of the {edirious Repping forth, 
C27110%.N6 leave to ſpeak for himielt and the reſt; vhich 
grantea, 
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oranted, he boldly ſaid, That they, his obedient ſlaves) 
full of grief and diſcontent, to ſee « greas part of his Em« 
pire endangered, deſired to know of him, Why bis Great- 
neſſe did not employ the means God had given him, for re- 
wedy thereof > 7 hat they ſuppoſed the Rebells courſes in 
Afia, were unkyown unto him, ſince they were (0 hardy as 
to come without reſiſtance , ſo near to his Imperial City : 
That they deſired to know if he had known allthis : and, 
whether he would take up himſelf the care of his great 
Monarchy, or no ? which through the negligence and ill 
Government of ſome put intruſt, was like 4 great and 
well proportioned Body , but of little or no ſirength : Or 
elſe, that he could be content that all fhould be diſmemb- 
red, and every man take what he could lay hand of , as the 
Rebels aid, 


However, Aahomet was moved with ſo inſolent a 
Speech ; yer being beſer ivith ſuch a furious and arm- 
ed multirnde, whom he had no meanes to withland, 'be 
wiſely difſembled his choler, and with the beſt and cal- 
melt words he conid deviſe, ſought to appeaſe them, im- 
puting the diſorder and 111 ſucceſs of his affaires rothe 
unfairhfulneſs of his Miniſters, and the concealine ot che 
Truth ther--of from him; aniſ1ying, That he had re- 
ſolwed before,to reform theſe matters,and to take from them 
all occaſion of diſcoment. or of any Speech not beſeeming 
them. whoſe Obearence nd loyall reſpett to him their S0- 
veraign - ſhould hive been ax example to all the reſt of 
his *ubjefts. er:zvron, they fhercely dewanced of 
Hiſſan : Why . he gve net bus Majeſty an acconnt 
of the Zebelis procerdins in Ana > Who anſwered , 
He had never j..iled of his Dwy therein, but that the 
Capi- Aga alwayes ſaid It was Ant reedfull fo IYOot- 
ble their Soveraign therewith having committed theſe 
matters to others, &c, And further, Thar the caule 
of all theſe Diſorders proceeded from bis Morher 
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the Caps-Aga & a fey others, to whom he had commen. 
ded che managing of thoſe affairs, The muntiniers now 
more moved. furiouſly (aid, They were aſſembled to de- 
ward the Heads of ſuch offendours : being reſolved to take 
another conrſe.rf he ſhould refuſe to grant it chem, meanivg to 
wake a new Emperor, Howbcir, Mabomet an\twered,1t was 
wo reaſon, nerther would he for their humours.put thoſe whom 
they demanded, innocently to death. but willed thens to be 
contented. till they might by order of juſtice be tryed : and 
then , he would give them even his own Son , if he were 
f ound culpable, Bur tney replyed, He had n#t execu- 
red his Brethren by juftice, but for preſervation of the State; 
and that thoſe whom they demanded were ſs guilty that they 
deſerved not an orderly tryall, &&c, As for the Empreſs, hu 
mother, they were content ſhe ſhould be confined farther off, 
and no more to meddle with State-matter #, 

So Mabomet (throuth the violent reſolution of theſe 
moſt inſolent men) cauted th: Capi- Aga,and luch others 
as they required, ro b2 brought torth : Who prelented 
rhemſ-lves asalready half-dead , whom Afabomet did 
what he might to have ſaved; bunt, the mutiniers clamour 
ro have them diſparched, could not be appea'ed, till they 
faw their Heads (truck off from their ſhoulders, Mahe- 
met inwardly vrieved , commanded the Ex2cutioner to 
ſerv2 {ome other of rhe chief Baſſaes (whom he kneiv ro 
be much bzloved of the Jamzaries, and whom he could 
willing'y have bin rid off ) as he had th: Capi-Aga & the 
reft ; bur then their murmuring and muriny was as it 
were re-doubled, ſothar Mahomet was for fear forced by 
ering w:y toapperſe them: The old Emprels for all that 
was not then corfined, 

Mahomet hi mſc!t but a few dayes before had beheaded 
Capion, ove of his great Baſſes , either for Cehire of his 
wealth,or for envy of his Honor & Valouryer the former 
ſeemed :o many the more probable ; for, immediately 
after his death, hz ſeized uponall his Riches, except 
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400000 Duckats, whi: h Call Bafla his Father detained 
for himſelf : which his purloyning, Aahomet hai ing dif- 
covered, demanded of him one day. if it were true, char 
he bad retained thoſe Duckars: wi:ich FaQ, Cali through 
fear and cove: ouſnel(s denied and terſwore : Whereup- 
on, thinking by lying to haveſaved his life, he was for 
the crutch purro death, having his Head forrhwich firuck 
off ; the greedy Tyrant (for the Baſſ1es biood ſerved bur 
for 2 ſheiv) ſeizing rifling, and carrying away all his 
wealrch, ard changing the Dowry and tucccffion of his 
Wife and Children, into Bonds , Prilons, and Slave- 
ries, 

Mahomet another Baſla, perceiving the like danger tro 
hang over his own Head, reiolved to flee to the Rebels in 
A ſia : but this his purpoſe dilcovered by certain Spies, 
and he with a chief follower of Capi» Baſſi rak:n by thie 
' Fanizaries, were both by chem cut 1n pieces, In the mean 
time, the Rebels in e4 ſia proſecuced their Rebellion 
with all diligence, every man joyning unto che firſt For- 
ces, Which were in good eſtate and rich with the ſpoils 
that they had caken. They, reſolutely befieging Angore, 
a great and RrongTown.the Citizens aff-aid offered them 
a great ſumm to redeem chemlelves and City ; and, ſo 
at laſt upon the paymenc of 200000 Duckate, they pre- 
ſently deparred, Shortly after, Mahomet's new Captains 
(whom he had put in place of chem whom he execured 
for the appeaſing of che Courr-ſouldiers) arrived there al- 
{o, who would needs make ic Treaſon, and put the Cirti- 
zens to death tor giving the Rebels thelaid mony(though 
*;were done for preſervation of their lives)and (ack their 
Ciry ; Whereupon, aroſe a great and cruell fight berwixt 
theſe Sonldiersand Citizens, both rhe SubjeAs of one 
Prince: andall of on: Super'ticion; bur the one fide at- 
med with pride and cov-rouſnels, and che other with ne- 
ceflicy and deſpair, Ar laf, the Citizens having ſlain a 
great pumber of the Soyldiers, chaſed che ret our - the 
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City ; which ill encouncer of cheſ? new Captains, en- 
creaſed the Rebels courage ; So rhat 40000 under one of 
the Tartar Han his Brethren, be(ieged Burze, a great and 
rich Ciry; the Armory , and Place where all the Cul. 
toms and Taxes of A /ſi4 were kept : which, after cer- 
rain dayes 1ege,and .:reat rehttance made; they by force 
cook, (1:w tne Inhabicancs, and lacked the Ciry, By 
which exploir, their pawer and reputation encreafing with 
their booty and courage, Mahemet, viſmayed, relolved 
by fair means ro appeaſe them : for this good Fortune had 
drawn th* Government of Babylen on their fide ; altog hz 
oreat Shawgh or Sephy of Perſia rnculting himtelf inco 
theſe diſorders, had now taken Corbery.a trong Town up- 
onthe Txrks borders, and was preparing for nei Con- 
queſts : So, Mahemer(at lenyrh) bur not without his great 
difhonour , came :0 tome good agreement with his Re- 
bellious SubjeAs , granting unto them all their demands 
diſarming them by yielding, and not by Valour : and gi- 
ving nncto Zellaly one of their Chiefrains,the Baſſaſhip of 
Boſna, tocontent his ambition, and ro bind him thereby 
to bis {ervice, 

Mahomets other men of War, ſecing this diſhonou- 
rable peace, and preferment of the R-bels,inltead of pu- 
niſhments, which they ſhould have juſtly endured, began 
ro enter into great murmuring & diſcontent againſt rheir 
oreat Sultan ; (inch Honours of Righr belonging to his 
moſt fairhfull and loyal ſervants ) : yea; they relolved ro 
chruft him our of his Imperial State , and ſer up his el- 
deft fon Mahbomet in his fed, 

Theſe are the ordinaryeffeds of injuſtice and cowar- 
dize, the overthrow of Princes, Theſe Morineers joyn- 
ed ro th2ſe diicontents, Mahbomets Sloth, Effeminatencſs, 
and inſifficiency, and cowardize, They drew alſo inco 
this p'ot, the Su/tanneſs, Mahomets chict Wife,who blin- 
ded with Ambition, calt beth her ſelf and ſon the young 
Prince into moſt deſperate danger, 

This 
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This important proje&t relolved on, ſeme of theiC 
men (according to the Turkiſh marner ) cenſulted with 
an Alirologer touching the iucceſs of the Prince, Whos 
erecting a Figure of bis Nativity ; coniultire with his 
Spirits, and confideringtbe C &'cfi)al Bedies, gave judge» 
ment for his goed and weilate; arc lo cilpatched an 
Funuch rowards the Sultarneſs with Letters, that ſhe 
:cvld be of £ocd covrege ; anezin ?flvred Fopestt ar ber 
Sor withip few Gayes ſhould baic the Imperiall Crewn 
ſet on bis Hcao,zhu the Rov al Scepter put into his Hard: 
His Art (ke laid ) premifrgike ſame and Spirits, with 
whem he h=& conference, aſjurirg him theyeof ; bur, it 
chanced tba! theie Letters were 1rtercepted and brovghe 
to Adahomet : Whcrevpen it bappencd , - that Fe which 
rook vpon kim to foretell alerg life , ard Empire te 
fall ro aroiþcr m:aD, covld rut ftoretce the erd cf his own 
life. beirg 6imvielf by the Sultans command, with the 
yorg Prince, the Euruch, and 5 © others cf the Cenipi- 
rators ano cenienters thereunto, (izangled . and the Sul- 
tanneis drewned z yetſome reportzthis Prince was firan- 
oled upon iv'pition. ot conipirirg with the A ficn Rebels 
aga'nlt his Father, which after his death being tor nd not 
to be ſo,the Baſſa who cau'ed the ſuſpition was hanced, 

Tartay Hay, comming vith a great Army ter Han- 
gary,demanded of the King of Polonia, Tribureard paſ- 
lage throuyh his Country ; bur the Kirg ceried both,ard 
rovghiy an'wered his threats, WV hercicre, the proud 
Tartar (tor fear of being defezter) in his paſizce by the 
Polonians (as the 7 artars had often been) turned with 
bis Army toward Valachia; Whererpon, Radell hea- 
ripg , that, beſides the forrzging of his Ceuntry, they 
purpoledto (er up another Vayucd in kis Read, march- 
ed to his Borders with the greateſt rower he could 
make, to atrerd their comming, ard boy them from en» 
tring : and,takirg all the advantages of the Strait-p:ſiages; 
in the 2 fiſt encounters, notably repuiſcd the fierce F ne+ 
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my with this liccle Army, ſlaying abouc 3000 of them * 
bur their Avant-guard (till comming on, they ar the third 
encounter, ſo long mainrainea the hiyhr; thar atte” a cruell 
fight, che ttrong Evemy prevailed, apd entring / alachia, 
brought in wic'1 ic, Ruine,D-ath and Deſtru&ion; ana,be- 
ing come ro Q#1ngue Eccleſie in Hungary , to joyn with 
Haſſas Baſla (iow after f1s marriarge ) returned with a 
great Army tvither ; he muſteripg the Tartars, tound 
them to be 40000 (trong: who, inſtead of aflaultingany 
ſtrong Wails fell upon Cortages,ran:acking and pillagivs 
the Inhabu.ancs, both inthe Turkiſh and Chriſtian Ter- 
ricurics : conltraining rhe Chrittian people contrary to 
thejr conicience to iw-ar ro ſerverhe Twrk,; they alſo tor- 
ced themto furn:(\hchem wich Warlique Proviſion and 
Manirion, which they pur into Caniſia : bur a while afrer 
the detear of that Garriſon, they likewiſe over-ran part 
of Stiria wich their Families, ſpoiling it of men, catrel, 
and goods, and carryed away 2000 for ſlaves, whom they 
fold unco the 7 ark for great profir. Thence they went 
inco Shavery,ſlaying the Chrilitans,riflin2 their Villages, 
chen burning chem, carrying away 1000 Caprives: which 

outrages af:erwards, rhruft che Valiant Collon;rz, into the 

field againit cheſe baibirous pzopie : who, a few dayes 

before, with much crouble,and by his Wildom. appeaſed 

the French light-Hor|(men in the Villages about Roqueſ- 

byrg, murining for their pay : ſo that they ſware again to 

the Emperour, joyning the 1.ſelves to his Army, being 

I ©0000 g00d Men, 

In che mean time, the greedy 7 artars ranfacked and 
burned 25 Villages about Veradin, carrying away many 
men and catrell : Others of them alſo, rhen invading 
Count Ser:mus's Iflind as far as Rackesſpurge ; mad: grear 
ſpoil, as had their fel'o v$ elſwhere,and, belide other boo- 
ty, carried away 2000 Captives: Wherenpon, the Cont 
and (oloxirz,, couragioufly oppoſing ag1intt them, for a 
while tayed cheir Ilecurſions ; io that naw 35000, turn- 
wh 
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ing their covrie into Sl avenia Carrying aWay a great pum» 
ber of prileners ard booties: ano. meetirg by thi way 
with 600 Chritian Souldiers, rhey {lcw ther every man z 
ar length, ſome of their roamirg Treops cbanced to fall 
into the darger of the Count, whe hovered a'oot off - for 
fear of their multitude a part Whereot row falling into 
his Hands, were all cur 1D pieces, and a number of Cap- 
tives (et at liberty thereby. Hereupen, the 7 aytars till 
in doubt to meer With the Chriſtian Troops,who flew all 
of them they lighted on, kept cloſertogether, and lo did 
a great deal the leſs hurt, chan when they roamed vp and 
down at pleaſure, 

The Garri!on Souldiers of Caniſia, conſulting how to 
be revenged for the late Defeat ar che ſame time; there 
was a Fygitive Chriliian in the Town, who ſeemed defi- 
rous to turn Tw#rk :of whom the T #rks made much recks 
oning, for that be ſeemedto know much of the Chriſtians 
dehgns, and rhe means hoy to croſs them : who,promi- 
{ed ro b.ing them inro che midſt of the Chrititans C:mp, 
and deliver it into their hands ; bur, he ſeeing the Turks 
much buſied with carrying of Viguals into the Calile, 
brov#ht into the Toivn atter the overthrow of rcheir fel- 
lows, knowing where the Ammunition lay, by a Train, 
laid fire thereunco; and, amidlt the (tir, by a loop ip the 
Wall got away,and came to Collenitz, who lay near in 
Ambuſh, expeRing che epportunity upon the ſucceſs of 
lo dangerous an adventure, Wherero be was privy, All 
the place felr the fury of this dreadfu]\ blaſt, all was ſha= 
ken and turned uphide down: yea,the fire burſt our of the 
Caſtle ard burnt moſt of the Town allo : the terror here- 
of, made many Twrks te leap over the walls in hope {o ro 
fave their lives : bur meeting with the Souldiers of Col- 
lomtz.. they were all either taken or ſlain, Burt now,when 
occalionierved for the re-gaining of Cani/ia, thoſe French 
and Walloers, whom Cellenitz had before appcaſed , viho 
were mo!t of his (treneth, for want of pay ( as they pre- 
renced) 
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tended ) turned cheir backs, and were by no entreaty or 
peri waſionsto be moved, Withgrawing from -the rett of 
the Army to their dilcouragement : ſo that (ollonitz,,was 
to his great diſcontentment;torced to retire, without any 
thing more doing, 

Whilk chisexploit was in hand, The 7 wrks and T artars 
made a crueN ſpoil about Rab , even almoſt to the gates 
rhereot, carrying away a great number of men and beats : 
at laſt, Nadafti his Huſſars comming that way, by ſpeed 
overtook them near Alba regalts.{laying a great number, 
and forcing the reſt to leave much of their prey bebind 
chem: with which recovered booty.they returving to Rab, 
che Inbabicants and Country people with tears Ganding 
in their eyes, requeſted to have their owne goods again ; 
bur yer they were fainto redeem them for pre!ent mony, 

Collenitz, fo ſhametally forſaken by his own Souldiers, 
and a great number of Turks & 7 artars coming to relieve 
and repair che \ore-ſhaken Town full of grief &1ndighar1 - 
on retnrned towards Comara ;'but upon the way of his re- 
rurn, meeting wich 2000 T #rks, he after ſome ſmall ref- 
ance, cutrhem all in pieces : raeir Enſignes were all ta- 

en, and many priſoners:the chief of whom with che En- 
ſigns, he (ent as a Preſent to the Emperor to Prague, And 
chough it was reported, what hurc the Twrks and T artars 
united, had done in S/aves1a, carrying away $0060 prito- 
ners, and ſlaying or conſuming by fir: many more, and 
chart being come tro Qw12que-Eccleſie with a great booty, 
they h1d received command, and were reſolved ro befiege 
{omar : ye: h2,no whit diſmayed, forrified Comarazand 
taking from thence 4 Culverins,reſolvel to take from the 
Turks the Caliles 6! Lequa and Boulownevar : whole Gar» 
tifons greatly annoyed the Chriſtian Territories, and hin- 
dered his defigns, They ar2 ſciruated npon a great Marſh, 
which ſeparatech Hungary from Raſcia and (irons cnough 
ro be detended againit a (mall Army, 

Beitig come within Fght of Logue Cafite , well man- 
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ned and furniſhed with all neceflaries, and the Army 
lodeed,he ſummoned the beſieged to yield, wich promi- 
ſes of courrehe,if they would 18 time accept thereot:who 
ſwore, that they would. live and dic within tho Walls: 
whereupon, Cokonits firlt aſſaulted a Mill , which ſerved 
the Caſtle inſtead of a Bulwark, ſeeming hard to be tas 
ken ; yer his men (o bravely aflaultedic, that they be- 
came Maſters of the place, and therein lodged ; bur 
finding it dangerous to keep, androttand them 1n ſmall

Malter, of which be was ({2nc to aflure him :- as alſo of all 
the needfu! affiltance ot his Prince, if he ſhould brig 
Tranfilvama under his lubjzRion, as he had promiſed & 
ſvorn : whereby he ſt.ould nor onely gain credit, bu: be 
made Lievienant Gen, of the Sultan's Army there : he 
faid alſo, that Mabomet had © foot an Army of 150000 
men, to conquer Peſth and Strigontum ; which had al- 
ready made towards Hungary, bad it not been for ſome 
Rebellion , whom for all that, he would ſoon challile, 
and turn his whole Forces upon the Ex-perour, 


Moyſes findivg mach Ordnance in Wiſcebiwrg , re- 
ſolved to beſiege Baſta in Soſimnar, whicher BaFta came 
with his ſmall forces, Bur he, betrer acquainted with 
Martial affires, than Adoyſes; thought belt, firt to take 
order for irergthning of the place , and then ro provide 
as hecou'd, for the ſatery of himlelf and hiss where- 
fore he a {vertifing the Governour of Caſſova, of his ne- 
ceſſity , he preſently commanded fix Companies ot 


Ho:ſemen , to thrult into Soſcanar , forthe _ dee 
ence 
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fence thereof : who, either fea- nz, or favouring the Re- 
bels Army, wichour any atremp: ar all given, returned © 
Caſſova, much provoking the Countrey by the way, by 
their pilfering and our-rages; bur now craving pardon 
of cheir Governour, who was about with the reſt of his 
power to cut them 1n pieces, they offered him fix princi- 
rall Authours of cheir cifloyalty who were forthwit 3 
execured , and their quarters hanzed upon Gibbers, by 
th2 bigh way de ; bur Baſt (the while) was without 
ſuccour, and the place wherein he lay in danger of t1- 
king : howbzir, the TRANSILVANIANS 
thererbours, reſolved to relieve him, both for far of che 
TURKS bondage, and of the tyranny of OT SE S; 
one of whole Secretaries, with Lerters of Credence, 
threatned all che Coungrey, with all kind of mileri:s, if 
chey help2d noty,wichall cheir power, to force and win 
the place, 

Amongſt other, RADOL of VAL ACHI A, 
railed immediately eight thouſand men , which ke 
preſen:ly lent to the relief of Baſta, 


Moyſes hearing hereof, and alſo, that Baſt« having 
well fortified the place, was departed, afluring his mer, 
chere left, ro relieverther ; and thit he was gatherins 
rogether his Army , of himſelf raiſed his Stege , and 
deparced: whom the TURKS forthwith toriook , 
b:ing called hack by che Baſſa of Temeſwar, to repre's 
the Haiducks, who inthe abſence of molt of the Gar- 
non, had deſperately aflailed thoſe Suburbs, lying 
all they found there , an1 rifling and burning ttem; 
and ſo returned to VER ADIN: yer not io con- 
rented, w-re every day abroad, fſecking afte- new 
booty : which cauſed che Baſla to call che TURKS 
home into their Garciſons, 
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Moyſes notwithſtanding, was yet Maſter of the Field, 
Baſia nor daring co oppole him, the Succours from Va- 


lackia, being nor yet come; which he daily expeRed;yer ' 


there were inany bor skirmiſhes berwix: the (tragling 
Souldiers en both fides, as they mer ſeckin? after 
booty. 

Hoſes therefore, laid fhege to Claxdionopelts , a grear, 
bur weak City, and tor that cauſe, nor very well manned, 
Howbeir, the Soulciers and Inhabirants, Randing upon 
their det:nce, <Moyſes was con(irained to batter it , and 
1n very ſhort time, had made a very fair breach, ready 
now to have 21ven rhe aflavit ; whereupon, the beſieged 
o150 upthe City, the Citizens having life, goods, liberty, 
and Religion {aved, and co ftay there (till ; and the Soul- 
dirs with Arms and Baggage, to be ſafely brought 0+ 
ver the Mountains, into lome place of ſurety, The Re- 
be!l! much encouraged, reſolved ro make this the Scat of 
his Principalicy, 

The Turks and Tartars , allured with the ſmell of 
riches, repaired thirher on every ſide ; {o that Adoyſes's 
Army, hope and fortunezencreaſed,lending to T emeſwar, 
for his Wite and Family,to come to him to Clandronople, 
with a Convoy of four hundred Turks : who being come 
thicher , and about ro have led the Wife and Family on: 
of the City, were nor ſuffered by the 74n1z47:99 (© to do, 
telling him, The £a/tas had found lo many diſloyalties, 
rreackeries and trealons, in the Hungarians, Tranſilvani- 
ans, and Valachians, thaty Coubrting of the fidelity of 
Aoyſes, he was reſolved to keep this gage for more afſu- 
rance; andchat they ſhonld receive nothing trom him 
bur favour, ſo long as he received from Moſes, the eft- 
fects of his loyalty; bur he ſhould never hope to en- 
joy them, but in Temeſwar, or (ome ſuch like place, al- 
tured for h1: ſervice, 

Aloyſes aforied, was much moved againſt the Syultar, 
com- 
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complaining in his ſoul, that having ruinared his faith, 
honour, and the welfare of his Counrrey, oo afiure him 
of bis fidelity, be yet doubred of his conſtancy, &'s. 

In the mean time, the Valachian-Succours were upon 
the borders of Tranſilvin's, und:r rhe Condndt of 
Marſa, the Yayneas Lievtenant ; and Bafta was rather. 
ing cogecher his forces, hourly ex52&ting 2900 Horſe» 
m.n out of Silefia : wherefore, Moſes marched with 
30000 men, to cut off the Valachians, yefore they conld 
come far into 7 ranþilvania, or joyn with Bafta, \earning 
the place where they vere to enter, their numbers, and 
the way they were to hold ; (o the YValachians ( beirg 
bur 8000, and the Turks and Tartarian Horſemen being 
at their backs) mult needs fight or dic. Neccfliry indeed, 
eave courage tO the weaker ide; yer th greater number 
at length prevailed, fo rhar,afrer a gre:t ftighr, wherein a 
oreat number of Turks and Tartars wer: {lin : the Vala- 
ch1ans left rheir dead Companions, with Tents and Bag» 
gage, and fled, yet often making itands, 

The Reb-ls now fearing no harm, divided the ſpot!, 
filling the Heavens wich the noiſe of Trumpets, 11 token 
of Victory : which diſorder, the Valachians perceiving, 
turned heady and ſerring clole rogzther, conrazioully 
thruſt chemſelves in'o the mid of theſe ViAors : which 
lo diſmayed and treubled chem, tha', 'vrp:iz2d in &1:07- 
der, with their hands full of ſpoiles , they con'd not re- 
cover themſelves: ſome Rood as men amazed, orh2rs 
ran awa!, others ood on their defence, but all were a- 
Iize ſlain; fo har, at Jaſt, moſt of them were cur in p'e- 
ces,and the reſt put ro flight, Afoy/es himſelf being (lain. 
Of which ViRtory, the Vayuod certified Baſta, \endir.; 
him 25 of the Enemies Enſigns; and writing , thor che 
d:ad Body of Moſes was found amors the mid{t of the 
dead, ſliineven at the firlt charge, wherein his Guard 
Was oveithrown. And becauſe ſome h:d given our, he 
was 
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was not dead, nor preſent at that Bartel, his Head was 
ſer up at {ar9{ſtad, upon a Launce , for all men to be- 
hold, But another Rebel , called Albert Nage, by and by 
Rarrs vp, who with 6000 T revfilvanians, 7 wurkys, T artars, 
Coſſacks, and Moldavians, mad: head towards Lippa : a- 
eainlt whom, Baſt ſpeedily ſent 3000 Haidacks, well 
acquainted wich the Countrey ; for the Rebels chiefly 
ſought, by taking the advantages of places, to delay time, 
and gain purchaie : whom the Ha:ducks ſurprizing near 
to Ferre-Caftle, where they meant to have charged them, 
they, ſuddenly overtaken, and ſuppoſing them to have 
been more chan they were , made {mall reſiſtance ; bur 
by flight, ſhifted every man for himſelf, molt of them 
b:1ng (lain, and their Chieftain, with much ado2, ſaved, 
ro be ar another time juſtly execuree, 

Baita, bzing again become Makter of the Field, very 
ſoon after reduced all 7 ya»ſi[vania, under the Emperors 
obzilance, co whom he, with the Yayzod, ſent 100 En- 
figns, wich ſome other rich ſpoils of the Rebels, for a 
Preſent : all which , the Maſter of che Ceremonies , in 
great Pomp led, together with Afoyſes's Horſe, excee- 
ding richly furniſhed; to whom , the Emperour , in re- 
ward, ſenta Chain of Gold, by Count Fa#enberg, 

Bafta, now reſolved to belicge Temeſwar , marched 
rowards Lippa, there ro meet with the YVaywoars Forces, 
His Army conſiſted of 2 0000 men, well furniſhed ; and 
having 25 Pieces of Ordnance , of the enterpriſe, eve- 
ry man had good hope; bur his Souldiers at the fiege,co0 
exceflively feeding upon Fruit, whereof , there wasthat 


year, great ſtore (though he moſt raightly commanded, | 


none to be eaten, or brought into the Camp ) ſo many 
died of the Bloody-Flux, that he was glad to be gone, 
Count Solmzs, the while, laying at Caro!ft4d, ſer forth 
with 400 Souldiers of his Garriſon, to ſurpriſe #1ſcen- 
burg, wichout any great reſiſtance, becoming _— 
th2re- 
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thereof; bur the Citizens, over-grieved with their inſo- 
lenc out-rages,opened their Gates to the Rebels of Trax- 
ſavania, even then fled from the overthrow : who full of 
revenge, and too firong for them, ſo {laughrered them in 
the (ireets, {they alſo of the Town from above helping 
them) chat che Count had bur fixty let alive, wbo with 
himſelf, were thrut into a (trong and lo:thiom 
priſon, 

Now vpon the bruit ofthe coming of che Turks great 
Army inco Hngary , there came rogether an Army of 
25000 Foot, and 10000 Horſe, well appointed : of 
which gallant Army, Lord Ruſſworme was for this year, 
made Generall , who therewich, marched in fighr of 
Strigonium, to aſſure it of reliet, 1t the Enzmy (as newes 
then went ) ſhould chance to befiege chem, Lying 
there three weeks, waiting for the reſt of the forces , he 
the while diſpoſed of all cnings needfal, tor keeping of 
Strigonium y putting into St. Andrews Fort, near unto it, 
3000 Lanſquenets for its relief : then he removed to- 
wards Peſth, encamping within a League thereof, hoping 
that the preſervation thereof, if the Enemy (ſhouid b2- 
ſiege ity might in time, be a cauſe to win Buda. 


The Turks Army bzivg 100000 men, f2w dayes after, 
came and encamped inſight of che Chriſtian Army , on 
meocher ide of Danubizs, In the meantime, c-r-ain 
Souldiers of Pefth, fled by ealth, ro the TURKS 
ion BUD A, craving of them ViRtuals : whom 
( though they were almoſt in as great want) they 
bounniouſly relieved: the Baſſa of BUDA, (to 
corrypt their folloivers) entercaining theſe Fugitiv-*, 
with double pay: who gave him a thouſand thanks, 
greatly ex'olling his bounty , and from the Walls 1h- 
viting their Companions , to do as they had done; vet 
although they from the BASS A'S mouth, pron X d 

them 
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them plenty of ViAuals, good entertainment, and four 
monerhs pay more : none of chem hearkened to their 
allurements, but rather offered of themſelves to be 


ſworn again to their allegiance to the Emperour, and to |. 


dic in the place, rather then forſak2 it; yer was the want 
of YiRuals then in Pefth great : but ere long, May 1 5th, 
a oreat Ship laden, with Wipe and Victualls, arrived 
there: whoſe paſſage, the Turks attending inthe Iflz, to 
have intercepted, they of Peftb ſallying our, killed many 
ot them, torcing the relt co quit the place; and ſhortly 
after, a number of other Ships, laden with proviton and 
neceſſaries, irriving theresfilled it with as great plenty; as 
there had been want : which being condu@ed thither, 
by 500 Harguebuſiers of Strigovinm, the Turks of Buda 
dur(: not, or could not Ray it, 

Ar the ſam? time, a Turkiſh Captain flzeing from 
eAlba Regalis ro Rab, ſhewed the Chriſtians, how they 
might come to the Saburbs thereof, and ſpoil the ſame; 
yea, and happily ſurprize the Town, offering himſelf al- 
ſo to be the Guide : to whom, the Chriſtians then givirg 
credit, the two Gatriſons of Rab and Strigenium , (ur- 
prized the Suburbs of Alba Regal, flaying all that re- 
liked, rifling them, firing them, and fo, 1zden with ſpoil, 
returned in ſafety, Then alſo Lord Nadaſts, Col. Meſ- 
bourg and Connt T ber,with their Hungarians, Almaints, 
and Hsſ[ars, on the other fide of Danubine, to brave the 
Enemy, marched over the plain, wich a Convoy of 
ViRuals for Pefth, at mid-day, with Trampets gallant!y 
ſounding, the Turks from the Walls of Buda, beholding 
the {ame ; bur not daring to adventure vpon it, 

The Hatidscks,left at the Caftle of Adow, (commodi- 
ous for impeaching the bringing of Victuals to Bada,and 
for relief of Pefth ) now upon the bruir ofthe coming ot 
the Turks great Army, trufſed up their baggage, fired the 
Caltle, and r:tired tro Str:gonmers - Where the Governour 
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examining them why they fled, and what Enemies cha= 
ſed them thence: wher eo, they rendering no reaſon,bur 
their imaginary fear, he impriſoned them , there to re» 
main ill order were taken by the General, for their fur» 
cher puniſhment, 

Mahomet, arcad all his Celights, was in the midſt of 
the inſolencies of his cumultuous Zaxizarics ar home, 
and abroad, in Warres againſt the rebellious in Aſia,and 
the Chriſtians in Ewrepe : wheretore he relolved (if poſ- 
fible) firlt ro appeale the troubles with his SubjeRs in 
Aſia, (chough che puniſhing of Rebellion is more need- 
ful ina Princeto maintain his State,than 1s Warre againſt 
a iranger, for conquering of a new Countrey,) Howbe- 
ir, rhe : Sequel ſhewed, Falſhood and treachery was the 
round ot the whole buſineſs on both ſides, 

Mahomer, \pared no kind of cunning, to deceive theſe 
crafry men, offering them, with his pardon, 9 oreat preter- 
ments and honours,ſo chey would lay down Armsand no 
more take them up, bur in his ſervice ; but they well 
knew the promiles of faithlels Princes ; » col} them no- 
thing but words ; ſo that they nor onely refuſed;to yield 
himtheir obedienceas he defired, bur even to have peace 
with him upon any conditions, Hereupon, he thowghc 
be?, to offer the Chrifiians that which the other had r2- 
fuſed, hoping that peace wich the one, ſhould bethe ru- 
inc of the other; and to eaſe him of a care , how to give 
an honeſt and honourable way thereunto, the French 
EmbaſſadoreLeger , was then entreating with the great 

Baſſres, for the deliverance of Coun Tſelan: whom 
Aahemet thought a fir man, to deal wich the Emperour, 
concerning a Treaty of peace to be had : whereupon, he 
ſer him at liberry, with charge, that he ſhould dilcreerly 
and faichfully deal with the | Emperour about it - whick 
if he ſhould effef ro Mahomers content, then to remain 
free, otherwiſe to return inco his former captivity x 
whom 
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for whom the French Embaſſador became a pledge, 


cAchmet Baſſa, alſo wrete to Collonitz,, for the nego+ | 


nation of this peace, telling him, if they were not re- 
ſolved ro ſurrender Strigeninm , before they began to 
rreat of any other matter, he nzed not trouble himlelf, to 
ive any anſier to thoſe Letrers - ſaying allo, 1f they 
ſhould continue to pay the Tribute for che time to come, 
and diſcharge the Arrerages for the time palt, it ſhould 
be commodious for the Turks, and honourable for the 
Imp:rials : beſides he ſaid, peace ſhould be entreared of 
withthe great Cham of Tartary who was commanded by 
che Turkiſh Emperour, upon jult and reaſonable conditi- 
ons; co entertain the ſame) and nzver more,bur in peace» 
able manner, ro come into Hangary, 
Collonitz, forthwith, ſent theſe Letters torhe Emperour, 
requeſting him to conſider what an'wer he would have 
given, The Empzrour commanded him to embrace the 
eccalion, and to try, whether the Turks defire were a- 
greeable to their words or not : Collenitz hereupon. with 
1ome of the beit Commanders in the Army, entred into 1 
Treaty of peace with the Turks : whoſe demands rended 
ſo much co the hurc and diſhonour of rne Emperour, 
that chey even ar firit, ſhuc up the way to all turther con- 
ference; for after thzir proud manner, they unteaſovab!y 
demanded to have Tran/ilvania, Strigoninum, and Peith, 
reftor2d to them ; for which, they offered ro deliver A- 
gria and Caxiſi4, pibble for Pearls ; ſo that they deparred 
on both ſides, as they came : alſo, whilethis Treaty was 
in band, the Turks gathered rogerher, great ſtore of Men 
and Ammunition at Belgrade, ro convoy much Vifuals 
ro Put into Buda : whereof Collonitz, hearing, ceaſed fur- 
ther co treat, and b:rook himcif co bis Arms, to do what 
chey might, for the hindering theic purpoſe for Buda, 
where there was noiv ſuch want, that rhe Turks having 
eaten all their Horſes, and rifled the Governours Houte 
for Vittuals, reſolved to abandon the City, it nor r _ 
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ed within few dayes. The Chriſtians embarqued their 
Foormen upon the River, under Alimeime, Governour

eventocheir great Camp,and fo returned with the glory 
of the Field, and (poil of cheir Enemies : Iurat Baſſa's 
red Cornet b2ing taken, with two Field-pieces , ſzven 
hundred Turks being {lain, and 120 taken, Saxar Beg 
being one : who upon examination, confeſſed, that Haſ- 
ſan the day before, came into the Camp, dining with the 
oreat Cham; after which, he diſcourſing with him among 
other great matters, of his rerurn into his Countrey, was 
mvch againſt the ſame, till chey had vitualled Baa :

he doubred co win this year, winter approaching, and 
oreat part of bis forces being far off that the Tartars were

In his coaming, lighted on a great Flemmh ſhip, which he 
forthwith beſer with his Galleys : the calmncife of the 
wea:her fayouring hum, The Flemmings afrer a grcat 
figh: made, laying 2 number of Twrks, and ſore rencins 
divers Galleys, yer loling many men, not able longer ro 
fight; and beiog boarded, 'by as many Turks 25 could well 
and upon the Harches, and their Galle eys hanging ronnd 
abour her, laid all cheir powder lefc, on a heap, and fired 
ic, whereby the 7 wks were blown up , themſelves and 
ſhip co;e in pieces, With divers Galleys, grapled unto 
her, and exceeding harm done to the other Galleys near 
her. 

Rais aſtonied at ſo grear and deſperate a reſolution, ha- 
ted ro ſhoar to repair,,and {oro put to Sea again : where 
he had nor long layen, bur he met with the Duke of Flo. 
rexce's Galleys (accounted the beſt in the World ) and af- 
ter many a Cannon on both ſides ciſcharg.d, with rhe 
Turks apparent lois, when they ſhould hare cometo orge 
ping, and fighr hand to hand, which the Floremtines mot 
defired, Rais ſuddenly fled : 'whom , they following a- 
main, ſunk ſome Ga'leys, and cook orbers full of Riches ;

The 15 0000 Crowwns,was by a decree of the Pope and 
Cardinall levied, and payed,of the Tenths of the Cler- 
ey thronghour all /taly, So Maximilian magnificently 
ertertained, & by che Pope rewarded wich 4000Crovwng, 
returned unto the Emperour ; whom the 7 wrks were not

In the mean time, ſome Haiducks, and a number of 
Tartars in ſeeking boory, ſurprized Gok ara, over againſt 
Str goninm ; where, ſlaying lome Germane Souldiere, 
and rifling the Town, as they were about ro fire jt, the 
Governour of Strigoninm, with his Garriſon,forced them 
to depart ; bur Captain Bathian, the Imperiall, required 
this lofſes by tiking of Palentwar, after a long and cruel 
fob, \layiog a number of Turks retired thither, with all 
the Garriion, divers being of good account : which For- 
treſie , he razed, becauſe thereby, the Turks ſhould no 
more apnoy the Chrittians, 

Abour which cime, the Torks purpoſing to befiege V4- 
cia, a Ciry, which Rood the Chriltians ip great fead, the 
Haiducks there in Garriſon, conſpired to deliver co them 
the place ; and being far roo ſtrong for the Germeres in 
Garriſon with them , they flew moſt of them, the relt 
flecing ſpeedily ro Strigonium ; and ſo they Celivered 
the Town to the Turks, joyning with them anc the Tar- 
tar$,and direfting them for the eafter ſpoiling of the Chri- 
fans thereabouts, The taking of Yacia, had ſoon called 
togerher grear numbers of Turks and Tarrars, who with 
the Haiducks, made a puiſſant Army, to the rerrour of 
the Imperia's, net then able ro hoid the Field again't 
them : who turned to Gekara, with purpole to paſle the 

River upon the Ice, and (urprize Strigonierm, which they 
CNce 
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once before had atrempted, bur were repulſed with grey 
and \mali ſhot, as now again ; yet they of Str:gonmm, 
ſeeing rheir Enemies daily to increaſe , ſtood more in 
doubt of a (ſecond hege. chan of the firſt, 

Theſe things much troubled, aud grieved the Emperany, 
who 1.4 ſed what power he could, and levied great ſummes on 
bu ſabjeits, taking a Duckat upon every houſe i Auliria, 
being then in great fear of theſe miſeries, ſo faſt ſpreading, 
and that way approaching. But all, or moſt part of the aj 
promiſed from th: Pope, King of Spain, and Princes of 
Italy azd G-rmany, this year failing ; and Balia's Forces 
much weakened with wants, and Winters extremity, and nt 
able to k;ep the Feld, the increaſing Evemies, began t 
draw near to Vicegrade, purpoſing to befiege it : wherenpoy, 
the G:zrmans n Garr:ſon , warned by the treachery of the 
Haiducks of Vacia , betime retired into the Caſtle : ſs the 
Turks and Hai 'ncks, were no ſooner come thither, but the 
Haidu ks in the / own, opened the Gates to them, as ty 
friends, diretting them the beſt they could,ts beſiege and win 
the Caſtle: which, while the Germans »etably defended, 
Haſſin Bi(ſr, with Bzgedes Baſla, wrote to them , perſwa- 
ding thens to yield it up; but the Germanes valiancly ſtood 
pon their defence,till through extream neceſſity,they yielded 
by { ompoſition, 

Baſtathe while, laying at and about Eper:a, and ſeeing, 
that for want of greater (irength, he muſt lay ill as it 
were befieged, was exceedingly grieved : yet having pro- 
cured f.om the Emperovr, a general pardon for all, wao 
rakin? pare with the Rebels, were willing to return to 
their allegiance ; he cauſed Letters of general pardon, 
ro b: publiſhed, for all co rake knowledee of : which 
being proclaimed, with the ſound of many Drums and 
Trumpets, Jar. 6:h, and ten dayes liberty given, for ſuch 
88 ivould come in; divers Gentlemen near Eperia, for 
&ar of being ſpoiled, accepted of the grace _ 
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thers farther off, little or nothing regardirg the ſame; 
ſo that Borſcay was now grown (© fhiong, that be cif- 
ifled molt of the Turks, which ke had vied , Iclervine 
ome Janizaries. whem he mirgled with his Gartiſon- 
ziducks ot Caſſovis, 
Pallas Lipa, Fotſcay's Lievterart General , beivg by 
ome, envying at his Effate, aceuled to Borſcay, as it he 


nended to make him away, and Celiverirg Caſcvia to 


Baſta, to go over again unto the Emperour, was by his 
Command beheaded, with fire others more, ſu!pcRed to 
he partakers in that Conſpiracy : 1Cocco Hurgarian 
Duckats, with ſeven Chains of Go/d, being found ip his 

reaſure » Which he had ſcraped together in that ſmall 
ime of his Lievcrepartſhip 2 with which money, Borſcap 
confirmed in his Rebellicp, would admit of no talk cf 
peace; bur on conditions, belt liking himſelf, 

Now I will briefly paſſe over, and even lightly, rouch 
uch things, as forthe moſt part of this year 1605, paſſed 
i» this croubleſom Countrey, nor taying, but upon the 
molt weighty matters, The Haicucks, in the beginning of 
February , beheged Sacmar Calile , which the Garriion 
doub:ing, to be able ro defend ir, (nor paſt fixty ſound 
men being left cherein) and deliicuce of neceſſary proviſi- 
on, at levgth yielded, on condition of ſparing their lives; 
dut ip going thence, they were near 7 okay, melt, ſlain by 
other Haiducks, a few eicaping by flighr, 

Sacmar being taken, they atrempred che ſurpriſal of 
Tekay Town and Caſtle ; bur the Gevernenr timely ad- 
retiied of thetr purpoſe, cauſed the Ice of the Riverto be 
droken, 40 paces over, nigh the Cafilezand lightly cover- 
ed with firaw : The Haiducks coming by night, by heaps, 
thruſt each other forward, to have ſcaled the Caftle ; but 
the Ice breaking under them , they by heaps periſhed : 
many alſo yhich eſcaped,being flain with ſhor cur of the 
Uile, wherein was no great ore of Yifuals : m_ 
Oey 
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fore, Baſk4 marched rowards Boaac , holden by the Re. 


bels, in hope wirkh irs ſpoil to relieve Tokay ; bur the Re. 
bels having burnt the Town, and got themſelves with 
what they had, inco the Caſtle, ſo welcomed Bafts with 
their Ordnance, that baving loſt ſome men , he was glzd 
after four houres ſtay, {peedily to return to Eperia: ſom: 
Nobles being reported, in his abſence, to have made z 
Road towards Eperia, to the endangering thereof : in 
which his recurn, Count 7 #rox , and Charls Colloxits, 
cheir Troops lighting on 5oo Haiducks in a Village, 
fired it, and burnt molt of chem, {l2ying the reſt , ſeeking 
by flight co eſcape, 

In che mean ime, a grext Turk, brought a great ſun 
of money to Caſſovia, which being divided among Re 
bels, much confirmed them in Reb2llion, and towards 
the Turks, who more prevailed by ſparing for no col 
chan by cheir greateſt forces, for che Conqueſt of Hw- 

ary, 
" bofa was no ſooner returned to Eperi4, bur the ex 
cl:iming Soulcliers , were about ina mutiny to forlait 
him for want of pay : who making what ſhift hz could

The roaming Haiducks, March the 2d, in the mort 
ing, came to new Soli, and by many reaſons, perſwading 
the Cirizens ro revolt, had parley with chem till noon;

as they pretended Religion, their moſt cruel rormenting 
of a Miniſter , did ſheiy whar lovers they were chercof ; 
complaining alſo, thar their own mucinous Souldiers 
excluded them of YViewa from all Viftuals, and in 
cruelty and hoſtilicy almoſt exceeded the very Enemies, 
The Haidxcks had moſt Riraicly beſieged Odenburg, a(- 
ſaulcing ic in 5 places at once: upon whom Trantman- 
Rerff, cauſed ſome of his Horſmen co ally forth, skirmi- 
ſhing with them 3 hours, and then the Haiducks begin- 
ning to prevail: himſelf with other Horſe, ſome Fc or & 
Citizens,and 3 Field- pieces, ſuddenly brerking forth, pur 
them to flight, ſlew many, and caking 12 Enhignes with 
many priſoners ;. but the Haiducks in revenge, ſhortly af- 
erreturning, burnt che Suburbs of Odexburg, and ſpoiled 
he Villages ; yet Bait approaching them, but with a

ſents for the Sultar, following them, to wir, a moſt curi-

fax ; ſo the Baſla there arriving with 100 Horſe, before

About Spring, Ferome Prince of Valachia, being dead, 
and leaving a Son, bur 13 years od, the Emperour ad- 
mir:ed him und-r Tutors unto the ſucceſhon : where- 
fore, the Valachians truſting tothe Turks h-Ip, went to 
chooſe another Prince; but the Widow, ceriifying Pol: 
loſcie her Som in Law hereof, obtaining much money 0!

Valachians and Tarks, and ſo preſerved that Principality 
for ner Sonne, 

Tac Dake of Florence, having hitherto done the 7 #1 
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creat harm, in the Mcedirerranean Sea, the Sultan (ent)

the Duke increaſing bisFleet,did more harm chan before.

oled : wherefore,after many Diicourſes with his Eunuch, 
he ſends him to the Sonne of Per; Bafſa, a Rebel of 4- 
fa, who receives for his Maſter, the Rebels Oath, and, 
returnin2 to Tarli , conducted 7acaia to Peri, to be 
head of his Treops, 

Achmat's Trea\urer, was ready upon the banks of the

theEmperour being then alive : who furniſhed him with 
all neceflaries; he was there a year, and in thar rime, ac- 
knowledged by many Turks, tro be Achmat's Brother ;

t Prague, certain Saxovs his friends,adviſes him to paſle

ficlt warlike overrure, Since , he was at Paris, under the 
proteRtion of ch2 Dake of Newers , and affiſted by his 
Counſel ; and,had not civil combuſtions direRed his Ar. 
mies, there had bezn ſeen ſome ſucceſs of the affaires he 
treated in Lorain, Germany, &c, Yer ſome affirm, ( and 
thoſe that have convere4 inche Eaſt) that Aabomet had 
but three Sonnes, Muſtapha, Achmat , and Oſmps; 
however, it was hard to diſcover in Jacaia's carriage, ay 
fignes of an impoſture, 

Stephano, or Tomfpo, Vayuod of Moldavia, as he held 
ic by uſurpation,ſo he governed ic with all craelty and in- 
humanity, like chat Tyrant, who faid op-nly, He reſpett- 
ed not the love of his Subjeitsi, ſo they feared him, 
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Arficſt, he plotred how to roor out all the Noblemen, 
called Boyers, with all others of credit and authority, both 
becauſe they (upported (ouſtantine, and for the jealoulic 
he had of chem, 
Firſt, he impaled Lord Betacan, the Prince's Widow, 

her Brother, with two other chief Nobles ; and loon af- 
er, he Þ:headed 7 5 Boyers, not pardoning one, for all 
he great inſtance of their Kinsfolks, charging chem with 
onſpiracy againſt his perſon , withour any proof ; bur 
thze cruelties, the more incenſed the Boyers : many of

Skjnder Baſla ſeeing this Letter, and incenſed, Con 
manded his Lievrenant to purſue the Poles with 1200 
choyſe Men, who being then at Cornard, eAlexan 
hereupon made them adyance towards Coohbing : art whi 
time, Cherban's Chancellour, who came with x 50 Hors 
co afſure him chat his Maſter was coming with 5 or 60c 
co ayd him, was purſned by che Twrks near Tas, onel 
himſelf and one more eſcaping ; So that Alexander coul 
have no ſure News of Cherban, Corecks alſo who liaye 
wich 2500 Horſe not far from {otnard, was encountre 
by a great Troop, which he could not diſcover tor a lict! 
Mountain; he charged ſome ofrhem, Bur one Troop be 
ing defeated, avorher ſucceding, he muſt retreat? yeth 
fl-w almoſt 6000 Enemies, not above 250 of his ov 
being loſt, 

Tne Twrkiþ Commander amazed hereat, colleAin 
his Men, joyned with 15000 others ſent from Tas, ap 
proaching very near to the Polonians, where encouragit 
his Men, he ſent a Challenge ro Coresks, by a Capra 
whom he coptelt rhe moſt Valiant of all che Polonia 
who coming and delivering his Charge, (reskie, thous 
he conld nor and or fir on jo 7; for his wound 
would have accepted the ChallengE, if eAMlexander at 
the reſt had nor cauſed him co excuſe himſelf, chrovgh it 
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did import, che Princefles alſo inflantly intreating, and 
his _ Spouſe, who was much affiited for his 
wounds, 

Tiſchevich intreated leave of eAlexander, that he 
might accept thereof for his couſin Coreskje; which 
erantred,h2 ſent ro know if the T#rks General would own 
igybich he did;knowing what 7 :/chevich was:The Com- 
hat was tO be berwixt che Armies-within a quarter of a 
Leaeue of each other,and neither Party to be affifted, The 
Turks General being about 50 paces from bis Army,wa-

The Poles were very joyſnl,and theT wrks much amazed, 
dvertifing the Baſſa and Afichna, rhey muſt bring all rhe 
Army and Cannon if they would be reverged, In the 
mean time, Bicho the Traytor with 2000 T arrars and 
Meldavians, gor before the Polomans to hinder their 
pſſage from Cotnard to Bothcan : Michna's Army in- 
ting chem ep the right band, and the Twrks behind; 
lothat they had but on the lefr aWood co favour rheir re- 
taitt who being (o inviconed, Reſolved to Fortihe 
themſelves with their Ca'ts and Carriages ; bur they were 
but 5 or 6000, to 22 or 23000, as they were thought ro 
bd; rrue, Cherban and Boſſi were within 2 dayes journzy

were forced to retire with the loſſe of gov Men, Not 
long before which, the Grand Seignior of the 7 wrky be- 
Ing adverriſed that che Vizier Baſla had long projected to 
make himſelf Emperour , through che aſſiſtance of the 
Greeks, who vere to have rebelled ; alſo by the corre- 
ſpon lence he held with the Aſoſcovites & Coſſacks,whom 
he promiſed tro embrace the Greek Religion ; He called 
him before a Private Council, and being condemned to 
d:ath, was firangled within 5 or 6 hours; impriſoning 
allo che Patriarch of Jeruſalem, : 

About April in 1656, there were great tummnirs (raiſed 
by 20000 Janizaries) at Conſt antineple,vho maſſacred di- 
vers of the Sultan's Council, ttrangled the Viſier Baſla, 
forced the Sultana, Mother of the Snlran, to flyro the old 
Seraglio for (afery ,the Mwphti b2ing glad ro flyeznot trult- 
ing theſe Mycineers, who Ceſigned to dethrone the grand 
Seignior, and eftabliſhhis Brother. They depoſing all 
p:Tacipal Officers in the Empire, to ſecure _—_ 
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fom puniſhment, cho{e others in their room, who were 
xcheir devotion : So char although chis confunon'mighe 
have op'd the T wrks proceedings againſt the Yenetians, 
yerthe new ones made more vigorous Preparations a- 
ozin({ their Incerelt i (avaia than formerly ; to that the 
Vmetians Were forced to ſend Prince Horatio Farxeſe, 
& ochec chief Commanders with good numbers of Men, 
nd (tore of Ammunition to maincin whar they held 
in thac Iſland. The T#rks being come to Bagraluth,ma- 
ting great Magazines at Clivano, with 8 greac Artillery» 
pieces, and 1000 yoak of Oxen to draw them, for the 
xheging of Sebenzcs, they ordered Antonzo Bernardo to 
winco Dalmatia, as Commiſſary Genera), to affilt che 
General Zeno, Burt within 2 or 23 Months after,theſe tu- 
mules inConftantinople being appeaſed,the grand Seignior 
ding through the City, gave Order for executing of che 
Ring-L-aders of theſe Diſorders : ſending for the Baſſa 
of Dam#aſco, to accept of the ſlain grand Viſier's Office ; 
which great place was conferred on him, through bur 24 
years of Age, becauſe of his great abilities, Who,abour 
june, coming to Conftaxtinople, with grear Pomp and So» 
:mnicies was inſtalled ioco the laid Office: Preſently af- 
ter, char 7 wrky/p Fleer was recruited with Men, Money, 
nd ocher neceſſaries, over which the Yexetian Fleet ob» 
ineda notable Victory, June 26, 1656, Who, having 
layd one month in the Dardanelles, to wait for, and fighe 
the Enemy, (7 Galleys of Malrs arriving there) ; the 
Turks Capt, Baſſa appeared inthe hgh of the Caſtles, his , 
Fleet conſiſting of 28 great Ships,60 Galleys,9 Galeafles, 
nd other ſmall Veſſels : The Yenetian Navy had 28 grear 
lips, 24 Galleys, 7 Galcafles, b:fides thoſe of Malta, 
who keeping in the narrow Channel;the Twrks muſt reeds 
accept che Battle : The Bafſa had raiſed 2 Batteries on 
Lind on borh ſides cheRiver,thereby chinking to facilicare 
tis own going forth, by cauſing the ocher xo leave heir 
ation; yet the Fenetians undauneedly refiſting their ſhox,

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Wherefore the Baſla, on the 26 inthe morning, ad- 
vanced all his great Ships, yet he withdrew behind the 
point of Barbiera 3 a few houres after, the Venetian Navy 
moving, Eleazon Moccenigo, now a Volunteer , com> 
mandivg the left Wing, and paſſing beyond the Tuckih 
Fleec, tougher valiancly to Rop their retreat : The Battle 
being begun, Lawrence Marcello, the Venetian General, 
with aim ot Malta, intermipgling with the other Yene- 
21an Vellels, ſo hemmed che Turks in from eſcaping, tha: 
they were forced co tight with more eagerneſs ; bur they 
were wholly rouced with fire, ſword,and water,the Caps 
rain Bafla onely ſaving himſelf wich 1.4 Galleys, 40 Gal- 
lies being caken in che fighe, 10 ſank and burner, with 
9 Mahozes taken ; bur the 28 great Ships were (tor the 
moſt part) burnt, The number of Txrks (lain, were judo. 
edto be 5600, 4or 5020 Chriſtian ſlaves being relealed, 
and 4090 Turks made flaves: The Yenetians lofle being 
their chief Captain Marcello, 500 Souldiers and Marri- 
ners ; 3 Ships likewiſe of cheirs were burntztwo in fizht, 
and one by accident, After an extraordinary joy by the 
Duke and City of Venice, the Senate ordered.tfor releahng 
priſoners for debt, ſome Baxaitts being alſo freed ; and 
Adoccenigo, who hd contribured much co the gaining of 
che ViRory, was knighted by the Senate, with a Chain of 
Gold of 2 000 Crowns conferred on him ; and then was 
declared Generaliffimo, in the room of {lain Marcello; in 
remembrance of whom, a publick ſervice was celebrated 
at the publick charge, 

About the ſame time, ſome Thieves ſet fire onthe 
Seraglio of Beſna, four thouſand Houſes, four Doyers 0! 
Cuitom-houles, and three Moſques being burned cow! 
to the ground, and the Jewes quarter plundered, 

In Septemb, in the ſame year, the Fenetians took thit 
conliderahle Iſle and Fort of T enedes about the mourh oi 
the Dardanehes, from the Twrk,; forcing the Inhabirants 
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wich 26 Ordnance, and 5 Morter-pieces, but alſo by fi- 
ring cheir Municions, ano |poiiing their Welis;509 men, 
and 390 Women, Turks ad Grecians, coming onr of it: 
And chrough the fear and confuſion that was amons the 
Turks in { #nffartinople, they doubred nor bu: toon to 
take the Iile of Lemnos. beſides divers vthe: places like to 
ll into their hands. The Inhabitants of Scte, lent Depus» 
tiesro the Venzrian Forces, at that time, inviting chem 
todraw near to their Iſland, aſſuring them of an eahe en- 
tance rhrough the divifion of the Turkiſh Commanders 
there, who were, through cheir oppreſſions, become lo 0= 
dious cothe Inhabitants, chat they alwayes were 1n hope 
of an opportunity to cut the throats of cheir opprel- 
ſors, 

The Yexetians, after Tenedos, ſoon took Stalimene, of 
Lemnos Iſland from the Turks, and having furniſhed the 
Fortreſs there, with all neceſſaries for defence, their Pro- 
[edicor General, ſ{:r ſail with the Fleer towards Scio and 
Zia,to refreſh his men : abov: which times the Turk caſt 
away all thoughts of peace with the Venet:ans, having 
wholly broken the Treaty that had heen begun ar Con- 
Rantmople, by their Secretary Bellarini, 

In Jzly 1657, The Turks having taken the Fort Boſ-

An Edi& was publiſhed ar Coufftantinople, Jan, 10, 
1659. wherein was expreſſed, Thar all the Reb2lls and 
their complices ſhould be deſtroyed, and killed, where- 
ever they were met with ; and that thoſe that diJ execy- 
tion upon ther, ſhould enjoy the goods of ſuch Rebels, 
which cauſed men in divers Villages to fall fonl one opon 
another, On the contrary, the Rebelling Baſſa publi- 
ſhed an Edi, wherein he charged all his Souldiers,and 
Officers to deſtroy all ſuch as oppoſed, and wopld not ac- 
knowledge bis power, The Miniſters of the Divan in 
rnd Conſt antrneple, aftera long deliberation how co ſarisfy 
They him, offered co him in che Grand Seigniors name, the 

perperuall Government of Sersa, for which he ſhould 
« of onely pay 109000 Sxltanin's yearly , whereas 300000 
vere due: but he reje&ed thole offers,as far from his pre- 
tentions, Which were no lefſe then the dividing of the 
Empire, And the Perſian would fo much the more ea-

the Rebels. The Grand Seignior beiog very much per- 

_ promiſed 400000 Duckars to him that ſhould 
bs ing ch2 Rebell Baſſaes head, bzfides the Baſſa-ſhip in 
his Moparchy ; or in caſe the Baſſa would ſubmit, all 
4 I ſhould not onely be forgiven. and forgotten , bur h: 
ſhould b2 veſted with any dignity he pleaſed ro make 
choice of ; But the Bafſa went on (till in his defign, and 
whereas formerly he demand2d ch2 Prime Vizier's head, 
now he demands farchzr a reformation in the Mahome- 
tan Religion, and have the Per/iav Womans ſon ſerled in 


the Throne, That yours Prince being ſerved in his Court 
as 
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as the Grand Seignior, and honoured as the mighty Ew: 
peror, and all reipe&s given him, as if (indeed) he wee

The Turkiſh Chiaxx had private andience of Archduke 
Leopold William, e March 1 9,1 6 59, having preſented 
hico with cwo Txwrkiſh Horles, and other things * his pro. 
poſalls was, That che Great Prince of Turky defied to 
yootiong the peace with the Emperour, which was gran- 
red, 

The Bifla of eMleppo torally defeated the Grand Vis 
z1er again, March 37, retiring Victorions to 7 rocaria, 
with the Cannon and Baggage which he took, Neverthe- 
leſs, the Grand Se1gnior cauſed the chief Vizier at his re- 
turn, to publiſh in ConFartmople, that the Rebell-Baſl: 
had refuſed che combat ; bur the truth being coo much 
known to be concealed, the carriage of the matrer (o dil: 
contented the people, that they iran into great diſorder, 
which was nor eafily eompoſed, The Baſla of «Alepps, 
made his bead quarter in the Capicoll City of that coun 
try, where he ſerled the pretended So" of Sultan Am 
rath as Prince, with a Court, and all Officers and Mini- 
ſters of Stare abour him, having made n2w .Laws more 
agreeable to the humours of the Turks, and choſen a new 
AArphti, as their chief Interpreter in matters of Religion, 
by whom he made an Interpretation of the Alcaren, 
which gave more liberty ro the people, He treated them 
with great humanity and indulgence, ſeverely puniſhing 
che Souldiers tor any miſdemeaner, Declaring, Thar be 
cook up arms to reform the ill Government of the Em- 
pire. Andasthe Caracas was paffing from Alexanadris 
to Conſtantinople, he defaced the Seals of the Paſsports gi- 
ven by the Grand Seigoior, cauſing his own to be given 
chem; And ſent a Letter by them to the Grand Seigntor, 
wherein he lers him anderfiand, That the S&n of Str 
eAmnrath, b:ipg lawfully ſucceſſour of che Empire, he 
ought of right to have Natolis, and it he refuſed that) = 
ai 
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;id Baſſa would make his way into ConfFatinople by force 
of Arms : Where, if he ſhould advance the ftandard of 
Mahomet to oppoſe him, then the [aid Baſſa would ere& 
che (ttandard of the Prophet «Ali, by which means he 
doubted notto dra the Perſians to him. 

The ſaid Bafſa had well nigh ſubdued all ea, and 
ſ:emed ro Mmcend no leſſe then parting Stake with the 
Emperour ; bur the chief Viher being marched ro Scx- 
tart, eApril7, with an Army of 2co00 Hotſe, and 
30000 For, and expeRing ©oooo more to Joyn with 
him, being O:dered to reduce him to Obedience ; He 
having notice of rhe ſtrengch of che chief Viſer, called a 
Council oi his principal Officers , where , weighing 
their own inability, chey concluded to implore the 
mercy of the Grand Seignior by a timely ſubmiſſion, 
To this end,chey ſent a diiparch to complemenr che chief 
Vider, and let him know, That they had not taken Arms, 
againlt their Prince, bur again(t certain perſons tharthad 
abuſed his Truſt and Favour ; Yet, rather then cumulcs

The Venetias forces in ore had good ſucceſſe, Maj 
I5, The Infantry being landed, and divided inco 21 Bat- 
raltons, and the Horſe in 4 {quadrons, drawing up within 
three Leagues of Calamata, the 7 wrks preſently advan- 
ced thence in a great body, and good order, but were put 
co flight rowards the ſaid place,and wereſo cloſe purlued, 
thac the Venetians entred the City with them, making a 
great Maſſacre, and gained rich boocy ; during which 
time, the 7 wrks that kept the Cafile, being rerrified with 
the cries of their men, and the Cities Flames, quitting 
the place, got over the River ; bur ſome Horſe,and ooo

Afterwards they paſled ro 41ilo, where the Generali(-

Prince Ragotzs defired the Germane Emperour.to take 
Whis Forrs inco his proce&ion, left the Txrk, ſhould'take 
them into his own power, and (0 infeſt Hungary with his 
Forces, Hereupon, the Emperours Forces in Hungary, 
feric 10 take poſleſſion of them. 

In Vemce, Aug. 15. A Tempeſt roſe on a ſuddain,which

The Grand Seignior departed from Conſtavtinople, Septe 
WJ. in regard the pettilence increaſed daily.and heincended 
take this 6ccahon, finally ro exrirpare. the Rebels : ro 
Which endzhe ordred molt of the D:wan co accompany him, 
with the Janizaries and Spahies, and all char he could col- 
k&, leaving rhe care of his Aﬀairs co che Muphri, and his

The chief V ifer orded ewo new Forts to be built near 
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theDardazelles,but that work was much Interrupted by thy 
frequent ſhooting of Contarim , Captain of the Vary 
Gall2ys, who retarded it, though ne-could not hinder ic, 

Prince Rapotzs encountred with his competitor, (who 
was back't by the Twrks) and defeated him ; who took te- 
ſuge if the Caſtle Deraa,that Garriſon intending to delive: 
him to Ragotzs,” Who thereupon was received by the Ne 
hilicyand Gentry, whereby his efabliſhmenc was con- 
pleared: ' The Great Twrk. only tequired a ſum of money 
to defray bis Expences which he ſtained in the Quarrel 
of the other Prince. : 

Yer hereby the Controverſy between the Prince and his 
Kinſman, for ' the Principality of 77 4nſilvama, was no 
wholly extin&, his Kinſman being much encouragedby 
the Grand Seignior'to maintain the Conteſt, becauſe of the 
Correſpondence held by Ragotzs with the German Empe- 
four, yielding to him ſeveral ttreng Holds, *The Eftary 
of Hmurgary being vety forward to promote-ihe Empe- 
rours inclinations,toward the ſecuring of thatCountry from

The Grand Seignior, in perſon, went to Bruſia to ſup- 
preſs an InſurreRion, whereupon the People ſuddainly lad 
down their Arms, and were all quiet : which being done 

e removedt6 A.irranople, from whence he ſent Orders to 
the Baſhaws of Boſma and Buda, and ſeveral others, 10 
expecite their Preparations for a vigorous Wat the next 
Sprihng, About which-cime the Vetietian General:ſim 
CMoroſim purſued the Twrks from Port ro Port, bur could 
by no means draw.thetn to Fight ; and therefore he with: 
drew 'ro Candia, with the Squadrons of the' Pope - and 
Malta, 

The Yarks made an Incurfion into Hungary, and burtt 
the Town Ridock , which belongs to the King of Hw 
gary, Alſo great hurt was donein Veuce by a_"ſ""* 
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Lightnings and Thundering, the whole Firmament ſeem- 
vg cobe on Fire; the Wind blew down feveral Roofs of 
Honſes, about 100 Chimneys, and Bells were carried out 
of the Steeples into the Sea 3 four great Palaces,Cloiſters, 
and Chutches were alſo thrown down by che ſaid Wind, 
The Gereraliſſims Morofini with the Popes Gallies, and 
thoſe of alta, went to make an Attempe upon the For- 
eſs of new Candia; bur his defign fail'd, by the arrival of 
another Baſhaw, who diſplaced certain Officers, and ſo 
brake the Correſpondence for the Surrende: thereof, The 

Morlaques by continual skirmiſhes ſo diminiſhed the 
number of the T»rks, who made Excurſions into Dalmatias 
as they were, retiring to Boſma, that there was no great 
cauſe to fear their haſty Recurn : Whereupon the Senate 
made an Order, Thac thence forward Corn, and other 
Proviſions, ſhould yearly be ſent co thoſe” Morlaques, to 
dlige them to continue thar Service,which for ſo long time 
tiey had done by frequent Ranſacking the Enemies Coun» 
rey. 

Sept, 12. The Archbiſhop of Ambrun, Em, Extraordipary 
of Fraxce, came co Yerice, whence the Chevalier Moroſins, 
iccompanied by fifry Senators, wenc to meet and comple- 
men: him; afrer which he was accompanied to the Palace 
prepared for his Reception; The next day he madea 
Spe:ch, in commendation of the Veriues of his Matter, 
and chac Republick, aſſuring che Senators of the good 1n- 
tention of his Maſter, ro fuccour them againſt the Tark,, 
which filled rhe Senators wich excgeding joy, - 

Nowichſtanding the Advantages which Ragotz4 had 
Sotren againſt his Competitor, yec he endeavoured to 
vive hin feir Uſage, becauſe he feared the Grand Seigmior, 
bywhich he hoped co gain a good Accomodation with the 
Tarkiſh Courr, Not long afcec che Turkiſh Emperour 


impriſoned the new Tranſilvanan Prince Barchay : Where- 
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upon the States of Tranſclvana choſe anew, and proclaity: 
ed Ragetzs to be Prince of Tranſelvama, upon this Condi 
tion, Thar the ſaid Prince, in reipe& of their ſafety, ſhould 
be obliged never to go our of Trauſilvama : Allo they ſen 
their Deputies to the Viſier, with this Reioſution,. Thatif 
the Great Prince would be pleaſed co ler them enjoy their 
old Priviledges and Cuſtoms, and be content with the old 
Tribute, they would continue to be His ;: If not, they 
would hazard their Lives and Fortunes for,and with,Prince 
Ragotzs : Who, not much after, had a Body in the Field 
of 8oco men, Bulſaria and Rady. having taken his part, 
and reſolved to ſhake off the Turkiſh Yoke. . The States 
of Hungary alſo atthat time prepared for War, in calethe 
Grand Seignior having ſummoned 100000 T artars to his 
Aid, ſhould go againlt Ragotzs, 

Ottob, 1. The Duke of Yemuce dyed, being in the 71 
year of his age ; on he fifth day, his Efhigies was expoſed 
to publick View, Clothed with thz Robe-Royal, and all 
the O:naments of Soveraignty 3 On the ninth, che Fune- 
ral Rices were performed in the preſence of the Archbi- 
ſhop of Ambrun, Ambaſſador of France, Oftob, 19, Seig- 
nior Donnmcs Contram, being eleted Duke, took poſſell 
on gf his Dignity in the Ducal Palace; and the next day 
being Crowned with the uſual Solemnity, he threw Med- 
dals.of Gold and Silver among the People ;; who made 
Bonfires, with great demonſtrations of Joy, 

The Venetian Generaliſſimo having Intelligence, That 
the Caravan of Alexandria, which tranſported the Twrk; 
Tcibute out of Egpyt, Was arrived in the Port of Rhodes, 
where were twenty Galleys of Conſtantinople to convey It; 
as he went that way aleight failing Squadron, and the 
oreateſt part of the Gallions commanded by Anton Priwi, 
their new General, to Fight them ; he was advertiſed; 
Thar as they went toward Conſtantmople, they were diſperſe 
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by Tempeſt, ſo thar ſome were forced to be (ſheltered un- 
der the Fort of T exedos, 

Prince Ramvtz defeated the Twrks, being aſſiſted by 
the Forces of Wallachia and Moldavia-: Upon which ſuc- 
ceſs, the Eſtates of Tranſilvana took a new Oath of Fide- 
liry, and reſolved to ſendeagain the Grand Seigntor to de- 
cre Thar they were willing tro make good che formerly 
propounded Tributes, if he would acquieſce in the new 
EleRion of their Prince; their defice beipg co ſupplic're 
his Conſent in what they have done,that the Peace of their 
Country might nor be diſturbed, which endeavoured to 
maintain a ſubmiſſive fair Correſpondence with his impe- 
nal Highneſs: And if he ple:{ed to accept that Treaty, 
then char he Countermand che Proceedings of the Baſhaw 
of Buda, and not permit the chief Viſter to carry on the 
War againſt them, O.herwiſe, they were refolved co 
maintain their Pcince co the uttermolt of their Pow- 
Cc, 

The Twrks having colle&ted Forces and Ammunition 
for Canea,.. at Napols, in Komama, R hodes, ond other pla- 
ces, fenc for all the Ships in choſe parrs co tranſport them , 
wbereof they Rood in nzed ar that time ; yer they are f2: 
les numerous than the laſt year,. partly becauſe of the Dt- 
viſhon; berwixt the Baſhaws of Cazea and Retinnm, which 
occahor:ed many tumulcuous Diſorders. Alſo the Plague 
drake focth 4n ſeveral of the T#rks Quarters, inſomuch 
har Guards were ſer upon the Froncires of Boſma, to hin- 
cet 211 Travellers from paſſing that way,

lice, and retreated upon the 0:her de of rhe River, upon 
very advancagious Hill ; whereupon, the Yenetians put- 
ing chem{clves in Brtle Array, had hardly affigned co che 
| Barcalions of che Righe Wing cheir Starions, when the 
Furks came boldly on, and aff wlced their Oat-Guards;bur 
ing repulſed by a Company of Dragoons.and ſome orher 
q12drons, they retired .owards Epicorys, which the Chri- 
an; marched wich the more (pzed to attaque, becauſe the 
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For and Fortreſs of- Suda lay then open for the Enemy to 
annoy them, On the 27. at break of day, they made 10- 
wards that place, ſcituate on a high ground near the Sea- 
ſhore , and rhe Twrks having civiced themſelves in three 
oreat Squadrons, ſeconded by their Infantry, ranged them- 
ſelves upon ſo many Hills, chat lay oppoſite tothe Fort, 
after they had put their Infantry on another, to hinder the 
paſlage of the YVenetans, who were by that meanes con- 
firained ro c1oſs 2, or 3, Rivolers , which ran throvgh an 
even Valley, before they conld come to the Fort ; whete- 
fore the Cavalier de Gremoxw1lle, who commanded the firſt 
Line as Lieurenant General of the day, made a halt upon a 
hillock, which faced that which che Ottomans hel, © give 
the ſecond Line leiſure to advance, inthe he d wheredf, 
marched Prince «A lmeric, with the Sieur de Baſſe, When 
they were corre near the Fort , Forlorn hopes were drawn 
forth, and the firſt Line advanced, the lefc Wing whereof, 
conſiſting of three Regiments of Foot , and as much Ca- 
valry, drew the whole Force of th: Enemy in upon them; 
then preſently the Sieur de /a Garenne, with the Infantry, 
and two Squadrons drawn forth, mounted the Hill kept by 
the Infidels, while(t che Cavalier de Gremorville, followed 
by three other Regiments , advanced to ſer upon their 
Flanck ; but they had hirdly gained the middle of that 
Hill with the firſt Ranks of the Musketiers, when as one of 
the Squadrons began to ſhrink back, and a great number © 
the Ottomans falling thick vpon the ſaid Sieur dela Gare, 
troubled likewiſe the Rear of the Regiment of Perſaw. in 
the head whereof was the Cavalier de Gremorn:lle , which 
Cauſed him to diſmount and put himelf in the Head 0 
his Forces to make them fight, as he did with ſo much re- 
ſolution, that the Enemy returned with a conſiderable lofſe, 
there being many killed, and the Baſhaw Caſiriogots , Gor 
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hazard another Charge, eſpecially ſeeing thatthe firſt Line 
of the Chiiftians gained the Hill, and the ſecond Line fol- 
lowed cloſe after to aſſiſt che hrit, In the mean time, the 
Garriſon of Eprcorao, having made a Sally ont of that place, 
upon information hat cheir party had ſome norable advan» 
tage aguinlt the Chriſtians, that chey might allift them , co 
pucſue their Succefles, the Chriſtians took poſſeſſion of it; 
ſothat the Twrks thinking to rerurn thither , were con- 
trained £9 recare to eArmro; yer the joy of the Conque- 
rors was Much allayed by the lois of the Sieur de /a G arenne, 
Bur not conceiving it any thing advantagious to fortihne 
Epicorno, they let ir on fire, after they aad taken the Canon 
our of it, and returned to C alam, wheie they ſenta party 
to demolith the Fort, and cur off the Recreat for the 
Tarks, Prince Almeric being diſtempered with an Azue, 
was forced to retire to the Calil< of Suda , with the Steur 
de Baſſe, who was likewiſe indiipoſed ; ſo chat the Army 
was left ro the ConduR of the Cavalier de Gremonwuille, 
who for two dayes together , made it his work to forcifie 
the Camp, 

On the 25 about nighr, the Catalonwan Regiment , and 
another of the Auxiliary Forces, went upon the Guard; but 
the Turks, who knew the Countrey perfectly well , ſence 
ſome of heirs through a paſſage over a high Mountain , to 
cur them off , which obliged them to return :0che Camp, 
being followed ſo cloſely by the Infidels, char the Cavalier 
de Gremanville , was forced to command two other Regi- 
ments preſently to advance to ſecond the others Rerrear, in 
which they loft 1 00 Common Souldiers,two Captains,two 
Lieutenancs , and one Adjutanc of rhe Camp, The ſaid 
Cavalier de Gremonville , foreſecing that the Turks had 2 
deſign to fall upon the Rear of our Camp, through che Hills 
zbou: ic, and poſſeſs themſelves of a Village which joyned 
l the Lines, ſtudied how co forrifie the ro Wings of chat 
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part, having lefr to the Sieur de Caraman » Marſhall of the 
Camp, the care of defending the right Wing , where was 
the Regiment of Arters ; the Sieur de la Gravge, havirg 
caken the lefc, inthe Head of rwo Regiments: upon this 
Wing the Enemies Forces fell, but engaging with two Re- 
giments more, they found that the Regiment of Artois, 
made notable refiſtance ; nevertheleſs, the Venetiars having 
through many Charges, ſpent their Powder and Bullets, 
they could not hinder chem from retiring to their firſt Sta- 
tion, Bur the Sieur de Caraman, commanded his Souldi- 
ers to purſue rhem with Swords in their hands, after he had 
feigned himſelf to retire ; which ftratagem ſo well fuc- 
ceeded,thar he chaſed the Infidels out of che Lines; which 
done, whileſt he intended to rake up a Ration in the ſame 
Village, he cauſed ſome Forces under the Sieur de Go- 
merville, to advance, to quarter in ihe Houſe that lay near a 
lictle Church held by the Enemy : Then he went to relieve 
two German Regiments, who for two houres together, held 
the Enemy play , that they could not advance to the ſaid 
Village, In the mean time, the Txrks indeavaured to at- 
raque the Right Wing,which being ſeconded by four Reyi- 
ments , made them preſently retire ; and the Chev Liter 
de Gremowuille, underſtanding that they deſigned co poſſeſs 
chemſclves of the Village, and to that end, had placed their 
Infantry, conſiting of 13 Colours, behind a great Valley, 
he ſent three Regiments to ſeize of a Hill oppoſite tothe 
_ to annoy their Flank, if they (ould venture a new 
onſet, 

On the other fide the Regiment of Artois» being an ill 
plighc, havin: ſuſtained the brunt of the Enemies Force, 
was relieved with a Battalion landed our of the Gallies of 
Malta; as ſoon as the Otromons ſaw this freſh ſupply,they 
abared much of cheir obſtinacy, wherewith they had main- 
pained their ground for five h51' es ; for theſe four Regi 
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ments fell upon the Enemy with ſo much Order and Refo- 
ucion, char they pur chem co flight, and withall, powred 
ſuch a ſhower of Musker-Bullets among them , that many 
ell upon ihe place, and the Grofs retired in haſte into a 
Convent , whence the Conquerours had purſued them to 
Canea, if by a long and coilſome Comhacre of (ix houres, they 
had not been excraordinarily tired, The Enemy recited un- 
cer the Counterſcarp of Canea , where they found above 
1000 killed, befides a number wounded. The Feretrans 
taving for ſome dayes repoſed themſelves in the Forc of 
{, alamy, reſolved to go direGtly for Cudia, and fall upon 
the Camp of the Enemy , about the Fortreſs of Candia 
Nova, upon Information , that after che Relief ſenc for 
Canea, there were left buc 1500 men, In purſuance of this 
Reſolution, the Army embarqued Septemb, 15, and that 
night ſailed, 1f poſſible, to ſurprize che Camp of the Twrks, 
before they could be relieved : That night they arrived at 
(andia , at which time they diſembarqued all the Forces, 
who marched the day following cowards che Enemies 
Camp, near an old Village lying under the reach of the 
Cannon of che Fortreſs of Candia Nova, upon a very ad- 
vantagious beighth, fortified with th: ee good Baſtions of 
Earth, plain on that ſaid which looketh cowards Casdia,hut 
withouc any Grafts, by reaſon of the advantage of che 
place. where the paſſage is very difficult, on the other fide 
ic bath a (ſtrong Wall defended by inacceſſible ditches, But 
the Condicion of the place waz ( little known to the Vexe- 
tans, that they believed there hai been no Moat, bur that 
coming from behind a liccle Mount, they mighteahily ſuc- 
prize che Turks: Upon this ground , they advanced to- 
wards the Camp, and while chey skirmiſhed in the Ap- 
proaches, the Steur Afiles drew off, as likewiſe 2 lictle 
afcer rhe Sicur de Baſſe, to take a perfeR view of the place ; 
which when they canſidered, they were much _—_ns " 
4 a 
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find there a Water-moart more inacceſſible than the reſt.hur 
they were yet more ſurprized , when upon theit return tg 
the Army,they ſaw them fighting with the Txrks,being by 
lictle and lictle ( through skirmiſhes) chereunco engaged, 
| without any Order from their Generals : Nevertheleſs,thig 
Encounter had (ſo good ſucceſs, that they forced the Ene. 
mies to yield, and entred their Camp , and going direRly 
to the Fortreſs, through that ſpace which looketh towards 
the Town, where were no great Moars, they forced them 9 
fortifie themſelyes within , ſo that the Army had leiſure tg 
advance nearer the (aid Fortreſs, and many Battalions be- 
ing approached under the Walls ( the enemy making no 
ſbew of oppoſing them), it ſeemed there was no doubr, bar 
they might carry the place ; yer notwithſtanding this ad- 
vantage, a general terror having in an inſtant ſeized on 
thoſe Battalions that were moſt advanced, they began to fly 
with ſuch confuſion, that they broke the Order of the 
whole Army, and it was impoſſible for the Officers to rally 
them : However, they had bur few of the Infidels withour 
the Fortreſs (during this diſorder) to ingage withall,ſo chat 
the occaſion thereof could nor be attribuced to the Chriſti- 
ans too greedily falling to plunder, for the diſorder took its 
beginning above inthe Camp, under the Walls of che For- 
treſs; buc however it was, this diſcomfiture was ſuch; that 
the Army had ſuffered a great loſſe, if the Twrks had not 
perſwaded themſelves,that chis was but a Stratagem to draw 
chem into ſome Ambuſcado, wherefore they ſenc very few 
in purſulr, 

News being brought to Adriavople, of this great Yiftory 
obrained in the Kingdom of Candia, where (according to 
their way of vaunting) 3000 ſhould have been killed,and 
400 raken Priſoners ; as likewiſe , that 300 Greeks for al- 
hiting the Yepenans, had been beheaded, The Grand Seig- 
7!0r to teſtifie his joy concerning the ſame, made a Caval- 
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cade through that City , and ordered a Preſent of Cloaths, 
Arw's and money, tothe value of 100000 Saltanm, to be 
ſent to the Baſhaw of Caneay and as much more to the Ba- 
ſhaw of Candia Nova,ſtyling them vanquiſhers of his Ene» 
nies, And for the greater demonſtration of his joy, he ſenc 
expreſs intunation thereof to his Mother, as alſo that he in- 
tended to return ſhortly for Conſtantmople,bur he would firſt 
v0 10 Candia, and make Arpreorne a Royal Fort: And latily, 
after all choſe Rodomanracoes; he gave order to make Bone- 
fires, and chat 2, months pay ſhould be givento the Souldi- 
es in the Kingdom of Cavdia, Bur his joy was ſomewhar al- 
lyed, when the French Priſoners told them, that they were 
ſent to that Iſland by their Maſter the King of Fraxce, who 
relolved to help the Yeretians to regain what they had loſt 
there: wherefore they were very active at ConfFantizeple, 
in buildivg and equipping of Ships, in regard , Thicif 
France (hould effectually affift the Yenerrans, the Grand 
&'gntor would have occalion for a greater force at Sea, 

Ofob, The Venetions to avenge their loſle, killed 300 
Turks afore Nova Candia, and took as many priſoners,with 
the loſs of only 7. men. They likewiſe took 3.1 wkiſh Veſ- 
ſ;ls laden with K:ce , fleſh, and other Proviſions defigned

The Grand Seignior highly reſented it, that the Impe- 
rial Forces (hould enter Trav/ilvana in an armed Poſture, 
and bid defiance to his Army ; yet could not reſolve to 
fall quire out with the Emperour,thinking it more prudence 
co carry it fair for the preſent, than animate Ml Chriſten- 
dome againſt him, being already involved in one Wat 
with the Vene1ian Republick, and loath to venture on ano- 
ther;eſpecially ince the Emperour's Army was augmented 
co that number, that it might curb his great Deſigns : Bug 
in the mean time the Grand Seignior gathered rogethec as 
many Forces as poſſibly he could, Near the ſame time, 
a Courrier from the Govecnour of Cazea, (cllicited for Re- 
lief, at the T#rk:# Court, without which, he afficmed ic 
impoſſible co hold oat longer than till December, the Inha- 
bicants nor being able ro fetch in any P.oviſion, but what 
they forced, the Country having carried all to places of 
Screpgrh, guarded by Souldiers, The 
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The T#rks (notwichſtanding the Plague was very brief 
among them) went wit a conſiderable Body againſt the 
new raiſed Fort of Tſerin, Which to defend, General de 
Souches, marched thicher with an Army of 12coo Men:

The Proveditor of Suda, 
being informed, that in a Creek thereabouts, a certain 
Perſon of Quality lay wacching his Opyortunity to come 
over to the YVexetians, fenta Veſſel thicher, where was 
found a Chief Janizary of great Command ; who, by the 
Affittance of his Nephew (Secrecary to Zfſaim Baſhaw) ha- 
ving obtained a conſiderable Ettate and a vaſt ſum of Mo- 
ney, and conſidering the uncertain Services of the Turks, 
whereof ofcentimes an infamous death was the reward, re- 
ſolved to rid himſelf of a Perpetual fear, by living under 
the Venetian ProteRion: To whom he declared , That 
many great Ones beſides were of che ſame Opinion, bur 
that the Governour of Carea watched them too narrowly ; 
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baving fetched back 4. Perſons that intended to come with 

im, whom he inſtantly cauſed tobe ſtrangled, He alſo 

informed chem, That the Garriſon of Cares confiſted of 
2000 men, whereof only 1500 were able for duty; and 
that the Governour (for the ſcarcity of Proviſion) only 
kept thoſe chat were fit for Service,ſending the reſt to Re- 
tims. 

The Twrks by the means of ſome treacherous Boors, 
found a Paſſage into the Province of the Seckhiers, whom 
by an unexpected Surprizal they forced to acknowledg the 
new Prince Abaſi, with whom Aly Baſi left part of hig 
Army, himſelf wich che reſt being retired ro T emeſwar 
and Greek Weaſtenburgh,into their Winter-Quarrers, 

Ofob, The Grand Seignior removed from Adrianepls 
to Belgrade, in order to his Return for Conit antmople;where 
oreat preparations were made to receive him in crinmph, 
as the Conqueror of Trayſlvana, and one who had the 
g00d fortune to relieve Canea with a few Galleys. Ah 
Baſhaw was commanded to come to Court out of Tra 
ſHlvana,not knowing whether for Reward or Puniſhment, 
The Sultan's Mother being fick, occafioned rhe Great 
Prince to intend ſo ſpeedy Rewrn, The Twrks having 
builc a Rrong Fore upon the Frontiers of the Coſdacks, to 
keep that Warlike People in awe, were by them ſuddenly 
ſurpriſed, their Fort utrerly razed, and 2000 (being but 
half the Twrksſh Garriſon) put to the ſword, Alſo the 
Morlacks in Dalmatia (notwithſtanding the great Cold in 
thoſe parts) went out upon a Party,and brought with them 
ſome Priſoners, and a number of Cattle. 

A Turkiſh Chianx being arrived at Dito, made ſeveral 
demands in his Audience, viz, That the new Fort raiſed 
by the Count Tſerins fhould he demoliſhed ; That che 
German Forces ſhould leave invading the Twrksh Terti:o- 
ries; and that the Prince of Tranſilvania choſen by the 
Turks,

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Turks, ſhould be acknowledged for ſuch, To Winch An- 
[wer was made, That if the Twrks would refiore Great 
#gradin unto its former Eſtate and Condicion, and like- 
wiſe forbear Invaſions inco the Emperour's Countries, 
then the Emperour would willingly comply with their de- 
ing the new Prince of Tranſy[vams, his 
Majeſty reſolved co own none bur Prince Famſch. 

An Englich Ship called the Princeſs, being in purſuit of 
of a Trksfh Man of War, who had an Engliſh Prize in a 
Tow at his Stern ; two men and a Boy,who hid chemſclves 
in her (for the Twrks had raken our all the reſt of the 
Chriftians) cur the Tow, ſo char the Prize fell aſtern, 
which the Capt, of the Prwceſs cook up, In the Interim, 
Sir J ob» Lawſow heating the Guns,came in, and chaſed the 
Turks in Malaga By, where afcer a {mall Fight, he ran 
them aſhoare, boarded her, and rook moſt of the raen 
whom he ſold at Malags, 

Novemb, The Venetian Galleys took two Twrksh Ships 
by Capo Salomone, and two Saiques bound for Canea, and 
burne 5, oher Saiques ; inthe mean time, the Twrks wich 
14 Galleys relieved Cana with ſome Forces, but (mall 
Proviſion, - They razed all the Out-works there, chat the 
Venetians might not gain advantage by them : Yerthe In- 
habirants of the Kingdom of Candza continued their Af- 
fe&tion and fidelity to the Republique, engaging 70 Twr- 
kb Horſe for Retro, The Pyrates of Tripok this Months 
took 3, Ships from the Chriſtians laden with Merchan- 
dizes, Bur his Majeſties Ships of Great Brutam took rwo 
Ships which belonged ro Tam, which they brought ro 
Gevea, Alſo a Veſlel of Maltha mounted with 4. pieces of 
Ocdnances, took on the Coaſt of Barbary a Barque, in 
which were about 30 perſons guilty of the Murther of the 
King of Algiers, who had above a Million of Money with 
them, and were brought to Malths, | Th 
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The Venetian Forces in Candia, ender the Condud © 
the General of che Battalia, and Count Smefich, made x 
brave Exploit, who having routed a conſiderable party 
the Twrks, brought ſeveral Priſoners into Canara, Count 
Sorza Difarro, being with his Company of Souldters tz 
ken by the Pyrates of 7 71pols, ſent very (ad Letters to the 
Venttian Senate, 1ntimating his preſent condition ; where- 
upon the Senate reſolved to ſend 3000 Duckats tot hig 
ranſome; the reft co be made up by his Friends, 

The Engliſh and Dutch Men of War in the Streights of 
Gibralter lying in wait for the Pyrites; Admiral Mon 
rague took 3. of them near Malaga, and ſunk one, whithz: 
he (ent the ſlaves tobe (old, Another Pyrate was ſunk by 
Vice- Admiral de Rayter, not one man being laved, 

The Turkiſh Army in Aſjaina Mutiny refuſed to march 
into Tranſylvana, being perſwaded they ſhould be Rarved 
to death in two moneths time in that Councrey, which was 
unable to maintain ſo numerous Forces. A new Baſla þ:- 
ing ſent by the Sultan to Canea, endeavoured to fecure his 
Predeceſſor, and take off his head according to O.dets; 
bur he being thereof adverniſed, gathered ſome of his Ac- 
herencs together, and oppoſed him, of whole deſign the 
Guard at the Gate being ignorant, opened the Gate athi; 
Command, ard ſo gave him liberty co fave himſelf in an 
old Boat hard by ; but his followers by burdens of roo much 
Trea'ure being diſabled to eſcape, were all caken, Tiz 
new Baſhai underſtanding that he w:is gone, went 1nto 
his Houſe, where he found ſo vaſt a Sum of Money7rhat hz 
was amazed : bur it was no wonder,conlidering he always 
made the Tk; Court believe,that he maintained 30000 
men ; whereas there were never above 1500 in Cam, 
1200 in Casdia Nova, 600 in Retimwy and 400 elle- 
where, to whom alſo he gave but half pay, notwichſtanc- 

ing expreſs Ocders to giye theta all, The Grand Seignior 
put 
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zur off his Return to Conſtantinople, riotwithſianding the 
dearh of the Prime Viſier might cauſe ſome alterations in 
Publick affairs ; whom the Souldiers in a Mutiny put to 
death; wi h the Mufti, and fix of the chiefeſt Counſel- 
lours. | 

The Turks being forced to retire for want of Proviſion, 
Prince Tanoſch marched into Trayſylvama with 2500 men, 
The Grand Seignior gave no Orders for ſending new For- 
ces into Aſia, (notwithſtanding ihe King of Perſia threat- 
ned to betiege Babylon, nor ro ſuppreſs the Baſhaw of char 
place, who revolred becauſe he was diſappointed of his 
expeRation to be Prime Vizier) nor for diſmiſſing others 
that were raiſed about Corftantinople; but the chiefeſt and 
beſt cook their Winter-Quarrers abour Belgrade and Adria- 
wple, and all che Forces kept cloſe rogerher ; contrary to 
the old Cuſtom of the Txrks; which was, That a third 
pare of theic Militta ſhould return home to their Families, 
He alſo ſent the Scepter to Michad! Abaſi in Tranſyl- 
vania Without a Royal Lerrer ; intimating thereby, che 
Soveratgnty commirred to him : he did the like ro Molda- 
viaand Wallachia, 

Jan, 1662, The Turkiſh Embaſladour at Viewa brought 
in great Complaints againſt a late Invaſion of the Hanga- 
r1ans,made by the 2, Earls of Serin into Twurky with 1500C 
men, where they burnt to the ground about 3o Cities and 
Tcwns, and Villayes, putting thouſands of the Twrks to 
the Sword, and returning with great Booiies, 

Though the Tarkiſh Chiaux ſpeaking (o fair at Dito, 
oave ſome hopes of Peace, yer by the Lerters he delivered 
from his great Prince, the contrary appeared ; wherein he 
defired, That Iſmael Baſſa (ſhould be acknowledged and 
owned Governor of Offer, that his Imperial Majefty ſhould 
reſtore thoſe places which he Gartiſoned in Tranſylvama, 
and affift Aly Baſa, who quartered molt of his —__ 
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abour Temeſwar to ſubdue them, With whom Genery 
eMontecuculs thinking the Infantry inſufficient to encoun- 
ter, being for the molt part Horſe, ſent to View, requiring 
chat more Troopers and Dragoons ſhould ſpeedily be ſen; I ©® 
uno him, Being unable co obtain any affiſtance from the Y 
States of Hungary by fair means, and ſeeing his Forces as in ( 
ic were blocked up by the Militia of that Kingdom, he Y'Y 
was conſtrained to take his Winter-Quarters by Force ; to I **! 
which effe& he ſent ſeveral Quarter-Maſters abroad, who  '®® 
being mer by ſome Hungarians, were taken and killed: Y | 
whereupon the General ordered ſome Troops to purſue 
the Aſſailants ; who overtaking chem,pur all to the Sword 
that made any reſiſtance,and ſeized on 8, Fortreſſes, where. Y"*! 
in they found (tore of Proviftion to maintain the Army for 
ſome time, - 

The News of the Revolt of the Baſſa of Babylon, much 
rejoyced the Imperial Court, but was allayed wirh Infor- 
mation that Prince Remim Fansſch having atcained a Vifto- 
ry againſt Michael Abaſs:, was advanced (o far into the 
Enemies Countrey, that Abaſs: gor together ſo many freſh 
Forces, before his return, wherein he lay in Ambuſcado, 
that he ſlew 2000 German Souldiers, and rook the Prince 
Priſoner, whom he cauſed to be frangled, and afrerwards 
quarcered ; the reſt of his Army admiring at the Twrks ſuc- 
ceſs. were not forward to engage with them, 

The Imperial Forces at length had Quarters aſſigned 
them by the States of Hungary, but were firſt muſtred by 
cheir Generals, the Palzcine of Hungary, the Chancellor, 
and Count of Ruthol, and the young Prince Ragotzs, and 
found a greater number chan was thought, Some thou- 
ſands of the T wrks incending an onſet onthenew Fort rai- 
ſed by Count Serwn, were (iopt and forced to retreats the 
Germans upon Intelligence of their purpoſe having pulled 
down two Bridges, . 
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By reaſon of the Mortalicy among the Turks in Candia, 
there were but few Souldiers left in Retwo, not ſufficient 
to guard the Polts, Walls, and Gares, for which cauſe,the 
Gares were kept ſhut, The Captain General of YVewce 
cauſed all che Satps to be ficred co Sea, to guard the Hayen 
in Cavea,that they might hinder the Turkiſh Succour which 
lay ready at Malvaſia, The Turkiſh Forces Muſtred ar 
Belgrade, were ordered to march to Tranſylvana,and make 
zoom for them which were coming from Aſia. 

The Twrks in great number having made Booties, and 
rerurning home with the ſame, were Ropped by 300 Mor- 
lacks in a narrow Paſlage; to whom they proffered all 
their Boory and Slaves, that chey mighr paſs ; which the 
Morlacks promiſed, but found themſelves deceived ; for 
the Twrks having got the Paſſage, took our moſt of the 
Morlacks, and put them to the Sword. 

The Prince of Sultzbach went to Venice in Febr, conclu- 
ling to begin his Generalſhip when Don Camulla Gonzaga 
ſhould leave off, The Bafla of FYaradin ſent word to the 
temainder of thoſe Forces of Rem 7 avoſch, that they 
ſhould ſubmic ro Abaſs:, if they would prevent further 
boftilicies : Bur the Son of Reman J axeſch proffered to ayd 
them wich che Emperour's Forces, and deſired that they 
would accept of him in che Succſſion, and took in ſome 
Dutch Garriſons in the places belonging co his Father.- 
The levying 10000 men was cloſely followed to recruic 
tne Emperour's Army ; of whom General CMontecncnls 
(being fick of an Ague ) defired leave ro come to 
Vieuna, 


The Afﬀeairs between the Emperour and the Grand Seig- 


wr about this time tended ro a Compoſure rather than a 
War ; rhe beat whereof was hereby likely ce be renewed 
wainſt Candia and other YVexetian Territories ; to which end 
t was ordered, Thar the Beys of the Archipelago Grands 

ondie 
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double the rumber of their Galleys, making their 25, 5c 
Sail, to ſuccour Candia, and offend the Enemy, 
Vice-Admiral de Rmjter on the Coaſt of Sardinia took 


two Pyrates of Algrer, the one mounted with 24, and the 


other with 30 Guns : The 7 »rks courage being encreaſed 
by the ſmall defeat given to the MMorlacks inDalmatia,came 
again to the YVenenan Borders, threatning to invade Zara- 
fewo; but the Morlacks putting themſelves into a lrong 
polture, and the Veneriaz General afſilting them,rhe T wks 
had nor the Courage to come on ſo triumphantly, as they 
did to the berrayed Morlacks. 

The Son of Mazzamama, who was Bauſla at Sea, was 
cut off, becauſe he had not followed the Greac Prince his 
Order : Some ochers were b:zheaded, bur for what was not 
well known, The Twrks continuing in TrTa»ſjlvana, took 
_ of the Territories, ( obts, Dobcka, and Solua, 

uſe they Rood out againlt Michael Abaſs:, who had 
ſmall likelihood ro continue. long in Travſplvana 1s 
Prince, in regard Gabriel Zeller, Count Zelyn, and tht 
young Earl of Reday laid claim to the P:incipatity : which 
difference was enough to ruine them all, A whole Village 
was given to him that preſented Remnri J anoſchhis Head to 
Abaſs:, and his heirs for ever. 

In Febrmary, a Turkiſh party plundered the. Ville: 
Domahuda, ewo leagues trom Zathmar, and took many 
men Captives. 

The Earl of Wwiche!ſea, Embafladour from his Majeſty 
of Great Britain, to the Turkiſh Court, by his early and 
prudent Applications, nor only fruſtrated the defigns 
che men of A/grers in their Complaints againſt the Engl); 
bur renewed the Capiculation with ſuch advantagious Ac- 
ditions for the benefic of the Merchants, as could hardly bt 
imagined ; one Article being, That Engliſh Ships (hould 
be free from Search or Viſit, under precence of Forraign 
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00ds: A Point never inſerted inany former Capitnlations, 
The Y eretran Stare received the Palſgrave of Sultzbach 
[1 March into their Service, and made him General over 
the Infantry in Dalmatia, being ro march thither within 
ww dayes With 3000 men: 40000 Turks and T artars 
jeing joyned 1n a Body marched dire&ly againft che Connc 
f T ſerin, having ſent 40 Waggons laden with Ammuni- 
ton and Proviſion ro Camſha, The herd of Kenuws  anoſch 
was ſet up at Waradin for publick View, 

March, The Twrks in (anda being not above 6000 
irong, (among whom was a great Morrality) were purſued 
by the Venetians to the very Gates of the City Candia; 
whicher ( ornaro went General, Bembo being to return 
tout Eafter. A ſtrong Party of Yenet:zans going abroad, 
ncountred with a Twrkiſh Parry, killed about 200, and 
wok the reſt Priſoners ; alſo 200 Janizaries came to them, 
tecauſe they were kept ſo long without pay. 

In the Jnterim, Abaſſi, Prince of Tranſilvama, took 
Fogaras upon Arcicles, that Garriſon wanting Proviſion : 
And che Great Prince of Twrky gave the T artars 20000 
Duckats for a Moneths pay , promiſing them 1000c0 
Crowns more- which cauſed many Tartars to draw into 
the Field ; where the Great Prince threarned co be with a 
wmerous Army, the Aſian Forces being come to Tranſel- 
vamaalready, Abour which ime, the Forces under Afon- 
«cult, in their marching off from Upper Hungary, laid 
waſte, and plundered above 2000 Houſes, which cauſed 
vreat Heart-burning among thoſe States, 

Upon the Turks drawing his Forces out of Aſia, the 
King of Perſia ſent an Army of 60000 men Horſe and 
Foot t5 befiege Baby/ony and threatned to come himſelf in 
perſon with 90000 more. In the mean time , the Grazd 
Seigmor Cauſed 60 Galleys,and as many other Veſſels, to 
jyn wich thoſe that were at Rhodes for the Relief of 
Cantea, The 
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The people in Algrers having been long perſwaded þ 
their Chief co hold ic out , 
from the Grand Sergmor , ( which they doubted not to < 
tain with their coſtly Preſent of many thouſand Pieces of 
Eight, and a number of choice Boys for his Seraglo ) by 
afrerwards hearing that they were prevented by che dili 
gence of the Eirl of Winchelſea , and that their Commiſſ. 
oners, in ſtead of Relief, were anſwered with a Check, be- 
ing in continual danger from the Englsh Fleer , chrearned 
to deſtroy their Chiefs, and ſhake off their Government, 
unleſs they ſpeedily made a Peace , whereby chey might 
have their former liberty, 

Not onely Fogaras / whereinto Abaſſi put 300 7 amzs- 
ries ) but the Caltles Bethlehem and Deva were yelded up 
to him, who ſummoned the German Forces, garriſon'd up 
and down in Trarſylvania , to ſurrender their reſpective 
places, and laid fiege ar a diſtance to Clauſenburg. He allo

The Baſſa of Caxea not willing to be obedient any lon» 
over to the Commander of Candia Nova, came over tothe 
Venetians, Whom the General Bembo courteouſly received 
and entertained, Alſo the Engliſh took a T wrkiſh Ship 
that was mounted with 40 Guns, 

The Forces of Savoy having received a Supply of Mo- 
neys, with Order to (hip, mutined againſt their Captaing, 
and were ready to kill the Knight Ajazzoy their chiefelt 
Officer, becauſe he would force them to ir, Some of the 
Officers and Souldiers wholly rejected him, and choſe ano- 
ther General in his place from among themſelves, and diſ- 
armed the ret, and brought their Weapons and Arms to 
the Cuſtody of the Corps ds Guard, with all other Provi- 
fion,upon Which they ſera ſtrong Force, left ic- ſhould be 
betrayed, - They gor 40 Hogs-heads of Wine , and fixty 
Heads of Cattle, which they hoarded up againſt cime of 
need,reſolving not to cake (ſhip wichout their full Pay, The 
General could cafily have reduced them to Obedience; but 
beipg of a mild temper, he allowed more money to ſome 
of the Officers , whereupon they ſhipt upon fair terms;

"A Twrkie Pyratewith 50 Tarks, came to Maltha, to 
take in freſh Water, - but a French Renegade, 'with ſome 
other Chriſtians, raking hold or! the pretent Opportunity, 
by the aſſiſtance of thoſe of Maltha, ſurprized the Twrks, 
and rook the Barque, 

Colonel Schnezdan paſſed by Nawmgatama with 2000

This moneth che much-known Robber Dwrach Bey de- 
parted with 15 Galliots from Sani#a eMaxzra, to joyn 
with 15 Gallies, to convey more Relief to Canea, whereof 


the Pourveyour of the three Iſlands having Intelligence, 


ſent his own Galleys with 6 Galliors to oppoſe them, bur 
' could nor meer with them, 1] 
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eAbaſſi in his Aſſaulcs at Clauſesbwrg, received ſeveral 
Repulſes ; the Forces alſo under Colonel Schneidan made 
further Attempts for 1ts Relief : In the mean cime, che 
Souldiers endured great hardſhip, Bread being very ſcarce, 
and little Fleſh to be had, unleſs they ferchtir by force 
from the Rebelltous Peaſants, 

General Contarm having paid ſome Moneys to the 
Souldiers of Zara, thereby ſo encouraged them co Iflue 
out againſt the Turks, that they rook many Men and Cattle 
from chem, The Renegado Fleppowr(h almolt loſt his 
patience in Dalmatia, beciuſe the Campagn2 went not 
forward ; he ſent 4000 Men to Spa/ato, who did no other 
Execurion, but only to drive away ſome few heads of 
Cartle, 

There was great rejoycing at the Entrance of the Grand 
Seignior into Conftantimeple the toth of eAprit, his Mo- 
ther had given Order to all the Horſe which were in Cox- 
ſtantinople, ro march two dayes Journey, and the Foor one 
dayes Journey our to meet her Son: About 10000 
Turks went forth of the City about ten miles, preſenting 
themſelves before the great Prince, all on Horſeback, 
exch having a Servant wuh him well accourred , moſt 
abour rwency 'years of age; a mile wichour the City were

-the Ladies, ' who welcomed him with ſhoutings; withour 


the Gate of the City flood the Judges and publick Mini- 
ers, When he came within the Gare, his Mother mer

his Coath, He paſſed through the Stree:s on Horſeback 
to the Seraglio, to be ſeen of the People : Being come to 
the Palace, having underſtood by the Bafla the occafion of 
a lare Tumult in Conſtantinople, he immediately ſent the 
Baſſa to Priſon ; and finding ſome negleR, when he view- 
ed che Arſenal, he laid falt many great Ones, and made

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ſuch al erations inthe Militia, that all were amazed there. 
at, It was ſuppoſed the incent of his coming to Conſtantia 
zople, was, to divert the accord wich the Emperour, judg- 
ing, that when he hath Clauſeaburg in Tranſlvana, and 
I{drizt in Cleatia (which was belieged by 3 0000 Tarks, 
bug likely ro colt much Blood , being a Fore of grear 
{trengrh.) he ſhould have noneed of making Peace; and 
that bis abiding in Conſtantinople, was to have an Eye to 
keep the Aﬀairs in A/ia in quierneſs, and get thence five 
perſons of Quality , which he needed ro Command his 
Army. The Venetian Stare confidering that 1ſdruw is a 
Neighbouring place ro Fri, which might upon that oc- 
caſion be in danger, ſent Order co be upon therr Guards, 
leſt the Turks thould make their Inroads thither. The 
Prince of Svultzback arrived in Candia with 2000 Men, and 
8 Men of War, The Venct:an Fleet croſſed before Cancs 
expecting him, with whom che Gallezys of Maltha had 
time to joyn with them, the Twrkih Galleys nor being 
come our of the Dardanelles : Whereupon they made ready 
their Forces to attain/NowaCaxdia,and rook from them 490 
head of Cattle, nd one Baſta, who proffered 4200 pieces 
of Eight for his Ranſome, 

His Imperial Majeſty ſent the Biſhop of Weitzen to 
Avaſſi, to diſpoſe him ro a Peace» from thence to Al 
Bafla, to begin the Treaty, The Twrks made (hew, as 
if they were inclined to Peace ; in che mean time, while 
they drew toward Cl-wſerbxrg, and urged that the Fort 
Sermwatt ſhould be demoliſhed; which doubtleſs would 
have been granted, if a Peace might be attained, 

The Biſhop as Imperial Empaſſador, ſafely arrived on 
the 6th of J4ne in the Camp of Abafi, before Clauſen- 
barg, (whom the Commander ſallying out, got from him 
a 7 wrkuſh Enh:zn, which he carried inthe Forr,) and on the 
z 2th of Jwae, a Coil tion of Arms was agreed on by both 


Parties ; 
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Parties; and for eRabliſhing a further Agreement, theſe 
Lords on the Emperour's fide, were nominated, viz,, The 
Count of Rethal, Baron of Swartzexburg, the Preſident of 
the Chamber of Hangary, T aſquier. 

The Venetias Fleet having underſtood that Bo Galleys, 
20 Maons, and 30 Men of War of the Turks were gone 
to Sea through the Dardanelles, toward Canea ; laid theme 
ſelves berwixt Cerigo and Malveſia, to bid them Barcell, 
Thoſe of Zara made an Inroad into the Enemies Country, 
and broughc back from thence a great number of Twrkyfb 
Children, and other Booties : The Galleys of Zars alſa 
took three Turkiſh Ships, in which were agreat number of 
Twrks, among whom were 6 Renegadoes, to whom no 
quarcer was given ; but their Hands and Feer being bound, 
were calt over-board : Their chief Commander proffe- 
red 10000 Reals, and 3o enſlaved Chriſtians for his 
Ranſom, Abour this time, che Venetian State contracted 
wich the Merchancs to ſend 1500 Sacks of Corn, ati5 
Gilders per Sack, and deliver them in the City of Candies ; 
whicher Engins and Muerials were ſent for che Engineer 
Perlrve, General ( ornaro was very careful in repairing 
the Forcificauons in Caxdia, efpecially che Mouth of the 
Haven, which was {> much decayed and tuined,that none 
bur (mall Veſſels could ride in or our, The reaſon why 
the Grand Seignior returned to Conſtantinople, was to ſer 
out his Fleer. aforementioned, wherein he was preſenc at 
the imbarking of 25000 men, among whom there are 
22000 Janizacies, who areto ſecure all the places in Can- 
dia: The Order that he gave the Baſla which Commanded 
ir, was, That he ſhould endeavour to find out the YVeretias 
Fleer, and do them all poſſible injury, and not regard what- 
ever loſſes of Ships he ſhould meer with: in the Encounters, 
Judging, though he lofttwo Ships to one, that Repubtick 
would , noc; be able to repair their loſſes, and ger incon 
polture 
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poſture of War again ſo ſoon as he could, ' He alſo caufed 
another Flex to be made ready to follow rhoſe;if not this, 
yer the nexc year to clear Candia of all the Venetians, pro- 
miling great matters to the Barbary Pirates, to come with a 
number of Ships to the River of © Malveſia to joyn with 
his ; bar the Auxilliary Ships from the Pope and Mabha, 
as likewiſe the Succour under the Command of the Prince 
of Sultzback,, being come to the Venetian Fleers arrending 
upon the T»rks, to hinder the joyning of the Barbary Pi- 
rates with them, wichour whom the T #rks would nor haz- 
zird an Encounter, trulting more in thoſe Robbers Valour, 
chan cheir own, 

The Grand Seignior, before he departed from Aaria- 
nople, gave Order, Thar numerous Forces ſhould be brought 
co Boſna, to which end, he ſummoned a great number of 
men our of Aſia, with which, in caſe he made Peace with 
the Emperour, Traxſilvania (hould be re-inforced with 
well crained Souldiers. In the [nterim,the VenetianFleet mer 
wich the ({aravan of Alexandria, which conlifted of about 
40 Ships, whereof they ſunk ſome, and took ſeveral Saicks, 
Allo a private French-man of War,mounced with 16 Guns, 
having 150 men, and I 5 Knights of Maltha, was taken by 
two Gallzys of T wms, 

The Lord Biſhop of Wearzen, after he hadcreated with 
Abaſſi, contrary to the Emperour's Order, went furcher in- 
to Traxfilvania to viſit his Friends ; but not having a ſuf- 
ficenc Paſs, was taken by the Txrks, and ſent to Aly Baſla, 
to Temeſwar, where he ſer a Guard of 200 Janizaries upon 
him, nll he received further Order from the Ottoman Court 
how to diſpoſe of him ; for which Releaſe, Aly Bafli de- 
manded 4000 Rixdollers, 

The Venetian [Senace ſent to have the Souldiers ordered 
for the Ships, and made provihon for them, that they 
ſhould bg in readineſs co aſſiſt Dalmatia upon all —_ 
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They ſent alſo the (antors in Switzerland, to let them have 
4900 Men to be employed nor only in a way of Defence,

bur lefc the place ſufficiently block'r up ; whereupon Colo» 
nel Shneidan had Order to do his belt endeavour to relieve 
that Ciry, more Reigments being ſent co him to break 
through, and if poſſible ro Rout the Befiegers ; which was 
ordered to be attempted on Jwlythe 3, In proſecution of 
which Order, the (aid Colonel marched with 4000 Mens 
fully reſolving to ſet upon the Trks, who were 8000 
ſtrong in their Camp ; but they would nor tarry his com- 
ing, burmarched oft by Night ; however he putſued them, 
overtook many, and pur chem to the Sword, Afterwards 
he returned, from purſuing the Enemy, to the Twrkyſh 
Camp, and the Governor of Clauſenburg, iſſuing out with 
moſt of the Garriſon, they ſearched ir, where they found 
3000 Sacks of Meal, great fore of Corn, Ammunion, Wine, 
and Bealts, with ſeveral pieces of Ordnance, all which they 
carried into rhe City, and razed the Works which were 
made for the Twrky ſecurity, About that time 600 Turks 
encountred witch 100 Imperial Troopers, whom they char- 
ved for two hours ; bur the Imperialiſts pur chem to Flighe 
rowards their Camp, and purſuing them, took 21 Priſon- 
ers, and pur many to the Sword, 15 of whoſe Heads were 
ſer upat Newhon/e,

whereſhe Care falt,bur moſt of the goods were ſaved.A lictle 
before that cime, the Twrks took one Sparyſh Ship called 
the Sun and Hope, coming from Campoſs ro Cadiz, And 
eleven Twrk:ih Pirares ran out to the Scraits,and encountred 

Kive Ships of B:/cay, coming from Sr, Sebaſtian, one where- 
of they ſunk, the reſt ſafely came 1D, 

The Malths Galleys having a little before caken 30 
Turkiſh Sakers, now again brought up ſome more Ships to 
Malta; one whereof w's called the Three Brothers, and 
another the Pruceſs, which formerly hadybeen taken by 
thoſe of Tripoli, 

The Yenerians took a Ship of Marſeilles, which (as they 
pretended) was bound for Ragonza, having 12000 Duck- 
ars, and other coſtly lading ; but ic was found, that they 
intended for Trrkj, wherefore it was Rayed, and by Or- 
der of the Purveyor Contarm, made prize,to be diſtributed 
among(t.chem : Bur the Merchants of Amrena prevailed 
ſo far, that Order was ſent to General Contarim, to ſearch 
diligerrly, and rake exa&t notice what Goods belonged co 
the Tw#ks, and of the Commodicies which belovged to the 
Merchants, and nor (ay-the one for the other. 

The Grand Seignior ſenc an Officer, with a ſaall Veſſel

rake them, ' They retired to Melin, where by reaſon of 
contrary Winds ,- could not be blocke up by the Venetians, 
whoſe Fleet thereupon was divided, 10 of them lying 
about the Channel of So, and the relt in the other paſla- 
yes : In their paſſage the Turks got a Yenetian Ship, and 

ey of YVemce took txom them 2, Saicks, which being of no 
uſe were burnr, . The Yenetian Land Forces- were poſſe 
with ſuch fear of the Turks coming , that they ran away 
daily, which cauſed che General of Dalmatia to ſolicite for 
money with great importunity , without which he was not 
like to keep the Militia together. Auxiliaries of Savoy at- 
rived at Vemce near that time, conſiſting of 360 men,which 
were to go with the Ships to Levavt, 

Colonel Schneidan having relieved Clauſenbur g, marct- 
ed back to Zathmar, againſt the Inhabitants whereof, (vm. 
Clauſezburg ) the Turks complained , That upon corre(- 
pondence with them, they gor knowledge how ſtrong they 
were, and ſo informing the Governour, he iſſued out upon 
them, and put, them to flight , which was done with the 
greater Execution, in regard they that relieved them being 
acquainted therewith, fell on them, and encomp: ſled rhem, 
On the 18, of J«ly, $0 Turkiſh Troopers ſurprized ſome 
Veſlels before Gamorra , and took all the Goods out of 

Preſently after, two Baſſaes came with ſome force about 
Montenegro by Cartero, but had no great hopes of good 
ſpeed, becauſe rthar place was extraorainarily well pro- 
vided ; yer however the General Comtarin, to provide the 
berter, defired ro have Souldiers and Ammunition, and 
vhicfly wiſe Commanders ſent rohim, The ſaid Baſſes

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had notice given them, that the Forces in Trasſ{vania were 
ordered to come to them, as ſoon as the buſineſs there was 
accommodated.

him... Inqm/itor Magno drew up a Charge againſt thoſe 
which had not done their Duties, wherein General Moroſins 
was charged, becauſe he refuſed the gift of 3o0co Reals, 
and cauſed them tobe diftribured among the Sculdiers and 
Inhabitants, which though magnificently done » was ill re- 
ſenced, In Candia the Peſt raged violently at that time; 
and ſome Souldiers being guilry of great faults, to avoid 
their due puniſhment, turned Renegadoes, and went co the 
Turks. Three hundred Horſe, and three hundred Foot of 
the Turks made an Invaſion-upon the Morlacks, who having 
notice thereof, lay in ambu(h , not onely took great boot 
from the Turks, bur did much ſpoil among them. Allo a 
Body of 400 Turks coming near Cottare, burne down a 
great Village Ora Hevaz, belonging co the Turkiſh Terri- 
cories, becauſe the Inhabitants thereof ſhewed ſome incli- 
nation and affeRion to the Yenetiavs, And going about 
Zara, they had ſuch ill entertainment, thac many of them 
loſt cheic lives. 
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* In Tranflvania, a Ceſſation of Arms was pubHih&#,and 
the Famzarics for the moſt part marched off; bitt” Aba 
would not ſuffer any Waggons to carry Proviſion thi 
utileſs the German Forces were drawn from thence, thereby 
viving cauſe of ſuſpition that he would not deal fairly, and 

to have thoſe places to fall into his hands for want 
of Proviſion, the rather, becauſe the Turks iflued out of

- Divan, as alſo with the Prime Yizuer , (omecime with the

ſwered , He would not be the firſt to give a Preſedent, The 
Nitary ſaid further, That great alterations did uſually

Seas confiantly with 5o Ships to lay wair for the Chri- 
ſtians, and che Spoyl to be divided among them, anſwer- 
ably to their reſpective Power, and the Command to be 
kept ſucceſſively in each every Moneth, 

The Yenetians Defigns againſt the Twrks in Cares at this 
time proved inefteAual, becauſe ro make an artempr again( 
them, would require more then 2co00 Men, beſides a 
conſiderable Fleer in readineſs to block them up by Sea, 
The Chriſtians in Conſtantinople were in a moſt ſad condi- 
tion near that time, many ot them being forced to lye in 
the Field:, becauſe the Grand Seignior would not permit 
them co build Houſes, much leſs ro enjoy any Churches, 
which were cuined by the Fire in Galata. 

The Triſh Chiazx which came to Viema,among other 
things ſollicited, tht Prince Abaſs: thould be contirmed 
by che Emperouc in the D*gniry of Prince of Tranſylvania, 
upon ſuch Conditions as ſhould be treated upon, The 
Turks Rendzvouzed ag:in about Waradin, T emeſwar, 2n9 
Erlaw ; eſpecially they gathered Rrongly about Offen, to 
arraque the La:l Serv. his Cattle, ( who ar the requelt of 
th: Chiazx vis ſummoned co Courr)for prevertion where- 
of, German Forces were countermanded ro march into 
Hungary. Bur the meeting of the 3, Twrkih Baſhaws at 
Waradi with thzir Forces, was only to preſent the Vizier- 
thipro the Baſil at Faradin ; and ſuildenly after, the T wks 
that were ina Body divided : But Abaſs''s Forces remain- 
ed (till abour ( lauſenburg. 

The Grand Seignior h:ving ſent his laſt Courrier to 
Fiema, re:urned tothe Seraglio to proſecure his pleaſures, 
and declared to his Mother, (who had regained his Favor) 
That as ſoon as che War in Candia was brought to a Period, 
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he intended to ceaſe fighting, having ated his part ſuffi 
ciently, if he could keep Strangers in awe, and his own 
Subjects from choughts of Rebellion at home : Adding fur- 
ther, Thar if every one of his, Succeſlors ſhould encreaſe 
their Power as he had done, ina ſhort time the Turkiſh 
Monarchy would be fully eſtabliſhed, 

In the mean time, the Fortifications in Dalmatia were 
much advanced, General Cortarins being very careful in 


| making Proviſions, and that at a reaſonable rate, whoſe di- 


reions as well for Milicary as Politick Aﬀairs,were found 
ſo excellent, that he was much honoured both by the 
Souldiers and Inhabitants, being as ſevere to Offendorsy 
2s courteous to thoſe who kept within the bounds of duty, 
Lucle Aion paſled there, only ſome miſchief was done

The King of Polard continued in fear that the Turks 
would mak: an Invaſion upon him, but the T ariars afſu- 
red him, that noching would be atrempred «gainſt him, 
bur only the Txrks fortified themſelves on Pontus Enxinus 
a2ainlt che Coſſacks, 

The T rk made two Incurfions toward Newtra, ſet oh 
fre wwo Villages under New-houſe, 2nd carried away man 
into Captivity z in which encouncer, Count Emerico Is 
200 Huſcars: ſore Turks were taken, bur not any of 
Quali:y : And the B:fſa of Waradin cauſed the Judge of 
Debreſen, and other ſworn men to come to him, to make 
appea; hoy far the Fiontiers of his Imperial w_ ay 

ing 
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King of Hungary did extend ; but they miſliking his de- 
mands, refuſed co declare ; which made the Baſſa, after 
uttering ſome contemprtible words, bid them be gone. 

The Venetias Fleec tiill obſtructed the Paflage to Carea, 
where there was great want of P:ovifion ; and ſome-T uy- 
kie Ships endeavouring to relieve the Town Oranda, were 
hindered by 9. of teir Galleys croffing to and fro, 

General Merofim having underſtood that the Caravan 
of Conſtastimple was in the way to Alexazaria, ſucceſsfully 
encountred ir on the 28, of Sept. conlilting of of 60 Saicks, 
4 Ships, and 6 Gallies ; the Fight began ar 2, of the clock 
in the Evening, and continued till 7; One of the Ships 
made a ſtour oppohition, but being ſer on fire, it was blown 
up, therein was the Wife of a great Lord who was bound 
for Mecca, Another Ship mounted with 60 Guns, was 
ſunk, wherein were divers Ladies, and an Eunuch bound 
for Mecca alio : The Eunuch alon2 was ſaved, whom the 
General kepr iritly guarded, The rwo other Ships with 
I5 or 16 Saiques were taken, moſt laden with Timber- 
work, This Booty was very conſiderable for Proviſion, re- 
deeming of Slaves, and many other Advantages : if the 
Fight had laſted cill day-light, the Yenetians had got many 
more Saick3 whicheſcaped ; yer in the purſuit they added 
ſeveral Prizes co the former Vittory, which was obtaine 
with the loſs only of 6 men, and 92 wounded. 

The G:and Seignior waz much enraged ar this loſs;chiefly 
becauſe the Lady was 1n 1c whom he loved incirely, and 
ſw-:aring hz would be revenged for it, put ſome Chriſtians 
to the Sword, Preſently afcer he went to the Arſenal, to 
kave the Navy ſec out with all ſpeed, 

Some Ch:iftian Slaves having ſormed a deſign againſi 
Algzers, and being upon che point of executing it,with the 
aſſiltance of 10000 Moors, were betrayed, and ſeverall of 
them cut in pieces, and among the reſt, a Domnean _ 
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who was to have let chem into the Ciccadelwas buried 
alive, afrec he had endured divers ocher corcures, with- 
our confeſhog any of the Confederates with him 1n that 
dehgn, 

The Baron of Goes was nominated by his Imperial 
Majeſty to go to Temeſwar as Embaſſadour, and recet- 
ved Order to joyn himſelf to Do&or Peretz., and con- 
tique the Conference with General Al; Baſſa, to renew 
che Alliance berween the ewo Empires, and ro remove 
thoſe obſtacles which ob(ttuRed the Agreement; and 
in caſe chey could not agree it, co go thence to Conft au» 
rnople, 

The Turky Pycaces took in fight of Barcelona a French 
Ship laden with Goods, bur the Men in her eſcaped in 
the Boar, and ſaved themſelves. 

The Twrk having finiſhed his Fight at Sea, berided 
all his choughts upon Dalmatia, ro which end he ſent eo 
Olmfſe t000 ren,to whom 20000 more were to joynz 
amongſt whom were 12v00 Janizacies which came 
from Adrien:pl:, whoſe Winter-Quarrers were. to be 
be:ween Boſna and Dalmatia; to whom alſo were to 
be added the next Summer all choſe in Tranjlvand. 
The Baſl1es or Commiſſioners which came to Boſn4 mu- 
ftred the Souldiers, under pretence whereof, they gave 
Order chat Provifion (ſhould be raiied for a Field Army; 
for which purpole 10 Great Guns were b;ougat from 
Bt [grade, ; 

All ch2 Ships at S-yrna were Arreſted, bur divers of 
them offecing 200 pieces of eight were releaſed; whence 
it was gathered, that chey aymed more at money than 
any thing elſe, Alſo the Turkiſh Robbers fell upon two 
Holland Ships, whereof they ſunk the one, and,cook the 
o.her, Onthe othe: ſide, th2 Galleys of Malrha took 
wo Tutky Pycates Ships, delivered ewo Ship; caken frota 
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the Chriſtians, and ſer ftee many hundred Slaves: And 
a French Ship coming from the' Levant, was taken by 
the Algrer Py. ares. 

© "The Bafſa of Egypt who yearly guhered about ons 
Milton of Rizlollzrs, roſe in Rebellion againſt che 
Grand Seignior, having on foot about. 300000 men, 
againlt whom all the Turkiſh Fotces were commanded,

Chm:lsk1: General of the Coſsacks, ſurcendred all

Oa the 21th, they made another furious Afﬀavlir, but 
were repulſed with lofle, and kepr off with flinging of 
kindled Pirch-Barrels among them ; yer they came on 
again, but co no purpoſe, Ar this Encounter, the Be- 
fieged loſt above 40 men, amongſt whom were two 
Lieutenant Colovels, one whereof was a Spamard , the 
other was Hagen: On this day , Marquis Pio received 
one wound in his Head with an Arrow , and another in 
his Neck , Marquis de Grara was wounded alſo inthe.

On the 23d, the Enemy Butered ſo furicuſly . ther 
Frederick, and Serin- Sconces were beaten to the Ground, 
and a Breach made large enough for three Horſe-men 
to have paſſed a Breſt, This whole night they ſho-,with- 
our Intermiſſon, and with Incredible Labour, they rail- 
ed a Mount ef Earth ſo high , chart from thence they 
could command the Town, and beat the Behieged from 
the Walls. 

Whereupon the Hungariars whiſpered one to ano- 
ther, to ſurrender, (out of a fear to diſpure it any longer) 
- Which moved the Germans likewiſe to ſpeak of an Ac- 
cord ro Marquis Pio; who telling them that the Fnemy 
k-pr no Accord. one of the Souldiers reply d , that he 
did; Whereupen , the Marquis ran him through , and 
killed him : However, preſently after, they ſent to the 
Grand Vizier, demanding honourable Corditions,whoſe 
Anſwer was, that they ſhould ſet down their own 
Terms, leaving only their Great Guns in the Fort,

of ewenty or thirty thouſand, by the addition of many 
Turks) they ſought to make their way over the Waegh, 
which at laſt they conquered by force, putring rhoſe 
Chritians to the Sword that Guarded the Paſſe, and ſo 
croſſing the Mountains, they entred into e Moravia, to 
Ungniſhbrod, Holliſhay, and the parts about Olmitz.,which 
Towns,together with a great number of the Neighhou: 
ing Villages, they burnt co the ground, 

Many Chriſtians they rut to the Sword, Women, and 
Maids they Raviſhed : The Rrong men they tyed in
